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The  Year  In  Religion  -  1970

The  religious  community  in  1970  became  acutely  aware  of  its 
diminishing  institutional  strength,  but  nonetheless  showed  on  many 
fronts  that  it  could  move  vigorously  to  meet  the  challenges  of  a  new 
decade. 

Pope  Paul  VI,  the  most  widely  travelled  Pope  in  history,  became  the 
first  pontiff  ever  to  visit  the  Far  East.  On  his  10-day  tour  in  late 
November  and  early  December,  he  attended  the  first  Pan-Asian 
Bishops  Conference  in  Manila,  made  a  side  trip  to  Samoa,  flew  to 
Sydney  for  the  first  Pacific  Episcopal  Conference  and 
Australia's  celebration  of  its  200th  anniversary,  conferred  with 
President  Suharto  in  Indonesia,  and  concluded  with  brief  visits  to  Hong 
Kong  and  Ceylon. 

In  September  the  World  Council  of  Churches  took  a  bold  step  in 
allocating  a  total  of  $200,000  to  19  organizations  fighting  racism, 
although  relativey  small,  the  grants  carried  great  symbolic  importance 
and  set  off  a  controversy  in  both  political  and  ecclesiasticl  circles  that 
continued  for  the  rest  of  the  year. 

A  NUMBER  OF  "FIRSTS" 
Other  actions  taken  in  the  religious  community  during  the  year 
included  the  establishment  of  the  first  independent  Orthodox  Church  in 
the  Western  hemisphere,  moves  toward  granting  women  equal  status  in 
the  church,  a  change  of  site  for  the  Lutheran  World  Federation's 
congress  because  of  controversy  over  political  conditions  in  Brazil, 
issuance  of  a  Black  Declaration  of  Independence  by  the  National 
Committee  of  Black  Churchmen,  presentation  of  the  Consultation  on 
Church  Union's  plans  of  union  for  study  by  the  Churches,  elevation  of 
war  protest  to  a  new  level  by  the  Berrigan  brothers,  search  for  a 
solution  to  the  Middle  East  conflict,  and  attempts  by  numerous 
clergymen  to  win  elections  to  political  office.

Nashville,  Tenn.  -  Pilot- 
evangelist,  Robert  M.  Lytton  and 
his  wife,  Billie  Byers,  were  killed 
returning  to  Brazil  following  a  six- 
months  furlough  in  the  States, 
about  January  1.  Their  eighteen 
year  old  daughter.  Amy,  was  also 
killed,  and  their  fourteen  year  old 
son,  Major,  is  in  a  hospital  near 
Santiago,  Chile.  The  Lyttons, 
missionaries  to  South  American 
since  1961,  were  flying  from 
Santiago  to  Brazil. 

Two  other  Lytton  children 
survive:  William  David,  who  is 
attending  Bellhaven  College  in 
Jackson,  Mississippi,  and  Jane, 
who  is  married  to  Justin  Alfred,  a 
theological  student  in  New 
Orleans,  Louisiana.  Mr.  Lytton 
was  a  licensed  pilot  who 
maintained  contact  with  some 
twenty-six  preaching  points  in  the 
State  of  Minas  Gerais.

Christiaan,  Chief  Psychiatrist, 
resident  of  the  hospital. 

Dr.  Eichman  will  present  a 
survey  of  (he  problem  of  suicide  in 
reference  to  occurrence  among 
young  people,  and  occurence 
according  to  race  and  religious 
influences. 

Dr.  Christiaan  will,  lead  a 
discussion  on  attitudes  toward 
suicide  and  opinions  of  subsequent 
periods. 

A  film,  "Point  of  Return"  will  be 
presented  after  lunch,  dealing 
with  symptoms  of  a  person 
comtemplating  suicide.  A 
discussion  will  follow  on  the  role  of 
the  clergymen  in  working  with 
people  with  suicidal  tendencies.

Higher  Education  Campaign 
Account  Closed 

The  Synod's  Christian  Higher 
Education  Campaign  of  1956  was 
closed  on  December  31,  following 
the  final  payment  of  the  last  pledge 
in  December.  The  pledge  was  that 
of  the  St.  Andrews-Covenant 
Presbyterian  Church  Wilmington, 
which  Church  pledged  and  paid  a 
total  of  $30,000. 

Synol!  set  out  to  raise  three 
million  dollars  for  the  Higher 
Education  Program  which 
included  the  establishment  of  St. 
Andrews  Presbyterian  College  and 
the  undergirding  of  the  Campus 
Christian  Life  Ministry  Program  in 
the  Synod. 

Not  including  contributions  from 
Laurinburg  which  eventually 
reached  several  million  dollars, 
the  Presbyteritans  and  churches  of 
the  Synod  paid  on  pledges  a  total  of 
$1,537,307.75.  Other  income, 
including  securities  and  interest 
totalled  $81,988,85,  bringing  the 
grand  total  of  income  through 
December  31,  1970  to  $1,619,296.60. 

A  number  of  individuals  and 
churches  failed  t  meet  their 
pledges,  which  had  they  been  paid, 
would  have  brought  total  income  in 
excess  of  $1,650,000. 

The  cost  of  conducting  the 
Campaign  and  subsequent  c.;sts 
totalled  $176,297.23. 

Of  the  balance  distributed, 
$1,619,296.60,  $1,255,060.62  (6-7  of 
income)  was  distributed  to  St. 
Andrews  Presbyterian  College. 
The  Campus  Christpan  Life 
Committee  received  $186,543.75  for 
undergirding  capital  expenditures 
for  that  cause.  Of  the  balance, 
$1,200  was  designated  for  Peace 
College  and  $195  for  the  Lucy  Steel 
Memorial  Fund. 
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Duke  Endowment  Gives 
Davidson  $220,000 


DAVIDSON,  N.C.  —  Davidson 
College  has  received  a  $220,000 
grant  for  specific  educational 
purposes  from  the  Duke 
Endowment  for  the  1971-72  fiscal 
year,  with  faculty  and  staff 
salaries  the  largest  appropriation 
in  the  grant. 

The  endowment  will  give  $125,000 
for  salaries  so  that  the  college  can 
"maintain  a  competitive  situation 
in  the  faculty  marketplace."  Other 
grants  were  $65,000  for  library 
operations,  $20,000  for  the  new 
Honors  College  program,  and 
$10,000  for  a  new  Career-Service 
program. 

Generous  Support 

"The  Duke  Endowment's 
continuing  support  to  Davidson 
over  the  last  47  years  has  been 
significanlty  responsible  for 
financing  improvements  in  our 
educational  program,"  said 
College  President  Samuel  R. 
Spencer,  Jr.  "This  latest  grant  is 
especially  appreciated  as  we 
develop  important  new  programs 
at  a  time  when  Davidson  and  other 
colleges  are  facing  financial 
difficulties." 


The  library  appropriation  will 
allow  the  college  to  continue  its 
current  acquisitions  rate  despite 
the  rising  costs  of  books  and 
journal  subscriptions.  In  1969-1970 
the  library  added  10,500  volumes, 
and  it  receives  over  1,300 
periodicals. 

The  Honors  College,  a  program 
of  accelerated  individual  study  for 
exceptional  students,  will  need 
funds  for  additional  staff  members 
as  the  number  of  student 
participants  increases. 

Varied  Program 

And  the  new  Career-Service 
program  will  allow  students  to 
receive  academic  credit  for 
college-related  work  and  research 
in  industry,  government, 
education,  social  service  and  other 
fields. 

Since  1924  the  Duke  Endowment 
has  provided  financial  assistance 
to  Davidson,  and  to  Duke,  Furman, 
and  Johnson  C.  Smith  universities. 
It  also  supports  non-profit 
hospitals,  child-caring  institutions, 
retired  ministers  and  rural 
Methodist  churches  in  the  two 
Carolinas.

Last  fall  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Southern  Presbyterian  Association 
of  Theological  Schools,  comprised 
of  presidents  and  deans  of  the  four 
seminaries  and  PSCE,  a  joint 
statement  was  approved  rgarding 
the  option  to  grant  the  Doctor  of 
Ministry  degree.

Ministers'  Healtli  Explored 

ATLANTA  (RNS)  --The 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.S. 
(Southern)  has  established  a  six- 
member  task  force  to  explore 
means  of  improving  the 
"emotional  psychological  health" 
of  ministers. 

In  June,  the  Church's  General 
Assembly  requested  the  formation 
of  a  task  force  to  operate  under  the 
Assembly's  Committee  of  the 
Minister  and  His  Work,  and  to 
report  through  the  Committee  to 
the  1971  Assembly. 

The  task  force  has  named  Dr. 
Jack  J.  Monroe  of  Lexington,  Ky., 
as  a  part-time  field  representative. 

Dr.  Monroe  will  travel 
throughout  the  areas  in  which  the 
denomination  works,  interviewing 
clergymen  and  people  engaged  in 
mental  health  work  and  inspecting 
mental  health  facilities. 

A  psychologist,  Dr.  Monroe  is  a 
ruling  elder  (member  of  the  lay 
governing  body)  of  Lexington's 
Meadowthorpe  Presbyterian 
Church. 

Members  of  the  task  force  are 
Dr.  Edward  H.  Knight  and  the  Rev. 
George  D.  Hooper,  both  of  New 
Orleans;  the  Rev.  WiUiam  B. 
Cartwright,  Helena,  Ark. ;  the  Rev. 
Robert  E.  Cogswell,  Shelbyville, 
Tenn. ;  the  Rev.  Thomas  H.  McDill, 
Decatur,  Ga.,  and  William  H. 
Wilson,  Mc Allen,  Texas. 

Mr.  Wilson  initiated  the  study  by 
a  request  to  the  1969  Assembly  for 
information  on  "the  problems  of 
recognition,  treatment,  and 
rehabilitation  for  emotional 
disorders  whenever  and  wherever 
they  might  occur  among  the 
ministers  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.S."

Charles  Malik  of  Lebanon, 
distinguished  (Christian  statesman 
and  former  President  of  the  United 
Nations  has  said,  "The  West  is 
afraid  of  being  revolutionary."  Is 
he  correct?  If  so,  then  we  are 
traitors  to  our  Oiristian  heritage. 
History's  greatest  revolution 
began,  not  under  a  red  star  in 
Petrograd  in  1917,  but  under  the 
star  of  Bethlehem  2000  years  ago  in 
the  cradle  where  God  invaded 
history. 

Origin  of  Revolutions 

Men  begin  revolutions  with  riots 
and  gunfire.  God  began  His 
revolution  by  singling  out  Mary,  a 
simple,  country  girl  and  telling  her 
that  the  Holy  Spirit  would  cause 
the  very  Son  of  God  to  be  born  in 
her!  Mary  consented,  and  the 
revolution  began.  That's  how  God 
always  starts  His  revolutions  -  by 
quietly  invading  ordinary  lives 
that  are  open  to  Him! 

When  at  that  first  Christmas 
Mary  felt  the  new  life  stirring  in 
her  womb,  she  knew  instinctively 
that  a  new  world  was  also  stirring. 
She  had  gone  to  visit  her  cousin, 
Elizabeth,  and  as  she  entered  the 
house,  Elizabeth  cried  out, 
"Blessed  are  you  among  women 
and  blessed  is  the  fruit  of  your 
womb !  Why  is  this  granted  me  that 
the  mother  of  my  Lord  should 
come  to  me?"  (Luke  2:42-43). 
Mary  replied  in  those  famous 
words  that  we  have  corae  to  know 
as  The  Magnificat,  "My  soul 
magnifies  the  Lord,  and  my  spirit 
rejoices  in  God  my  Saviour,  for  he 
has  regarded  the  low  estate  of  his 
handmaiden.  For  behold, 
henceforth  all  generations  will  call 
me  blessed;  for  he  who  is  mighty 
has  done  great  things  for  me,  and 
holy  is  his  name!"  (Luke  2:46-29). 

Christian  Revolution 

The  Magnificat  has  rightly  been 
called  the  most  revolutionary 
document  in  history.  In  a  flight  of 
prophetic  inspiration,  Mary  went 
on  to  speak  that  day  of  a  many- 
sided,  multi-facted  change  that 
God  would  bring  to  the  world 
through  the  baby  in  her  womb. 
This  was  the  beginning  of  a 
spiritual  revolution:  "He  has 
scattered  the  proud  in  the 
imagination  of  their  hearts";  of  a 
social  revolution:  "He  has  put 
down  the  mighty  from  their 
thrones  and  exalted  those  of  low 
degree";  of  an  economic 
revolution:  "He  has  filled  the 
hungry  with  good  things  and  the 
rich  he  has  sent  empty  away."  In 
Jesus  Christ,  God  began  the  great 
reversal.  Human  categories  were 
turned  upside  down  and  the  proud 
and  the  humble,  the  mighty  and  the 
weak,  the  rich  and  the  poor, 
switched  places. 

The  picture  of  Jesus  as  a 
revolutionary  is  foreign  to  most  of 
us.  From  Sunday  school  we  still 
retain  the  mental  image  of  "gentle 
Jesus,  meak  and  mild",  and  so  He 
was.  Yet  Jesus  Christ  was  also  the 
greatest  revolutionary  who  ever 
lived.  He  said,  "I  came  to  cast  fire 
on  the  earth."  He  came  preaching 
about  a  revolution  which  He  called 
the  Kingdom  of  God.He  gathered 
around  Him  twelve  men  and 
through  these  men  He  changed 
history. 

Man  Uncontrollable 

The  revolutionary  program  of 
Jesus  Christ  began  as  a  spiritual 
revolution.  "He  has  scattered  the 
proud  in  the  imagination  of  their 
hearts."  Our  greatest  need  is  for 
an  inner  revolution  which  can 
transform  men's  hearts.  As 
Winston  CJiurchill  noted  when  he 
received  the  Nobel  Prize,  "We 
have  learned  to  control  everything 
except    man."     Can  man's 


egocentric  pride  be  changed?  One 
dark  night  a  member  of  the  Jewish- 
establishment  came  to  see  Jesus. 
Like  many  leaders  of  today,  and  a 
host  of  average  men,  he  wanted  to 
know  how  to  solve  the  human 
dilemma.  Jesus  told  him,  "Unless 
a  man  is  born  all  over  again,  he 
cannot  see  or  enter  into  the 
kingdom  of  God."  Without  a  fresh 
start,  Jesus  was  saying,  you  can't 
even  grasp  the  nature  of  the 
problem  and  the  kind  of  revolution 
we  need!  This  prescription  for  a 
new  world  began  with  a  new  birth ! 

No  educated  person  today  can 
fail  to  be  impressed  with  the 
staggering  achievements  of  man. 
But  at  the  same  time,  no  thinking 
person  can  look  at  the  world 
without  being  depressed  by  our 
failure  to  solve  our  deepest 
problems. 

What's  Wrong? 
What's  wrong  with  the  world 
when  science,  which  has  solved  so 
many  problems,  seeks  at  the  same 
time  a  way  to  cure  cancer  and  a 
way  to  destroy  the  world? 

What's  wrong  with  the  world 
when  education  has  dispelled  so 
much  ignorance  and  raised  the 
literacy  rate,  yet  the  worst  wars  in 
history  have  been  fought  by  the 
most  literate  nations? 

What's  wrong  with  the  world 
when  government,  business  and 
labor  produce  an  affluent  society, 
but  cannot  cope  with  the  spiraling 
rate  of  crimes,  suicide,  drug 
addiction  and  moral  breakdown? 

Moral  aspirins  and  political  pills 
cannot  solve  our  problem.  What  we 
need  is  radical  surgery  for  cancer 
of  the  soul.  Jesus  diagnosed  our 
problem  as  a  sickness  of  the  soul 
which  the  Bible  labels  "sin." 
Conversion  The  Answer 
This  may  seem  crude  and  over- 
simplified. However,  Jesus  wasn't 
naive  enough  to  suggest  that  if  only 
everybody  had  some  pious  little 
experience  all  our  problems  would 
disappear.  Conversion  on  the 
human  spirit  is  not  the  detailed 
answer  to  all  our  problems  but  it 
does  provide  a  platform  from 
which  we  can  begin  to  tackle  these 
problems.  For  the  basic  problem  of 
all  is  the  greed,  pride  and  self- 
centeredness  of  the  human  heart. 

As  a  wise  man  observed  long 
ago,  the  man  who  goes  out  to 
change  the  world  must  be  an 
optimist ;  but  the  man  who  goes  out 
to  change  the  world  without  some 
way  of  changing  human  nature  is 
an  obsolute  lunatic! 

O  Henry  once  told  the  story  of  a 
country  boy  who  went  off  to  the  big 
city.  He  fell  in  with  a  bad  crowd, 
forgot  the  ideals  he's  been  brought 
up  to  honor  and  ended  up  a  pick- 
pocket. One  day  on  the  street  he 
saw  a  girl  he  had  known  back 
home.  In  her  face  he  could  still  see 
the  purity  and  radiant  freshness  of 
youth.  Suddenly  a  sense  of 
revulsion  filled  him.  Disgust  with 
what  he  had  become  overcame 
him.  He  felt  his  cheeks  flush  hot 
with  shame  and  leaning  up  against 
a  lamppost  he  said,  "I  wish  I  could 
die." 

That,  essentially,  is  what 
happened  to  the  first  Christians. 
When  they  met  Jesus  and  saw  what 
He  was  they  faced  up  to 
themselves.  They  felt  ashamed 
and  sick  of  themselves.  They 
wished  they  could  die  -  and  they  did 
die  -  to  their  old  selves!  But  they 
also  underwent  a  resurrection  -  to  a 
new  life  in  (Zhrist! 

Peter  and  John  and  Andrew  and 
the  others  found  that  a  new 
dimension  had  invaded  their  lives 
in  Christ.  Eternity  had  come  into 
time.  God  had  stepped  into  history 
in  the  person  of  Jesus.  "He  that  has 
seen  me  has  seen  thePather,"  said

Jesus,  and  they  knew  that  tney 
were  seeing  the  expression  of  God 
in  human  form! 

Christ's  Promise 
But  this  spiritual  revolution  was 
more  than  God  invading  history 
and  living  among  men  -  it  was  God 
invading  personality  and  living  in 
men.  When  Jesus  told  His  disciples 
He  was  going  to  die  and  leave 
them,  they  were  desolate.  How 
could  they  go  on  without  the  leader 
they  depended  on?  But  Jesus  made 
a  fantastic  promise,  "I  wUl  not 
leave  you  desolate;  I  will  come  to 
you  ...  and  I  will  pray  the  Father, 
and  He  will  give  you  another 
Counselor,  to  be  with  you  forever, 
even  the  Spirit  of  truth"  (John 
14:18). 

This  promise  was  fulfilled  -  with 
power  -  at  Pentecost.  One  hundred 
and  twenty  followers  of  Jesus 
gathered  in  an  upper  room  on  their 
knees.  They  had  good  reason  to 
kneel,  for  these  were  the  men  and 
women  who  ran  when  Jesus  was 
arrested,  denied  Him  when  He  was 
tried,  hid  themselves  when  He  was 
executed,  and  locked  themselves 
in  a  room  when  He  was  buried.  Yet 
these  were  the  men  and  women 
that  Jesus  was  now  ordering  into 
an  enemy-occupied  world  to 
represent  Him!  No  wonder  they 
were  praying! 

Power  of  the  Spirit 

A  mysterious  power  came  upon 
these  people  -  like  a  sweeping 
desert  wild  -  like  a  consuming- 
forest  fire  -  as  the  Spirit  that  Jesus 
promised  gripped  them  like  high- 
voltage  power.  No  longer  was  God 
"out  there"  or  "back  there".  He 
was  present ...  immediate  ...  real! 
The  evidence  was  in  their  lives. 
Men  who  had  been  cowards  now 
"proclaimed  the  Word  of  God  with 
boldness"  (Acts  4:31).  Men  who 
had  been  obsessed  with  their 
weakness  now  "with  great  power  . 
.  .  gave  their  testimony  to  the 
resurrection  of  the  Lord  Jesus" 
(Acts  4:33).  These  men  discovered 
new  spiritual  capacities.  The  spirit 
of  love  and  selflessness  that  had 
been  in  Jesus  now  dwelt  in  them. 
When  there  was  a  famine  in 
Jerusalem,  C!hristians  far  away  in 
Ephesus  sent  aid.  Like  Jesus  they 
were  enabled  to  forgive  and  love 
their  enemies.  Stephen,  the  first 
martyr,  cried  out  as  they  stoned 
him,  "Lord,  do  not  hold  this  sin 
against  them." 

Indeed,  a  revolution  had  taken 
place.  The  old  regime  of  sin  and 
evil  had  been  overthrown  in  their 
lives  and  a  new  regime  had  taken 
over.

by  a  small  group  of  Protestant  extremists  in  Australia,  the  Asian 
welcome  given  to  Pope  Paul  was  warm  and  widespread.  He  responded 
by  identifying  with  the  aspirations  of  youth,  calling  for  the 
redistribution  of  wealth,  and  emphasizing  the  compatibility  of 
participation  in  the  Church  with  development  of  Asian  culture. 

The  decision  to  include  Hong  Kong  on  the  Pope's  itinerary  and  to  omit 
Taiwan  (Formosa)  led  to  speculation  that  the  Vatican  wished  to 
prepare  the  atmosphere  for  eventual  reestablishment  of  the  Church  in 
mainland  China.  The  unexpected  release  earlier  in  the  year  of 
MaryknoU  Bishop  James  Walsh  after  12  years'  imprisonment  led  some 
observers  to  suggest  that  the  Communist  government's  hostility  toward 
the  Church  might  be  softening.  An  example  of  such  softening  appeared 
in  another  Communist  country  when  Yugoslavia  reestablished 
diplomatic  relations  with  the  Vatican. 

En  route  to  Asia  the  pontiff  stopped  briefly  in  Iran  to  confer  with  Shah 
Pahlavi,  and  then  in  Dacca,  East  Pakistan,  to  express  sympathy  for  the 
victims  of  the  disastrous  floods  that  had  devastated  the  area.  The 
traditional  relief  efforts  of  the  religious  community  were  directed 
during  1970  not  only  to  East  Pakistan,  but  also  to  earthquake  victims  in 
Peru  and,  in  the  U.S.,  hurricane  victims  in  the  Corpus  Christi  area. 

AFRICAN  CHURCHES 

In  addition,  the  Churches  continued  their  aid  to  the  Palestinian 
refugees,  and  sought  to  maintain  a  relief  effort  in  new  ways  after  the 
Nigerian  civil  war  ended  in  January.  The  coolness  of  the  Nigerian 
government  toward  Churches  that  had  aided  Biafrans  during  their 
secession,  together  with  the  explusion  of  some  missionaries,  made  it 
necessary  for  aid  to  be  channelled  through  the  Nigerian  Churches. 

The  WCC  grants,  only  one  part  of  an  on-going  program  to  combat 
racism,  sou^t  to  aid  Africans  in  a  different  way.  They  provoked 
international  debate  because  some  of  the  organizations  receiving  funds 
have  been  engaged  in  guerrilla  activity  seeking  to  overthrow  the  white 
minority  governments  of  southern  Africa.  Though  none  of  the  WCC 
grants  were  to  be  used  for  military  activity,  critics  charged  that  they 
nevertheless  constituted  a  church  endorsement  of  violence. 

Defenders  of  the  grants  countered  that  the  whites  of  southern  Africa 
were  responsible  for  whatever  violence  occurred  as  a  result  of  black 
determination  to  achieve  liberation,  and  that  the  church  should  show  in 
unequiviocl  ways  that  it  was  on  the  side  of  the  blacks. 

The  WCC's  white  member  Churches  in  the  area  generally 
disassociated  themselves  from  the  Council's  action,  but  resisted 
pressures,  such  as  those  from  South  Africa's  Prime  Minister  J.B. 
Vorster,  to  withdraw  from  the  ecumenical  organization. 

The  racial  situation  in  southern  Africa  remained  a  sore  spot 
generally.  Archbishop  Michael  Ramsey  of  Canterbury  made  a  20-day 
visit  to  South  Africa  during  which  he  opposed  violence,  but  warned  that 
violence  would  come  if  the  injustices  of  apartheid  were  not  rectified.  In 
Rhodesia  the  Churches  were  in  tension  with  the  government  over  its 
Land  Tenure  Act  that  moved  the  country  closer  to  South  Africa's 
apartheid  system.  And  the  newly-elected  conservative  government  of 
England  aroused  widespread  opposition  from  churchmen  by  its 
proposal  to  resume  arms  sales  to  South  Africa. 

DECLINE  IN  CHURCH  INCOME  NOTED 
The  WCC  grants  were  made  in  the  face  of  serious  budgetary  problems 
confronting  the  Council,  problems  largely  reflecting  the  difficulties  of 
their  member  Churches  in  the  U.S.  Severe  staff  cuts  were  forced  on 
several  denominations,  as  well  as  the  National  Council  of  Churches  and 
the  World  Council. 

A  decline  in  receipts  was  doubly  significant  since  continuing  inflation 
made  a  considerable  increase  necessary  just  to  maintain  programs  at 
the  same  level. 

The  loss  of  income  was  attributed  to  a  combination  of  ideological 
opposition  from  both  right  and  left  to  church  programs,  a  tendency  of 
local  congregations  to  retain  more  of  their  receipts  for  their  own 
activities,  rather  than  passing  them  along  to  national  bodies,  and 
problems  in  the  general  economy,  including  the  stock  market  recession 
that  hit  substantial  contributors,  the  unemployment  that  hit  even  many 
middle  class  people,  and  the  inflation  that  left  church  members  with 
less  to  give  after  meeting  living  expenses. 

The  loss,  however,  paralleled  other  statistical  declines  reported  in 
1970.  The  Catholic  Church  reported  a  membership  drop,  which,  though 
small,  was  the  first  in  this  century.  The  United  Methodist  Church,  the 
Christian  Church  (Disciples  of  (3irist),  and  the  Lutheran  Church  in 
America  were  among  the  other  large  denominations  showing 
membership  losses.  The  year  also  saw  a  drop  in  the  circulation  of 
religious  periodicals.  And  the  Gallup  Poll  reported  that  the  percentage 
of  people  attending  church  in  a  typical  week  had  declined  from  49  in  1958 
to  42  in  1969. 

MEMBERSHIPS  UP  AND  DOWN 

Some  membership  increases  were  reported,  particularly  among 
Pentecostals,  mission  Churches  and  some  more  conservative  groups. 
The  quadrennial  World  Conference  of  Seventh-day  Adventists  reported 
an  average  increase  of  185,000  during  each  of  the  past  four  years, 
reaching  the  2  million  mark  in  June  1970.  The  Southern  Baptist 
(Convention,  the  largest  Protestant  denomination  in  the  U.S.,  showed  a 
membership  increase  and  a  continued  growth  in  financial  contributions. 
But  its  number  of  baptisms  was  on  the  decline,  as  well  as  enrollment 
figures  for  its  Sunday  School  and  some  other  organizations. 

The  Billy  Graham  Evangelistic  Association,  whose  budget  is  roughly 
comparable  to  that  of  the  National  Council  of  Churches,  reported  a  7  per 
cent  decrease  in  receipts.  The  Southern  Baptist  evangelist,  second  only 
to  his  friend  President  Nixon  in  national  popularity,  according  to  a 
Gallup  Poll,  continued  to  exhibit  his  drawing  power,  however,  in 
crusades  in  Knoxville,  New  York  and  Baton  Rouge,  and  in  Dortmund, 
Germany.  President  Nixon  spoke  at  one  Knoxville  service.  Mr.  Graham 
also  joined  Bob  Hope  in  sponsoring  an  Honor  America  Day  in 
Washington  on  July  4. 

While  institutional  religion  was  losing  support,  signs  of  a  new 
religious  quest  in  non-traditidnal-  forms  were  evident,  particularly 
among  anti-Establishment  youth.  And  though  churchmen  expressed 
increasing  concern  about  the  dangers  of  drug  use  among  youth,  some  of 
them  also  saw  in  it  evidence  that  young  people  were  searching  for  kinds 
of  expereince  traditionally  called  religious.  The  strong  support  of  young 
people  for  the  growing  emphasis  on  ecology,  furthermore,  revealed  a 
moral  idealism  that  sometime  reached  the  level  of  religious 
commitment.

The  Huguenot  Society  is 
composed  of  descendants  of  the 
French  Calvinists  who  fled  from 
France  to  America  during  the 
Catholic  persecutions  of  the  17th 
century.  Its  objectives  are 
assistance  in  publication  of 
research  material  relating  to  the 
Huguenots  and  the  endowment  of 
scholarships  to  be  awarded  to 
students  of  Huguenot  descent  in 
American  colleges.  Davidson 
College  has  a  Huguenot 
Scholarship  worth  about  one 
thousand  dollars  a  year.

upon  men  and  women  is  at  the 
heart  of  the  revolutionary  power  of 
C!hristian  faith.  These  men  were 
not  simply  trying  to  imitate  Jesus. 
Rather  Jesus  Christ  was  living  in 
them.  Instead  of  one  Jesus  C^irist 
walking  around  Jersualem  there 
were  now  - 1  say  it  reverently  -  one 
hundred  and  twenty  Jesus  Christs 
there.  In  them  Jesus  was 
continuing  to  live  out  His  life.  A 
fantastic  spiritual  transformation 
revolutionized  every  aspect  of 
their  lives  -  the  moral,  the  social, 
the  economic.  Jesus  C3irist  touched 
them  with  His  power  and  they,  in 
turn,  touched  their  world  with 
power.  They  became 
revolutionaries  -  (Christian  style. 

Now,  according  to  the  Bible's 
diagnosis,  there  is  something 
unworkable,  archaic  and 
impractical  about  human  nature. 
It  will  not  work.  It  cannot  do  what 
God  wants. 

Sin  At  Root 

Sin  ought  to  be  spelled  S-I-N, 
"the  big  I."  This  is  what  lies  at  the 
root  of  our  problems.  So  Jesus 
came  to  earth  to  take  upon  Himself 
this  ego-centered,  independent, 
God-denying  nature  that  man  has. 
On  the  Cross  He  died  bearing  in 
Himself  this  sin.  And  He  came  to 
replace  our  nature  that  will  not 
work  with  His  nature  which  will! 

Our  world  is  going  to  have  a 
revolution.  Make  no  doubt  about  it. 
The  question  is,  which  revolution  - 
the  revolution  of  hate  and 
violence?  Or  CJirist's  revolution  of 
love  and  spiritual  power? 

The  same  choice  was  faced  in 
Jesus'  day.  During  His  lifetime 
there  was  injustice.  The  Jewish 
people  were  being  exploited  by  the 
Romans  who  occupied  their 
country.  A  Roman  soldier  could 
walk  up  to  a  Jew  and  say,  "Carry 
my  bag  for  a  mile,"  and  the  Jew 
had  no  avenue  of  protest. 

In  the  countryside  and  the  hills  of 
Judea  there  arose  bands  of  guerilla 
revolutionaries.  Like  the  mihtant

continuing  education  program 
conducted  by  Columbia 
Theological  Seminary,  Decatur, 
Ga.  The  program,  which  includes  a 
total  of  fifteen  ministers 
from  eight  Synods  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S., 
was  scheduled  to  be  held  January 
12-21.  The  program  is  under  the 
leadership  of  the  Rev.  Harold  B. 
Prince. 


St.  Andrews  Receives 
Grant  And  Citation 

St.  Andrews  Presbyterian 
(Allege,  Laurinburg  has  received 
additional  attention  for  its  new 
science  program  and  building  in 
the  form  of  an  unusual  second 
grant  from  the  National  Science 
Foundation  and  a  citation  from  a 
specialized  magazine. 

Dr.  Robert  Pedigo,  Chairman  of 
the  Science  Division,  and  Dr.  G. 
Tyler  Miller,  Jr.,  Professor  of 
(3iemistry,  announced  receipt  of  a 
grant  of  $20,200  for  a  ten  week 
program  of  faculty-student 
research  in  the  summer  of  1971. 
The  grant  is  unusual  in  that  St. 
Andrews  is  one  of  very  few  colleges 
to  receive  a  second  COSIP  award. 

St.  Andrews  President  Donald  J. 
Hart  recently  received  a  plaque 
marking  selection  of  the  unique 
science  building  as  "college 
building  of  the  month"  in  the 
October  issue  of  College  and 
University  Business  Magazine,  a 
publication  which  is  circulated 
among  college  administrators  and 
architects  and  which  each  month 
selects  a  building  to  be  featured 
because  of  its  highly  functional  or 
unusuar  design,  economy  of 
construction,  or  other  note-worthy 
feature.

But 
after  you  get  through  burning 
everything  down  what  are  you 
going  to  replace  the  system  with?  I 
have  come  to  create  a  whole  new 
system.  If  you  will  open  yourself  to 
me  I  will  put  my  life  into  you.  And 
you  will  walk  around  as  a 
representative  of  the  Kingdom  of 
God  here  on  earth,  with  God 
Himself  living  with  you." 

The  time  came  when  Barabbas 
was  caught  and  arrested.  So  was 
Jesus.  And  Pilate,  the  Roman 
Governor,  found  himself  with  two 
revolutionaries  on  his  hands.  At  the 
Passover  time  he  brought  them  out 
to  the  crowd  and  said,  "It's  a 
custom  to  release  one  prisoner  to 
you  at  the  time  of  the  festival.  Now 
who  do  you  want  me  to  release  - 
Barabbas  or  Jesus?"  And  the 
people  answered,  "Give  us 
Barabbas."  Then  Pilate  said, 
"What  shall  I  then  do  with  Jesus 
which  is  called  Christf '  Arid  ihey 
all  said,  "Let  him  be  crucified." 

Nineteen  long  centuries  have 
passed.  But  basically  the  issue  as 
we  come  to  the  end  of  1970,  remains 
the  same.  Which  revolutionary  will 
we  choose  -  Barabbas  or  Jesus 
Christ?

FAREWELL  TO  lONA 

"HOMEWARD  we  turn.  Isle  of  Coiumba's  Cell, 
Where  Christian  piety's  soul-cheering  spark 
(Kindled  from  Heaven  between  the  light  and  dark 
01  :ime(:  shone  like  the  morning-star,  farewell!-- 
And  fare  thee  well,  to  Fancy  visible. 
Remote  St.  Kilda,  lone  and  loved  seamark 
For  many  a  voyage  made  in  her  swift  bark, 
When  with  more  hues  than  in  the  rainbow  dwell 
Thou  r  mysterious  intercourse  dost  hold, 
Extractmg  from  clear  skies  and  air  serene. 
And  out  of  sun-bright  waves,  a  luc-  d  veil, 
That  thickens,  spreads,  and  mingling  fold  with  fold. 
Makes  known,  when  thou  no  longer  canst  be  seen. 
Thy  whereabout,  to  warn  the  approaching  sail." 

~  William  Wordsworth 

Thus  spoke  William  Wordsworth  in  one  of  four  sonnets  he  composed 
on  leaving  the  Isle  of  lona  in  1835. 

Twenty-five  years  earlier.  Sir  Walter  Scott  had  found  her  "desolate 
and  miserable." 

Columba  who  had  immortalized  her  by  bringing  Christianity  to  her 
and  to  all  of  Scotland  in  563  A.D.  said  of  her  in  597  A.D.  on  the  eve  of  his 
death: 

"In  lona  of  my  heart,  lona  of  my  love. 
Instead  of  monks'  voices  shall  be  lowing  of  cattle 
But  ere  the  world  come  to  an  end 
[ona  shall  be  as  it  was." 

'Unto  this  place,  small  and  mean  though  it  be,  great  homage 

shall  yet  be  paid,  not  only  by  the  kings  and  peoples  of  the 

Scots,  but  by  rulers  of  foreign  and  barbarous  nations  and  their  subjects. 

In  great  veneration,  too,  shall  it  be  held  by  men  of  other  Churches. " ' 

Arrival 

Columba  had  arrived  in  a  Coracle  and  landed  with  12  disciples  at  the 
Port  of  Coracle,  to  the  South  of  the  Island,  in  order  to  establish  an  abbey 
as  the  seat  of  operations  for  the  conversion  of  Scotland. 

For  250  years,  this  dot  on  the  globe  ( only  1 V2  by  3  miles )  continued  as  a 
sacred  center  and  shrine.  Here  was  established  a  Community  of 
Christians.  From  here  were  sent  forth  to  all  parts  of  Scotland  and 
Northern  England  missionaries,  commissioned  to  preach  the  Gospel 
and  to  Christianize  all  of  Scotland. 

Unfortunately,  a  succession  of  depredations  by  Viking  pirates  in  the 
8th  and  9th  centuries  and  of  Danes  fron:  Dublin  in  986  reduced  the 
operation  and  the  effectiveness  of  the  Abbey.  Martyr's  Bay,  where  68 
monks  were  murdered  in  806  still  bears  testimony  to  this  massacre  and 
the  statistics  on  the  Danish  assault  reveal  the  deaths  by  murder  of  the 
Abbot  and  15  monks. 

Origin  and  History 

The  Island  of  lona  is  wind-swept  and  rocky,  yet  not  unpleasant  nor 
unfertile,  and  quite  beautiful.  It  is  one  of  the  smallest  of  the  more  than 
400  Islands  which  constitute  Scotland,  yet  some  geologists  declare  it  to 
be  the  oldest  rock  in  the  world.  It  is  about  75  miles  north  of  Ireland  from 
whence  Columba  had  sailed  and  a  mile  west  of  the  Isle  of  Mull  which  one 
must  cross  by  road  or  circle  by  boat  in  order  to  reach  the  Island  from 
the  Mainland.  Except  for  the  Islands  of  Tiree  and  Coll,  to  the  west,  only 
the  ocean  stands  between  her  and  Labrador,  2,000  miles  away. 

Her  name  anciently  in  Irish  was  simply  Hy  or  Y  pronounced  ee;  in 
Gaelic  or  Pictish,  loua;  sometimes  called  the  "Island  of  the  Druids", 
and  there  is  considerable  evidence  in  support  of  Druid  worship;  also  the 
"Island  of  Columba  of  the  Church,  or  Cell";  I-shona  (E-hona)  -  the 
blessed  or  sacred  Isle;  also  "Isle  of  Dreams,"  "Isle  of  Saints,"  and 
"Isle  of  Sculptors."  Coincidentally,  the  Hebrew  word  for  Dove  is  "lona" 
and  the  Latin,  Columba. 

Begins  With  God 

It  is  said,  "To  tell  the  story  of  lona  is  to  begin  with  God  and  to  end  with 
God." ;  thus,  her  sacred  character,  further  immortalized  by  the  bones  of 
Columba  resting  there  for  at  least  200  years,  resulted  in  the  Isle 
becoming  a  shrine  to  which  students  and  pilgrims  flocked  from  all  parts 
of  the  North,  and,  some  say,  the  world.  Kings  sought  her  soil  for  their 
final  resting  place.  Of  these  at  least  48  are  Scots,  7  Norwegian,  4  Irish, 
and  2  French.  Likewise  the  remains  of  nriahy  Clan  Chiefs  and  other 
prominent  persons  lie  buried  here. 

In  1074,  Margaret,  wife  of  Malcolm  Canmore,  the  same  whose  lovely 
chapel  graces  Edinburgh  Castle,  restored  the  monastery  and  installed 
monks  of  the  Augustinian  Order.  This  marked  the  transformation  from 
the  Culdee  to  the  Catholic  or  Roman  Church. 

In  1203  Reginald,  Lord  of  the  Isles,  first  installed  Benedictine  Monks 
at  the  Abbey,  and  then,  still  later,  he  established  a  Nunnery,  located 
only  a  short  distance  to  the  south  of  the  Abbey. 

During  the  16th  century,  the  Island  was  given  the  status  of  a  Cathedral 
for  approximately  fifty  years;  however,  with  the  coming  of  the 
Reformation,  the  buildings  were  razed  between  1560  and  1570,  and  the 
Community  was  dispersed. 

Today:  "lona  As  It  Was" 
In  1899,  George  VIII,  Duke  of  Argyll,  gave  the  Abbey  ruins  to  the 
Church  of  Scotland.  From  1902  to  1910,  by  popular  subscription, 
restoration  was  begun  and  the  Church  (Cathedral)  was  completed. 

In  1938,  Dr.  George  F.  MacLeod  of  Glasgow,  frustrated  by  the  barren 
and  fruitless  experiences  of  laboring  in  the  shipyard  parish  of  Govan, 
near  Glasgow,  during  the  Depression,  remembering  Columba,  left 
Glasgow  with  a  few  followers  and  took  up  residence  on  lona  for  the 
purpose  of  Christian  Renewal.  There,  after  the  pattern  of  Columba,  they 
engaged  in  worship  and  work  in  preparation  for  returning  to  the  World 
,  to  fulfill  the  great  Commandments  and  the  Great  Commission,  namely 
to  carry  out  the  Mission  of  the  Church.  On  the  assumption  that  the 
Church  was  indifferent  to  the  human,  the  social,  and  the  economic  needs 
of  society,  they  set  to  work  to  minister  to  all  men  and  to  the  whole  man 
by  offering  hope  for  despair.  Their  goal  was  to  reach  every  man,  the 
whole  man,  everywhere  in  all  walks  of  life. 
It  was  not  enough  that  there  was  a  Christian  Community.  If  was 
necessary  also  that  there  be  mission.  It  was  not  enough  to  pray,  but 
everyone  must  work.  Like  Pope  John  XXIII,  who  revolutionized  the 
Catholic  Church,  George  MacLeod  upset  traditional  Protestantism. 
Most  of  today's  movement  of  renewal  and  radical  and  new  forms  of 
worship  and  witness,  it  is  said,  may  be  traced  to  the  Isle  of  lona 
Community.

Elders  Given 
Emeriti  Honors 

Four  Ruling  Elders  in  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of 
Fayetteville,  who  have  recorded  a 
total  of  eighty  years  in  office,  have 
been  elected  to  emeritus  status  by 
the  congregation.  They  are:  Peter 
McKellar  Williams,  Chester  Bryon 
Williams,  Spencer  Jackson  Currie, 
and  Thomas  Earl  Stewart. 

The  elders  are  the  first  so 
honored  by  the  local  church. 


Today,  lona  has  been  practically  restored  as  to  her  former  physical 
features,  except  for  the  Nunnery.  The  Cathedral  is  there;  likewise  the 
Cloister;  the  Abbey;  the  Sachistry;  the  Chapter  House;  the  Refectory; 
et  al. 

Many  Ionic  Crosses 
Of  the  360  crosses  once  said  to  have  graced  the  Island,  today  there  are 
not  more  than  five  in  whole  or  in  ruins:  St.  Martin's  of  the  10th  century, 
to  memoralize  St.  Martin  (c.  316-397?)  Bishop  of  Tours;  St.  John's  of  the 
10th  century,  which  has  been  blown  down  by  gales  three  times  since  it 
was  restored  from  fragments  in  1926;  St.  Matthew's,  only  a  part  of  the 
shaft  of  which  remains,  bearing  representations  of  the  temptation  of 
Adam  and  Eve ;  and  McLean's  Cross  of  the  15th  century. 

Dr.  McLeod  who  is  a  baron,  and  therefore  bears  the  title  of  "Lord", 
has  served  as  the  Moderator  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Scotland. 
Today  he  is  retired  but  the  work  goes  on  under  the  leadership  of  others. 

A  close  friend  of  mine  was  privileged  to  spend  a  week  on  lona,  a  rare 
experience  since  the  accornodations  there  are  quite  limited.  The 
inhabitants  number  only  about  90.  My  friend  tells  me  that  he  had  not 
been  on  the  Island  twenty  minutes  before  he  was  ordered  to  begin  work 
preparing  supper.  Everyone  must  work,  and  according  to  him,  the 
scheduled  on  the  Island  is  a  busy  and  rigorous  one.  This  is  consistent 
with  the  rule  of  the  Abbey  from  the  earliest  times.  On  the  Island  are 
places  where  persons  suspected  of  some  sin  were  required  to  jump  bare- 
footed from  an  eminence  of  several  feet  onto  sharp-pointed  stones 
below,  as  a  means  of  determining  guilt  or  innocence.  This  trial  by  ordeal 
was  resolved  in  terms  of  the  effects  of  the  rocks  on  one's  flesh,  a  sign  of 
blood  indicating  guilt. 

Tourism  Discouraged 
There  are  only  a  few  buildings  on  the  Island  besides  the  Abbey  and 
Church.  Hither  come  daily  or  as  often  as  ships  are  permitted  to  arrive,  a 

large  number  of  tourists,  though  Dr.  Macleod  very  much  dislikes  the 
word  "tourists",  and  in  fact,  discouraged  visits  of  all  visitors  who  would 
come  to  the  Isle  through  curiosity  alone.  "Pilgrims"  he  welcomed. 
Needless  to  say  he  was  rigid  in  maintaining  the  Community. 

"New  Days  —  New  Ways" 

It  has  been  said  that  Dr.  Macleod's  "experience  revealed,  among 
other  things,  the  urgent  and  imperative  necessity  for  the  Ministry  of  the 
Church  to  find  new  ways  to  meet  the  claimant  needs  of  men  if  ever  it 
was  again  to  reestablish  that  active  relevance  to  the  whole  of  life  which 
formerly  commanded  the  allegiance  of  their  fathers.  To  preach  of  the 
Bread  of  Life  to  unemployed  and  despairing  men  with  hungry  families, 
without  being  actively  concerned  with  the  satisfaction  of  their  physical 
needs,  is  a  betrayal  not  only  of  them  and  of  the  Church,  but  ot  its  Heaa. 
'Suppose  some  brother  or  sister  is  ill-clad  and  short  of  daily  food,  if  any 
of  you  tell  them  "Depart  in  peace!  Get  warm,  get  food"  without 
supplying  their  bodily  needs,  what  use  is  that?"  '  " 

So  the  new  lona  Community  came  into  being:  a  Brotherhood  of 
men  ministers  and  laymen,  concerned  with  the  working  out  in  practical 
experiments  new  methods  of  approach  relevant  to  the  urgent  problems 
of  our  time,  and  in  conscious  acceptance  of  the  risk  of  making  mistakes. 
At  present  they  number  150. 

Future  of  Society 

Dr.  Macleod  has  written  that  "the  primary  problem  before  mankind 
in  coming  years  is  how  to  plan  society  and  at  the  same  time  preserve  the 
rights  of  the  individual".  He  argues  that  only  Christianity  "can  be  relied 
on  to  conserve  the  individual  as  being  of  any  moment  at  all.  Man's  only 
claim  to  a  place  of  honor  lies  in  the  fact  that  Christ  died  for  him.  In  the 
Christian  Church-provided  that  She  can  wed  again  to  'the  Common 
Life'-lies  the  only  key  to  the  world  problem,  (e.g.  Her  Sacrament  of 
Baptism  is  precisely  the  assertion  of  the  worth  of  every  individual,  holy 
and  of  infinite  account  in  the  sight  of  God;  Her  Sacrament  of  Holy 
Communion  is  precisely  the  declaration  of  the  New  Society  in  Christ 
Jesus,  of  'how  men  may  share  their  Bread,'  which  is  the  essential 
problem  of  a  planned  society).  Her  Gospel  is  the  only  clue. 

"But  we  believe  that  the  present  Expression  of  our  Faith  -  in  Church 
organization  and  modes  of  worship  -  is  failing  fully  to  reflect  our  Belief 
or  fully  to  satisfy  men's  desire  for  worship.  Both  the  organization  of  our 
parishes  and  our  practices  in  worship  magnificently  served  a  previous 
age;  but  the  world  pattern  in  which  they  were  set  has  got  broken. 
Reverend  experiment  in  new  organizations  and  new  approaches  to 
worship  are  urgently  called  for,  if  the  Gospel  is  to  be  Good  News  to  our 
generation." 

Mission  Abroad 

On  the  mainland  the  Community  maintains  a  Community  House  in 
Glasgow.  From  there  as  a  center  throughout  the  region  and  beyond 
"experiments  are  being  made  at  such  places  as  -  new  housing  schemes 
in  city  and  in  smaller  towns  (for  the  problems  of  these  'new 
communities'  differ  much  from  those  of  downtown  churches;  down- 
town churches  refashioned  by  the  Church  for  experiment  in  community 
and  youth  work;  parishes  in  the  smaller  industrial  towns.  The 
Community  is  specially  concerned  with  the  task  of  industrial 
evangelism.  But  a  group  of  its  members  are  also  tackling  the  problems 
of  the  rural  parish. 

Of  the  150  members  who  make  up  lona  Community,  61  are  in  parish 
work  in  Scotland,  England,  and  Ireland;  3  are  industrial  chaplains;  5 
are  university  chaplains,  13  teaching  in  schools  or  colleges;  8  work  in 
industry  and  others  in  other  jobs;  34  serve  the  church  in  Asia,  Africa, 
and  America.  Most  members  are  married.  Many  churches  are 
represented  among  these. 

The  members  of  the  community  keep  a  common  discipline  of  prayer 
and  Bible  reading  and  in  the  use  of  time  and  money.  They  meet 
regularly  in  local  groups  and  plenary  meetings. 

The  Community  is  supported  by  the  Friends  who  pay  a  minimum 
annual  subscription  of  10  pounds  for  which  they  receive  the  Coracle,  the 
magazine  of  the  lona  Community,  twice  a  year. 

So,  it  would  seem  that  Coiumba's  prophecy  is  being  fulfilled. 

"But  ere  the  world  come  to  an  end 
lona  shall  be  as  it  was." 


Woman  Elected 
President  In  Japan 

ZENTSUJI,  JAPAN— (PN)  — 
For  the  first  time  in  more  than  100 
years  of  mission  history  in  Japan, 
a  woman  has  been  elected 
president  of  the  Fellowship  of 
Christian  Missionaries,  a  group 
which  all  Japan,  Roman  Catholic 
and  Protestant  missionaries  may 
join. 

The  new  president  is  Mrs.  Arch 
B.  Taylor  Jr.,  a  Presbyterian  U.  S. 


Mrs.  Taylor  is  wife  of  the  Rev. 
Archibald  B.  Taylor,  Jr.,  son  of 
the  late  Archibald  B.  Taylor  and 
Mrs.  Margaret  Webb  Taylor 
Williams  of  Washington,  D.  C. 
They  have  been  missionaries  to 
Formosa  and  Japan  since  1948. 


missionary  and  professor  at 
Shikoku  Christian  College  here. 

Her  election  also  marks  the  first 
time  a  Presbyterian  U.  S. 
missionary  has  been  named 
president  of  the  fellowship. 

Mrs.  Taylor,  the  former  Mar- 
garet Hopper,  and  her  husband 
helped  to  found  the  only  (Christian 
College  on  the  island  of  Shikoku, 
one  of  Japan's  four  main  islands. 
Shikoku  (3iristian  College  began  in 
1950. 

The  Rev.  Lewis H.  Lancaster  Jr., 
another  IJresbyterian  LT.  S. 
missionary,  stationed  at 
Takamatsu,  Japan,  was  elected 
vice  president  of  the  fellowship. 

An  annual  conference  is  one  of 
the  major  acti^ties  of  the  Japan 
Fellowship  of  Christian 
Missionaries.  Next  conference  is 
scheduled  on  July  21-23,  at  a  hostel 
near  Kyoto.  Theme  for  the 
conference  is  "Celebrating  Life": 
first  in  (Thrist,  in  the  church  in 
Japan,  in  health  preservation,  and 
in  social  and  political  life. 

During  the  conference  the 
missionaries  will  have  a  service 
project  in  the  area  nearby. 
Members  of  the  Presbyterian  U.  S. 
Church  are  welcomed  to  attend  the 
celebration.

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$45,000  Challenge 
Gift  Announced 

Rumple  Memorial  Presbyterian 
Church,  Blowing  Rock,  has  been 
made  recipient  of  a  $45,000 
challenge  gift  to  assist  in  paying 
the  indebtedness  of  the  recent^ 
completed  Annie  Ludlow  Cannon 
Education  Building. 

The  Minister  of  the  Church,  Rev. 
J.  Richard  Holshouser,  reported 
that  the  total  indebtedness  on  the 
building  is  $90,000,  and  the  donor 
has  challenged  the  congregation  to 
raise  half  of  the  funds  by  June  1, 
1971. 

The  congregational  response  to 
the  challenge  got  underway  by 
Christmastime  when  more  than 
$6,000  was  given  at  a  Christmas 
love  feast  held  in  the  fellowship 
hall  of  the  new  building.  The 
Challenge  donor  supplied  the  food 
for  a  dinner  which  was  attended  by 
more  than  250  persons. 

Construction  on  the  new 
building,  at  a  cost  of  $190,000  was 
done  in  April,  1968,  and  the  building 
was  completed  and  dedicated  last 
August  16. 

The  Church  serves 
approximately  200  year-round 
members  and  an  additional  200 
who  vacation  in  the  vicinity  during 
the  summer. 

The  modern  three-story  building 
was  named  for  the  late  Annie 
Ludlow  Cannon,  who  was  for  many 
years  a  summer  member  and 
generous  donor  to  the  Church.  Mrs. 
Cannon's  initial  gift  originated  the 
existing  facility. 

In  addition  to  providing  space  for 
the  various  church  activities,  the 
building  is  made  available  for  a 
number  of  uses  by  the  community. 

Mrs.  Arnold  Bolick  serves  as 
Church  Treasurer  and  is  accepting 
gifts  for  the  challenge  program. 


Office  Of  Mass 
Media  Established 

An  anonymous  gift  of  $45,000  has 
been  made  to  Atlanta  Presbytery 
to  set  up  an  office  of  mass  media 
ministry.  Twenty  thousand  dollars 
of  the  grant  will  be  made  in  1971 ; 
$15,000  in  1972,  and  $10,000  in  1973. 

The  office,  which  is  expected  to 
be  opened  on  January  1,  will  be 
under  the  direction  of  the  Rev. 
John  H.  Allen  of  Atlanta,  who  for 
the  past  four  years  has  headed 
AIB,  an  ecumenical  ministry 
through  radio  and  television  under 
the  sponsorship  of  the  Greater 
Atlanta  Council  of  Churches. 

Allen,  who  was  called  to  his  new 
job  by  Atlanta  Presbytery's 
Church  Extension  Committee,  will 
be  responsible  to  that  Committee 
and  will  serve  the  Presbytery  and 
its  Committees  through  mass 
communications,  assist  churches 
in  the  use  of  latest  technology  and 
developments  in  the  field,  guide 
the  training  of  clergy  and  laymen 
and  represent  the  interests  of 
Atlanta  Presbytery  in  Atlanta 
Interfaith  Broadcasters  (AIB). 

The  38-year-old  Presbyterian 
Minister,  who  was  born  in 
Hartford,  Connecticut  and  reared 
in  Charleston,  S.  C,  said,  "To  my 
knowledge  this  will  be  the  first 
time  an  office  for  a  mass  media 
ministry  has  been  set  up  on  a 
Presbytery  level";  and  he 
expressed  the  hope  to  get  a  weekly 
Presbyterian  program  on  the  air 
soon  after  he  assumes  his  new 
duties. 

Name  Changed 

The  congregation  of  the  Second 
Presbyterian  Church  of 
Mooresville  recently  voted  to 
change  its  name  to  Fieldstone 
Presbyterian  Church. 

The  new  name  for  the  66-year-old 
church  follows  its  new  location. 
The  Church  moved  into  its  new 
$240,000  home  on  Fieldstone  Road 
last  March  from  a  building  at  the 
corner  of  Church  Street  and  Wilson 
Avenue. 

The  Rev.  Richard  Newkirk  is 
Minister  of  the  270-member 
congregation.

continuing  vitality  in  the  field  of  religion.  In  a  move  toward  adapting 
Orthodoxy  to  American  life,  the  Greek  Orthodox  Archdiocese  of  North 
and  South  America  voted  at  its  biennial  meeting  to  seek  greater 
autonomy  for  the  archdiocese  and  the  right  of  pastors,  in  consultation 
with  their  bishops,  to  conduct  services  in  the  vernacular  where  they 
judged  such  a  change  would  be  helpful.  Noting,  however,  that  the 
actions  had  become  the  subject  of  bitter  controversy  as  a  reult  of  mis- 
interpretation, the  Ecumenical  Partriarchate  of  Constantinople 
(Istanbul),  ultimate  authority  for  the  archdiocese,  declined  to  approve 
them. 

Another  major  event  in  the  Orthodox  world  was  the  establishment  in 
April  of  the  first  independent  Orthodox  Church  in  the  Western 
Hemisphere.  The  Russian  Orthodox  Greek  Catholic  Church  in  America, 
receiving  official  recognition  from  the  Moscow  Partriarchate  of  the  de 
facto  independence  it  had  exercised  since  1924,  became  the  Orthodox 
Church  in  America.  Ecumenical  Patriarch  Athenagoras  I,  spiritual 
leader  of  world  Orthodoxy,  opposed  the  move,  however,  criticizing  the 
Moscow  Patriarchate  for  acting  unilaterally. 

In  an  extraordinary  decree  entitled  "The  Increasing  Burden  of  Age," 
Pope  Paul  ordered  all  cardinals  80  years  or  older  barred  from  future 
papal  election. 

WOMEN'S  LIB  MOVEMENT 

Those  working  for  equal  status  for  women  in  the  church  made  gains 
during  the  year  that  saw  churchwomen  joining  in  the  activities  of  the 
Aug.  26  "Strike  Day"  sponsored  by  the  women's  liberation  movement. 
Pope  Paul  named  St.  Catherine  of  Siena  and  St.  Teresa  of  Avila  Doctors 
of  the  Church,  the  first  women  to  be  given  the  honor.  The  Episcopal 
Church's  triennial  convention,  meeting  in  Houston,  seated  women  as 
delegates  for  the  first  time,  and  ruled  that  deaconesses  had  all  the  rights 
of  deacons.  But  a  move  to  ordain  women  to  the  preisthood  failed.  The 
American  Lutheran  Church  and  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America  both 
voted  at  their  biennial  conventions  to  ordain  women,  and  in  each  a 
woman  was  ordained  later  in  the  year.  The  WCC  reported  that  70 
Churches  now  ordain  women. 

The  conflict  over  race  relations  in  southern  Africa  was  only  one  of 
"many  instances  of  the  church  standing  in  tension  with  secular 
powers.  As  a  resit  of  controversy  over  actions  by  the  Brazilian  military 
government,  including  alleged  torture  of  political  prisoners,  the 
Lutheran  World  Federation  decided  almost  at  the  last  minute  to  have  its 
July  meeting  in  Evian-les-Bains,  France,  rather  than  the  scheduled 
site,  porto  Alegre,  Brazil. 

RACIAL  TENSIONS  CONTINUE 

In  the  U.S.,  the  Churches  were  often  in  tension  with  various  aspects  of 
the  culture,  but  also  suffering  internal  tensions  through  their  continuing 
racial  and  liberal-conservative  divisions.  The  National  Committee  of 
Black  Churchmen  (NCBC)  issued  a  Black  Declaration  of  Independence, 
warning  that  blacks  would  renounce  allegiance  to  the  nation  if 
injustices  were  not  redressed.  And  delegates  to  the  first  national 
convention  of  black  lay  Catholic  delcared  they  were  "black  first  and 
then  Catholic."  In  contrast  to  1969,  however,  James  Forman  and  the 
Black  Manifesto  received  little  attention  during  the  year. 

Bishop  Stephen  G.  Spottswood,  a  leader  of  the  AME  Zion  Church  and 
board  chairman  of  the  NAACP,  made  front  page  headlines  with  a 
speech  to  the  NAACP  convention  in  which  he  attacked  the  Nixon 
Administration  as  anti-Negro. 

Racial  tensions  appeared  to  be  a  possibly  greater  obstacle  to  the 
ecumenical  movement  than  denominational  differences.  The  Rev.  J. 
Metz  Rollins,  executive  director  of  the  NCBC,  warned  that  blacks  in 
predominantly  white  Churches  would  withdraw  if  they  were  not  given 
an  equal  voice.  And  the  bishops  of  the  Christian  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  one  of  the  nine  Churches  participating  in  the  Consultation  on 
Church  Union  (COCU),  said  they  were  more  interested  in  uniting  with 
other  black  Methodists  than  in  the  Church  of  Christ  Uniting  proposed 
under  the  COCU  plan. 

ECUMENICAL  MOVEMENTS 
Presentation  of  the  long-awaited  plan  was  a  highlight  of  the  year's 
ecumenical  activity.  While  it  was  only  set  forth  for  study  at  this  stage, 
some  opposition  was  already  apparent.  Some  critics  charged  the  clan 
with  being  too  bureaucratic,  and  there  were  groups,  such  as  the  Anglo- 
Catholic  or  "high  church"  wing  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  who  objectea 
that  it  did  not  adequately  preserve  their  vital  concerns. 

Abroad,  long  years  of  negotiation  were  climaxed  with  the  merger  of 
six  Protestant  bodies  to  form  the  Church  of  North  India,  and  the  union  of 
Anglican,  Methodist,  and  Presbyterian  Churches  into  the  Church  of 
Pakistan. 

At  an  August  meeting  in  Nairobi,  the  International  Congregational 
Council  and  the  World  Alliance  of  Reformed  Churches  merged, 
taking  the  name  of  the  latter  and  forming  an  international  confessional 
family  with  127  churches  and  55  million  members.  In  May  Pope  Paul 
and  Catholics  Vazken  I,  Supreme  Patriarch  of  All  Armenians,  met  at 
the  Vatican,  publicly  embracing  before  the  altar  of  the  Sistine  Chapel 
and  pledging  to  work  for  unity.  Among  the  many  dialogue  groups 
reporting  during  the  year  was  the  U.S.  Lutheran-Catholic  group,  which 
recommended  that  their  respective  Churches  recognize  the  validity  of 
each  other's  ministry  and  Eucharist. 

In  a  move  that  some  feared  would  reopen  old  wounds.  Pope  Paul 
canonized  40  English  and  Welsh  martyrs  of  the  Reformation  period. 

The  Anglican  Church  sent  a  representative  to  the  serivce,  however, 
maintaining  the  cordiality  that  had  been  growing  between  the  two 
communions. 

In  another  ecumenical  gesture,  the  Vatican  relaxed  its  regulations  on 
mixed  marriages,  a  move  welcomed  by  Dr.  Eugene  Carson  Blake, 
general  secretary  of  the  WCC,  though  he  observed  that  it  still  left 
fundamental  problems  unsolved. 

In  the  U.S.,  while  the  COCU  negotiations  were  proceeding,  the 
National  Council  of  Churches  was  considering  four  restructuring 
alternatives  presented  to  it  by  a  special  study  committee.  At  the  same 
time,  informal  discussions  on  a  possible  new  ecumenical  organization 
were  being  conducted  by  representatives  of  the  NCC,  the  Catholic 
Church,  and  some  Protestant  groups,  such  as  the  American  Lutheran 
Church,  not  now  in  the  NCC. 

The  kind  of  ecumenism  that  aroused  greater  interest  among  some 
groups  was  that  shown  in  the  uniting  of  concerned  people  across 
religious  lines  to  act  on  such  issues  as  war  and  poverty. 

WAR  PROTESTORS 

A  major  story  of  the  year  involved  Father  Daniel  Berrigan,  S.J.,  and 
Father  Philip  Berrigan,  S.S.J.,  who  escalated  Vietnam  war  protest  by

Guidance  Program  Available 
To  Youth  And  Adults 


The  Presbyterian  Guidance 
Program  is  one  of  the  fine 
ministries  offered  by  the  Synod.  It 
serves  high  school  students, 
college  students  and  adults  in 
consideration  of  personal  and 
career  counseling.  The 
Presbyterian  Guidance  Center, 
located  on  the  campus  of  St. 
Andrews  Presbyterian  College,  is 
the  focal  point  of  the  Program. 

The  main  thrust  of  the  Program 
is  one  which  offers  high  school 
students  an  integrated  plan  for 
studying  the  meaning  of  Christian 
commitment  in  relation  to  their 
long  search  for  a  future  career 
where  they  can  best  serve  with 
their  own  unique  talents. 

Visit  To  Center  Required 

Following  a  two  to  three  month 
pre-counseling  program  within  the 
local  church  under  the  direction  of 
a  vocational  aide,  the  students 
reach  the  second  step  which 
involves  a  two-day  visit  to  the 
Guidance  Center.  At  the  Center  a 
trained  professional  counselor 
seeks  to  help  the  stud'.'nt  in 
personal  counseling  to  evaluate 
himself,  to  study  occupational  and 
educational  goals.  Career  choices 
should  be  based  on  loii^  and 
thoughtful  study  of  one's  abilities, 
interests,  personality  and  a 
consideration  of  different  careers 
and  what  they  are  like  and  what 
each  one  requires  in  the  way  of 
formal  training  and  personal 
characteristics. 

Standard  psychological  tests  are 
only  one  instrument  used  for  self- 
evaluation.  Valid  counseling  is 
based  on  information  from  many 
sources,  on  reports  from  the  school 
and  vocational  aide  in  the  local 
church,  the  student's  own 
questionnaire  form,  the  interviews 
with  the  counselor  and  from 
appropriate  standardized  tests.  All 
these  means  are  valuable  in 
gathering  information  that  one 
should  consider. 

New  Materials  Forthcoming 

The  materials  used  in  the  local 
church  are  presently  being  revised 
and  the  new  materials  will  be 
available  in  the  summer  of  1971.  In 


consideration  of  this,  plans  are 
being  made  for  a  Guidance  Section 
in  the  Christian  Education 
Conference  at  Montreal  next  June. 
At  that  time  the  new  materials  will 
be  presented  to  leaders  from  the 
various  presbyteries  and  churches. 
There  will  also  be  an  opportunity  to 
learn  the  most  effective  ways  of 
carrying  out  a  program  within  the 
local  church. 

TTie  Guidance  Center  also  serves 
individuals  in  other  ways.  College 
students  at  St.  Andrews  and 
elsewhere  come  to  the  Center  in 
consideration  of  their  academic 
major,  their  vocational  planning 
and  their  personal  problems. 
Increasingly,  adults  who  have  been 
in  a  given  vocation  for  some  years 
come  to  the  Center  as  a  means  of 
confirming  their  present  vocation 
or  giving  consideration  to  making 
a  change.  Some  presbyteries  now 
send  candirlalos  for  the  ministry  to 
the  Center  for  a  psychological 
evaluatirT..  The  high  school 
Equivalency  Examination  iGED) 
is  also  f>HiTiini<;tered  to  well  over 
one  hunrl'f-'l  Ifdividuals  each  year. 
From  tini"  time  the  Center  also 
serves  on  c^.ntract  tn  do  aptitude 
and  pers.mality  evaluation  of 
individualb  who  are  being 
considcrr.i  by  industries  in  other 
parts  of  ;ht'  country. 

Competent  Leadership 

The  Presbyterian  Guidance 
Program  is  under  the  direction  of 
Dr.  Alfred  Thomas,  who  also  has 
an  appointment  at  St.  Andrews  and 
teaches  pb>cliology  on  a  pai  L-time 
basis.  The  Associate  Director,  Mr. 
Elbert  Patton,  is  presently  on 
leave  of  absence  in  a  doctoral 
program  at  Duke  University.  Mrs. 
Lucylle  Keylon,  formerly  Assistant 
Dean  of  Students  at  St.  Andrews, 
serves  as  one  of  the  counselors  and 
also  is  in  charge  of  Informational 
Services.  In  addition  the  staff  is 
served  by  a  Psychometrist  and  two 
secretaries.

reiusmg  to  accept  tne  legal  penalties  for  their  acts,  an  acceptance  that 
had  generally  been  a  part  of  the  philosophy  of  non-violent  resistance  up 
to  that  time.  Sentenced  to  prison  for  the  1968  burning  of  Selective 
Service  records  at  Catonsville,  Md.,  they  refused  to  surrender.  Father 
Philip  was  caught  quickly,  but  Father  Daniel  eluded  the  FBI  four 
months,  aided  by  a  network  of  friends.  During  his  time  underground  he 
became  a  nationally  celebrated  figure,  giving  an  occasional  interview, 
publishing  articles,  and  once  appearing  to  preach  at  a  United  Methodist 
Church  in  Philadelphia. 

The  Vietnam  war  continued  to  divide  churchmen,  with  some  sup-' 
porting  the  President's  policies,  others  calling  for  quicker  withdrawal 
and  sharply  protesting  the  Cambodian  invasion,  and  a  few  aemanaing  a 
more  hawkish  policy.  Among  the  latter  was  Dr.  Carl  Mclntire.  who  led 
two  "victory"  marches  in  Washington,  D.C.  The  scheduled  appearance 
of  South  Vietnam's  Vice  President  Nguyen  Cao  Ky.  at  the  second  fell 
through  when  the  administration's  opposition  became  evident. 

Anti-war  feeling  was  compounded  when  National  Guard  troops  killed 
four  students  at  Kent  State  and  local  police  two  black  students  at 
Jackson  State  during  demonstrations  against  the  Cambodian  action. 
Meanwhile,  the  Supreme  Court  enlarged  the  possibhties  for  draft 
exemption,  ruling  that  belief  in  God  could  not  be  required  for 
conscientious  objector  status.  Many  churchmen  were  pushing  for  a  still 
further  enlargement  by  recognition  of  selective  conscientious  objection. 

WAR  AGAINST  POVERTY  STRESSED 
The  religious  interest  in  overcoming  poverty  was  expressed  in  the 
widespread  support  given  to  Cesar  Chavez,  head  of  the  United  Farm 
Workers  Organizing  Committee,  in  his  successful  struggle  to  win  a 
union  contract  for  California  grape  pickers,  largely  through  the 
pressure  of  a  grape  boycott.  A  committee  of  Catholic  bishops  served  as 
mediators  in  the  dispute.  Some  churchmen  also  supported  his  efforts 
later  in  the  year  to  organize  lettuce  workers,  efforts  that  led  to  his  being 
jailed  for  the  first  time. 

Among  numerous  other  moves  to  involve  the  Churches  in  the  struggle 
against  poverty  was  the  WCC's  establishment  of  a  Commission  on  the 
Churches'  Participation  in  Development,  launching  of  a  $50  million 
campaign  for  development  funds  by  the  U.S.  Catholic  bishops,  and  a 
similar  effort  by  the  United  Presbyterian  Church.  An  increasing 
willingness  of  churchmen  in  many  parts  of  the  world  to  support 
Marxistoriented  political  forces  in  the  struggles  for  economic  justice 
became  evident,  as  in  the  sympathy  many  churchmen  showed  for 
Salvadore  Allende  of  Chile,  the  first  Marxist  elected  to  head  a 
government. 

MIDDLE  EAST  CONFLICT 

If  religious  groups  were  divided  on  the  Vietnam  war,  they  were 
perhaps  even  more  so  on  the  Middle  East  conflict.  Among  problems  at 
the  forefront  of  Jewish-Christian  dialogue  were  issues  arising  from  the 
tendency  of  many  Christians  to  sympathize  with  the  Arab  point  of 
view. Several  important  conferences  during  the  year  worked  to  achieve 
deeper  understanding  of  such  issues  in  a  continuing  effort  to  develop 
better  Jewish-Christian  relationships.  Despite  differences,  the  August 
ceasefire  in  the  Middle  East  brought  general  satisfaction  to  most 
churchmen,  and  varying  degrees  of  hopefulness  for  permanent  peace. 

The  status  of  Jews  m  the  Soviet  Union  also  drew  attention  during  the 
year,  particularly  the  difficulties  placed  in  the  way  of  those  wishing  to 
emigrate  to  Israel. 

And,  along  with  a  group  of  Christian  biblical  scholars,  Jews  expressed 
concern  about  anti-Semitic  overtones  remaining  in  the  Oberammergau 
passion  play.  Producers  of  the  play  denied  that  it  was  anti-Semitic,  and 
at  the  end  of  the  season  reported  that  despite  a  campaign  that  caused  a 
drop  in  the  U.S.  attendance,  the  total  number  of  people  seeing  the  play 
was  15,000  higher  than  in  1960. 

An  election  year,  1970  saw  an  unusual  number  of  clergymen  running 
for  elective  office.  Most  were  defeated,  but  Father  Robert  Drinan,  S.J., 
of  Massachusetts  became  the  first  Catholic  priest  ever  elected  to  the 
U.S.  House  of  Representatives. 

CHURCH-STATE  ISSUES 
The  traditional  issue  of  tax  support  for  parochial  schools  and  Church 
colleges  was  the  subject  of  wide  discussion  and  consideration  by 
executive,  legislative,  and  judicial  branches  of  government.  President 
Nixon,  as  well  as  several  state  governors,  expressed  concern  for  the 
future  of  private  education,  and  some  legislatures  voted  some  forms  of 
aid.  But  in  other  cases,  such  as  Illinois,  they  refused;  in  some,  such  as 
Michigan,  voters  said  no;  and  in  some,  such  as  Louisiana  and 
Connecticut,  the  courts  objected.  As  a  result,  parochial  schools  were 
frequently  closing,  and  Church  colleges  loosening  their  ecclesiastical 
ties. 

Another  long-time  issue  in  Church-State  relations  made  news  in  1970 
when  President  Nixon  appointed  Henry  Cabot  Lodge,  an  Episcopal 
layman  and  former  U.S.  chief  negotiator  at  the  Paris  Vietnam  Peace 
Talks,  to  be  his  personal  emissary  to  the  Vatican. 

The  inability  of  New  York  Catholics  to  stop  the  enactment  of  what  was 
called  the  nation's  most  liberal  abortion  law  suggested  a  waning  of  the 
Church's  power  to  make  its  views  prevail  in  society,  as  did  the  final 
passage  of  a  divorce  law  in  Italy.  Similar  observations  were  made  when 
conservative  Protestants  in  Texas  were  unable  to  prevent  adoption  of  a 
liquor-by-the-drink  measure. 

Two  clergymen  on  the  Presidential  Commission  on  Pornography, 
which  was  appointed  by  President  Johnson,  were  unable  to  prevent  its 
recommending  the  repeal  of  all  laws  against  pornography  for  adults, 
though  they  were  joined  in  their  strong  opposition  by  President  Nixon 
and  the  Senate. 

THEOLOGY  STAGNANT 
While  churchmen  were  relating  theology  to  all  the  above  issues  as 
well  as  to  crime,  genetics,  technology,  President  Nixon's  reform 
proposals  and  much  else  in  numberless  conferences,  reports,  and 
resolutions,  little  was  happening  in  theology  proper.  Such  emphases  as 
black  theology  and  the  theology  of  hope  continued  to  receive  attention, 
but  no  theological  movement  commanded  widespread  attention  in  the 
news  media. 

The  year  saw  publication  of  two  important  translations  of  the  Bible- 
the  New  English  Bible,  of  which  the  New  Testament  portion  had  been 
issued  in  1961,  and  the  New  American  Bible,  the  first  Catholic  version  to 
be  translated  into  English  directly  from  the  original  languages.  It 
replaced  the  1750  Challoner  version  of  the  Douay  Bible,  which  had  been 
translated  from  the  Latin  Vulgate.  The  NEB,  praised  for  both  its 
scholarly  accuracy  and  its  literary  style,  became  a  best-seller  and  the 
first  Bible  ever  offered  as  a  Book-of-the-Month  Club  selection. 

MISCELLANEOUS 
Among  important  gatherings  of  1970  were  the  World  Conference  on

The  Reverend  Coyte  Hunter,  an 
honorably  retired  Minister  of 
Kings  Mountain  Presbytery  who 
made  his  home  in  Charlotte,  died 
December  17  in  a  local  hospital, 
following  an  extended  illness. 

Born  May  28,  1891  in 
Mecklenburg  County,  he  was  the 
son  of  the  late  L.  C.  and  Jane 
Troutman  Hunter. 

Mr.  Hunter  served  in  France  and 
Germany  during  World  War  I.  In

Ck)llege  and  in  1923  from  Union 
Seminary,  Richmond,  Virginia.

Home  For 
Aged  Proposed 

In  1968,  the  Scotland  County 
Department  of  Social  Services 
called  attention  to  the  serious  need 
for  boarding  home  and  skilled 
nursing  home  facUities  in  the 
County,  and  as  a  result  a  group  of 
interested  persons  from  the 
Westminster  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Laurinburg  formed  the 
Westminster  Presbyterian 
Mission,  Inc.,  with  John  H.  Bennett 
as  President. 

The  non-profit  corporation 
recently  purchased  11.5  acres  of 
land  on  the  Hasty  Road  as  a  site  for 
a  home  for  the  aged. 

Although  no  federal  funds  are 
available  to  support  a  proposal 
which  calls  for  construction  of  a 
domiciliary-type  facility  large 
enough  to  house  between  40  and  60 
aged  persons,  the  corporation 
officers  and  directors  are 
proceeding  with  plans  for 
construction  which  will  meet  with 
approval  of  the  several  State 
agencies  responsible  for  such 
services. 

Mr.  Bennett  describes  the 
project  as  a  "venture  of  faith 
requiring  generous  support  from 
the  community  and  is  depending 
upon  the  interest  of  local  residents 
in  supporting  the  project." 

Officers,  in  addition  to  Bennett, 
are  Frank  F.  Penn,  Jr.,  secretary, 
and  Dewey  E.  Dockery,  Treasurer. 
Rev.  Grover  D.  Nelson  is 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Directors.

York  City  for  44  years  and  often  called  the  dean  of  radio  preachers  for 
his  34  years  on  the  National  Radio  Pulpit ;  David  0.  McKay,  president  of 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  (Mormon);  and  Dr. 
Frank  Laubach,  a  clergyman  and  missionary  but  primarily  known  for 
his  worldwide  literacy  campaigns.

Drought  Area 
Aided  In  Brazil 

NASHVILLE,  TENNESSEE-A 
drought-stricken  area  of  Brazil  is 
destined  to  receive  $10,000  for 
rehabilitation  from  the  Overseas 
Relief  Fund  (Easter  Offering)  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U. 
S.  The  money  has  been  released  by 
the  Board  of  World  Missions,  which 
administers  this  Fund. 

Missionaries  Charles  Alexander 
and  William  Wylie  will  use  the 
funds  to  aid  700  people  in  the  state 
of  Ceara,  Brazilians  who  were 
compelled  to  abandon  their  homes 
following  a  devastating  drought, 
leaving  a  near  famine  situation. 

New  homes  will  be  built  on 
approximately  2,000  acres  donated 
land.  The  funds  will  provide 
salaries  for  the  100  household 
heads  who  will  do  the  building.  A 
new  community  will  be  formed. 

The  Easter  Offering  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  is  designated 
for  disaster  relief  and 
rehabilitation.  To  date  in  1970, 
Presbyterians  have  contributed 
$330,600  for  this  cause.

On  Trip 

DAVIDSON,  N.C.  —  Although 
student  unrest  in  Germany  has 
quieted  so  far  this  year,  German 
universities  are  beset  by  as  many 
problems  as  American 
universities,  reports  Dr.  Samuel  R. 
Spencer,  Jr.,  president  of  Davidson 
College. 

Spencer  visited  13  German 
universities  during  November  and 
December  as  a  guest  of  the  DAAD 
(German  Academic  Exchange 
Service),  the  official  agency  there 
handling  international  exchanges 
of  students  and  academic 
professionals. 

Reports  on  England 

Before  arriving  in  Germany  the 
president  visited  the  universities  of 
Oxford  and  Reading  in  England. 

At  Oxford  he  completed 
arrangements  for  a  new  program 
of  summer  study  for  students  from 
Davidson  and  from  Mary  Baldwin 
College  in  Virginia.  And  at 
Reading  he  opened  discussions  of 
possible  year-long  study  programs 
for  Davidson  juniors  in  the  future. 
German  Report 

The  basic  problem  facing 
German  universities,  Spencer 
said,  is  that  the  institutions  were 
designed  for  "a  small,  elite  group 
from  the  upper  social  and- 
economic  levels,"  but  demands  for 
belter  education  from  other  levels 
since  World  War  II  have  caused 
rapid  increased  in  enrollment. 

"The  resulting  confusion  has 
brought  outcries  for  reform  from 
both  within  and  outside  the 
universities,"  Spencer  said. 

The  program  on  which  he  was 
inviied  brings  to  Germany  each 
year  two  or  three  persons  in 
American  education  to  exchange 
ideas,  learn  about  developments  in 
German  education,  and  help 
develop  "a  group  of  persons  who 
can  serve  as  continuing  resources 
in  the  whole  field  of  international 
understanding  and  education,"  he 
explained. 

Worthy  Recipient 
Of  Award 

On  Sunday,  January  3,  1971,  the 
Women  of  the  Church  of  the  Cross 
Roads  Presbytrrian  Church, 
Mebane,  North  Carolina, 
presented  an  Honorary  Life 
Membership  in  The  Women  of  the 
Church  to  Mrs.  Carrie  Anderson 
Roney  (Mrs.  Henry  B.  Roney,  Sr.). 

A  true  daughter  of  the  Church, 
Mrs.  Roney's  forebears  were 
founders  of  historic  old  Cross 
Roads  Church  which  was 
organized  in  1733.  A  native  of 
Alamance  County,  Mrs.  Roney  was 
educated  in  local  public  and 
private  schools  and  at  Elon  College 
where  her  interest  was  in  music.  In 
her  youth,  Mrs.  Roney  served  as  an 
assi.'^tant  organist  and  pianist  at 
both  Cross  Roads  and  Long's 
Chapel  Christian  'now  United 
Church  of  Chirsi )  Church.  For 
years  she  has  served  as  Chairman 
of  the  Home  Circle  of  the  local 
V/omen  of  the  Church. 

In  making  the  presentation,  Mrs. 
Patsy  Covington,  President  of  the 
local  Women  of  the  Church, 
commented  that  Mrs.  Roney  "has 
been  an  active  and  loyal  worker  in 
the  Church  and  community  all  her 
life.  In  a  very  real  sense,  she  has 
been  the  Church's  unofficial 
corresponding  secretary.  She 
telephones  or  writes  shut-ins,  those 
who  are  ill  or  in  sorrow,  and  has 
corresponded  with  the  Church's 
servicemen  in  both  World  Wars, 
the  Korean  War,  and  the 
Vietnamese  War.  She  enjoys  the 
love  and  respect  of  people  of  all 
ages  in  her  dedication  to  the 
interests  of  Church  and 
community." 

Mrs.  Roney,  who  is  in  her  eighty- 
third  year,  resides  with  her 
husband  in  The  Cross  Roads 
Community  near  Mebane.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Roney  have  four  children,  two 
grandchildren,  and  two 
great  grandchildren . 


ncer  Reports 
Abroad 

"The  program  recognized  the 
fact  that  education  today  cannot  be 
local  or  provincial,"  he  continued, 
"And  that  developments  in  the 
United  States  are  closely 
interrelated  with  developments  in 
other  countries." 

Related  To 
American  Education 
Spencer  also  pointed  out  that  his 
participation  in  the  program 
underscores  Davidson's  increasing 
emphasis  on  international  study  as 
"an  integral  part  of  the 
educational  process." 

The  officials  in  Germany  visited 
the  president  to  investigate  the 
progress  of  educational  reform  in 
German  universities,  the  status  of 
courses  of  study  about  America  for 
German  students,  and  the  nature 
of  programs  at  Geftnan 
universities  operated  by  American 
institutions  for  American  students. 

He  talked  with  professors, 
administrators,  assistants  and 
students  of  13  German  universities. 
They  varied  from  traditional  ones 
like  Heidelberg,  Marburg  and 
Gottingen  to  urban  universities 
like  Hamburg  and  Berlin,  and 
entirely  new  creations  like  those  at 
Bochum  and  Konstanz. 

Activism  Waning 
In  spite  of  the  problems  the 
universities  are  having,  he  found 
that  student  activism,  as  in  the 
United  States,  is  in  "a  quiescent 
period." 

"I  was  immediately  interested 
when  I  saw  in  Heidelberg  a  painted 
sign  on  a  wall  calling  for  an  anti-U. 
S.  demonstration  about  Vietnam  on 
December  13,"  he  related.  "But 
then  I  found  that  the  sign  was  left 
over  from  the  year  before,  and  that 
no  activity  was  taking  place  in 
December,  1970." 

Spencer  reports  that  interest  in 
American  studies  on  the  part  of 
German  students  is  progressing, 
but  very  slowly.  Professorial 
chairs  in  American  literature  are 
tairly  common,  and  in  most 
universities  English  "majors"  can 
present  American  literature  as  one 
of  the  fields  in  which  they  will  be 
examined.  On  the  other  hand, 
interest  in  American  history  and 
related  subjects  is  "minimal,"  he 
said. 

The  president  said  he  was 
impressed  by  the  great  variety  of 
programs  for  American  students 
operated  by  American  colleges, 
universities,  and  private  groups, 
and  that  he  hopes  opportunities  for 
Davidson  students  to  study  in 
Germany  can  be  expanded. 

There  are  currently  16  Davidson 
juniors  with  a  Davidson  professor 
and  his  wife  studying  for  a  year  at 
Ihe  University  of  Marburg.

Historical  Societies 

A  joint  meeting  of  the  North 
Carolina  Literary  and  Historical 
Association  and  the  Western  North 
Carolina  Historical  Association 
was  held  in  the  Assembly  Inn, 
Montreal,  October  24.  One  of  the 
speakers  was  Dr.  Richard  K. 
McMaster,  Assistant  Professor  of 
History  at  Western  Carolina 
University,  who  spoke  on  the 
subject,  "William  Richardson: 
18th  Century  Missionary  to  the 
Cherokees". 

First  Pastors 

The  Rev.  William  Richardson 
was  one  of  the  first  Presbyterian 
ministers  to  settle  in  the 
Carolinias.  Of  particular  interest 
to  North  Carolina  Presbyterians  is 
the  fact  that  Richardson  was 
appointed  by  Hanover  Presbytery 
to  perform  the  installation  service 
of  Alexander  Craighead  at  Rocky 
River  Church  in  North  Carolina  on 
September  -27,  1758,  the  first 
instance  of  the  installation  of  a 
Presbyterian  Minister  in  North 
Carolina  on  record. 

Mr.  Richardson  settled  in  the 
Waxhaw  country  and  was  to  have 
been  installed  as  Pastor  of  the 
Waxhaw  congregation  in  the  fall  of 
1759. 

He  was  a  native  of  Agramont 
near  Whitehaven,  England,  where 
he  was  born  in  1729.  He  attended 
the  University  of  Glasgow  and  then 
emigrated  to  America.  For  a  time 
he  was  a  student  of  the  famous 
Rev.  Samuel  Davies  of  Virginia. 
He  was  licensed  in  Cumberland 
County,  Virginia,  January  25,  1758, 
and  the  following  summer  was 
ordained  as  a  missionary  to  the 
Cherokee  Indians.  It  was  while  on 
the  way  to  this  mission  that  he 
installed  Alexander  Craighead  at 
Rocky  River. 


Foreign 
Students  Feted 

The  First  Presbyterian  Church

Eugene  E.  Kirkman  is  minister. 


Merger 

Clarksville,  Arkansas- (RNS)- 
Two  organizations  of  Arkansas 
Presbyterians,  having  a  total 
membership  of  13,000  were  merged 
at  the  First  Presbyterian  Church 
here.  The  new  Presbytery  of  the 
Ozarks  will  comprise  sixty-six 
churches  in  West  and  South 
Arkansas  and  one  Church  in  the 
southwest  corner  of  Missouri. 

The  twenty-two  congregations  of 
Washburn  Presbytery,  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  U.S.,  and 
forty  five  congregations  of  the 
Arkansas  Presbytery,  of  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church,  were 
united  in  the  merger.

Richardson,  who  died  July  20, 
1771,  married  Nancy,  a  daughter  of 
Alexander  Craighead.  He  was  di- 
scovered dead  on  his  knees,  one 
hand  holding  the  back  of  a  chair, 
and  the  other  lifted  up  as  in  prayer. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  his  wife 
remarried  within  a  very  short 
time,  she  was  suspected  of  murder, 
and  was  exonerated  only  after 
being  compelled  to  underRo  "trial 
by  ordeal."  The  body  of  her  late 
husband  was  exhumed,  and  she 
was  required  to  place  her  hand  on 
the  forehead,  the  test  being  that  if 
blood  appeared,  she  would  be 
judged  guilty.  She  was  cleared  of 
the  charge. 

William  R.  Davie 

Of  special  significance  in 
reference  to  William  Richardson, 
is  the  fact  that  William  Richardson 
Davie,  his  sister's  son,  named  for 
him,  was  sent  over  to  America  at 
the  age  of  five  and  was  reared  in 
Richardson's  home.  Davie  became 
one  of  North  Carolina's  most  dist- 
inguished citizens,  and  was  largely 
responsible  for  the  establishment 
of  the  University  of  North  Carolina 
at  Chapel  Hill.  He  was  a  patriot,  a 
soldier,  a  jurist,  a  statesman,  and  a 
diplomatist.

Union  Theological  Seminary, 
New  York,  is  establishing  a  Chair 
to  honor  the  late  Dr.  Paul  Tillich, 
the  distinguished  German 
Theologian  who  was  dismissed  by 
Hitler  in  1933  from  his  post  at  the 
University  of  Frankfurt-on-Maim. 
Later  he  served  at  Harvard 
University  and  died  in  1965. 

Edvard  Hambrough,  president 
of  the  UN  General  Assembly, 
United  Nations,  New  York,  while 
commending  young  Americans  for 
their  concern  about  war,  poverty, 
and  injustice  warns  them  against 
"the  violence  and  intolerance 
that  has  marred  too  much  student 
activity  in  recent  years".  He 
concluded  by  saying  that  "one 
should  see  life  steadily  and  see  it 
whole-life  as  it  is  in  fact  lived  now, 
and  as  it  was  lived  by  those  who 
came  before  us.  If  I  had  one 
criticism  to  make  of  the  young 
today,  it  would  be  that  they  know 
far  too  little  about  the  past,  and  too 
often  do  not  want  to  find  out  more. 
Without  such  knowledge,  the 
present  cannot  be  understood  nor 
the  future  discerned". 

Bishop  Patrick  Rodger  of 
Manchester,  England,  has  charged 
that  humanism  as  a  substitute  for 
the  Christian  Faith  is  "a  fraud  and 
an  imposter".  Bishop  Rodgers  was 
recently  transferred  from 
Edinburg  where  he  was  provost  in 
the  Episcopal  Church  in  Scotland. 

A  United  Church  of  Christ 
Executive,  Dr.  Alfred  Carleton, 
has  described  the  Arab-Israeli 
conflict  as  a  "fight  between 
relatives"  and  warns  that  there  is 
no  military  solution  to  the  problem. 
Dr.  Carleton  noted  that  "the 
Jewish,  Christian  and  Arabic 
cultures  and  histories  are  so 
closely  entwined  and  related  to 
each  other-Israel  after  all,  is  really 
the  promised  land  to  not  one 
religion,  but  three". 

The  World's  Jewish  population  in 
1969  was  approximately  13,875,000 
according  to  the  American  Jewish 
year  book.  Of  the  total  5,870,000 
lived  in  the  U.S.  Next  in  population 
totals  were  the  Soviet  Union, 
2,620,000;  Israel,  with  2,497,000; 
France  with  535,000;  and 
Argentina  with  500,000. 

According  to  Dr.  William  H. 
Kadel,  Executive  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Christian  Education, 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S., 
Richmond,  Virginia,  the  future  of 
Christian  education  looks  bright 
despite  declining  Sunday  School 
enrollment.  "Sunday  Schools  still 
offer  us  the  best  educational 
opportunity  in  the  Church",  said 
Dr.  Kadel  at  a  meeting  in 
Louisville,  Kentucky,  late  last 
year. 
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Davidson's  Frank  L.  Jackson 
Passes  At  88 


DAVIDSON— Frank  L.  Jackson, 
reasurer  and  business  manager  of 
Davidson  College  for  38  years  and 
nayor  of  the  town  of  Davidson  for 
L8  years,  died  Tuesday  morning 
[Jan.  19)  in  a  Durham  hospital.  He 
f/as  88. 

He  was  buried  Thursday  in  the 
I^ollege  cemetery  following  a 
'uneral  in  the  Davidson  College 
Presbyterian  Church.  The  service 
ivas  conducted  by  Dean  Will  H. 
rerry,  former  pastor  of  the  College 
Church. 

"Cash"  Jackson,  as  he  was 
affectionately  called  by  the 
hundreds  of  Davidson  students 
whom  he  knew,  was  one  of  the  first 
certified  public  accountants  in 
North  Carolina  (License  No.  25) 
and  was  active  in  many  levels  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S. 
Gaston  Native 

He  was  born  in  Gaston  County 
\ug.  1,  1882,  a  son  of  the  late  John 
Frank  and  Mary  Isabel  Adams 
Jackson.  He  received  a  B.S.  degree 
from  Davidson  in  1906,  and  in  1909 
married  Annie  Chafin. 

In  1917  he  received  his  CPA 
certification  from  the  Wharton 
School  of  Commerce  in  Chicago. 
He  became  treasurer  and  business 
manager  of  the  Mountain  Retreat 
Association  (Montreat)  in  1909  for 
four  years,  and  he  served  in  the 
same  capacity  at  Davidson  during 
1913-51.  Shortly  after  he  retired 
from  the  college  he  was  elected 
mayor  of  Davidson,  a  position  he 
held  until  1969. 

Clerk  of  Session 

During  1957-59  he  was  acting 
president  of  the  Montreat 
association,  and  for  more  than  30 
years  he  served  as  clerk  of  the 
session  of  the  Davidson  College 
Presbyterian  Church.  He  was 
treasurer  of  Concord  Presbytery 
for  20  years  and  moderator  for  one 
year.  He  is  credited  for  conceiving 
the  organization  of  ihe 
Presbyterian  Foundation,  and 
served  as  its  president  for  two 
years  and  a  trustee  for  30  years. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  North 
Carolina  State  Board  of  Certified 
Public  Accountant  Examiners  for 
three  four-year  terms,  serving  as 
president  of  the  board  during  his 
last  term.

During  1937-39  he  was  national 
president  of  Omicron  Delta  Kappa

EDITORIAL 

(Excerpts  from  an  Editorial  in  the  Mecklenburg  Gazette, 
Davidson,  N.C,  for  January  21.  1971) 

Frank  Lee  Jackson,  Sr. 
1883-1971 

He  was  one  of  those  men  who  stood  very  tall,  strod  broadly  across 
the  times  and  places  of  the  past  three-quarter  centuries. . . 

His  influence  where  he  passed  was  much. . .  His  family,  his  town 
and  his  college  were  his  great  loves  and  he  devoted  his  life  to  them. 
So  it  was  with  Frank  Lee  Jackson,  Sr.  He  died  Tuesday  morning  in 
a  Durham  hospital. 

Davidson  Mayor  Tom  Sadler  perhaps  captured  the  thoughts  of 
those  who  knew  him.  .  .  "Davidson  has  lost  a  friend.  He  was  a 
remarkable  man.  He  did  many  things  so  well."  The  Town  will  fly 
the  National  Emblem  at  half-mast  until  after  the  funeral  at  2  p.m. 
today  in  his  honor. 

His  38  years  (1913-1951)  as  treasurer  and  business  manager  of 
Davidson  College  spanned  much  of  the  time  that  institution  was 
growing  steadily  in  position  of  strength  and  leadership  among  the 
colleges  of  the  state  and  nation. 

His  18  years  (1951-.1969)  as  mayor  of  Davidson  spanned  a  time 
when  the  village  of  1500  souls  struggled  to  achieve  much  of  the 
transition  from  crossroads  in  a  rural  area  to  surburban  unit  in  an 
industrializing  piedmont. 

Mr.  Jackson,  after  retiring  from  town  leadership  maintained  his 
energy  and  concern  for  doing  something.  He  was  a  leader  in  the 
establishment  of  a  senior  citizens  group  in  Davidson  and  spent 
hours  helping  to  plan  its  programs. 

Last  year  also  found  Mr.  Jackson  living  closely  with  members  of 
his  family,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Tom  Northcott  of  South  Thompson  St., 
Davidson  and  grandchildren  Nancy  and  Linda.  He  would  walk  of  an 
evening  and  delighted  in  stopping  for  conversation  with  neighbor, 
adult  or  child. 

He  was  with  another  son  Edward  Jackson  who  lives  in  Durham 
and  went  to  the  hospital  for  surgery  from  there  just  before  his 
death. 

How  he  got  the  nickname  "Cash"  has  been  forgotten,  but  it  might 
have  come  from  his  insistance  always  on  a  balanced  budget  for  the 
college,  which  he  always  got  and  maintained. 

Retirement  from  his  long-term  college  job  did  not  slow  him  down. 
Never  one  to  waste  time,  he  was  brusque,  almost  to  the  point  of 
abruptness  at  times. 

As  mayor  he  could  look  back  at  a  long  list  of  accomplishments 
when  he  stepped  out  of  that  office:  a  new  Town  Hall  and  jail;  new 
land-fill  ;  a  doubling  of  the  police  force  from  two  officers  to  four  and 
a  hook-up  with  the  county  police  department;  annexation  of  150 
acres;  zoning  within  the  town  and  a  one-mile  perimeter;  widening 
of  several  streets;  and  installation  of  a  new  street. 

Two  new  industries  were  located  in  Davidson  during  his  time  in 
office,  an  accomplishment  that  brought  him  mixed  feelings. 

Conscious  of  the  need  for  expanded  job  opportunities,  he  worked 
for  and  welcomed  the  new  plants,  harboring  at  the  same  time  a 
dread  that  industrialization  might  destroy  the  character  of  the 
college  town  he  loved. 

He  had  a  stern  and  gruff  exterior,  but  in  conversation  he  was 
warm  and  gentlemanly. 

After  suffering  a  heart  attack  some  years  ago,  his  doctor 
suggested  regular  exercise,  and  until  just  recently  the  figure  of 
Jackson  striding  a  mile  or  two  around  town  was  a  familiar  sight.

Dr.  Jackson  served  as  a  valued 
member  of  Synod's  Council  from 
the  time  of  its  organization  in  1950 
until  1957.  From  1955  to  1957  he  was 
Chairman  of  the  Council. 

Dr.  Jackson's  presence  on  the 
Council  was  marked  by  genuine 
statesmanship.  It  was  he,  more 
than  any  other,  who  advocated  and 
supported  the  establishment  of  the 
Synod's  Office  in  1951  along 
modern  business  lines.  In  the  first 
meeting  of  the  Council  after  the 
employment  of  the  first  General 
Secretary,  he  vigorously 
advocated  purchasing  the  most  up- 
lo-dale  equipment  for  the  office, 
stating  that  it  would  be  impossible 
for  the  General  Secretary  to  fulfill 


the  job  description  outlined  in  the 
Standing  Rules  of  Synod  without 
the  proper  equipment  and  tools. 

He  was  always  as  conservative 
or  as  liberal  as  circumstances 
required,  without  being  radical. 

Frank  Jackson  was  always 
hopeful  and  optimistic,  bright  and 
cheerful,  energetic,  and  fair  to  a 
fault. 

The  Synod  of  North  Carolina  is 
indebted  to  this  great  layman  who 
was  a  churchman  par  excellent. 
What  he  did  at  Davidson  College 
for  the  thousands  of  students  who 
came  in  contact  with  him,  and 
what  he  did  for  the  church  at  large 
is  immeasurable.

ATLANTA-(PNA)  Fifteen 
movements,  organizations, 
publications  and  institutions 
indirectly  related  to  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S.

work  of  the  Presbyterian  Ciiurch  in 
the  U.  S." 

The  announcement  came  from 
the  General  Council  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  which  was 
asked  by  the  1970  General 
Assembly  to  report,  without 
evaluation,  on  the  official  or  lack  of 
official  relationship  of  the 
organizations  to  the  denomination. 

In  response  to  a  letter  from  the 
General  Council,  none  of  the 
groups  said  they  had  ever  sought 
official  endorsement.

Independent  Group  To

An  independent  but 
Presbyterian-oriented  body  is 
planning  to  send  missionaries 
overseas.  Authorization  for  the 
Executive  Commission  on 
Overseas  Evangelism  (ECOE)  to 
become  a  "sending  agency"  was 
given  during  a  January  7-9  meeting 
of  the  Presbyterian  Evangelistic 
Fellowship,  parent  board  of  ECOE.

Carolina  mainly  to  investigate  the 
weaving  scool  at  Penland  where 
she  enrolled.  During  her  studies, 
she  visited  in  Winston  Salem  and 
decided  to  make  her  home  there.

Unofficial 
Meeting  At  Durham 

DURHAM,  N.C.  — (PN)  — 
Seventy  Presbyterians  from  the 
Carolinas  and  Virginia  gathered  in 
Durham  Jan.  11  "to  talk  about 
what  is  or  should  be  happening  in 
our  presbyteries,  matters  coming 
before  the  next  General  Assembly 
and  longer-range  issues." 

They  came  in  response  to  an 
invitation  from  the  Rev.  Wallace 
M.  Alston,  Jr.,  pastor  of  Durham's 
First  Church,  and  the  Rev.  Patrick 
D.  Miller,  Jr.  of  the  faculty  of 
Union  Theological  Seminary  in 
Richmond. 

Progress  Reports 

The  group  heard  progress 
reports  from  Dr.  Harvard  A. 
Anderson,  chairman  of  the 
committee  on  restructuring  synods 
and  presbyteries,  and  Dr.  J. 
Randolph  Taylor,  co-chairman  of 
the  joint  committee  on  union  for 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
U.S.  and  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church. 

The  sponsors  said  no  actions 
were  taken  in  regard  to  any 
measures  before  the  church,  that 
no  organization  was  formed  and 
that  none  is  contemplated. 

They  expressed  concern  that 
"organizations  are  formed  and 
people  are  meeting  in  concern  over 
the  church.  .  .to  denounce,  attack 
and  threaten.  (They)  say  the 
church  cannot  continue  in  the 
direction  it  has  set  for  itself,  will 
not  long  survive,  must  surely 
splinter  and  disappear." 

Church  Will  Survive 

"We  do  not  believe  that,"  Alston 
and  Miller  said  in  a  letter  inviting 
the  churchmen  to  the  caucus. 

They  called  for  "visible  support 
to  the  enterprises  to  which  our 
church  has  committed  itself  and  to 
strengthen  one  another  in  the 
mission  of  the  church.  A  new  surge 
of  support  for  a  continuing  church 
is  needed." 

They  underscored  the  conviction 
that  "the  church  will  continue  and 
that  it  must  continue  to  be  the 
church." 

1973  Assembly 
At  Montreat 

ATLANTA  (PN)— The 
Permanent  Committee  on 
Assembly  Operation  has  selected 
the  denominational  conference 
center,  Montreat,  N.C.,  as  the  site 
of  the  1973  General  Assembly 
meeting.  It  was  noted,  though,  that 
the  vote  on  union  with  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  is  expected  to 
be  held  in  January,  1973,  and  if  it 
passes,  the  constituting  assembly 
will  be  in  Wichita,  Kansas. 

The  1971  meeting  of  the  assembly 
will  be  held  in  Massanetta  Springs, 
Virginia,  June  13-18. 

Other  action  taken  by  the 
committee  allows  the  public  to  be 
admitted  to  sessions  of  standing 
committees  at  meetings  of  the 
highest  governing  body  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S.  if 
the  General  Assembly  approves  a 
recommendation  coming  before  it 
in  June.

Contributions  To  Missions 


ATLANTA— (PN)-Contributions 
to  the  general  mission  budget  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
U.S.  rose  4.64  per  cent  in  1970. 

Receipts  totaled  $7,737,768.36, 
compared  to  $7,394,370.39  in  1969, 
an  increase  of  $343,397.97. 

This  amounts  to  85.44  per  cent  of 
the  General  Assembly's  asking 
budget  of  $9,056,438,  according  to  a 
report  by  the  General  Council,  the 
denomination's  budget 
coordinating  agency. 

The  funds  support  the  work  of  17 
agencies  in  this  country  and 
abroad. 

Only  one  cause,  ministerial 
relief,  received  the  full  amount 
budgeted.  Gifts  to  the  Board  of 
Annuities     and     Relief,  all 


designated,  amounted  to  102.81  per 
cent  of  the  budget. 

Each  of  the  other  causes  got  84.04 
per  cent. 

Biggest  chunk  of  the  money  went 
for  missionary  work  overseas,  with 
the  Board  of  World  Missions 
receiving,  $3,911,279.14,  or  50.54  per 
cent  of  total  benevolences. 

The  increase  in  receipts  is  in 
contrast  to  the  picture  in  other 
denominations,  which  generally 
reported  declines  in  1970. 

It  also  is  a  contrast  from  1%9, 
when  PCUS  contributions  were 
down  $742,149  from  the  preceding 
year. 

The  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
U.S.  has  4,000  congregations  and 
nearly  a  million  members.

COMPLETE  UNION 

Louisville,  Ky.  (RNS)— Some 
50,000  members  of  222 
Presbyterian  congregations  across 
the  state  of  Kentucky  are  now 
members  of  both  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  (Northern) 
and  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
U.S.  (Southern). 

The  union  was  accomplished 
through  the  merger  of  each  of  the 
United  Presbyterians'  three 
presbyteries  with  its  counterpart 
Southern  presbytery.  Of  17 
Southern  and  border  states  whose 
Presbyterians  split  over  a  century 
ago,  Kentucky  is  the  first  to  have 
its  Presbyterians  completely 
reunited. 


The  work  of  two  members  of  the 
Union  Theological  Seminary 
community  is  featured  in  the 
Winter,  1970,  issue  of  the  Journal  of 
Presbyterian  History.  Dr.  H. 
Mackennie  Goodpasture, 
Professor  of  missions  at  the 
Seminary,  writes  about  "The  Latin 
American  Soul  of  John  A.

A  unique  concept  in  church 
school  facilities  will  be  built 
adjacent  to  Little  Joe's 
Presbyterian  Church  at  Barium 
Springs.

$214,788  all-inclusive  contract  for 
the  construction  of  the  Family  and 
Child  Development  and  Christian 
Education  Center  which  is  to  be 
built  to  the  northeast  of  the  existing 
sanctuary  and  will  be  attached  to 
the  fellowship  hall  by  an  enclosed 
walkway. 

The  building  which,  according  to 
Dr.  Nat  K.  Reiney,  Executive 
Director  of  Barium  Springs  Home 
for  C^iildren,  is  not  designed  just 
for  Sunday  church  school,  but  for 
seven-day-a-week-use,  will  have 
about  12,000  square  feet  of  floor 
space.

ATLANTA  (PN)— Presbyterians 
will  have  a  chance  to  give  their 
comments  on  a  new  confession  of 
faith  before  a  draft  is  ready  to  be 
submitted,  according  to  Dr.  Albert 
C.  Winn,  Chairman  of  the  PCUS  ad 
interim  committee  on  a  New 
Confession  of  Faith  and  Book  of 
Confessions.  The  committee  has 
prepared  two  study  guides  which 
compare  The  Scots  Confession  with 
The  Westminister  Confession  of 
Faith  and  The  Heidelberg 
Catechism  with  The  Westminister 
Shorter  Catechism.  These  guides, 
which  will  be  made  available  to 
anyone  who  wants  to  use  them,  will 
be  sent  to  selected  presbyteries  for 
feedback  to  the  committee. 

Dr.  Winn  said  that  the  earliest 
possible  date  for  a  study  draft  from 
his  committee  would  be  in  1972.  If 
this  schedule  materializes,  "we 
may  be  able  to  bring  a  document  to 
the  1973  General  Assembly  for  the 
first  vote.  This  would  mean  that 
the  earliest  time  for  possible 
adoption  could  be  in  1974,"  five 
years  after  the  committee  was 
appointed.

This  major  provides  an  op- 
portunity to  understand  more  effectively  the  many  facets  of  our  culture 
and  its  contemporary  issues. 

Linguistics  and  Language 

Two  courses  listed  under  this  title  (Language  and  Literature  300 
and  350)  are  offered  only  in  the  summer  to  provide  a  somewhat  dif- 
ferent dimension  of  study  for  the  serious  student  of  the  structure  of 
language  and  literary  images  of  man.  National  and  human  barriers 
are  overcome  in  the  study.  Supporting  and  supplemental  courses  are 
offered  in  English,  French,  and  Spanish. 

Natural  Sciences  Interdisciplinary  Research  and  Application 

This  program  is  designed  for  the  advanced  student  of  the  natural 
sciences,  including  the  public  school  teacher.  The  purpose  in  this  en- 
deavor is  to  provide  for  the  investigation  of  a  research  project  in  a 


unique  interdisciplinary  science  laboratory.  The  opportunity  to  identify 
and  pursue  a  research  project  in  a  setting  which  encourages  discovery 
of  relatedness  should  be  of  value  to  students  with  a  variety  of  purposes. 

The  Technical  Theatre  Workshop 

Though  only  one  course  will  be  offered  in  this  program,  plans 
call  for  a  variety  of  opportunities  to  apply,  in  a  workshop  setting,  the 
experiences  of  the  course.

Guided  Independent  and  Special  Study 

Some  academic  areas  list  Special  Studies  offerings  for  which  quali- 
fied students  may  enroll.  In  addition,  other  faculty  will  be  available 
for  guided  independent  study  programs,  including  a  computer-assisted 
arrangement.  These  features  add  great  flexibility  to  the  summer  pro- 
gram: the  student  who  has  a  particular  academic  interest  not  otherwise 
fulfilled  in  the  course  listings  may  propose  a  special  study  arrangement 
for  approval.

Previously  called  the  Academic  Enrichment  Workshop,  the  Personal 
Enrichment  Program,  or  PEP,  is  a  more  accurate  description  of  this 
four-week  program.

Reynolds  Trust  Fund  Distributes  $58,387 


Raleigh,  N.  C.  —  The 
Permanet  Committee  on 
Annuities  and  Relief  of  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina,  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.  S.,  meeting  here 
today,  approved  of  the  distribution 
of  the  March  income  from  the  Kate 
Bitting  Reynolds  Trust  Fund  in  the 
amount  of  $58,357.12. 

The  distribution  was  made  to  113 
retired  ministers  of  the  Synod, 
each  to  receive  $427.93.  The 
distribution  will  be  made  on  March 
23. 

The  previous  distribution,  made 
last  September  to  110  ministers, 
was  $47,268.77,  or  $429.71  to  each 
participant. 

The  largest  distribution  ever 
made  from  the  Fund  was  in 
September,  1969,  in  the  amount  of 
$49,451.66.  One  hundred  five 
ministers  participated,  each 
receiving  $470.96. 

For  1970,  the  total  received  by 
each  minister  from  the  March  and 
September  distributions  amounted 
to  $810.77. 

The    Reynolds    Fund  was 


established  in  1947  by  a  bequest  in 
the  will  of  the  late  Mrs.  Kate 
Bitting  Reynolds  of  Winston- 
Salem.  The  original  bequest  of 
$400,000  is  now  estimated  to  be 
worth  $2,104,870.68.  The  Fund  is 
administered  by  the  Wachovia 
Bank  and  Trust  Company, 
Winston-Salem,  with  a  Board  of 
Trustees,  whose  responsibility 
relates  primarily  to  investment. 
The  Synod's  Committee  has 
responsibility  of  approving  of 
participants  in  the  Fund.

Seminary  Grants 
New  Degrees 

Richmond— After  seventy  years 
of  awarding  the  Bachelor  of 
Divinity  as  the  basic  theological 
degree  for  ordination.  Union 
Seminary  is  granting  this  year  for 
the  first  time  a  Master  of  Divinity 
degree.  These  plans  were  officially 
announced  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Union  Seminary  Alumni 
Association  held  recently  on  the 
campus.  The  change  comes  about 
due  to  recommendations  of  the 
American  Association  of 
Theological  Schools  which  voted  in 
its  annual  meeting  in  June,  1969, 
that  member  schools  should  begin 
awarding  the  M.  Div.  as  the  first 
theological  degree. 

Any  Union  Seminary  Alumnus 
who  holds  the  Bachelor  of  Divinity 
degree  from  a  past 
commencement  is  now  eligible  to 
receive  the  Master  of  Divinity 
degree.

Women  Seek 
Representation 

Atlanta  (RNS)  —  The  Board  of 
Women's  Work  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.  S.  will  ask  the 
denomination's  1971  General 
Assembly  to  amend  its  rules  to 
allow  women  "delegates"  to 
participate  in  Assembly 
deliberations. 

Under  current  rules,  women 
have  direct  access  to  the  Assembly 
only  by  being  a  commissioner 
(minister  or  ruling  elder  elected  to 
attend)  or  by  being  asked  to 
appear  for  a  specific  purpose.  Of 
the  some  448  commissioners  at  the 
1970  General  Assembly,  only  nine 
were  women. 

The  Women's  Board  will  ask  that 
rules  be  changed  to  allow  each 
Presbytery  that  does  not  send  a 
woman  commissioner  to  elect  one 
woman  to  be  a  delegate  without 
voting  privileges.  She  would  have 
the  privilege  of  the  floor  at  the 
Assembly  and  have  full  voting 
rights  in  standing  committees. 

The  1970  Assembly  approved  a 
request  for  "youth  delegates"  to 
attend  the  denomination's  high 
court  for  the  first  time  this  year 
and  vote  as  members  of  its 
standing  committees.

Speaks  On 
Religious  Conflict 

Decatur,  Ga.  (RNS)  —  Religious 
conflict  in  America  is  real,  but 
people  usually  look  for  it  in  the 
wrong  place,  according  to  Dr. 
Martin  E.  Marty. 

Dr.  Marty,  a  professor  at  the 
University  of  Chicago,  gave  four 
lectures  on  the  "Continuing 
Confrontation  in  American 
Religion"  at  Ck)lumbia  Theological 
Seminary  recently  and  said  that 
"Rather  than  provoking  conflict, 
denominations  may  have  been 
America's  peculiar  creative 
invention  to  channel  conflict  into 
harmless  channels." 

"Usually  we  look  for  conflict  in 
the  warfare  between 
denominations,"  the  well  known 
church  historian  told  an  audience 
here.  "That  has  mattered  little. 
Even  between  Protestant  and 
Catholic,  to  say  nothing  of  between 
Protestant  and  Protestant,  few 
shots  have  been  fired  and  there  are 
few  dead  bodies." 

"Behind  the  disguise  of 
denominational  conflict,"  he 
continued,  "religion  has  provided 
the  symbols  for  the  battles  between 
liberals  and  conservatives  in  all 
areas,  has  given  license  to  the 
killing  or  removal  of  Indians,  and 
set  up  the  clergy  as  main 
supporters  of  Union  and 
Confederate  morale  in  the  Civil 
War." 

Dr.  Marty  concluded  that  no 
religion,  whether  (Hhristianity  or 
any  other,  can  be  viewed  from  only 
one  perspective.  "Religion  in  its 
fullness,"  he  says,  "has  both 
integrative  and  disruptive 
functions;  both  need  priestly  and 
prophetic  services." 


Invitation  Sustained 

Davidson— Rennie  Davis,  who 
has  received  attention  frequently 
in  the  Nation's  news  media  as  one 
of  the  "Chicago  Seven",  spoke  at 
Davidson  on  March  1. 

Davis'  invitation  had  been  issued 
by  the  student  senate  at  the 
College,  and  in  turn  was  opposed 
by  a  group  of  students  led  by  Senior 
James  M.  "Ch'ip"  Durant  of 
Madison,  Florida.  A  referendum 
resulted  in  a  majority  of  students 
voting  to  support  the  Senate's 
invitation. 


Treasurer  Reports 

Atlanta  (PN)  —  The  General 
Assembly's  Central  Treasurer  has 
reported  that  9.30  percent  of  the 
1971  Benevolence  Budget  had  been 
reached  by  February  10,  - 
approximately  .56  percent  higher 
percentage  than  the  8.74  per  cent  of 
the  1970  budget  which  came  in 
during  the  same  period  last  year. 
Reported  General  Assembly 
benevolences  so  far  in  1971  total 
$790,649.49  or  $762.88  less  than  the 
amount  received  during  the 
comparative  period  in  1970.  Total 
benevolence  budget  for  Assembly 
agencies  in  1970  was  $9,056,438,  for 
1971;  $8,500,000  in  1971.

Assured 

St.  Petersburg,  Fla.  (PN)  —  In 
recent  action  taken  by  the  joint 
committee  of  Union  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S. 
and  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.S.A.,  assurance 
was  given  to  members  from  Black, 
Spanish-American,  Indian- 
American  and  Asian-American 
groups  of  representation  "in  all 
judicatories  above  the  session 
(local  congregational  court)  ...  in 
numbers  not  less  than  four  times 
the  proportion  of  such 
memberships  in  the  total 
membership  of  the  judicatory." 

This  is  proposed  to  assure 
diversity  and  inclusiveness  as  the 
new  church  seeks  "to  redress  past 
discrimination  against  certain 
racial  groups  within  its 
membership." 

The  joint  committee  is  asking  for 
a  louder  voice  for  women  and 
youth  and  is  providing  for 
congregations  not  wishing  to  enter 
the  new  church  to  withdraw  and  to 
retain  their  property. 

The  plan  of  union  will  be 
forwarded  to  both  church  groups 
for  consideration  by  the  highest 
governing  bodies  and  then  by  the 
constitutents  for  study  and 
suggested  changes.  Vote  on  the 
union  could  come  in  1972  or  1973.

In  answer  to  another  call  for 
help,  $500  was  sent  to  the  Indianola 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Indianola, 
Mississippi,  also  for  direct  aid  to 
victims. 

The  tornadoes  which  swooped 
down  in  areas  of  Mississippi  and 
Louisiana  on  February  21,  left  80 
dead,  hundreds  injured,  and 
thousands  homeless. 
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Interest  In  Old 
Testament  Lacking 

Richmond,  Va.  (RNS)  — 
English-speaking  Christianity  is 
currently  marked  by  a  lack  of 
concern  about  the  Old  Testament 
and  its  authority,  a  British  scholar 
said  here. 

Dr.  James  Barr  of  the  University 
of  Manchester  said  that  what  is  so 
striking  about  the  present  malaise 
is  that  it  followed  close  on  the  heels 
of  a  high  point  in  attention  to  the 
Old  Testament  and  its  theology. 

The  specialist  in  Semitic 
languages  spoke  at  an  Anniversary 
Colloquium  celebrating  25  years  of 
"Interpretation",  the  quarterly 
journal  of  Union  Theological 
Seminary  in  Virginia. 

Dr.  Barr  explained  this  apparent 
lack  of  interest  in  the  fact  that 
modern  theology's  concern  is  for 
the  "here  and  now,"  a  present  in 
which  "the  Bible  as  a  whole  is 
remote,  and  within  it  the  Old 
Testament  is  particularly 
remote." 

Dr.  Barr  said  it  is  not  likely  the 
Old  Testament  will  come  to  be  seen 
as  authoratative  until  there  is  fresh 
and  thorough  examination  of 
authority  in  general  and  of  the 
Bible  in  particular. 


DR.  B.  FRANK  HALL 

Dr.  Hall  was  born  in  Wilmington, 
N.  C,  and  is  married  to  the  former 
Adelaide  Peiffer  of  Wilmington. 
They  have  three  sons.  Dr.  Hail  is  a 
graduate  of  Davidson  College  and 
of  Union  Theological  Seminary, 
Richmond,  Virginia. 

He  has  served  the  Webb 
Memorial  and  Wildwood  Churches 
in  Wildwood,  N.  C;  the  Central 
Presbyterian  Church,  St.  Louis, 
Mo. ;  and  since  1948,  has  served  the 
Pearsall  Memorial  Presbyterian 
Church,  Wilmington. 

During  his  ministry.  Dr.  Hall  has 
been  recognized  as  an  outstanding 
speaker  and  leader  in  Bible 
studies.

He  is  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  Davidson  College  and  has  served 
on  many  of  the  Committees  of  his 
Presbytery  and  of  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina.  He  is  much  in 
demand  as  a  teacher,  lecturer,  and 
speaker. 

Presbyterian  Merger 
Plans  Continue 

St.  Petersburg,  Fla.  (RNS)— 
Congregations  which  might  decide 
not  to  enter  a  new  denomination 
formed  by  merger  of  the  nation's 
two  largest  Presbyterian  bodies 
could  stay  out  and  retain  their 
property,  according  to  the  final 
draft  plan  of  union.  The  document 
was  completed  and  announced 
here  by  a  joint  committee  of  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church  and 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
U.S. 

One  key  issue  in  the  negotiations 
has  been  whether  provisions  would 
be  made  for  congregations 
opposing  merger  to  retain  property 
if  -they  do  not  want  to  become  a 
part  of  the  "Presbyterian  Church 
(U.S.A.)",  the  proposed  name. 
According  to  the  plan,  not  only  will 
congregations  opposed  to  union  be 
allowed  to  retain  local  real  estate, 
they  will  be  permitted  to  petition 
Synods  and  Presbyteries  to  divide 
with  them  properties  on  those 
levels.  Synods  and  Presbyteries 
would  have  final  decision  authority 
in  the  latter  case. 

General  Assemblies  of  both 
denominations  will  receive  the 
draft  plan  this  spring  with 
recommendations  that  it  be 
studied  at  all  levels.  The  drafting 
committee  will  then  study 
evaluations  and  report  to  the  1972 
assemblies.  If  approved  at  that 
time,  it  will  go  to  regional 
judicatories  for  action.

Church  Council 
Urges  Reform 

Raleigh  (RNS)— North 
Carolina's  Council  of  Churches  has 
launched  a  move  to  urge  the  State 
Legislature,  now  in  session,  to 
"humanize  our  state's  prison 
system." 

The  Reverend  S.  Collins  Kilburn, 
Director  of  Social  Ministries  for 
the  North  Carolina  Council  of 
Churches,  convened  a  meeting  in 
Raleigh  on  March  4,  of  clergymen 
and  laymen  throughout  the  state 
gathered  to  promote  the  campaign 
and  confer  with  legislators. 

According  to  Kilburn,  the  basic 
message  of  the  talks  at  the 
meeting  was  that  "prisons  should 
be  centers  of  rehabilitation,  not 
schools  of  crime,  and  there  are 
many  church  people  who  wish  to 
support  legislative  action  in  this 
area."  Mr.  Kilburn  held  that  there 
is  an  urgent  need  to  expand 
treatment  and  correctional 
programs,  to  expand  mental  health 
services,  to  free  prisoners  from 
work  on  highways,  and  to  expand 
diagnostic  and  classification 
services.

He  is  a 
graduate  of  Guilford  College, 
Haverford  College,  and  Duke 
University,  with  a  Ph.D.  He  has 
served  as  President  of  Guilford 
College  since  1965. 


You  have  recently  been  reading 
a  great  deal  in  the  newspapers 
about  higher  education  in  North 
Carolina. 

Most  of  you  saw  the  article  in  the 
Greensboro  Daily  News  (Jan.  1) 
dealing  with  enrollment  patterns 
at  private  colleges  and  universities 
over  the  state. 

Nineteen  of  our  four-year  North 
Carolina   private  colleges  have 
decreased  enrollment.

Other  private  colleges  have 
experienced  certain  increases. 

Total  enrollment  is  slightly  up  in 
private  institutions  by  less  than 
one-half  of  one  per  cent  while 
enrollment  at  public  institutions  is 
up  9.7  percent.  Of  an  overall 
increase  of  8,350  students,  over 
8,000  of  these  are  enrolled  at  a 
public  institution. 

The  chief  cause  of  the  drift  away 
from  the  independent  colleges  into 
the  tax  supported  institutions  is  the 
vast  difference  in  the  amount  each 
student  has  to  pay  for  his 
education. 

HIGHER  COSTS 
Recent  figures  provided  by  the 
State  Board  of  Higher  Education 
indicate  that  tuition  and  fees  at 
North  Carolina  four-year 
independent  colleges  and 
universities  average  $1,312,  as 
compared  to  $365  at  state 
institutions.  At  independent  four- 
year  colleges  it  increases  from 
$150.00  to  $200.00  each  year.  Were  it 
not  for  this  cost  difeferential  there 
is  reason  to  think  that  a  significant 
proportion  of  students  would 
choose  to  attend  one  of  our  small 
independent  colleges.  (Of  course, 
we  recognize  that  others  prefer  the 
larger  public  university 
situtation.)  This  is  as  it  should  be. 
Nothing  I  say  should  be  interpreted 
as  attack  on  the  State  University 
System. 

Approximately  26,000  North 
Carolina  students  now  attend 
North  Carolina  independent 
colleges  and  universities  (34 
percent  of  all  North  Carolina 
college  students).  In  1958  the  figure 
was  50  percent,  so  the  shift  is  a  bit 
over  1  percent  a  year  to  the  public 
institutions. 

Wasted  Resources 
To  offset  this  trend  in 
enrollments  our  independent 
colleges  have  turned  more  and 
more  to  out-of-state  students,  and 
in  many  the  percentage  is  around 
50-50  of  North  Carolina  to  out-of- 
state  students.  This  has  provided  a 
relief  for  a  number  of  years,  but 
many  of  these  out-of-state  students 
are  also  turning  to  their  own  lower- 
cost  state  institutions,  and  it  has 
recently  been  estimated  that  in 
North  Carolina's  41  independent 
senior  and  junior  colleges,  there 
are  approximately  3,500  empty 
beds.  This  means  the  absence  of 
$3500  tuition  to  meet  fixed  budget 
costs. 

The  sad  fact  is  that  as  this  waste 
of  educational  resources  has  been 
building  up,  our  state  institutions 


have  been  having  to  build 
dormitories  and  classroom 
facilities  at  great  cost  to  carry  the 
extra  burden.  On  the  face  of  it,  it 
seems  that  the  best  solution  to 
meeting  North  Carolina's  needs  in 
higher  education  is  to  fully  utilize 
this  now  partly  wasted  potential  at 
the  independent  colleges;  the  only 
alternative  to  this  is  to  make  vast 
capital  and  general  educational 
outlays  at  staggering  expense  to 
the  tax  payers  of  the  state. 

Let  us  consider  at  this  point  the 
nature  of  the  financial  problem 
faced  by  our  independent  colleges 
and  universities. 

Fund  Raising 

Financing  independent  higher 
education  has  always  been 
difficult,  with  the  colleges  having 
to  raise  on  an  average  of  20 
percent  or  more  of  their  annual 
budgets  from  sources  outside  the 
college  itself.  The  reason  for  this, 
of  course,  is  to  keep  tuitions  down 
to  a  level  which  can  be  afforded  by 
students.  Within  the  past  few 
years,  however,  this  problem  has 
been  greatly  intensified  due  to  the 
spiraling  costs,  which  in  the  case  of 
independent  colleges  must  in  large 
part  be  passed  on  to  the  student.  It 
has  been  further  itensified  by  the 
fact  that  tax-support  institutions 
have  become  very  successful  in 
attracting  grants  from  businesses 
and  foundations,  thus  winning 
away  much  of  the  "outside  money" 
which  had  been  supporting 
independent  colleges. 

The  largest  increases  in  costs 
have  gone  for  salaries  of  teaching 
and  administrative  personnel. 
These  costs  are  up  from  30-50 
percent  since  5  years  ago.  Up- 
dated programs  and  new 
educational  equipment  add  to  this, 
plus  the  increased  costs  of  food  and 
maintenance. 

In  these  inflationary  times  the 
independent  colleges  are  caught  in 
a  vicious  circle.  Escalating  costs 
cause  them  to  raise  tuition  to  such 
levels  that  they  are  in  real  danger 
of  pricing  themselves  out  of  the 
educational  market. 

Cost  Differences 

As  indicated  earlier,  largely 
because  of  this  vast  differential  of 
costs  between  the  public  and 
private  institutions,  North 
Carolina  students  are  turning  in 
droves  to  the  lower-cost  public 
institutions.  We  say  "lower -cost" 
public  institution,  but  the  cost  is 
only  lower  to  the  individual 
student.  Given  an  equal  quality 
level,  the  educational  costs  are  the 
same  in  both  public  and  private 
institutions.  The  only  real 
difference  is  in  who  pays  the  bills. 
In  tax  supported  institutions  the 
difference  between  the  total  cost 
and  cost  to  the  individual  student  is 
paid  by  the  North  Carolina 
taxpayer  -  YOU  and  ME. 

TTie  taxpayers  of  North  Carolina 
pay  out  on  an  average  nearly  $1,200 
annually  for  every  student  who 
attends  a  state-operated  college  or 
university.  In  addition  to  this 
$1,200,  the  state  must  erect 
buildings  in  which  to  house  and 
educate  students;  if  these  periodic 
capital  expenditures  are  figured 
in,  the  state  averages  spending 
over  $,1400  on  each  student  every 
year. 

If  the  shift  into  public  institutions 
continues,  we  must  think  of  future 
tax  appropriations  designed  to 
produce  this  kind  of  money! 
Consider  the  percentage  shift  of 
students  to  the  public  institutions 
from  the  standpoint  of  its  impact 
on  particular  independent  colleges. 
As  enrollment  goes  down  this

means  their  principal  source  of 
income  is  cut.  In  a  small  student 
body,  even  a  slight  decrease  in 
enrollment  can  spell  disaster.  If 
they  try  to  make  up  the  deficit  by 
further  increasing  the  charges,  the 
exodus  of  students  would  probably 
turn  into  a  stampede.  (Imagine  23 
Percent  of  Sacred  Heart  -  12 
Percent  of  Greensboro) 

Quite  a  few  private  colleges  in 
North  Carolina  are  experiencing 
operational  deficits  every  year. 
There  is  also  a  total  of  around  $50 
million  in  capital  indebtedness 
among  the  41  independent 
institutions  in  North  Carolina. 
Some  of  this  was  planned  to  be  self- 
liquidating,  as  in  the  case  of 
dormitories  where  room  rents  are 
used  to  retire  the  principal  and 
interest.  But  if  rooms  are  not 
occupied,  then  a  serious  problem  is 
in  prospect. 

Under  this  kind  of  pressure  we 
cannot  simply  assume  that 
because  we  have  always  had  the 
resources  of  these  private  colleges 
and  universities,  that  we  will 
continue  to  have  them. 
Fortunately,  none  of  our  North 
Carolina  independent  colleges  are 
at  the  brink  of  failure,  though  we 
know  that  several  are  approaching 
this  condition  in  other  parts  of  our 
nation.  For  purposes  of  argument, 
however,  let  us  assume  that  all  41 
of  our  North  Carolina  private 
colleges  and  universities  were  to 
fail.  What  would  be  the  impact  on 
the  state  of  North  Carolina?  In  the 
first  place  about  2«,000  North 
Carolina  college  students  would 
likely  seek  admission  to  tax 
supported  institutions.  Apart  from 
the  tution  costs  to  the  taxpayer, 
which  would  be  staggering,  there 
would  be  the  need  to  undertake 
vast  campus  building  or  purchase 
programs!  It  has  been 
conservatively  estimated  that 
institution  costs  alone  would  be 
over  $50  million  dollars  for  the 
bienium,  or  approximately  $25 
million  each  year.  (The  basis  for 
these  statistics  has  been  taken 
from  public  records.) 
This  gives  us  some  idea  of  the 


Science  Center 
Praised 

The  new  science  center  at  St. 
Andrews  Presbyterian  College  is 
winning  state,  national,  and 
international  recognition  for  its 
design. 

It  was  recently  announced  that 
photographs  of  the  building, 
designed  by  Odell  Associates  of 
Charlotte,  have  been  selected  for 
exhibition  at  the  International 
College  and  University  Conference 
and  Exposition  to  be  held  in 
Atlantic  City,  N.J. 

The  Odell  Firm  has  also  won  an 
Award  of  Merit  for  the  building 
from  the  North  Carolina  Chapter  of 
the  American  Institute  of 
Architects.  Last  October,  the 
structure  was  named  "College 
Building  of  the  Month"  by  College 
and  University  Business 
magazine. 

The  science  center  is  very  unqiue 
in  that  it  has  no  classrooms, 
internal  walls  of  specific 
laboratories  as  such.  The  16,000 
square  feet  of  open,  flexible  space 
is  used  for  work  in  several 
scientific  disciplines  in  which  the 
students  may  construct  their  own 
specialized  laboratories,  using 
interchangeable  modules  of 
scientific  equipment. 

The  Charlotte  architectural  firm 
designed  St.  Andrews'  campus  and 
has  won  national  recognition  from 
the  moment  the  college  opened  in 
1961. 

direct  economic  value  to  North 
Carolina  of  our  independent 
colleges  and  universities.  By 
assuming  somewhat  more  than 
one-third  of  the  burden  of 
educating  the  state's  young  people, 
independent  colleges  are 
performing  a  public  service  in 
precisely  the  same  sense  as  that 
performed  by  public  colleges  and 
universities.  This  being  the  case, 
we  should  not  willingly  see  them  go 
under  because  it  will  hit  each  of  us 
hard  in  the  pocketbook. 

But  there  are,  of  course,  other 
important  reasons  as  well.  The 
variety  of  private  and  public 
colleges  and  universities  is  itself 
an  asset ;  they  offer  a  wide  range  of 
choices  to  students  as  to  what  sort 
of  institution  they  would  like  to 
attend  with  differing  backgrounds 
and  emphases. 

Diversity  of  size. 

Diversity  of  admission  policy. 

Diversity  of  academic  goals. 

Diversity  of  teaching  methods. 
In  an  important  way  our 
diversity  means  that  the  student 
has  a  genuine  freedom  of  choice  - 
something  which  is  important  in 
our  American  way  of  life. 

WHAT  CAN  BE  DONE? 
All  41  of  our  independent  colleges 
and  universities  agree  on  the 
fundamentals  of  which  I  have  said 
this  afternoon  and  they  are  further 
agreed  that  if  we  are  to  survive  and 
continue  as  an  important  North 
Carolina  resource,  we  need  state 
aid  to  offset  the  very  real  financial 
pressures  which  threaten  our 
continued  existence.  We  are 
proposing  that  it  is  a  better 
investment  of  state  tax  dollars  to 
assist  independent  colleges  and 
universities  so  that  they  may  take 
care  of  a  significant  portion  of 
student  enrollment,  rather  than 
have  the  state  shoulder  the 
increasing  burden  at  tax  supported 
institutions.  State  assistance  to 
North  Carolina  students  attending 
our  independent  colleges  will  make 
it  possible  to  check  the  sharply 
rising  tuitions,  and  thereby  stem 
the  alarming  shift  of  students  into 
the  state  institutions. 

The  North  Carolina  Association 
of  Independent  Colleges  and 
Universities,  an  organization 
formed  two  years  ago,  to  which  all 
of  the  41  independent  institutions 
belong,  has  adopted  a  resolution 
advocating  a  state-wide 
scholarship  assistance  program  in 
which  state  funds  would  be  used  to 
help  North  Carolina  students  pay

Proven  Need 

The  North  Carolina  Association 
of  Independent  Colleges  ana 
universities  strongly  supports  the 
Legislative  Study  Commission's 
recommendation  that  state 
scholarship  aid  be  provided  for  all 
North  Carolina  students  who  can 
prove  financial  need.  This  applies 
to  students  at  independent  as  well 
as  public  colleges.  The 
Commission  further  advocates 
that  the  total  cost  of  attending  the 
institutions  be  a  factor  in 
determining  the  amount  of  need.

Coffin  Speaks  At 
Queens  College 

Dr.  William  Sloane  Coffin,  Jr., 
Yale  University  Chaplain  and  anti- 
war crusader,  spoke  to  Queens 
College  students  Monday, 
February  15. 

Coffin,  who  visited  Queens 
through  the  Piedmont  University 
Center's  visiting  speakers 
program,  was  charged  by  a 
Federal  Grand  Jury  in  Boston  in 
1967  of  conspiring  to  counsel  young 
men  to  avoid  the  draft  and  of 
leading  a  nationwide  program  of 
resistance  to  Selective  Service 
operations.  In  1970,  the  Justice 
Department  dropped  conspiracy 
charges  against  Coffin  in  what  has 
been  called  the  longest  and  most 
spectacular  legal  proceedings  of 
the  anti-war  movement. 

Dr.  Coffin  has  been  university 
chaplain  and  pastor  of  the  Church 
of  Christ  at  Yale  University  since 
1958.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Yale  and 
received  the  Bachelor  of  Divinity 
degree  from  Yale  Divinity  School 
in  1956. 

On  the  evening  of  February  15, 
he  spoke  at  Pfeiffer  College  and 
then  went  to  High  Point  College 
and  St.  Andrews  Presbyterian 
College  the  following  day.

will  most  help  independent 
colleges.  It  means  that  the 
independent  college  is  brought 
much  more  within  the  reach  of 
North  Carolina  students.  His 
choice  will  be  much  more  open 
than  on  any  other  scheme.  This  will 
help  keep  enrollment  up  in  the 
independent  colleges  and  thus  help 
their  financial  picture  while  also 
providing  a  considerable  economy 
to  the  state  than  would  otherwise 
be  the  case  if  students  are  to  be 
supported  in  our  tax  supported 
institutions. 

I  would  like  to  sharply 
distinguish  this  plan  from  that 
recently  advocated  by  the  Council 
of  Presidents  of  the  predominantly 
white  public  universities.  They 
argue  for  a  flat  $800  grant  to  each 
student  whose  family  can  provide 
no  more  than  $500  a  year.  Though 
this  plan  has  some  merit,  it  does 
not  help  the  independent  colleges 
be  more  competitive  with  the  state 
institutions,  and  thus  help  them  to 
shoulder  a  good  proportion  of 
educating  North  Carolina  students. 
The  cost  differences  between 
independent  and  state  institutions 
would  remain  proportioned  to  what 
they  presently  are,  and  the  drain 
into  the  public  institutions  would 
likely  continue.  It  is  interesting 
that  the  presidents  of  the 
predominantly  black  public 
universities  do  not  support  the 
Council  of  Presidents  proposals. 

Back  now  to  the  general  idea  of 
state  aid  for  independent  colleges 
and  universities. 

There  is  nothing  that  is  new  and 
untried  in  this  plan.  Many  states

have  plans  to  help  the  independent 
college,  and  many  of  the  plans  go  a 
good  deal  further  than  that  I  have 
suggested  today.  The  state  of 
Michigan  for  instance,  makes  a 
grant  of  $1,000  for  every  student 
who  attends  a  private  college  -  the 
money  going  directly  to  the  college 
to  use  as  it  chooses.  New  York 
state  and  Pennsylvania  have  forms 
of  assistance  which  aid  their 
students  even  when  they  attend  out 
of  state  colleges,  public  or  private. 
Some  states  enter  into  contracts 
with  selected  colleges  to  take  so 
many  students  at  so  much  per 
student  (Conn.).  North  Carolina 
already  has  contracts  of  this  type 

with  the  Duke  and  Wake  Forest 
Medical  Schools. 
The  principle  is  not  new. 

Public  vs.  Private 
The  major  point  is  that  we  need 
to  rethink  the  public  vs.  private 
issue  in  higher  education,  and 
recognize  that  all  our  colleges  are 
working  for  the  same  ends.  The  so- 
called  "private"  colleges  are 
performing  a  public  work  and  the 
term  "private"  has  meaning  only 
as  it  refers  to  the  limited  way  they 
have  been  financed.  It  does  not 
refer  to  sectarian  bias  in 
education. 

In  conclusion  -  I  have 
consistently  emphasized  the 
savings  which  can  accrue  to  the 
state  from  such  a  plan.  These  are, 
in  fact,  considerable,  but  all  of  us 
know  that  there  are  many  other 
important  values  to  be  gained  from 
having  a  dual  system  of  higher 
education.  It  is  important  that  we 
keep  open  a  freedom  for  an 
individual  to  choose  that  road  to  an 
education  which  best  meets  his 
needs  and  challenges  him  to  his 
highest  achievements.  In  the 
words  of  Thomas  Wolfe,  one  of 
North  Carolinas  most  famous 
authors : 

"So  then  to  every  man  his  chance 
-  to  every  man,  regardless  of  his 
birth,  his  shining  golden 
opportunity  -  to  every  man  the 
right  to  live,  to  work,  to  be  himself, 
and  to  become  whatever  thing  his 
manhood  and  his  vision  can 
combine  to  make  him  -  this, 
seeker,  is  the  promise  of 
America." 


"Southern 
On  The 

Raleigh  (RNS)  —  A  seminar  on 
church  and  community  sponsored 
by  the  North  Carolina  Council  of 
Churches  and  North  Carolina  State 
University  was  told  that  modern 
trends  may  mean  the  end  of  a 
distinctive  southern  religion  and 
"that  a  decline  in  central  authority 
of  the  denominations  and  an 
increased  "localization  of  the 
church"  has  slowed  the 
ecumenical  movement. 

According  to  Dr.  George 
Anderson,  President  of  the 
Lutheran  Theological  Southern 
Seminary  in  Columbia,  S.  C, 
"religious  bodies  are  moving  from 
a  'theology  of  the  church'  to  a 
'theology  of  the  world,'  talking  less 
about  what  the  church  should  be 
and  more  about  what  Christianity 
should  be.  This  trend  means  more 
than  simply  that  the  church  is 
taking  the  world  serious.  It  means 
that  men  have  not  forgotten  that 
the  creation  was  originally  'good,' 
and  that  God  has  great  plans  for 
it." 

South  Changing 
Other  speakers,  including  Dr. 
Ross  L.  Purdy,  assistant  professor 
of  sociology  at  the  University  of 
North  Carolina,  Chapel  Hill,  noted 
that  trends  in  North  Carolina  are 
becoming  more  typical  of  national 
trends  rather  than  of  a  particular 
southern  pattern,  and  that  the 
rural  character  of  the  state,  and  its 
educational  levels,  are  changing 
rapidly.  Dr.  Purdy  pointed  out  that

as  North  Carolina  continues  to 
move  from  a  rural  to  a  largely 
urban  society,  churches  can  play 
an  important  role  in  dealing  with 
increasing  problems  of  cities.  "In 
contrast  to  these  rural  conditions 
where  people  are  bound  up  with 
each  other,  the  city  loosens  many 
of  the  bonds  between  people."  He 
added  that  increased  crime, 
suicide  and  divorce  rates  are 
symptoms  of  urban  "decay  of 
human  relations"  when  the  family 
loses  stability  and  the  home  is  not 
the  center  of  most  activities,  as  in 
rural  society. 

Population 

Dr.  Purdy  also  warned  that  if 
population  growth  continues 
unchecked,  it  will  be  imperative 
that  everyone  knows  the 
techniques  of  birth  control.  "Since 
nearly  all  couples  are  married  by  a 
member  of  the  clergy  you  are  in  a 
particular  advantageous 
situation,"  he  told  ministers  and 
church  workers,  "to  make  sure 
that  both  parties  clearly 
understand  not  just  the  idea  of 
birth  control,  but  what  the  various 
options  are  and  how  they  work."

with  a  day  care  center  and  a 
reading  clinic. 

The  Atlanta  Church  is  Central 
Presbyterian  Church,  a 
congregation  that  has  long 
displayed  its  concern  for  the 
Community  that  surrounds  it. 

The  "Horizons  of  Hope" 
documentary  was  one  of  the 
special  religious  features  that  NBC 
is  now  presenting  in  place  of  the 
"Frontiers  of  Faith"  series 
formerly  carried  on  a  weekly 
basis. 


Indian  Lore  Specialist 

The  Reverend  Williard  W.  Olney, 
Pastor  of  the  Hillsborough 
Presbyterian  Church,  recently 
gave  an  interesting  and 
informative  talk  on  Indian 
arrowheads  and  the  theology  of 
primitive  man  to  members  of  the 
Hillsborough   Historical  Society. 

Mr.  Olney,  who  considers 
himself  a  novice  at  collecting  and 
identifying  Indian  arrowheads,  has 
been  interested  in  Indian  relics  for 
only  a  year.  In  this  short  time  he 
has  assembled  an  attractive 
collection  of  "projectile  points", 
which,  except  for  a  few  brought  to 
him  from  the  West  Coast,'  have 
come  from  Orange  and  Durham 
Counties. 

Orrin  Pilkey,  a  geology  professor 
at  Duke  University  and  a  Society 
member,  first  introduced  the 
Olneys  to  Indian  lore.  Dr.  J.L.  Cow, 
U.N.C.  anthropologist,  has  a 
publication  entitled,  "Formative 
Cultures  of  the  Carolina 
Piedmont",  which  is  Mr.  Olney's 
reference  work  for  identifying 
arrowheads. 

New  Plan  Calls 
For  Seven  Synods 

A  plan  for  redrawing  boundaries 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  U.  S. 
Synods  calls  for  combining  the 
present  fifteen  Synods  into  seven. 
The  proposal  will  be  presented  to 
the  1971  General  Assembly.  It 
suggests  no  lines  for  Presbyteries. 
If  the  Denomination  approves 
union  with  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church,  however,  the  plan  will  be 
"for  information  only."  An  ad 
interim  committee  on 
Restructuring  Synods  and 
Presbyteries  will  ask  the  Assembly 
to  order  the  present  fifteen  Synods 
to  meet  in  convention  in  the  spring 
of  1972,  to  plan  for  the  transition. 
These  conventions  would  elect 
committees  on  Presbytery 
boundaries,  mission  and 
organization  of  the  Synod, 
clarification  of  legal  titles  and 
relationship  with  institutions. 

Conventions  would  meet  later  to 
consider  program  and  July  1,  1973, 
would  be  effective  legal  date  for 
establishment  of  the  proposed  new 
Synods  and  their  Presbyteries.  The 
General  Assembly  will  be  asked  to 
appoint  a  Commission  of 
representatives  of  the  seven 
Synods  empowered  to  readjust  a 
particular  boundary  line  of  a  Synod 
that  requests  a  change.

Television 
Spots  Announced 

New  York  (RNS)  —  A  new  series 
of  television  spots  based  on  the  life 
and  teachings  of  Jesus  have  been 
announced  here  by  broadcast  unrts 
of  the  United  Methodist  and  United 
Presbyterian  Churches. 

The  one-minute  spots  will  be 
followed  by  joint  radio  and 
television  specials,  syndicated 
articles,  popiiar  music  and  a  book, 
"The  Jesus  Stoiy," 

The  Reverend  Charles  Brackbill, 
association  chairman  of  mass 
media  programming  for  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church,  took  major 
responsibility  for  producing  the 
Jesus  announcements.  Last  year, 
the  United  Methodist  Division  of 
Television,  Radio  and  Film 
Communication  produced 
"Survival  in  the  70s"  for  the  two 
denominations  and  other  church- 
related  broadcast  units. 

Nelson  Price,  an  executive  with 
the  United  Methodist  agency, 
points  out  that  the  producers 
expect  the  message  to  be 
interpreted  in  different  ways,  just 
as  Jesus  was  not  heard  in  the  same 
way  by  people  of  his  time. 

The  television  spots  were  filmed 
in  Israel,  with  Tim  Hardy,  a 
British  actor,  portraying  Jesus. 
Conceived  and  written  by  Mr. 
Brackbill  and  Robert  Thompson  of 
the  United  Presbyterian  media 
staff,  the  Jesus  campaign  is 
intended  to  bring  "fresh  ways"  of 
looking  at  established  ideas.  The 
book,  "The  Jesus  Story,"  was 
written  by  William  A.  Emerson,  a 
former  editor  of  the  Saturday 
Evening  Post. 


Bible  Society 
Sets  Records 

New  York  (RNS)— An  increase 
in  the  demand  for  short  passages 
of  scripture  has  enabled  the 
American  Bible  Society  to  set  two 
distribution  records  in  1970. 

In  the  U.S.,  Scripture 
distribution  totaled  99,595,467 
all  time  high, 
of  the  Bible  to 
the  armed  forces 
totaled  4,323,599  in  1970,  topping  the 
1944  record  of  2,749,074.  In  1970,  a 
total  of  691,750  complete  Bibles 
were  distributed  in  the  U.S.,  31,500 
more  than  in  the  previous  year. 
The  American  Bible  Society  also 
reported  an  increase  in 
distribution  of  the  number  of 
"Talking  Bible"  records  and  tapes 
for  the  blind.

Contributions  To 
Crop  Over  $2  Million 

Elkhart,  Ind.  (RNS)— 
Nationwide  contributions  to  feed 
the  hungry  overseas  through 
CROP,  the  community  hunger 
appeal  of  Church  World  Service, 
totaled  $2,711,741  in  1970.  The  CWS 
clothing  appeal,  also  administered 
by  CROP,  was  valued  at  $1,703,381 
in  1970.  Shipments  from  CROF 
went  to  31  countries. 

CROP,  organized  in  1947, 
supports  self-help  projects  around 
the  world.  Hunger  marches  by 
young  people  in  36  urban  areas 
accounted  for  $86,000  of  the  total 
CROP  contributions.  Nearly  8,000 
marchers  walked  distances  of  up  to 
fifteen  miles,  securing  pledges 
from  sponsors  for  each  mile 
walked.

Union  Of  Texas 
Presbyteries  Defeated 

Angleton,  Tex.  (RNS)— Merger 
of  overlapping  East  Texas  regional 
units  of  the  nation's  two  largest 
Presbyterian  denominations  was 
defeated  recently  by  13  votes. 

Delegates  of  the  Brazos 
Presbytery  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.S.  turned  back  union 
with  the  Gulf  Coast  Presbytery  of 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church.  It 
supported  the  move  in  a  vote  of  117- 
73,  but  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
approval  was  required  for 
passage. 

Nevertheless,  the  ballot  was 
viewed  as  a  plus  for  a  proposed 
merger  between  the  two 
denominations  at  national  levels. 
Votes  on  that  union  are  expected  in 
1972  and  1973.  There  are  about  nine 
joint  presbyteries  operating  in 
Texas,  Kentucky,  Arkansas  and 
Missouri.

ECOE  also  opposes 
financial  aid  to  missionary  work 
through  the  National  and  World 
Council  of  Churches.

Columbia  Theological  Seminary 
is  one  of  the  two  largest  and  oldest 
of  the  four  seminaries  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S., 
and  is  the  only  one  located  in  a 
major  urban  center.  It  has  a 
student  body  of  nearly  200  and  a 
faculty  of  twenty  four.  Its  57-acre 
campus  is  located  in  Decatur,  eight 
miles  from  downtown  Atlanta. 


Tornado  Victims  Aided 

A  total  of  $4,500  has  been  sent  to 
tornado  victims  in  Mississippi 
from  the  General  Assembly's 
Inter-Board  Committee  on  Crisis. 
Funds  began  going  out  as  soon  as 
requests  were  received,  according 
to  the  Rev.  James  T.  Magruder, 
administrative  head  of  the 
committee.  As  of  March  5,  $3,500 
had  been  sent  to  the  Crisis 
Committee  of  St.  Andrew 
Presbytery.  An  additional  $1,000 
has  gone  to  the  Crisis  Committee  of 
Central   Mississippi  Presbytery. 

Although  there  has  been  no 
report  of  damage  to  Presbyterian 
U.S.  churches,  many  members 
suffered  injuries  and  damage  to 
their  homes.  The  February  21 
tornados  left  116  dead,  600  injured, 
damages  estimated  at  $8  million 
and  an  estimated  1,800  to  2,300 
homeless. 


Elected  President 

Dr.  David  McLean  of  St. 
Andrews  Presbyterian  College  is 
the  new  President  of  the  North 
Carolina  Archeological  Society.  He 
will  head  the  organization  of  some 
200  amateur  and  professional 
archeologists  in  their  effort  to 
develop  a  system  of  preserving 
antiquities  in  the  State. 

An  Associate  Professor  of 
anthropology  at  St.  Andrews, 
McLean  has  been  active  in 
excavation  and  study  of  Indian 
village  sites  in  Robeson  and  Moore 
Counties  and  in  the  construction  of 
a  new  museum  in  Laurinburg. 


The  Committee  on  Restructuring

Smyth  served  at  the 
post  for  nearly  two  and  V2  years 
before  his  death.  "We  are  most 
fortunate  to  have  Mr.  Allen  join  us 
as  Dean  of  Students,"  said  Dr. 
Ferguson.  "During  the  more  than 
three  years  he  has  been  on  this 
campus  he  has  won  the  respect  of 
both  students  and  faculty  with  his 
capacity  to  recognize  the  needs 
and  interests  of  today's  student 
generation."

Another  Kind  Of 
Campus  Movement 

Davidson  —  They  sing  "Amazing 
Grace"  with  special  fervor  at 
Davidson  College  on  Monday 
nights.  That  is  the  meeting  time  of 
a  rapidly  growing  group  of 
students,  professors,  and  visitors  - 
a  group  too  diverse  to  allow 
classification  except  for  one  thing: 
the  joy  they  share  in  worshipping 
Jesus  Christ. 

The  Monday  night  group  at 
Davidson  traces  its  beginning  to 
prayer  meetings  begun  in  the  fall 
of  1969.  This  year  the  group  has 
increased  to  some  35  participants, 
including  several  professors  and 
occasional  visitors  from  off 
campus.  Its  growth  in  recent 
months  has  forced  it  to  consider 
moving  out  of  the  dormitories  to  a 
larger  meeting-place  on  campus, 
although  the  students  say  they 
would  miss  the  informality  and 
closeness  of  the  smaller  rooms. 

The  devotional  meetings  do  P'  ^  " 
involve  formal  ceremony./^  ~ 
participants  sit  or  stand  w^  <^ 
there  is  space,  and  often  somev 
plays  a  guitar.  Scripture  passage 
are  read  or  perhaps  a  moving 
poem  or  article.  Often  there  is  low- 
key  personal  testimony. 

The  students  say  that  the  weekly 
sharing  of  joy  and  hope  is  a 
welcome  relief  from  the  "often 
stale  business  of  detached  thought 
and  study".  According  to  one 
member  of  the  group,  "We've  seen 
Jesus  Christ  revolutionize  our  lives 
and  the  lives  of  others  literally 
across  the  world.  The  Holy  Spirit  is 
moving  here  and  our  purpose  is 
just  to  proclaim  that  fact  and  let 
Him  work  through  us." 


Income  Up 

As  of  March  10,  the  General 
Assembly's  Central  Treasurer  of 
benevolences  has  received  15.36 
percent  of  the  1971  benevolence 
budget.

recently  published  the  Sixth 
(Jeneral  Report  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in  Japan  to  the  Board  of 
World  Missions  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.  S. 

In  the  publication,  there  are 
reports  on  missionaries,  the  work 
of  the  seminary,  general  church 
activities  which  include  a 
children's  rehaibilitation  center 
and  work  among  the  physically 
handicapped,  and  the  meeting  of 
the  Reformed  Ecumenical  Synod 
at  Gotemba.  located  at  the  foot  of 
Mt.  Fuji. 

In  the  conciuojon  of  the  report, 
the  authors  thanked  the  Board  of 
World  Missions  for  the 
opportunities  they  had  during  the 
past  year  of  working  with  the 
Presbyterian  Church  U.S.  through 
her  missionaries.  They  also 
expressed  a  desire  to  continue  to 
work  closely  with  the  Presbyterian 
Church  U.  S.  

Pennsylvania  Minister 

A  minister  from  Pennsylvania 
preached  six  special  services  at 
Charlotte's  Westminster 
Presbyterian  Church.  The  Rev. 
James  H.  Brown,  pastor  of  the 
famous  Upper  Octorara 
Presbyterian  Church  in 
Parkesburg,  Pa.,  began  the  series 
with  the  sermon,  "Let  the  Church 
be  the  Church." 

Brown  was  educated  at  Grove 
City  College,  Princeton 
Theological  Seminary  and  Eastern 
Baptist  Seminary.  He  has  been 
assistant  professor  of  systematic 
theology  at  Lincoln  Presbyterian 
Theological  Seminary  and  has 
traveled  on  preaching  missions  in 
Japan,  Korea  and  Britain. 

School  Held  In  Durham 

The  1971  city-wide  Presbyterian 
School  of  Christian  Growth  was 
held  recently  at  Fuller  Memorial 
Presbyterian  Church,  Durham. 

Dr.  John  H.  Leith,  professor  of 
historical  theology  at  Union 
Theological  Seminary  in  Virginia, 
taught  a  course  entitled,  "The 
Faith  and  the  Christian  Church," 
which  attempted  to  explain  what 
the  church  actually  believes  and  to 
state  the  faith  of  the  church  in 
"everyday"  language. 

Another  course,  "The  Bible  and 
Modern  Man,"  was  taught  by  Dr. 
Wallace  M.  Alston, Jr.,  pastor  of 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Durham.

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Scholarship 
Funds  Established 

The  congregation  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  High  Point, 
has  established  two  scholarship 
funds  in  the  amount  of  $10,000  each 
at  St.  Andrews  Presbyterian 
College  to  honor  Dr.  Roy  E.  Watts, 
minister  of  the  Church,  from  1951 
to  1967,  and  Mr.  Charles  W.  Perry, 
a  ruling  elder  in  the  Church.

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Presbyteries  Re -Organize  Per  Order  Of  Synod 


Preamble 

The  157th  Synod  of  North 
Carolina,  meeting  at  Burlington  in 
1970,  adopted  a  report  calling  for 
the  restructuring  of  the 
Presbyteries  of  the  Synod.  A 
Commission  was  appointed  by 
Synod  through  the  Moderator  to 
implement  the  action  of  Synod, 
and,  as  the  result,  the  present  nine 
Presbyteries  of  Synod  will  be 
reduced  to  seven.  The  new 
Presbyteries  were  ordered  by  the 
Commission  to  hold  preliminary 
meetings  for  organization  prior  to 
April  1.  Below  are  resumes  of  the 
meetings  of  the  six  new 
Presbyteries  which  will  begin 
operation  officially,  January  1, 
1972. 

PRESBYTERY  I 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the 
Concord,  Kings  Mountain,  and 
Winston-Salem  Presbyteries,  a 
provisional  organization  was  set  up 
to  make  preparatory  moves  that 
will  lead  into  a  smooth  transition 
from  the  present  three  courts  into  a 
single  organization  to  be  known 
initially  as  "Presbytery  I." 

The  representatives,  meeting  at 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Gastonia,  elected  Harold 
McKeithen,  a  ruling  elder  in  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Winston-Salem  as  Moderator.  The 
Rev.  Jack  Robinson  of  Kings 
Mountain  was  elected  Stated 
Clerk,  and  the  Rev.  Emerson 
Smith  of  Kings  Mountain  was 
elected  Permanent  Clerk. 

A  Steering  Council  was  elected  to 
coordinate  the  work  of 
consolidation.  It  includes  chairmen 
of  the  various  Presbytery 
Commissions  on  Realignment, 
Presidents  of  the  Women's  and 
Men's  organizations,  and 
chairmen  of  the  various 
committees.  Three  special 
committees  will  handle  details  of 
the  consolidation.  They  involve 
mission  and  structure,  institutions, 
and  assets. 

PRESBYTERY  II 

A  convocation  for  the 
organization  of  Presbytery  II  met 
on  March  23,  at  the  Myers  Park 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Charlotte. 
The  Rev.  Russell  M.  Kerr  was 
elected  Moderator  of  the  meeting 
and  the  Rev.  J.  Cecil  Lawrence 
was  elected  Stated  Clerk.  Among 
the  recommendations  adopted  was 
one  to  retain  as  the  name  of  the 
new  Presbytery  (II) 
"Mecklenburg  Presbytery."

PRESBYTERY  III 

The  first  joint  meeting  of  the 
Presbyteries  of  Granville  and 
Orange  was  held  in  the  White 
Memorial  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Raleigh  on  Tuesday  afternoon, 
March  23.  The  meeting  was  called 
to  order  by  the  Rev.  Tom  B. 
Anderson,  Moderator  pro  tem. 

The  thrust  of  the  meeting  was  the 
report  of  the  joint  special 
Commissions  of  the  two 
presbyteries  presented  by  the  Rev. 
W.  H.  McCorkle,  Presbytery  of 
Granville.  The  report,  which 
consisted  of  thirteen 
recommendations,  was  adopted. 

It  was  recommended  by  the  two 
special  Commissions  that  the  new 
Presbytery  bear  the  name  of 
Orange  and  that  the  report  of  the 
restructuring  committee  of  both 
presbyteries  be  heard  and  that  the 
report  be  adopted.  Elder  Malcolm 
Williams,  Chairman  of  the 
Granville  Committee,  made  the 
report  outlining  the  proposed 
structure  for  the  new  Orange 
Presbytery.  Presbytery  gave 
preliminary  approval  to  the 
structure  outlined  in  the  report 
with  final  approval  set  for  the  first 
Presbytery  meeting  of  1972. 

Following  a  prayer  voiced  by  the 
Moderator,  the  joint  meeting  of  the 
two  presbyteries  adjourned  to 
meet  again  at  the  call  of  the 
Moderator,  time  and  place  to  be 


announced.

The  reorganizational  meeting  of 
Presbytery  IV  met  on  March  14  at 
Highland  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Fayetteville.

Ernest  Lee  Stoffel,  Moderator- 
Nominee  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina. 

The  Presbyters  voted  to  retain 
the  name  of  Fayetteville 
Presbytery.  The  new  Presbytery, 
which  takes  effect  January  1,  1972, 
is  composed  of  approximately  the 
same  counties  as  are  in  the  old 
Fayetteville  Presbytery,  with  the 
additions  of  Richmond  and 
Montgomery  Counties  from 
Mecklenburg  Presbytery  and  Lee 
County  from  Orange  Presbytery. 

The  Rev.  Leighton  B. 
McKeithen,  pastor  of  the  Highland 
Presbyterian  Church,  who  acted  as 
Moderator  for  the  organizational 
meeting,  was  chosen  Moderator- 
Nominee. 

Three  reports  were  heard  during 
the  business  portion  of  the 
meeting,  and  action  was  taken 
allowing  the  new  Presbytery  to 
operate  under  the  rules  of  the  old 
manual  until  a  new  manual  can  be 
adopted.

Library  Site  Approved 

Davidson  —Two  Davidson 
College  trustee  committees  will 
recommend  in  May  that  the 
college's  new  E.  H.  Little  Library 
be  located  beside  Chambers 
Building,  the  main  classroom 
building  on  campus,  so  that  the  two 
structures  would  be  closely  inter- 
related in  a  new  "academic  center 
complex." 

The  trustee  committee  on 
buildings  and  grounds  and  the 
trustee  executive  committee  met 
on  March  25  with  representatives 
of  the  college  staff,  faculty, 
students,  and  with  the  architects, 
to  consider  the  various  site 
proposals.  Their  recommendations 
must  be  approved  by  the  full  board 
of  trustees  at  their  meeting  on 
campus  in  May  before  it  becomes 
final. 

Estimated  cost  of  the  proposed 
100,000-square-foot  building  is  $3.8 
million,  of  which  some  $1.8  million 
has  not  yet  been  raised.

The  increase  must  be  endorsed 
by  the  1971  General  Assembly.  It 
marks  the  sixth  increase  for 
ministers  participating  in  the 
Fund,  resulting  in  a  compounded 
total  of  61.16  percent  since  1964.  If 
passed,  it  will  be  effective  January 
1,  1972. 


Beneficiaries  will  be  persons 
already  receiving  annuities  from 
the  Fund,  with  an  identical 
increase  in  credit  to  accounts  of 
persons  in  active  service. 

The  Board  will  ask  the  General 
Assembly  to  approve  the  re- 
election of  Dr.  George  H.  Vick  as 
Board  Executive  Secretary  for  his 
fourth  term  of  office. 

Lay  employees  have  also 
benefited  from  "good  experience" 
credit  in  recent  years,  totaling 
31.29  percent  since  1965. 


Higher  <lducation  Feasibility  Study  Underway 


The  Executive  Committee  on 
Educational  Institutions  has 
engaged  the  firm  of  Tamblyn  and 
Brown,  New  York,  to  conduct  a 
feasibility  study  of  a  joint  capital

While  total  membership  rose, 
1970  losses  were  reported  in 
Sunday  Schools,  Training  Unions 
and  Women's  and  Men's 
organizations.

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Church  Nominated 
For  Historic  Honor 

The  La  Grange  Presbyterian 
CJiurch  has  been  nominated  fgr 
inclusion  on  the  National  Register 
of  Historic  Places,  the  Nation's 
official  list  of  locations  significant 
in  American  history,  architecture, 
archaeology,  and  culture. 

In  submitting  the  nomination  to 
the  U.  S.  Department  of  the 
Interior,  Dr.  H.  G.  Jones.  Director 
of  the  State  Department  of 
Archives  and  History,  noted  that 
the  LaGrange  Presbyterian 
Church  is  a  representative 
example  of  the  Gothic  Revival 
churches  built  in  the  rural  South 
during  the  late  19th  century. 

"To  be  nominated  for  inclusion 
on  the  National  Register  of 
Historic  Places  is  indeed  an 
honor,"  said  Mrs.  Beverly  Wooten, 
church  historian.  "The  officials 
were  extremely  impressed  with 
the  church.  The  steeple,  the 
windows,  and  the  design  of  the 
pulpit  are  definitely  100  percent 
Gothic.  The  Gothic  structure  has 
not  been  bothered  or  altered  and 
this  is  why  state  officials  thought 
the  LaGrange  church  should  be 
nominated." 

Documents  in  the  possession  of 
Mrs.  Wooten  list  the  building  date 
as  1880  and  the  date  of  organization 
as  June  3,  1883. 

(Editor's  Note:  Some  years  ago 
when  the  late  W.  H.  Belk  of 
Charlotte  was  passing  through 
LaGrange,  his  attention  was 
arrested  by  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  leatUng  him  to  ask  a  native 
what  church  it  was,  and  when  he 
was  properly  informed,  he  said, 
"Well,  tell  the  officers  of  the 
church  to  have  it  painted,  and  to 
send  me  the  bill".) 


Church  Displays 
Symbols 

Soaring  ninety  feet  in  the  air,  the 
four  symbols  representing 
Matthew,  Mark,  Luke  and  John, 
known  as  the  four  evangelists  -  are 
to  be  seen  just  beneath  the  cross  of 
the  new  First  Presbyterian  Church 
in  Greenville. 

The  four  symbols,  stylized 
versions  of  the  traditional  symbols 
of  the  evangelists,  are  enclosed  in 
a  square  metal  frame  and  are 
sculptured  from  anodized 
aluminum. 

At  the  lower  left,  the  eagle 
represents  John.  On  the  upper  left 
is  the  symbol  of  Matthew,  a  lion.  To 
the  right  in  the  upper  corner,  an  ox 
represents  Mark,  and  at  the 
bottom  right,  Luke  is  symbolized 
with  the  figure  of  a  man. 

The  Rev.  Richard  R.  Gammon, 
pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  notes  that  "in  Christian 
tradition  these  four  creatures  have 
symbolized  the  four  evangelists,  or 
the  four  gospels  which  bear  their 
names."  The  minister  observes 
that  many  people  passing  the 
church,  which  is  still  under 
construction,  wonxler  about  the 
meaning  of  the  sculpture  in  the  air. 

The  basic  design  was  made  by 
Milton  Griff  of  Griff,  Wood  and 
Browne  of  Charlottesville,  Va. 


Church  Membership 

New  York  (RNS)  —  "Church 
membership  in  the  U.  S.  remains 
at  a  virtual  standstill,"  according 
to  the  latest  tabulation  released 
here.  The  increase  in  a  year  was 
only  3-lOOths  of  1  per  cent.  This  is 
indicated  in  the  total  of  128,505,084 
members  shown  in  the  1971  edition 
of  the  Yearbook  of  American 
Churches,  published  here  by  the 
National  Council  of  Churches.  The 
study  covers  230  Church  bodies.  In 
the  1970  YearbflOfc,'  usfhg  mostly 
1968  data,  the  total  was  128,469,636 
Thus  the  total  has  gone  up  only 
36,348. 

Constant  H.  Jacquet,  Jr.,  editor 
of  the  Yearbook,  cautioned  against 
drawing  hasty  conclusions  from 
the  comparisons,  partly  because 
the  figures  are  incomplete  in  some 
cases  and  out  of  date  in  others. 


Scott  Honored 
By  Presbytery 

Sen.  Ralph  H.  Scott,  retiring 
Moderator  of  Orange  Presbytery, 
was  presented  a  walnut  gavel  by 
the  Presbytery  in  recognition  of  his 
services. 

The  presentation  was  made  by 
the  Rev.  C.  Linwood  Cheshire, 
Jr.,  executive  Secretary  of  Orange 
Presbytery  and  the  Rev.  Donald  A. 
Campbell,  Chairman  of  the 
Bicentennial  Committee  and 
pastor  of  the  Hawfields 
Presbyterian  Church. 

The  gavel  was  made  of  wood 
from  a  walnut  tree  on  the  birth- 
place of  the  late  Gov.  W.  Kerr 
Scott,  brother  of  Sen.  Scott.  The 
gavel  was  made  by  Jack  Paris  and 
A.H.  Scott. 

Sen.  Scott  is  a  ruling  elder  in 
historic  Hawfields  Presbyterian 
Church.  He  served  the  Presbytery 
as  its  Moderator  during  its 
Bicentennial  meeting. 


Oppose  Liquor  Bill 

Raleigh  —  Among  the 
ministers  in  North  Carolina's 
General  Assembly  the  vote  is  3-1 
against  liquor  by  the  drink. 

"I  lean  toward  supporting  it," 
said  Rep.  Robert  Q.  Beard,  R- 
Catawba,  a  Lutheran  minister  who 
voted  for  the  liquor  by  the  drink  bill 
two  years  ago. 

Disagreeing  with  Beard  were 
Rep.  Joy  J.  Johnson,  D-Robeson, 
and  Senator  Bobby  L.  Combs,  D- 
Catawba  and  Norman  H.  Joyner, 
R-Iredell.  Johnson  and  Joyner  are 
Baptist  ministers  and  Combs  is 
Presbyterian. 

"I'm  opposed  to  it,"  Combs  said 
of  the  mixed  drink  bill  being 
pushed  by  the  N.C.  Travel  Council, 
"although  I  would  support  Senator 
Norman  Joyner's  bill  to  let  the 
people  decide  this  across  the  state. 
I  think  the  wets  are  afraid  of  such 
a  vote." 

The  liquor  by  the  drink  bill  was 
defeated.

Bernadette  Devlin 
Charges  Exploitation 

San  Francisco  (RNS)  — 
Bernadette  Devlin  declared  here 
that  economic  exploitation,  not 
religious  antagonism,  is  the  cause 
of  continuing  unrest  and  rioting  in 
Northern  Ireland  and  urged  joint 
Protestant-Catholic  efforts  to 
create  and  new  and  just  system. 

"I've  never  seen  a  stone  thrown 
in  defense  of  either  Catholic  or 
protestant  dogma,"  said  the 
militant  Irish  leader,  charging  that 
religious  strife  in  Ulster  results 
from  a  system  that  robs  both 
Catholic  and  Protestant  workers  of 
their  dignity  and  commits  them  to 
"religiously-segregated"  ghettos. 

Upper  class  Catholic  and 
Protestant  families,  she  asserted, 
live  in  the  same  neighborhoods, 
"and  they  don't  fight.  They  exploit 
the  same  people  in  the  same 
factories." 

Miss  Devlin,  the  23-year-old 
member  of  the  British  Parliament 
who  is  looked  on  as  the  leader  of 
Northern  Ireland's  Catholic 
insurgents,  spoke  to  nearly  4,000 
persons,  mostly  students,  at  the 
Jesuit-maintained  University  of 
San  Francisco  recently. 


Experimental  College 
Calendar  Discussed 

Chicago  —  A  new  educational 
program  based  on  a  "4-1-4" 
calendar  has  rapidly  spread  to  500 
of  the  nation's  colleges,  and  the 
innovations  it  has  given  rise  to  are 
becoming  the  basis  of  "a 
renaissance  in  liberal  arts 
education,"  according  to  Dr.  John 
M.  Bevan,  the  man  who  invented  4- 
1-4.  He  expressed  that  belief  at  a 
national  meeting  in  Chicago  of 
representatives  of  colleges  using 
the  plan. 

The  4-1-4  calendar  features  two  4- 
month  terms  of  regular  classes. 
The  interim  month  is  dedicated  to 
innovation  and  experimentation, 
with  no  regular  classes  held  and 
with  students  involved  in 
imaginative  research  projects 
under  the  guidance  of  professors. 

Dr.  Bevan,  now  vice  president 
for  academic  affairs  at  Davidson 
College,  invented  the  4-1-4  plan  as 
the  first  dean  of  the  faculty  of 
Florida  Presbyterian  College  in 
1960.  Since  its  adoption  there,  the 
program  has  spread  to  some  500  of 
the  nation's  smaller  colleges.  Their 
representatives  met  in  Chicago's 
Conrad  Hilton  Hotel  to  discuss  the 
program  they  have  in  common.

Congressman  Fountain 
Receives  Citation 

Representative  L.  H.  Fountain  of 
Tarboro  received  the  N.  C.  Citizens 
Association's  annual  citation  for 
distinguished  public  service  at  the 
Association's  30th  annual  meeting 
in  Raleigh,  March  18. 

Rep.  Fountain,  ruling  elder  in 
the  Howard  Memorial 
Presbyterian  Church,  Tarboro, 
was  elected  to  Congress  in  1952.  He 
was  cited  for  his  work  as  a  member 
of  the  House  Committee  on 
Governmental  Operations  and  his 
chairmanship  of  the  Inter- 
governmental Relations  Sub- 
committee which,  the  citation 
declares,  "has  resulted  in  the 
saving  of  hundreds  of  millions  of 
the  taxpayers'  dollars". 

The  citation  also  nraised 
Fountain  for  his  committee  work 
"in  investigation  of  harmful  and 
ineffective  medical  drugs,  as  well 
as  other  aspects  of  food  and  drug 
safety,  which  has  earned  him  the 
popular  title  of  'watchdog'  of  the 
Food  and  Drug  Administration." 

Since  1967,  Fountain  has  been  the 
ranking  Tar  Heel  Congressional 
member  in  years  of  service.

The  Committee  adopted  a 
tentative  1972  budget,  to  be 
presented  to  the  Stewardship 
Committee  at  its  meeting  on  May 
6,  in  the  total  amount  of  $64,298,  of 
which  $57,982  will  be  asked  of  the 
churches  and  presbyteries  of 
Synod.

Council  Facts 

Membership  of  the  North 
Carolina  Councils  of  Churches  is 
drawn  from  sixteen  Protestant  and 
Anglican  denominations.  There 
are  approximately  6700 
congregations  in  the  member 
bodies,  having  a  total 
communicant  membership  of 
1,350,000.  The  Council  has  offices  in 
Durham  and  Raleigh. 

Official  representatives  to  the 
Assembly  are  chosen  by  each 
member  body,  with  a  total  of  325 
eigible  to  vote.  Council  officials, 
however,  have  announced  that  non- 
voting observers  are  welcome  to 
attend  all  sessions  of  the  Assembly 
and  any  ordained  minister  may 
attend  the  Pastors'  Conference.

Presbyterians 
Attend  Consultation 

New  York  (PN)  —  Six  Southern 
Presbyterians  went  to  Paris 
recently  with  forty  nine  other 
Protestant  leaders  to  see  what 
their  churches  can  do  to  help  end 
the  war  in  Viet  Nam. 

The  unprecendented  church- 
centered  effort  was  aimed  at 
securing  facts  surrounding  the 
stalemated  Paris  peace  talks  and 
presented  urgent  concern  for  an 
early  peace. 

Led  By  Benfield 

Heading  the  Presbyterian 
contingent  was  Dr.  William  A. 
Benfield,  Jr.  of  Charleston,  W.  Va., 
Moderator  of  the  PCUS  General 
Assembly.  Others  making  the  trip 
were  the  Rev.  George  Chauncey  of 
Richmond,  Va.,  secretary  of  the 
Council  on  Church  and  Society; 
the  Rev.  Wayne  P.  Todd,  Florence, 
Ala.,  chairman  of  the  Council;  and 
Wellford  Hobble  of  Little  Rock, 
Ark.;  L.  B.  Horn  of  San  Antonio; 
and  Herbert  Meza  of  Washington. 

The  churchmen  had  an 
opportunity  to  listen  to  points  of 
view  from  members  of  the  U.  S. 
negotiation  team  as  well  as 
representatives  from  North  Viet 
Nam,  South  Viet  Nam,  the 
National  Liberation  Front  and  the 
provisional  Revolutionary 
Government. 

Stop  Killing 

Upon  their  return  from  the  Paris 
trip,  all  three  denominational 
heads  agreed  that  while  the  Paris 
visit  had  led  to  no  major  change  in 
any  group  member's  point  of  view 
toward  the  war,  aU  had  become 
more  urgently  impressed  with  the 
necessity  of  stopping  the  killing. 

A  pledge  by  the  U.S.  to  withdraw 
all  forces  in  the  immediate  future, 
they  said,  offered  the  best  hope  for 
getting  the  negotiations  resumed 
on  a  serious  basis,  though  they  said 
they  had  no  definite  assurance  that 
it  would  produce  a  settlement. 
They  also  noted  that  the  South 
Vietnamese  delegation  made  a 
strong  appeal  to  the  U.S.  to 
remain. 

The  churchmen  emphasized  that 
they  did  not  go  to  Paris  as 
negotiators,  but  as  "members  of 
the  Christian  community"  who 
took  "only  our  concerns  and 
questions,  no  petitions  or 
DroDosals." 

Observation 

Among  the  observations  made 
by  the  returning  church  leaders 
were  that  "a  pledge  by  the  U.S.  to 
withdraw  all  of  its  troops  from 
Indo-China  by  a  certain  date  would 
be  a  highly  significant  contribution 
to  the  negotiations.  .  .",  "the  only 
way  to  secure  the  release  of 
prisoners  of  war  is  through  a 
political  settlement.  .  .,"  and  that 
"no  acceptable  military  solution  to 
this  c 0 n f 1 i c t - i  n  c 1 u d i n g 
'Vietnamizaiion,'-is  possible.  .  ." 

Dr.  Luther  E."  Tyson,  an 
execu.  of  the  United  Methodist 
Board  of  Christian  Social 
Concerns,  said  that  the  group's 
statement  was  not  anti-American 
or  anti-Nixon  but  was  motivated  by 
concern  to  stop  the  killing.

Benfield  Joins  ''End 
The  War''  Campaign 

Richmond,  Va.  (PN)  —  Dr. 
William  A.  Benfield,  Jr.,  of 
Charleston,  W.  Va.,  moderator  of 
the  General  Assembly, 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S., 
has  ioined  seven  other  national 
religious  leaders  in  sponsoring 
"Set  the  Date  Now,"  a  new 
interreligious  campaign  to  end  the 
war  in  Indochina. 

Dr.  Benfield  is  a  sponsor  on  an 
individual  basis. 

The  Rev.  George  A.  Chancey, 
director  of  the  Presbyterian  U.  S. 
Office  of  Church  and  Society,  is  on 
the  steering  committee  of  the 
campaign. 

Representatives  of  24  Churches, 
church  agencies,  and  other 
religious  groups  initiated  "Set  the 
Date  Now"  with  its  primary  goal: 
an  immediate  December  31 
deadline  for  ending  all  direct  and 
indirect  military  involvement  in 
Indochina.  The  coalition  stated 
that  its  purpose  in  setting  the  date 
now  is  that:  "An  immediate  cease 
fire  can  stop  the  death  and 
destruction;  negotiations  can 
move  ahead;  a  new  government  in 
South  Vietnam  can  make  peace; 
all  prisoners  can  be  set  free; 
domestic  priorities  can  be  met ;  the 
youth  of  America  can  have  new 
hope." 

The  campaign  aims  at 
encouraging  church  members  to 
express  their  views  on  U.  S. 
involvement  in  Indochina  to  their 
congressmen  and  senators  by 
means  of  letters,  telephone  calls 
and  personal  visits.

Hunger  Program 
Director  Retires 

Richmond,  Va.,  —  Th6  Rev. 
Malcolm  P.  Calhoun,  Presbyterian 
leader  in  Christian  Social  Action, 
who  will  be  retiring  from  the  Board 
of  Christian  Education  in  late 
August,  has  reminded  his 
denomination  of  the  burden  of 
Christian  conscience  which  the 
Office  of  Church  and  Society  must 
bear. 

Dr.  Calhoun's  statement  came  in 
response  to  a  tribute  to  him  during 
the  April  meeting  of  the  Board  in 
Richmond.  He  was  honored  by  that 
Board,  where  for  many  years  he 
served  as  Secretary  of  the  Office  of 
Church  and  Society,  and  more 
recently  has  directed  the  Board's 
Hunger  Priority  Program. 

The  Rev.  Harry  E.  Smith  of  New 
Haven,  Conn.,  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Christian  Education's 
Committee  on  Church,  Higher 
Education,  and  Public  Affairs, 
made  the  following  comments: 
"Men  of  my  generation  and  others 
will  never  forget  the  inspiration 
and  support  we  received  from  Dr. 
Calhoun  in  the  late  fifties  and  early 
sixties  as  the  South  responded  to 
the  Supreme  Court's  desegregation 
decision  and  the  Civil  Rights 
Movement. 

"Many  of  us  were  fairly  fresh  out 
of  seminary  and  ministering  to 
tension-filled  congregations  in 
tension-filled  communities.  One  of 
the  things  that  kept  us  going  in 
those  days  was  the  friendship, 
encouragement,  and  integrity  of 
Malcolm  Calhoun." 

In  response  to  Dr.  Smith's 
remarks.  Dr.  Calhoun  expressed 
gratitude  for  his  many  years  of 
being  in  a  place  of  responsibility 
and  opportunity.  He  asked  the 
Board  to  "uphold  the  hands  of 
those  who  serve  the  Church  and 
Society  who  feel  they  must 
witness".

Synod  Vital  Statii 

A  report  on  Stewardship  and 
Vital  Statistics  for  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina,  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.  S.,  was  released 
early  this  month  by  Dr.  Harold  J. 
Dudley,  General  Secretary  of  the 
Synod. 

The  report  showed  that  a  record 
of  $22,143,851  was  given  for  all 
causes  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
from  the  641  churches  of  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina  during  1970.  This 
compared  with  $21,115,031 
contributed  in  1969.  The  total  gifts 
include:  Benevolences,  $4,995,244; 
Current  Expenses,  $13,431,866;  and 
Building  Expenses,  $3,716,761. 

Corresponding  totals  for  1969 
were  $4,916,781;  $12,624,026;  and 
$3,574,320. 

The  per  capita  total  for  1970  was 
$143.45  in  comparison  with  $136.98 
in  1969  and  $98.09  in  1960. 

The  Synod,  comprising  nine 
Presbyteries,  is  composed  of  641 
churches.  Sh'^'.ang  a  slight,  but 
significant  rise  in  membership 
during  the  past  year,  the  net  gain 
during  1970  was  227,  bringing  the 
total   membership   to  154,357

The  Synod  reports  a  total  of  701 
ministers  which  is  an  increase  of  29 
since  1965.

Survey  Says  Devotional 
Life  Important 

Richmond,  Va.  —  A  recent 
survey  reveals  that  members  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U. 
S.  have  "an  active  and  well 
cultivated  devotional  life 
composed  of  prayer,  conversation, 
and  the  reading  of  the  Scriptures." 
The  Survey,  sixth  in  a  series 
conducted  by  the  Southern 
Presbyterian  Board  of  Christian 
Education,  covered  a  national 
sampling  of  434  communicants,  100 
pastors  and  directors  of  Christian 
Education,  25  board  and  agency 
staff  members  and  25  middle 
judiciary  aides". 

Devotional  life  was  one  of  the 
major  areas  examined  in  the 
survey.  The  other  areas  were  the 
Church's  educational  ministry, 
community  involvement,  and  its 
press  and  book  store. 

The  study  of  devotional  lives 
showed  that  72  percent  found 
"prayer  a  source  of  strength",  but 
only  22  found  "talking  to  their 
pastors  about  life  and  religion  a 
source  of  strength  and  guidance." 
The  Bible  was  read  by  49  percent  of 
the  respondents. 

Eighty  per  cent  said  they  prayed 
during  church  service,  and  70 
percent  prayed  at  home.  Only  33 
per  cent  prayed  at  home  with  their 
families.  The  Bible  was  read  by  49 
percent  and  75  per  cent  of 
members  said  grace  before  meals.

U.  S.  Presbyterian 
Membersiiip  Increases 

Membership  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.S.  rose  slightly  in 
1970,  as  the  result  of  mergers  in 
several  Presbyteries  with  regional 
units  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church.  Total  membership 
increased  by  626,  from  957,569  to 
958,195,  however,  4,621  of  the  latter 
figure  is  the  result  of  merged 
Presbyteries  in  which  the  churches 
report  half  their  membership  to 
each  denomination.  The  merging 
of  four  Prebyteries  was  largely 
responsible  for  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  churches  from  3,926  to 
4,063.  In  1969,  the  number  of 
churclies  decreased  by  34. 

Communicant  members 
increased  by  3,426  to  a  total  of 
953,600-^,'I5ie  number  of  ministers 
increai^ed  from  4,395  to  4,595. 

Six  of  the  denomination's  fifteen 
Synods  reported  gains : 
Appalachia,  213;  Florida,  394; 
Georgia,  573;  Missouri,  4,735; 
North  Carolina,  227;  and  South 
Carolina,  754. 

Nine  Synods  recorded  losses: 
Alabama,  80;  Arkansas,  1,165; 
Kentucky,  270;  Louisiana,  353; 
Mississippi,  168;  Tennessee,  252; 
Texas,  1,656;  Virginia,  1,337,  and 
West  Virginia,  1,189.

Presbytery  approved  it  and 
ordered  that  it  be  sent  down  to  the 
churches  to  be  studied  by  the 


Sessions  and  other  groups  in  the 
local  church.  Dr.  McGeachy 
writes:  "The  Council  asked  me  to 
prepare  the  paper  so  that  the 
membership  would  be  helped  in 
understanding  what  is  happening 
in  the  Church  today  and  hopefully 
profit  from  the  lessons  of  the 
past".)

Prophets  of  doom  forecast  a 
division  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.S.  Some  say  this  will  be 
a  good  thing  for  the  Church. 
Others,  who  claim  to  be  equally 
well  informed,  say  this  is  the  only 
way  in  which  the  distinctive 
witness  and  service  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  can  be 
preserved. 

There  is  much  that  can  be 
learned  from  history.  Perhaps  the 
first  lesson  is  that  there  has  long 
been  tension  and  division  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  both  in  the 
old  world  (i.e.  Scotland  and 
Ireland)  and  in  the  new.  The 
second  lesson  is  that  many  of  the 
tensions  that  have  led  to  these 
earlier  divisions  are  being 
experienced  in  the  Church  today. 
The  best  example  can  be  found  in 
the  great  schism  of  1741  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
American  colonies. 

According  to  the  Records  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  edited  by 
William  M.  Engles,  there  were  at 
least  five  tensions  that  led  to  the 
division  of  the  Synod  (the  highest 
court  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
at  the  lime)  in  1741.  The  most 
fundamental  involved  subscription 
"to  the  Westminster  Confession 
and  Catechisms,  &c.",  which  are 
collectively  known  as  "The 
Standards."  Dr.  L.T.  Trinterud,  in 
The  Forming  of  An  American 
Tradition:  a  Re-examination  of 
Colonial  Presbyterianism,  speaks 
of  the  groups  in  the  Church  as 
"extreme  subscriptionists  .  .  . 
demanding  unqualified 
subscription"  to  the  Standards, 
and  the  moderates,  who  stood  for 
"subscription  to  the  'system  of 
doctrine'"  contained  in  the 
Standards. 

Old  Side— New  Side 

The  second  question  was 
regarding  the  education  of 
ministers.  The  extreme 
subscriptionists  (later  called  "The 
Old  Side"),  wanted  all  ministers  to 
be  educated  in  either  "some  of  the 
European  or  New  England 
colleges."  The  moderates  (later 
called  "The  New  Side")  felt  that 
ministers  could  be  properly  and 
adequately  trained  by  what  they 
referred  to  as  "a  private 
education."  By  this  they  meant  a 
man  could  receive  his  education  in 
the  home  or  school  of  one  of  the 
members  of  the  Synod. 

However  at  this  time  no 
Presbyterian  could  enroll  at  an 
Irish  university  and  the  Scottish 
university  system  was  in  a 
deplorable  condition.  In  1745  only 
three  men  graduated  from 
Edinburg  h  University  and  the  next 
year  none  so  to  meet  the 
educational  needs  of  the  Church, 
William  Tennent  built  his  "Log 
College"  in  1735,  although  he  had 
already  educated  three  of  his  four 
sons,  Gilbert,  William,  Jr.,  and 
John,  privately  plus  another  young 
man,  Samuel  Blair,  who  was  to 
be  a  strong  leader  in  later  years  in 
the  Church. 

Despite  their  earlier  views,  in 
1740  the  "Old  Side"  began  working 
for  "a  school,  or  seminary  of 
learning.  .  ."  to  meet  this  evident 
need  for  more  ministers  to  serve 
the  ever-growing  communities  that 
were  springing  up  throughout  the 
colonies. 


The  third  cause  of  tension  was 
the  coming  of  the  "Great 
Awakening,"  a  revival  that  swept 
across  the  colonies  for  a  number  of 
years. 

By  and  large,  the  revival  was 
opposed  by  the  "Old  Side." 
According  to  Dr.  James  G. 
Ley  burn,  in  The  Scotch-Irish:  A 
Social  History: 

The  points  at  issue  here  were 
more  than  fervor  and  methods. 
The  nature  of  the  church  was 
involved.  Old  Siders  were,  to 
borrow  a  phrase  from  another 
denomination.  High  Churchmen. 
"Right  Way" 

There  was  a  right  way  of  doing 
things,  one  hallowed  by  tradition 
and  experience.  What  was  true  and 
proper  for  the  fathers  was  still  true 
and  proper  for  the  church  in 
America.  When  every  condition  of 
!ife  in  a  new  country  seemed  to 
jndermine  the  established  order  of 
:aith  and  morality,  surely  the 
church  should  be  a  rock  and 
mighty  fortress,  unyielding  and 
changeless.  Why  give  up  the 
wisdom  of  centuries  for  a  fad?  Old 
Siders  agreed  that  the  church  must 
offer  the  opportunities  for 
salvation  by  providing  churches, 
but  it  was  man's  duty  to  seek  the 
church,  not  the  church  the  man. 
New  Siders,  on  the  Contrary,  said 
that  the  validity  of  the  church 
rested  upon  New  Testament 
teaching  and  experience.  Christ 
himself  and  his  apostles  had  gone 
out  into  the  byways  and  hedges  to 
win  souls;  as  they  tried  to  be  all 
things  to  all  men,  so  must  their 
successors  in  the  modern  world. 

Stemming  out  of  this  third  cause 
for  tension  came  the  fourth,  which 
the  records  quaintly  call, 
"intrusions."  The  Old  Side  men 
complained,  again  and  again,  to 
both  the  Synod  and  their 
presbyteries  over  the  New  Side 
men  bringing  their  revivalistic 
message  and  methods  into  their 
congregations. 

Dr.  Trinterud  writes: 

When  one  considers  what  a 
'congregation'  meant  at  this 
time,  the  vacancy  and  itineracy 
problem  becomes  easier  to 
understand.  The  boundaries  of  one 
single  parish,  for  instance,  might 
extend  for  more  than  twenty  miles 
from  the  meeting  house  in  any 
direction  Roads  and 

transportation  were  such  that  real 
hardships  arose  from  presbyteries' 
reluctance  to  act  when 
meetinghouses  were  too  far  apart. 
Presbyteries'  reluctances  usually 
arose  through  the  local  minister's 
plea  that  a  dividing  of  the 
congregation  would  hurt  him 
financially.  On  the  frontier, 
ministers  frequently  found  it  hard 
to  collect  their  salaries.  This  was 
especially  true  when  a  minister 
was  unpopular  with  his  people.  .  ." 

Professor  Charles  H.  Maxson,  in 
his  book  The  Great  Awakening  in 
the  Middle  Colonies,  states  that  it 
was  not  the  New  Side  men  "that 
caused  the  divisions.  It  was  a 
spontaneous  uprising  among  the 
people.  It  was  an  outburst  of 
religious  feeling  against  the 
coldness  of  this  age. 

The  last  tension  to  be  mentioned 
in  this  paper  was  involved  in  the 
examination  of  a  candidate  for 
licensure  or  ordination   to  the 


Director  Of 
Task  Force  Named 

Dr.  James  A.  Cogswell,  Pastor  of 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Franklin,  Tennessee,  has  been 
named  Director  of  the 
Presbyterian  U.  S.  campaign 
against  world  hunger.

The  Task  Force  was  named  in 
1969  as  a  priority  effort  of  the 
denomination  for  at  least  five 
years.  The  General  Assembly  has 
asked  for  all  possible  resources  to 
be  directed  at  hunger  and  its  root 
causes  in  this  country  and 
overseas. 

ministry  "on  his  experimental 
acquaintance  with  religion." 
Professor  Maxson  says  the  Old 
Side  "held  the  view  that  any 
inquisitional  prying  into  the  hidden 
experiences  of  men  was  an 
assumption  of  the  divine 
prerogative."  The  Old  Side  men 
felt  that  all  that  was  required  of  a 
candidate  was  that  he  have  the 
essential  education  demanded  of  a 
minister,  that  he  subscribe  to  the 
Standards,  and  that  he  live  a  moral 
life.  Further,  they  stated  that  they 
did  not  think  this  examination  of  a 
candidate's  "experimental 
acquaintance  with  religion. 
Scriptural  or  warrantable.  .  ." 

The  New  Side  believed  that  a 
man  could  not  be  satisfactorily 
examined  "until  he  had  given  them 
(the  Presbytery)  a  competent 
satisfaction  as  to  his  experimental 
acquaintance  with  religion."  These 
men  felt  that  there  was  too  much 
laxity  in  the  behavior  of  the 
ministers  in  the  Synod  and  they 
wanted  to  be  certain  that  only 
truly  converted  men  were  ordained 
to  the  ministry. 

In  direct  comparison  to  the 
tensions  of  1741,  the  apparent 
evidences  of  tension  which  may 
lead  to  a  division  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.,  today 
are: 

A.  Strict  subscriptionism  to  the 
Confession  of  Faith. 

The  1970  General  Assembly  had 
before  it  an  overture  requesting 

the  Assembly: 

1.  To  reinstate  the  Westminster 
Confession  of  Faith  in  its  original 
form  of  1647; 

2.  To  declare  it  to  be  in  the  1647 
form  one  of  the  enduring  historical 
statements  of  the  Christian  Faith 
and  one  of  the  perpetual  Standards 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
United  States; 

3.  To  adopt  the  accretions  and 
deletions  of  the  1647  Confession 
through  the  years  as  supplemental 
standards   of   the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  United  States;  .... 

According  to  the  Presbyterian 
Journal,  November  11,  1971,  a 
number  of  presbyteries  and 
churches  have  adopted  a  resolution 
which  states: 

"The  Presbytery  of.  .  .  •  (or  the 
following  named  churches)  .... 
cannot  in  good  conscience  accept 
any  dilution  of  the  Confession  of 
Faith;  nor  will  we  accept  any 
demeaning  of  our  Confession  by 
including  it  in  a  Book  of 
Confessions;  nor  will  we  accept 
any  changes  in  ordination  vows 
which  would  no  longer  bind  officers 
of  the  Church  to  adhere  to  the 
doctrinal  standards  of  the 
Cliurch." 

B.  Education  of  men  for  the 
ministry. 

Despite  the  fact  that  our 
Assembly  has  three  Theological 
Seminaries  under  the  control  of  its 
Synods  and  another  that  is  jointly 
supported  and  controlled  by  five 
Synods  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.S.,  and  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America,  a  group  within 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.  has 
founded  another  theological 
seminary  in  Jackson,  Mississippi. 
This  has  been  done  because  this 


Conducts  Study 

Dr.  Louise  H.  Farrior  of  Raleigh 
conducted  a  study  of  the  Book  of 
Mark  at  the  Mebane  Presbyterian 
Church  in  two  one-hour  sessions  on 
Sunday,  April  25.

Farrior  represented  women  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S.  at 
a  meeting  of  the  World  Alliance  of 
Reformed  Churches,  Nairobi, 
Kenya. 

Dr.  Farrior  is  presently  an 
instructor  in  Bible  at  Peace 
College,  Raleigh. 

group  does  not  believe  that  the 
training  now  being  given  by  the 
four  older  seminaries  is  orthodox 
and  loyal  to  Scripture  and  the 
Reformed  Faith. 

C.  The  Nature  and  Mission  of  the 
Church. 

The  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
United  States  through  its  Boards 
and  Agencies  has  been  trying 
"New  Ways  for  New  Days"  to 
reach  people  with  the  gospel.  It  has 
also  been  experimenting  with 
worship  seeking  to  communicate 
with  many  who  have  become 
indifferent  to  or  estranged  from 
the  church.  In  addition,  through 
the  Board  of  Christian  Education, 
it  has  been  trying  to  enlarge  its 
teaching  function  so  that  its 
membership  will  be  better 
informed  as  to  the  content  of  the 
gospel  and  better  prepared  to  face 
the  various  tasks  and  crises  which 
confront  the  church  in  these  days. 
Key  Issue 
Here  the  very  nature  of  the 
Church,  once  again,  becomes  the 
key  issue.  To  paraphrase  Dr. 
Ley  burn,  in  a  day  when  the 
established  order  is  being 
threatened  by  many  forces  is  the 
church  to  be  "a  rock  and  mighty 
fortress,  unyielding  and 
changeless?"  Or  is  it  true  that  as 
Christ  himself  and  his  disciples 
went  out  into  "the  highways  and 
hedges"  to  win  souls;  "as  they 
tried  to  be  all  things  to  all  men,  so 
must  their  successors  in  the 
modern  world." 

Dr.  E.T.  Thompson,  professor 
emeritus  of  Church  History  and 
Church  Polity,  Union  Theological 
Seminary  in  Virginia,  has  traced 
the  same  problem  and  in  one  of  the 
two  addresses  delivered  at  the 
200th  Anniversary  of  the 
organization  of  Orange 
Presbytery,  Hawfields 
Presbyterian  Church,  October  22, 
1970,  said: 

"Perhaps  we  might  risk  a  broad 
generalization  and  say  that 
Presbyterians  from  Colonial  times 
to  the  present  have  failed  to  grow 
as  they  might  have  done  because  of 
a  persistent  failure  to  adjust 
themselves  to  changing 
circumstances,  to  accept  changes 
in  theology  and  polity  when  the 
times  demanded  change,  to  allow 
for  the  inevitable  differences  of 
opinion  that  develop  when  such 
changes  occur." 

In  a  day  when  some  change  is 
more  rapid  than  ever  before,  and 
the  necessity  for  some  change  on 
the  part  of  the  church  become 
increasingly  apparent,  this 
conclusion,  if  valid,  has  great 
significance. 
Realizing  that  the  basic  question

is  itself  not  new,  it  is  interesting  to 
note  some  results  of  the  1741 
division.  In  that  year  when  the 
schism  came  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  the  Old  Side  out-numbered 
the  New  Side  twenty-seven  (27) 
ministers  to  twenty-two  (22).  In 
1785,  at  the  reunion, 
the  Old  Side  had  dwindled  down 
to  twenty-three  (23)  ministers 
while  the  New  Side  now  numbered 
seventy-three  (73).  Dr.  Trinterud 
makes  this  comment: 

".  .  .Their  churches  (the  Old 
Side)  were  not  thriving,  and  their 
one  effort  at  founding  a  college  had 
failed.  Ailson  had  begun  their 
synodical  school,  but  upon  his 
resignation  it  had  been  dying  a 
lingering  death. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  New  Side 
had  at  least  four  strong  schools 
that  were  training  outstanding 
leaders  in  their  synod.  With  these 
'private  enterprize'  schools,  the 
New  Side  was  able  to  furnish 
ministers  and  well-trained  lay 
leaders  so  that  their  congregations 
were  strong  and  constantly 
increasing." 

To  quote  Dr.  Trinterud  again: 
"A  rather  striking  commentary 
upon  the  spiritual  tone  of  the  two 
synods  is  furnished  by  these 
statistics.  In  seventeen  years  the 
Old  Side  had  a  net  loss  of  five 
ministers  and  the  New  Side  a  new 
gain  of  fifty.  .  ." 

Another  Tension 

In  addition  to  the  tensions  that 
are  revealed  in  the  Records  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  there  was 
one  other  that  must  be  included. 
This  was  the  matter  of  the  written 
attacks  made  by  both  sides  against 
the  other.  The  Old  Side  and  the 
New  launched  strong  and,  at  times, 
vicious  assaults  against  their 
opponents. 

Gilbert  Tennent,  perhaps  the 
strongest  leader  of  the  New  Side 
men,  preached  and  later  published 
a  sermon  on  The  Dangers  of  An 
Unconverted  Ministry.  John 
Thomson,  acknowledged  by  all  the 
Old  Side  men  as  their  ablest 
debater,  replied  in  a  pamphlet.  The 
Government  of  the  Church  of 
Christ  .  .  Samuel  Blair,  trained 
under  Gilbert  Tennent's  father, 
answered  this  in  a  pamphlet  which 
he  called  A  Vindication  of  Those 
Opposed  to  Mr.  Thomson.  Hiese 
are  but  three  examples  of  the  war 
of  pamphlets  that  was  being  fought 
by  the  strict  subscriptionists  and 
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Spring  Rallies  Of 
Men's  Organizations

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the  moderates. 

In  addition  to  this  flood  of 
pamphlets,  the  opponents  wrote 
articles  to  the  newspapers  of  that 
day  airing  their  views  to  the 
general  public.  Benjamin  Franklin 
seems  to  have  enjoyed  this 
controversy,  and  surely  profitted 
from  it  financially,  for  he  printed 
much  of  it  in  his  Pennsylvania 
Gazette  as  it  came  from  the  pens  of 
the  protagonists. 

This  was  not  "pouring  oil  on 
troubled  waters",  it  was  "adding 
fuel  to  the  fire."  The  more 
v^ement  the  attacks  and  counter- 
attacks became,  the  wider  the  split 
in  the  Church  grew  until  the  fatal 
break  in  1741.  Even  after  the 
division  and  the  organization  of  the 
two  separate  synods,  the  war  of 
words  went  on. 

Every  minister  and  officer,  and 
many  of  the  members,  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.,  knows 
that  a  "war  of  words"  is  being 
carried  on  in  our  church  right  now. 
Even  Concord  Presbytery  has  sent 
an  overture  to  the  General 
Assembly  on  "circularizing  the 
membership  of  the  churches.  ..." 

Instead  of  using  the  authorized 
channels  of  the  church  courts, 
some  individuals  and 
organizations  are  using  the  printed 
word  to  carry  their  point  of  view  to 
the  membership  of  the  church  at 
large. 

As  early  as  1880  the  General 
Assembly  went  on  record  as 
expressing  ".  .  .its  disapproval  of 
this  method  of  attempting  to 
influence  its  decisions.  .  ."  In 
answer  to  Concord  Presbytery's 


overture  of  1968  the  General 
Assembly  said,  in  part: 

"The  General  Assembly  does  not 
have  original  jurisdiction  over  the 
accused  parties  or  organizations 
and  these  overtures  have  not 
complied  with  the  Book  of  Church 
Order,  insofar  as  the  overtures 
seek  a  judicial  remedy.  Therefore, 
no  case  is  constitutionally  before 
the  General  Assembly. 

However,  the  Commission 
recommends  that  the  following 
statement  be  made  under  the 
power  of  the  General  Assembly  'to 
bear  testimony  against  error  in 
doctrine  and  immorality  in 
practice,  injuriously  affecting  the 
Church."'  (BCO  section  18-6  (2). 

The  General  Assembly  has 
expressed  its  "disapproval"  (G.A. 
Min.,  1880,  p;  212)  of  circulating 
through  the  Church  pamphlets  and 
statements  attempting  to  influence 
its  decisions.  It  has  condemned  "as 
discourteous,  anonymous 
communications  attacking  the 
Assembly  or  its  servants"  (G.  A. 
Min,  1932,  p.24;  1934,  p.32;  1949,  p. 
33;  1953,  p.  106)  It  has  expressed  its 
"emphatic  disapproval  of  the 
practice  of  circulating  pamphlets 
or  letters  or  articles  through  the 
Church  attacking  the  orthodoxy  or 
Christian  character  of  Ministers  or 
courts  of  the  Church"  and  laid  "a 
solemn  charge  upon  its  Ministers 
to  bring  charges  against  Ministers 
or  courts  of  the  Church  only  in  the 
regular  way  set  forth  in  the  Book  of 
Church  Order."  (G.  A.  Min.,  1934, 
p.  34;  1961,  p.  68). 

The  General  Assembly  went  on 
to  express  its  recognition  of  and 
belief  in  "the  rights  of  freedom  of 
the  press  and  freedom  of  assembly 
within  the  Church.  .  .,"  but  it  said 
that  it  had  "the  right  to  expect  that 
such  expression  of  convictions  on 
matters  pertaining  to  the  well- 
being  of  the  Church.  ..."  will  be 
"made  in  Christian  love,  with 
meticulous  respect  for  truth,  and  in 
an,  effort  to  maintain  both  the 
purity  and  peace  of  the  Church. . ." 

In  summary,  consider  the 
following : 

Ordmation 

1.  The  ordination  questions  for 
all  officers  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.S.,  contain  the 
following : 

A.  "Do  you  sincerely  receive  and 
adopt  the  Confession  of  Faith  and 
the  Catechisms  of  this  Church,  as 
containing  the  system  of  doctrine 
taught  in  the  Holy  Scriptures?" 

B.  "Do  you  promise  that  if  at  any 
time  you  find  yourself  out  of  accord 
with  any  of  the  fundamentals  of 
this  system  of  doctrine  you  will  on 
your  own  initiative  make  known  to 
your  Presbytery  the  change  which 
has  taken  place  in  your  views  since 
the  assumption  of  this 
ordination?" 

In  1898  the  General  Assembly 
received  an  overture  asking  the 
Assembly  "to  give  a  deliverance 
relative  to  the  meaning  of  the 
words  'system  of  doctrine'. 

The  Assembly  answered: 

"First,  the  words  'system  of 
doctrine'  as  applied  to  the  whole 
body  of  truth  contained  in  the 
Confession  of  Faith,  being  not 
ambiguous,  but  sufficiently 
definite  and  plain,  Jhe  Assembly 
considers  it  unnecessary,  and 
therefore  declines  to  give  any 
further  definition.  Second,  the  use 
of  the  words  'system  of  doctrine' 
in  the  terms  of  subscription 
precludes  the  idea  of  necessary 
acceptance  of  every  statement  in 
the  Standards  by  the  subscribers, 
but  involves  the  acceptance  of  so 
much  as  is  vital  to  the  system  as  a 
whole.  Differences  of  opinion  as  to 
whether  any  divergencies  are  or 
are  not  vital  to  the  system,  when  of 
sufficient  importance,  should  be 
determined  judicially  by  the 
proper  ecclesiastical  courts." 

liiis  quotation  is  given  to  remind 
all  "strict  subscriptionists"  that  it 
never  has  been,  nor  is  it  now,  the 
view  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
that  the  ordination  vows  taken  by 
its  officers  call  for  their 
acceptance  of   "the  letter  and

details"  of  our  Standards  but  only 
an  adherence  to  their 
"fundamentals."  Furthermore  the 
Standards  contain  no  definition  of 
what  the  "fundamentals"  are  so 
that  each  Presbytery  has  liberty  in 
this  area  as  it  ordains  and  receives 
ministers,  as  does  each  Session  as 
it  ordains  elders  and  deacons. 

Reformed  Theological  Seminary 

2.  As  has  already  been  stated,  the 
Reformed  Theological  Seminary  in 
Jackson,  Mississippi  was  begun  by 
men  who  felt  that  the  training 
being  given  at  the  four  theological 
seminaries  owned  and  controlled 
by  the  synods  was  not  orthodox  and 
loyal  to  Scriptures  and  the 
Reformed  Faith,  as  they  interpret 
it. 

The  Reformed  Seminary  states 
in  its  catalogue  that  it  accepts  only 
"the  1861  edition  of  the 
Westminster  Confession  of  Faith" 
and  that  "The  Reformed 
Theological  Seminary  is  free  from 
ecclesiastical  control." 

Yet  the  1861  Westminster 
Confession  of  Faith  is  not  the 
officially  accepted  and  approved 
standard  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  United  States.  The 
General  Assembly  in  1970  went  on 
record : 

(1).  .  .as  recognizing  that  since 
the  Reformed  Theological 
Seminary  at  Jackson,  Mississippi, 
has  no  official  relationship  to  any 
authorized  court  of  our  church,  and 
no  obligation  to  the  standards  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
U.S.,  the  General  Assembly  has  no 
authority  over  this  seminary.  (2) 
That  since  the  organizing  of  the 
Reformed  Seminary  and  its  quest 
for  students,  funds  and  pulpits 
within  our  denomination  have 
raised  questions  in  the  minds  of 
some  of  our  people  about  our  own 
authorized  seminaries,  the 
General  Assembly  declares  again 
its  approval  and  support  of  our 
seminaries:  Austin,  Columbia, 
Louisville  and  Union. 

"New  Ways  For  New  Days" 

3.  As  to  "New  Ways  for  New 
Days",  consider  these  two 
quotations;  the  first  from  the 
Address  to  the  Churches  of  Jesus 
Christ  throughout  the  Earth, 
adopted  by  our  fathers  in  the  faith 
in  1861;  the  second,  adopted  in  1965 
by  the  General  Assembly  as  a  part 
of  the  report  of  the  Ad  Interim 
Committee  on  Glossolalia  without 
a  dissenting  vote: 

1)  .  .  The  ends  which  we  propose 
to  accomplish  as  a  Church  are  the 
same  as  those  which  are  proposed 
by  every  other  Church.  .  .The  only 
thing  that  will  be  at  all  peculiar  to 
us  is  the  manner  in  which  we  shall 
attempt  to  discharge  our  duty.  .  .It 
is  our  purpose  to  rely  upon  the 
regular  organs  of  our  government, 
and  the  executive  agencies  directly 


and  immediately  responsible  to 
them.  We  wish  to  make  the  Church, 
not  merely  a  superintendent,  but 
an  agent.  We  wish  to  develop  the 
idea  that  the  congregation  of 
believers,  as  visibly  organized,  is 
the  very  society  or  corporation 
which  is  divinely  called  to  do  the 
work  of  the  Lord.  We  shall, 
therefore,  endeavor  to  do  what  has 
never  yet  been  adequately  done- 
bring  out  the  energies  of  our 
Presbyterian  system  of 
government.  From  the  Session  to 
the  Assembly,  we  shall  strive  to 
enlist  all  our  courts,  as  courts,  in 
every  department  of  Christian 
effort.  We  are  not  ashamed  to 
confess  that  we  are  intensely 
Presbyterian  ..." 

2)  Place  beside  that  statement, 
on  the  manner  in  which  the  ends 
proposed  are  to  accomplished,  this 
ane  from  the  1965  General 
Assembly : 

".  .  .It  is  obvious  that  for  the 
Protestant  Church,  the  New 
Testament  itself  provides  the 
standard.  But  to  make  the  New 
Testament  the  standard  of  validity 
does  not  mean  simply  that  any 
practice  that  occurred  in  the  first 
century  church  may  or  must  occur 
in  the  twentieth  century  church. 
Many  first  century  practices  are 
no  longer  current  among  us,  such 
as  baptism  for  the  dead,  the  kiss  of 
peace,  the  obligatory  covering  of 
the  heads  of  women,  foot  washing, 
and  so  on.  On  the  other  hand, 
practices  never  envisioned  by  the 
first  century  church  are  integral  to 
the  life  of  the  Church  in  our  day. 
The  Holy  Spirit  continues  to  lead 
and  guide  the  church  beyond  the 
letter  of  the  New  Testament  though 
not  contrary  to  its  deep  and  abiding 
principles.  The  church  under  the 
authority  of  the  Word  of  God  is 
called  upon  not  for  reitertation  of 
the  first  century  practices,  but  for 
obedience  in  contemporary  life. 
If  'the  only  thing  that  will  at  all  be 
peculiar  to  us  in  the  manner  in 
which  we  shall  attempt  to 
discharge  our  duty,'  and  if  we  are 
to  'endeavor  to  do  what  has  never 
yet  been  adequately  done,  that  is, 
bring  out  the  energies  of  our 
Presbyterian  system  of 
government',  then  we  must  work 
in  and  through  our  church  courts 
according  to  the  Book  of  Church 
Order,  not  in  any  other  way  or  by 
any  other  means.  To  do  anything 
else  would  be  to  destroy  the  very 
foundations  of  our  church's 
government  or  polity." 

Nevertheless,  no  matter  what 
conclusions  each  individual  shall 
draw  personally  from  comparing 
the  tensions  within  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.,  in  1971 
with  those  of  1741,  may  we  never 
forget  that  we  must  be  open  and 
ready  to  respond  to  the  leadership 
and  guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in 


Presbyterian  Home 
Standards  Outstanding 

High  Point  —  The  Presbyterian 
Home  at  High  Point  is  first  of 
nineteen  of  the  denomination's 
homes  for  the  aging  to  receive  a 
certificate  showing  that  it  has  met 
standards  established  by  the 
General  Assembly  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  U.S. 

The  General  Assembly,  the 
denomination's  highest  judiciary 
body,  in  1969,  recommended 
certain  standards  for  Presbyterian 
U.S.  homes  for  the  aging.  Gordon 
A.  Hanson  of  Atlanta,  the 
Church's  Director  of  Homes  and 
Social  Services,  said,  "These 
standards  are  probably  the  highest 
in  the  United  States." 

Hanson  added,  "It  should  be 
clearly  understood  that  all 
Presbyterian  U.S.  homes  (for  the 
aging  and  for  children)  are 
meeting  their  respective  licensure 
requirements.  But  at  this  time  only 
19  of  our  29  homes  for  the  aging  in 
our  denomination  are  meeting  the 
standards  established  by  the 
General  Assembly". 

Richard  A.  Short,  the  Home's 
Executive  Director,  accepted  the 
certificate  in  recent  ceremonies  at 
High  Point.  In  making  the 
presentation,  Mr.  Hanson  said,  "It 
is  fitting  that  Mr.  Short  should  be 
presented  the  certificate  first,  as 
he  is  President  of  the  Presbyterian 
Association  of  Homes  for  the  Aging 
and  he  helped  develop  the 
standards  for  the  General 
Assembly.  Mr.  Short  has  been  of 
invaluable  assistance  to  the  Board 
of  National  Ministries  in 
development  of  homes  for  the 
aging  across  our  General 
Assembly.  And  in  addition  to  being 
a  leader  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.S.  in  the  field  of  the 
aging,  he  is  recognized  nationally 
and  presently  serves  as  Vice 
President  of  the  American 
Association  of  Homes  for  the 
Aging". 

Short  has  been  Executive 
Director  of  the  Home  at  High  Point 
since  1952.  It  has  more  than  200 
residents. 


this  day  in  which  we  have  been 
placed  to  serve  God  by  doing  His 
will.  The  Spirit  will  never  call  us  to 
go  beyond  the  deep  and  abiding 
principles  of  the  New  Testmament, 
but  He  will  and  does  call  all  of  us  to 
new  obedience  in  contemporary 
life. 

Loyal 

Again,  in  1971  as  in  1741,  our 
Presbyterian  constituency  is  being 
bombarded  through  pamphlets, 
letters,  newspaper  advertisements 
and  resolutions  to  accept  the 
opinions  and  interpretations  of 
men,  of  privately  organized  groups 
as  to  the  loyalty  of  the  courts; 
agencies  and  Boards  to  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United 
States  and  its  Standards.  We  are 
walking  dangerously  on  the 
precipice  of  following  men  instead 
of  the  Holy  Spirit  for  we  have 
always  believed  that  issues  are  to 
be  debated  in  Church  Courts,  and 
after  prayer  has  been  made  for  the 
leading  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  the  vote 
is  taken  and  the  decision  of  the 
majority  becomes  the  position  of 
the  Church.  If  there  are  those  who 
differ,  they  have  processes  of 
complaint  and  appeal  up  to  the 
General  Assembly,  whose  decision 
is  final.  Let  us  remain  loyal  to  our 
Presbyterian  system  of 
government  and  seek 
reconciliation  of  our  differences 
through  our  time  honored 
processes.

Warner  L.  Hall,  62,  pastor  of 
Covenant  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Charlotte,  has  been  elected 
executive  director  of  the 
Presbyterian  Foundation,  Inc.  of 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S. 

The  action  was  taken  by  the 
Foundation's  board  of  trustees,  in 
session  here  on  April  20. 

Election  of  Dr.  Hall  is  subject  to 
confirmation  by  the  Church's 
General  Assembly  which  meets  in 
June. 

Formal  dissolution  of  pastoral 
relations  with  Covenant  Church  is 
expected  to  become  effective  on 
Oct.  1. 

Succeeds  Caldwell 

Dr.  Hall  will  succeed  Dr.  Frank 
H.  Caldwell  who  is  retiring.  Dr. 
Caldwell  came  to  the  post  from 
Louisville  Theological  Seminary 
where  he  served  as  president.  He 
has  headed  the  Presbyterian 
Foundation  for  the  past  seven 
years.  Dr.  John  R.  Cunningham, 
president  emeritus  of  Davidson 
College,  served  as  the 
Foundation's  executive  director 
from  1957  to  1964. 

The  Foundation,  located  in 
Charlotte  since  1957,  receives, 
manages  and  distributes  funds  to 
boards,  agencies  and  institutions 
related  to  the  960,000-member 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S. 

Total  market  value  of  its  assets 
amounted  to  $8,019,992  at  the  end  of 
1970.  At  the  end  of  1969  assets 
totaled  $6,968,541;  and  in  1964, 
amounted  to  $4,526,518. 

Distributing 

In  his  annual  report  to  the 
trustees  Dr.  Caldwell  noted  that 
$357,680  was  distributed  last  year 
to  70  beneficiary  boards,  agencies 
and  institutions,  and  to  70 
individuals  holding  life  income 
agreements  with  the  Foundation. 
In  1969  a  total  of  ,-$296,509  was 
distributed. 

In  other  business  the  board 
elected  William  F.  Mulliss  of 
Charlotte  as  president.

Dr.  Hall  went  to  Charlotte  in  1946 
to  become  pastor  of  Second 
Presbyterian  Church  which  later 
merged  into  the  present  Covenant 
Church,  now  with  approximately 
2,600  members. 

He  had  held  former  pastorates  at 
Tuscaloosa,  Ala.,  Lexington,  Ky. 
and  Leland,  Miss.  The  new 
executive  director  is  a  native  of 
Covingten,  Tenn.,  a  graduate  of 
Southwestern  at  Memphis  and 
Louisville  Theological  Seminary 
and  holds  the  Ph.D.  degree  from 
the  University  of  Edinburgh  in 
Scotland. 

He  has  served  as  moderator  of 
the  synods  of  Alabama  and  North 
Carolina,  has  been  a  member  of  a 
number  of  synod  and  General 
Assembly  boards  and  committees. 
Dr.  Hall  is  active  in  community 
activities  and  received  the 
Distinguished  Citizens  Award  in 
1968-69  and  the  Law  Day  Award  in 
1970.

Synod  Sustains  G)mniission  On 
Boundaries  Except  Presbytery  I 


Commissioners  from 
Presbyterian  Churches  across  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  met  at  St. 
Andrews  Presbyterian  College  in 
Laurinburg,  North  Carolina  for  its 
158th  annual  session  June  8  and  9. 

The  attendance  was  recorded: 
384  ministers,  311  ruling  elders  and 
27  guests  for  a  total  of  722 
members. 

Opening  Session 

The  Synod  meeting  was  called  to 
order  and  opened  with  prayer  by 
the  retiring  Moderator,  Dr.  Joseph 
M.  Garrison.  The  Rev.  E.  Lee 
Stoffel,  Th.D.,  minister  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  Charlotte, 
was  elected  Moderator.  Dr.  Stoffel 
succeeded  the  Rev.  Joseph  M. 
Garrison,  retiring  Moderator.  Dr. 
Garrison  is  pastor  emeritus  of  the 
Covenent  Presbyterian  Church, 
Greensboro,  North  Carolina. 

The  Rev.  John  Mack  Walker, 
First  Presbyterian  Church, 
Roanoke  Rapids,  was  elected 
Moderator-nominee  for  the  1972 
meeting  of  Synod. 

During  the  two-day  session,  the 
Presbyterian  leaders  heard 
reports  from  the  various 
committees  appointed  to  carry  out 
the  functions  of  Synod  and  received 
recommendations  and  passed 
actions  that  will  determine  the 
activity  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  North  Carolina  for  the 
next  year. 

The  opening  session  was  spent 
hearing  reports  from  various 
Synod  Officers  and  committees. 
Dr.  Harold  J.  Dudley,  Raleigh, 
General  Secretary  and  Stated 
Clerk  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina,  reported  that  total 
receipts  from  churches  and 
presbyteries  for  Synod's  causes 
incresed  in  1970  over  1969  by  $6,242. 
He  also  reported  that  the 
benevolence  per  capita  gift  has 
increased  since  1951  from  $14.27  to 
$32.36  last  year.  The  membership 
of  Synod  has  increased  since  1951 
from  117,010  to  154,357.  The 
membership  at  the  end  of  1969  was 
154,140.

Cincinnati— The  city  of 
Cincinnati  is  going  to  experience  A 
REVOLUTION  OF  LOVE.  It's 
coming  in  the  wake  of  A 
CELEBRATION  OF 
EVANGELISM  to  be  held  at  the 
Covention  Exposition  Center, 
September  20-24, '1971. 

The  aim  of  the  five-day  event  will 
be  to  serve  as  "a  gathering  of 
Presbyterians  and  others  to 
celebrate  and  communicate  to  all 
people  in  our  time  the  reality  and 
transforming  power  of  Jesus 
Christ,"  said  the  Rev.  Robert  A. 
Pitman  of  Dallas,  Texas.  Mr. 
Pitman  is  chairman  of  a  National 
Committee  of  ministers  and 
laymen  from  five  major 
Presbyterian  and  Reformed 
denominations  who  are  sponsoring 
the  Celebration. 

Designed  For  Layman 

The  program  for  the  celebration 
is  designed  specifically  for  laymen 
and  pastors  in  the  local  church  and 
will  encourage  maximum 
participation  of  those  who  attend. 
There  are  four  stages  of  the 
Celebration.  First,  the  creation  of  a 
climate  of  expectation  and  need;

Massanetta  Springs,  Virginia  -

York  and  Princeton  Theological 
Seminary.  He  was  ordained  by 
Wilmington  Presbytery  and  has 
served  pastorates  in  the 
Chinquapin,  Bethel,  and  Beulaville 
Presbyterian  churches  in  North 
Carolina;  Central  Presbyterian 
Church,  Bristol,  Virginia;  and  the

their  children,  and  urging  a 
minimum  income  for  the  poor. 

Five  papers  from  the  Council  on 
Church  and  Society  called  for 
Assembly  action  on  social  issues. 
Its  statement  on  drugs  declares 
that  "addicts  should  be  treated  ... 
as  persons  who  are  victims  of 
medical  and  social  problems,  not 
criminals...  " 

Welfare  Failure 

In  its  paper  on  welfare  reform, 
the  Council  expresses  conviction 
that  "the  welfare  system  in  our 
nation  has  failed  miserably,"  and 
asks  the  Church  to  urge 
"enactment  of  a  national  program 
which  provides  a  basic  and 
adequate  income  or  opportunity  to 
earn  such  for  all  persons  in  the 
United  States." 

Overtures 

Although  the  body  will  be  faced 
with  several  overtures  (requests 
for  action)  opposing  church  union, 
a  draft  of  a  plan  of  union  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S., 
and  the  more  than  3-mLllion- 
member  United  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.S.A.  will  be 
presented  with  a  request  for  study 
during  the  next  year.  In  its  recent 
meeting  in  Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  UPUSA 
C^iurch  declined  to  take  action  on 
the  plan  of  union  and  simply 
referred  the  plan  to  the  next 
Electing  of  the  Assembly  in  1972. 

Among  the  other  overtures  to 
come  before  the  Church's  highest 
court  this  week  are  two  which  raise 
the  question  of  the  establishment  of 
entirely  new  churches.

AU  REVOIR 

Twenty  years  ago  we  began 
editing  The  Presbyterian  News, 
and  stated  our  goal  to  be:  "To 
reach  every  Presbyterian  home  of 
the  Synod  in  an  effort  to  keep 
Presbyterians  informed  about  the 
great  Church  of  which  we  are 
members,  and  further,  that  we 
intended  to  carry  Presbyterian 
news  primarily"  at  the  local. 
Presbytery.  Synod,  and  General 
Assembly  levels".  We  asked  for 
cooperation  of  Presbyterians  in 
furnishing  us  information.  We  paid 
tribute  to  the  late  Dr.  E.  E. 
Gillespie  who  had  begun  the  paper 
in  the  1930's,  and  said  that  whereas 
the  paper  was  then  being  mailed 
into  8,000  Presbyterian  homes,  we 
hoped  to  get  it  into  the  homes  of  the 
"25,000  families  comprising  the 
Presbyterian  Family  of  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina". 

We  have  kept  our  promise  about 
the  news,  and  Presbyterians  have 
been  faithful  "over  and  above 
measure"  in  providing  information 
and  support.  We  have  more  than 
fulfilled  our  promise  of  reaching 
the  25,000  homes.  In  fact,  we 
discovered  that  there  were  many, 
many  more  Presbyterian  homes, 
and  the  number  today  has 
surprisingly  reached  65,000! 

Including  the  Presbyterian 
News,  more  than  800,000  pieces  of 
mail  go  out  of  Synod's  Office  every 
year.  As  a  matter  of  fact.  Synod's 
Office  is  a  big  business,  where  in 
all  (including  money  received  and 
disbursed),  the  Office  handles  in 
excess  of  $2,000,000  per  annum,  and 
where  more  than  twenty  different 
accounts  are  handled  in  the  office 
for  the  multitude  of  agencies  and 
committees  for  whom  the  Office  is 
Servant. 

On  taking  leave  as  the  Executive 
Officer  of  Synod  after  more  than 
twenty  years,  the  Editor  wishes  to 
thank  the  multitude  of  persons  who 
have  cooperated  in  making 
possible  the  publication  of  the 
paper;  and  above  all  he  expresses 
gratitude  to  God  whose  we  are  and 
whom  we  serve.

James  Menzies  Sprunt 
1818-1884 

On  April  25  the  Hallsville 
Presbyterian  Church  (W), 
Beulaville,  N.C,  presented  a 
program  on  the  Rev.  James 
Menzies  Sprunt  (1818-1884). 

Dr.  Sprunt  was  born  in  Perth, 
Scotland,  and  was  educated  at 
Edin,  Scotland. 

He  came  to  America  in  1839  and 
settled  first  at  Hallsville  in  Duplin 
County.  Later  he  moved  to 
Richlands  in  Onslow  County.  After 
five  years  he  took  charge  of  the 
Grove  Academy  at  Kenansville. 

In  1848  he  was  affiliated  with  the 
Presbyterian  Church  and  came 
under  the  care  of  Fayetteville 
Presbytery  on  October  13,  1849.  He 
was  licensed  on  May  3,  1851  and 
was  installed  as  pastor  of  the 
Grove  Church  at  Kenansville.  In 
1860  he  became  principal  of  the 
Kenansville  Female  Seminary. 

During  the  War  Between  the 
States  he  served  as  a  chaplain  in 
the  20th  Regiment  of  the  North 
Carolina  Infantry. 

After  the  war  he  resumed  his 
pastoral  duties  and  became  the 
Registrar  of  Deeds,  and  County 
Clerk,  which  office  he  filled  with 
distinction  until  the  time  of  his 
death,  December  6,  1884. 

While  living  in  Kenansville,  he 
resided  first  in  the  "Jones 
Residence"  and  later  bought  the 
"finely-built  Gillespie  House" 
which  he  developed  into  a  place  of 
great  beauty. 

Dr.  Sprunt  married  Elenor  Hall, 
one  of  his  first  pupils. 

He  was  buried  in  the  old 
Hallsville-Sprunt  burying  ground 
at  Hallsville. 


Davidson  College  and  Queens 
College  will  begin  exchanging 
students  next  fall  under  a  new 
program  that  has  been  approved 
by  the  faculties  of  both  institutions.

"Our  two  institutions  have  been 
discussing  possible  avenues  of  co- 
education during  the  past  year," 
announced  Davidson  President 
Samuel  R.  Spencer,  Jr.,  and 
Queens  President  John  E.  Smylie 
in  a  joint  statement. 

Queens  women  at  Davidson  will 
be  housed  in  a  newly-renovated 
women's  residence  hall,  known  as 
Grey  House,  along  with  a  half- 
dozen  other  women  at  Davidson  on 
the  Eight-College  Exchange 
Program.  Any  Davidson  men 
wishing  to  attend  Queens  would  be 
housed  in  rooms  over  the  college 
dining  hall. 

Reciprocal  Credit 

Under  the  new  program  a 
student  from  one  institution  may 
attend  the  other  institution  for  one 
term  at  the  least  and  one  year  at 
the  most.  The  student  will  pay  his 
regular  fees  to  his  home  college 
and  these  will  be  passed  on  to  his 
host  college.  The  participants  will 
be  graded  just  like  other  students 
at  the  host  college,  and  grades  they 
make  will  be  transferred  to  face 
value  to  their  home  institution. 

Both  schools  are  basically  single- 
sex  colleges  Davidson  for  men  and 
Queens  for  women.  Both  are  four- 
year  liberal  arts  colleges  with 
close  ties  to  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.  S.  Queens  in 
Charlotte  is  only  20  miles  from 
Davidson  in  Davidson.

Log  House  Being  Restored 


During  the  recent  observance  of 
the  50th  anniversary  of  the  William 
and  Mary  Hart  Presbyterian 
Church  at  Leggett,  N.C.,  and  the 
80th  anniversary  of  its 
predecessor,  the  Olivet 
Presbyterian  Church,  Mr.  Brooks 
Peters  Sr.  of  Tarboro  recounted 
the  history  of  the  two  churches. 

The  Olivet  Presbyterian  Church 
was  founded  on  April  10,  1891,  and 
the  William  and  Mary  Hart  Church 
was  organized  30  years  later  on 
April  10,  1921.  Mr.  Peters  recalled 
that  his  mother,  the  former  Miss 
Sally  Brown,  was  one  of  the  first 
teachers  from  Howard  Memorial 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Tarboro 
who  taulht  in  the  Olivet 
Presbyterian  Church  Sunday 
School.

The  house,  the  dimensions  of 
which  are  17  feet  wide  by  27  feet,  8 
inches  long,  was  built  of  yellow 
poplar  log. 

The  lot  changed  owners  ten 
times  before  the  Greensburg 
Presbyterian  Church  bought  it  in 
1969. 

Early  records  indicate  that  on 
April  14,  1802,  the  Reverend 
Jeremiah  Abell,  a  minister  of  the 
Republican  Methodist  Society, 
offered  himself  to  become  a 
member  of  Transylvania 
Presbytery,  and  he  was  examined 


by  the  Presbytery.  Among  those 
who  had  a  part  in  the  examination 
were  the  Rev.  David  Rice  and  the 
Rev.  John  Howe,  ministers,  and 
John  Moore  and  Samuel  Scott, 
ruling  elders. 

The  restoration  of  the  log  house 
is  being  undertaken  by  the  present 
Greensburg-Ebenezer  Presby- 
terian Church,  Greensburg, 
Kentucky.  The  minister  of  the 
Cliurch  is  the  Rev.  James  E. 
Evans.

COCU  Relevant 

New  York — Dr.  Eugene  Carson 
Blake,  whose  sermon  in  1960 
sparked  development  of  the  nine- 
denomination  Consultation  on 
Church  Union,  believes  there  may 
be  greater  lay  support  for  COCU's 
plan  of  union  now  under  study  than 
ecumenical  leaders  realize. 

Dr.  Blake,  assessing  what  has 
happened  in  the  decade  since  his

"The  importance  of  church  union 
is  not  more  efficiency,  size,  power 
and  influence,"  he  explained.

Dr.  Blake  termed  the  parish 
concept  in  the  plan  of  union  a  real 
renewal  possibility  for  the  church. 
The  parish  envisioned  in  the 
proposed  Church  of  Christ 
Uniting  would  comprise  several 
congregations  and  task  groups 
across  socio-economic  boundaries.

Elkart,  Indiana  (RNS)  —  CROP, 
the  community  hunger  appeal  of 
Church  World  Service,  completed 
shipments  of  5,534,191  pounds  of 
food  and  other  commodities  valued 
at  $2.5  million  to  31  nations  in  1970. 

Shipments  ranged  from  Chicken 
a  la  king  to  Hong  Kong,  to  some  4 
million  packets  of  vegetable  seeds 
distributed  in  20  nations. 

Other  items  included  protein 
beverage,  cattle  and  poultry 
vaccine,  insecticides,  dry  milk, 
textured  vegetable  protein  and  soy 
bean  products,  rat  poison,  wheat, 
sweet  potato  roots,  various  beans, 
powdered  egg,  rolled  oats,  potato 
flakes,  applesauce,  raisins,  tools 
and  preserves. 

Approximately  one-half  of  all 
CKUP  donated  materials  are 
utilized  in  programs  emphasizing 
self-help.  The  shipments  include 
food  for  refugees  and  emergency 
feeding  programs,  food  for  "food 
for  work"  projects,  and  material 
aid  and  funds  used  in  programs 
eliminating  the  causes  of  poverty.

Smith  University,  for  a  speech  to 
the  Men's  Club  of  Covenant 
Presbyterian  Church,  Charlotte.) 

You  have  asked  us  the  important 
question,  "Can  the  private  college 
survive?"  We  say,  "Yes,  we 
believe  private  colleges  can  and 
will  survive!"  They  will  survive 
because  people  like  you  want  them 
to  survive.But  if  people  like  you 
lose  your  interest,  these 
institutions  will  pass  off  the  scene. 
We  want  to  stimulate  your  interest 
in  some  of  North  Carolina's  great 
institutions  -  its  independent 
colleges  and  universities. 

I 

As  citizens  of  North  Carolina, 
you  should  be  interested. 
Independent  higher  education  is 
big  business  in  North  Carolina.  The 
41  independent  colleiges  and 
universities  in  North  Carolina 
(including  29  senior  institutions 
and  12  junior  colleges)  spent  169 
million  dollars  in  1968-69  for 
current  expenditures  to  provide 
higher  education  for  46,697 
students.  If  you  add  $500  as  a 
minimum  adcUtional  average  each 
student  spent  on  books,  travel, 
clothing  and  other  incidentals  per 
year,  you  can  estimate  an 
additional  input  of  $23,350,000.  Add 
capital  improvements  in  the  same 
year  (and  statistics  are  not 
currently  available  on  this  subject) 
and  you  readily  see  that 
independent  higher  education  in 
North  Carolina  was  worth  at  least 
$200,000,000  to  North  Carolina  in 
1968-69,  the  last  year  for  which 
statistics  are  available. 

But  there  is  more.  If  you  assume 
that  each  of  the  20,000  out-of-state 
students  attending  North  Carolina 
independent  colleges  bring  into  the 
state  at  least  $3,000  in  new  money 
per  year,  you  have  a  balance  of 
payments  advantage  of  $60,000,000. 
Furthermore  if  you  assimie  the 
27,000  North  Carolinians  in  private 
colleges  would  cost  the  North 
Carolina  taxpayers  at  least  $1,800 
per  year  if  they  went  to  public 
institutions,  the  private  sector 
saves  North  Carolina  taxpayers 
$4S,660,000  per  year.  And  if  you 
take  the  average  cost  per  student 
to  the  state  in  the  current  budget 
requests  of  the  public  system  - 
$1,400  for  current  operations  and 
$700  for  capital  additions  for  a  total 
of  $2,100  per  student  per  year  -  the 
savings  to  the  state  for  educating 
those  students  in  private  colleges 
for  the  next  biennium  would  be 
almost  120  million  dollars. 

We  say  you  should  be  interested 
in  independent  higher  education  in 
North  Carolina  because  it  is  a  big 
private  enterprise  with  a  volume  of 
$200,000,000  a  year  including 
$60,800,000  of  new  money  for  the 
state,  and  which  by  its  operations 
probably  saves  North  Carolina 
taxpayers  over  $50,000,000 
annually. 

II 

You  should  also  be  interested 
because  this  big  business  is 
presently  in  jeopardy.  The 
evidence  of  this  peril  is  seen  in 
several  statistics.  Private  colleges 
and  universities  are  providing  for  a 
smaller  and  smaller  percentage  of 
the  total  enrollment  in  N.  C.  higher 
education,  only  33.5  percent  this 
year  as  against  41.4  percent  in  1965 
and  50  percent  as  recently  as  1958. 
19  of  the  29  private  senior  colleges 
have  actually  experienced 
declining  enrollments.  The  result 
is  that  many  private  institutions,  in 
spite  of  increased  fees,  have 
experienced  current  operations 
deficits  because  they  depend  upon 
student  fees  to  cover  the  bulk  of 
their  income.  Total  applications 
continue  to  decline  for  each  fresh- 
man class  and  the  total  number  of 
freshmen  enrolled  has  also 
declined.  Details  of  this  financial 


peril  have  already  been  published 
in  a  recent  study  by  the  Association 
of  American  Colleges  and  will  be 
published  soon  by  the  N.  C.  State 
Board  of  Higher  Education. 

The  reasons  for  this  financial 
crisis  are  simple  enough.  First,  the 
demands  of  inflation  outrun 
combined  income  from  fees, 
endowment  and  gifts.  We  have 
raised  our  fees  to  pay  our  bills  and 
are  pricing  ourselves  out  of  the 
market.  Thus  the  most  expensive 
N.  C.  institutions  are  charging 
$3,200  for  room,  board  and  tuition. 
This  figure  is  significantly  below 
these  at  comparable  institutions  in 
Virginia  and  the  north.  While  our 
incomes  decline,  our  fixed  costs 
remain  and  our  operating  costs 
soar.  Need  we  remind  you  of 
increases  in  fuel  oil,  electricity  and 
wages?  The  second  reason  for  this 
financial  crisis  is  that  the  private 
sector  of  higher  education  has  been 
all  but  excluded  from  the 
expansion  which  has  taken  place  in 
hi^er  education  in  the  last  four 
years.  Higher  education  continues 
to  be  a  growth  industry,  with  8,676 
more  students  in  N.  C.  colleges  and 
universities  in  1970  than  in  1969  and 
35,470  more  than  in  1965.  But  97.8 
percent  of  that  growth  last  year 
was  in  the  public  sector  and  only 
2.2  percent  in  the  private  sector. 
This  has  occurred  partly  because 
of  the  cost  of  private  higher 
education  compared  to  public,  but 
also  because  of  the  absence  of  a 
public  commitment  to  the  dual 
system  of  higher  education,  and 
the  absence  of  a  public  policy  to 
use  to  the  fullest  the  state's  present 
resources  public  and  private 
before  adding  new  public  facilities. 

In  the  absence  of  a  master  plan 
for  public  and  private  higher 
education  in  North  Carolina,  the 
public  and  private  sectors  are 
locked  in  an  unequal  competition 
for  students  who  can  seldom  afford 
either  public  or  private  fees. 

Yes,  the  business  of  private 
hi^er  education  in  North  Carolina 
is  in .  jeopardy  today  because  of 
infialion  and  the  absence  of  a 
master  plan  which  would  use  all 
the  state's  educational  resources  to 
the  maximum. 

Ill 

But,  private  higher  education 
could  provide  even  greater  service 
to  North  Carolina  than  it  does  now 
if  a  rational  plan  of  public  support 
could  be  evolved.  It  has  been 
estimated  that  North  Carolina's 
private  colleges  and  universities 
could  admit  an  additional  5,000 
resident  students  with  their 
present  dormitories.  It  has  been 
estimated  that  they  could  also 
admit  another  5,000  commuting 
students  without  significant 
additional  educational  facilities.  If 
this  is  true,  it  should  be  apparent 
that  significant  additional  tax 
savings  are  possible.  At  the 
requested  levels  of  tax  support 
even  5,000  students  in  the  public 
systems  will  require  about 
$10,000,000  per  year  or  $20,000,000 
in  the  biennium. 

Why  aren't  we  using  these 
facilities  to  their  capacity?  Some 
say  private  higher  education  is  too 
selective  in  admission  standards. 
Actually  the  private  sector  admits 
the  same  or  a  higher  percentage  oi 
applicants  than  does  the  public 
sector.  The  problem  is  money  and 
the  resulting  fact  that  too  few 
North  Carolinians  go  to  any 
college,  public  or  private.  North 
Carolina  ranks  near  the  bottom 
among  the  states  in  the  number  of 
our  high  school  graduates  who 
continue  formal  education  -  only 
41  percent  compared  to  65  percent 
for  the  national  average.  The 
average  in  the  Southeast  is  51 
percent,  10  points  above  North 
Carolina. 

What  can  be  done  to  use  the 
capacity  of  private  higher 
education  and  thereby  enlarge  its 
value  to  the  state  and  its  ability  to 
survive? 

We  North  Carolinians  must  face 


the  fact  that  education  (which 
determines  the  quality  of  life  of 
any  society)  is  expensive  and  that 
we  are  willing  to  pay  for  it.  We 
must  also  decide  that  it  is  in  our 
best  interest  to  use  the  state's 
present  higher  education  capacity 
to  the  limit  before  adding  more. 

We  must  make  it  possible  for  a 
higher  percentage  of  high  school 
graduates  to  enroll  in  college  - 
whether  public  or  private.  22  other 
states  have  devised  such  plans  and 
the  North  Carolina  Legislature  will 
be  considering  these  alternatives 
during  this  session.  There  are 
several  possible  plans: 

1.  North  Carolina  could  estabhsh 
a  tuition  differential  program 
which  would  permit  North 
Carolina  students  to  use  state 
money,  not  to  exceed  the  amount 
the  state  would  spend  if  the  student 
attended  a  public  institution,  to  pay 
part  of  their  expenses  at  a  private 
institution.  Any  money  spent  in  this 
program  which  is  less  than  the  per 
student  costs  at  public  institutions 
would  save  the  state  money,  not 
only  in  current  costs  but  also  in 
capital  outlay. 

2.  North  Carolina  could  contract 
with  private  colleges  and 
universities  to  take  additional 
North  Carolinians  over  and  above 
the  number  already  enrolled  on  a 
per-student  basis.  These  two 
programs  could  and  should  be 
administered  without  reference  to 
student  need. 

3.  A  third  program,  one  already 
recommended  by  the  Legislative 
Study  Commission,  would  be  based 
on  need.  It  would  provide  money 
for  those  students  who  cannot 
presently  attend  either  public  or 
private  colleges  to  attend  one  or 
the  other  on  the  basis  of  grants 
which  take  into  account  the  tuition 
differential  between  the  public  and 
private  sectors. 

Before  the  end  of  this  month  the 
Legislative  Study  Commission  and 
the  State  Board  of  Higher 
Education  will  be  making 
proposals  to  the  governor.  When 
these  proposals  have  been 
presented,  the  N.  C.  Association  of 
Independent  Colleges  and 
Universities  will  consider  and 
support  those  bills  which  will  save 
North  Carolina  taxpayers  money, 
assure  the  continuation  of  the  dual 
system  of  public  and  private 
higher  education  in  North 
Carolina,  and  permit  our  citizens  a 
free  choice  in  the  educational 
programs  they  select.  We  shall 
need  your  support  if  any  of  these 
proposals  are  to  succeed  in 
becoming  public  policy  and  if  state 
funds  are  to  be  allocated  this 
biennium.  We  ask  for  that  support. 


Layman  Honored 
By  Church 

In  recognition  of  a  half-century 
of  faithful  service  as  an  elder  at  the 
Gilwood  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Mooresville,  Neil  H.  Chester  was 
honored  by  the  church  during  a 
recent  Sunday  morning  worship 
service. 

Chester,  77-year-old  resident  of 
the  Coddle  Creek  Road  section  of 
Mooresville,  was  presented  an 
engraved  plaque  and  a  citation 
calling  attention  to  the  fact  he  had 
served  as  a  church  elder  for  50 
years  -  45  years  as  an  active  elder 
and  five  years  as  an  inactive  elder, 
under  the  church's  rotation 
system. 

The  citation  was  signed  by  Jack 
W.  Irvin,  clerk  of  the  session;  and 
the  Rev.  Richard  L.  Morgan, 
moderator  of  the  session. 

Irvin  made  the  presentation  in  a 
brief  but  impressive  ceremony  on 
Sunday,  May  2.

Woman  Elected 
Moderator  Of  U  PUS  A 

Rochester,  New  York  (RNS)— 
For  the  first  time  in  history,  the 
United  Presbyterian  (3iurch  in  the 
U.S.A.  has  elected  a  woman  as  its 
leader. 

Mrs.  Lois  H.  Stair  of  Wauekesha, 
Wisconsin,  was  named  here  to 
serve  as  moderator  of  the 
denomination's  183rd  General 
Assembly. 

Election  came  on  the  third  ballot 
with  Mrs.  Stair  receiving  392  votes 
to  380  votes  for  Dr.  John  Thompson 
Peters,  a  Toledo  pastor.  She  will 
continue  for  one  year  as  the  titular 
head  of  the  3.1  million  member 
church. 

The  47-year  old  moderator  was 
described  as  a  person  possessing 
the  "power  to  receive  and  give  off 
joy,  enthusiasm  and  grace"  in  a 
nomination  speech  by  the  Rev. 
James  Steele  of  Monmouth,  New 
Jersey. 

"Here  I  stand  filled  with 
amazement  and  gratitude,"  she 
said  following  her  election, 
"standing  in  the  need  of  prayer. 
We  have  set  a  precedent.  You  have 
said  that  you  trust  me  a  layman 
and  a  woman,  to  head  your 
church."

Sex  Education  Workshop  Held  In  Atlanta 


Atlanta— A  12-hour  sex  education 
workshop,  held  May  19-20  at  the 
Presbyterian  Center  in  Atlanta, 
will  serve  as  a  pilot  in  designing 
sex  education  curriculum  in 
Presbyterian  U.S.  churches  and 
perhaps  for  five  other 
denominations. 

Twenty-two  persons,  20  of  them 
laymen  from  10  churches  in  the 
Atlanta  Presbytery  attended  the 
training  session.  Similar 
workshops  probably  will  be  held 
later  in  other  Presbyteries. 

Family  Important 
Dr.  Harold  W.  Minor,  Family 
Life  Specialist  with  the 
Presbyterian  U.S.  Board  of 
Christian  Education  in  Richmond, 
pointed  out  that  the  Atlanta 
meeting  resulted  from  planning  by 
the  denomihation's  Family 
Ministry  Work  Group  as  it  seeks  to 
develop  effective  family  ministry 
strategies  for  the  Church.  The 
work  group  agreed  that  the  need 
for  sex  education  in  the  context  of 
religious  and  ethical  values  seems 
particularly  urgent  in  the  "light  of 
today's  shifting  attitudes." 


The  workshop  in  Atlanta  is 
expected  to  become  a  mode,  with 
adaptations  for  equipping  local 
church  leaders  to  meet  sex 
education  needs  of  various  age 
groups  within  congregations.  Dr. 
Minor  said  the  work  group  does  not 
intend  "to  present  a  ready-made 
program  to  local  churches  but  to 
give  them  some  resources  and 
insight  for  working  out  the 
program  that  suits  their  church." 

Dr.  Minor  called  the  pilot  session 
"very  successful."  He  added,  "One 
of  the  purposes  of  this  event  was  to 
help  participants  feel  less 
embarrassed  and  more 
comfortable  in  talking  with  groups 
they  may  lead  later."

Other  reports  heard  during  the 
afternoon  included  the  report  of  the 
Presbyterian  Synod  Foundation.  In 
his  report.  Judge  William  E. 
Graham  of  Raleigh,  president  of 
the  foundation,  encouraged  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  to  give 
serious  consideration  to  the 
possiblities  of  the  Foundation 
facility  and  expressed  strong  hope 
that  Synod  will  begin  long-range 
planning  tor  its  financial 
investments.  A  motion  was  made 
from  the  floor  to  add  a  third 
recommendation  to  those  made  by 
the  Synod's  Foundation  which  had 
already  been  adopted.

Presbytery  Realignment 

ine  most  important  item  of 
business  to  come  before  the  church 
court  during  the  afternoon  session 
concerned  the  realighnment  of  the 
presbytery  boundaries  within  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina.  The 
minutes  of  the  Commission 
assigned  the  responsibility  to 
facilitate  the  realignment  of 
Presbyterian  boundaries  were

read  by  the  chairman,  the  Rev.  Lee 
W.  Adkins,  first  Presbyterian 
Church,  Burlington.  The  minutes 
of  the  Commission  were  admitted 
to  record. 

Several  overtures  were 
forwarded  to  the  Synod  concerning 
the  action  of  Synod's  Commission 
on  relignment  during  the  past 
year.  At  the  1970  meeting  of  Synod, 
the  "Wilmington  Plan"  was 
adopted  as  the  plan  by  which 
Presbytery  would  be  reaUgned. 
During  the  year  Synod's 
Commission  on  realignment  held 

?veral  meetings  and  heard 
representatives  of  all  the 
Presbyteries,  at  the  conclusion  of 
which  the  lines  of  the  new 
Presbytery  boundaries  were  left 
almost  identical  with  the  plan 


adopted  in  1970,  except  instead  of 
dividing  Concord  Presbytery  and 
joining  part  of  it  to  Kings  Mountain 
and  the  other  part  to  Winston- 
Salem  the  three  Presbyteries 
(Winston-Salem,  Concord,  and 
Kings  Mountain)  were  to  be 
merged  into  one  Presbytery.  The 
majority  of  the  overtures  to  Synod 
questioned  the  legality  of  this 
action  and  requested  Synod  to  rule 
on  the  proceedings. 

After  much  debate,  Synod  voted 
to  adopt  the  recommendations  of 
the  committee  on  bills  and 
overtures,  chaired  by  Mr.Halbert 
M.  Jones,  Laurinburg  business 
man,  which  recommended  that: 
(1)  "Synod  answer  the  overtures 
questioning  the  legality  of  the 
actions  of  its  committee  on 
restructuring  of  its  Presbytery 
boundaries  by   ratifying  and

approving  the  actions  of  the 
commission"  and,  (2)  "Synod 
answer  the  overtures  relating  to 
the  work  of  its  commission  by 
appointing  an  administrative 
Commission  to  realign  the 
boundaries  of  Presbytery  I  to  form 
not  more  than  two  Presbyteries  by 
January  1,  1972,  and  that  the 
Moderator  apoint  the 
commission." 

An  overture  from  the  Rev. 
J.P.G.  Moffet,  associate  pastor. 
White  Memorial  Presbyterian 
Church,  Raleigh,  concerning 
virtue  and  morality  in  some  higher 
educational  institutions  was 
considered  by  the  Committee  on 
Bills  and  Overtures  which 
recommended  that  the  overture  be 
forwarded  to  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  St.  Andrews  Presbyterian 
College  as  information. 

During  the  evening  session,  the

Warner  L.  Hall,  pastor  of  the 
Covenant  Presbyterian  Church, 
Charlotte;  and  the  Rev.  David  H. 
Burr,  pastor  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  Winston- 
Salem  and  chairman  of  Synod's 
Council  all  paid  tribute  to  Dr. 
Dudley's  ministry.  As  General 
Secretary  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina,  Dr.  Dudley  was 
presented  with  a  "Book  of 
Memories"  which  included  letters 
from  a  large  number  of  ministers 
around  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina. 

In  his  comments  to  Dr.  Dudley, 
the  Rev.  David  H.  Burr  expressed 
for  the  Synod  the  very  deep  feeling 
that  as  Dr.  Dudley  retires,  "A  very 
large  part  of  him  remains  with  us 
and  a  very  large  part  of  us  goes 
with  him."  Mr.  Burr  then 
presented  a  gift  to  Dr.  Dudley  from 
Presbyterians  throughout  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  as  an 
expression  of  gratitutde  and 
thanksgiving  for  his  years  of 
dedicated  service. 

During  the  Wednesday  morning 
session,  the  first  report  was 
presented  by  the  Rev.  David  H. 
Burr,  chairman  of  Synod's  Council. 
Synod  adopted  a  benevolent  budget 
for  1972  in  the  amount  of  $2,683,222, 
of  which  $1,593,222  is  for  General 
Assembly  causes  and  $1,090,000  for 
Synod  causes. 

New  General  Secretary 

One  of  the  highlights  of  Synod 
came  with  the  recommendation  by 
Synod  Council  that  Vernol  Robert 
Jansen,  Jr.,  be  called  as  General 
Secretary  and  Stated  Clerk,  and 
Treasurer  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina.  Synod  proceeded  to  elect 
Mr.  Jansen  following  which  he  was 
duly  installed  as  General 
Secretary  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina,  effective  July  1, 1971.  Mr. 
Jansen  with  his  wife  was  presented 
to  the  church  court  and  was 
cordially  welcomed  by  his  fellow 
churchmen. 

Mr.  Jansen,  a  former  deputy 
state  prosecutor  in  Alabama, 
Criminal  Court  Judge  and  U.  S. 
District  Attorney,  became  the  first 
layman  in  North  Carolina 
Presbyterian  history  to  fill  the 
post. 

Joint  Campaign 
Other  actions  taken  during  the 
Wednesday  session  included  the 
adoption  of  the  recommendations 
of  the  Executive  Committee  on

During  his  26  years  in  the  Navy 
Chaplaincy,  Hutcheson  has 
provided  leadership  in  developing 
programs  for  continuing  education 
of  chaplains  and  has  advanced 
relationships      between  the 


Chaplains  Corps  and  a  number  of 
civilian  religious  organizations.  He 
served  on  two  occasions  on  the 
staff  of  the  Navy  Chief  of  Chaplains 
and  has  been  Officer-in-Charge  of 
the  new  chaplain  school  at 
Newport,  R.  I. 

Youth  Leader 

Twice  Chaplain  Hutcheson  was 
elected  moderator  of  his 
Presbytery;  was  a  member  of  the 
planning  committee  of  the 
Presbyterian  U.  S.  Youth 
Quadrennial  Convention;  and  is 
currently  a  member  of  the  General 
Assembly's  Ad  Interim  Committee 
on  Restructuring  Boards  and 
Agencies.  He  also  serves  as 
chairman  of  the  Advisory  Council 
on  Chaplains  Affairs  which  advises 
chaplaincy  services  and  the  Board 
of  National  Ministries  on  matters 
pertaining  to  the  work  of  the 
chaplaincy. 


Educational  Institutions  presentea 
by  Dr.  William  M.  Roberts, 
Raleigh,  chairman.  The  committee 
recommended  that  Synod  rescind 
its  1970  decision  approving  a  joint 
capital  funds  campaign  for  the  four 
institutes  supported  by  the  Synod 
(Davidson,  Queens,  St.  Andrews 
and  Union  Theological  Seminary  in 
Richmond,  Virginia).

Mr.  J.  Mayron  Saunders,  a 
member  of  the  committee  and 
chairman  of  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee 
which  conducted  the  Tamblyn  and 
Brown  capital  gifts  campign 
study,pexplained  to  Synod  the 
reasons  for  the  recommended 
change  in  campaign  strategy. 

Also  during  the  report  of  the 
committee  on  Educational 
Institutions,  President  John 
Smylie,  Queens  College,  moved 
that  "The  North  Carolina 
Presbyterian  Synod  go  on  record 
expressing  support  for  those  bills 
presently  before  the  North 
Carolina  General  Assembly  which 
would  provide  public  funds  for  use 
by  North  Carolinians  attending 
private  institutions  and  urging 
sufficient  refunding  of  these 
programs  for  the  next  two  fiscal 
years."  The  motion  wad  adopted 
by  the  court. 

Resolution  On  Vietnam 
In  another  significant  action, 
Synod  approved  by  a  narrow  vote  a 
resolution  made  from  the  floor 
calling  for  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  to  "urge  the  President  of 
the  United  States  to  clarify  our 
intentions  by  pledging  the 
immediate  withdrawal  of  our 
entire  military  force,  ceasing  aU 
military  activity  and  terminating 
the  involvement  of  our  nation  in 
Southeast  Asia,  that  the 
implementation  of  this  immediate 
cessation  of  military  activities  by 
carried  out  with  due  regard  for  the 
safety  and  freedom  of  American 
prisoners  of  war,  and  for  those  who 
have  supported  American  policy, 
and  that  this  nation  begin  serious 


cons -deration  of  its  responsibiUties 
to  those  who  have  suffered  from 
and  borne  the  burden  of  this  war 
both  in  the  United  States  and  in 
Indochina."

I'd  rather  see  a  heated  up 
Presbyterian  church,  for  instance, 
active  in  the  world,  than  to  see  big 
church  merger.  You  always  lose  in 
a  church  merger.  People  try  to  be 
safe  and  they  lose  the  distinctive 
qualities  of  the  groups  that 
merge."

"the  advisability  of  providing  a 
plan  of  realignment  of 
Presbyterians  into  two  Churches, 
one  reflecting  the  historic 
Reformed  theology  and 
Presbyterian  polity  and  mission  of 
the  Church,  and  the  other 
reflecting  the  contemporary  and 
broadening  view  of  theology,  polity 
and  mission  of  the  Church.  Such  a 
plan  would  provide  for  the  peaceful 
separation,  allowing  frewlom  of 
action  to  congregations, 
presbyteries  and  synods  ..." 

Westminster  Assembly 
A  new  "Westminster  Assembly" 
is  called  for  in  an  overture 
originated  by  C.  G.  Forthman  of 
Paris,  Texas,  "inviting  all 
Christian  bodies  in  the  United 
States"  to  join  in  an  effort  "to 
produce  new  standards  for  the 
Church  in  a  new  age."  It  urges 
reaffirmation  in  the  "oneness  of 
the  Church"  and  asks  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S.  to 
cease  all  existing  forces  for  Church 
union  and-or  new  standards  "in 
order  that  the  way  may  be  cleared 
for  a  different  approach."  The 
Westminster  Assembly,  according 
to  the  overture,  would  have  10 
years  to  do  its  work.  The 
Presbytery  of  Northeast  Texas 
earlier  rejected  this  overture. 

A  1972  benevolence  budget 
totaling  $9,047,000  for  the  work  of  18 
boards  and  agencies  of  the  Church 
will  be  before  the  commissioners 
for  appeal.  It  represents  an 
increase  of  6.44  percent  over  the 
1971  budget.  An  additional  $75,000 
is  being  sought  by  the  Black 
Presbyterian  Leadership  Caucus 
for  operational  expenses. 

ECOE  Issue 
The  Controversial  Executive 
Commission  on  Overseas 
Evangelism  (ECOE)  is  the  subject 
of  a  special  report  from  the 
General  Council.  The  Council 
defines  ECOE  as  "a  serious  threat 
to  the  peace  and  unity"  of  the 
Church  and  asks  the  Assembly  to 
reaffirm  an  action  of  1941  that 
voiced  "strong  disapproval  of 
unauthorized  circularization"  of 
ministers  and  churches  by  outside 
agencies,  particularly  of  appeals 
for  financial  support  for  work 
which   parallels  that   of  the

World  Mission  Executive  Defends  Missionaries 


Dr.  T.  Watson  Street,  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  Board  of  World 
Missions  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.S.,  challenged 
critics  of  the  Oiurch's  foreign 
missions  agency  to  "put  up  or  shut 
up." 

"All  I  want  to  do  is  hear  one 
name,"  said  Dr.  Street,  referring 
to  charges  that  the  agency  rejects 
"conservative"  missionaries  and 
sends  men  overseas  who  are 
theologically  unsound. 

Condemns  Critics 
Street  said  also  that  an 
independent  missions  group  within 
the  church,  the  Executive 
Commission  on  .Overseas 
Evangelism  (ECOE):  was 
"undermining"  the  denomination. 

Speaking  to  members  of  Bethel 
Presbytery,  Synod  of  South 
Carolina,  Dr.  Street  said,  "If  you'll 
pardon  the  way  I  say  this,  people 
like  Col.  LeCraw  can  put  up  or  shut 
up." 

Street  referred  to  Roy  LeCraw,  a 
former  mayor  of  Atlanta  and  an 
officer  of  Concerned 
Presbyterians,  Inc.,  an  unofficial 
group  of  conservatives  within  the 
denomination. 


Charges  False 

LeCraw  charged  last  year  in 
CJiarlotte  that  most  Presbyterian 
foreign  missionaries  were  not 
"Bible-believing,"  but  were  mere 
"social  workers"  doing 
humanitarian  work  but  not 
preaching  the  gospel  of  salvation. 

Dr.  Street  also  included  ECOE  in 
his  charge  to  specifically  identify 
missionaries  who  are  not  true 
Presbyterians  and  Bible-believing 
Christians.  Specific  charges  could 
be  brought  against  such  men,  if 
they  exist,  in  local  courts  of  the 
church.  Street  pointed  out.  To 
become  a  lay  missionary,  a  man  or 
woman  must  be  endorsed  by  the 
session,  or  ruJmg  court,  of  the  local 
church.  A  minister  is  ordained 
after  examination  by  the  next 
higher  court,  the  presbytery. 

ECOE,  the  executive  continued, 
is  "undermining"  the  church  by 
operating  outside  the  regular 
channels  of  the  Presbyterian 
government.  ECOE  was  organized 
last  January  by  another 
independent,  evangelistic 
organization  within  the  church,  the 
Presbyterian  Evangelistic 
Fellowship. 


Continues 
Music  Program 

The  First  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Charlotte,  under  the  direction  of 
Henry  Bridges,  head  of  the  music 
department  of  the  local  church, 
has  announced  that  beginning  in 
September  a  unique  program  of 
violin  instruction  known  as  the 
Suzuki  method,  will  be  taught. 

Between  10  and  15  violin  students 
will  receive  the  instructions. 

The  new  method  was  first 
invented  by  a  Japanese  teacher, 
concerned  about  the  large  number 
of  children  who,  following  the 
second  World  War,  seemed  to  have 
little  or  nothing  to  do.  The  plan  is 
for  the  child  and  one  of  his  parents 
to  learn  violin  together.  The 
children  range  from  two  years  old 
and  up. 

The  project  is  related  to  the 
school  of  music  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  establshed 
in  1969. 

The  Suzucki  method  is  already 
being  programmed  at  Chapel  Hill 
and  Elon  College. 

Bridges,  graduate  of  Davidson, 
joined  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  staff  in  1960.

The  Church  was  organized  at  its 
present  location  in  1796,  and  was 
the  outgrowth  of  two  nearby 
churches — the  Ashpole  Meeting 
House,  founded  by  Jacob  Alford  in 
1779  and  the  Shoe  Heel  Creek 
Church,  founded  by  Angus  Brown 
shortly  after  the  close  of  the 
Revolutionary  War. 

The  name  of  the  Church  was 
taken  from  Ashpole  Community, 
which  dates  from  1750  and  was 
settled  by  English,  Welsh,  and 
Scottish  pioneers. 

The  orgin  of  the  name  "Ashpole" 
is  uncertain  but  is  believed  to  have 
come  from  the  bridges  of  Ashpoles 
built  by  John  Cade.

Massanetta  Springs,  Virginia  - 
hi  his  messages  the  opening  day  of 
the  Ulth  General  A'ssembly  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S.  on 
June  13,  Dr.  William  A.  Benfield, 
retiring  Moderator,  struck  out 
against  separateness  in  the  Church 
and  called  on  official  leaders  to 
speak  up  on  "matters  of 
Christian  conscience  and 
commitment"  and  "moral  and 
ethical  issues". 

In  his  Sunday  morning  sermon, 
"Unity  in  Diversity",  Dr.  Benfield 
pointed  out  that,  "The  primary 
question  (for  our  church)  is  not 
whether  we  have  a  unity  but  what 
our  obscured  unity  is  doing  to  our 
obedience  to  the  Lord  and  how 
visibly  we  are  willing,  to  express 
this  unity  ..." 

Dr.  Benfield  addressed  some  450 
Commissioners  and  70  youth 
delegates  gathered  at  the 
conference  grounds*of  the  Synod  of 
Virginia  to  listen  to  reports  and 
proposals  and  to  take  action  that 
will  determine  the  direction  of  the 
Church  for  the  next  year. 

Dr.  Ben  Lacy  Rose  was  elected 
Moderator  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.  S.  on  the  second 
ballot  winning  over  the  Rev.  D. 
James  Kennedy  of  Fort 
Lauderdale,  Florida,  271-170. 

Woman  Nominated 
For  Moderator 

Dr.  Rose,  Professor  of 
homilectics  at  Union  Theological 
Seminary  in  Richmond,  Virginia, 
and  a  native  of  Fayetteville,  North 
Carolina,  lacked  only  three  votes 
for  election  on  the  first  ballot. 
Three  men  had  been  announced  as 
candidates.  The  nomination  of  Dr. 
Rose  and  Mr.  Kennedy  was 
expected  as  was  that  of  Dr.  Harry 
A.  Fifield,  pastor  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  Atlanta-, 
Georgia.  Mrs.  David  L.  Stitt,  wife 
of  the  former  president  of  Austin 
Theological  Seminary,  was 
nominated  from  the  floor.  Mrs. 
Stitt  became  the  first  women 
nominated  for  the  highest  office  of 
the  denomination.  The  initial  count 
was  Rose,  219;  Kennedy.  132;  Dr. 
Fifield,  75;  and  Mrs.  Stitt,  16. 

Dr.  Rose,  in  accepting  the  office,

Medicine  For  Missions 

Twenty  drums  of  sample  drugs 
were  recently  shipped  to  the 
mission  field  by  Charlotte's  First 
Presbyterian  Church.  The 
shipment,  which  is  the  church's 
largest  to  date,  is  the  result  of  a 
continuing  program  to  provide 
support  to  the  mission  hospitals  of 
our  denomination. 

Drugs  are  picked  up  regularly 
from  cooperating  doctors  in  the 
Charlotte  area  and  stored  at  the 
church.  Volunteer  groups  sort  the 
drugs,  checking  on  their 
expiration  date,  and  pack  them  in 
steel  drums.  The  drums  are 
carried  toNorfolk,  Virginia,  free  of 
charge  by  Pilot  Freight  Carriers. 
In  Norfolk,  the  Norfolk  Sample 
Drug  Program  further  sorts  and 
lists  the  drugs  and  prepares  them 
for  overseas  shipment. 

Information  received  from  the 
Board  of  World  Missions  indicates 
that  shipments  of  this  type  are 
vital  to  the  work  of  our  mission 
hospitals.

Miss 
Moose  and  Miss  Smith, 
sophomores,  are  students  at  the 
University  of  North  Carolina.  Miss 
Johnson  will  begin  study  in  the  fall 
at  Boston  University  Graduate 
School  of  Fine  and  Applied  Arts. 
Miss  Rhodes  is  a  junior  at  Union 
Theological  Seminary  and  Mr. 
Johnson  is  a  Graduate  student  at 
Harvard  Divinity  School. 

The  group  will  leave  Seattle, 


Washington,  on  July  25,  arrive  in 
Tokyo  on  July  26  and  return  August 
24. 

The  tour  participants  expect  to 
be  in  Hiroshima  on  August  6  and 
will  attend  an  anniversary 
observance  of  the  dropping  of  the 
atomic  bomb  on  that  city. 

From  July  30  to  August  4  they 
will  help  contruct  a  church 
conference  center  on  Teshima 
Island.  Sixteen  Japanese  students 
will  work  with  them  on  this  project 
and  then  accompany  them  on  the 
rest  of  the  tour.  The  two  groups  will 
see  the  sights  in  Kyoto  and  Nara, 
the  oldest  capital  of  Japan. 

They  will  also  visit  locales  where 
various  new  forms  of  Christian 
missionary  endeavor  are  being 
carried  out :  a  truck  stop,  a  center 
employing  the  handicapped  and  a 
factory  ministry. 

nie  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S. 
began  missionary  undertakings  in 
Japan  in  1885  and  at  the  present 
time,  it  maintains  a  corps  of  55 
missionaries. 

As  part  of  its  educational  and 
interpretative  program,  the  Board 
sponsors  tours  of  various  kinds 
every  year. 


Church  Produces 
Two  Moderators 

The  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
Fayetteville,  which  has  been  called 
"the  mother  of  churches,"  has  a 
history  of  religious  and  community 
service  dating  to  its  organization  in 
1800. 

Among  its  achievements,  the 
church  has  the  distinction  of 
having  produced  two  moderators 
of  the  General  Assembly.  The  late 
Charles  G.  Rose,  a  layman,  was 
elected  to  this  highest  office  of  the 
church  in  1942,  and  last  week,  one 
of  his  sons,  Dr.  Ben  Lacy  Rose,  was 
chosen  to  lead  the  denomination 
for  the  up-coming  year  as 
moderator. 

Only  one  other  congregation  in 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
U.S.  can  claim  this  distinction. 

Organized  by  the  Rev.  John 
Robinson,  a  Cabarrus  County 
native,  the  church  held  the  first 
service  of  Holy  Communion  ever  to 
be  celebrated  in  Fayetteville  on 
September  6,  1801. 

The  First  Church  has  never  had 
a  location  other  than  that  on  which 
the  building  now  stands.  The  first

building  was  destroyed  by  the 
great  fire  of  1831,  including  the 
steeple  bell.  The  bell  to  replace  it  is 
still  in  use  and  bears  this 
inscription  in  Latin,  "I  perished  in 
the  flames  the  29th  of  May,  1831.  I 
arose  from  the  ashes  through  the 
generosity  of  friends  in  the  Second 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Troy,  New 
York." 

The  present  sanctuary  was 
enlarged  and  renovated  in  1960.  At 
present,  the  Memorial  Chapel  is  in 
the  process  of  restoration.  The 
sanctuary  has  a  seating  capacity  of 
800.  Membership  in  the 
congregation  is  1,340  and  has  a 
budget  for  this  year  of  $189,105. 

Dr.  J.V.C.  Summerell  is  minister 
of  the  church.

The  leaders  of  the 
conference  point  out  that  "no  one 
will  tell  the  participants  what  their 
Christian  responsibility  is.  But 
able  resource  people  wUl  be  there 
to  help  each  person  discover  for 
himself  and  for  his  church  how  to 
translate  his  Christian  faith  into 
appropriate  action  as  a  responsible 
Christian  world  citizen." 

The  leaders  of  the  National 
Ministries  Conference  are  trying 
something  new  this  year.  The 
conference  will  be  divided  into 
"congregations"  so  that  group,  as 
well  as  individual,  thought  and 
stimulation  will  be  possible.  There 
will  also  be  multi-media 
presentations,  expert  guest 
speakers,  drama  groups,

corporate  church  and  the 
individual  Christian  can  exert 
Christian  leadership  in  a  world 


that  is  radically  changing  in  all 
areas  of  life.

Dr.  Albert  Sidney  Johnson, 
pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Charlotte  from  1918  to 
1940,  died  June  22  in  Tuscumbia, 
Alabama. 

Born  in  Tuscumbia,  September 
11,  1881,  Dr.  Johnson  attended 
Alabama  Polytechnical  Institute, 
1898-1901,  and  graduated  from 
Bryant  and  Stratton  Business 
College,  Louisville,  Kentucky  in 
1902.  He  graduated  from  Union 
Theological  Seminary  in  Virginia 
in  1906  and  received  the  Doctor  of 
Divinity  degree  from  Davidson 
College  in  1923. 

In  1906,  he  married  Cecil  Sharon 
Tipton,  who  died  several  months 
ago. 

Before  coming  to  Charlotte,  Dr. 
Johnson  was  pastor  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Jackson, 
Tennessee,  1909-16,  and  of  South 
Highlands  Presbyterian  Church, 
Birmingham,  Alabama,  1916-18. 
After  retiring  from  his  Charlotte 
charge,  he  did  evangelistic  and 
Bible  conference  work.  He  also 
served  as  supply  minister  in 
Jackson,  Mississippi;  Mem- 
phis, Tennessee;  Bristol, 
Virginia;  and  Savannah,  Georgia. 
He  was  preacher  and  lecturer 
under  the  New  England 
Evangelistic  Fellowship  in  18 
principal  cities  in  1942.

Billboard  Used 
To  Air  Views 

Little  Rock,  Ark.  (RNS)— A 
group  of  Presbyterians  from 
churches  in  Little  Rock  and  North 
Little  Rock  are  fighting  their 
ideological  and  political  battles  on 
a  public  billboard  here. 

The  Rev.  F.  Wellford  Hobble, 
pastor  of  the  Little  Rock  Second 
Presbyterian  Church,  and  former 
minister  of  the  Howard  Memorial 
Presbyterian  Church,  Tarboro, 
North  Carolina,  posted  a  billboard 
which  said,  "Dear  Mom  and  Dad, 
Your  Silence  is  Killing  Me.  .  .in 
Southeast  Asia,  at  home,  on 
campus." 

Mr.  Hobbie  explained  that  his 
purpwse  was  to  awaken  the  adult 
Little  Rock  community  to  the 
problems  and  get  their  reactions. 

Mrs.  J.  Harrod  Berry,  member 
of  a  Presbyterian  church  in  North 
Little  Rock,  reacted.  After  the 
minister's  billboard  message  was 
taken  down,  she  put  up  one  of  her 
own  in  the  same  space.

Non-Denominational 
Church  Founded 

Charlotte,  N.C.— A  Church  for 
people  of  varied  beliefs  is  being 
organized  here  by  a  group  that 
believes  "the  future  of  the  Church 
does  not  lie  in  the  area  of  narrow 
denominational  lines." 

The  University  Church, 
including  as  its  organizers  persons 
connected  with  the  University  of 
North  Carolina,  has  written  to  500 
propsective  members  stating  that 
"instead  of  attempting  to  tell  an 
individual  what  he  must  believe, 
the  University  Church  would  serve 
as  a  marketplace  of  ideas  in  order 
to  enable  each  person  to  hammer 
out  a  set  of  beliefs  of  his  own." 

The  Rev.  John  C.  Whaley,  Jr., 
administrative  director  of  Open 
House  and  former  minister  of 
preaching  and  pastoral  counseling 
at  Myers  Park  Baptist  church,  said 
that  the  church  "is  envisioned  as 
being  unapologetically 
sympathetic  to  the  highest  values 
in  the  Judeo-Christian  tradition." 
But,  he  notes,  "we  feel  that  wide 
variations  of  belief  within  the 
fellowship  are  not  only  possible  but 
desirable." 

Mr.  Whaley  said  "differences  in 
opinion  would  not  only  be 
tolerated,  but  would  be 
appreciated.  We  would  not  be 
burdened  with  labels.  .  .because 
labels  build  walls  instead  of 
fellowship  between  people."

Governor  Petitioned  To 
Commute  Death 
Sentences 

St.  Petersburg,  Florida— (PN)— 
A  body  of  Florida  churchmen  has 
called  on  Governor  Reubin  Askew 
to  commute  the  death  sentences  on 
some  80  prison  inmates. 

The  action  came  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Synod  of  Florida, 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S., 
which  met  the  first  week  in  June. 

By  a  two-to-one  vote,  the  350- 
member  church  court  petitioned 
the  Florida  governor  "to  give 
prayerful  thought  to  the  possibility 
of  commuting  the  death  sentences 
of  those  men  in  Raiford  Prison  who 
are  now  on  death  row  awaiting 
execution  in  the  electric  chair." 

The  resolution  was  presented  by 
the  Rev.  Albert  Kissling  of 
JacksonvUle,  who  argued  that 
execution  of  the  80  men  on  death 
row  would  turn  the  prison  into  "a 
human  slaughter  house."  He  noted 
that  the  governors  of  Arkansas  and 
Connecticut  had  taken  similar 
actions,  commuting  to  life 
sentences  those  awaiting 
execution. 

Saying  he  believed  in  capital 
punishment,  the  Rev.  James 
Walkup  of  Live  Oak  said,  "If  they 
need  someone  to  pull  the  switch, 
I'll  be  glad  to  pull.  .  .1  don't  share 
Dr.  Kissling's  idea  of  mass  guilt."

Students  Research  Environntental  Problems 


The  Science  Center  at  St. 
Andrews  Presbyterian  College  is 
the  scene  for  serious  research  in  an 
effort  to  solve  problems  plaguing 
the  environment. 

For  ten  weeks  this  summer, 
sixteen  undergraduate  students 
are  using  the  Center's  extensive 
instrumentation  and  laboratory 
equipment  in  conducting  research 
primarily  in  chemistry  and  biology 
that  will  ultimately  be  used  in  the 
effort  to  solvemany  environmental 
problems.  These  students,  guided 
by  nine  members  of  the  science 
faculty,  have  been  funded  by  three 
grants  from  the  National  Science 
Foundation. 

Two  of  the  N.S.F.  grants  4:ame 
from  the  Undergraduate  Research 
Participating  Program  which 
encourages  guided  research 
among  college  undergraduates. 
The  third  grant  was  made  by  the 
College  Science  Improvement 
Program.  St.  Andrews  was  one  of 
fifteen  colleges  in  the  nation  to 
receive  one  of  the  first  CSIP 
grants  in  1967  and  is  now  one  of  the 
very  few  institutions  in  the  country 
to  receive  a  second  grant. 

Two  students  involved  in  this 
program  Ijave  gained  honors  from 
academic  and  industrial 
organizations.  Walter  Thompson,  a 
rising  sophomore  from  Julian, 
North  Carolina,  has  been  awarded 
the  Annual  Freshman  Chemistry 
Achievement  Award  sponsored  by 
the  Chemical  Rubber  Company 

Walter  Wright,  a  1971  graduate 
from  Raleigh,  has  been  awarded  a 
research  fellowship  of  $3,000  plus 
tuition  and  fees  by  the  Medicinal 
Chemistry  Division,  School  of

Dr.  Hart  Responds  To  Synod 


St.  Andrews  Presbyterian 
College  is  making  progress  in 
dealing  with  the  several  problems 
which  are  afflicting  many 
institutions  of  higher  education 
today,  Dr.  Donald  J.  Hart, 
president  of  St.  Andrews 
Presbyterian  College,  said  to  the 
meeting  of  the  North  Carolina 
Presbyterian  Synod  in  June. 

The  college  president's  remarks 
came  in  response  to  an  overture  to 
Synod  in  which  campus  morality 
and  behavior  were  questioned. 

The  overture  was  referred  to  the 
college's  Board  of  Trustees,  and  no 
other  formal  action  was  taken. 

In  his  remarks.  Dr.  Hart  pointed 
out  that  almost  all  colleges  and 
universities   in   the  nation  are 


having  trouble,  whether  they  are 
private  or  public,  secular  or 
church-related  schools.  He  added 
that  some  of  these  problems  are 
financial,  some  are  educational, 
and  some  relate  to  conduct  and 
morality. 

"St.  Andrews  has  some  problems 
in  each  of  these  categories,"  Dr. 
Hart  said.  "But  fortunately  we  feel 
we've  been  making  considerable 
progress  in  dealing  with  them. 

"One  of  the  competitive 
advantages  of  St.  Andrews  is  that 
we  are  a  (Christian,  church-related 
college  and  that  continuing 
attempts  to  strengthen  our 
CJiristian  commitment  as  a  college 
is  one  of  our  basic  reasons  for 
existence." 

Dr.  Hart  asserted  that  "the 
areas  in  which  the  programs  and 
policies  of  the  college  relate  to  this 
commitment  are  in  the  areas  of 
keeping  before  students,  both  in 
and  out  of  the  classroom,  concerns 
for  moral  commitment  and 
responsibility  for  religious 
concepts,  for  development  of 
churchmanship,  and  for  the 
shaping  and  defense  of  value 
judgments," 

He  pointed  out  that  attendance  at 
diapel  programs  has  quadrupled 
as  a  result  of  recent  changes, 
whereby  the  students  have  helped 
to  prepare  the  order  of  se^ice.  Dr. 
Hart  told  the  meeting  of  Synod  of 
the  emergence  of  evangelistic 
groups  on  campus  and  the  work  of 
deputation  teams.  A  College 
Christian  Council  has  also 
developed.  He  mentioned  in 
particular  the  work  of  the  St. 
Andrews  Peace  Corps,  a  group  of 
students  who  help  the  needy  and 
disadvantaged  of  Scotland  (bounty 
in  a  variety  of  methods  ranging 
from  free  swimming  lessons  to 
private  tutoring.

Major  Issues 
Among  the  issues  faced  by  the 
Commissioners  were  the  proposed 
plan  of  union  with  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S.A. ; 
a  statement  on  abortion  from  the 
National  Ministries'  Report; 
papers  from  the  Council  on  Church 
and  Society  on  Drug  Addition, 
welfare  reform,  the  population 
crisis,  the  investment  objectives 
and  policies  of  Assembly's  boards 
and  agencies.  There  were  also  a 
number  of  overtures  and 
resolutions  to  be  dealt  with  in  the 
course  of  the  week-long  meeting. 

Union 

The  question  of  union  with  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
U.S.A.  was  hotly  debated  on 
Tuesday  afternoon  and  evening 
during  the  report  of  the  Joint 
Committee  of  Twenty-four.  The 
recommendation  of  the  Joint 
Committee  to  the  Assembly  that 
the  plan  of  union  be  studied  for  a 
year  was  approved. 

Two  of  the  speakers  supporting 
the  concept  of  union  brought 
rousing  applause.  One  was  Roscoe 
R.  Nix,  of  Silver  Spring,  Maryland, 
a  black  Commissioner  from 
Potomac  Presbytery.  His  call  to 
dissolve  the  "artificial  division" 
that  has  separated  the  Churches, 
and  his  statement  that  it  was  time 
to  stop  "fighting  battles  of  the 
past"  brought  Commissioners  to 
their  feet  in  support.  He  reminded 
the  Commissioners  that  they  were 
on  trial  before  the  world,  and  that, 
essentially,  they  must  be  men  of 
God  and  not  of  Southern 
Presbyterianism.. 

Abortion 

The  discussion  on  abortion 
during  the  National  Ministries' 
report  was  also  a  highly 
controversial  one.  The  section  in 
the  report  on  the  subject  said,  in 
part,  that  "the  willfull  termination 
of  pregnancy  by  medical  means  on 
the  considered  decision  of  the 
pregnant  woman  may,  on 
occasion,  be  morally  justifiable". 

The  report  also  contained  the 
statement  that  "medical 
intervention  should  be  made 
available  to  all  who  desire  and 
qualify  for  it,  not  just  those  who 
can  afford  preferential 
treatment." 

Several  amendments  were 
offered  and  defeated  and  the  report 
was  accepted. 

Private  Academies 
In  other  action,  the  church's 
highest  governing  body  took  a  slap 
at  private  academies  being 
established  "to  circumvent 
compliance  with  federal  laws 
reeardine    a    unified  school 


system". 

The  Assembly  called  on  all 
church  courts  and  members  to 
support  and  strengthen  the 
"unified,  racially  inclusive  public 
school  systems  .  .  .  (and)  not 
support  any  group  of  educational 
institutions  which  oppose  a  unified, 
racially-inclusive  public  school 
system." 

Church  and  Society 
The  relationship  of  the  church  to 
the  society  in  which  it  finds  itself 
came  up  for  debate  Thursday 
morning  when  the  General 
Assembly  tangled  with  the  report 
of  the  Standing  Committee  on 
Church  and  Society. 

Except  for  minor  wording,  the 
Committee's  position  papers  on 
several  subjects  were  approved. 
They  were 

-"Ecumenical  Action  for 
Development,"  submitted  for 
information,  with  development 
described  as  "the  process  by  which 
both  persons  and  societies  come  to 
realize  the  full  potential  of  human 
life  in  a  context  of  social  justice"; 

-"The  Commitment  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.  to 
Development,"  submitted  for 
adoption,  by  which  the  committee 
outlined  means  to  implement 
action  toward  "development"; 

-The  Need  for  Welfare  Reform," 
submitted  to  be  approved  for  study 
and  adopted  without  dissent; 

-"A  Call  for  Welfare  Reform," 
submitted  for  adoption,  which 
survived  an  attempt  to  strip  it  of 
any   specific   recommendations ; 

-"The  Use  and  Abuse  of  Drugs," 
submitted  for  adoption,  to  which 
major  debate  was  directed, 
especially  by  the  youth  delegates, 
and  which  was  adopted  with  only 
minor  word  changes;  and 

-"The  Population  Crisis", 
submitted  for  adoption,  by  which 
the  committee  called  attention  to 
the  need  for  greater  awareness  of 
this  most  pressing  problem. 

Drugs 

When  the  paper  relating  to  the 
drug  scene  in  this  country  was 
presented  for  adoption  there  was 
no  dissent  in  relation  to  the  paper 
as  a  whole.  There  was  one  change 
sustained  which  read,  "The  church 
has  potential  for  making  human 
life  whole  and  satisfying  and 
should  seek  to  enable  persons  to 
experience  the  excitement  and  new 
life  offered  in  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ." 

Population  Crisis 
In  adopting  the  paper  on 
"Population  Crisis",  the  Assembly 
issued  a  strong  call  for  family 
planning,  holding  that  "the 
assumption  that  couples  have  the 
freedom  to  have  as  many  children 
as  they  can  support  should  be 
challenged." 

The  paper  stated  that  "reliance 
on  individual  desires  and  private 
decisions  to  effect  voluntary 
(birth)  control.  .  .will  not  be 
sufficient  to  provide  the  necessary 
limitations  of  population  growth" 
unless  radical  changes  in  present 


The  1970-71  Moderators  of  the 
two  divisions  of  the  U.  S.

Laws,  Jr.,.  head  of  the  United 

attitudes  occurred. 

Committing  themselves  to 
changing  those  attitudes,  the 
members  of  the  Assembly  urged 
sermons,  informational  programs, 
and  pre-marital  counselling  that 
would  cite  the  population  crisis. 
Vietnam  Resolution 

In  a  two-hour  debate  on 
Thursday  afternoon,  the  Assembly 
voted  support  for  the  Nixon 
administration's  efforts  to  end  the 
war  in  Indochina,  while  declaring 
that  continuation  of  the  conflict 
"cannot  be  morally  justified." 
Cbnrmiissioners  in  a  209-189  vote 
said  it  "publicly  commends  and 
supports  the  President  ...  in  his 
efforts  and  those  of  the 
government  to  bring  about  an  end 
to  the  unfortunate  conflict  in 
Indochina,  and  for  the 
disengagement  and  return  of  our 
forces." 

The  action  came  as  a 
compromise  of  opposing  positions 
on  the  issue.  The  original 
resolution  offered  to  the  Standing 
Committee  on  Church  and  Society 
called  for  "our  government's 
pledge  to  withdraw  completely  all 
U.S.  military  forces  from 
Indochina  in  the  immediate 
future." 


Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S.A.

At  a  recent  UPUSA  Assembly,

public  education  system." 

An  added  phrase  to  the 
document,  however,  emphasized 
that  the  statement  does  not  Intend 
"to  undermine  private  Christian 
sdiools  established  and  supported 
for  other  purposes  consonant  with 
the  educational  mission  of  the 
Church." 

Independent  Missions  Group 

The  explosive  issue  of  the 
relationship  of  an  independent 
missions  group,  the  Executive 
Commission  on  Overseas 
Evangelism,  to  the  official  church 
agency  responsible  for  world 
missions  sparked  vigorous  debate 
Thursday  night. 

Two  recommendations  in  the 
report  adopted  by  the  Assembly 
were  "that  the  General  Assembly 
concur  with  the  General  Council  in 
viewing  the  method  of  operation  of 


Commissioner  Will  H.  Terry,  Davidson. 


The  compromise  action  which 
was,  in  essence,  a  combination  of 
the  minority  report,  a  statement  of 
support  of  the  Nixon 
Ac^inistration,  and  a  portion  of 
the  original  recommendation-, 
brought  a  protest  from  youth 
delegates,  who  favored  the  original 
statement.  They  expressed 
"deepest  disappointment"  at  the 
Assembly's  action,  saying  in  a 
statement  that  by  commending  the 
President,  "the  statement  of  the 
General  Assembly  treats  lightly 
the  great  hurt  and  deep  frustration 
which  we  and  this  nation 
experience  arising  from  American 
involvement  in  Southeast  Asia." 
The  protest,  with  41  signatures, 
was  entered  into  the  minutes.  A 
group  of  Commissioners  also 
recorded  their  protest. 

Private  Christian  Schools 
Blood  pressure  rose  again  with 
the  resolution  on  public  education, 
which  some  opposing 
Commissioners  took  to  be  a  blow 
against  "private  Christian 
schools." 

In  its  action,  the  Assembly 
commended  Presbyteries, 
Sessions,  pastors  and  church 
members  who  have  exhibited 
support  of  public  education  "and 
especially  those  who  have  refused 
to  allow  their  church  educational 


ECOE  as  a  grave  departure  from 
the  orderly  processes  of  the  church 
which  are  designed  to  protect  its 
unity  and  its  peace"  and  "that  the 
General  Assembly  declare  to  the 
missionaries  and  members  of  the 
church  that  the  possible  temporary 
gain  for  parts  of  the  overseas 
mission  that  might  be  realized  by 
money  given  through  ECOE,  as  it 
is  presently  operating,  is  far 
outweighed  by  the  likelihood  of 
grievous  harm  to  the  life  and 
health  of  the  church  by 
solicitations  or  offers  of  support 
that  are  made  in  a  divisive  or 
irregular  manner." 

One  of  the  key  points  centered  on 
the  fact  that  the  unauthorized 
agency  intended  that  its 
"missionary  activity  will  take 
place  largely  within" 
denomination.  That  meant 
funds  would  be  solicited 
individuals  and  congregations  of 
the  Church  in  disregard  of  the 
Board  of  World  Missions  policy, 
and  that  ECOE  intended  to  send  its 
own  people  where  and  when  it 
would  without  regard  to  the  World 
Missions  Board  activities. 
Synod  Restructure 

A  two-page  map  in  the  back  of 
the  handbook  for  Commissioners 
became  the  center  of  attention  for 
the  Assembly  during  the  report  of 
the  Ad  Interim  Committee  on

in  Committee  meetings  and  the 
right  to  speak  but  not  vote  on  the 
Assembly  floor.  There  were  70 
Youth  Delegates  in  attendance  at 
the  111th  General  Assembly 
meeting  at  Massanetta  Springs, 
Virginia,  June  13-18. 

The  two  Davidson  students  were 
Russell  Meritt,  Jr.,  of  Roanoke, 
Virginia,  an  editor  of  Davidson's 
Student  newspaper;  and  Carter 
Moffet  of  Staunton,  Virginia,  a 
coed  exchange  student  from  Mary 
Baldwin  College.  The  third  youth 
delegate  from  Davidson,  Peter  H. 
Hobble  of  Little  Rock,  Arkansas, 
was  president  of  Davidson's 
student  body  in  1969-70,  and  is 
assistant  to  President  Spencer  in 
1970-71. 

Merritt,  chairman  of  the  Youth 
Delegation,  was  elected  by  the 
Assembly  to  serve  on  the  Board  of 
Christian  Education. 

Restructuring  Synods  and 
Presbyteries.  The  map,  which 
showed  proposed  restructured 
Synod  lines  for  the  958,000-member 
denomination,  brought  the 
Commissioners  to  more  than  two 
hours  of  debate.  When  the  smoke  of 
action  finally  cleared,  the  map  and 
its  implications  for  the  Church 
were  intact,  but  by  a  very  narrow 
margin. 

The  majority  report  called  for  a 
convention  to  reorganize  "not  later 
than  the  spring  of  1972."  There  will 
be  a  second  meeting  after 
February  1,  1973,  and  that  July  1, 
1973,  would  be  the  "effective  legal 
date  for  the  establishment  of  the 
proposed  new  Synods  and  the 
Presbyteries  which  they  create." 

The  Ad  Interim  Committee  had 
divided  the  Church  into  seven 
Synods  from  the  present  fifteen. 
TTiey  are  simply  designated  "A" 
through  "G"  and  do  not  run  strictly 
along  state  lines.  According  to 
Standing  Committee  Chairmen 
Roscoe  R.  Nix  of  Silver  Spring, 
Maryland,  the  proposed 
restructure  is  an  attempt  to  bring 
the  Church  into  relevance  with  a 
mobile  society. 

Other  Actions 
Other  action  taken  by  the 
Assembly  were  the  approval  of  a 
benevolence  budget  for  1972  of 
$9,047,000;  the  appointment  of  new 
members  to  the  various  agencies 
and  boards  of  the  (3iurch;  the 
turning  down  of  a  recommendation 
to  authorize  non-voting  women 
delegates  to  future  Assemblies  for 
fear  that  Presbyteries  would  then 
refuse  to  elect  official  women 
Commissioners;  and  the  decision 
to  allow  the  Board  of  Christian 
Education  to  continue  relationship 
with  three  publications  which  had 
come  under  fire. 

The  111th  General  Assembly 
adjourned  at  one  o'clock  on  Friday 
afternoon,  June  18,  to  meet  in  1972 
in  it  112th  session  at  Montreat, 
North  Carolina.

The  Springwood  and  Goshen 
Presbyterian  Churches  in  Kings 
Mountain  Presbytery  were 
recently  merged  and  united  into 
one  congregation.

Bible  On  The  Moon 

HOUSTON,  TEX.  —  (PN)— The 
Bible  was  taken  to  the  moon  for  the 
first  time  in  history  because  of 
efforts  of  southern  Presbyterians. 

Astronaut  Edgar  D.  Mitchell,  a 
member  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.S.,  carried  the 
Bible  to  the  lunar  surface  during 
Apollo  14  mission  as  a  personal 
gesture  for  fellow-Presbyterian 
U.S.  John  M.  Stout. 

Stout  is  director  of  Aerospace 
Ministries  at  Houston's  Manned 
Space  Craft  Center  and  a  chaplain 
at  Pasadena,  Tex. 

The  director  said  in  a 
communication  to  Dr.  James  A. 
Millard  Jr.,  General  Assembly's 
stated  clerk,  that  the  idea  of  taking 
the  Bible  to  the  moon  originated 
with  another  southern 
Presbyterian,  and  that  the  entire 
Apollo  14  Lunar  Bible  Committee 
were  Presbyterian  U.  S.  members. 

The  Rev.  Byron  T.  Price,  pastor 
of  Faith  Presbyterian  Church  at 
Pasadena,  is  director  of  National 
Affairs  for  the  Apollo  Prayer 
League  which  made  the  Bible. 


Committee  and  "tested"  by  the 
theologians  involved.

Richmond,  Virginia— Station 
WRFK-FM,  Union  Theological 
Seminary's  radio  outlet  is  one  of  90 
non-commercial  radio  stations  in 
the  nation  operating  "liver^'  as  the 
Nation  Public  Radio  Network. 

The  Station  was  assisted  in 
qualifying  by  a  recent  grant  of 
$7,500  by  the  Corporation  for 
Public  Broadcasting.  The  station 
has  a  power  of  50,000  watts  and  an 
effective  operating  range  of  75 
miles. 

Professor  Robert  White  Kirk- 
patrick  is  Director  of  the  Audio 
Visual  Center  at  Union  Seminary 
and  has  guided  the  radio  station's 
progress  to  its  present  position  as 
the  only  Virginia  unit  to  qualify  for 
membership  in  the  National 
Public  Radio  Network. 


History  Of  Sunday 
School  Published 

New  York  (RNS)  —  Whatever 
American  Protestantism  is,  or  is 
not,  can  largely  be  attributed  to  the 
Sunday  school,  conclude  the 
authors  of  The  Big  Little  School 
(Harper  &  Row),  a  history  of  the 
Sunday  school  movement  in 
American  churches. 
Authors  Robert  Lynn  and  Elliott 
Wright  assert  that  Sunday  school  is 
"American  Protestantism's 
training  ground  ...  the  big  school  in 
matters  religious  ...  and  an 
important  little  school  in  the 
rearing  of  the  whole  nation." 

The  new  book  is  the  only  history 
of  the  Sunday  school  movement 
written  in  the  last  fifty  years.  Mr. 
Lynn  is  Professor  of  Religious 
Education  at  Union  Theological 
Seminary  in  New  York,  and  Mr. 
Wright,  on  the  staff  of  Religious 
News  Service,  is  the  author  of  two 
other  works  and  numerous 
articles.

Board  And  Staff 
Reorganized 

The  board  and  staff  of  the  Board 
of  Christian  Education 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.,  have 
been  reorganized. 

The  Board  of  Christian 
Education  located  in  Richmond, 
Va.,  now  operates  through  three 
program  Committees:  the 
Committee  on  Strategies  for 
Church  Education,  the  Committee 
on  Resources  for  Church 
Education,  and  the  Committee  on 
Church,  Higher  Education  and 
Public  Affairs.  An  Executive 
Committee  and  a  Nominations 
Committee  '  complete  board 
structure. 

The  functions  of  the  BCE,  which 
are  many,  are  clustered  into  three 
groupings  paralleling  the  Board's 
three  program  committees,  with  a 
manager  operating  in  each  area. 
The  three  managers,  with  the 
executive  secretary,  constitute  the 
management  team. 

In  addition,  a  cabinet,  consisting 
of  five  oth^  staff  persons,  has  been 
created  to  monitor  the  progress  of 
the  BCE  toward  reachingits  goals, 
to  be  the  "objective  and  friendly 
critic"  of  the  management  team, 
to  be  watchful  of  the  health  of  the 
organization  and  to  review  the 
operational  policies  of  the  Board.  It 
is  hoped  that  the  interplay  of  the 
management  team  and  the  cabinet 
will  provide  for  a  high  degree  of 
creativity  and  efficiency.

Dr.  H.  Louis  Patrick,  pastor  of 
Trinity  Presbyterian  Church, 
Charlotte,  will  preach  a  series  of  13 
sermons  on  The  Protestant  Hour 
from  July  4-September  26. 

The  Protestant  Hour  originated 
in  1945  out  of  the  independent 
broadcasting  of  Dr.  John  M. 
Alexander,  Presbyterian  Church, 
U.S.  and  Dr.  Sam  F.  Lowe, 
chairman  of  the  Southern  Radio 
Baptist  Committee.  Dr.  Alexander 
was  in  Fayetteville,  North 
Carolina,  and  Dr.  Lowe  was  in 
Atlanta,  Georgia. 

Dr.  Alexander  and  Dr.  Lowe 
were  later  joined  by  Dc,  William  F. 
Quillian  of  the  Methodist  Church 
in  the  summer  of  1945,  the  three 
men  met  to  discuss  what  could  be 
done. 

Out  of  this  meeting,  the  Southern 
Religious  Radio  Conference  was 
formed  and  each  denominational 
group  pledged  to  broadcast  on  a 
semi-cooperative  basis  for  the 
following  programs:  "The  Baptist 
Hour,"  "The  Presbyterian  Hour," 
and  "The  Methodist  Hour." 

In  1946  the  first  Protestant  Hour 
program  was  broadcast  in  January 
on  an  ll-station  telephone  hook-up. 

This  is  the  26th  consecutive  year 
The  Protestant  Hour  has  been 
broadcast,  and  surveys  show  that 
the  audience  numbers  at  least  ten 
million  people.

Of  September  Meeting 


Raleigh  Presbyterians  Provide 

Housing  For  The  Elderly 


Presbyterians  from  the  western 
Presbyteries  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  will  gather  in  the  First 
Church  in  Hickory  on  Sunday 
afternoon,  September  19  to 
exchange  viewpoints  on  the 
persistent  issue  of  presbytery 
boundaries.  John  Mack  Walker, 
Jr.,  Chairman  of  Synod's 
Administrative  Commission  will 
preside  at  this  open  meeting 
arranged  at  the  request  of  the 
boundary  commissions  of  the 
presbyteries  of  Kings  Mountain, 
Concord,  and  Winston-Salem.  It  is 
open  to  all  Presbyterians  from 
these  presbyteries. 

The  September  19  meeting  in 
Hickory  is  the  latest  development 
in  a  continuing  effort  by  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina  to  draw  the 
boundaries  of  its  presbyteries  to 
conform  with  current  church 
population  trends  and  General 
Assembly  guidelines.  In  1970  Synod 
adopted  the  Wilmington  Plan  for 
realignment  of  presbytery 
boundaries  and  appointed  a 
commission  which  grouped  the 
present  presbyteries  of  Kings 
Mountain,  Concord  and 
Winston-Salem  in  a  single  unit.  In 
1971  Synod  ratified  the  action  of  its 
commission,  but  appointed  a  new 
commission  to  reconsider  this 
question  as  it  relates  to  the  western 
presbyteries  and  to  divide  the  new 
presbytery,  if  desirable,  into  not 
more   than   two  units. 

This  commission  is  scheduled  to 
meet  on  October  5.  Chairman 
Walker  noted  that  "it  has  been  our 
hope  all  along  that  some  consensus 
of  planning  will  come  from  these 
western  Presbyterians  but  we 
recognize  that  the  final  decision 
must  be  made  by  Synod  as  it  acts 
through  its  commission." 


A  planning  group  has  been 
appointed  by  the  new  presbytery 
and  commissions  fron|  each  of 
three  existing  units  have  continued 
to  work  together  on  the  problem. 
Reverend  Walker  commented 
further,  "I  would  hope  that  the 
meeting  of  church  people  from  our 
three  western  Presbyteries  at  the 
First  Church  in  Hickory  on  Sunday

Presbyterian  Survey  Board  Reorganized 


On  January  1,  1972,  all  of  the 
responsibilities  and  resources  of 
Presbyterian  Survey  will  be 
transferred  to  the  General  Council 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S. 

The  111th  General  Assembly 
meeting  in  June  authorized  the 
organization  of  a  Communication 
Council  in  an  effort  to  coordinate 
the  denomination's  mass  media 
enterprises.  The  new  Council  is 
comprised  of  six  members  each  of 
the  General  Council's 
Communication  Committee,  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  Presbyterian 
Survey  and  TRAV  (television, 
radio  and  audio-visual  agency). 

TRAV  will  continue  to  operate  as 
a  separate  agency.  The  board  of 
Directors  of  Survey  will  be 
dissolved,  and  Dr.  E.A.  Dean,  its 
executive  director,  will  assume 
responsibility  for  periodicals, 
Prebyterian  News  Service  and 
creative  services  under  the 
General  Council  as  Secretary  for 
print  media.

Ground  breaking  exercises  were 
held  in  Raleigh  on  August  15  for  the 
construction  of  Capital  Towers,  an 
apartment  complex  for  moderate 

income  senior  citizens. 

The  project,  sponsored  by  the 
Raleigh  Presbyterian  Urban 
Council,  is  designed  to  meet  the 
needs  of  those  elderly  and 
handicapped  people  whose 
incomes  are  above  the  levels  set 
for  admission  to  public  housing 
projects,  but  below  that  needed  to 
pay  the  rentals  for  adequate 
private  housing. 

In  July,  1969,  the  Raleigh 
Presbyterian  Urban  Council 
recognized  the  need  for  adequate 
housing  for  senior  citizens  on 
limited,  fixed  incomes.  Out  of  that 
recognization  grew  plans  for  the 
apartment  complex  known  as 
Capital  Towers. 

Wide  Cross-Section 

The  new  12-story  apartment 
complex,  being  built  on  Six  Forks 
Road  nearthe  North  Hills  shopping 
center  in  Raleigh,  will  contain  77 
efficiency  apartments  and  131-one 
bedroom  apartments.  It  is 
anticipated  that  rents,  utilities 
included,  will  range  from  $85  to  a 
maximum  of  $115  a  month,  thus 
reaching  a  wide  cross-section  of 
elderly  citizens. 

Admittance  wiU  be  made  by 
application  to  and  approval  by  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  Capital 
Towers,  Inc.  It  is  anticipated  that 
this  will  result  in  a  compatible 
community  of  people  of  all 
denominations,  yet  in  an 
atmosphere  of  security  which  stUl 
permits  independent  living. 

Robert  W.  Shoffner,  president  of 
Capital  Towers,  Inc.  points  out  that 
the  directors  would  like  to  have  all 
of  the  apartments  taken  by  the 
time  the  building  is  completed. 
Completion  is  estimated  to  be 
within  eighteen  months.

under  provisions  of  the  202-236 
Program  of  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development 
which  permits  assistance  for 
development  of  non-profit 
organizations  to  serve  moderate 
income  senior  citizens. 

At  a  special  news  conference  in 
the  Raleigh  Congressional  office, 
Congressman  Nick  Galifianakis 
announced  in  February  that  he  had 
received  approval  of  federal  funds 
for  the  $3.5  million  apartment 
complex. 

The  moderate-income  elderly, 
said  Galifianakis  "have  been  the 
largely  forgotten  group.  These 
men  and  women  and  women 
constitute  the  stable,  middle-class 
element  of  our  society.  Living  on 
fixed,  retirement  incomes,  they 
have  been  most  gravely  punished 
by  spiral  inflation  that  has  hit  all 
segments  of  our  society." 

Residency  in  the  new  apartment 
complex  will  be  limited  to  persons 
in  good  health  62  years  of  age  or 
over  or  whose  husband  or  wife  is  62 
or  over. 

Urban  Council 
Capital  Towers,  Inc.,  has  been 
set    up    as    an  independent 
organization   by   the  Raleigh 
Presbyterian  Urban  Council  with 


members  of  the  Council  serving  as 
its  first  directors.  The  directors  of 
Capital  Towers,  Inc.  are  Rhoda 
Calfee,  George  Elliott,  Robert  T. 
Hedrick,  Jack  T.  Still,  Jr.,  Frances 
Thomas,  H.  Gray  Hutchinson,  the 
Rev.  H.  Edwin  Pickard,  the  Rev. 
Al  Dimmock,  and  Robert  W. 
Shoffner,  president. 

The  sponsoring  agency,  the 
Raleigh  Presbyterian  Urban 
Council,  was  originally  the  Raleigh 
Presbyterian  Council  established 
around  1950.  The  purpose  of  the 
original  Council  was  to  serve  as  a 
coordinating  group  for  the  efforts 
of  the  Presbyterian  churches  in  the 
Raleigh  area. 

In  February  of  1969,  the 
Presbyterian  Urban  Council  of 
Raleigh  was  established.

Committee  On  Church  Union — 


Union  Opponent  Appointed 


An  out-spoken  opponent  of  union 
between  the  Presbyterian  Church 
in  the  U.b.  and  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S.A. 
has  been  named  to  the  joint 
committee  negotiating  merger  of 
the  two  denominations. 

Moderator  Ben  Lacy  Rose 
announced  the  appointment  of  W. 
Jack  Williamson  of  Greenville, 
Albama,  in  response  to  a  directive 
by  the  PCUS  General  Assembly  to 
add  a  member  who  is  "not  happy" 
with  the  draft  plan  of  union. 

Williamson,  an  attorney,  is 
secretary  of  Concerned 
Presbyterians,  Inc.,  an 
independent  conservative  group 
whose  newsletter  in  February 
listed  "eleven  reasons  for  opposing 
union"  with  the  UPUSA.  The 
General  Assembly  requested  that 
the  United  Presbyterians  make  a 
similar  appointment. 

Task  Force 

The  Joint  Committee  on  Church 
Union,  meeting  in  New  York  in 
July,  voted  unanimously  to  request 
Moderator  Rose  to  appoint  a 
special  Task  Force  of  black  and 
Hispanic  Americans  to  serve  as  an 
advisory  group  to  the  Presbyterian 
U.S.  committee  negotiating  union 
with  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.S.A. 

Appointments  will  be  on  a 
provisional  basis,  with  the 
recommendation  that  they  be 
made  permanent  by  the  1972 
General  Assembly. 

A  similar  group  was  authorized 


at  the  May  meeting  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  General  Assembly  to 
formulate  suggestions  for 
improving  the  draft  plan  for 
uniting  the  million-member 
southern-based  PCUS  with  the  3.2 
million-member  UPUSA. 

The  minority  task  forces  will  be 
invited  to  the  next  meeting  of  the 
joint  committee  in  February  in 
New  Orleans. 

Wide-Spread  Study 

The  joint  committee  also 
approved  plans  for  a  wide-spread 
study  of  the  draft  plan  among 
Presbyterians  throughout  the 
nation.  Each  congregational 
governing  body  in  both 
denominations  will  be  asked  to 
name  an  officer  to  channel 
information  to  and  from  each 
church  and  the  committee.  There 
are  8,600  UPUSA  churches  and 
4,000  PCUS  churches. 

In  addition,  the  committee  will 
designate  state  or  regional 
coordinators  to  implement 
dialogue  where  membership 
overlaps  in  the  south  and  south- 
west. 

UPUSA  Stated  Clerk,  William  P. 
Thompson,  said  copies  of  the  draft 
plan  of  union  will  go  into  the  mail  in 
August.  They  will  be  sent  to  each 
minister,  clerk  of  session  and 
church  contact  persons. 

Durham  Minister 
Among  the  new  PCUS  members 
present  at  the  meeting  in  New 


York  was  the  Rev.  Wallace  M. 
Alston,  Jr.  of  Durham,  North 
Carolina.  Dr.  Alston  was  appointed 
to  the  joint  committee  by  the  lllth 
General  Assembly.  Other  new 
members  are  Dr.  R.L.D.  Davidson 
of  Fulton,  Missouri,  and  the  Rev. 
William  B.  Ward  of  Columbia, 
South  Carolina. 

Youth  Members 
Four  youth  advisors  were- 
elevated  to  full  committee 
membership  by  action  of  the 
General  Assemblies.  They  are 
Scott  Barnes  of  Columbia,  South 
Carolina  and  William  M. 
Thompson  of  Charlottesville, 
Virginia  for  PCUS;  Janice  Dreifke 
of  Louisvillee,  Kentucky  and 
Antonia  Lawrence  of  Atlanta, 
Georgia,  for  UPUSA.

Atlanta  -  As  contributions 
continue  to  come  in,  the  1971  Birth- 
day Offering  of  Presbyterian  U.  S. 
Women  of  the  Church  has  passed 
the  $300,000  mark. 

On  July  20,  the  offering  totaled 
$300,626.20.  Contributions  totaling 
$5,345.66  were  received  after  the 
announcement  was  made  on  July 
11  during  the  women's  conference 
in  Montreat  that  $295,174.54  had 
been  raised. 

The  1971  offering  will  be  used  to 
initiate  Christian  service 
ministries  to  families  in  the  Congo, 
Korea,  and  Taiwan. 

During  the  July  meeting  of  the 
Women  of  the  Church,  objectives 
for  1972  were  estabhshed.  Major 
projects  will  be  the  translation  of 
parts  of  the  Bible  into  minority 
languages  and  the  improvement  of 
the  business  studies  programs  at  a 
black  college. 

Funds  were  allocated  for 
translation  of  the  New  Testament 


into  the  Cherokee  language, 
revised  translation  in  the  Navajo 
language,  a  Cherokee-English 
edition  of  the  Gospel  of  John,  the 
Psalms  in  Choctaw  and  a  Spanish 
New  Testament. 

Funds  to  be  received  in  a  special 
offering  next  May  will  also  endow  a 
professor  of  business  at  StiUman 
College,  Tuscaloosa,  Alabama,  and 
create  scholarships  for  business 
students  at  the  denominationally  ~ 
related  black  college. 

Annual  WOC  Birthday  offerings 
have  reached  a  total  of  more  than 
$7,233,980  in  the  50  years  of  giving 
from  the  Women  of  the  Church  to 
commemorate  their  organization.

1969. 

The  denomination  has  958,195 
members  and  4,063  churches  in  16 
southern  and  southwestern  states. 

Tennessee  led  the  15  synods  in 
per  capita  giving  with  an  average 
of  $166.36.  Georgia  was  a  close 
second  at  $165.13  and  Appalachia 
third,  $161.40. 

Knoxville's  average  of  $203.73 
was  tops  among  the  73 
presbyteries. 

Other  leaders  were  Everglades 
(Florida),  $180.79;  Southwest 
Georgia,  $176.19;  Memphis, 
$176.16;  and  Winston-Salem, 
$173.08.

He 
has  been  associated  with  John 
Knox  Press  since  1966  and  has  been 
the  book  editor  since  the  fall  of 
1969.

During  the  period  Yeuell  has 
been  book  editor,  John  Knox  Press 
has  sought  to  develop  a  Christian 
literature  by  authors  who  are 
ekperimenting  with  cultural 
resources,  such  as  drama,  films, 
literature,  music  and  art.

The  three-day  meeting  zeroed  in 
on  three  major  systems  at  the 
heart  of  the  proposed  new 
structure.

These 
executives  will  be  responsible  for 
keeping  their  regions  appraised  of 
the  work  in  the  central  structure, 
while  keeping  the  central  agency 
informed  about  and  responsive  to 
trends  in  the  regions. 

The  high  value  of 
communication  in  the  life  of  the 
church  was  stressed  again.  Ways 
were  soughi  to  clarify  and 
formalize  statements  in  the 
proposed  plan  dealing  with  the  role 
of  communication  throughout  the 
structure. 

The  committee  made  plans  to 
hear  reactions  from  other  groups. 
Dates  were  set  for  sessions  with 
the  General  Council,  Board  of 
World  Missions  and  the  Council  on 
Church  and  Society.

Queens,  Presbyterian  Hospital 
Makes  Plans  For  The  Fall 


St.  Andrews  Presbyterian 
College  is  the  only  Presbyterian 
School  to  receive  a  grant  for 
Special  Services  from  the  Office  of 
Education  of  the  Department  of 
Health,  Education,  and 
Welfare. 

Congressman  Earl  Ruth 
announced  recentlv  that  St. 
Andrews  is  recipient  of  a  $50,000 
grant  from  HEW.  The  one-year , 
grant  will  enable  St.  Andrews  to 
continue  and  enlarge  its  services 
for  physically  disabled  students. 
Included  among  the  programs 
scheduled  for  enlargment  are 
adaptive  physical  education 
courses,  physical  therapy,  and 
driver  education  courses. 

The  grant  also  includes  a  modest 
amount  to  explore  ways  of  pro- 
viding modular  housing,  custom 
designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
severely  handicapped  student. 
Currently  the  handicapped 
students  are  living  in  each  of  the 
four  one-story  dormitories.  The  St. 
Andrews  program,  under  the 
direction  of  Robert  M.  Urie,  has 


grown  from  one  student  in  1962  to 
over  30  physically-disabled 
students  this  year.  The  lakeside 
campus  was  designed  to 
accommodate  students  confined  to 
wheelchairs  and  crutches  by 
removing  architectural  barriers 
from  the  original  plans. 


The  St.  Andrews  project  is  one  of 
nine  Special  Service  projects 
funded  in  North  Carolina  and  the 
only  one  exclusively  for  physically 
disabled  students.  The  other 
projects  are  designed  to  provide 
special  aid  for  disadvantaged 
students. 


UTS  Hosts  Largest 

Summer  Institute  Of  Theology 

The  1971  Summer  Institute 
of  Theology  held  at  Union 
Theological  Seminary  in  Rich- 
mond, Virginia,  in  July  was  the 
largest  to  be  held  at  the  seminary 
in  recent  years. 

The  Institute  drew  more  than  130 
registered  participants  for  the  two- 
week  session  with  participants 
coming  from  27  states  as  well  as 
Canada  and  Korea.  Half  of  those 
registered  reside  outside  the 
southern  United  States,  some 
coming  from  as  far  away  as 
Nebraska  and  Wisconsin. 


Lectures  and  discussions 
centered  around  numerous  topics, 
including  Earth's  theology  for 
preachers,  worship,  preaching 
from  the  Bible,  Christianity  and 
art,  the  military  chaplaincy,  and 
the  problems  of  our  cities. 

Worship  opportunities  and 
entertainment  were  regularly 
provided  for  the  participants  and 
their  families.  Dr.  John  H.  Leith, 
Professor  of  Historical  Theology  at 
the  seminary,  was  the  director  of 
the  Institute. 


Charlotte,  N.  C.  -  Reviving  a  30- 
year  cooperative  effort, 
Presbyterian  Hospital  and  Queens 
College  will  join  hands  this  fall  in 
the  education  of  nursing  students. 

Recognizing  the  acute  shortage 
of  trained  medical  personnel  and 
the  need  to  make  fullest  use  of 
available  resources,  Presbyterian 
Hospital  President  J.  P. 
Richardson  and  Queens  College 
President  John  E.  Smylie 
announced  recently  that  the  two 
institutions  have  agreed  to  resume 
a  cooperative  program  of  nursing 
education. 

Under  the  new  plan,  developed 
by  Miss  Anne  Pleasants  White, 
director  of  nursing  education  at 
Presbyterian  Hospital,  and  Dr. 
Alfred  0 'Canon,  Dean  of  Queens 
College,  the  college  will  provide 
academic  courses  for  about  85 
freshmen  nursing  students 
expected  to  enroll  September  7  at 
Presbyterian  Hospital  School  of 
Nursing.  One  second-year  course 
also  will  be  taken  at  Queens  to  give 
the  nursing  students  a  total  of  30 
hours  of  college  credit.  The 
academic  courses  form  the  basis  of 
further  study  at  the  School  of 
Nursing  under  its  three-year 
diploma  plan  for  preparing 
Registered  Nurse  candidates. 

In  a  previous  relationship 
from  the  fall  of  1935  to  the  spring 
of  1965,  the  college  and  the  hospital 
shared  nursinj  education  plans 
that  included  the  offering  of  a 
Bachelor  of  Science  degree  and  a 
Diploma  in  Nursing. 

Both  presidents  viewed  the 
program  as  a  bene^'it  to  students 
and  community.  The  new  step,

Spencer  Named  To 
Advisory  Council 

Samuel  R.  Spencer  Jr.,  president 
of  Davidson  College,  has  'oeen 
selected  as  a  member  of  the 
advisory  council  of  presidents  of 
the  national  Association  of 
Governing  Boards  (AGB)  of 
Universities  and  Colleges. 

The  AGB  is  a  national 
association  of  governing  boards 
such  as  trustees  and  regents  for 
some  800  of  the  nation's  colleges 
and  universities. 

Its  advisory  council  of  presidents 
serves  to  provide  a  means  of 
communication  between 
presidents  of  representative 
member  institutions  and  the  AGB's 
board  of  directors,  according  to  an 
AGB  spokesman. 


Smylie  said,  indicates  Queens' 
interest  in  diverse  student  needs; 
Richardson  said  the  solid 
academic  foundation  not  only  will 
benefit  the  three-year  students  but 
also  might  encourage  others  to  go 
on  for  a  college  degree. 

"At  a  time  when  North  Carolina 
and  the  larger  community 
desperately  need  medical 
personnel,"  Smyhe  said,  "Queens 
is  re-entering  a  field  in  which  we 
have  had  experience  and  now  have 
greatly  improved  facilities,  such 
as  the  new  science  building." 

It  is  thought  that  both  institutions 
will  benefit  from  recruitment 
appeal  of  the  arrangement. 
"Private  higher  education 
recognizes  the  need  to  become 
more  practically  oriented,"  Smylie 
said,  "and  the  cooperative  nursing 
program  should  be  very  attractive 
to  students  who  want  such  an 
approach."  Richardson  said  he 
expected  the  chance  to  use  Queens' 
resources  would  be  "most 
appealing"  to  the  hospital's 
prospective  nursing  students.

Professor  Attends  Conference 

On  Afro -American  Affairs 


The  work  of  Richard  Wright,  one 
of  the  earliest  black  American 
writers  to  gain  international 
acceptance,  was  the  basis  for  a 
seminar  attended  recently  by  Mrs. 
Grace  McSpadden  White,  assistant 
Professor  of  English  and  College 
Counselor  at  St.  Andrews 
Presbyterian  College. 

Mrs.  White  was  one  of  30 
scholars  from  colleges  and 
universities  across  the  United 
States  invited  to  participate  in  a 
two-week  conference  at  the 
Institute  of  Afro-American  Affairs 
at  the  University  of  Iowa,  July  18- 
31.  The  seminar  was  organized 
around  the  study  of  Richard 
Wright,  author  of  Native  Son,  his 
novel  which  has  become 
recognized  as  a  classic  in 
American  literature. 

Lecturers  at  the  seminar 
included  some  of  the  most 
important  black  writers  in 
America,  as  well  as  outstanding 
scholars  in  black  studies.  Ralph 
Ellison,  author  of  Invisible  Man, 
and  professor  at  New  York 
University  opened  the  conference. 
James  Baldwin,  perhaps  the  best- 
known  black  writer  in  America 
today,  also  addressed  the 
conference. 

Under  a  grant  from  the 
Piedmont  University  Center,  Mrs. 
White  is  currently  engaged  in  the 
preparation  of  a  coUege  textbook 


including  literature  by  black 
writers  and  criticism  of  that 
literature  by  black  and  white 
scholars.  Mrs.  White  introduced 
the  first  courses  in  black  literature 
at  St.  Andrews,  and  her  courses 
enjoy  a  considerable  student 
demand  from  black  and  white 
undergraduates.

Published 

The  third  edition  of  Trans- 
Allegheny  Pioneers  by  Dr.  John  P. 
Hale,  first  published  in  1886,  was 
recently  released.  - 

Dr.  Harold  J.  Dudley,  recently 
retired  General  Secretary  of  the 
Synod  <rf  North  Carolina,  edited  the 
third  edition  and  announced  its 
publication. 

Trans-Allegheny  Pioneers  is  the 
story  of  early  settlers  in  the  Valley 
of  Virginia  and  the  regions  beyond 
to  the  west.  The  principal 
character  is  Mary  Draper  Ingles, 
whose  remarkable  story  is 
fascinating  and  highly  readable. 
The  book  graphically  reports  the 
Massacre  of  Draper's  Valley  on  the 
exact  location  of  the  Virginia 
Polytechnic  Institute  campus  at 
Blacksburg,  Virginia,  the  morning 
of  July  30.  1755.  Mrs.  Ingles,  her 
sister-in-law,  and  several  children 
were  spared  as  captives,  through 
others  were  murdered  in  cold 
blood. 

The  captives  were  separated  and 
Mrs.  Ingles  was  taken  to  Big  Salt 
Lick.  She  escaped  and  made  her 
way  home  through  800  miles  of 
wilderness,  finally  arriving  there 
stark  naked  in  the  dead  of  winter. 

In  addition  to  the  Mary  Ingles 
story,  the  book  contains  hundreds 
of  accounts  of  families  of  the 
Colonial  period  in  Virginia. 
Included  are  authentic  accoimts  of 
some  of  the  well-known  Indians  of 
the  period,  such  as  the  famous 
"Cornstalk,"  Tecumseh,  and 
Logan.

"The  Church  Of  The  Past" 

Dr.  Wiley,  a  son  of  the  church, 
spoke  on  "The  Church  in  the  Past" 
and  took  his  text  from  Hebrews: 


"Jesus  Christ  is  the  same 
yesterday,  today  and  forever." 

"The  Church  Of  The  Future" 
Dr.  Williamson's  subject  was 
"The  Church  in  the  Future"  and 
his  text  was  from  I  Peter:  "You 
are  a  chosen  race,  a  royal 
priesthood,  a  holy  nation,  Crod's 
own  people,  that  you  may  declare 
the  wonderful  deeds  of  Him  who 
called  you  out  of  darkness  into  His 
marvelous  light." 

The  church  was  founded  by  Dr. 
Jonathan  Otis  Freeman  on  August 
4,  1821,  with  13  members  and 
immediately  became  a  member  of 
Concord  Presbytery.  Dr. 
Freeman,  minister,  doctor,  and 
teacher,  was  the  leader  for  the 
group  which  met  in  The  Old 
Lutheran  Church.  Dr.  Freeman 
served  as  the  minister  of  the 
church  for  five  years  until  1826

Churches  Challenged  To 
Help  Shape  Future  Of  TV 

Washington,  D.  C.  (RNS)  —  The 
future  of  American  com- 
munication media,  especially 
television,  looks  so  bad  that  the 
Churches  are  challenged  on  moral 
and  practical  grounds  to  help 
develop  a  massive  response  to  the 
problem,  according  to  a  National 
Council  of  Churches  executive. 

The  Rev.  William  Fore,  head  of 
the  NCC's  Broadcast  and  Film 
Commission  (BFC)  predicted  that 
economics  will  lead  to  a  breakup  of 
the  television  networks  as  they 
exist,  with  the  phase-out  of  the 
"large,  responsible  news  gathering 
agencies"  currently  functioning. 


He  did  not  think  that  cable  TV 
can  fill  the  gap,  serving  national  or 
community  needs  without  better 
rules  and  a  better  mechanism  for 
creating  cable  systems  than  now 
exist. 

Mr.  Fore  said  the  churches  must 
be  concerned  with  com- 
munciations  since  it  becomes 
a  "moral  problem— the  kind  of 
moral  problem  that  has  to  do  with 
the  whole  society  rather  than  with 
an  individual." 

Mr.  Fore  was  one  of  the  keynote 
speakers  at  the  TRAV  Conference 
held  at  Montreat  in  July.

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Albemarle  Churchmen  Hear 

Report  On  Migrant  Ministry 


Camp  Albemarle  was  the  site  of 
the  summer  meeting  of  Albemarle 
Presbytery  on  July  13. 

Following  a  taped  address  from 
the  pre-General  Assembly 
Conference  by  Dr.  James  A. 
Wharton  on  "The  Church  in 
Mission  to  a  World  in  Crisis",  the 
Rev.  John  N.  Miller,  Chairman  of 
the  Camp  and  Conference  Council, 
welcomed  the  Presbytery  and  gave 
information  about  how  the  camp 
operates  and  how  it  is  maintained. 

Woodson  P.  Booth  was  elected 
moderator  with  Thomas  M.  Davis 
serving  as  stated  clerk  and  Daniel 
K.  Snyder  as  recording  clerk. 
There  were  28  ministers,  31  ruling 
elders  and  8  visitors  present. 

Migrant  Ministry 
During  the  meeting,  an  appeal 
that  Presbyterian  Churches  in 
Eastern  North  Carolina  not 
abandon  the  tradition  of  the 
Protestant  Reformers  was  made. 

Dr.  Harold  White,  chairman  of 
the  North  Carolina  Council  of 
Churches  Committee  on 
Ministry  with  Migrants  and  also  a 
member  of  the  presbytery,  pointed 
out  that  an  important  part  of  the 
reformation  was  to  help  poor 
peasants  break  the  chains  of 
servitude  imposed  on  them  by 
priests,  kings  and  feudal  lords  of 
the  land  they  tilled,  and  that  this 
result  was  achieved  by  giving  too 
priority  to  the  ministry  of  the 
whole  gospel,  in  both  its  spiritual 
and  its  social  aspects.  Thus  "power 
to  the  people"  was  gained,  not  for 
selfish  reasons,  but  that  all  for 
God's  people  might  exercise  the 
priesthood  of  believers. 

Although  the  Presbytery  has 
supported  a  ministry  to  migrant 
farmers  in  part  of  its  area.  White 
pointed  out  that  other  parts  of  the 
Presbytery  have  farms  using 
migrants  who  are  not  reached  by 
any  nearby  churches.  He  urged 
churches  in  the  Presbytery  whose 
members  are  engaged  in  many 
farming  and  farm-related 
businesses  to  apply  the  gospel  in 
matters  concerning  the  relation 
between  farm  owners,  farm 
workers  and  consumers.  He  urged 
churchmen  to  inform  themselves 
about  efforts  by  all  three  groups  to 
gain  power  and  self-determination 
in   matters   that   affect  their

Historic  Church 
Hosts  Homecoming 

One  of  the  Synod's  oldest 
churches  held  its  annual 
homecoming  recently. 

Brittain  Presbyterian  Church, 
located  ten  miles  north  of 
Rutherfordton  and  organized  in 
1768,  celebrated  its  203rd 
anniversary  on  August  3. 

The  ministers  for  the 
homecoming  service  were  Dr. 
Donald  Mitchell,  academic  Dean  of 
Montreat  Anderson  College, 
Montreat,  North  Carolina;  and  the 
Rev.  A.  H.  Key,  former  pastor  of 
the  historic  church. 

Brittain  Church  is  one  of  the 
oldest  continuous  churches  of  any 
denomination  in  North  Carolina 
west  of  the  Catawba  River  and  is 
the  fifth  oldest  Presbyterian 
church  in  the  state. 

The  first  pastor  was  the  Rev. 
Daniel  Thatcher,  who  along  with  23 
other  settlers  from  Gettysburg, 
Pennsylvania,  established  the 
church  in  1768. 

Descendants  of  many  of  the 
charter  members  are  still  active  in 
Brittain  Church  and  others  are 
leaders  in  two  "daughter 
churches",  Duncan's  Creek  and 
Union  Mills.

The  Rev.  Marion  Phillips  has 
been  installed  as  pastor  of  the 
Church  of  Reconciliation  in  Chapel 
Hill. 

Dr.  Phillips,  a  native  of 
Orangeburg,  South  Carolina, 
received  his  B.A.  Degree  in 
Religion  and  Philosophy  from 
Clark  College,  Atlanta;  the  Master 
of  Theology  degree  from  Chicago 
Theological  Seminary;  and  the 
Doctor  of  Ministry  degree  from  the 
University  of  Chicago  Divinity 
School. 

He  was  president  of  the  Student

Annuity  Income 
Rates  Increased 

The  Presbyterian  Foundation 
has  announced  for  the  first  time 
since  1965  Gift  Annuity  rates  have 
been  increased.  The  Conference  on 
Gift  Annuities,  meeting  in  St.  Louis 
in  April  1971,  voted  the  increase  to 
become  effective  on  agreements 
written  after  June  1.

A  Gift  Annuity  is  a  legal 
arrangement  drawn  between  The 
Presbyterian  Foundation  and  the 
purchaser.  It  is  both  an  investment 
and  a  gift  with  part  of  the  principal 
being  paid  the  annuitant  during 
lifetime  and  the  remaining 
principal  going  as  a  gift  to  support 
that  part  of  the  Church's  program 
which  the  individual  designates. 
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1971  Meeting- 
Synod  Endorses  Call  For  Prison  Reform

Book  Review 


The  Synod  of  North  CaroHna  has 
adopted  a  firm  stand  on  the  need 
for  prison  reform  in  North 
Carolina. 

During  its  158th  annual  session, 
meeting  at  St.  Andrews 
Presbyterian  College  in  June,  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  approved 
a  policy  statement  drafted  by  its 
committee  on  Church  and  Society 
entitled  "Prison  Reform  and 
Christian  Responsibility." 

The  full  text  of  the  paper  follows : 
"Prison  Reform  and 
Christian  Responsibility" 

"Christ  calls  his  people  to  regard 
with  compassion  the  outcast  the 
stranger,  the  sojourner,  the  sinner, 
the  criminal  offender.  The  God  of 
Jesus  Christ  is  one  who  identifies 
with  those  who  are  rejected  by 
society.  In  the  New  Testament 
Jesus  says  that  his  mission  is  to 
proclaim  release  to  the  captives 
and  to  set  at  liberty  those  who  are 
oppressed.  In  the  famous  Parable 
of  the  Last  Judgment  he  says  that 
service  to  him  includes  ministering 
to  the  person  in  prison. 

Furthermore,  Christ  teaches 
that  men  cannot  be  divided  sharply 
into  categories  of  good  and  bad, 
innocent  and  criminal.  In  the  light 
of  Christ  the  moral  differences 
between  people  become  relatively 
unimportant.  All  have  fallen  short, 
and  none  has  the  right  to  cast 
stones  of  rejection  and  contempt. 

"Christ  teaches  further  that  the 
Father  seeks  to  help  every  man, 
regardless  of  his  merits  or 
demerits.  In  the  Bible  God  is  seen 
as  one  who  has  a  special  concern 
for  lost  sheep  and  lost  sons.  The 
ethical  meaning  of  this  is  that 
Christian  people  cannot  confine 
any  human  being  to  the  social 
trash  heap  and  forget  him. 

"With  specific  reference  to 
criminal  offenders  and  to  the 
inmates  of  prisons,  our  desire  for 
them  is  that  they  be  helped,  healed, 
and  equipped  to  live  in  a  useful  and 
lawful  way. 

Schools  Of  Crime 

"In  the  past  two  years  a  number 
of  church  groups  and  church 
iparters  have  been  involved  in  a 
study  of  the  North  Carolina  prison 
system.  Along  with  others  they 
have  discovered  that  the  prisons  of 
our  State  tend  to  be  schools  of 
crime.  They  tend  to  be  places 
where  human  personality  is 
twisted  and  destroyed.  There  is 
much  truth  in  the  contention  that 
the  crimes  which  society  commits 
against  inmates  of  the  prisons  far 
exceed  the  crimes  which  those 
persons  have  committed  against 
society. 

"This  situation  damages  not  only 
the  inmate  but  society.  Most 
inmates  in  prison  go  back  into  free 
society.  Sixty-five  percent  of  these 
commit  other  crimes  and  are 
returned  to  prison,  thus 
demonstrating  that  the 
correctional  system  does  not 
generally  succeed  in  its  function  of 
modifying  behavior.  Thus  the 
case  for  reforming  the  penal 
system  can  be  made  from  a 
pragmatic  point  of  view  as  well  as 
from  a  Christian  point  of  view. 

"Therefore,  this  Synod 
expresses  its  urgent  desire  for 
positive  changes  in  the  prison 
system  so  that  prisons  might 
become  centers  ot  help  and 
healing.  We  join  our  voices  with 
those  of  Governor  Scott,  the  North 
Carolina  Bar  Association,  and 
others  in  asking  the  1971  General 
Assembly  of  North  Carolina  to 
appropriate  the  necessary  funds 
and  to  take  whatever  legislative 
action  is  necessary  for  the 
humanizing  of  our  State's  prison 
system.  We  express  our  support  for 
the  implementation  of  a  philosophy 
which  stresses  the  importance  of 
correction  and  rehabilitation  in  the 
prison  system. 

Specific  Aspects 

"Some  of  the  specific  aspects  of 
this  kind  of  change  in  the  prison 
system  should  include:  (1)  the 


provision  for  each  prisoner  of  a 
quiet  and  safe  place  free  from 
physical  molestation  at  night;  (  2) 
the  expansion  and  improvement  of 
correctional  treatment  programs, 
including  additional  staff  in  this 
area;  and  (3)  the  elimination  of  the 
highway  quota  which  requires  2400 
inmates  to  work  on  public  roads. 

"Finally,  we  call  upon  the 
churches  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  to  become  involved  in  this 
effort;  to  become  sensitized 
themselves  to  the  needs  for  change 
in  the  prison  system;  to  express 
their  convictions  to  their 
representatives  in  the  General 
Assembly  and  to  policy  makers;  to 
participate  in  educational 
programs  relating  to  corrections; 
and  to  develop  forms  of  direct 
ministry  to  inmates  of  the  prison. 

"Recommendations: 
1.  That  Synod  adopt  the  paper  on 


"Prison  Reform  and  Christian 
Responsibility"  and  send  it  to  all 
Sessions  for  study  and  action. 

2.  That  Synod  send  copies  of  the 
paper  on  "Prison  Reform  and 
Christian  Responsibility"  to 
appropriate  committees  and 
legislators  in  the  North  Carolina 
General  Assembly. 

3.  That  we  commend  the  North 
Carolina  General  Assembly  for  its 
recent  legislation  to  eliminate  the 
highway  work  quota  by  July  1, 
1973." 

During  the  report  of  the 
committee,  the  chairman,  the  Rev. 
Robert  H.  Ramey,  Jr.,  Sewlyn 
Avenue  Presbyterian  Church, 
Charlotte,  acknowledged  the  debt 
of  the  committee  to  Collins 
Kilburn,  director  of  Social 
Ministries  of  the  North  Carolina 
Council  of  Churches,  for  his 
contribution  to  their  thinking  with 
respect  to  prison  reform. 


New  Counseling  Course  Offered 

Direct  Service  To  Inmates 


The  Chaplaincy  Service  of  the 
North  Carolina  Department  of 
Correction,  Central  Prison,  has 
announced  an  introductory  quarter 
of  Clinical  Pastoral  Education. 

The  course  for  community 
clergy  is  to  be  carried  out  in  two 
locations  simultaneously:  Central 
Prison  in  Raleigh,  North  Carolina 
and  McCain  Subsidiary  just  below 
Southern  Pines,  North  Carolina. 

The  emphasis  for  these  training 
periods,  pastoral  care  and  pastoral 
counseling,  will  be  centered 
around  the  correctional  approach, 
but  will  also  deal  with  parish  care 
and  counseling.  The  workshop  will 
be  limited  to  twelve.  The  schedule 
which  will  include  some 
orientation  tours,  will  consist 
primarily  of  lectures  by  staff 
chaplains  and  other  members  of 
the  treatment  team  with  direct 
service  to  inmates  in  various 
institutions  and  parishioners  of  the 
ministers.  Discussion  seminars 
will  be  based  on  the  nature  of 


mental  illness  from  psychiatric 
and  theological  perspectives, 
pastoral  care,  crisis  situations,  and 
pastoral  care  in  long  term 
emotional  and  cultural 
deprivations. 

Courses  will  begin  in  late 
September  and  will  meet  for  half  a 
day  a  week  for  approximately 
thirty  weeks.  Accreditation 
is  through  the  Association  for 
Clinical  Pastoral  Education  and  a 
quarter  is  certifiable  as  Basic 
Clinical  Pastoral  Education.  The 
total  cost  for  participation  for  the 
proposed  program  will  be  a 
combined  fee  for  certification  and 
admission  interview  of  $200.

Meet  Me  at  the  Door  is  a  book  by 
and  about  a  remarkable  man  who 
calls  himself  "a  victim  of  grace". 
The  man  is  Ernest  Gordon,  Dean  of 
the  Chapel  at  Princeton  University 
and  the  keynote  speaker  at  the 
upcoming  Presbyterian 
Convention  in  Atlanta  Oct.  14-17. 

The  door  of  the  book's  title  is  that 
of  the  huge,  neo-Gothic  chapel 
where  Dean  Gordon  has  done  his 
ministry  for  the  past  17  years.  The 
chapel,  affectionately  and 
critically  called  the  "God-box"  by 
its  friends  and  foes,  is  a  massive 
stone  structure  used  only  for 
worship  and  an  occasional  music 
concert,  and  of  course.  Dean 
Gordon's  office.  We  worshipped 
there  frequently  during  seminary 
days  and  found  it  cold  and  Dean 
Gordan  distant  (literally)  in  the 
high,  handcarved  wooden  pulpit. 

The  coldness  of  the  chapel  fit 
well  with  the  cool,  highly 
competitive,  intellectual 
atmosphere  of  Princeton 
University.  Dean  Gordon's 
challenge  has  been  to  bridge  the 
gap  between  his  intensely  personal 
experience  of  grace  in  the  horrors 
of  a  Japanese  prisoner-of-war 
camp  during  World  War  II  (See  his 
book  Through  the  Valley  of  the 
Kwai)  and  the  impersonal 
atmosphere  of  Princeton. 

Meet  Me  at  the  Door  captures 
well  his  efforts  to  build  this  bridge 
of  grace  in  his  day  to  day 
encounters  with  students  and 
presents  a  side  of  Dean  Gordon 
which  seldom  comes  through  in  the 
chapel  worship  services. 

In  his  conversations  with 
troubled  students,  Dean  Gordon 
reveals  himself  as  a 
compassionate  man,  a  sensitive 
listener,  and  one  who  cares  deeply 
for  today's  young  person.  The  core 
of  the  book  is  memory  after 
memory  of  his  talks  with  youth 
who  have  all  sorts  of  questions  and 
difficulties-problem  pregnancies, 
concern  about  drugs,  and 
agonizing  uncertainties  about 
purpose  and  meaning  in  life.

Dean  Gordon  thinks 
himself  as  more  of 
listener  than  a  teller.  "If 
community  of  faith  has  anything  to' 
say,  it  can  only  do  so  when  it  begins 
by  listening."  There  are  occasions 
m  the  book  review  when  Dean 
Gordon's  humanness  breaks 
through.  He,  at  times,  seems  to  err 
by  giving  too  much  advice, 
especially  by  urging  marriage 
when  a  student  reports  that  his  girl 
friend  is  pregnant.  At  other  points 
his  language  seems  strained.  "The 
primeval  forces  of  the  bleak-mid- 
winter made  sport  with  me,  and 
raw-chilled  rain  water  raced  down 
the  open  collar  of  my  coat  to  freeze 
my  lately  sleeping  body."  Perhaps 
his  flair  for  the  dramatic  is  just  his 
Scottish  background  showing 
through. 

All  through  the  book,  Dean 
Gordon  expresses  a  persistent 
hope  which  is  fed  by  his 
relationships  with  students.  He 
says,  "I  was  attracted  to  the 
campus  because  I  saw  it  as  a 
situation  of  hope.  It  is  the  place  of 
youth,  the  age  when  hope 
flourishes." 

His  hope  grows  out  of  his 
experience  of  grace  and  the 
community  of  faith,  of 
brotherhood,  which  nourishes  him. 
"The  campus  is  a  place  where  a 
better  society  should  be  becoming 
as  it  reaches  out  hopefully  to 
attain  universal  brotherhood." 

The  community  of  faith  which 
calls  itself  Presbyterian  will  enjoy 
hearing  and  meeting  Dean  Gordon 
inside  the  door  of  the  Atlanta  Civic 
Center  as  we  gather  as  brothers  in 
October.

Call  For  Reconciliation 

"Peace,  Unity,  And  Purity" 


The  need  to  work  toward 
reconciling  divisive  groups  within 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
U.S.  is  cited  in  a  recent 
communication  from  the  Church's 
chief  executive  officer. 

Dr.  James  A.  Millard,  Jr.,  of 
Atlanta,  Stated  Clerk  of  the 
Church,  pointed  out  this  need  in  a 
letter  addressed  to  each  stated 
clerk  of  the  15  Synods  and  73 
Presbyteries  in  the  Church.  His 
letter  focuses  attention  on 
programs  of  reconciliation 
requested  by  the  111th  General 
Assembly  at  its  meeting  in  June  in 
Massanetta  Springs,  Virginia. 

The  denomination's  highest 


governing  body  called  on  its  boards 
and  agencies  "to  institute  a 
positive  program  of  reconciliation 
of  the  various  factions  within  our 
denomination.  .  ." 

In  adopting  an  overture  (request 
for  action)  from  Knoxville 
Presbytery,  the  body  also 
instructed  the  Synods  "and  their 
member  Presbyteries  to  institute 
such  programs  of  reconciliation." 

The  message  also  noted  that  a 
resolution  of  "decency  and  order  in 
the  Church"  was  answered  by  this 
same  call  for  programs  of 
reconciliation.  The  resolution 
asked  the  Assembly  to  urge 
sessions  and  presbyteries  to  take

Davidson  College  will  receive  at 
least  $4,000  per  year  as  its  share  of 
the  income  from  a  trust  fund 
created  by  the  late  Mrs.  Senah  C. 
Kent  of  Winston-Salem. 

"Davidson  is  grateful  that  Mrs. 
Kent  expressed  her  interest  in  and 
concern  for  the  college  through  her 
trust  fund,"  said  C.  David  Cornell, 
Davidson's  vice  president  -  finance 
and  development. 

Mrs.  Kent,  the  widow  of  a  former 
director  of  the  R.  J.  Reynolds 
Tobacco  Co.  (now  R.  J.  Reynolds 
Industries),  left  a  total  estate, 
principally  Reynolds  Industries 
stock,  valued  at  more  than  $3 
million.  A  portion  of  her  estate  was 
in  the  trust  fund  which  named 
Davidson  as  a  beneficiary,  wer 
husband,  Charles  A.  Kent,  died  in 
1927.

Four  unofficial  groups  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.  have 
named  a  steering  committee  to 
plan  for  splitting  away  from  the 
million-member  denomination  to 
form  a  church  "loyal  to  the 
Scriptures  and  to  the  Reformed 
faith".  This  was  announced  by  the 
Rev.  Donald  Patterson  of  Jackson, 
Mississippi  at  the  annual  gathering 
of  the  supporters  of  Presbyterian 
Journal  in  Weaverville.  Mr. 
Patterson  said  that  he  would  serve 
as  chairman  of  the  new  group 
which  was  formed  from  the 
executive  committees  of 
Presbyterian  Churchmen  United, 
Concerned  Presbyterians, 
Presbyterian  Evangelistic 
Fellowship  and  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  Presbyterian  Journal. 

"These  groups  have  reached  a 
consensus  to  accept  the  apparent 
inevitability  of  division  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S. 
and  to  move  now  toward  (the 
Formation  of)  a  continuing  body  of 
congregations  and  presbyteries 


At  a  recent  meeting  of  the 
executive  committee  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  The  Presbyterian 
Home,  Inc.,  Mr.  R.  A.  Short, 
Executive  Director,  announced  the 
receipt  of  cash  and  stocks  in  the 
amount  of  $75,000  from  two  persons 
who  requested  that  their  gifts 
remain  anonymous.  These  gifts 
were  restricted  for  the  establish- 
ment of  an  endowment  fund  with 
the  income  onlv  to  be  used  to  aid  in 
the  operation  of  the 
Home. 

The  donors  of  the  gift  stated  that 
they  hoped  others  will  feel  called 
on  to  contribute  to  this  Endowment 
Fund  from  time  to  time  to  aid  the 
operation  of  the  Home. 

In  the  almost  20  years  of  the 
Home's  operation,  these  are  the 
first  funds  contributed  to  a 
permanent  endowment  fund. 
Approximately  74  percent  of  the 
income  for  operation  of  the  Home 
is  received  from  the  members  and 
some  12  percent  of  operational 
income  is  received  from  the 
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loyal  to  the  Scriptures  and  the 
Westminster  Standards.  We 
resolutely  set  our  faces  in  a  new 
direction,"  Patterson  said. 

Sponsors  of  the  plan  pointed  to 
their  all  out  effort  to  elect 
Commissioners  to  the  1971  General 
Assembly  without  significant 
impact  on  the  actions  of  the  highest 
court  of  the  Church.  According  to 
Jack  Williamson  of  Greenville, 
Alabama,  they  see  the  "escape 
clause"  in  the  proposed  plan  for 
uniting  the  Presbyterian  Church 
U.S.  with  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.S.A.,  as  a  "consti- 
tutional door  that  can  be  used  with 
honor"  to  form  the  new 
organization. 

Dr.  G.  Aiken  Taylor,  noting  that 
statements  about  withdrawal 
made  in  the  speeches  were 
stronger  this  year  than  in  the  past, 
stated  that  "the  difference  lies  in 
that  we  have  realized  in  the  past 
that  separation  is  inevitable,  but 
now  separation  has  begun  with  the

The  Council,  led  by  incoming- 
president,  LaFontine  Odom, 
enthusiastically  endorsed  the 
October  meeting. 

It  was  the  conclusion  of  the 
Council  that  each  of  the  Presbytery 
Men's  Council  presidents  should 
take  every  opportunity  to  promote 
the  Convention  by  contacting 
ministers,  local  Men's  Councils 
and  individuals  in  face-to-face 
encounters.  Odom  pointed  out  that 
"now  is  the  time  for  eyeball-to- 
eyeball  promotion."

On  this  day  when  we  acknowledge 
in  the  communion  service  our 
oneness  with  all  men  everywhere 
who  own  Christ  as  Lord  and  affirm 
our  common  suffering  with  Christ 
in  all  the  pain  of  the  world,  it  is 
fitting  that  we  make  it  a  day  of 
prayer  and  fasting  that  the  war  in 
Vietnam  may  be  ended." 

In  designating  this  Day  of 
Prayer  and  Fasting,  the  111th 
General  Assembly,  meeting  in 
June,  said:  "In  1967  the  ...  107th 
General  Assembly  declared:  'As 
Americans  we  love  our  country, 
cherish  its  traditions,  and 
endeavor  to  support  its  causes.  Yet 
as  Christians,  above  everything  we 
love  the  Lord  of  all  nations  ...  We 
are    deeply    perplexed  and

and  our  painful  concern  for  all 
prisoners  of  war  have  substantially 
increased.  We  are  now  convinced 
that  the  continuation  of  this  war 
cannot  be  morally  justified.  The 
killing  must  be  stopped." 

The  Moderator  noted  that  "we 
worship  God  for  His  own  sake  and 
not  as  a  means  to  an  end.  But  one  of 
the  fruits  of  the  worship  of  God  is 
and  renewal  of  the  human  spirit." 
He  concluded  his  letter  with  a 
personal  affirmation:  "I  hope  that 
our  observance  of  the  Day  of 
Prayer  and  Fasting  for  Peace  in 
Indochina  will  remind  all  of  us  in 
the  Presbyterian  Church  that,  as 
the  UOth  General  Assembly  put  it, 
'The  Lord  of  the  Church  is  the 
Prince  of  Peace,  therefore,  the 
business  of  the  Church  is  the 
bringing  of  peace'." 

Special  resources  for  worship 
and  other  observances  were 
prepared  for  the  occasion  by  the 
Assembly's  Office  of  Worship  and 
Music,  the  Board  of  Christian 
Education,  and  the  Committee  on 
Justice  and  Mercy  of  the  Synod  of 
Virginia.  The  materials  include  a 
variety  of  suggestions  for  liturgies, 
sermons,  scripture  references  and 
quotations  from  Reformed  Church 
documents. 

Dr.  Rose  also  suggests  a 
community-wide  service  in  the 
afternoon  or  evening,  in  addition  to 
observing  the  day  in  morning 
worship.

Gilbert  Patterson  Baldwin,  a 
native  of  Maxton,  died  in  February 
leaving  a  bequest  of  $49,000  to  St. 
Andrews  Presbyterian  College. 

Mr.  Baldwin  was  a  member  of 
the  class  of  1934  at  Presbyterian 
Junior  College  in  Maxton.  That 
institution  rendered  invaluable 
service  to  North  Carolina  youth 
until  it,  along  with  Flora 
Macdonald  College,  became  a  part 
of    St.    Andrews  College. 

Flora  Macdonald  College, 
named  for  the  colorful  Scottish 
heroine,  was  founded  in  Red 
Springs  by  Fayetteville 
Presbytery  in  1896.  First  called 
Red  Springs  Seminary,  the  name 
was  change  in  1903  to  Southern 
Presbyterian  College  and 
Conservatory    of     Music  in 


recognition  of  its  outstanding 
academic  program  in  music.  In 
1914  Dr.  James  A.  MacDonald  of 
Toronto  suggested  that  the  name 
by  changed  to  Flora  Macdonald. 

Mr.  Baldwin's  will,  just 
probated,  reveals  that  his  entire 
estate  is  bequeathed  to  St. 
Andrews  as  a  memorial  to  his 
mother.  It  will  be  known  as  the 
"Mattie  McLean  Baldwin 
Scholarship  Fund."  Income  will  be 
used  to  assist  "needy  and 
deserving  students." 

Mrs.  Baldwin,  a  collateral 
descendant  of  Flora  Macdonald, 
the  Scottish  heroine,  is 
remembered  by  friends  and 
relatives  as  a  women  of  deep 
compassion  and  sincere 
commitment  to  the  Church.

First  Presbyterian 
Church,  Statesville,  will  serve  as 
headquarters  for  the  event  and 
Mrs.  J.S.  Evans,  Jr.,  of  Statesville 
and  president  of  the  Society,  will 
preside. 

The  meeting  will  begin  with 
registration  at  3:30  p.m.  October  6, 
followed  by  a  walking  tour  of  the 
First  Church.  The  church  was 
originally  the  Fourth  Creek 
Meeting  House  which  dates  back  to 
1753.  The  Rev.  J.  Layton  Mauze  is 
pastor  of  the  church. 

Other  Sites 

Other  sites  to  be  visited  during 
the  walking  tour  will  be  the  Fourth 
Creek  cemetery,  Mitchell  College 
and  the  Vance  House.  Governor 
Vance,  a  Presbyterian,  taught 
Sunday  School  for  many  years  in 
the  First  Church,  Statesville. 

A  buffet  supper  will  be  served  at 
6:30  p.m.,  followed  by  a  program 
which  will  include  a  historical 
address  and  special  music. 

October  7 

On  October  7,  members  of  the 
tour  will  depart  from  the  First 
Church,  Statesville,  to  visit  Centre 
Church,  the  Rev.  Dwight  L. 
Barker,  pastor;  Concord  Church, 
organized  1755,  the  Rev.  John  N. 
Wilson,  pastor;  the  Bethesda 
Church,  organized  1847,  the  Rev. 
Jerry  Vuncannon,  pastor;  and 
Fifth  Creek  Church,  the  Rev. 
Tracey  V.  Fisher,  pastor. 

At  1:00  lunch  will  be  served  at 
Bethany  Church  by  the  Women  of 
the  Church  to  be  followed  by  a  tour 
of  that  historic  site.  The  Rev. 
Eddie  W.  Dedrick  is  pastor  of  the 
church. 

Following  lunch,  a  tour  will  be 
made  of  the  Bethany  Church  which 
was  organized  in  1875  and 
Ebenezer  Academy. 

Once  the  educational  pride  of 
Iredell  County  and  an  institution 
which  prepared  for  college  a  long 
list  of  bovs  and  eirls  who  later 
became      prominent  North 

Carolinians,  Ebenezer  Academy 
was  incorporated  by  the 
legislature  of  North  Carolina  in 
1822.  Often  in  pioneer  communities 
the  school  and  the  church  stood 
side  by  side.  Ebenezer  Academy 
was  no  exception,  for  it  stands  near 
the  historic  Bethany  Presbyterian 
Church.  The  Academy  was  the 
outgrowth  of  the  efforts  of  some  of 
the  communicants  of  the  church. 

Lectures 

At  each  church  visited  by  the 
Society,  there  will  be  a  tour  of  the 
grounds  and  the  church,  as  well  as 
a  lecture  on  the  history  of  the 
church  by  either  the  minister  or  a 


historian  of  the  church.

Conservatives  Plan  Pullout

appointment   of   the  steering 
committee." 

Church  leaders  who  responded  to 
the  announcement  expressed  little 
surprise.  "This  is  nothing  new", 
said  Dr.  Ben  Lacy  Rose, 
Moderator  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church.  "If  they  go  they  go  with 
our  tears,  but  the  Kingdom  will  go 
on."  Dr.  Rose  said  he  would  prefer 
that  all  Presbyterians  belong  to 
one  denomination,  but  he  doubted 
this  was  possible.  He  estimates  the 
strength  of  the  four  dissident 
factions  "at  most  10  percent"  of 
the  membership.  Dr.  James  A. 
Millard,  Jr.,  stated  clerk  of  the 
denomination,  said,  "Schisms 
have  characterized 
Presbyterianism  all  through  its 
history.  This  division  has  been 
developing  for  thirty  years  and  it 
might  even  be  healthy." 

The  action  was  apparently 
triggered  by  the  proposal  of  union, 
but  Kenneth  Keyes,  president  of 
Concerned  Presbyterians,  noted 
that  it  "was  bound  to  happen 
within  the  next  few  years." 

Resignations 
The  announcement  brought  a 
series  of  resignations  and  public 
statements  from  members  of  the 
four  groups  who  found  the  present 
strategy  unacceptable.  Dr.  Robert 
A.  Pittman  of  Dallas,  Texas  (PCU) 
and  Dr.  J.  Wayte  Fulton  of  West 
Palm  Beach,  Florida  resigned 
from  the  executive  committee  of 
their  organization.  Dr.  Pittman 
also  issued  a  statement  in  behalf  of 


another  unofficial  group,  Covenant 
Fellowship  of  Presbyterians, 
disassociating  that  organization 
from  the  new  strategy. 

Dr.  John  E.  Richards  of  Macon, 
Georgia  was  succeeded  as 
Executive  Secretary  of  the 
organization  by  Paul  G.  Settle  of 
Burlington,  North  Carolina. 

One  North  Carolina  layman  was 
identified  in  the  new  structure.  He 
is  Mr.  S.  A.  White,  V.  of  Mebane, 
North  Carolina  who  is  also 
chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Journal. 


Locust  Church 

Breaks  Ground 
For  Manse 

The  congregation  of  Locust 
Presbyterian  Church,  Albemarle, 
broke  ground  for  the  construction 
of  a  new  church  manse  recently, 
the  first  phase  of  a  projected  three- 
part  building  program. 

Former  pastor  of  Locust  Church, 
the  Rev.  J.  Renwick  Kennedy,  Jr., 
turned  the  first  spade  of  earth 
where  the  new  pastor's  home  to 
cost  around  $35,000,  will  be 
constructed.. 

Other  phases  of  the  approved 
building  program  include 
additional  church  school 
classrooms  and  a  fellowship 
building. 

The  Locust  Church  has  about  190 
members,  with  an  average  church 
school  attendance  of  160. 


meeting.  Butner  feels  that  "the 
object  of  this  family  gathering  of 
the  Church  is  to  help  our  great 
Church  become  what  God  wants  it 
to  be."  He  has  suggested  several 
ways  that  attendance  from  North 
Carolina  might  be  encouraged.  He 
hopes  that  during  the  four  weeks 
prior  to  the  convention,  an 
announcement  from  the  pulpit 
each  Sunday  morning  concerning 
the  Convention  will  be  made.  He 
also  suggested  that  an  individual 
congregation  or  cluster  of 
churches  in  a  community  might 
make  arrangements  for  bus 
transportation  to  Atlanta. 

As  Butner  sees  it,  "October,  1971, 
could  be  a  turning  point  in  the 
history  of  our  great  Church." 

James  Painter  of  Charlotte,  a 
former  president  of  Synod's  Men's 
Council  and  a  member  of  the 
Convention  Task  Force,  expects 
that  North  Carolina  will  probably 
have  the  highest  attendance  of  any 
Synod  at  the  Convention.  He  said 
that  "it  would  appear  that  (the 
Presbyterian  Convention)  is 
generating  far  more  interest  than 
anything  that  has  been  done  in  the 
past  several  years  as  far  as 
conferences  are  concerned." 

The  most  recent  registration 
figures  available  indicate  that  17 
percent  of  total  registrations  are 
from  North  Carolina.  The 
projected  attendance  from  North 
Carolina  was  set  by  the  Convention 
Planning  Task  Force  at  24  percent. 
Registrations  coming  into  the 
Atlanta  office  are  increasing  daily. 
Currently,  registration  from  North 
Carolina  is  about  50  percent  clergy 
and  50  percent  laymen.  These 
percentages  are  expected  to 
change  as  Convention  time 
approaches.  , 

The  Convention  Task  Force  sees  ^ 
the  October  gathering  as  "an 
opportunity  for  men,  women,  and 
youth,  laity  and  clergy,  to 
acknowledge  their  community  in 
Christ." 

The  Convention  planners  project 
that  the  Convention  wiU  "deal  with 
mission  by  the  Church  in  the  70's, 
deal  openly  and  honestly  with 
issues  before  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  70's,  feature 
important  church  leaders  -  lay  and 
clergy,  and  provide  experiences 
that  people  can  take  back  to  their 
local  churches  for  the  enrichment 
of  all." 

The  Presbyterian  Convention  is 
sponsored  by  aU  the  boards  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.  and  is 
planned  by  22  men,  women,  and 
youth. 


Book  Published 
On  Cowan  Family 

COWANS  FROM  COUNTY 
DOWN  IRELAND,  a  book  tracing 
the  origins  of  the  Cowan  Family 
from  Scotland  to  Northern  Ireland 
and  to  the  United  States,  has  been 
recently  published  by  the  Rev. 
John  K.  Fleming  of  High  Point. 
The  book  includes  genealogical 
information  on  the  Cowan  and 
collateral  families,  sketches  of 
prominent  ministers  and  lay 
persons  within  the  "Family",  as 
well  as  brief  historical  sketches  of 
some  old  Presbyterian  churches. 

The  author  is  a  native  of 
Elmwood,  N.  C,  and  is  an  alumnus 
of  Davidson  College  and  of  Union 
Theological  Seminary,  Richmond, 
Va.  He  has  written  a  number  of 
short  histories  of  churches  and  is 
author  of  the  book,  HISTORIC 
THIRD  CREEK  PRESBYTERIAN 
CHURCH. 

The  book  has  been  edited  by  the 
Rev.  Harold  J.  Dudley,  D.D., 
recently  retired  General  Secretary 
of  the  Synod  of  N.  C.

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Dr.  Bell 
Resigns 


Dr.  L.  Nelson  Bell  of  Montreat, 
North  Carolina  has  severed  his  ties 
with  the  Presbyterian  Journal,  a 
conservative,  independent 
magazine,  because  he  disapproves 
of  its  part  in  a  move  to  divide  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.  Dr.  Bell 
was  a  director  and  associate  editor 
of  the  publication  at  the  time  of  his 
resignation. 

According  to  the  announcement, 
a  letter  was  mailed  to  the 
executive  committee  of  the 
magazine  on  August  3.  In  it  he 
called  the  new  strategy  "a 
calculated  plan  for  schism  prior  to 
an  issue  which  involves  basic 
doctrine."  He  said,  "it  calls  in 
effect  for  a  battle  without  a  cause 
and  a  concession  of  defeat  before 
the  battle  is  joined." 

On  August  16,  Dr.  Bell  reiterated 
his  decision  to  resign. 
"Realizing  that  this  action 
represents  the  feeling  of  the 
majority  of  the  board  membership 
and  that  the  Journal  has  therefore 
become  the  mouthpiece  of  this 
proposed  split  in  our  Church,  I 
have  no  other  recourse  than  to 
insist  that  my  resignation  be 
accepted." 

The  plan  to  form  a  new  church 
was  announced  at  the  annual 
gathering  of  the  supporters  of  the 
Presbyterian  Journal  at 
WeaverviDe  on  August  11.  It  is 
based  on  the  use  of  an  "escape 
clause"  in  the  plan  of  union  now 
being  studied  by  Presbyterian 
Church.,  U.S.  and  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.A.  Dr. 
Bell  was  not  present  at  that 
meeting. 

Dr.  Bell  said  that  the  split  is  a 
"cold-blooded  idea"  that  "leaves  a 
great  deal  to  be  desired."  He  called 
it  "a  disaster  for  the  conservative 
cause... and  divides  conservatives 
at  a  time  when  we  should  stand 
together." 

Dr.  Bell,  a  retired  medical 
missionary,  was  a  co-founder  of 
Presbyterian  Journal,  and  one  of 
those  active  in  the  organization  of 
Concerned  Presbyterians  in  1964. 
Both  groups  are  active  in  the  new 
group.  He  is  also  executive  editor 
of  Christianity  Today  "a  fort- 
nightly magazine  of  evangelical 
conviction"  and  the  author  of  two 
books. 

"I  believe  the  Holy  Spirit  is  even 
now  working  within  the  bounds  of 
the  Church.  I  also  believe  that  the 
power  to  change  the  Church  is 
found  in  the  Holy  Spirit  and  in 
praying  Christians,  and  not  in  any 
organization,  old  or  new,"  the 
prominent  layman  said.

Presbyterians  work  together  in 
many  ways  at  many  different 
levels  to  carry  out  the  mission  of 
the  church.

Those  are  the 
local  church,  the  presbytery,  the 
Synod,  and  the  General  Assembly. 

In  an  effort  to  inform  North 
Carolina  Presbyterians  of  their 
participation  in  the  work  of  the 
Chuch  at  these  different  levels, 
The  Presbyterian  News  is 
carrymg  a  series  ot  articles  to 
acquaint  our  readers  with  North 
Carolinians  who  recently  have 
been  elected  to  serve  on  boards  and 
agencies  of  the  General  Assembly. 

Those  listed  below  have  been 
elected  representatives  of  the 
Board  of  Women's  Work  and  the 
Presbyterian  Foundation. 

Women's  Work 

The  Rev.  T.  W.  Tucker  was  born 
in  Laurel,  Mississippi,  on 
February  3,  1931.  He  is  the  second 
minister-son  of  Dr.  Grayson  L. 
Tucker,  who  was  for  many  years 
pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Laurel.

The  Rev.  G.  Daniel  McCali  is  a 
native  of  Marion,  North  Carolina, 
having  been  reared  in  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  there,  the  son 
of  a  Presbyterian  ruling  elder. 

Mr.  McCall  received  his 
undergraduate  degree  from 
Davidson  College  and  his  B.D. 
degree  from  Columbia  Theological 
Seminary.  In  1960-61  he  attended 
Princeton  Seminary  where  he 
earned  a  Th.  M.  degree  in  New 
Testament. 

He  is  a  veteran  of  the  U.  S.  Army 
Infantry,  having  served  on  active 
duty  from  1954-1956.  Prior  to 
reaching  a  decision  to  prepare  for 
the  ministry,  he  worked  as  a 
salesman  with  the  Royal-McBee 
Corporation  in  Charlotte.

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Synod  Of  Appalachia  Seeks 
Suspension  Of  Restructure  Plan 


Cincinnati  Hosts 
Evangelism  Celebration 


Johnson  City,  Tenn.,  —  (FN)— 
The  Synod  of  Appalachia  has  asked 
to  be  excused  from  the  Assembly's 
plan  for  realigning  the  boundaries 
of  synods  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.S. 

In  a  called  meeting  on 
September  7,  the  Synod  voted  to 
ask  the  1972  General  Assembly  to 
review  the  action  of  the  1971 
Assembly,  reducing  the  number  of 
synods  in  the  General  Assembly 
from  15  to  7  and  "to  suspend 
further  implementation  of  that 
action  as  it  affects  this  synod, 
pending  further  study." 

Appalachia's  resolution, 
introduced  by  the  Rev.  John 
Neville  of  Hendersonville,  N.  C, 
charged  the  realignment  would 
place  in  jeopardy  the  future  of  four 
children's  homes  and  a  college.  It 
also  said  abolition  of  the  synod 
would  be  detrimental  to  the 
program  and  support  of  the 
denomination. 

In  another  action,  the 
commissioners  asked  that  the 
Virginia  churches  proposed  to  be 
included  in  Synod  "C"  which  is 
largely  composed  of  Tennessee 
and  Kentucky  be  placed  in  Synod 
"A",  composed  of  most  of  Virginia, 
West  Virginia  and  Maryland,  with 
the  majority  of  the  Virginia 
churches. 

The  Synod  of  Appalachia  is 
comprised  of  churches  in  the 
mountain  areas  of  North  Carolina, 
Virginia,  Tennessee,  and 
Kentucky. 

The  1971  Assembly  provided  for 
machinery  for  reorganization  of 
the  new  synods,  with  first 
conventions  scheduled  by  the 
spring  of  1972.

Poet  Turns 
To  Ecology 

Albuquerque,  N.  M.  (RNS)— A 
Roman  Catholic  priest  and  author 
has  added  his  poetic  talents  to  the 
Save  the  Rio  Grande  forces  who 
are  organized  here  to  fight  a  U.  S. 
Bureau  of  Reclamation  plan  to 
bulldoze  trees,  shrubs  and  vege- 
tation from  the  banks  and  channel 
of  the  Rio  Grande  River.  The 
Bureau  of  Reclamation  claims  it  is 
necessary  to  do  this  to  conserve 
water,  a  claim  disputed  by  the 
Save  the  Rio  Grande  forces. 

Father  Angelico  Chavez,  O.F.M., 
of  Santa  Fe,  known  for  his 
historical  writings,  wrote  this 
poem  to  express  his  feelings 
ronceming  the  Rio  Grande: 

X  nope  that  I  shall  never  see 
Our  river  shorn  of  every  tree. 
No  robins  nesting  in  their  hair 
Because  the  banks  are  straight  and 

bare. 

What  if  Joyce  Kilmer's  song  lives 
on 

When  all  the  trees  and  birds  are 
gone? 

If  Ogden  Nash's  billboards  fall, 
We'U  still  not  see  a  tree  at  all. 
Poems  are  made  by  foolish  seers. 
But,    God,    who    made  the 
engineers?"

Book  Review 


The  up-coming  Church  School 
year  offers  exciting  opportunities 
for  children,  youth,  and  adults  in  a 
variety  of  courses  being  offered  for 
study. 

The  Covenant  Life  Curriculum 
and  Uniform  Lessons  Cooperative 
Series  are  the  two  major  curricula 
produced  by  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.S.  The  Biblical  bases  of 
each  are  well  established  and  the 
study  helps  they  contain  give  to  the 
users  opportunities  to  develop  in 
their  Christian  faith,  to  grow  in 
their  knowledge  of  the  Bible,  to  in- 
teract in  study  and  discussion  with 
fellow  Christians,  and  to  explore 
possibiUties  for  service  in  the 
world  in  which  they  live. 

Adult  Materials 
Adults  this  coming  year  will,  if 
they  are  usine  the  Covenant  Life 
Curriculum,  tvirn  their  attention  to 
■  the  worship  and  work  of  the 
Church.  Three  study  books  will  be 
available,  dealing  with  three 
emphases:  God's  Work  of  Art, 
Images  of  the  Church  in 
Ephesians;  Response:  The  Church 
in  Mission  to  a  World  in  Crisis;  We 
Gathei-  Together:  The  Church 
Worships  God.  As  adult  study 
groups  work  their  way  through 
these  booklets,  they  will  find 
themselves  becoming  clearer  in 
terms  of  their  understandings  of 
the  mission  of  the  church  and  the 
meaning  of  worship. 

Often  there  are  adults  in  church 
school  classes  who  have  the  need 
for  basic  grounding  in  the  Bible 
and  in  the  Christian  faith.  In  order 
to  satisfy  these  particular  needs, 
':he  Board  of  Christian  Education 
has  produced  a  core  packet  of 
Covenant  Life  adult  study  books: 
The  Mighty  Acts  of  God;  Through 
the  Ages:  The  History  of  the 
Christian  Church;  The  Christian 
Life;  and  Christian  Doctrine: 
Teachings  of  the  Christian  Church. 
Often  yiung  adults  and  others  who 
have  no  been  involved  in  church 
school  classes  before  will  find  it 
helpful  to  work  with  the  core 
packet  in  order  to  gain  better 
understanding  of  the  Bible  and  of 
Christian  faith  and  life. 

Adults  using  the  Uniform 
Lessons  materials  will  find 
themselves  involved  in  a  series  of 
studies  of  various  books  of  the 
Bible  and  their  relationship  to  the 
present  day. 

Youth 

Adult  leaders  and  planners  for 
youth  can  choose  from  a  variety  of 
CLC  study  books.  God  Calls  has 
been  designed  particularly  for 
seventh  through  ninth  grades.  It 
gives  a  "one-story"  approach  to 
the  Bible.  Another  basic  youth 
book,  The  .Meaning  of  Jesus  Christ, 
is  written  for  ninth  through 
eleventh  grades.  The  Language  of 
the  Christian  Community  has  been 
written  for  tenth  through  twelfth 
grades.  In  addition  to  these  three 
books,  the  Education  for  Mission 

Survey  Shows 
Giving  To  Colleges 
On  Decrease 

New  York  (RNS)— Giving  to  the 
nation's  private  institutions  of 
higher  education  dropped  in  the 
1969-70  academic  year  for  the  first 
.  time  in  12  years. 

A  survey  by  the  Council  of 
Financial  Aid  to  Education  showed 
that  voluntary  support  for  575 
universities,  colleges  and 
specialized  schools  dropped  8.6 
percent  between  1968-69  and  1969- 
70.  In  the  same  period,  public  supp- 
ort for  148  state  and  municipal 
institutions  rose  16.3  percent. 

The  decrease  for  the  private 
universities  and  colleges 
interrupted  a  trend  of  about  9 
percent  a  year  increase  over  the 
past  decade.

Children 

Children  also  study  in  the  area  of 
the  Bible  and  in  the  area  of  the 
Church  and  the  Christian  life. 
Nursery  children  are  guided  in 
their  basic  understanding  of  the 
Christian  faith  as  they  are  led  by 
adults  whose  verv  lives  express 
Christian  commitment.  As  these 
children  become  involved  in 
experiences  with  other  children 
and  with  loving  adults,  they  begin 
to  sense  the  meaning  of  the  gospel 
even  in  these  very  early  years.  The 
Bible  forms  the  basis  for  all  that  is 
said  and  done  in  nursery  classes. 
Resources  are  Claiming  the 
Inheritance  and  From  One 
Generation  To  Another. 

The  kindergarten  child  begins  to 
hear  stories  from  the  Bible  and 
begins  to  see  the  ways  in  which 
God  moves  in  his  life  and  in  the 
lives  of  others.  In  Praise  of  God  is 
the  recommended  leader's  book 
for  planning  a  year  in  the 
kindergarten.  Adult  leaders  will 
want  to  note  that  there  is  a 
supplement  available,  together 
with  the  course  guide  and  the 
pupil's  books,  for  In  Praise  of  God. 
The  supplement  has  been  designed 
to  help  teachers  plan  more 
effectively  how  to  teach  this 
particular  book. 

Teachers  of  elementary 
children  will  find  a  variety  of 
materials  in  the  Education  for 
Mission,  Part  Two.  There  are 
materials  which  aid  first  through 
six-grade  children  in 
understanding  the  one  story  of  the 
Bible  and  which  enable  him  to  have 
a  better  understanding  of  the 
church  and  his  place  in  it,  and  of 
the  world  in  which  he  lives  and  the 
people  who  are  around  him. 

First  and  second-graders  will 
consider  The  Story  of  God's  Love 
as  they  study  the  one  story  (rf  the 
Bible.  Third  and  fourth-graders 
will  also  be  studying  the  one  story 


of  the  Bible  for  a  six  months'  peri- 
od in  the  course  God  and  His 
Convenant  People.  Fifth  and  sixth- 
graders  will  find  out  how  God  is  at 
Work  as  they  begin  their  year. 
Following  the  studv  of  these  Bible 
courses  in  each  instance,  the 
children  will  move  into  courses 
that  deal  with  the  Church  and  with 
the  Christian  life. 

Supplements  are  also  available 
for  all  the  elementary  course 
guides.  These  supplements  will 
ease  the  job  for  teachers  in 
planning  for  units  and  sessions. 

Other  Courses 

Often  church  school  classes  find 
that  they  are  interested  in  offering 
elective  courses,  at  least  to  some 
participants.  Electives  can  be  se- 
lected frOTi  a  large  listing  in  the 
Education  for  Mission  1971-1972 
Part  One:  Resources  for  Summer 
and  Special  Occasions.  Many 
topics  and  many  styles  are  offered 
in  the  books  listed.  They  include 
books  on  missions,  parent-child 
relationships,  studies  on  personal 
and  interpersonal  relationships, 
poverty  and  hunger,  race,  the 
generation  gap,  ecology,  and  many 
other  topics  that  are  of  concern  to 
the  Christian  in  today's  world. 

With  so  many  materials  to 
choose  from,  church  school 
planners  are  often  in  need  of  help 
in  determining  what  curriculum 
best  suits  their  situation. 
Remembering  that  it  is  the  Session 
that  carries  the  major 
responsibility  for  Christian 
education  and  for  curriculum 
decisions,  sessions  and  church 
planners  are  encouraged  to 
become  familiar  with  Planning 
Curriculum  Locally,  Phase  I  and 
Phase  II  produced  by  the  Board  of 
Christian  Education.  These 
materials  will  give  guidance  and 
insight  into  the  difficult  process  of 
making  the  curriculum  decisions 
that  are  most  meaningful  for  each 
local  church.

GROUPS  ALIVE  —  CHURCH 
ALIVE  by  Clyde  Reid.  Harper  and 
Row,  1969.  126  pages.  $3.95. 

Some  weeks  ago,  an  anonymous 
donor  left  a  small  book  on  the  desk 
of  our  church  library,  and  I 
brought  it  home  to  look  over.  At 
first  I  was  only  mildly  interested, 
but  as  I  read  along  I  came  to 
realize  that  the  little  volume  had 
something  to  say  to  me  and  to 
every  church  member. 

The  author  succinctly  states  his 
theme  and  indicates  his  motivation 
in  the  title:  GROUPS  ALIVE- 
CHURCH  ALIVE,  for  he  is  firmly 
convinced  that  the  proper  use  of 
the  small  group  has  tremendous 
potential  for  the  renewal  of  the 
church  and  the  enrichment  of  its 
members.  It  is  important,  though, 
to  emphasize  the  term,  proper  use, 
for  it  is  the  ways  and  means  of 
effective  use  that  makes  up  most  of 
the  content  of  the  book. 

The  author,  Clyde  Reid,  has  had 
extensive  experience  in  working 
with  small  groups  at  Boston 
University,  at  Union  Seminary  in 
New  Yoric,  and  more  recently  at 
the  Institute  for  Advanced 
Pastoral  Studies  in  Bloomfield 
Hills,  Michigan,  where  he  has  been 
associated  with  Dr.  Reuel  Howe.  In 
his  book  he  brings  together  the 
crucial  insights  of  group 
psychology,  but  he  never  lets  the 
text  get  too  technical  or  theoretical 
for  he  is  careful  to  explain  his 
terminology  and  give  concrete 
examples  of  practices  he  has 
observed  or  actually  participated 
in. 

In  the  opening  chapter,  Mr.  Reid 
discusses  briefly  what  he  calls  the 
"small  group  explosion"  in  this 
day  and  time,  and  suggests  that 
one  reason  for  this  explosion  is  that 
people  everywhere  are  hungry  for 
depth  relationships  which  help  give 
them  a  sense  of  security  and 
belonging  and  help  supply  love  and 
acceptance.  Then  he  outlines  the 
possible  use  of  the  small  group  in  a 
church's  life.

"Establishing  the  Contract," 
develops  the  essential  point  that 
the  primary  task  of  any  new  group 
is  to  make  some  important 
decisions  and  put  them  down  in 
black  and  white  in  order  to  keep 
misunderstandings  at  a  minimum  - 
decisions  about  such  matters  as 
purpose,  size  and  composition, 
time,  level  of  interaction,  type  of 
leadership,  and  group  disciplines. 

A  very  helpful  section  of  the  book 
deals  with  the  leader  of  the  small 
group,  and  the  most  illuminating 
part  of  that  chapter  is  the 
presentation  of  the  concept  of 
leadership  as  a  series  of  functions: 
initiating,  seeking  information, 
giving  information,  clarifying, 
elaborating,  summarizing, 
mediating  conflicts,  standard 
setting,  relieving  tensions,  etc.  Out 
of  this  concept  emerges  the  idea 
and  practice  of  "shared 
leadership"  in  which  the  author 
sees  great  hope  both  for  individual 
fulfillment  and  for  church  renewal 
and  outreach. 

The  concluding  chapter  deals 
with  non-verbal  and  experimental 
group  methods.  It  offers  a  brief 
glance  at  such  practices  as 
awareness  and  sensitivity  training 
and  psychomotor  therapy  about 
which  there  is  increasing  publicity. 
Those  readers  who  find  these  new 
methods  difficult  to  grasp  can 
certainly  understand  and  enjoy  the 
tongue-in-cheek  postscript  the 
writer  adds  under  the  heading: 
The  Fine  Arts  of  Squelching  a 
SmaU  Group.

The  first  two  years  of  the 
curriculum  (1969-71)  saw  the 
initiation  of  restructured 
graduation  requirements,  new 
programs  emphasizing  individual 
freedom  for  research  and  public 
service,  an  Honors  College 
program  for  "specially  gifted 
students,"  a  new  student  judicial 
system,  and  a  South  Asian  studies 
program.

College  officials  expect  several 
new  developments  in  1971-72. 
Included  among  the  anticipated 
possibilities  for  the  current  school 
year  are  new  or  improved 
educational  innovations. 

Opportunities  for  study  abroad 
are  to  be  expanded,  with  new 
programs  being  explored  in 
England,  Israel,  India  and  Latin 
America.  Davidson  already  has 
study  programs  in  France, 
Germany,  England  and  Greece. 

A  new  career-service  program 
will  receive  a  director  and  seek  to 
establish  internships  for  Davidson 
students  m  areas  related  to  their 
career  goals  or  in  public  service. 

The  Honors  College  program  will 
move  into  new  headquarters  in  the 
completely  renovated  Carolina 
Inn,  a  former  hotel  dating  back  to 
Davidson's  beginnings  in  1837.  For 
the  first  time  a  visiting  professor  of 
literature  will  be  working  closely 
with  Honors  students,  who 
themselves  will  provide  the  college 
community  with  special 
educational  seminars  and 
programs. 

The  college's  South  Asian  studies 
program  will  be  further  expanded 
with  the  addition  of  a  second  full- 
time  faculty  member;  the  return  of 
12  other  Davidson  professors  from 
a  six-week  seminar  in  India;  and 
the  establishment  of  a  university 
center  in  India  to  serve  a  recently 
formed  Carolinas-Virginia  Con- 
sortium for  South  Asian  Studies,  of 
which  Davidson  is  a  member. 

Davidson's  coeducational 
exchange  program,  which  began 
with  Davidson  and  seven  Virginia 
liberal  arts  institutions,  will 
include  nearby  Queens  College  for 
the  first  time.  Coeds  who  have 
chosen  Davidson  for  a  year  will 
have  their  own  residence  hall 
beginning  in  September,  an  ante- 
bellum home  known  as  the  Grey 
House. 

In  support  of  these  various 


developing  areas,  Davidson  is  also 
expanding  its  fund-raising  efforts. 
The  coming  year  will  see  the 
establishment  of  a  new  program  of 
deferred  giving,  seeking  two  major 
kinds  of  gifts. 

The  new  program  will  seek 
annuities  and  life  income 
contracts,  allowing  a  donor  to 
establish  a  trust  fund  at  the  college 
and  receive  the  income  from  those 
funds  during  his  lifetime.  Upon  his 
death  the  funds  are  normally 
transferred  to  the  college's 
permanent  endowment.  The 
program  will  also  seek  establish- 
ment of  bequests  received  through 
a  donor's  will. 

The  college's  annual  fund  will 
be  seeking  a  total  of  $310,000  from 
alumni  and  corporations,  a  50 
percent  increase  over  1970-71.  The 
development  staff  will  also  be 
pursuing  an  additional  $2  million 
for  a  planned  E.  H.  Little  Library.

Yields  $50,296 

Raleigh,  N.C.— The  Permanent 
Committee  on  Annuities  and  Relief 
of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina, 
meeting  in  Synod's  office  in 
Raleigh,  approved  of  the 
distribution  of  the  March  income 
from  the  Kate  Bitting  Reynolds 
trust  fund  in  the  amount  of 
$50,296.13. 

Distribution 

The  distribution  was  made  for 
117  retired  ministers  of  the  Synod, 
each  to  received  $429.88.  The 
distribution  will  be  made  on 
September  23. 

The  previous  distribution,  made 
last  March  to  113  ministers,  was 
$48,357.12  or  $427.93  to  each 
participant. 

The  largest  distribution  ever 
made  from  the  Fund  was  in 
September,  1969,  in  the  amount  of 
$49,451.66.  One  hundred  five 
ministers  participated,  each 
receiving  $470.%. 

The  Reynolds  Fund  was 
established  in  1947  by  a  bequest  in 
the  will  of  the  last  Mrs.  Kate 
Bitting  Reynolds  of  Winston- 
Salem.  The  original  bequest  of 
$400,000  is  now  estimated  to  be 
worth  over  $2,000,000.  The  fund  is 
administered  by  the  Wachovia 
Bank  and  Trust  Company, 
Winston-Salem,  with  a  Board  of 
Trustees,  whose  responsibility 
relates  primarily  to  investment. 
The  Synod's  Committee  has 
responsibility  of  approving  of 
participants  in  the  fund.

St.  Andrews  Group  To 
Perform  At  Convention 


On  Saturday  night,  October  16,  at 
the  Presbyterian  Convention  for 
men,  women,  and  youth,  Art 
McDonald  and  the  Highland 
Players  of  St.  Andrews  College, 
Laurinburg,  North  Carolina,  will 
present  a  30-minute  drama  created 
by  the  group  especially  for  the 
Atlanta  Convention. 

The  creative  process  begins, 
says  McDonald,  with  a  basic 
scenario,  to  which  the  students 
bring  their  own  theological  insight 
and  their  concerns  for  the  world. 
"We  will  take  the  whole  Bible  into 
focus,  we  will  look  at  the  human 
beings  in  the  Bible,  find  empathy 
with  them  and  try  to  discover  their 
affirmation.  We  are  grappling  with 
what  is  an  affirmation  of  life  in  the 
context  of  the  Convention."  The 
results  will  not  be  a  conventional 
type  of  play. 

Students  from  throughout  St. 
Andrews'  Division  of  Art,  Music, 
and  Theater  will  combine  their 
talents  for  the  performance.  The 
focus  of  the  dramatic  expression  is 
on  people,  though,  not  mixed 
media. 


McDonald's  chief  concern  is  that 
the  drama  communicate 
successfully  with  those  gathered 
for  the  October  Convention. 

McDonald  is  chairman  of  the 
Division  of  Art,  Music,  and 
Theater.  He  came  to  St.  Andrews 
in  1961,  a  year  after  the  college 
began,  from  the  Christianity  and 
Culture  Program  at  Converse 
College,  Spartanburg,  South 
Carolina.  A  native  of  Atlanta,  he 
holds  degrees  from  the  University 
of  Georgia,  Union  Theological 
Seminary,  Richmond,  Virginia, 
and  the  University  of  North 
Carolina.

In  the  fall  of  1969,  with  the 
resignation  of  Myron  Rouse  as 
director  of  Camp  Kirkwood,  the 
Christian  Education  Committee  of 
Wilmington  Presbytery  formed  a 
special  nomination  committee  for 
the  purpose  of  finding  a  man  to  fill 
the  vacancy.  The  Committee,  in 
surveying  the  present  needs  and 
future  potential  of  the  camp,  felt 
that  the  greatest  need  was  for 
someone  who  could  offer  real 
leadership  and  direction  in  the 
area  of  program. 

Leadership  &  Resources 

The  recommendation  of  the 
Committee  was  that  the  job  of 
camp  director  be  combined  with  a 
staff  position  of  developer  of 
leadership  and  resources.  The 
recommendation  was  that  the 
person  employed  be  responsible 
for  the  direction  of  the  pn^ram 
and  facilities  of  Camp  Kirkwood 
and  act  as  a  co-ordinator  of  the 
work  of  the  committees  of 
Presbytery. 

At  the  July  meeting  of 
Wilmington  Presbytery,  Mr. 
Bankhead  was  officially  called  to 
the  new  staff  position. 

Camp  Director 

Mr.  Bankhead  is  a  native  of 
York,  South  Carolina,  a  graduate 
of  Davidson  College  and  Columbia 
Seminary,  and  did  graduate  work 
at  the  University  of  Basel.  He  has 
served  churches  in  South  Carolina 
and  Missouri  and  was  the  minister 
of  the  Ninety-Six  Presbyterian 
Church,  Ninety-Six,  South 
Carolina,  and  director  of  Camp 
Fellowship  for  South  Carolina 
Presbytery  when  extended  the 
call.

Hart  Named  "Tar  Heel  Of  The  Week" 


Donald  J.  Hart,  president  of  St. 
Andrews  Presbyterian  College, 
Laurinburg,  was  recently  selected 
as  Tar  Heel  of  the  Week. 

The  September  12  issue  of  the 
Raleigh  News  and  Observer 
carried  the  announcement  in  a 
feature  article  on  the  prominent 
Presbyterian  educator. 

In  the  article.  Hart  is  described 
as  "a  moderate  man,  quick  to 
smile  at  good  wit,  thrifty  with  the 
college  money,  forward  looking 
and  a  man  who  was  keen  at  his 
book  -  without  picking  up  the 
musty  flavor  of  the  volume." 

Thirteen-year  old  St.  Andrews 
has  had  Dr.  Hart  as  its  president 
for  a  little  more  than  two  years. 

The  feature  goes  on  to  say 
"these  are  hard  times  for  small, 
liberal  arts  colleges,  but  Hart  sees 
that  as  a  healthy  sign." 

Dr.  Hart  is  a  product  of  a  small 
school.  He  graduated  from  Lake 
Forest  College  in  lUinois  in  1938. 
His  early  years  out  of  school  were 
in  private  business,  and  he  served 
in  World  War  II  as  a  naval  officer 
in  Eiu-ope. 

"Hart,  a  native  of  Milwaukee, 
nas  Deen  a  master  helmsman.  The 
college  has  pioneered  several  new 
concepts  and  he  has  kept  them  on 
an  even  keel,  with  methodical 


plans  to  expand  the  programs  now 
existing." 

St.  Andrews  has  developed  an 
interdisciplinary  approach  to  the 
humanities  and  sciences.  The 
subjects,  such  as  history,  are 
taught  by  historians,  philosophers, 
artists  and  clergy  -  all  giving  the 
subject  a  many-sided  perspective. 

Dr.  Hart,  well  known  in 
Presbyterian  circles  has  made 


many  creative  contributions  to 
higher  education  in  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina. 

The  News  and  Observer  article 

describes  Hart's  relationship  to  the 
students  at  St.  Andrews  by 
concluding,  "the  students  see  him 
as  a  friendly  available  man.  He 
never,  said  one,  is  in  too  much  of  a 
hurry  to  stop  and  chat."

Synod's  Presbyterian 
Guidance  Center  has  recently 
announced  a  new  program  which 
will  provide  career  counseling 
and  development  services  for 
ministers  and  church 
professionals. 

Guidance  And  Evaluation 
Dr.  Alfred  E.  Thomas,  Director 
of  the  Presbyterian  Guidance 
Program  for  the  Synod  of  North 
CaroUna,  has  announced  the 
newly  accredited  program  which 
will  provide  professional 
guidance  for  clergy  and  other 
church  personnel  in  career 
evaluation  and  development.  The 
program  will  make  available 
professional  counseling  and 
guidance  for  those  facing  career 
or  personal  crisis  and  assistance 
in  enabling  church  personnel  to 
use  their  capabilities  more  fully 
and  effectively. 

Church  personnel  will  be  able 
to  use  ttie  Guidance  Center 
facilities  for  evaluation  of 
abilities,  interests  and 
personality  characteristics  in 
establishing  reasonable  and 
meaningful  career  goals. 
Guidance  will  also  be  available  in 
developing  a  continuing 
education  program  to  widen  the 
range  of  capabilities  of  those 
engaged  in  church  occupations. 

Other  goals  of  the  new  program 
include  professional  guidance  for 
wives  or  husbands  of  clients, 
evaluative  and  guidance  services 
to  candidates  for  church 
occupations,  and  more  effective 
opportunities  to  serve 
appropriate  judicatories  in 
serving  the  interests  and  needs  of 
their  constituency. 

Recently  Accredited 
The  new  program  has  recently 
been  accredited  by  the  Career 
Development  Council.  The 
Synod's  Guidance  Center  is  one  of 
seven  counseling  centers  in  the 
nation  to  receive  accreditation 
from  the  Council. 

The  Council,  a  consortium  of 
denominations,  serves  as  a 
coordinating  body  to  provide  an 
appropriate  accreditation 
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process  and  to  assure  the  utmost 
in  professional  competence.  Dr. 
Thomas  is  a  member  of  the  board 
of  directors  of  the  Council. 

Comprehensive  Services 
The  new  program  for  church 
professionals  is  the  newest  of  the 
many  counseling  and  guidance 
services  offered  by  the 
Presbyterian  Guidance 
Program.  Similar  services  are 
available  to  all  adults  who  are 
using  tlie  services  of  the  Center  in 
rapidly  increasing  numbers  for 
career  and  personal  needs. 

A  structured  program  in  career 
guidance  for  high  school  students 
has  been  offered  for  20  years.  The 
Center  works  closely  with  local 
churches  and  schools  across  the 
Synod  in  serving  the  needs  of 
students.  With  new  resource 
materials  becoming  available 
this  fall,  it  is  anticipated  that  this 
service  will  be  made  available  to 
young  people  by  churches  who 
have  not  done  so  in  the  past. 
College  students  from  throughout 
the  Synod  utilize  the  resources  of 
the  Guidance  Center  in  large 
numbers.  Counseling,  testing, 
and  informational  services  are 
made  available  to  them. 

An  Agency  Of  Synod 
The  Presbyterian  Guidance 
Program,  an  agency  of  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina,  is  located  on 
the  campus  of  St.  Andrews 
Presbyterian  College,  Laur- 
inburg. 


Meeting  Of  New  Synod 


Presbyterians  trom  throughout 
North  Carolina  will  meet  in 
Charlotte  on  November  30  for  the 
purpose  of  organizing  a  new 
synod,  according  to  an 
announcement  by  Dr.  E.  Lee 
Stoffel,  the  convenor  of  the 
meeting. 

Last  June  the  General 
Assembly  adopted  a  plan  to 
restructure  the  synods  of  the 
denomination,  reducing  their 
number  from  15  to  7  and  making 
the  new  units  effective  on  July  1, 
1973.  The  General  Assembly 
directed  that  "those  who  will 
comprise  the  membership  of  the 
(new)  synod"  should  meet  in 
convention  for  the  purpose  of 
organization  not  later  than  the 
spring  of  1972.  It  authorized  the 
moderator  to  appoint  a  cflnvenor 
and  a  clerk  pro  tern  and  charged 
them  with  the  duty  of  giving 
notice  and  of  the  time  and  place 
of  the  meetings. 

Covenant  Presbyterian  Church 
Dr.  Stoffel  who  was  named 
convenor  of  the  organizational 
meeting  has  selected  Covenant 
Church  in  Charlotte  as  the  place 
of  the  one-day  meeting  which  will 
convene  at  eleven  o'clock  in  the 
morning  on  Tuesday,  November 
30, 1971.  "Hie  convenor  has  named 
a  planning  committee  and 
has  appointed  committees  on 
program,  attendance  and 
credentials,  and  rides  for  the

Synod's  Commission  Sustains  One  Presbytery 


Synod's  Commission  on  the 
Realignment  of  Presbytery 
Boundaries  has  decided  that  the 
jurisdictions  which  formerly 
composed  Kings  Mountain, 
Concord  and  Winston-Salem 
Presbyteries  should  be  and 
remain  a  single  presbytery. 

The  Commission  on 
Realignment  reached  that 
decision  during  its  meeting  in 
Raleigh  on  October  5. 

The  Commission,  presided  over 
by  the  Rev.  John  Mack  Walker, 
Roanoke  Rapids,  spent  the 
morning  listening  to 
representatives  from  each  of  the 
presbytery  commissions  and 
other  interested  persons. 
Approximately  22  people  were 
present  for  the  discussion. 

The  Commissions  of  the  three 
presbyteries  reported  that  each 
favored  the  combining  of  Kings 
Mountain,  Concord  and  Winston- 
Salem  Presbyteries  into 
Presbytery  I  and  were  opposed  to 
dividing  Presbytery  I  into  two 


different  presbyteries.  The 
Commissions  of  Concord  and 
Winston-Salem  Presbyteries 
were  unanimous. 

At  its  meeting  in  June,  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina 
approved  action  of  a  similar 
commission  dividing  the  nine 
presbyteries  of  Synod  into  six, 
with  Kings  Mountain,  Concord 
and  Winston-Salem  becoming  one 
Presbytery.  At  that  time,  a  new 
commission  was  set  up  to  study 
the  situation  in  the  western 
region  with  power  to  divide  the 
presbytery  into  not  more  than 
two  bodies. 

Some  of  those  present  for  the 
morning  discussion  were  opposed 
to  the  one  presbytery  concept. 
The  Rev.  Marion  B.  Boozer, 
pastor  of  Castanea  Presbyterian 
Church,  Stanley,  and  a  member 
of  the  Kings  Mountain 
Presbytery's  Commission  on 
Presbytery  Boundaries  was 
present  for  the  meeting  and 
presented  a  minority  report.  Mr. 


Boozer  was  the  only  member  of 
the  Kings  Mountain  Commission 
to  oppose  the  one  presbytery 
plan.  The  Rev.  Alfred  A.  Saleeby, 
pastor  of  Goshen  Presbyterian 
Church,  North  Belmont,  was  also 
present  to  voice  his 
dissatisfaction  with  the  one 
presbytery  plan.  He  said  that 
"merger  is  not  the  solution.  God 
does  not  depend  on  bigness  to  win 
His  victory." 

Among  those  favoring  the 
maintaining  of  Presbytery  I  was 
the  Rev.  Paul  Ausley,  pastor  of 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
Kings  Mountain.  In  his  remarks 
to  the  Commission,  Mr.  Ausley 
said  that  "by  pooling  our 
resources,  we  can  and  we  must 
do  a  better  job  than  we  have  done 
in  the  past." 

Another  strong  supporter  of  the 
one  presbytery  plan  was  Mr.  E. 
Fielding  Clark  of  Concord 
Presbytery.  Mr.  Clark  was  very 
emphatic  in  his  comments  and

convention.  Each  church  shall  be 
represented  by  a  ruling  elder 
commissioned  by  the  church 
session.

elders  and  shall  be  entitled  to  one 
more  ruling  elder  for  each 
additional  1000  communicants. 

The  Committee  also 
recommends  that  all  ministers 
who  are  members  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S., 
presbyteries  of  Albemarle, 
Asheville,  Concord  Fayetteville,. 
Granvillei,  Kings  Mountain, 
Mecklenburg,  Orange, 
Wilmington,  and  Winston-Salem, 
be  enrolled  as  members  of  this 
convention.  It  recommends  that 
all  ministers  who  are  members  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S., 
Presbytery  of  Holston,  who 
reside  in  the  counties  of  Yancey, 
Mitchell,  or  Avery,  North 
Carolina  or  such  ministers  who 
serve  Presbyterian  Church,  U.

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The  plan  of  realignment  of  synod's  boundaries 
adopted  by  the  1971  General  Assembly  provides  for  a 
new  synod,  which  is  to  have  an  organizational 
meeting  in  Charlotte  on  November  30.  It  will  include 
the  present  Synod  of  North  Carolina  and  those  North 
Carolina  churches  now  in  the  Synod  of  Appalachia 
excepting  the  churches  in  six  counties  in  the 
northeastern  corner  of  the  state  which  are  included  in 
the  boundaries  of  Synod  "A"  (presently  the  Synods  of 


Virginia  and  West  Virginia).  It  is  expected  that  the 
1971  meeting  of  North  Carolina  Synod  wiU  seek  to 
keep  those  churches  within  the  boundaries  of  the  new 
Synod  "B".

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"I  believe  that  stewardship  is  a 
matter  of  spiritual  discipline  to 
keep  us  mindful  of  who  we  are 
and  what  has  been  done  for  us," 
according  to  the  Rev.  Fred  C.

out  its  functions,  then  there  would 
be  a  gathering  of  the  people 
involved  in  the  programs  to 
determine  the  priorities  and 
distribution  of  the  funds  as 
equally  and  fairly  as  possible. 

He  continued  by  pointing  out 
that  the  budget  approved  at  the 
1971  meeting  of  Synod,  $1,090,000, 
was  approximately  $240,000  less 
than  the  various  committees  had 
requested.  "We  had  to  cut  that 
much  out  and  therefore  we 
decided  who  got  the  rponey  by 


who  was  in  the  most  serious  need 
at  the  time,"  Mr.  Holder  said. 

When  asked  his  thoughts  about 
the  relationship  between 
stewardship  and  commitment, 
Mr.  Holder  remarked  that  "if  a 
person  believes  that  his  church  is 
very  important  and  that  it  is 
important  in  his  immediate 
future  and  long-range  future, 
then  he  is  going  to  make  certain 
sacrifices  to  make  sure  that  the 
church  maintains  the  strength  of 
her  mission  in  the  world."

Mrs.  J.S.  Evans,  Jr.,  president, 
presented  a  gift,  a  Sheffield  tray, 
with  love  and  appreciation  from 
the  organization  to  Dr.  and  Mrs. 
Harold  J.  Dudley.  Dr.  Dudley, 
who  has  recently  retired  as 
General  Secretary  of  Synod 
served  as  secretary-treasurer- 
historian  of  the  Society  since 
1954.

Visits 
were  made  to  the  separate 
session  room,  the  cemetery,  and 
the  education  building. 

After  a  visit  to  Fifth  Creek 
Church  (organized  1846)  where 
the  Rev.  Tracey  V.  Fisher 
presented  the  history,  the  tour 
moved  to  the  Bethany  Church 
where  lunch  was  served.  The 
pastor,  Edward  R.  Dedrick, 
presented  the  history  of  Bethany 
(organized  1775).  The  tour 
concluded  with  visits  to  Ebenezer 
Academy  and  Fort  Dobbs.

The  Love-N-Care  Day 
Care  Center  is  illustrative  of  the 
reason  for  our  being— to  provide 
cooperatively  for  the  needs  we 
see  in  our  community  that  we 
could  not  provide  as  individual 
churches.  The  Eastern  Catawba 
Cooperative  Christian  Ministry  is 
not  a  super-church  of  any  kind 
but  rather  a  vehicle  for  joint 
Christian  action.

publicized  by  the  women's 
liberation  movement  are 
"startling,"  particularly 
indications  that  the  average 
woman  may  have  nothing  to  do 
but  "stay  home"  for  35  years 
after  her  last  child  is  through 
high  school. 

She  cited  discrimination  that 
still  prevails  despite  legal 
prohibitions,  such  as 
advertisements  for  male  and 
female  jobs  and  the  need  for 
females  to  have  higher  marks 
than  males  to  get  into  coed 
schools. 

Queens  College  President  John 
E.  Smylie  indicated  Queens' 
interest  in  educating  the 
liberated  woman  and  called  on 
colleges  throughout  the  nation  to 
rethink  the  role  of  women  in 
society. 

He  noted  that  a  basic  argument 
criticizing  women's  education 
and  society  is  that  it  "conditions 
women  from  childhood  to  define 
their  lives  in  terms  of  sexual, 
functions  as  wives  and  mothers." 

In  answering  what  Queens  and 
other  colleges  should  do  about  it, 
Smylie  said,  "Let  us  devote  our 
resources  and  energies  to  the 
development  of  women  who  are 
able  to  perceive  themselves  and 
to  act  as  complete  human  beings 
with  a  wide  range  of  acceptable 
social  objectives  open  to  them." 

Dr.  Smylie  said,  "We  should 
insist  that  students  reach  out  and 
become  persons  more  given  to 
being  initiators  instead  of  passive 
accepters." 

Queens  is  dedicated  to  the  full 
intellectual  development  of 
women,  the  president  said.  "It  is 
not  smart  any  longer  to  play 
dumb." 

Full  physical  development  of 
the  woman  is  another  goal, 
Smylie  said,  as  is  the  need  for 
"growing  inner  direction 
according  to  her  own  desires 
rather  than  a  relationship  with  a 
man."

Work  At  i'resbyterian  Home 
Described  To  Wilmington  Church 


"Forsake  me  not... when  I  am 
old  and  greyheaded"  was  the 
subject  and  the  program  for  the 
Family  Night  supper  held  at  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church, 
Wilmington,  September  13. 

William  R.  Atkins,  staff 
member  of  the  Presbyterian 
Home  in  High  Point,  described 
the  care  and  activities  of  older 
people  through  shdes  and  a  film 
of  the  Rhythm  Band,  an  unusual 
group  at  the  home  "made  up 
entirely  of  senior  citizens. 

A  display  was  set  up  showing 
some  of  the  handy  work  made  by 
80  year-olds  with  pictures  of  what 
people  do  when  they  reach  90  and 
100  years  of  age. 

The  Presbyterian  Home  is 
completing  its  20th  year  of 
operation.  It  started  with  one  old 


building  and  24  residents.  ^Today 
the  complex  of  the  main  building 
and  nursing  unit  plus  apartments 
and  cottages  is  valued  at  well 
over  two  million  dollars 
accommodating  214  residents. 
Plans  for  the  addition  of  18  more 
apartments  may  increase  the 
total  to  250  residents. 

The  residents  of  the 
Presbyterian  Home  come  from 
all  walks  of  life  and  economic 
levels  and  from  all  over  North 
Carolina. 

The  Presbyterian  Home  in 
High  Point  is  considered  to  be  one 
of  the  outstanding  facilities  in  the 
southeast. 

The  Home  is  an  agency  of  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  and  is 
one  of  the  recepients  of  Synod's 
benevolence  dollars. 


First  Union  Presbyterian  Church 


In  the  summer  of  1967,  two  congregations  in  the 
northern  area  of  Charlotte  united  for  the  stated 
purpose  of  carrying  out  an  effective  Presbyterian 
witness  in  their  community.  On  September  19,  1971, 
the  members  of  First  Union  Presbyterian  Church 
,  dedicated  their  new  $274,000  building. 

First  Union  was  formed  through  a  merger  of  the 
Nevin  Presbyterian  Church  and  the  Allen  Hills 
Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church.  According 
to  the  pastor,  the  Rev.  James  A.  Cannon,  it  was  the 
first  union  of  an  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian 
Church  and  a  Presbyterian,  U.  S.,  church. 

Discussions  about  a  merger  between  the  Nevin 
church  and  the  Allen  Hills  church  began  in  1966,  and 


after  many  meetings  of  the  two  congregations,  a  plan 
of  union  was  submitted  to  the  two  denominational 
Presbyteries.  Approval  of  the  merger  was  granted 
and  the  two  congregations  began  worshipping 
together  July  2,  1967.  On  August  6,  1967,  the 
congregation  voted  to  approve  as  its  official  name 
First  Union  Presbyterian  Church. 

Mr.  Cannon  was  called  to  be  the  first  minister  in 
June,  1968.  For  two  years  the  congregation  used  both 
of  the  old  church  buildings.  After  these  plants  were 
sold,  services  were  held  at  the  Derita  Elementary 
School,  located  next  door  to  the  new  structure.  Land 
for  the  new  building  was  provided  by  the 
Mecklenburg  Presbytery. 


Committee  deals  with  matters 
handed  down  from  the  General 
Assembly  and  the  Synod  to 
Presbytery  for  action. 

Delegates  to  the  Mecklenburg 
Presbytery  were  asked  to  help 
with  a  "positive  program  of 
reconciliation"  during  the 
meeting  of  Presbytery.  During 
the  report  of  the  Interpretation 
Committee,  it  was 

recommended  that  local  sessions 
(and  pastors)  "consider 
seriously  the  urging  of  the 
General  Assembly  to  institute  a 
positive  program  of 
reconciliation  among 
themselves,  their  leaders  and 
members." 

Further,  the  report  urges  that 
"divisions  and  differences.  .  .be 
faced  and  dealt  with  honestly  in 
the  forgiving  and  reconciling 
spirit  of  the  great  Head  of  the 
Church,  The  Lord  Christ 
Himself." 

The  report  of  the  Special 
Committee  on  Camp  Stewart 
was  made  by  J.  Cecil  Lawrence, 
chairman. 

Other  reports  made  to  the 
Presbytery  were  those  of  the 
Commissioners  to  the  General 
Assembly,  made  by  the  Rev. 
Robert  J.  James,  and  the  report 
of  the  Personnel  Committee, 
made  by  Gene  A.  Cathey. 

Ministers  received  at  the 
meeting  included  the  Rev. 
Jennings  B.  Reid,  called  to  the 
Hickory  Grove  Presbyterian 
Church;  Hunter  R.  Hill,  who  has 
been  called  as  assistant  minister 
for  the  Commonwealth-Eastmin- 
ister  Church  who  sought  to  be 
received  as  a  candidate  and 
examined  for  ordination;  the 
Rev.  Richard  P.  Shaw,  called  to 
the  Albemarle  Road  Church;  and 
the  Rev.  Fred  H.  Currie,  called  to 
the  Pee  Dee  and  the  Mt.  Gilead 
churches. 

Dr.  W.M.  Boyce,  retired,  was 
received  into  Mecklenburg 
Presbytery  from  the  Presbytery 
of  Suwannee. 

Also  during  the  meeting  of 
Presbytery,  the  Presbyterian 
Convention  film  was  shown  and 
attendance  to  the  October 
gathering  in  Atlanta  was 
encouraged.

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Former  Moderator  Of  Assembly  Minister  And  His  Work  Committee 

Reflects  On  Stewardship    ^""f^T'  Of  Ministry

(Ed.  note:  The  following  is  a 
portion  of  a  conversation  with  Dr. 
Charles  L.  King,  a  Presbyterian 
minister  of  long  and  outstanding 
service  to  the  Church,  pastor 
emeritus  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  Houston, 
Texas,  ^nd  a  past  moderator  of 
the  General  Assembly.  During  a 
recent  visit  in  Ralei^,  Dr.  King 
agreed  to  share  with  the  readers 
of  The  Presbyterian  News 
some  of  his  thoughts.  Among  the 
many  topics  discussed  with  Dr. 
king  was  the  timely  subject  of 
stewardship.) 

Q.  Dr.  King,  how  can 
stewardship  be  made  a  more 
meaningful  part  of  the  life  of  the 
church? 

"Let's  put  it  this  way.  What 
would  I  do  about  stewardship  if  I 
was  going  to  start  my  whole 
ministry  over.  First  of  all,  I  think 
we  have  made  a  mistake  in  tieing 
stewardship  up  to  money.  You 
know,  when  the  average  deacon 
thinks  of  stewardship,  he  thinks 
of  taking  up  a  collection  or 
putting  on  a  canvas.  That  ought 
not  to  be  so. 

"One  of  the  epistles  speaks  of 
the  stewardship  of  the  Gospel.  I 
believe  we  would  have  a  better 
educated  church  and  perhaps  a 
better  committed  church  if  we 
had  given  stewardship  a  much 
broader  implication  and  made  it 
apply  to  the  Gospel  and  to  every 
privilege  that  goes  along  with  the 
Gospel.  I  think  in  these  last  years 
there  has  been  a  broader  base  for 
stewardship,  but  I  can  remember 
in  the  first  years  of  my  ministry 
we  didn't  preach  on  stewardship 
until  just  before  Every-Member 
Canvas  time.  I  think  that  has 
been  a  great  mistake.  I  think  the 
whole  year  should  be  given  to 
stewardship  because  everything 
we  have  and  treasure  is  a  gift 
from  God.  We  are  stewards  of 
salvation  itself.  So  if  I  were 
going  to  start  my  ministry  over 
again,  I  wouldn't  use  the  word 
stewardship  every  Sunday,  but  I 
would  certainly  emphasize  as 
never  before  that  every  spiritual 
gift  and  every  spiritual  privilege 
entrusted  to  us  is  a  gift  of  the 
Lord." 

Q.  What  about  tithing? 

Mrs.  King  and  I  have  from  the 
day  we  were  married  tried  to  be 
tithers.  I'm  a  strong  believer  in 
tithing  and  I  don't  believe  that 
Presbyterians  will  ever  get  so 
spiritual  that  they  don't  need

some  definite  rule  to  go  by  and  we 
can  testify  out  of  our  own 
experiences  that  tithing  has 
been  a  tremendous  blessing  to  us. 
We  feel  that  as  we  have 
renewed  our  faith  and  practice 
through  tithing,  we've  had 
tremendous  spiritual  blessings. 

I  wouldn't  preach  tithing  as  an 
Old  Testament  law;  I  would  just 
preach  that  we  are  human  beings 
and  are  creatures  of  habit  .  We 
need  spiritual  rules  to  go  by.  For 
example,  every  Christian  ought 
to  have  a  devotional  of  some  kind 
during  the  day.  I  don't  beUeve 
we'll  every  get  so  sanctified  that 
we  don't  need  to  cultivate  oiu* 
devotional  life.  And  just  as  we 
need  that  rule  for  the  giving  of 
our  substance,  we  ought  to  look 
into  the  way  we  use  our  time, 
also,  because  we  are  stewards  of 
our  time  and  our  talents.  You 

know,  there  would  be  a  real 
revival  in  the  Church  if  the  Holy 
Spirit  would  lead  people  to  see 
that  they  are  stewards  of  their 
talents  and  their  time  and  that 
the  Lurd  expects  stewards  to  be 
faithful. 

"One  mistake  that  I  think  I 
made  in  in  in  a  large  part  of  my 
ministry  was  not  leading  the 
congregation  to  see  that 
stewardship  is  related  not  only  to 
money,  but  it's  related  to  every 
opportunity  and  every  privilege 
that  we  have  in  Christ.  I  would  do 
that  far  better  than  I  did.  I  would 
still  hold  on  to  tithing,  not  to  the 


legal  rule,  but  as  a  goal  that 
Christian  people  ought  to 
practice." 

Q.  Can  you  suggest  ways  the 
Church  can  avoid  making  the 
mistake     of     thinking  of 
stewardship  solely  in  terms  of 
money? 

"More  Biblical  preaching 
would  be  a  cure  for  a  lot  of  the 
Church's  problems.  We  have 
such  wonderfully  rich  material 
on  steward^ip  both  in  the  Old 
Testament  and  in  the  New.  I  just 
can't  conveive  of  a  minister 
having  a  better  way  of  building 
his  people  up  in  stewardship  than 
by  just  preaching  the  Word  of 
God;  by  preaching  the  full 
message  of  stewardship.  "Hie 
stewardship  of  prayer,  for 
instance.  I  wonder  how  many 
elders  and  deacons  consider  that 
they  are  stewards  of  prayer?  I 
might  add  ministers,  also.  And 
the  stewardship  of  opportunities. 
Does  the  church  bordering  a 
community  that  is  under- 
privileged consider  that  it  is  a 
steward  of  the  opportunity  of 
serving  that  underprivileged 
secton? 

I  don't  believe  our  denomina- 
tion has  made  much  progress  in 
considering  that  the 
opportunities  of  service  and 
witnessing  are  opportunities  for 
practicing  stewardship.  It  is 
going  to  take  a  lot  of  prayer  and 
Biblical  preaching  to  bring  the 
church  to  that  point."

Moderator  Addresses  Concord  Fall  Rally 

Men  Gather  At  Barium  Springs 


Dr.  Ben  Lacy  Rose,  moderator 
of  the  111th  General  Assembly  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S. 
addressed  the  annual  fall  rally  of 
the  Men  of  the  Church  of  Concord 
Presbytery  at  Little  Joe's 
Presbyterian  Church,  Barium 
Springs,  September  14. 

Dr.  Rose,  Professor  of 
Homiletics  at  Union  Theological 
Seminary  in  Richmond,  pointed 
out  in  his  remarks  to  the  more 
than  400  men  assembled  for  the 
rally  that,  "The  church  is  in  good 
health.  We  must  seek  unity  in  our 
diversity." 

"There  are  many  who  are 
unhappy  with  our  church  today, 
aiming  their  criticism  at  her 
differences  and  branding  her  as 
apostate,  but  I  don't  believe 
this,"  the  church's  highest 
elected  official  said. 

"It's  true,  we  do  have  deep 
differences,  but  this  is  good,"  he 
continued. 

The  moderator,  who  has  held 
four  pastorates  in  North 
CaroUna,  said  the  church  is  in  a 
period  of  groping  and  brooding. 

"As  long  as  we  accept  the 
Protestant  concept  establishing 
the  priesthood  of  all  believers  and 
the  freedom  of  Scriptural 
interpretation,  we  will  never  all 
think  aUke." 

"This  diversity  is  necessary  to 
the  growth  and  health  of  our 
church,  for  the  will  of  Jesus 
Christ  is  too  vast  and  man's 
concepts  too  narrow  for  one  to  see 
all  of  the  eternal  truth  or  to 
interpret  fully  what  God  has 
revealed." 

"We  are  grappling  with 
infinitely  important  issues  and 
should  thank  God  for  diversity.''

Disturbing  Figures! 

Ine  work  of  North  Carolina 
Presbyterians  through  the 
programs  of  Synod  are  made 
possible  by  the  benevolence 
giving  of  the  approximately  700 
churches  in  its  boundaries. 

The  Rev.  W.  E.  Kercheval, 
Presbyterian  Campus  Minister  in 
Winston-Salem,  unearthed  some 
disturbing  figures  in  preparing 
an  analysis  of  the  buying  power 
of  church  dollars. 

He  discovered  that  the  buying 
power  of  the  dollar  in  North  Car- 
olina has  increased  23.5  percent 
in  the  five  year  period  of  1965- 
1969.  Per  capita  income 
increased  43.3  percent.  He 
concluded  that  the  cost  of  living 
increased  19.8  percent  but 
benevolence  buying  power 
decreased  by  17.0  percent.

A  commission  with  power  to 
adjust  boundary  line  of  proposed 
synods  and  to  name  legal 
successors  to  synods  has  been 
appointed  by  Dr.  Ben  Lacy  Rose, 
moderator  of  the  Presbyterian 
U.S.  General  Assembly. 

Establishment  of  the 
commission  was  called  for  in  the 
report  of  the  Ad  Interim 
Committee  on  Restructuring 
Synods  and  Presbyteries, 
adopted  by  the  1971  General 
Assembly. 

During  its  June  meeting,  the 
Assembly  adopted  the 
recommendation  that  "a 
commission  be  appointed  by  the 
General  Assembly,  consisting  of 
one  Ruling  Elder  and  one 
Teaching*  Elder  from  each  ex- 
isting synod,  and  be  empowered 
to  readjust  a  particular  boundary 
hne  of  a  proposed  synod  when 
requested  by  an  existing  synod." 

The  newly  named  commission 
will  be  convened  by  the  Rev.  John 
S.  Brown  of  Richmond.  The 
General  Assembly  directed  that 
the  commission  cease  to  function 
after  December  31,  1975. 

In  June,  the  Assembly  moved 
to  proceed  with  creating  seven 
synods  out  of  the  present  15.  Dr. 
Rose  recently  appointed 
convenors  and  clerks  pro  tem  to 
issue  caUs  for  conventions  of 
proposed  synods  "for  the  purpose 
of  organization  not  later  than  the 
spring  of  1972."  The  convention 
must  elect  committees  whose 
business  will  be  to  deal  with 
presbytery  boundaries,  mission 
and  organization  of  synod, 
clarification  of  legal  titles  and 
relationship  with  institutions  and 
may  elect  others  as  found 
necessary.  The  new  synods  are  to 
come  into  being  July  1,  1973.

Consultation  Set  To  Study  The 

Church's  Use  Of  Her  Ministry 


A  Consultation  on  the  Ministry, 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  will 
be  held  March  2-4  at  Montreal, 
North  Carolina. 

Plans  were  shaped  at  a  recent 
meeting  of  the  Ad  Interim 
Committee  on  the  Church's  Use 
of  Her  Ordained  Ministry.  The 
Committee  was  established  by 
the  1971  General  Assembly  as  a 
response  to  an  overture  from 
Holston  Presbytery. 

The  overture  pointed  out  that 
"there  seems  to  exist  in  our 
denomination  an  over  supply  of 
ministers  and  there  are  currently 
strong  evidences  of 
dysfunctionality  in  our  system  of 
pastoral  relocations  which  result 
in  critical  problems  in  minister- 
ial morale  and  extended  periods 
of  reduced  effectiveness  in  the 
life  of  vacant  churches." 

Fifteen  persons  have  been 
named  by  Dr.  Ben  Lacy  Rose, 
Moderator  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.S.,  General  Assembly 
to  the  Ad  Interim  Committee. 

In  announcing  the  plans  for  the 
Consultation,  spokesman  pointed 
out  that  a  layman  and  a  minister 
from  each  of  the  73  presbyteries, 
heads  of  General  Assembly 
agencies  and  representatives  of 
theological  seminaries  and 
special  groups  in  the 
denomination  will  be  invited  to 
attend. 

The  Committee  retained  the 
Rev.  Irving  Stubbs  of  Richmond, 
Virginia,  as  design  and  process 
consultant  for  the  Consiitation. 
Stubbs  is  on  the  staff  of  the  Task 
Force  for  Research,  Urban 
Strategy  and  Training  Inc. 

In  the  two-day  planning 
session,  the  Committee

Hunger  Is 
Priority  Of 
Council 


The  Commission  on  Social 
Ministries  of  the  North  Carolina 
Council  of  Churches  has  decided 
to  give  top  priority  during  the 
next  year  to  the  issues  of  welfare 
and  hunger. 

A  primary  goal  of  the  effort  will 
be  to  make  church  people  aware 
of  the  plight  of  the  welfare 
recipient  and  the  nature  of  the 
welfare  system.

be  focused  on  ways  and  means  of 
dealing  with  the  problem."

Dr.  Lacy  is  a  graduate  of 
Davidson  College,  a  Rhodes 
Scholar  and  was  a  U.S.  Army 
chaplain  in  France  during  World 
War  I. 

A  native  of  Raleigh,  Dr.  Lacy 
served  a  number  of  pastorates 
following  his  graduation  from 
Union  Seminary.  He  served  the 
Mount  Pleasant  and  Willow 
Springs  churches  in  Granville 
Presbytery,  and  Central 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Atlanta. 
He  was  president  of  Union 
Theological  Seminary  from  1926 
until  1956. 

Since  becoming  president 
emeritus,  Dr.  Lacy  has  served  as 
interim  pastor  in  Virginia  and 
Alabama  as  well  as  the  Wilson 
and  Gastonia  churches  in  North 
Carolina. 

Dr.  Lacy  was  moderator  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  the

Three  Presbyteries  Meet  In  Open  Meeting 

"  Views  Exchanged  On  Presbytery  Structure 


More  than  300  Presbyterians 
from  the  churches  of  Kings 
Mountain,  Winston-Salem  and 
Concord  Presbyteries  gathered 
at  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
Hickory,  North  Carolina,  on 
Sunday  afternoon,  September  19, 
1971  for  a  rare  event.  The 
meeting,  arranged  by 
commissions  from  the  three 
presbyteries  and  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina,  was  held  to 
provide  free  exchange  of 
information  and  views  on  the 
future  presbytery  structure  of 
this  area. 

The  1971  meeting  of  Synod 
ratified  a  plan  which  grouped  the 
entire  22  county  area  in  a  single 
presbytery  structure.  The  Synod 
also  created  a  commission 
enpowered  to  divide  the  area  into 
not  more  than  two  presbyteries  if 
it  found  such  a  plan  to  be  in  the 
best  interest  of  the  Church.  The 
commission  met  in  Raleigh  on 
October  5  and  its  decision  is 
reported  elsewhere  in  this  issue 
of  The  Presbyterian  News. 

The  meeting  began  with  an 
afternoon  service  of  worship  lead 
by  Dr.  William  W.  Williamson, 
pastor  of  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  Salisbury,  and  a  former 
pastor  of  the  host  church.  The 
Rev.  John  Mack  Walker,  Jr.,  of 
Roanoke  Rapids,  Chairman  of 
the  Commission  of  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina,  presided  at  the 
meeting  which  heard  reports 
from  the  chairmen  of  the 
committees  appointed  by  the 
interim  structure.  These  included 
the  Rev.  Ralph  L.  Underwood  of 
Clemmons,  the  Rev.  John  E. 
Kimbirl  of  Lincolnton,  and  the 
Rev.  J.  Whitner  Kennedy  of 
Hickory.  Each  spoke  of  the 
excellent  spirit  and  harmonious 
relationship  prevailing  in  the 
planning  groups.  Following  these 
reports,  those  in  attendance  were 
divided  into  small  groups  for 
discussion  and  comment.  The 
record  of  these  small  meetings 
was  supplied  to  the  Synod's 
Commission. 

No  vote  on  the  question  was 
taken,  but  numerous  speakers 
participated  in  the  plenary 
discussion  following  the  small 
group    session.  Suggestions 


included  proposals  for  changes  in 
the  voting  procedures  of  the 
Church  and  advocacy  for  both 
options. 

This  unusual  meeting  was 


clearly  a  successful  experiment 
and  much  credit  is  due  to  the 
careful  planning  and  perfect 
hospitality  of  the  committees 
responsible  for  it.

As  a  result  of  initial  study  done 
by  the  Council  of  Albemarle 
Presbytery,  the  October  12 
meeting  of  Presbytery  approved 
the  recommendation  of  the 
Council  that  a  planning  team  of 
eight  persons  from  across  the 
Presbytery  be  established  to 
continue  developing  a  new  way  of 
planning  the  work  of  Albemarle 
Presbytery. 

Presbytery's  Council,  with  the 
aid  of  the  Board  of  National 
Ministries,  explored  the 
possibilities  of  developing  a  new 
planning  process  that  would  not 
limit  planning  to  the  16-member 
Council  or  even  to  the 
committees  that  sit  under  the 
Council.  It  was  the  Council's 
dream  that  a  large  number  of 


people  become  involved  in  the 
planning  work  of  the  Presbytery. 

In  the  report,  the  Council 
requested  a  budget  of  $3,500  to 
continue  the  work  begun  by  a 
grant  of  $1,000  from  the  Board  of 
National  Ministries. 

The  report  was  approved  and 
the  Presbytery  voted  to  ask  the 
Church  Extension  Committee  of 
Presbytery  to  provide  the  $3,500 
for  financing  the  project  from 
surplus  funds  held  by  the  Church 
Extension  Committee.

Barium  Springs  Home  For  Qiildren — 

Thanksgiving  Offering  Aids  Program 

The  annual  Thanksgiving  Gift 
taken  in  local  churches  across  the 
Synod  during  the  Thanksgiving 
season  is  a  supplemental  offering 
used  to  support  the  church's 
ministry  at  Barium  Springs 
Home  for  Children. 

It  would  be  simplier  and  less 
expensive  for  the  Church  to 
concern  itself  simply  with  the 
physical  needs  of  the  child,  but 
Barium  Springs  Home  for 
Children  believes  in  the  family  as 
the  basic  unit  in  a  wholesome 
society  and  believes  it  should  be 
preserved,  even  at  great  cost. 

Barium  Springs  Home  for 
Children  is  a  multiple  service 
child  care  agency  owned  and 
operated  by  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina,  Presbyterian  Church, 
U.S.,  Church,  U.S  and  is  located 
4  miles  south  of  S fates ville. 

Unlike  the  "orphanage"  of  the 
past  whose  basic  function  was  to 
provide  long-term  custodial  care, 
the  program  of  Barium  Springs  is 
family  and  treatment  oriented 
and  emphasizes  short-term  care. 
When  needed,  however,  long- 
term  care  is  proviaed. 

Fortunately,  the  child  who  has 
lost  both  parents  by  death  is 
increasingly  rare.  Even  when 
this  occurs,  the  child  frequently 
finds  a  new  home  with  other 
members  of  trie  family. 

Usually,  the  orphan  today  does 
not  need  someooL  to  replace  his 
parents.  He  needs  help  in 
restoring  his  parents  in  their 
relationship  to  him,  and  perhaps 
to  each  other,  and  to  the  world 
they  must  live  ir;  together.  And  he 
needs  interim  care  while  these 
problems  are  being  solved;  and 
longer  term  care  in  case  they 
cannot  be  solved. 

The  leadership  of  Barium 
Springs  feels  that  this  child  is  as 
much  a  challenge  to  our  Christian

concern  as  was  the  true  orphan  of 
a  century  ago.  In  fact,  the 
challenge  is  more  difficult  than  it 
once  was;  for  the  primary  effort, 
in  order  to  help  the  child,  must  be 
to  rehabilitate  the  family  so  that 
he  can  remain  within  it,  or  return 
to  it. 

Multiple  Service  Agency 
Among  the  various  services 
provided  by  Barium  Springs  are 
residential  group  care,  small 
group  homes,  in-home  aid,  foster 
family  care,  a  Family  and  Child 
Development  Center,  family 
counseling,  and  adoptive 
placement  by  referral. 

The  agency  serves  boys  and 
girls  who  have  problems 
resulting  largely  from 
inadequate  family  situations. 
Since  only  about  2  percent  of  the 
approximately  400  children 
served  each  year  are  full 
orphans,  the  program  is  family 
and  treatment  oriented— helping 
parents  meet  their  responsi- 
bilities while  assiting  them  in  the 


care  of  the  children,  and 
providing  diagnostic,  case  work 
and  therapy  services  for  the  child 
and  his  family.  The  children  visit 
their  parents  periodically  if  at  all 
feasible,  and  parents  are 
expected  to  visit  regularly. 

"These  services  are 
administered  by  social  workers, 
child  care  workers  who  live  with 
the  children  in  their  cottages,  and 
youth  activity  leaders  in 
recreational  and  religious 
activities.  Additional  staff 
includes  office,  dietetic,  health, 
farm  and  maintenance 
personnel.  Psychologists, 
psychiatrists,  and  other 
specialist  are  available  if  needed. 

Church  &  Presbytery 
Consultation 

Another  of  the  innovative 
programs  offered  by  Barium 
Springs  is  a  department  of 
consultative  service  which 
assists  local  churches  and

members  of  the  Home  following 
the  evening  meal. 

During  his  visit,  the 
Presbyterian  executive  shared  a 
few  thoughts  on  encouraging 
developments  in  the  Board  of 
World  Missions. 

Dr.  Street  stressed  the  fact  that 
the  financial  situation  of  the 
World  Missions  Board  is 
encouraging  even  though  the 
Board's  budget  is  not  rising 
sharply.  He  said  that  those 
involved  in  the  World  Missions 
work  of  the  church  have  been 
"forced  to  learn  what  it  means  to 
travel  light  as  the  pilgrim  people 
of  God."  Because  of  financial 
pressure,  Dr.  Street  feels  that  the 
Board  has  cut  out  some  excess 
baggage. 

He  pointed  out  that  church- 
men should  be  encouraged  by  the 
fact  that  "it's  not  by  financial 
power  but  by  God's  grace  that 
the  mission  of  the  Church 
continues." 

A  second  reason  given  by  Dr. 
Street  for  encouragement  in  the 
present  financial  crisis  is  the  fact 
that  limited  budget  has  forced  the 
Board  of  World  Mission  to  reduce

subsidies  to  foreign  churches. 
Although  the  decision  to 
minimize  financial  support  of 
foreign  churches  has  been 
painful,  Dr.  Street  emphasized 
that,  "In  reality,  the  action  was 
necessary  a  long  time  ago." 

Another  area  of  encoura- 
gement has  been  the 
confrontation  of  the  Board  of 
World  Missions  with  national

Plans  &)ntinue  For  Synod  'B' 
Organizational  Meeting  Nov.  30 


Preparations  for  the 
organizational  meeting  of  Synod 
"B"  moved  rapidly  following  the 
announcement  that  the  meeting 
would  be  held  in  Charlotte  on 
November  30.  Responding  to  a 
November  2  announcement  of 
registration  procedures,  a  steady 
volume  of  pre-registration  forms 
has  been  received  in  Synod's 
Office.  Although  too  early  to 
predict  total  registration  for 
attendance,  all  indications  are 
that  the  meeting  will  be  well 
attended.  Nearly  1400  delegates 
are  eligible  to  participate. 

The  Program  Committee  has 
proposed  a  docket  providing  for 
an  opening  service  of  worship  at 
11  a.m.  Following  the  worship, 
the  convention  will  begin  its 
organizational  work.  First  on  the 
agenda  will  be  the  reports  of  the 
committees  on  Standing  Rules, 
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Program,  and  Attendance.  The 
clerk  pro  tem  explained  that  the 
adoption  of  these  reports  is 
necessary  to  organize  the 
convention.  Following  the  reports 
will  be  the  election  of  a 
permanent  chairman  or 
moderator  and  a  clerk. 

According  to  the  plan  of  the 
Program  Committee,  the 
convention  delegates  will  then

Ministers  of  the  Cann  Me- 
morial and  the  Edenton 
Churches,  the  Rev.  Ragland  N. 
Fletcher  and  the  Rev.  Warren 
Nance,  made  a  special  report 
from  the  two  churches  to 
Presbytery  noting  that  the 
restructuring  committee  of  the 
General  Assembly  had  placed 
these  two  churches  in  Synod  "A", 
which  includes  Virginia  and  West 
Virginia.

Pasquotank,  Perquimans,  and 
Chowan)  now  in  Synod  "A"  be 
transferred  to  Synod  "B";  and 
that  the  synod  and  presbytery 
lines  affected  follow  the  state  line 
existing  between  the 
Commonwealth  of  Virginia  and 
the  state  of  North  Carolina." 

In  closing,  Presbytery 
approved  the  invitation  of  the 
Wilson  First  Presbyterian 
Church  for  the  next  meeting  of 
Albemarle  Presbytery  on 
January  25,  1972  at  10  a.m. 


Child  Care  Program  Is 
Recipient  Of  November  Offering 


Emergency  Youth  Home  Established 
By  Fayetteville  Churchmen 


An  emergency  youth  home, 
aiding  persons  up  to  18  years  of 
age,  has  been  established  by 
Fayetteville  Presbytery  in  the 
manse  of  Vaughn  Memorial 
Presbyterian  Church,  Ft.  Bragg 
Road,  Fayetteville. 

The  decision  to  establish  the 
home  was  the  result  of  a  thorough 
study  conducted  over  a  period  of 
several  years  by  the  Special 
Ministries  Committee  of  the 
presbytery. 

The  project  is  being  launched 
with  the  assistance  of  Mr. 
Meredith  White,  Director  of 
Consultative  Services  at  Barium 
Springs  Home  for  Children.  The 
project  may  be  the  first  of  a 
network  of  similar  homes 
throughout  the  presbytery. 

Leading  this  ministry  are  the 
Rev.  and  Mrs.  James  Hicks  who 
have  been  called  as  house 
parents.  Mr.  Hicks  formerly  was 
associate  pastor  at  Lumberton 
First  Presbyterian  Church.  His 
new  position  was  effective 
October  1. 

A  maximum  of  seven  young 
people  can  be  sheltered  in  the 
home.  The  youth  will  be  referred 
to  the  home  by  the  Cumberland 
County  Department  of  Social 
Services.  The  length  of  stay  at  the 
home  w  ill  be  limited  to  90  days 
during  which  it  is  hoped  a 
permanent  home  can  be  found  for 
the  children. 

The  Rev.  J.V.C.  Summerell 
headed   the   committee  which

Merger  Plans,  New  Church 

Topics  Of  Final  Orange  Presbytery  Meeting 


The  last  official  meeting  of 
Orange  Presbytery  was  held 
October  28  in  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  Asheboro. 

On  January  l,  1972,  Orange 
Presbytery  will  merge  with 
Granville  Presbytery  to  form  a 
new  presbytery  under  the 
mandate  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina.  Plans  tor  the  merger 
have  been  underway  for  r>iie 
year.  Under  the  restructure  plan, 
all  of  the  counties  of  Orange  and 
Granville  Presbyteries  will  join 
together  with  the  exception  of 
Lee  County,  which  will  become  a 
part  of  Fayetteville  Presbytery. 

The  Rev.  C.  Linwood  Cheshire, 
Jr.,  of  Greensboro,  Executive 
Secretary  of  Orange  Presbytery, 


was  elected  moderator  for  the 
final  session  in  honor  of  his  nine 
years  of  service  as  executive 
secretary,  stated  clerk  and 
treasurer. 

Addressing  the  members  of 
Orange  Presbytery,  Mr.  Cheshire 
noted  that  the  merger  is  a  time  of 
joy  and  urged  that  churchmen  in 
the  two  presbyteries  "take 
inspiration  from  the  past  as  we 
serve  the  future." 

During  the  meeting  it  was 
announced  that  Dr.  John  An- 
derson, Executive  Secretary  of 
the  Board  of  National  Ministries, 
will  conduct  an  informative 
session  on  evangelism  at  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  in 
High  Point  on  December  8.  The 


1971  General  Assembly  has  put 
major  emphasis  on  evangelism 
for  the  coming  Church  year. 

Among  several  actions  taken 
by  the  church  court,  the 
Presbytery  concurred  with  the 
recommendation  of  the  Church 
Extension  Committee  to 
authorize  organization  of  a 
church  in  southeast  Guilford 
County,  now  called  Presbyterian 
Chapel,  at  the  entrance  of  Forest 
Oaks  Country  Club. 

The  action  came  after 
approximately  50  families 
petitioned  the  Presbytery  to 
organize  the  new  church  under 
the  leadership  of  the  Rev.  Angus 
McGregor.

presbyteries,  at  the  request  of 
ministers  or  committees,  in 
developing  their  own  programs  of 
service  to  families  and  children 
who  need  help. 

Two  exciting  examples  of  child 
care  established  to  meet  needs  in 
the  local  community  are  the 
Shelter  Home  of  Cleveland 
County,  Inc.,  and  the  Emergency 
Youth  Home  of  Fayetteville 
Presbytery,  Inc. 

The  Shelter  Home  of  Cleveland 
County,  located  in  Shelby,  was 
developed  as  a  result  of  the 
concern  of  the  Men's  Bible  Class 
of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
Shelby. 

Barium  consultants  met  with 
members  of  the  local  churches 
and  many  community  agencies, 
verifying  the  need  for  a  shelter 
care  home  in  the  community.  The 
end  result  has  been  the  establish- 
ment of  an  emergency  care  home 
which  will  accommodate  eight 
children  and  makes  available 
services  to  the  children  of 


Cleveland  County  who  need 
temporary  care  outside  of  their 
homes.  Supported  by  churches  of 
five  denominations  in  the  city  of 
Shelby,  the  community  service  is 
an  example  of  the  church  in 
mission  in  its  own  community. 

Another  example  of 
community  concern  is  the 
Emergency  Youth  Home  of 
Fayetteville  Presbytery.  (See 
story  elsewhere  in  The 
Presbyterian  News.) 

When  asked  how  the  services  of 
Barium  Springs  Home  for 
Children  differ  from  those  of 
other  secular  child  care 
institutions.  Dr.  Nat  K.  Reiney, 
Executive  Director  of  the  Home, 
stated,  "We,  in  our  various 
positions,  do  not  just  'have  a  job'. 
We  have  a  mission — a  mission  to 
those  whom  Christ  called  'the 
least  of  mine'.  To  all  of  those 
people  in  trouble,  children  who 
are  disadvantaged,  families  torn 
by  sickness  and  sin,  we  must 
continue  to  go  about  our  work 
with  the  conviction  that  we  are 
instruments  of  God's  grace  for 
others." 


P.S.C.E.  Offers  Short  Term 

Wide  Variety  Of  Courses  Offered 


The  opportunity  for 
professional  and  lay  people  in  the 
church  to  study  at  the 
Presbyterian  School  of  Christian 
Education  on  a  short-term  basis 
has  been  recently  announced. 

The  1972  January  term, 
designed  to  offer  helpful  courses 
fdr  ministers,  DCE's  and  lay 
people,  for  a  two-week  or  four- 
week  period,  will  make  possible 
study  in  a  wide  variety  of  areas 
for  those  whose  schedules  would 
not  otherwise  permit  study-time.

Dr.  Worley  is 
the  author  of  Preaching  and 
Teaching  In  the  Earliest  Church, 
1967,  and  Change  in  the  Church: 
A  Source  of  Hope,  1971.  The  latter 
book  is  concerned  with  the 
changing  of  church  organizations 
for  more  appropriate  and 
consistent  expressions  of 
Christian  faith. 

Mr.  Bluford  B.  Hestir,  Jr., 
executive  secretary  of  television, 
radio  and  audio-visuals,  PCUS, 
will  teach  a  course  in  the 
communications  revolution.  The

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churches.  Dr.  Street  feels  that  it 
is  a  healthy  sign  that  the 
Presbyterian  churches  in 
countries  served  by  the  Board  of 
World  Missions  have  developed  a 
national  spirit.  In  most  cases,  Dr. 
Street  pointed  out,  there  no 
longer  exists  a  "mother- 
daughter"  relationship  between 
the  national  church  and  the 
representatives  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.  More 
and  more,  the  relationship 
between  the  two  churches  is 
becoming  one  of  sisters  working 
together  in  a  common  cause. 

The  new  spirit  of  localism  in 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.,  is 
another  source  of  encouragement 
according  to  Dr.  Street.  He 
said,  "People  are  no  longer 
enchanted  with  the  boards  and 
agencies  of  the  Church.  They  are 
insisting  on  more  information 
and  are  making  demands  for 
more  participation  in  decision 
making."  Dr.  Street  sees  this 
renewed  concern  at  the  local 
level  a  very  healthy  sign  in  the 
life  of  the  Church.

Organizational  Plans  Continue 
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meet  for  small  group  work. 
Twenty-five  group  leaders  will  be 
selected  and  trained  by  the 
Program  Committee.  In  these 
small  groups,  the  delegates  will 
share  their  views  and 
expectations  for  the  new  synod 
structure.  The  proposed  small 
groups  are  an  innovative  effort  to ' 
oocam  views  of  the  delegates 
about  the  work  of  the  new 
regional  court. 

Lunch  will  be  served  at 
Covenant  Church  at  1  p.m.  and 
the  convention  will  re-convene  at 
2  p.m.  to  consider  the  reports  of 
its  committees  and  to  elect  the 
membership  of  the  committees 
chosen  for  this  work.  The 
Planning  Committee  estimates 
that  no  less  than  five  committees 
will  be  required  to  do  the 
organizational  work  to  form  the 
new  synod.  A  total  committee 
membership  may  exceed  100  and 
the  work  of  each  committee  may 
extend  over  a  period  of  12-16 
months.  To  be  eligible  for 
election  to  a  committee,  it  is  not 
necessary  that  a  member  attend 
the  convention  or  hold  office  in 
the  church. 

The  directive  of  the  lilth 
General  Assembly  which  created 
7  new  synods  out  of  the 
existing  15  requires  that  those 
who  will  comprise  the 
membership  of  the  new  synod 
meet  in  convention  for  the 
purpose  of  organization  not  later 
than  the  spring  of  1972.  A  second 
meeting  must  be  held  after 
February  1,  1973  at  a  time  and 
place  set  by  the  convention  to  act 
on  reports  from  the  committees 
chosen  at  the  November  30 
meeting.  In  the  Assembly's 
directive,  three  committees  are 
required:  Presbytery 
Boundaries;  Mission  and 
Organization  of  the  Synod;  and 
Institutional  Relationships,  but 
the  convention  is  authorized  to 
elect  as  many  additional 
committees  as  are  needed. 

The  November  30  meeting  at 
Covenant  Church  will  be  the  first 
to  be  held  by  the  new  synods,  but 
Synod  "A"  has  announced  plans 
for  a  similar  meeting  on  the  same 
day. 

The  organizational  meeting 
and  the  period  of  studv  which 
follows  it  are  generally  regarded 


as  an  opportunity  to  coordinate 
the  mission  and  structures  of 
Synod  with  the  pending 
restructure  of  the  General 
Assembly's  Boards  and  Agencies 
and  the  recently  completed 
reorganization  of  presbyteries  in 
North  Carolina.

Approval  of  a  $300,000  goal  tor 
the  college's  annual  giving 
program  and  formal  recognition 
of  a  gift  from  E.  H.  Little  of  New 
York  were  among  items  of 
business  during  the  fall  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  St. 
Andrews  Presbyterian  College  in 
late  October. 

At  a  supper  meeting  prior  to 
working  sessions  of  trustee 
committees  President  Donald  J. 
Hart  gave  a  brief  "state  of  the 
union"  talk.  Dr.  Hart  reported  an 
increase  in  enrollment,  faculty 
strengthening,  further  progress 
in  reducing  the  operating  budget 
deficit,  and  an  optimistic  view  of 
student  life  during  the  first  weeks 
of  the  new  academic  year. 

Trustee  John  F.  McNair,  III, 
former  Laurinburg  resident  and 
now  senior  vice  president  of 
Wachovia  Bank  and  Trust 
Company  in  Raleigh,  will  head 
the  1971-72  annual  giving 
program.  Trustees  set  a  $300,000 
goal  for  the  current  effort,  almost 
double  the  $165,000  produced  last 
year. 

Memorial  Gift 

Trustees  formally  recognized  a 
gift  of  $50,000  received  during  the 
past  academic  year  from  E.  H. 
Little,  retired  president  of 
Colgate-Palmolive  Company. 
Mr.  Little's  gift  was  in  memory  of 
his  wife,  Suzanne  Trezevant 
Little.  The  Mecklenburg  County 
native,  now  living  in  New  York 
City,  made  the  gift  to  St.  Andrews 
as  part  of  a  $1  million  gift  to 
colleges,  churches,  hospitals  and 
schools  in  North  Carolina  and 
four  other  states.  In  appreciation 
the  trustees  designated  the 
instrumentation  center  in  the 


new  science  building  as  the 
Suzanne  Trezevant  Little 
Instrumentation  Center. 

Enrollment  Increase 
President  Hart  reported  with 
satisfaction  a  32  percent  increase 
in  size  of  the  entering  freshman 
class,  though  cautioning  that 
"oneyear  doesn't  make  a  trend." 
The  298  new  freshmen  helped 
boost  total  enrollment  5 
percent  to  892.  He  also  told 
trustees  that  14  new  members 
joined  the  faculty,  a  substantially 
lower  turnover  than  in  the  past 
several  years.  Coupled  with 
continuing  members  of  the 
faculty  who  earned  doctoral 
degrees  during  the  year,  the  new 
members  helped  raise  to  60 
percent  the  proportion  of  faculty 
with  earned  doctorates. 


An  athletic  scholarship  fund 
has  been  estabhshed  at  Davidson 
College  in  memory  of  W.  Olin 
Nisbet,  Jr.,  who  was  a  trustee  of 
the  college,  a  securities  executive 
in  Charlotte,  and  a  deacon  of 
Covenant  Presbyterian  Church. 

Income  from  donations  will  be 
credited  to  the  college's  Wildcat 
Athletic  Fund  to  defray  the  cost 
of  a  football  scholarship  named 
for  Nisbet,  according  to  college 
officials. 

"Both  we  at  Davidson  and  Mr. 
Nisbet's  family  and  friends  feel 
that  this  scholarship  will  be  most 
appropriate  as  a  memorial  to  one 
of  Davidson's  most  devoted 
alumni,"  said  College  President 
Samuel  R.  Spencer,  Jr. 
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Hart  said  the  operatmg  budget 
deficit  for  the  current  year  had 
been  reduced  to  approximately 
$90,000  through  various 
economics  and  expressed  the 
hope  that  next  year's  budget 
would  see  the  deficit  financing 
ended. 

In  his  remarks  on  student  life. 
President  Hart  noted  that 
attendance  at  creative  arts 
performances  was  up  over  last 
year.  He  said  he  believed  that 
revisions  in  visitation  rules 
reflected  a  developing  sense  of 
responsibility  among  students, 
adding  that  he  and  others  were 
particularly  impressed  with  the 
maturity  and  performance  of  the 
freshmen  in  and  out  of  the 
classroom. 


"'Mutt'  Nisbet  played  football 
at  Davidson  during  1924  to  1928 
and  was  a  fullback  on  the  1926 
team  which  won  the  state 
championship,"  Spencer 
continued.  "He  continued  to  be 
an  ardent  booster  of  the  college's 
football  teams  for  the  rest  of  his 
life,  and  served  for  15  years  as  a 
trustee  concerned  with  all 
aspects  of  the  college." 

After  his  death  on  August  22, 
1969,  The  Charlotte  Observer  in 
an  editorial  described  him  as  "a 
man  dignified  in  his  bearmg  and 
conduct.  Nisbet  contributed 
much  to  Charlotte  as  a  builder  of 
its  commerce  as  a  good  family 
man,  as  an  all-around  good 
citizen."

'Evangelism  Associates' 

Formed  By  National  Ministries  Board 


Parish  ministCi-".  with  special 
skills  soon  will  be  nominated  by 
their  presbyteries  for  specific 
short-term  evangelism 
assignments  in  1972. 

Approximately  ten  pastors  will 
be  selected  by  presbytery 
committees  and  the  Board  of 
National  Ministries,  under  the 
Board's  new  program  of 
Evangelism  Associates.  The 
pastors  will  be  recruited  to  take  a 
leave  of  absence  of  from  one  to 
twelve  months  or  they  might  give 
from  one  to  five  days  per  week  to 
meet  specific  evangelism 
objectives  at  the  presbytery 
level. 

The  Board  of  National 
Ministries  has  contacted  all 
presbyteries  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.S.,  inviting  them 
to     submit     proposals  for 


evangelism  programs  within 
their  bounds,  to  be  negotiated 
with  the  Board. 

Evangelism  Associates  is  one 
facet  of  the  denomination's  new, 
three-year  evangehsm  emphasis 
to  be  spearheaded  by  the  Board 
of  National  Ministries  beginning 
in  1972. 

Under  the  Evangelism 
Associates  program,  a  minister 
would  continue  to  live  in  the 
manse,  moderate  the  session  of 
his  church  and  preach  at  least 
once  a  month  in  his  congregation. 
His  presbytery  and  the  Board  of 
National  Ministries  would  each 
pay  half  the  expense  of  his 
participation  in  the  program. 
That  would  include  salary,  on  a 
pro-rated  basis,  pension, 
insurance,  travel  and  program 
expense. 


present  membership  of  410.  Two 
buildings  have  been  constructed 
and  a  master  plan  has  been 
prepared  which  includes  a  five- 
building  campus-style  church 
plan.

Members  of  Asheville 
Presbytery  have  rejected  a  bid 
by  those  opposed  to  the  merging 
of  Asheville  Presbytery  into  the 
new  Synod  "B"  structure  by 
defeating  av  overture  which 
asked  the  Presbytery  "to  declare 
its  intention  to  continue  its 
constitutional  identity  and 
membership  within  the  Synod  of 
Appalachia." 

The  overture  came  to 
Presbytery  from  the  session  of 
the  Swannanoa  Presbyterian 
Church.  It  was  first  amended  by 
the  deletion  of  the  final 
paragraph  which  stated  that 
anyone  from  Asheville 
Presbytery  attending  the 
November  30  meeting  of  Synod 
"B"  in  Charlotte  would  do  so  only 
as  an  observer.  The  amended 
overture  was  then  voted  on  by  the 
Asheville  churchmen  and 
defeated  31-28.

Scholarship  Fund  Established

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The  Presbyterian  Convention: 


Approximately  5,000 
Presbyterians  gathered  in 
Atlanta  to  hear  church  and 
secular  leaders  describe  various 
ways  the  Church  is  in  mission,  to 
hear  various  viewpoints  about 
the  mission  of  the  Church 
discussed  by  different  panels,  to 
take  part  in  discussions,  to  talk 
with  board  and  agency 
representatives  and  to  view 
displays  of  the  work  of  their 
Church. 

The  October  14-17  Presbyterian 
Convention  was  the  first  of  its 
kind  in  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
U.S.  It  brought  together  young 
and  old,  laity  and  clergy,  and  a 
mulitude  of  viewpoints  on 
denominational  issues. 

By  the  time  the  Convention 
adjourned  on  Sunday  morning,  it 
was  apparent  that  the  underlying 
concern  of  all  those  present  was 
the  unity  of  the  Church. 

North  Carolina  Runs  Second 
With  approximately  20  percent 
of  the  total  registration,  North 
Carolina's  more  than  750 
delegates  to  the  Presbyterian 
Convention  was  the  second 
largest  group  registered.  The 
Synod  of  Georgia  registered  31 
percent. 

The  Convention  opened  on 
Thursday  evening,  October  14,

On  Thursday  evening, 
following  the  call  to  order  by  Dr. 
Ben  Lacy  Rose,  moderator  of  the 
General  Assembly,  PCUS,  a 
period  of  joyful  singing  led  by  Mr. 
Bill  Mann  of  Dallas,  Texas,  the 
Convention  participants  were 
warmly  welcomed  to  Atlanta  by 
the  Honorable  Sam  Massell, 
Mayor  of  Atlanta. 

The  Covenant  Presbyterian 
Choir,  Charlotte,  the  first  of 
several  choral  groups 
participating  in  the  Convention, 
was  also  on  the  opening  program. 
Music  was  also  provided  by  the 
King  College  Choir,  Bristol, 
Tennessee;  Stillman  College 
Choir,  Tuscaloosa,  Alabama;  the 
Howard  Hanger  Trio,  Atlanta; 
and  the  Druid  Hills  Presbyterian 
Church  Choir,  Atlanta. 

The  key  speaker  for  the 
Thursday  night  session  was  Dr. 
Ernest  Gordon,  Dean  of  the 
Chapel  at  Princeton  University 
and  author  of  "Meet  Me  At  The 
Door." 

In  his  remarks,  Dr.  Gordon 
stated  that  he  had  "no  intention 
of  expounding  upon  the  sin  of 
Christian  division.  It  is  too 
apparent  and  too  agonizing." 

"What  I  am  called  to  do,"  he 
said,  "is  to  emphasize  the  reahty 
of  our  unity  with  God  in 
Christ.  . 

Four  Presbyterian  governors 


and  former  U.S.  secretary  of 
state  Dean  Rusk,  also  a 
Presbyterian,  took  part  in  a  panel 
discussion  during  the  seco-'d 
session  of  the  Convention  on 
Friday  morning.  Discussing  "the 
relation  between  moral  and 
religious  ideas  and  the  political 
issues  of  the  world  about  us",  the 
governors  attempted  to  define- 
the  relationship  between  their 
political  concerns  and  their 
religious  convictions. 

Mr.  Rusk  moderated  the 
governor's  panel.  Governor 
Jimmy  Carter  of  Georgia 
extended  a  welcome  to  the 
Presbyterians. 

The  Governor  of  North 
Carolina,  the  Honorable  Robert 
W.  Scott,  urged  freedom  of  the 
pulpit  and  said  that  there  is  need 
for  the  Church  to  be  involved 
"The  Presbyterian  Church  tends 
to  be  too  comfortable  a 
denomination.  The  Church  needs 
to  be  abrasive... but  not  too 
abrasive  to  destroy  itself,"  Scott 
declared. 

In  commenting  on  the  issue  of 
prayer  in  the  public  schools, 
Scott,  a  lawyer  and  a  member  of 
the  Hawfields  Presbyterian 
Church,  Mebane,  expressed  his 
personal  desire  to  see  prayer  in 
schools.  He  added,  "There  is 
nothing  now  that  prohibits  prayer 
in  the  public  school.  It  just  cannot 
be  a  prescribed  prayer.  I  wonder 
how  many  people  who  are  so 
concerned  about  prayer  in 
school,  have  prayer  in  the 
home." 

In  summing  up  his  views  on  the 
relationship  between  morality 
and  politics,  Scott  said,  "Any 
decision  made  (in  politics)  is 
moral  in  nature  because  it  affects 
people." 

Governor  Rubin  Askew  of 
Florida  drew  applause  from  the 
Convention  when  he  declared, 
"Too  frequently  the  Church  has 
sacrificed  truth  for  harmony.  If 
the  Church  does  not  speak  out  on 
various  social  issues,  who  else 
will?"  He  went  on  to  say,  "Too 
frequently  the  church  has 
sacrificed  truth  for  harmony  and 
has  ceased  to  be  what  Christ 
intended  for  it  to  be." 

Governor  John  C.  West  of  South 
Carolina  stated  that,  "Religion 
and  politics  do  mix.  You  cannot

Virginia's  governor,  the 
Honorable  Linwood  Holton,  told 
his  fellow  Presbyterians  that,  in 
his  opinion,  a  person  in  politics 
has  an  opportunity  second  only 
to  the  clergy  in  possessing  the 
occasion  to  serve  mankind.  "I  do 
not  ask  the  Church  as  an 
organization  to  take  a  position  on 
things  like  medicare,  but  I  do  ask 
individuals  to  face  these 
problems." 

Throughout  the  two-hour 
discussion  the  governors, 
introduced  by  Mr.  Rusk  as  the 
men  who  "have  caused  national 
magazines  to  talk  about  the 
'new  breed'  of  Southern 
governors,"  emphasized  that 
strong  "interrelations"  exist 
between  the  church  and  state,  a 
relationship  which  springs  from  a 
consideration  of  moral 
principles. 

Boards  and  Agencies 

A  special  feature  was  offered  to 
Convention  delegates  on  Friday 
afternoon.  Atlanta's  High 
Museum  of  Art  opened  its  doors 
to  the  Convention  so  that  the  staff 
of  Assembly  boards  and  agencies 
■^ould  have  the  opportunity  to 
,hare  with  the  Presbyterians 
rom  throughout  the 
denomination  some  of  the  things 
each  is  doing.  There  were 
numerous  displays,  films,  music 
and  personal  encounters 
provided  throughout  the 
afternoon. 

Many  of  those  who  went  by  the 
Board  of  Women's  Work  display 
had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  Mrs. 
Lois  Stair,  moderator  of  the  183rd 
General  Assembly  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.A. 

Local  Mission 

Friday's  evening  session  was 
devoted  to  presentations  focusing 
attentions  on  ways  local  groups 
are  serving  in  their  own 
communities  in  meeting 
contemporary  problems. 

Speakers  included  the  Rev. 
Alex  Williams,  Minister  to  Youth 
and  Community  at  Atlanta's 
First  Presbyterian  Church,  who 
told  of  that  church's  involvement 
in  the  Atlanta  hippie  community 
and  its  attempt  in  assisting  drug- 
addicts.  A  key  to  the  wide-spread 
use  of  drugs  by  many  people  is 
"an  attempt  to  move  through 
brokenness  to  wholeness," 
commented  Williams. 

A  panel  from  Natchitoches, 
Louisiania,  described  a  program 
in  that  community  which,  among 
other  things,  provides  a  day  care 
center,  emergency  food  and 
medicine  to  the  poor,  home 
nursing  and  adult  literacy  aid. 

Dr.  Isabell  Rogers,  a  professor 
at  Presbyterian  School  of 
Christian  Education,  told  of  a 
program  for  retarded  children  in 
Richmond,  Virginia. 

Mrs.  John  Yates  of  Yorktown, 


''^irginia,  explained  activities 
here  which  have  lead  to 
istablishment  of  a  volunteer 
•orps  and  a  center  to  aid  the  poor. 

The  Rev.  William  Jones 
lescribed  a  program  in  the 
poverty  area  of  Jackson, 
.Mississippi. 

In  his  comments,  Jones  said, 
'If  the  Church  would  spend  more 
Jme  working  and  less  time 
alking  about  working  and 
Lissing  because  we  don't  work 
like,  we'd  not  be  talking  about  a 
Jhurch  split  now." 

AS  to  the  Church's  role,  Mr. 
Williams  said,  "The  day  is  gone 
when  the  Church  can  simply 
announce  its  superiority.

Call  For  Unity 
The  Convention  ended  on 
Sunday  morning  with  a  renewed 
call  for  Unity  in  the  16-state 
denomination.  The  Rev.  Joseph 
B.  Mullin,  pastor  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church, 
Greensboro,  N.C,  delivered  the 
closing  message. 

In  his  comments,  Dr.  Mullin 
said,  "Until  the  divisions  of  the 
Church  are  able  to  see  that  Christ 
is  in  each  of  us,  our  many-headed 
monster  of  schisms  will  blunder 
on." 

"It  is  time  for  a  great  awa- 
kening,  a   great  awareness 


that  we  are  sincere  ...  the  Church 
must  come  together  to  ask  what 
Christ  wants  from  His  Church  in 
this  generation.  .  .we  know  that

Consultation  On  Ministry  Set 
By  Ad  Interim  Committee 


Mrs.  W.  S.  Swaim  Presides  Over  'Friends'  Meeting 

Seminary  Supporters  Give  Fellowship  Awards 


The  present  system  of 
placement  and  relocation  of 
ministers  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  United  States,  will 
be  spotlighted  in  a  consultation 
March  2-4  at  Montreat,  North 
Carolina. 

The  consultation  is  being 
planned  by  an  ad  interim 
committee  established  by  the 
church's  1971  General  Assembly. 

It  will  revolve  around  nine 
study  papers  relating  to  the 
ordamed  ministry  of  the  960,000  - 
member  denomination. 

The  Rev.  Kenneth  Orr,  vice 
president  of  Union  Theological 
Seminary,  Richmond,  heads  the 
15-member  ad  interim 
committee. 

Accorrding  to  Orr,  primary 
issues  on  which  the  consultation 
will  focus  include:  the  theology  of 
call  and  ordination;  the  role  and 
relationship  of  the  minister  and 
the  needs  of  the  church;  design 
for  a  more  adequate  system  for 
ministerial  placement  and 
relocation;  effective  planning  for 
present  and  future  manpower 
needs  of  the  church; 
enhancement  of  ministerial 
morale;  more  adequate  income 
levels  for  ministers;  an  objective 
assessment  of  the  church's 
annuity  and  retirement  plans; 
promotion  of  continuous  growth 
in  ministerial  competence;  and 
the  question  of  "when  ministers 
require  career  retooling  or 
reconsideration." 


Chairman  Orr  explained,  "We 
see  the  consultation  revolving 
around  nine  study  groups  and 
discussions  of  these  issues  which 
are  before  the  Church  today,  with 
special  focus  on  the  present 
system    of    placement  and 

relocation  of  ministers." 

The  ad  interim  committee  met 
in  Atlanta  on  November  1.  Its 
steering  committee  will  meet 
early  in  January  to  finalize 
details  for  the  consultation  itself. 

Of  the  approximately  200 
persons  expected  to  participate, 
there  will  be  a  layman  and  a 
minister  from  each  of  the 
Church's  73  presbyteries,  heads 
of  General  Assembly  boards  and 
agencies,  representatives  of 
theological  seminaries,  and 
special  groups  in  tne 
denomination. 

The  ad  interim  committee, 
named  by  Dr.  Ben  Lacy  Rose, 
moderator  of  the  General 
Assembly,  came  as  a  response  of 
the  1971  Assembly  to  an  overture 
from  Holston  Presbytery  in  the 
Synod  of  Appalachia. 

The  purpose  of  the  consultation 
is  to  explore  and  recommend 
ways  which  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.S.  "may  marshal 
its  total  resources  in  a  systems 
approach  to  solve  the  problems  of 
over  supply  of  ministers  and 
pastoral  relocation." 

The  ad  interim  committee  is  to 
make  recommendations  to  the 
General  Assembly  next  June. ' 


Mrs.  W.  S.  Swaim  of  Salisbury 
presided  over  the  annual  meeting 
of  "The  Friends  of  the 
Seminary,"  held  October  27  at 
Union  Theological  Seminary  in 
Richmond,  Virginia. 

The  gathering  of  "The  Friends 
of  the  Seminary"  began  with  a 
chapel  service  in  Watts  Hall.

Davidson  College's  library  planning  committee  revealed  its  proposals  October  21  for  the  exterior 
an^^interior  design  of  the  $4  million  E.  H.  Little  Library  which  will  be  built  beginning  in  June  1972. 

Plans  call  for  the  building  to  extend  276  feet  from  north  to  south  and  to  contain  10,000  square  feet  of 
floor  space.  It  will  be  located  east  of  the  main  classroom  building,  Chambers,  on  the  site  presently 
occupied  by  the  College  Union.  The  two  buildings  will  thus  form  an  academic  center  for  the  campus. 

Davidson  Receives  Second  Qiallenge 
Contribution  Toward  New  Library 


E  .  H.  Little  of  New  York,  a 
native  of  Mecklenburg  County, 
North  Carolina,  and  former 
president  and  board  chairman  of 
Colgate-Palmolive,  has  given 
Davidson  College  a  second 
$500,000  challenge  contribution 
for  the  college's  new  $4  million 
library  named  in  his  honor. 

In  1969  the  college  claimed 
Little's  first  challenge  gift  of 
$500,000  after  raising  $1,500,000  in 
matching  funds.  Now  the  college 
will  be  seeking  to  raise  that 
amount  again  to  match  Little's 
second  challenge  gift  by  the  time 
the  library  is  completed  in  1974. 

"Initially  Davidson  was 
thinking  in  terms  of  a  library  of 
60,000  square  feet  at  a  cost  of  $2 
mill'  in,"  explained  College 
President  Samuel  R.  Spencer,  Jr. 
"As  long-range  plans  for  the 
college  developed,  it  became 
clear  that  future  needs  demanded 
a  structure  of  100,000  square  feet, 
estimated  to  cost  about  $4 
million." 

"The  E.  H.  Li'ttle  Library  will 
be  our  most  important  building 
since  Chambers  (the  main 
classroom  building)  was 
constructed  in  the  1920's,"  the 
president  continued. 

"Mr.  Little's  gracious 
willingness  to  start  us  so 
magnificently  on  the  final  phase 
of  fund-raising  is  thoroughly 
characteristic  of  him.  Because  of 
his  vision  and  generosity 
Davidson  will  have  a  library 
second  to  none." 

Spencer  announced  the  gift  at  a 
joint  meeting  on  campus  of 
trustees,   faculty,   staff  and

She  was 
named  vice-moderator  of  the 
Presbytery  of  Milwaukee  in  1965, 
and  was  elected  moderator  of  the 
Presbytery  for  two  successive 
terms  (1966-68)-the  first  time 
any  moderator  was  so  honored  by 
that  judicatory.

Retired  Qergy, 
Widows  To  Have 
Relief  Increase 

A  guaranteed  annual  income 
for  retired  ministers  and  clergy 
"idows  under  a  special 
:.ssistance  program  has  been 
approved  by  the  Board  of 
Annuities  and  Relief. 

Single  persons  (clergy  or 
widow)  will  receive  $3,300,  an 
increase  of  $300.  Couples  will  get 
$4,800,  a  $400  boost. 

The  raises,  the  first  since  1969, 
were  approved  by  the  Board 
during  a  recent  meeting  in 
Atlanta.  The  program  is  separate 
from  the  pension  plan.  It  is,  in 
effect,  "relief"  and  generally 
applies  to  ministers  or  widows 
whose  years  of  service  came 
prior  to  the  introduction  of 
annuities  into  which  funds  are 
paid  by  the  Church. 

Currently,  382  persons  are  on 
the  relief  roll.  In  addition  to 
monthly  payments  totalling 
$3,300  or  $4,800  over  a  year,  a 
single  person  receives  a 
Christmas  gift  of  $100  and  a 
couple  receives  $200. 

The  annuities  and  relief  board 
also  approved  new  insurance 
benefits  for  clergy  and  lay 
employees    of    the  Church, 

contingent  on  Phase  II  of 
President  Nixon's  new 
economic  controls  program. 

Hospital  coverage  and 
insurance  benefits  also  would  be 
increased. 


The  pilot  issue  of  Share,  a

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NEWS  Book  Review 


LET  IT  RUN.  Dennis  C. 
Benson.  John  Knox  Press,  Rich- 
mond, Virginia.  1971. 

In  To  Kill  A  Mockingbird, 
Atticus  explains  to  his  daughter, 
Scout,  that  to  understand 
someone  you  must  "walk  around 
in  his  skin."  Let  It  Run  is  a  very 
interesting  opportunity  to  walk 
around  in  the  ideas  and  concepts 
of  Dennis  Benson.  In  addition  to 
getting  acquainted  with  the 
author,  you  meet  a  number  of  his 
friends  through  their  shared 
ideas  and  experiences. 

It  is  important  to  take  note  of 
the  author's  explanation  of  the 
ground  rules  for  using  his  "non- 
book"  book.  Having  mastered 
these  directions  in  the  Liner 
Notes,  the  reader  is  prepared  not 
to  discover  a  carefully  developed 
central  theme  or  hypothesis,  but 
to  encounter  a  collection  of 
creative  experiences  and 
reflections.  The  invitation  to 
learn  through  interaction  with 
print,  sound,  feeling,  and  thought 
is  issued  by  saying,  "The  real 
second  is  in  your  mind."  Thus, 
Let  It  Run  is  not  a  book  to  be  read 
and  put  on  your  shelf,  but  rather 
a  resource  to  be  used  on  many 
occasions. 

In  addition  to  helping  you 
stretch  your  concepts,  Let  It  Run 
is  a  rich  grab-bag  of  educational 
experiences  which  should 
stimulate  teachers  and  other 
leaders  who  are  searching  for 
creative  ways  to  involve  others  in 
learning  experiences.  This 
collection  of  ideas  is  not  intended 
to  be  prescriptive;   that  is, 


educational  experiences  to  be 
lifted  out  for  use  in  any  situation. 
In  contrast,  the  ideas  are 
descriptive  of  the  way  in  which 
live  experiences  can  be  mixed 
with  print  to  produce  the  "Ah 
Ha"  that  indicates  a  new 
understanding  in  the  learner. 
Teachers  will  especially  profit 
from  this  book,  but  its  treasures 
are  there  for  any  who  see 
educational  possibilities  in  their 
activities  or  leadership  activities. 
Ministers  take  note. 

Let  It  Run  is  described  as  "the 
creative  extension  of  many 
persons  and  talents."  The  strong 
affirmation  to  be  drawn  from 
encounter  with  the  book  is  that 
education,  theology,  and 
creativity  springs  from  the 
pooled  resources  of  community. 
For  those  individuals  who  find 
that  their  contact  with  a 
supportive  community  of 
creativity  is  limited,  this  book 
will  help  to  expand  their  horizons. 
For  others,  the  results  of  the  book 
should  suggest  the  value  of 
creating  a  local  community  of 
sharing  and  learning  for  leaders 
in  which  people  and  ideas  can 
intermix  and  grow. 

Let  It  Run  is  an  exciting 
encounter.  It  is  my  hunch  that 
many  will  find  it  to  be  a 
stimulating  breath  of  fresh  air. 
Let  it  run.  .  .

Two  Day  Conference — 

Candidate  Chairmen  Meet  At  U.T.S. 


Chairmen  and  members  of 
Candidate's  Committees  of 
presbyteries  from  ten  states 
attended  a  two-day  conference  on 
the  campus  of  Union  Theological 
Seminary  in  Richmond  recently. 

Representatives  from  26 
presbyteries  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.S.  and  four 
presbyteries  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  were 
present  to  discuss  ways  to  make 
preparation  for  ministry  more 
helpful  for  candidates. 

New  trends  in  theological 
education,  ways  to  finance  a 
theological  education  today,  and 
the  use  of  psychological  testing 
for  candidates  for  the  ministry 
were  among  the  topics  discussed 
during  the  conference.  The 
conferees  met  with  the  president, 
vice  president,  dean,  and 
members  of  the  Admissions 
Committee  of  the  Seminary  to 
examine    the    criteria  for 


admitting  students  to  Union 
Seminary  and  ways  churchmen 
and  the  Seminary  can  better 
coordinate  their  work  with 
ministerial  students.

The  1971-72  edition  of  the  Going- 
to-College  Handbook,  prepared 
each  year  by  the  publishers  of 
Outlook,  has  recently  been 
mailed  to  383  high  school 
libraries  all  across  North 
Carolina  from  Synod's  Office. 
The  books  are  made  available  to 
the  school  libraries  by  the 
Committee  on  Higher  Education 
of  Synod. 

Students  on  college  and 
university  campuses  these  days 
are  finding  more  options,  greater 
expense,  more  diverse  academic 
offerings  and  more  stable 
conditions  than  in  the  past  few 
years 

This  is  reported  by  the  editor  of 
the  Going-to-ColIege  Handbook, 

Aubrey  N.  Brown,  Jr.,  whose  26th 
annual  volume  has  just  been 
mailed  to  high  school  libraries  for 
use  through  the  summer  of  1972. 

Admissions  pressures  of  the 
recent  past  appear  to  have  eased, 
Mr.  Brown  said,  and  more 
colleges  have  more  openings  than 
during  most  of  the  sixties.

Rogers  points  out  that  one  of  the 
functions  of  the  Joint  Office  of 
Worship  and  Music,  PCUS  and 
UPUSA,  is  to  provide  local 
congregations  with  continuing 
education  in  the  nature  and 
meaning  of  worship.  The  director 
of  the  Office  of  Worship  and 
Music,  the  Rev.  Horace  T.  Allen, 
Jr.,  will  lead  the  three-day 
workshop  with  a  team  he  will 
organize  from  the  two 
denominations  in  the  area.

workshops  on  particular  aspects 
of  worship  such  as  music,  visual 
aids,  and  sacraments.

This  special  fund  helps  to  meet 
the  needs  of  our  retired  ministers 
and  lay  church  workers,  their 
widows  and  eligible  orphans. 
Ministerial  Relief  funds,  which 
are  separate  from  the  Annuity 
Fund,  are  supplemented  each 
year  by  this  special  offering. 
Grants  are  made  on  the  basis  of 
(1)  the  need  of  each  individual 
beneficiary,  and  (2)  resources 
available  to  meet  this  need." 

While  the  Joy  Gift  for 
Ministerial  Relief  is  offered  each 
year  at  Christmas,  it  is  at  work 
365  days  of  the  year  and  gifts  may 
be  made  for  this  purpose  at  any 
time.  The  Gift  provides  aid  to 
many  retired  church  servants 
and  is  tangible  evidence  of  the

Two  Gifts  Formally  Accepted  By  Board 

Two  gifts  totaling  more  than 
$850,000  were  accepted  with 
gratitude  by  the  Union  Seminary 
Board  of  Trustees  as  its  semi- 
annual meeting  on  November  18. 

With  one  gift,  totaling  more 
than  $500,000,  action  was  taken  to 
establish  the  "Mary  Elizabeth 
Pemberton  Chair  of  Theology" 
and  the  "Pemberton 
Postgraduate  Scholarship."  The 
gift  has  come  to  the  Seminary 
according  to  the  provisions  of  the 
will,  dated  in  1916,  of  Mrs.  T.

Pemberton  were  long-time 
members  of  the  Second 
Presbyterian  Church,  Richmond, 
in  which  Dr.  Pemberton  was  a 
Ruling  Elder.

Mecklenburg  Calls  For  Qiurches  To

Mecklenburg  chuchmen  have 
called  upon  all  sessions,  pastors, 
and  people  to  disassociate 
themselves  from  all  efforts  at 
division  and  schism  and  appealed 
to  all  "field  directors"  and 
pleaders-for-a-divisive-cause  to 
follow  the  Presbyterian 
procedure  of  pursuing  their 
purposes  lawfully  and  strictly 
through  the  church  courts.

was   695  with   390  churches 
represented. 

In  his  sermon  given  during  the 
eleven  o'clock  worship  service, 
Dr.  Stoffel  said,  "We  here  today 
are  on  the  threshold  of  creating  a 
strong,  new  regional  synod  to 
provide  the  leadership  and  the 
material  resources  for  one  of  the 
strongest  regions  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
United  States." 

Dr.  Stoffel  made  it  clear  that 
the  Church  must  learn  from  its 
history.  "Six  years  ago  at  the 
(Bristol)  assembly,  it  was  said 
that  synods  ought  to  devote 
themselves  'to  broader  issues  of 
coordination  and  research  in  the 
mission  of  the  Church  as  well  as 
to  the  facets  of  the  Church's 
mission  having  to  do  with  higher 
education  and  homes  for  children 
and  retired  persons  which 
require  wide  base  for  effective 
ministry  and  financial  support." 

Possibilities  Listed 

Among  the  possibilities  for 
synod  listed  by  Dr.  Stoffel  were 
concern  for  the  emotional  health 
and  professional  development  of 
the  ministry,  a  t>old  and  creative 
use  of  the  lay  leadership  within 
our  bounds,  the  continuation  and 
expansion  of  institutional 
ministries  and  the  process  of 
discovering  new  structures  of 
service  for  mission. 

In  his  concluding  remarks,  Dr. 
Stoffel  affirmed  his  belief  that, 
"We  must  really  hear  the  Gospel 
again.  We've  talked  about  it  for 
so  long  now,  let's  begin  to  hear  it 
again,  hear  it  as  the  woman  of 
Samaria  heard  it  when  she  had 
drawn  the  lines  about  her  and 
Jesus  said,  'Not  so!  Not  so!'  " 

Following  the  service  of 
worship,  the  organizational  work 
of  the  convention  began  with  the 
reports  of  the  committees  on 
Attendance  and  Credentials, 
Rules,  and  Program,  all  of  which 
were  approved  by  the  body.

The  chairman  announced 
appointments  of  several 
convention  committees  which 
included  Nominations,  the  Rev. 
J.  Whitner  Kennedy  of  Hickory, 
chairman;  Bills  and  Overtures, 
the  Rev.  James  Murray  of 
Banner  Elk,  chairman;  and 
Resolutions,  the  Rev.  Allen

At  noon,  Dr.  Wallace  M.  Alston, 
Jr.,  chairman  of  the  Program 
Committee,  explained  the  plan 
for  the  convention  to  break  up 
into  smaller  groups  for  the 
purpose  of  open  discussion  about 
the  mission  of  the  regional 
structure.

All  of  the  written 
suggestions  were  gathered  and 
will  be  made  available  to  the 
Committee  on  Mission  and 
Organization  to  be  used  as  a 
starting  point  in  developing 
proposals  for  the  future  of  Synod 
"B". 

The  group  meetings  lasted  an 
hour  and  adjourned  for  lunch. 
The  women  of  the  church  at 
Covenant  served  a  delightful 
luncheon  for  all  those  attending.

In  adopting  the  resolution, 
the  convention  directed  that  a  10 
cents  per  capita  tax  will  be 
collected  from  each  congregation 
participating  in  the 
reorganization.  The  money  is  to 
be  used  for  committee  expenses 
during  the  18-month  planning 
period. 

Nominating  Committee 

The  Nominating  Committee, 
chaired  by  the  Rev.  J.  Whitner 
Kennedy,  proposed  that  the 
convention  erect  six  committees 
whose  task  it  will  be  to  make 
proposals  for  the  organization  of 
Synod  "B".  The  six  committees 
were  established  by  the 
Convention  and  Mr.  Kennedy 
proceeded  to  give  the 
committee's  nominations  for 
each.  The  committees  erected 
were  Mission  and  Organization, 
Institutional  Relationship  and 
Legal  Titles,  Boundaries  of 
Presbyteries,  Transition  and 
Finance,  Name  and  Seal  of  the 


In  the  same  meeting,  Dr.  J. 
Cecil  Lawrence  announced  his 
retirement  effective  in  April, 
1973,  and  a  special  Committee  on 
Staff  Priorities  was  appointed  to 
choose  his  successor.  Dr. 
Lawrence  was  authorized  to 
continue  in  office  beyond  the 
expiration  of  his  term  in 
December,  1972,  and  until  the 
1973  retirement  date.  Members  of 
the  special  committee  are  the 
Rev.  James  E.  Fogartie, 
Chairman;  Dr.  E.  Lee  Stoffel; 
the  Rev.  Roy  W.  Coker;  the  Rev. 
Neil  C.  Leach;  the  Rev.  H. 
Howard  Smith;  Mrs.  Edith 
Gardner;  Mr.  William  A.  White 
Jr.;  Mr.  Arthur  Jones;  and  Mr. 
Fred  McCallum. 

Mecklenburg  Presbytery 
adopted  a  1972  budget  for 
benevolences  in  the  amount  of 
$827,510;  received  Dr.  Earl  R. 
MacCormac  from  the  Presbytery 
of  Holston;  received  James  H. 
Banbury    and    appointed  a 


commission  to  ordain  and  install 
him  as  pastor  of  the  Candor 
Presbyterian  Church;  and 
elected  William  T.  Alexander  of 
Mallard  Creek  as  Moderator  in 
Nomination. 

This  was  the  last  stated 
meeting  of  the  presbytery  prior 
to  its  reorganization  on 
December  31  in  accordance  with 
an  action  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  which  places  13 
churches  in  Richmond  and 
Montgomery  counties  in 
Fayetteville  Presbytery  and 
assigns  the  Davidson  College 
Church  and  the  Calvary  Church 
of  Davidson  to  the  new 
Mecklenburg  Presbytery.  A 
resolution  of  appreciation  "for 
the  great  contribution  which  they 
have  consistently  rendered  to  the 
life  and  mission  of  our 
presbytery"  was  adopted  in 
recognition  of  the  departure  of 
the  churches  and  ministers  in 
Richmond  and  Montgomery 
Counties.

"A"  and  Synod  "B"  be  redrawn 
in  order  that  the  six  counties  in 
the  northeastern  portion  of  the 
state  now  included  in  Synod  "A" 
would  be  included  in  Synod  "B". 

The  convention  adjourned 
shortly  after  four  o'clock  and  will 
meet  again  at  the  call  of  the 
moderator  and  clerk,  after 
consultation  with  the  committee 
chairman,  in  the  spring  of  1973. 


than  $2,000  for  the  relief  of  East 
Pakistan  refugees  now  in  India. 

The  unrest  which  arose  out  of 
deployment  of  troops  in  March  of 
this  year  has  forced  an  estimated 
9,000,000  East  Pakistanis  to  flee 
into  refugee  camps  in  India,  with 
additional  thousands  fleeing 
daily. 

More  than  half  of  the  St. 
Andrews  student  body  joined  in  a 
fast  on  November  3  when  the 
college  administration  and  the 
food  service  organization  agreed 
to  contribute  the  cost  of  meals 
that  would  have  been  prepared. 
Additional  contributions  by 
students  and  faculty  pushed  the 
total  raised  on  campus  to  almost 
$1,000. 

The  student  planners  decided 
in  the  early  stages  of  the 
campaign  to  attempt  to  involve 
townspeople  in  the  fund-raising 
effort.  Their  contacts  with  the 
Scotland  County  Ministerial 
Fellowship,  schools,  and 
collection  points  in  cooperating 
businesses  resulted  in 
contributions  of  more  than  $1,000, 
with  the  congregation  of  the 
Laurinburg  Presbyterian  Church 
playing  a  major  role. 

When  the  "Fast  to  Save  jd 
People"  was  observed  on 
November  3,  approximately  550 
students  had  signed  up  to  forego 
their  meals  in  the  college  dining 
hall.  Refunds  from  the  food 
service  company  for  these  meals 
increased  the  relief  fund  nearly 
$500.  The  day-long  fast  concluded 
with  a  communion  service  held 
that  evening. 
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New  Ways  Of  G>mmimicating  The  Faith 
Sought  By  Qiristian  Education  Board 


Encouragement  of  new  models 
for  communicating  the  Christian 
faith  was  a  major  issue  of  the 
Board  of  Christian  Education  at 
its  fall  meeting  in  Richmond, 
Virginia,  November  10-11. 

The  board  voted  to  "affirm  its 
concern  to  encourage  the 
development  of  innovative 
structures  of  exploring  new  ways 
of  communicating  the  faith  at  the 
local  church  level"  and  to  affirm 
its  "willingness  to  subsidize 
promising  possibilities."  The 
motion  directed  B.C.E.  staff  to 
seek  out  proposals  for 
experimental  educational 
projects  to  present  to  the  board  at 
its  April  meeting. 

This  motion  was  a  substitute 
for  a  recommendation  from  the 
board-staff  Committee  on 
Strategies  for  Church  Education 
which  called  for  allocation  of  a 
minimum  of  $50,000  per  year 
from  reserve  funds  in  '72  and  '73 
for  innovative  educational 
programs  in  the  local  church. 

In  another  motion  the  board 
agreed  to  explore  with  TRAV 
"possibilities  of  the  use  of 
national  television  in  Christian 
education,  especially  in  Sunday 
programming." 

The  board  voted  to  extend  the 
adult  Covenant  Life  Curriculum 
through  1978  and  for  the  years 
1975  through  1978  to  enter  into 
joint  development  of  adult  study 
materials  with  the  Christian 
Church  (Disciples  of  Christ)  and 
the  American  Baptist  Boards  of 
Education  and  Publication.  It 


Dean  Announces 
Changes  In 
Publications 

In  a  recent  notice  from  E.A. 
Dean,  secretary  of  print  media 
for  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
U.S.,  he  pointed  out  that  three 
major  changes  in  communication 
have  been  approved  by  the 
General  Council. 

Weekly  Publication 

The  first  change  occurred  in 
October  when  the  publication  of 
"THIS  WEEK"  was  resumed. 
The  weekly  newspublication  was 
produced  by  the  General  Council 
on  a  trial  basis  once  before  and 
will  now  be  published  weekly 
with  news  and  our  denomination 
and  other  Christian  bodies  and 
interpretation  of  actions  of 
courts,  boards  and  agencies.  The 
subscription  of  "THIS  WEEK"  is 
$5  yearly  for  48  issues. 

New  Approaches 

In  January,  1972,  Presbyterian 
Survey  will  begin  publishing  on  a 
monthly  basis  with  more  pages 
and  new  approaches  to  the  needs 
of  readers  and  the  Church. 
Among  areas  set  for  extra 
emphasis  are  inspirational  and 
clarification  of  issues. 

The  third  major  change  is  that 
the  resource  material  previously 
supplied  leaders  only  through  the 
Survey  Leadership  Edition  will 
be  included  in  all  issues  and  sent 
to  all  subscribers  at  no  extra  cost. 

In  the  announcement  Mr.  Dean 
encouraged  officers  of 
congregations  to  provide  the 
every  member  plan  for  families 
in  the  church,  or,  if  that's  not 
possible,  to  encourage  individual 
subscriptions  to  Survey  and 
"THIS  WEEK"  for  leaders  in  the 
church. 


received  as  information  a  paper 
on  Joint  Educational 
Development  goals  and 
objectives  and  affirmed  its 
continued  participation  in  JED 
on  the  basis  of  its  action  of  June  4, 
1970.  The  earlier  action  had 
authorized  staff  participation  in 
the  JED  partnership  "as  a  means 
of  providing  some  of  the 
educational  services  to  be  offered 
to  our  church"  .  .  .  within  the 
"fiscal,  personnel  and  •  policy 
procedures  of  the  board." 

The  forthcoming  consultation 
on  youth  curriculum  was 
expanded  to  include  four  youth 
participants  and  one  board 
member.  Membership  on  the 
Annual  Planning  Council  was 
enlarged  to  include  four 
representatives  from  the  Black 
Presbyterian  Leadership 
Conference  and  a  student  from 
each  of  the  four  seminaries  and 
PSCE. 

In  other  actions,  the  board 
named  Howard  Montgomery  to 


the  Advisory  Committee  of  the 
Joint  Office  of  Worship  and  Music 
(UPUSA  and  PCUS),  replacing 
Davis  Yeuell.  It  also  endorsed  the 
$1500  funding  for  the  Emergency 
Ministry  Concerning  a  War 
requested  by  the  Council  on 
Church  and  Society,  and 
approved  budgets  of  $1,248,604  for 
1972  and  $1,293,684  for  1973. 

The  quality  of  leadership  which 
Dallas  H.  Smith  has  given  in  his 
21  years  as  director  of  the 
Presbyterian  Guidance  Program 
(now  called  Career  and  Personal 
Counseling  Service),  and  the 
ability  to  "combine  in  a  unique 
way  responsible  stewardship 
with  risk-taking"  shown  by  Miss 
Katharine  See  in  her  work  with 
Presbyterian  scholarships  and 
loans  were  recognized  with 
appreciation.  Both  will  retire 
December  31. 

The  board  re-elected  Dr. 
Robert  F.  Jones,  Forth  Worth, 
Texas,  as  chairman  and  Vernol 
R.  Jansen,  Raleigh,  North 
Carolina,  as  vice  chairman.

An  Appeal  From  The  Head  Of  The 
U.S.  Postal  Service — 

Let's  Put  The 
Smut  Merchants 
Out  Of  Business

The  first  thmg  that  must  be  understood  about  smut  is  that  it  is  a 
business. 

It  is  a  very  large  business  because,  though  it  requires  limited  capital 
it  permits  enormous  markups  and  therefore  enormous  profits. 
According  to  a  recent  news  article  a  $2  reel  of  eight  mm  color  film  will 
sell  for  $40  as  pornography. 

The  profits  are  so  high,  in  fact,  that  the  costs  of  almost  any 
conceivable  legal  difficulties  under  present  laws  can  be  included  as  a 
virtually  negligible  part  of  the  already  rather  negligible  overhead. 

Pornography  is  profitable  because  it  appeals  to  human  weakness  in 
ways  which  are  difficult  to  define  in  law,  and  in  a  time  when  the  question 
of  civil  freedoms  ~  including  the  freedom  is  self-abasement  -  is 
undergoing  lengthy  reexamination  by  opinion-makers  in  America. 

I  have  faith  in  the  ultimate  good  sense  of  even  the  leaders  of 
America's  periodic  fads  in  what  passes  for  thought.  But  on  the 
evidence  alone,  I  also  believe  the  pornographers  can  make  maximum 
use  of  this  period  of  confusion  in  American  jurisprudence. 

A  great  deal  of  conceivably  irreversible  damage  is  being  done  to  the 
quality  of  American  life.  The  ultimate  irony,  of  course,  is  that  it  is  being 
done  under  the  protection  of  the  First  Amendment  to  the  Constitution, 
originally  conceived  as  the  ultimate  defense  of  social,  cultural  and 
political  quality  in  American  life. 

In  the  shadow  of  the  provision  that  Congress  shall  "make  no  law  ... 
abiding  the  freedom  of  speech  or  of  the  press,"  the  dirt  merchants  have 
erected  a  multmillion-dollar  empire  dedicated  to,  and  predicated  on, 
human  degradation. 

The  number  of  dealers  in  mail-order  pornography  has  increased  in 
recent  years  to  something  over  400.  Of  that  number,  however,  about  20 
at  any  one  time  are  considered  major  dealers.  These  are  big-league 
operators,  who  use  direct-mail  advertising  on  a  scale  comparable  to  the 
nation's  large  mail-order  houses. 

They  regularly  send  two  and  three  million  advertising  pieces  into 
American  homes  during  an  advertising  campaign,  frequently  with  little 
or  no  discrimination  as  to  the  recipient.  As  a  consequence,  young 
children  are  commonly  subjected  to  printed  and  graphic  matter  of  the 
vilest  sort. 

However  liberal  or  permissive  the  protagonists  in  the  pornography 
issue,  it  is  rare  to  find  anyone  willing  to  argue  that  smut  has  a  salutary 
influence  on  impressionable  minds.  To  the  contrary,  in  any  discussion  of 
the  problem  of  pornography,  the  potentially  adverse  effect  of 
pornography  on  the  young  inevitably  emerges  as  a  central  issue. 

Ultimately,  however,  the  effect  on  children  is  not  the  real  question. 
The  real  question  is,  or  ought  to  be,  the  effect  of  pornography  on  any 
human  being,  and  on  the  civilization  of  which  each  human  being  is  a 
member. 

If  we  consider  for  a  moment  those  values  which  underlie  our  country's 
institutions,  we  find  that  what  America  is  aU  about  can  be  summed  up  in 
two  words:  Human  dignity. 

We  seek  freedom  of  our  people  because  freedom  is  the  condition  most 
conducive  to  human  dignity.  For  the  same  reason,  we  seek  security  - 
and  prosperity;  poverty  crushes  the  human  spirit. 

At  our  best  we  honor  diversity  ~  because  the  right  to  be  what  he 
chooses,  to  act  and  hve  as  he  chooses,  is  vital  to  the  dignity  of  the  human 
being. 

As  we  violate  these  for  sensation  or  for  profit,  we  act  against  the 
dignity  of  man,  and  against  all  that  we  have  struggled  to  build  for  more 
than  two  centuries  on  this  continent. 

So  pornography  is  not  simply  a  threat  to  the  best  interests  of  our 
children.  It  is  an  act  of  violence  against  the  human  spirit. 

The  deciding  factor  is  going  to  be  the  American  public.  If  the  people 
decide  against  pornography,  we  can  do  away  with  it.  If  we  refuse  to 
patronize  the  pornographer,  we  can  put  him  out  of  business.  Movies 
show  violence  because  it  shows  a  profit.  They  show  cheap  sex 
because  it  shows  a  profit.  It  is  the  same  with  all  media.  If  it  isn't 
profitable,  it  doesn't  play. 

I  am  not  suggesting  a  witchhunt.  It  is  certain  that  a  lot  of  heavy- 
breathing  crusaders  are  waiting  in  the  wings  for  the  call  to  arise. 

I  think  we  can,  and  must,  do  this  job  without  bringing  the  lunatics  and 
smear  artists  out  of  the  woodwork. 

Pornography  is  a  symptom  of  decadence.  This  is  the  judgment  of 
history.  Civilizations,  from  ancient  Rome  to  Germany  in  the  1930's, 
have  turned  in  their  decline  to  sensationalism,  to  exploitation  of  man's 
sexual  nature,  and  to  indifference  to  his  humanity. 

We  are  not  taking  this  road. 

America  has  a  covenant  with  the  future.  We  are  going  to  keep  it.

Pres  byterians 
Attend  Aging 
Conference 

Three  Presbyterian  church 
executives  were  invited  to 
participate  in  the  1971  White 
House  Conference  on  Aging  set 
for  November  28  -  December  2  in 
Washington. 

They  are  Mrs.  Lucy  Hestir  and 
Mrs.  Edith  Walsh  of  the  Board  of 
Women's  Work  and  Dr.  Gordon 
Hanson  of  the  Board  of  National 
Ministries. 

Among  areas  discussed  were 
education,  employment- 
retirement,  housing- 
environment,  health-mental 
health,  income,  nutrition, 
retirement  roles  and  activities, 
transportation,  and  spiritual 
well-being. 


The  consultation  on  the  future 
of  Montreat  has  strongly 
affirmed  the  role  of  Montreat  as 
the  conference  center  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  for 
church-wide  gatherings, 
leadership  training  and  planning 
events,  and  regional  meetings  of 
the  church. 

The  day-long  meeting  held  in 
Atlanta  on  December  7  was 
attended  by  the  executives  of  the 
program  boards  of  the 
denomination,  representatives  of 
the  communications  committee, 
representatives  of  the  adjacent 
synods,  and  the  Moderator  of  the 
General  Assembly.  The  meeting 
was  called  by  James  L.  Morgan 
of  Laurel  Hill,  North  Carolina, 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Mountain  Retreat  Association, 
who  explained  that  the  action  was 
triggered  by  the  tentative  plan 
for  restructure  of  Assembly's 
boards  and  agencies  which  is  now 
being  studied. 

Great  Contributions 
Dr.  Ben  L.  Rose,  Moderator  of 
the  General  Assembly,  pressed 
for  recognition  that  Montreat  has 
made  great  contributions  to  the 
life  of  the  church,  and  this 
contribution  will  grow.  He  noted 
the  history  of  uncertainty  about 
the  ownership  of  the  facility  and 
noted  that  the  question  is  now 
settled:  "Montreat  belongs  to  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  and 
to  sell  it  would  violate  a  trust." 
The  Moderator  saw  a  need  for  a 
place  at  which  large  general 
conferences  could  be  held  as  well 
as  a  place  for  regional 
conferences,  retreats,  and 
training  sessions.  He  shared  the 
concern  of  the  group  about  the 
problem  of  economics,  but  saw 
this  as  a  part  of  a  general  picture. 

The  program  board  executives 
saw  additional  training 
opportunities  available  to  the 
church  in  Montreat.  "I  can  con- 
ceive of  Montreat  developing  a 
series  of  lay  schools  of  theology 
...  There  could  be  preparation  of 


lay  people  for  service  in  areas  of 
stewardship,  evangelism,  social 
actions,  mission,  and  other 
phases  of  work",  observed  Dr. 
Evelyn  Green  of  the  Board  of 
Women's  Work.  She  noted  that 
there  was  a  definite  need 
throughout  the  church  for 
seminars  for  vocational  groups, 
and  she  suggested  that  Montreat 
could  provide  experimental 
groupings  of  persons  of  diverse 
cultures,  living  and  working 
together  and  learning  things 
about  each  others  cultures  that 
are  not  gained  by  being  in  an 
urban  center  or  some  formal 
place. 

Others  proposed  retreat 
experiences  for  urban  dwellers 
and  ministries  to  the  poor 
coordinated  with  the  Hunger 
Emphasis. 

The  enthusiastic  affirmation  of 
Montreat 's  role  climaxed  a  three- 
hour  period  of  sharing  in  which 
the  advantages  and  dis- 
advantages of  the  facility 
were  discussed  in  candor. 
Financial  problems  remained  at 
the  top  of  the  list  along  with  the 
adequacy  of  Montreat's  facilities 
and  the  problems  relating  to  the 
availability  of  the  facility  to  non- 
Presbyterian  groups. 

Program  Agency 

Montreat  was  acquired  by  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  1917  and 
in  1959  the  Mountain  Retreat 
Association  became  an  agency  of 
the  General  Assembly, 
participating  in  its  benevolence 
budget.  In  1969,  it  became  a 
program  agency  with  the 
freedom  to  plan,  promote,  and 
sponsor  retreats  and  other 
gatherings  which  accord  with  the 
purposes  for  which  the  church 
owns  and  operates  Montreat. 

The  outstanding  leadership  of 
President  Grier  Davis  and  the 
able  support  of  Mr.  E.  A. 
Andrews,  Vice-President  for 
Conferences  was  recognized  by 
the  group. 


Barium  Springs  Board  Members 
Meet  In  New  Facility 


The  facilities  in  the  Family  and 
Child  Development  and  Christian 
Education  Center  at  Barium 
Springs  Home  for  Children  were 
used  for  the  first  time  for  the 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Regents 
on  November  17-18,  1971. 
Members  of  the  Board  were 
given  a  complete  tour  of  the  new 
building  which  is  nearing 
completion.  The  multi-purpose 
structure  is  designed  to  serve  as 
the  headquarters  for  the  Family 
and  Child  Development  program 
and  as  Christian  Education 
center.  The  new  structure  is 
directly  adjacent  to  Little  Joe's 
Presbyterian  Church  and, 
according  to  Dr.  Nat  K.  Reiney, 
executive  director  of  the  Home, 
"completes  the  bricks  and 
mortar  needs  for  the  Home."

Service  Reported 

Members  of  the  board  learned 
that  between  October  1,  1970  and 
September  30, 1971  the  Home  had 
served  348  children  and  222 
families  in  the  group  residential 
and  related  programs.  The 
average  age  of  children  served 
was  reported  to  be  13  years  and 
the  average  length  of  stay  to  be  22 
months. 

The  board  was  also  told  that  the 
relatively  new  Family  and  Child 
Development  Center  had  served 
167  children  and  52  families. 

Budget  Approved 

The  board  was  presented  the 
annual  audit  by  Ernst  and  Ernst 
and  heard  the  report  of  the 
treasurer.

Traditional  Boar's  Head  Yule  Dinner 


Garnished  with  rosemary, 
laurel  and  a  lemon  between  its 
grinning  chops,  a  baked  boar's 
head  on  a  silver  platter  was  the 
centerpiece  when  Queens  College 
held  its  traditional  Yule  dinner  in 
early  December. 

Wearing  bells  on  their  toes  and 
robes  of  red,  green  and  gold 
brocade,  five  students  led 
ceremonies  at  the  annual  Boar's 
Head  Dinner,  celebrated  more 
than  30  years  at  Queens.  For 
more  than  600  years  Queens 
College,  Oxford,  England,  has 
observed  the  rite. 


The  formal  candlelight  dinner 
for  students,  faculty  and 
administration  was  held  on  two 
succeeding  evenings  since  the 
dining  hall  seats  only  half  the 
group. 

Following  the  festive  meal,  a 
Christmas  Concert  was  held  both 
nights  in  Dana  Auditorium.  The 
college  concert  choir  and  drama 
department  presented  a  20th 
Century  version  of  an  old  English 
miracle  play  called  "Noye's 
Fludde." 

The  Boar's  Head  Tradition 
came   alive   more   than  six 


centuries  ago.  Strolling  in  a 
forest  near  the  Queens  campus  at 
Oxford,  England,  a  student 
defended  himself  against  a  wild 
boar's  attack  by  shoving  a  copy 
of  Aristotle  down  the  beast's 
throat. 

Later  the  student  summoned 
classmates  to  the  scene  of  his 
adventure,  and  they  carried  the 
choked  animal  back  to  the  college 
for  a  feast.  The  Boar's  Head 
Dinner  and  the  Yule  Log  Festival 
became  annual  Christmas 
celebrations  in  the  great  houses 
of  England.

Mayor  Jack  Lee,  publicity 
chairman  for  CIH  in  Fayetteville 
explained,  "The  students  will  live 
in  the  dormitories  rather  than  in 
private  homes  so  they  can  get  to 
know  each  other  and  break  down 
any  international  barriers  they 
might  find  between  themselves." 

Local  families  will  entertain 
the  students  in  their  homes  on 
Christmas  day  and  on  one  other 
night  during  their  two-weeks 
stay  in  Fayetteville. 

Miss  Martha  Lou  Anderson, 
Director  of  Christian  Education 
at  Highland  Presbyterian  Church 
and  coordinator  for  the 
Christmas  International  House  in 
Fayetteville,  was  quick  to 
emphasize  the  ecumenical  nature 
of  the  project.  "We  have  a 
Methodist  church,  two  Baptist 
churches,  two  Episcopal 
churches  and  a  Catholic  church. 


along  with  four  civic  clubs 
participating  with  us  in  this 
project." 

Third  For  Winter  Park 

The  Winter  Park  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Wilmington  is 
sponsoring  Christmas 
International  House  for  the  third 
time. 

The  Rev.  Neil  McMillan,  pastor 
of  the  Winter  Park  Presbyterian 
Church,  explained  the  church's 
reason  for  sponsoring  the  project. 
"We  see  Christmas  International 
House  as  a  vital  opportunity  of 
witnessing  through  Christian 
love.  We  believe  that  love  is  the 
greatest  witness  we  can  offer." 

A  number  of  Presbyterian 
churches  and  churches  of  other 
denominations  are  working 
together  to  provide 
entertainment  and  meals  for  the 
international  students  during 
their  stay  in  Wilmington. 

Oldest  In  Synod 

The  oldest  Christmas 
International  House  in  North 
Carolina  is  sponsored  by  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  in 
Charlotte. 

This  is  the  sixth  consecutive 
year  Charlotte  First  has 
sponsored  the  program.  That 
church  was  one  of  three  which 
picked  up  the  idea  from  the  First 
Church  in  Huntington,  West 
Virginia,  in  1965  and  started  its 
own  program  in  1966. 

Miss  Ruth  Farrior,  Director  of 
Christian  Education  at  First 
Church,  gives  much  of  the  credit 
for  the  success  of  Christmas 
International  House  in  Charlotte 
to  the  nearly  40  churches  in  the 
community  which  assist  in 


feeding  and  entertaining  the 
international  students  during 
their  stay. 

Among  the  many  reasons  given 
by  Miss  Farrior  for  the  church's 
continuation  of  the  program  is 
the  fact  that  "this  is  a  way  of 
showing  the  Christmas  love  to 
others  and  communicating  to 
people  of  other  cultures  and 
backgrounds  some  of  our  beliefs 
regarding  Christ  and  the 
Christian  message." 

She  summed  up  the  philosophy 
behind  the  Christmas 
International  House  program 
throughout  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  and  the  whole 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  by 
saying,  "This  is  world  missions 
at  home.  Why  send  missionaries 
abroad  if  we  can't  be 
missionaries  here  at  home?" 

A  Participant's  Reaction 
A  letter  to  Dr.  Williamson,  now 
pastor  of  the  First  Church, 
Salisbury,  from  one  of  the 
students  who  had  participated  in 
the  Christmas  International 
House  at  Peachtree  Church  in 
Atlanta  expresses  one  way 
students  perceive  the  church's 
ministry  through  CIH. 

"Christianity  spoke  loud  and 
clear  ...  We  saw  it  through  the 
acts  (wonderful  acts)  of  your 
church  members  and  families. 
What  made  them  do  it?  I  think  I 
know.  It  is  because  they're 
Christians."

R.  Graham  White,  executive 
secretary  of  the  Presbyterian  U. 
S.  Assembly's  Committee  on  the 
Minister  and  His  Work,  has 
stated  that,  according  to  the 
Atlanta  office  of  U.  S.  Internal 
Revenue  Service,  increases  in 
remuneration  to  lay  and 
ninisterial  employees  of  the 
Church  who  are  affected  by 
Phase  II  of  President  Nixon's 
economic  guidelines,  are  Umited 
to  5.5  percent  of  their  salary, 
including  all  fringe  benefits. 
Examples  of  fringe  benefits  are 
items  such  as  cash  allowances  for 
automobiles,  books  or  continuing 
education;  group  insurance; 
dues  paid  by  churches;  housing 
in  lieu  of  a  mar\se;  professional 
expenses;  social  security  taxes; 
and  utilities. 

Officials  of  the  Internal 
Revenue  Service  suggest  that 
officers  of  each  church  consult 
with  local  IRS  offices  on  matters 
regarding  minister's  and  church 
employees'  salary  increases. 


Orange  Meets  In  Joint  Session, 
Selects  Burlington  Site 


Burlington  has  been  selected 
as  the  site  for  the  office  of  the  new 
Orange  Presbytery  after  the 
merger  of  Orange  Presbytery 
with  Granville  Presbytery  on 
January  1. 

The  two  presbyteries  met  in 
joint  session  at  the  F^rst 
Presbyterian  Church  in 
Burlington  on  November  16  and 
authorized  trustees  to  lease  3,000 
square  feet  of  office  space  on  the 
second  floor  of  the  new  Southern 
Bell  Building  in  Holly  Hill  Mall 
for  a  term  of  two  years. 

The  Rev.  Tom  B.  Anderson, 
pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  Burlington,  and 
moderator  of  the  meeting,  listed 
several  reasons  for  the  selection. 

"Burlington  is  the 
geographical  center  of  the  new 
joint  presbytery  as  far  as  the 
density  of  Presbyterian 
population  is  concerned,"  he 
said.  "And  the  city  is  easily 
accessible  because  of  Interstate 
85  and  the  convenient  location  of 
Holly  Hill  Mall  to  the  interstate." 

The  office  of  Orange 
Presbytery  was  in  Greensboro 
and  the  Granville  Presbytery 
office  was  in  Raleigh. 

Mrs.  Joyce  P.  Bauer  of  Raleigh 
was  elected  Presbytery  Office 
Administrator-Treasurer  for  a 
three-year  term. 


Two  other  executive  officers, 
the  General  Presbyter  who  is 
responsible  for  the  division  of 
education  and  mission  and  the 
General  Pastor  who  is 
responsible  for  the  division  of 
elders,  will  be  chosen  at  another 
meeting  of  the  two  presbyteries.

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Board  Seeks  Involvement  Of  Women        Hunger  Task  Force  Director  Sees 

In  New  Presbytery,  Synod  Structures      PCU.S.  Influence  Great  In  Brazil 


The  first  steps  have  been  taken 
to  align  women's  work  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.  with 
the  new  synod  and  presbytery 
program  units. 

Looking  toward  synod  and 
presbytery  restructure  in  1973, 
the  Board  of  Women's  Work  has 
voted  that  a  committee 
comprised  of  its  members,  the 
Women's  Advisory  Council  and 
the  staff  be  appointed  to  bring  a 
suggested  plan  (or  plans)  for 
work  of  the  Women  of  the  Church 
in  regions,  the  boundaries  of 
which  are  to  be  effective  after 
1973.  The  committee  is  expected 
to  report  in  February. 

A  copy  of  the  plan  is  to  be  sent 
to  the  convenors  of  the  seven 
proposed  synods  with  the  reguest 
that  "attention  be  given  to 
planning  for  involvement  of 
women  in  the  new  structure  for 
the  whole  program  of  the 
church." 

The  Board  of  Women's  Work 
voted  to  join  with  the  Board  of 
Christian  Education  "in  creating 
and  promoting  a  program  of 
Church  Officer  Development, 
with  assistance  from 
representatives  of  sessions  and 
middle  judicatories." 

The  board  approved  a  "budget 
request"  of  $248,580  from  central 
treasurer  receipts  for  1973.  The 
1973  budget  request  was  upped 
$36,580  from  an  earlier  tentative 
proposal  totaling  $214,000.  The 
increase,  according  to  the 
business  and  finance 
committee's  report,  was  made 
"to  carry  out  the  directive  of  the 
1971  General  Assembly  to  bring 
the  Board  of  Women's  Work's 
salaries  into  line  with  those  of 
other  agencies  and  from  the 
necessity  of  increasing  the 
educational  activities  of  the 
board." 

The  1972  approved  budget 
includes  $200,000  from  the 
General  Assembly's  benevolence 
receipts. 

Approximately  one-half  of  the 
board's  total  budget  comes  from

Columbia  Seminary  is  one  of 
four  seminaries  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  and 
is  located  in  Decatur,  Georgia, 
eight  miles  from  downtown 
Atlanta. 

This  fall  it  has  enrolled  175  men 
and  women  who  are  preparing 
for  the  Christian  ministry.

Charlotte  Church  Hosts  Singers 

'Pop'  Music  At  Selwyn  Avenue  Church 


Three  young  collegians  who 
present  the  contemporary  "pop" 
sound  in  music  were  guests  at  the 
Selwyn  Avenue  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Charlotte  during  the 
weekend  of  November  28. 

Commenting  on  the 
appearance  of  The  New  World 
Singers,  the  Rev.  Robert  H. 
Ramey,  Jr.,  minister  of  the 
church,  said,  "The  impact  of 
their  ministry  through  music  and 
witness  was  felt  by  the  whole 
congregation." 

All  three  members  of  The  New 
World  Singers  are  college 
students.  Their  unique,  balanced 
blend  of  voices  and  instruments 
have  made  them  one  of  the  most 
popular  touring  groups  in 
America  today.  The  group  has 
travelled  more  than  a  million 
miles-to  Asia,  Europe,  and 
across  the  United  States  and 
Canada~to  perform  before 
thousands  of  young  people. 
Through  music  and  personal 
remarks,         the  group 


communicates  a  positive 
philosophy  of  life. 

They  comprise  one  of  the 
Campus  Life  groups  representing 
Youth  for  Christ  in  concerts 
across  the  United  States  and 
overseas. 

The  group  appeared  in  concert 
on  Friday  night,  November  25 
and  at  two  church  services  on 
Sunday,  November  28. 

One  member  of  the 
congregation  expressed  his 
reaction  to  the  group  by  saying 
that  he  was  "overwhelmed  by 
their  ministry  as  accomplished 
musicians  and  as  witnesses  ior 
the  Living  Christ.  Their  talent, 
youth,  vigor,  enthusiasm  and 
attractiveness  together  with  the 
gospel  for  Jesus  make  a 
tremendous  combination." 

According  to  Mr.  Ramey,  the 
visit  of  The  New  World  Singers 
will  long  remain  an  inspiration  in 
the  life  of  the  Selwyn  Avenue 
Church. 


"I  think  the  Presbyterian 
Church  may  well  have  more 
influence  than  any  other  Church 
in  Brazil,  especially  in  the 
frontier  area,"  said  the  Rev. 
James  A.  Cogswell,  director  of 
the  Presbyterian  U.S.  Task  Force 
on  World  Hunger,  commenting  on 
his  recent  trip  to  that  country. 

Cogswell  returned  in  mid- 
November  from  a  two-week,  fact- 
finding tour  during  which  he 
explored  the  possibility  for  a 
model  program  to  combat  hunger 
in  Brazil. 

The  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
United  States  has  named  the 
fight  against  world  hunger  as  its 
top  priority  for  a  five-year 
period. 

The  director  of  the  program 
was  accompanied  by  Clayton 
Arnold  of  Franklin,  Tennessee, 
"who  is  deeply  interested  in  the 
plight  of  the  landless  and 
impoverished  people  in  that 
country,"   Cogswell  explained. 

Amazon  River 

The  trip,  approved  by  the 
Board  of  World  Missions  and  the 
Task  Force,  took  the  two  men  to 
north  and  northeast  Brazil,  up  the 
Amazon  River  and  along  the  new 
Belem-Brasilia  highway. 

Cogswell  will  make  his  report 
to  the  Task  Force  and  the  Board. 
Any  proposals  will  come  from  the 
Task  Force  and  will  be  relayed  to 
the  Board  for  approval. 

Cogswell  said  he  learned  from 
official  statistics  that  60  percent 
of  the  people  of  Brazil  earn  an 
average  less  than  $40  per  month. 
Present  unemployment  rate 
there  has  reached  55  percent. 
Interest  rates  are  as  high  as  84 
percent. 

"Many  of  the  poor  are  moving 
to  cities  in  search  of  employment, 
but  they  are  creating  more  slums 
on  the  outskirts  of  the  cities.  The 
problem  has  become  most  acute 


in  northeast  Brazil  because  of 
periodic  droughts.  There  are  20 
million  people  in  that  section  who 
are  considered  desperately 
poor,"  he  added. 

"The  Brazilian  government 
hopes  that  these  people  can  be 
resettled  in  the  Amazon  basin, 
which  is  considered  to  be  the 
largest  undeveloped  area  in  the 
world,  and  the  government  is  now 
opening  up  this  part  of  the 
country.  There  could  be  an 
opportunity  for  a  new  beginning 
for  millions  of  people  if  they  can 
be  given  the  initial  start." 

American  Capitalism 

About  American  business 
enterprises,  he  declared, 
"American  capitalism  must 
learn  to  discipline  itself  in  its 
practices  in  the  undeveloped 
nations  if  it  is  to  escape  pushing 
these  nations  into  the  opened 
arms  of  communism." 

He  observed  that  Protestant 
churches  in  Brazil  "are  growing 
rapidly"  while  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church,  on  the  other 
hand,  "has  desperate  problems." 

Cogswell,  a  former  missionary 
to  Japan,  told  of  three  Roman 
Catholic  seminaries  in  north 
Brazil  "which  are  without  a 
single  student."  He  was  told  that 
there  are  12,000  Catholic  priests 
in  Brazil  and  that  they  need 
50,000. 

"The  Brazilian  government  is 
interested  in  the  work  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  and  in  its 
plans  for  churches  and  social 
ministries.  The  government 
there  has  contacted  the 
Presbyterian  Church  before 
anyone  else  in  regard  to 
projects  for  the  trans-Amazon 
highway." 

While  in  Brazil,  Cogswell 
attended  the  meeting  of  a 
presbytery  which  was 
commissioned  to  set  up  a  new 
presbytery  in  the  frontier  area. 


Union  Seminary  Participates— 
Results  Seen  In  Theological  Center 


THE  NEW  WORLD  SINGERS  performed  at  the  Selwyn  Avenue

The  Richmond  Theological 
Center,  formed  two  years  ago  by 
Union  Theological  Seminary  in 
Virginia,  the  Presbyterian  School 
of  Christian  Education,  and 
Virginia  Union  University's 
School  of  Theology,  began  its 
third  year  of  operation  this  fall 
with  a  sense  of  accomplishment 
and  continued  commitment  on 
the  part  of  those  involved. 

As  initially  set  up  when  the 
Center  was  formed,  each  school 
continues  to  "maintain  its  own 
physical  identity,  establish  its 
own  standards  and  educational 
policies,  award  its  own  degrees, 
and  provide  for  its  own 
expenses."  However,  with  all 
three  institutions  now  physically 
clustered  on  a  sixty-acre  campus, 
changes  have  occurred  and 
positive  results  can  be  noted. 

Original  Aims 

The  original  aims  and  hopes  for 
such  a  Center  were  ambitious 
and  far-reaching.  In  line  with  a 
report  of  the  American 
Association  of  Theological 
Schools'  "Commission  on 
Resource  Planning  and 
Curriculum  for  the  70's",  the  new 
Center  hoped  "to  enlarge 
educational  resources  and  effect 
economies  of  operation  by  the 


sharing  of  physical  facilities  and 
course  offerings."  The  cluster 
aimed  to  make  possible 
"maximum  sharing  of  faculty, 
elective  courses,  and  certain 
central  services."  In  addition, 
spokesmen  for  the  three  schools 
at  the  time  of  the  Center's 
formation  emphasized  that  such 
a  cluster  would  provide 
opportunities  for  enriching  the 
learning  experience  of  students 
in  each  school,  allowing  those 
from  different  backgrounds  and 
races  to  work  together. 

Accomplishing  Much 

With  the  Richmond  Theological 
Center  now  in  its  third  year, 
certain  questions  can  be  raised: 
Is  the  Center  a  success?  Is  it 
meeting  the  aims  and  goals  with 
which  it  was  established? 

Discussion  with  leaders  of  the 
three  schools  indicates  that,  even 
though  problems  remain,  the 
Center  is  accomplishing  much. 

Even  though  problems  are 
recognized,  participants  in  the 
Richmond  Theological  Center 
continue  to  be  enthusiastic,  both 
about  the  progress  already  made, 
the  goals  already  being  achieved, 
and  about  possibilities  for  the 
future  of  a  cluster  that  is  "putting 
programs  together  for  the  mutual 
benefit  of  all." 
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Assembly's  Council  Suggests  Steps 
To  Encourage  Reconciliation 


Former  Seminary  President  To 
Head  Davidson  s  Y2  Campaign 


The  General  Council  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  has 
suggested  some  specific  steps  it 
hopes  will  encourage  peace  and 
harmony  in  the  Church.  The 
suggestions  came  in  response  to 
the  1971  General  Assembly's  call 
for  reconciliation  in  the  church. 

The  Council,  meeting  in 
Atlanta  on  November  16-17, 
urged  several  steps  that  might 
encourage  reconciliation.  For 
synods  and  presbyteries,  it  urged 
that  programs  and  committees 
include  persons  from  various 
theological  positions  and  persons 
with  different  priorities  for  the 
Church  and  that  committees  be 
open  to  the  public.  Sessions  and 
Boards  of  Deacons  were  told  to 
advise  their  congregations  when 
their  meetings  are  open  to 
observers.  All  courts  of  the 
Church  should  "celebrate  the 
variety  of  gifts  God  gives," 
encourage  creative  diversity, 
and  make  special  efforts  to 
establish  dialogue  with  alienated 
persons  "in  order  that  healing 
may  occur,"  the  Council  said. 

Leaders  Invited 
The  Council  has  invited 
Kenneth  Keyes  of  Miami,  leader 
of  Concerned  Presbyterians; 
the  Rev.  Don  Patterson,  Jackson, 
Mississippi,  of  Presbyterian 
Churchmen  United;  Dr.  William 
Hill,  Hopeville,  Virginia, 
member  in  Presbyterian 
Evangelistic  Fellowship;  and 
Steven  White,  IV,  Mebane,  North 
Carolina,  chairman  of  the  board 
of  directors  of  the  Presbyterian 
Journal,  to  attend  the  March 
meeting  of  the  Council,  with  the 
privilege  of  the  floor  on  matters 
of  concern  to  them.  The  four  men 
are  leaders  of  unofficial  groups 
which  have  disagreed  with  stands 
and  programs  of  the  General 
Assembly. 

Women's  Participation 

In  approving  a  report  of  a 
special  committee  on  Greater 
Participation  of  Women  in  the 
Work  of  the  Church,  the  Council 
will  ask  the  General  Assembly  to 
speak  to  the  Church's 
membership,  calling  attention  to 
the  limited  participation  of 
women  in  congregational 
leadership  and  urging  women  to 
accept  such  responsibility  when 
asked. 

The  General  Assembly  will  also 
be  encouraged  to  urge  synods, 
presbyteries  and  sessions  to  seek 
increased  involvement  of  women 
in  the  membership  and  work  of 
these  courts  and  to  request 
boards  and  agencies  to  make

The  Rev.  Jeff  Aiken,  pastor  of 
the  Dallas  Presbyterian  Church, 
prepared  the  proposal  for  the 
program  which  was  approved  by 
the  Presbytery.  Mr.  Aiken  serves 
as  h<«t  of  the  weekly  broadcast. 


more  extensive  use  of  women  as 
elected  boafd  members,  as  co- 
opted  members  of  committees 
and  as  appointees  to  task  forces. 

Another  subcommittee,  headed 
by  the  Rev.  Jack  Bennett  of 
Galveston,  Texas,  was  appointed 
to  study  present  practices  of 
apportioning  General  Assembly's 
asking  budget  to  synods  and 
presbyteries. 

Members  of  the  Council  gave 
hearty  approval  to  a  stewardship 
committee  goal  which 
encourages  churches  to  engage  in 
a  year-round  program  of 
stewardship  education  and 
emphasis. 

In  its  deliberations  the  Council 
also  heard  that  receipts  of 
General  Assembly  boards  and 
agencies  by  November  10  totaled 
$5,462,211,  for  this  year  -  a 
decrease  of  $190,826  from  the 
$5,575,038  total  received  by 
November  10,  1970.  So  far  this 
year,  64.26  percent  of  the  1971 
benevolence  budget  for  Assembly 
agencies  has  been  received, 
compared  with  61.52  percent  of 
the  1970  budget  that  had  come 
into  the  central  treasurer's  officp 
by  the  same  date  last  year. 

Restructuring 
Boards  and  Agencies 
The  General  Council  was  told 
that  the  plan  for  restructuring  the 
denomination's  boards  and 
agencies  must  be  considered  by 
the  Council  before  the  General 
Assembly  meets  next  June.  The 
Council  instructed  its  executive 
committee  to  schedule  a  special 
meeting  of  the  Council  at  which 
time  members  would  study  the 
restructure   plan   and  basic 


questions  having  to  do  with  the 
role  and  image  of  the  General 
Council  itself. 

In  another  action,  the  General 
Council  voted  to  ask  the  Church's 
Permanent  Committee  on 
Interchurch  Relations  to  invite 
Dr.  T.  Watson  Street  of  Nasvhille 
to  prepare  a  statement  on  the 
benefits  that  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.  S.  receives  by  its 
membership  in  the  World  Council 
of  Churches.  Dr.  Street, 
Executive  Secretary  of  the  Board 
of  World  Missions,  is  the  PCUS 
representative  to  the  World 
Council  which  came  under  attack 
recently  in  an  article  appearing 
in  the  Reader's  Digest.  The 
requests  urges  that  Dr.  Street's 
paper  become  available  to  all 
members  of  the  denomination. 

Communications  Forum 
Council  approved  a  six- 
member  group  to  map  out 
"housekeeping  details"  of  the 
communications  committee  and 
to  define  its  relationship  with  a 
proposed  "advisory  forum  on 
communications."  The  Council 
received  the  whole  matter  as 
information  and  referred  it  to  the 
six-member  committee  for  study. 

Serving  on  this  committee  are 
Dr.  Hubert  Vance  Taylor,  the 
Rev.  Charles  Benz,  Jr.,  E.  A.

Dr.  J.  McDowell  Richards  of 
Atlanta,  president  _of  Columbia 
Theological  Seminary  from  1932 
until  last  June,  will  serve  as 
chairman  of  Davidson's  1971-72 
Annual  Fund. 

A  1922  graduate  of  Davidson 
and  a  Rhodes  Scholar,  the 
Presbyterian  minister  was  also 
president  of  Davidson's  trustees 
from  1940  to  1966  and  received  an 
honorary  degree  from  the  college 
in  1933. 

This  year's  Annual  Fund  will 
be  seeking  $310,000,  the  largest 
goal  in  the  college's  history  and 
a  50  percent  increase  over  1970- 
71.  This  is  the  amount  needed  tO' 
make  up  the  difference  between 
Davidson's  other  sources  of 
income  and  its  operating 
expenses,  according  to  college 
officials. 

As  fund  chairman,  Richards 
heads  a  volunteer  force  of  more 
than  500  alumni,  parents,  friends 
and  students. 

"In  the  last  10  years  the  Annual 
Fund  has  provided  over  $2 
million  for  Davidson  and  has 
become  the  most  effective  way  in 
which  the  majority  of  alumni  can 
support  the  college,"  Dr. 
Richards  said. 

"I  accepted  the  chairmanship 
of  the  fund  primarily  because  I 
believe  in  the  purposes  for  which 
Davidson  was  established- 
namely  that  of  providing  a  liberal 
arts  education  of  first  rate 
quality  with  the  added  plus  of 
Christian  commitment." 

Richards  noted  that  although 
"the  dollar  goal  of  the  campaigr 
is  of  paramount  importance,"  the 
fund  drive  will  also  be  seeking  "a 
significant  increase  in  tht 
percentage  of  alumni  who  give 
annually  to  the  college."

The  concern  of  Presbyterians 
in  western  North  Carolina  makes 
possible  a  ministry  to  56  boys  and 
girls  now  living  at  the 
Presbyterian  Home  for  Children 
at  Black  Mountain  in  Asheville 
Presbytery. 

The  Home  was  founded  in  1904 
as  "The  Mountain  Orphanage"  in 
a  four-room  cottage  on  Crabtree 
Creek  in  Haywood  County.  It  has 
been  at  Black  Mountain  since 
1922. 

According  to  the  treasurer,  the 
Rev.  B.  Hoyt  Evans,  the  annual 
budget  exceeds  $75,000,  one-third 
of  which  was  the  goal  for  the  1971 
Thanksgiving  Offering. 

The  Home  is  supported  by 


gifts  from  the  9,600  members  of 
the  37  churches  of  Asheville 
Presbytery.  It  also  receives 
support  from  the  Duke 
Endowment,  parents  and 
relatives  of  children,  and  limited 
endowment  funds. 

Superintendent  Donald  C. 
McKenzie,  and  a  staff  of  six 
helpers,  four  house  mothers,  a 
dietician  and  a  laundry  matron 
maintain  the  operation  of  the 
home. 

The  superintendent  has  pointed 
out  that  the  need  for  the  home  is 
manifest  in  the  fact  that  there  is 
an  approved  waiting  list  of  as 
many  children  as  there  are  now 
in  the  home.

Butner  Offers  Pastor-Chaplain  Program 


The  Chaplains  Department  at 
John  Umstead  Hospital,  Butner, 
has  announced  that  several  part- 
time,  annual  stipends  are  now 
available  to  engage  pastors  from 
the  area  in  a  new  pastor-chaplair 
pilot  program. 

According  to  Chaplain  Frank 
Askins,  the  plan  will  provide 
chaplain  services  for  several 
geographic  units  of  the  hospital 
on  an  annual  interim  basis  by 
pastors  who  remain  based  in 
their  church  community.  The 
two-fold  purpose  of  the  program 
is  to  meet  spiritual  needs  oi 
persons  in  the  hospital,  and  to 
develop  an  awareness  in  the 
community  of  its  own  potential  in 


meeting  the  mental  health  and 
emotional  needs  of  its  people. 

The  Rev.  James  N.  Grubb, 
chaplain  at  the  Butner  complex 
for  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina, 
sees  this  opportunity  as  "unique" 
for  ministers  in  parish  situations. 
"The  new  program  offers  men  in 
the  pastorate  an  opportunity  to 
become  involved  in  clinical 
experiences  that  can  be  taken 
back  to  the  local  church  and 
community,"  according  to 
Grubb. 

The  new  program  is  scheduled 
to  begin  in  early  January,  1972. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  church 
community  will  benefit  from  its 
pastor's  participation  as  he  gains 


new  skills  and  insights  in-serving 
troubled  persons.  Necessary 
training  and  supervision  while 
serving  will  be  a  normal  part  of 
the  program. 

Work  time  in  the  hospital  will 
be  arranged  for  minimal  conflict 
with  the  pastor's  duties  in  the 
church  community.  A  substantial 
stipend  will  be  provided  for  those 
accepted. 

Applicants  will  be  considered 
on  the  basis  of  their  pastoral 
quahfications  and  experience, 
with  secondary  consideration 
given  to  their  geographic 
relationship  to  the  hospital  units 
served.

Oldenburg  Is  New  Covenant  Pastor 

Charlotte  Church  Calls  Young  Minister 


A  young  West  Virginia  pastor 
has  been  selected  as  senior 
minister  of  Charlotte's  Covenant 
Presbyterian  Church.  The  Rev. 
Douglas  Wayne  Oldenburg,  36, 
now  senior  minister  at  Davis 
Memorial  Presbyterian  Church, 
Elkins,  West  Virginia,  was  the 
unanimous  choice  of  the 
Covenant  pulpit  committee. 

Oldenburg's  call  to  the 
Covenant  pulpit  was  approved  in 
a  standing  vote  during  a  special 
congregational  meeting  Sunday, 
December  26. 

Mr.  Ben  T.  Vernon,  Jr., 
chairman  of  the  pulpit 
committee,  in  his  comments  to 
the  congregation,  characterized 
Oldenburg  as  "a  man  we  beheve 
can  be  a  dynamic  leader  for  the 
congregation." 

Oldenburg  will  fill  the  vacancy 
left  by  the  retirement  of  Dr. 
Warner  L.  Hall,  now  executive 
director  of  the  Presbyterian 
Foundation. 

He  is  only  the  second  senior 
minister  the  2,500-member 
church  has  had.  Dr.  Hall  was 
named  minister  of  Covenant  in 
1957  when  the  Second 
Presbyterian  Church,  which  Dr. 
Hall  headed,  was  merged  with

Westminster  Presbyterian 
Church  to  form  what  is  now 
Covenant  Presbyterian. 

Mr.  James  H.  Barnhardt,  a 
member  of  the  pulpit  committee, 
said  Oldenburg  possesses  "a 
spiritual  maturity  that  belies  his 
age." 

"He  has  already  obtained 
stature,  but  has  a  great  capacity 


to  grow,"  said  Dean  W.  Colvard, 
clerk  of  the  Covenant  Session. 

More  than  60  ministers  were 
considered,  according  to  Mr. 
Vernon. 

"We  never  really  eliminated 
any  one  man.  We  just  kept  at  our 
work  until  we  had  a  consenus  on 
one  man  and  ^hen  we  voted 
unanimously." 

He  said  that  he  thought  it  was 
unusual  for  a  pulpit  committee  to 
reach  a  unanimous  decision. 

"Fortunately,  I  believe  we 
found  in  Mr.  Oldenburg  the  one 
man  who  is  ideal  for  our  church." 

When  asked  to  comment  on  the 
kind  of  man  the  committee  was 
seeking,  Mr.  Vernon  pointed  out 
that  in  one  of  its  first  of  more  than 
30  official  meetings,  the 
committee  set  its  criteria  for  the 
man  who  would  replace  Dr.  Hall. 

"I  think  most  of  all,  we  wanted 
a  man  who  would  be  a  dynamic 
leader.  Someone  who  could 
provide  leadership  for  our 
church,"  Vernon  said. 

"Secondly,  we  wanted  a  man

An  air  of  expectancy  pervaded 
the  first  1972  presbytery  meeting 
held  in  the  Synod. 

The  organizational  meeting  of 
Presbytery  I,  held  at  Little  Joe's 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Barium 
Springs,  was  attended  by  nearly 
300  people  from  throughout  the 
western  portion  of  the  Synod. 
Presbytery  I  consists  of  the  old 
presbyteries  of  Winston-Salem, 
Concord,  and  Kings  Mountain. 
Name  Chosen 
The  highlight  of  the  meeting 
was  the  selection  of  a  name  for 
the  newly  organized  presbytery. 
After  many  suggested  names 
were  rejected  by  2  to  1  votes, 
names  which  included  Trinity, 
Western  North  Carolina,  Unity, 
Allegheny,  Salem,  New  Concord, 
Yadkins,  Reformation,  and 
Frances  Makemie,  the 
suggestion  of  The  Presbytery  of 
Covenant  was  approved  by  the 
body  in  a  2  to  1  vote. 

Following  the  call  to  order  by 
the  temporary  chairman,  Mr.  J. 
Harold  McKeithen,  a  service  of 
worship  was  led  by  the  Rev. 
David  Burr. 

McKeithen  declared  that 
Presbytery  had  been  organized 
and  that  a  quorum  was  present. 
Of  the  nearly  300  people  in 
attendance,  more  than  250  were 
voting  representatives  or 
members  of  Presbytery.  The 
Rev.  Joseph  M.  Garrison,  the 
immediate  past  moderator  of  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  and 
official  representative  of  Synod 
to  the  organization  meeting, 
brought  greetings  from  Synod 
and  recognized  the  Presbytery  as 
organized.

Minimum  Standard  Set 

In  action  that  was  highlighted 
by  frequent  recounts  and 
standing  votes,  the  newly 
organized  Presbytery  adopted  a 
minimum  standard  for 
compensation  of  ministers  for 
1972.  All  ministers  coming  into 
the  new  Presbytery  are  to 
receive  a  minimum  base  salary 
of  $7,200;  $1,800  for  car,  utility, 
study,  etc.;  10  percent  Ministers 
Annuity  Fund;  major  medical 
insurance  for  family;  and  a 
manse  allowance  approved  by 
Presbytery's  Commission  on  the 
Minister  and  His  Work. 

It  was  the  will  of  the  court  that 
the  interim  location  of  the 
Presbytery  office  be  in 
Statesville  and  that  the  Rev.  L.  B. 
Colquitt,  Jr.  be  employed  as 
Administrative  Secretary  and  the 
Rev.  G.P.  Whiteley  be  employed 
as  Field  Secretary  both  at  the 


identical  salaries  each  had 
received  as  Presbytery  executive 
secretaries.  Colquitt  had  been 
executive  secretary  of  Concord 
Presbytery  and  Whiteley  had 
held  the  same  position  in 
Winston-Salem  Presbytery.

Presbyterians  Study  Mission  Of  The  Qiurch 


Campaign  Qiairman  Named 


January  marks  the  beginning 
of  the  Season  of  Christian  Witness 
at  home  and  abroad  and  churches 
throughout  our  General 
Assembly  have  begun  studying 
the  mission  of  our  church  using 
the  Covenant  Life  Curriculum 
text,  The  Church  in  Mission  to  a 
World  in  Crisis  by  the  Rev. 
James  A.  Cogswell. 

Those  who  participate  in  the 
study  of  the  CLC  text  will,  in 
effect,  circle  the  globe  beginning 
with  the  emerging  nations  of 
Africa  and  concluding  with 
secularized  Europe  and  North 
America.  They  will  wrestle  with 
major  issues  facing  the  Church  in 
every  locale  as  it  endeavors  to 
witness  to  the  love  of  God  in 
Jesus  Christ.  Thus,  the  1972 
Season  of  Christian  Witness  will 
stress  once  more  the  oneness  of 
mission. 

In  February,  churches  are 
encouraged  to  give  special 
attention  to  our  Presbyterian 
mission  endeavors  in  the 
Democratic  Republic  of  the 
Congo.  Posters  and  special 
records  will  be  available  to  help 
congregations  understand  and 
appreciate  the  possibilities  and 
the  problems  in  this  particular 
emerging  nation. 

World  In  Crises 

In  March,  churches  will 
reconsider  and  rekindle  their 
hope  for  a  world  in  crisis. 
Presbyterians  will  be  invited  to 
participate  in  studies  and  actions 
which  will  focus  on  those 
resources  inherent  in  the  faith 
that  lift  and  inspire  and  send  us 
for  the  to  witness  anew. 

In  the  opening  line  of  Study 
Book,  the  mission  season  study 
book.  Dr.  Cogswell  quotes  the 
words  of  Emil  Brunner:  "The 
Church  exists  by  mission  as  fire 
exists  by  burning."  With  that  as 
his  thesis.  Dr.  Cogswell  prepared 
the  study  guide  on  the  Church  in 
mission. 
"No     one     needs     to  be 


convinced,"  according  to  Dr. 
Cogswell,  "that  the  Church  today 
must  undertake  its  mission  in  'a 
world  in  crisis'.  Every  day's 
news  confronts  us  with  still  new 
crises,  each  seeming  to  surpass 
the  previous  one  in  seriousness 
and  urgency.  But  'crisis'  in  the 
Biblical  sense  means  both 
judgment  and  opportunity.  As  the 
Church  faces  today's  world  in 
crisis,  it  must  seek  to  see  wherein 
God  is  pronouncing  judgment 
upon  the  past  and  wherein  he  is 
opening  opportunity  for  the 
future." 

Mission  Season  Suggestions 
Mrs.  Ruth  Cheney,  Area 
Director  of  Christian  Education 
in  Fayetteville  Presbytery,  was 
asked  to  make  suggestions  on 
ways  churches  in  North  Carolina 
might  effectively  make  use  of  the 
CLC  study  book.  The  Church  In 
Mission  To  A  World  In  Crisis. 

Mrs.  Cheney  emphasized  that 
"this  study  book  cannot  be  used 
in  a  passive,  sit-and-listen  way, 
but  requires  involvement." 

At  the  outset,  whether  the  study 
book  is  used  for  short-term  study 
or  is  used  throughout  the  Season 
of  Christian  Witness,  Mrs. 
Cheney  encourages  the  use  of 
books,  films,  games,  maps, 
pictures,  news  articles,  and 
simulation  games  to  increase 
participation. 

In  order  that  the  total  Church 
grow  in  its  awareness  of  the 
mission  of  the  Church,  Mrs. 
Cheney  has  made  several 
suggestions  which  would 
increase  awareness  of  this 
special  church  season  and, 
perhaps,  engender  the  interest  of 
church  members. 

Mrs.  Cheney  suggests  that 
bulletin  boards  be  used  to 
"advertise  the  Witness  Season 
and  its  theme."  "Specifically," 
she  said,  "use  colorful  letters  and 
bright  yarn.  Keep  it  up  to  date 
and  neat.  A  large  world  map 


could  be  used  with  headlines 
from  daily  papers  of  crises  in 
various  parts  of  the  world.  Short 
news  stories,  etc.,  pinned  on  the 
map  at  strategic  spots  or  'tied'  to 
the  specific  area  with  a  piece  of 
yarn.  Travel  posters  of  various 
sorts  with  contrasting  pictures  of 
not-so-glamorous  life  in  that 
country  is  another  effective  way 
of  communicating  the  Church's 
responsibility  in  the  world." 

Book  displays,  according  to 
Mrs.  Cheney,  are  another 
effective  way  of  increasing 
interest. 

Discussion  groups  might  also 
prove  effective  in  exploring  the 
responsibility  of  the  Church  in 
mission.  Mrs.  Cheney  suggests 
that  some  of  the  questions  found 
in  the  study  book  might  be  useful 
as  discussion  starters. 


Family  Night  Suppers 

Family  night  suppers  are  also 
good  opportunities  for  exploring 
the  mission  of  the  Church.  Mrs. 
Cheney  feels  that  any  of  the 
several  suggested  films  in  The 
Church  in  Mission  to  a  World  in 
Crisis  can  be  used  to  advantage 
at  these  gatherings.  "One  idea 
for  a  February  Family  Night 
Supper  might  be  the  use  of  an 
African  game  using  games, 
stories,  and  recipes  for  the 
meal,"  concluded  Mrs.  Cheney. 

In  the  Teacher's  Book  prepared 
by  Dr.  Cogswell  and  Sue  Nichols 
to  accompany  The  Church  in 
Mission  to  a  World  in  Crisis,  the 
authors  made  several 
suggestions  of  ways  churches 
might  increase  interest  in  the 
Mission  Season. 

All  of  these  suggestions  were 
made  in  the  hope  that  churches  in 
North  Carolina  will  become 
involved  in  the  January  through 
March  Mission  Season.  A  good 
starting  place,  though,  is  a 
thorough  reading  of  The  Church 
in  Mission  to  a  World  in  Crisis.

The  building,  going  up  in  the 
Emory  section  of  Atlanta,  is 
being  built  with  funds  from 
Presbyterian  Women  of  the 
Church.  Presbyterian  women 
gave  more  than  $286,414  as  their 
1970  Birthday  Offering  for  VIA. 

A  number  of  other 
denominations  are  represented 
on  VIA's  board  and  are 
cooperating  in  the  program  and 
services  of  the  VIA  project. 

The  building  is  expected  to  be 
completed  this  spring.

Study  Papers 

Each  of  the  leaders  has  been 
asked  to  prepare  a  study  paper  on 
an  assigned  topic  for  the  March  2- 
4  Consultation  to  be  held  in 
Montreal,  North  Carolina.  The 
leaders  will  submit  their 
completed  study  papers  to  the  Ad 
Interim  Committee  by  the  end  of 
January.  The  committee  will 
then  duplicate  the  papers  and 
distribute  them  several  weeks 
.prior  to  the  Consultation  to  the 
more  than  200  participants 
expected  to  attend.  The  design  of 
the  Consultation  calls  for 
individual   study   groups  to 


consider  the  concerns  expressed 
in  each  of  the  papers  and  to 
formulate  recommendations  to 
be  shared  with  the  other 
participants  in  the  Consultation 
and  with  the  Ad  Interim 
Committee.

Synod,  Speaks  On  Evangelism 


Professional 
Certification 
Given 

The  applications  of  three  North 
Carolinians  for  professional 
certification  in  Christian 
Education  were  among  19 
recently  approved  by  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.,  on 
the  Certification  of  Lay  Workers 
during  its  November  meeting  in 
Atlanta. 

Robert  Clark 

The  Rev.  Robert  N.  Clark,  St. 
Andrews-Covenant  Presbyterian 
Church,  Wilmington,  was  among 
ten  making  application  in  a 
recently  added  category.  He  was 
certified  by  the  committee  as 
Minister  of  Christian  Education, 
which  designates  a  seminary 
degree  plus  the  equivalent  of  a 
year's  advanced  study  in 
Christian  education. 

Melba  Brawley 
Mrs.  Melba  C.  Brawley  of  the 
Third  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Charlotte  received  certification 
as  Director  of  Christian 
Education.  Certification  in  this 
category  implies  either  a 
Master's  Degree  in  Christian 
Education  or  a  Bachelor's 
Degree  from  an  accredited 
college  plus  effective 
performance  in  the  profession  for 
a  time  designated  by  the 
Committee. 

Carlita  Gemin 

The  Committee  also  certified 
Mrs.  Carlita  L.  Gemin,  Mallard 
Creek  Presbyterian  Church, 
Charlotte,  as  an  Assistant  in 
Christian  Education. 

Certification  of  Christian 
educators,  a  process  begun  in 
1959,  is  an  effort  of  the 
denomination  to  endorse  the 
special  skills  and  knowledge  of 
Christian  educators  and  to 
support  their  professional 
growth.  The  Office  of  Church 
Personnel  Services,  under  the 
Presbyterian  Board  of  Christian 
Education,  administers  the 
certification  service. 


During  a  recent  visit  in  North 
Carolina,  Dr.  J.  F.  Anderson  of 
the  Board  of  National  Ministries, 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.,  spoke 
about  the  decision  of  the  1971 
General  Assembly  to  create  a 
three-year  emphasis  on 
evangelism.  Dr.  Anderson  placed 
primary  emphasis  on  his 
understanding  that  the  three- 
year  program  does  not  mean  that 
the  Church  has  not  been  doing 
evangelism  and  won't  continue  to 
be  involved  in  evangelism  after 
the  three-year  program  ends. 

When  asked  how  the  Board  of 
National  Ministries  plans  to 
implement  the  program.  Dr. 
Anderson  said,  "It  cannot  be  and 
must  not  be  from  the  top  down. 
Every  court  at  every  level  of  the 
Church  must  be  involved  in  the 
process  at  their  level.  What  the 
General  Assembly  is  and  does 
says  a  lot  to  the  world.  What  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  is  and 
does  as  a  court  is  instrumental  in 
making  an  impact  on  North 
Carolina.  Also  at  the  level  of  the 
Synod,  there  needs  to  be  strategy 
planning  for  an  impact  of  work 
and  deed,  witness  and  service  to 
the  whole  state.  At  the 
Presbytery  level,  a  whole 
geographical  area  must  be  taken 
into  consideration  in  the 
planning." 

"But  it's  at  the  congregational 
level  where  evangelism  has  the 
greatest  impact,"  he  continued." 
I  think  we've  got  to  get  back  to 
some  of  the  basics  of  theology 
and  understand  what  we  mean  by 
Christian  commitment.  I  think 
that  we've  got  to  use  language 
that  is  understandable  to  the 
modern  people  on  the  street,  to 
use  vehicles  of  expression  and 
communication  that  are  germane 
to  our  day,  and  I  believe  that 
contemporary  worship  is  going  to 
have  as  important  an  impact  on 
getting  new  members  as  sending 
out  visitors." 

"We  have  got  to  see  that  our 
ministers'  batteries  are 
recharged,"  said  Dr.  Anderson, 
"and  that  the  sessions  realize  the 
reason  for  their  being  and  that 
the  congregation  has  a  basic 
renewal." 

Dr.  Anderson  said  that  the 
Board  of  National  Ministries  will

make  itself  available  through 
resource  and  guidance,  but  that 
"it  will  happen  at  a  lower  level  or 
not  at  all." 

One  of  the  ways  that  the  Board 
of  National  Ministries  will  help 
facilitate  the  General  Assembly's 
directive  is  through  the 
"Evangelism  Associates". 

There  are,  according  to  Dr. 
Anderson,  a  number  of  people 
who  have  particular 
competencies  in  evangelism 
throughout  the  General  As- 
sembly who  are  currently 
serving  churches.  The  Evan- 
gelism Associates  would  make 
the  abilities  of  these  men  avail- 
able by  arranging  leaves  of 
absence  from  their  particular 
churches  for  brief  periods  of  time 
to  participate  in  the  program  of 
evangelism. 

Key  73      ^  ' 
Dr.  Anderson  has  recently  been 
named  a  co-chairman  of  the 
ecumenically  sponsored  Key  73. 

Key  73,  an  ecumenical  evange- 
lism effort  to  begin  in  1973,  grew 
out  of  the  "Key  Bridge 
Consultation"  in  1967,  when  some 
40  churchmen  gathered  to  discuss 
new  possibilities  for  cooperative 
evangelism.  When  asked  about 
Key  73,  Dr.  Anderson 
commended,  "Key  73  will  be 
giving  us  multiple  ideas.  Na- 
tionally, we  will  do  doing 
cooperatively  and  simutaneously 
a  number  of  things^ For  example, 
for  the  first  three  months  in  1973, 
each  of  the  participating  deno- 
minations will  be  asked  to  study 
together  the  Book  of  Acts,  each 


studying  in  his  own  way." 

"There  will  be  a  multiple 
emphasis  on  evangelism 
enterprises.  For  instance,  in 
North  Carolina,  churches  and 
presbyteries  and  judicatories 
might  go  together  in  trying  to 
make  an  impact  on  the  leisure 
areas. 

Definition 
In  summing  up  his 
understanding  of  the  three-year 
program  of  evangelism  in  the 
PCUS,  Dr.  Anderson  said,  "I 
think  the  Board  of  National 
Ministries'  definition  of 
evangelism  is  correct.  I'm  not 
quoting  it  exactly  but  it's 
something  like  this.  Evangelism 
is  everything  that  the  Church 
is  and  does  to  proclaim  Jesus 
Christ  as  Lord  and  Savior  and  to 
confront  man  with  the  good  news 
in  order  that  they  can  commit 
their  lives  to  Him  as  Lord  and 
Savior,  and  serve  Him  in  the 
World  and  the  Church." 


outlined  in  an  overture  from 
Holston  Presbytery  adopted  by 
the  1971  General  Assembly,  is  to 
plan  and  conduct  a  consultation 
on  the  ministry  and  report  its 
findings  and  recommendations  to 
the  next  General  Assembly.  The 
Committee  expects  to  make  a 
report  in  June,  1972,  to  the 
General  Assembly  meeting  in 
Montreat.

Spiritual  Welfare 

White  Concerned  For  Farm  Workers 


Dr.  Harold  White,  chairman  of 
the  North  Carolina  Council  of 
Churches'  Committee  on  Minis- 
try with  Migrants,  favors  the 
attempts  by  the  National  Farm 
Workers  Ministry  (NFWM)  to 
unionize  farm  workfers,  but  said 
he  was  concerned  over  their  lack 
of  emphasis  on  the  farm  workers' 
spiritual  welfare. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Council  in 
Durham,  the  decision  was 
reached  to  recommend  that  the 
Council  join  the  church-related 
organization  which  supports 
union  organization  and  collective 
bargaining  for  farm  and  migrant 
workers. 

The  group's  action  was  a  result 
of  a  compromise  between 
factions  within  the  committee. 
One  faction  whole-heartedly  sup- 
ported membership  in  the 
NFWM. 

Dr.  White,  a  Presbyterian 
minister  from  Belvidere,  was 
spokesman  for  the  other  group, 
which  expressed  concern  over 


what  it  described  as  a  lack  of 
emphasis  on  the  part  of  the 
NFWM  on  the  spiritual  welfare  of 
farm  workers. 

After  reading  from  a  paper 
distributed  by  the  National 
Council  of  Churches,  which 
reported  that  an  increasing 
number  of  migrant  ministry 
supporters  feel  that  the  church's 
resources  should  be  used  almost 
exclusively  in  supporting  union 
organization  and  collective 
bargining.  White  said,  "What  I 
understand  this  to  mean  is  that 
there  is  a  strong  feehng  that  we 
should  cut  out  spiritual  ministry 
for  social,  political,  and  economic 
ministry." 

The  final  action  of  the 
committee,  which  was  approved 
unanimously,  called  for  the  North 
Carolina  Council  to  support  the 
NFWM  "as  one  area  of  ministry 
of  Christ." 

At  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Council,  the  question  of 
membership  in  the  NFWM  will  be 
considered.

Over  sixty  years  ago,  Mr. 
James  Sprunt  of  Wilmington, 
North  Carolina,  created  a 
foundation  for  the  purpose  of 
enabling  Union  Theological 
Seminary  in  Virginia  to  provide 
an  annual  special  lecture  series. 

Over  the  years,  the  grant, 
originally  $30,000  and  later 
in  Teased  to  $50,000,  has  made 
possible  the  annual  visits  of 
distinguished  and  authorative 
scholars  outside  of  the  regular 
faculty  to  the  Union  campus  for 
indepth  analysis  of  various 
aspects  of  Christian  though. 

Most  of  the  Sprunt  lectures 
have  been  published  so  that  their 
usefulness  has  been  extended  to 
the  full  Christian  church. 

1972  Lectures 
The  Sprunt  lecture  series  in 
1972  will  be  different.  Scheduled 
for  February  1-4,  the  new  format, 
designed  by  a  special  committee 
composed  of  alumni,  students, 
and  faculty,  calls  for  an  opening 
and  closing  Sprunt  lecture,  three 
Sprunt  panel  discussions,  and  a 
series  of  Sprunt  seminars  led  by 
the  faculty  of  the  Seminary.

For  ten  years,  Dr.  White  has 
represented  the  North  Carolina 
Council  of  Churches  in  the  work 
of  ministry  to  migrant  farm 
workers  in  the  Albemarle. 
Before  that  he  was  English 
teacher  and  debate  coach  at 
Perquimans  County  High  School 
in  Hertford.  He  and  his  family 
have  lived  in  Belvidere  since 
March,  1953.  Mrs.  White  teaches 
sixth  grade  in  Perquimans 
County  Union  School  at  Winfall. 

"Since  our  home  is  here,  our 
decision  to  leave  was  not  easy  to 
make,  and  we  hope  to  return  to 
live  in  Belvidere  some  day,"  Dr. 
White    said.    "Since    I  am 


chairman  of  the  North  Carolina 
Council  of  Churches  Committee 
on  Ministry  with  Migrants,  I  will 
still  be  involved  in  the  Migrant 
Ministry,  although  I  will  miss  the 
direct  contact  with  migrants  in 


this  area  each  summer,  and  with 
the  people  of  many  churches  who 
have  supported  this  ministry  in 
this  area.  I  urge  all  Christian 
people  to  maintain  and  increase 
their  concern  in  this  work." 


Former  Moderator  Dies  In  S.  C. 


Dr.  J.  Rupert  McGregor, 
moderator  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  in  1937  and  president  of 
the  Mountain  Retreat  Association 
and  Montreal  College  from  1947 
to  1958,  died  January  3  in 
Columbia,  South  Carolina  at  the 
age  of  80. 

Dr.  McGregor,  a  native  of 
Dillon,  South  Carolina  is  a 
graduate  of  Davidson  College 
and  Columbia  Theological 
Seminary  and  earned  his  Th.  D. 
degree  from  Union  Theological 


Seminary  in  Virginia  in  1932. 

He  served  pastorates  at 
Lexington,  North  Carolina  from 
1923  to  1934  and  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  Burlington 
from  1934  to  1942.  From  1958  to 
1961,  he  was  minister  at  the  First 
Church,  Fayetteville. 

Dr.  McGregor  also  served 
churches  in  Georgia,  Alabama, 
South  Carolina,  and  Florida. 

After  his  retirement  in  1961,  he  / 
moved   to    Columbia,  South 
Carolina  and  served  as  interim 
pastor  in  many  locations.

'Innovative'  Worship  Successful 


"Innovative"  worship  is  the 
order  of  the  day  each  fourth 
Sunday  at  McQuay  Memorial 
Presbyterian  Church  in 
Charlotte. 

The  pastor  of  the  church,  the 
Rev.  Charles  W.  Coats,  says  that 
"McQuay  is  seeking  to  be 
relevant  in  her  worship."

Another  feature  of  the  fourth 
Sunday  program  is  that  all  four 
adult  church  school  classes  meet 
jointly  for  fellowship,  singing  and 
special  studies. 


WASHINGTON,  D.C.  (RNS)  — 
The  30th  anniversary  of  the 
founding  of  Church  Women 
United  was  marked  in 
Washington  at  a  gathering 
attended  by  many  former 
presidents  of  the  ecumenical 
agency. 

Amy  Ogden  Welcher  of 
Hartford,  Connecticut,  the  first 
president,  recalled  the 
constituting  convention  in  1941, 
held  during  the  week  when  Pearl 
Harbor  was  attacked. 

She  noted  that  the  movement 
emerged  from  women  working 
together  through  the  World  Day 
of  Prayer  and  local  councils. 

Origins  Traced 
The  organization   traces  its 
origins  to  1929  with  the  formation 
of  the   National   Council  of 
Federated    Church  Women. 


Reconstituted  in  1941,  it  became  a 
department  of  the  National 
Council  of  Churches  in  1950  and 
was  known  as  United  Church 
Women  until  the  early  1960's. 

It  was  long  an  organization  of 
Protestant  and  Orthodox  women. 
The  first  Roman  Catholic 
directors  were  elected  in  1967.  In 
1970,  it  became  virtually 
independent  of  the  National 
Council  but  has  retained  some 
administrative  ties. 

Past  Presidents 
Among  other  past-presidents 


attending  were  Georgiana  Sibley 
of  Rochester,  New  York;  the 
Rev.  Mossie  Wyker  of  Berea, 
Kentucky;  Louise  Wallace  of 
Shawnee  Mission,  Kansas;  Edna 
Sinclair  of  Foley,  Alabama,  and 
Dorothy  Dolbey  of  Cincinnati. 

Claire  Collins  Harvey  of 
Jackson,  Mississippi,  is  the 
current  president.  She  is  the  first 
black  woman  to  lead  the 
organization. 

The  anniversary  program  in 
Washington  was  the  first  of 
several  scheduled  throughout  the 
country.

Committee  Retires 


ATLANTA  —  (PN)  —  A 
Presbyterian  layman  who  has 
spent  more  than  31  years 
assisting  ministers  was  honored 
at  a  dinner  in  Atlanta  in 
December. 

He  is  R.  Graham  White  of 
Atlanta,  retiring  executive 
secretary  of  the  General 
Assembly's  Committee  on  the 
Minister  and  His  Work  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
United  States. 

The  office  which  he  has  headed 
since  it  began  20  years  ago,  is  the 
denomination's  central 
information  agency  regarding 
pastoral  relationship  of  ministers 
and  churches. 

White,  70,  retired  on  December 
31. 

Prior  to  1951  he  was  auditor  for 
the  Church's  Committee  on 
Christian  Education  and 
Ministerial  Relief  (part  of  which 
became  the  present  Board  of 
Annuities  and  Relief),  a  position 
he  held  for  11  years. 

In  1940  he  was  called  by  the  late 
Dr.  Henry  H.  Sweets,  executive 
secretary  for  Cristian  Education 


and  Ministerial  Relief,  to  set  up 
the  denomination's  Ministers' 
Annuity  Fund.  During  the  11 
years  he  was  affiliated  with  that 
fund,  he  also  established  the 
Employees'  Fund.  The  funds  had 
increased  to  a  total  of 
approximately  $10  million  by  the 
end  of  the  ll-year  period. 

Dr.  Robert  G.  Hall  of  Red 
Springs,  North  Carolina,  chair- 
man of  the  Assembly's 
committee,  on  behalf  of  the 
committee,  presented  White  with 
a  color  television  set  and  a  bound 
book  of  letters  of  appreciation. 

Lasting  Value 

In  his  comments  praising 
White,  Chairman  Hall  declared 
that  the  executive's  contribution 
of  "most  significance  and  lasting 
value"  is  his  work  toward 
establishing  the  Office  of 
Pastoral  Career  Development 
and  Pastoral  Counseling 
Services.  "This  office,"  Dr.  Hall 
said,  "will  give  permanent 
expression  to  the  concerns  for 
which  Graham  White  has  labored 
through  the  years." 


The  Office  of  Coordinator  of 
Pastoral  Career  Development 
and  Pastoral  Counseling  Services 
was  set  up  by  the  1971  General 
Assembly  and  housed  in  the 
Assembly's  Committee  on  the 
Minister  and  His  Work.

The  CBS  executive  was  one  of 
many  speakers  taking  part  in  the 
second  annual  meeting  of  the 
North  American  Broadcast 
Section  of  the  World  Association 
for  Christian  Communication,  an 
interreligious  agency.  Attending 
were  167  delegates  from  the  U.  S., 


Canada,  Puerto  Rico,  South 
America  and  Europe. 

The  Rev.  Charles  E.  Swann, 
Director  of  Training  for  TRAV  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S., 
was  named  1972  chairman  of  the 
religious  broadcasters 
organization. 

"There  are  a  lot  of 
professionals  waiting  to  be 
enlisted  in  the  communication 
work  of  the  church,"  declared 
Maurie  Webster,  CBS-Radio 
services  division. 


According  to  Mr.  Webster, 
more  people  listen  to  the  radio  up 
to  6  p.m.  each  day  than  watch 
television.  He  foresaw  positive 
results  from  programs  and  spot 
announcements  on  religion 
aimed  at  day-time  radio 
audiences.

Child  care  and  family 
development  centers  are  rapidly 
becoming  another  effective  form , 
of  ministry  to  the  community  in 
churches  throughout  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina.

The  Halifax  Court  project  is 
jointly  sponsored  by  the 
Presbyterian  Urban  Council  of 
Raleigh,  a  coalition  of  13 
Presbyterian  Churches  in  the 
Raleigh  area,  and  the  Housing 
Authority  of  Raleigh.  The 
Presbyterian  Urban  Council  is 
responsible  for  staff  and  program 
and  the  Housing  Authority 
provides  the  facilities. 

Administration 

The  Center  is  administered  by 
a  board  of  directors  composed  of 
seven  residents  in  Halifax  Court 
and  the  nearby  neighborhood, 
seven  Raleigh  citizens  who  are 
competent  in  child  care  and 
family  services,  and  seven 
members  from  the  Presbyterian 
community  in  the  Raleigh  area. 
Its  policies  are  implemented  by  a 
full-time  Executive  Director  who 
supervises  the  staff  of  teachers, 
teacher's  aides,  and  volunteers.

Six  counties  in  the  northeastern 
part  of  the  state  were  reassigned 
to  Synod  "B"  by  the  General 
Assembly's  Commission  on 
Synod  Boundaries  at  a  meeting  in 
Atlanta  on  February  8. 

The  action  came  in  response  to 
a  petition  from  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina  that  the  boundary 
line  between  Synod  "A" 
(composed  of  the  states  of  West 
Virginia  and  Virginia)  and  Synod 
"B"  follow  the  state  line  existing 
between  the  Commonwealth  of 
Virginia  and  the  state  of  North 
Carolina.  Two  congregations  are 
affected  by  the  ruling:  Cann 
Memorial  Church  of  Elizabeth 
City  and  Edenton  First.  Both  had 
been  assigned  to  the  Norfolk  area 
by  the  General  Assembly  of  1971. 
The  Commission  has  authority  to 
adjust  boundaries  between  the 
new  synods. 

Petition  Requested 

The  sessions  of  both 
congregations  had  taken  actions 
requesting  that  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina  petition  for  the 
change,  and  the  Presbytery  of 
Albemarle  adopted  an  overture 
on  October  12,  1971,  requesting 


that  Synod  seek  the  boundary 
adjustment.  Counties  affected 
are  Gates,  Camden,  Currituck, 
Pasquotank,  Perquimans,  and 
Chowan. 

Representatives  Appear 

The  Rev.  Ragland  N.  Fletcher, 
pastor  of  Cann  Memorial  Church 
of  Elizabeth  City  and  State 
Senator  George  M.  Wood,  a 
member  of  the  session  of  that 
congregation  appeared  before 
the  Commission  to  plead  for  the 
change.  "We  will  be  on  the  edge 
of  presbytery  activity  either  way 
we  go,  but  our  ties  to  Albemarle 
Presbytery  and  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina  are  much 
stronger  than  the  relationship 
with  the  Synod  of  Virginia." 
Senator  Wood  pointed  out  that 
distances  were  misleading  and 
that  Elizabeth  City  was 
separated  from  Norfolk  by  "the 
Great  Dismal  Swamp".  He 
argued  that  the  political, 
economic,  and  culture  ties  to 
North  Carolina  were  very  strong. 

The  six  county  area  is  a  part  of 
Albemarle  Presbytery  which  has

Planning  Management  Group  Reports  Progress 
To  Winter  Meeting  Of  Albemarle  Presbytery 


Self  study,  projections  for  the 
future,  and  developing  ways  to 
evaluate  present  and  future 
operations  of  Albemarle 
Presbytery  have  been  the  areas 
of  concern  of  the  Planning 
Management  Group  according  to 
the  Rev.  Robert  Burns  in  his 
report  to  Albemarle  Presbytery. 

In  his  report.  Burns,  chairman 
of  the  Planning  Management 
Group,  told  members  of 
Albemarle  Presbytery  during  its 
January  25  meeting  at  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Wilson 
that,  "One  of  the  strengths  of  the 
Planning  Process,  your  Council 
believes,  is  its  ability  to  uncover 
the  grass  root  needs  of  the 
presbytery  and  of  the  local 
churches." 

The  Council  of  Albemarle 
Presbytery,  with  financial 
assistance  from  the  Board  of 
National  Ministries,  has  initiated 
a  unique  study  of  the  planning 
processes  at  the  Presbytery 
level.  Through  the  study,  the 
Council  hopes  to  determine  the 
most  efficient  ways  of  planning. 

The  Rev.  S.  Yorke  Pharr, 
moderator  of  the  mid-winter 
adjourned  meeting,  preached  a 
sermon  on  the  subject  "When 
God's  Love  is  Refused"  to  the 
gathering  of  eastern  North 
Carolina  churchmen.  Following 
the  sermon,  the  sacrament  of 
the  Lord's  Supper  was 
celebrated,  conducted  by  the  host 
payors,  the  Rev.  Lawrence  W. 
Avent  and  the  Rev.  Frank  M. 
Ryburn  and  assisted  by  the 
elders  of  the  Wilson  First  Church. 

A  resolution  was  introduced  to 
Presbytery  by  the  Rev.  Thomas 
M.  Davis,  Stated  Clerk,  to 
constitute  the  new  Albemarle 


Presbytery.  The  resolution, 
adopted  by  Presbytery,  named 
the  Presbytery  of  Albemarle  as 
the  legal  successor  to  the 
Presbytery  formerly  designated 
Presbytery  V  by  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina.  The  new 
Presbytery  includes  22  counties 
in  northeastern  North  Carolina 
and  52  organized  churches. 

Under  the  plan  of  restructure 
for  synod's  boundaries,  five 
counties  in  the  extreme 
northeastern  portion  of  the  state 
were  slated  to  become  a  portion 
of  Synod  "A".  Recent  action  by 
the  Assembly's  Commission  on 
Synod's      Boundaries  has 


transferred  those  counties  back 
to  Synod  "B"  and  Albemarle 
Presbytery. 

Other  actions  during  the 
meeting  of  Presbytery  included 
the  adoption  of  a  revised  budget 
of  $150,000  for  1972  and  reports 
from  Presbytery's  Commission 
on  the  Minister  and  His  Work, 
the  Church  Extension  Com- 
mittee, the  Committee  on  Christ- 
ian Education,  and  the  Nominat- 
ing Committee. 

The  next  meeting  of  Albemarle 
Presbytery  is  scheduled  for  April 
18  at  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Kinston. 


Church  World  Service  Clothing 
Appeal  Sets  Y2  Collection  Dates 


In  1971  North  Carolinians 
donated  101,368  pounds  of 
clothing,  $3,552  for  processing  the 
clothing  and  $2,951  for 
purchasing  blankets  to  the 
Church  World  Service  Clothing 
Appeal. 

"It  is  good  to  know  there  are 
many,  many  people  who  care," 
according  to  Dr.  Sam  Wiley, 
director  of  the  North  Carolina 
Appeal  and  executive  director  of 
the  North  Carolina  Council  of 
Churches. 

In  an  open  letter  to  North 
Carolina  churchmen.  Dr.  Wiley 
said,  "The  needs  are  no  less  great 
in  1972.  To  meet  requests  from 
area  CWS  directors  around  the 
world  4,000,000  pounds  of  clothing 
and  300,000  blankets  are  needed." 

In  most  of  the  areas  of  the 
world,   clothing   is   given  out 


through  church  agencies,  but 
there  are  some  places  where 
items  are  used  in  "clothing-for- 
work"  projects.  These  projects 
help  to  preserve  the  dignity  of  the 
recipient  by  allowing  him  to  earn 
the  clothing  and  blankets  for  his 
family. 

The  dates  for  the  collection  of 
clothing  and  blankets  in  North 
Carolina  have  been  set  for  the 
week  of  February  21  and  the 
week  of  September  5.  A  list  of 
CWS  clothing  collection  depots  is 
available  from  the  Durham  office 
of  the  North  Carolina  Council  oi 
Churches.  The  filmstrip,  "Array 
of  Hope,"  described  as  an 
interesting  and  motivating 
presentation  of  the  work  of  the 
Church  World  Service,  is  also 
available  from  the  Durham 
office.

communicants. 

Vernol  R.  Jansen,  Jr.,  Geheral 
Secretary  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  pointed  out  that  further 
weakening  of  the  Presbytery  by 
transfer  of  these  congregations 
would  impair  the  Presbytery's 
capacity  to  do  its  mission.  Mr. 
Jansen  also  stressed  the 
importance  of  the  ministry  to 
migrate  workers  in  the  area 
which  is  supported  by  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina  through  the 
North  Carolina  Council  of 
Churches. 

The  Commission's  action  was 
conditioned  on  an  action  of  the 


Synod  of  North  Carolina  ratifying 
the  request  of  Synod's  Council, 
the  agent  of  Synod  through  whom 
the  request  was  made. 

With  this  action,  the  boundaries 
of  Synod  "B"  become 
coterminous  with  the  boundaries 
of  the  state  of  North  Carolina. 
This  will  be  the  only  new  synod 
whose  jurisdiction  lies  within  a 
single  state  under  the  existing 
plan. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  M.  Davis, 
executive  secretary  of  Albemarle 
Presbytery  expressed  his 
pleasure  that  the  two 
congregations  would  remain  a 
part  of  Albemarle  Presbytery. 


Ministers  are  often  called  on  to 
assist  and  support  families  when 
pressures  and  strained 
relationships  between  husband 
and  wife,  parent  and  child  occur 
and  when  families  find 
themselves  in  crisis  situations. 

The  Barium  Springs  Home  for 
Children,  through  its  Department 
of  Consultative  Services,  has 
planned  a  Family  Life  Institute, 
designed  especially  for 
ministers,  which  will  offer 
guidance  in  creative  and 
responsive  ministry  to  families  in 
crisis. 

The  Institute  will  be  held  one 
day  each  week  for  six  weeks  and 
will  give  the  participants  an 
opportunity  to  work  with  several 
outstanding  leaders  in  improving 
skills  and  insights  in  family- 
related  ministries,  planned  for 
each  Thursday  beginning 
February  24  and  ending  March 
30. 

Concern  is  for  the  Family 

The  Family  Life  Institute,  has 
developed  out  of  the  concern  of 
the  staff  at  Barium  Springs  for 
greater  outreach  to  families.  The 
Department  of  Consultative 
Services  was  established  at 
Barium  to  assist  ministers, 
sessions,  service  committees  and 
other  groups  in  the  church,  upon 
invitation,  in  developing 
programs  of  services  directed 
toward  helping  families  in  the 
local  community. 

"How  Can  We  Help?" 
Over  the  last  several  months, 
members  of  the  Barium  Springs 
staff  have  been  asking  church- 
men throughout  the  synod,  "How 


can  we  help?"  The  Family  Life 
Institute  has  been  designed  in 
response  to  the  needs  expressed 
by  ministers  who  are  seeking 
ways  to  improve  their  pastoral 
skills. 

"This  is  a  first  for  Barium  and 
is  an  attempt  to  offer  another 
service  to  churches,"  according 
to  Meredith  White,  director  of 
Consultative  Services  at  the 
Home. 

"The  success  of  this  effort  will 
have  much  bearing  on  future 
institutes  of  this  nature.  Others 
may  be  planned  at  Barium  or,  if 
interest  is  great  enough,  a 
similar  institute  may  be  planned 
for  other  locations  in  the  Synod," 
said  Mr.  White.

The  Rev.  Robert  E.  Huey,  83 
died  in  Huntersville,  North 
Carolina  on  November  29.

In  1953  he  was  received  by 
Montgomery  Presbytery  and 
served  churches  in  Covington, 
Virginia,  until  his  retirement  in 
1958. 


St,  Andrews 
Students  Study 
In  England 


Nineteen  education  students 
were  among  114  enrolled  in  one  of 
seven  courses  or  several  inde- 
pendent study  projects  who  spent 
the  St.  Andrews  winter  term  in 
other  countries. 

The  19  students  and  two  of  their 
professors  ushered  in  1972  in 
London,  England,  having  arrived 
earlier  on  December  31  to  begin 
26  days  of  study  of  the  British 
primary  and  junior  schools  and 
the  emphasis  in  these  schools 
upon  individualized  instruction. 

Almost  150  other  St.  Andrews 
students  also  spent  January  off 
campus  but  in  this  country.  They, 
like  the  students  remaining  on 
campus,  were  pursuing  a  single 
course  or  an  approved  project  for 
independent  study  in  St.  An- 
drews' fourth  year  of  using 
January  for  a  one-month  winter 
term. 

St.  Andrews  adopted  the  4-1-4 
calendar  with  the  opening  of  the 
1968-69  school  year,  the  "1"  being 
the  one-month  term  in  January 
between  two  terms  of  four 
months.  The  January  term 
offered  students  an  opportunity 
to  concentrate  on  a  single  course 
or  topic  that  lends  itself  to 
intensive  study.  The  term  often 
provides  first-hand  experience 
related  to  a  student's  major 
interest  or  may  simply  provide 
an  opportunity  to  explore  new 
interests  that  he  would  not 
attempt  over  a  full  semester. 


A  MINISTRY  TO  THE  COMMUNITY— 


Churchmen  Sponsor  Day  Care  Center 


It  started  out  as  a  venture  in 
faith.  Now  it  is  a  reality  and  is 
playing  a  significant  role  in  the 
lives  of  25  small  children. 

In  August,  concerned  church- 
men in  Cherry ville,  N.C.,  opened 
the  doors  of  the  Cherryville 
Comprehensive  Day  Care  Center 
"to  offer  day  care  facilities  for  all 
children  in  the  Cherryville  area, 
regardless  of  race,  social  or 
economic  background,  and 
provide  protection,  security  and 
social  adjustment  in  a  Christian 
atmosphere." 

The  Center  is  located  in  the  pre- 
school facilities  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  and  is 
operated  by  a  board  of  directors 
comprised  of  an  inter-racial 
group  of  15  citizens  from  6 
churches  in  the  community. 

The  minister  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  the  Rev. 
Reid  Erwin,  is  chairman  of  the 
board,  and  four  members  of  First 
Church  serve  on  the  board  with 
him. 

Many  other  members  of  the 
church  serve  as  volunteer 
teachers  in  the  Center. 

The  Church  Extension 
Committee  of  Kings  Mountain 
Presbytery  and  the  Carolina 
Freight  Corporation,  a  large 
trucking  company  head-, 
quartered  in  Cherryville, 
made  grants  to  the  Center  which 
made  possible  the  initial 
purchase  of  necessary 
equipment. 

In  the  fall,  the  Senior  High 
Fellowship  of  First  Church 
sponsored  a  Halloween  Carnival 


with  the  proceeds,  $566.00,  going 
to  the  Center.  Local  businesses 
and  many  individuals  have  also 
contributed  to  the  support  of  the 
facility. 

Recently,  the  Cherryville 
Comprehensive  Day  Care  Center 
has  received  official  notification 
that  it  has  been  accredited 
according  to  state  and  federal 
standards  for  child  care  services. 
The  Center  is  the  only  accredited 
day  care  center  in  Gaston  County 


other  than  one  for  handicapped 
children. 

Mr.  Erwin  is  proud  of  the 
cooperative  ministry  of 
Cherryville  churchmen  and  feels 
that  the  service  provided  by  the 
day  care  center  is  achieving  its 
stated  purpose. 

According  to  Mr.  Erwin, 
"Children  from  both  races  and  all 
economic  levels  are  attending 
and  receiving  the  kind  of 
individual  care  and  attention 
they  need." 


Synod's  Stewardship  Chairman  To 
Participate  In  Atlanta  Conference 


The  Rev.  Fred  Holder, 
chairman  of  Synod's  Stewardship 
Committee  and  pastor  of  the 
Amity  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Charlotte,  will  participate  in  a 
conference  for  stewardship 
leaders  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.S.,  in  Atlanta  on 
March  13-14. 

Sponsored  by  the 
denomination's  Department  of 
Stewardship,  the  conference  has 
three  purposes:  to  clarify  and 
improve  the  budgeting  process  in 
a  time  of  restructure;  to  preview 
new  resources;  and  to  plan 
stewardship  emphases  for  the 
year  ahead.

(PN)— Dr.  John  I.  Rhea,  former

In  1970  the  board  cited  its 
General  Assembly-designated 
responsibility  for  church  officer 
development  as  one  of  its 
priorities  for  the  future  and 
recommended  that  Dr.  Rhea  be 
assigned  to  spend  a  large  portion 
of  his  time  in  that  area.

He  anticipates 
establishing  an  Assembly-wide 
Task  Force  on  Church  Officer 
Development,  with 
representatives  from  the  Board 
of  Women's  Work  and  the  Board 
of  National  Ministries,  as  one 
way  of  answering  the  Assembly's 
call  for  help  for  church  officers. 


Dr.  Rhea  has  been  with  the 
Board  since  his  retirement  from 
the  U.S.  Army  Chaplaincy  in 
1966.  His  first  staff  position  was 
co-ordinator  for  the  Board's 
Special  Study  Committee  on 
Future  Men's  Work.  He  assumed 
leadership  of  the  Men's  Division 
when  the  late  Dr.  S.  J.  Patterson, 
Jr.,  retired  from  the  board 
because  of  illness.

Raynal  and  Gordon  A.  Hanson, 
director  of  Homes  and  Social 
Services  of  the  Presbyterian 
"Board  of  National  Ministries, 
were  involved  in  the  planning  of 
the  campaign  developed  by  the 
U.S.  Department  of  Health, 
Education  and  Welfare.  The 
campaign  is  .:Jescribed  as  a  new 


approach  to  a  serious  problem 
and  will  be  seen  and  heard 
nationally  via  radio  and 
television  spot  announcements 
and  print  media. 

In  creating  this  campaign, 
HEW  sought  the  counsel  of 
church  leaders  involved  in 
ministries  to  the  problem 
drinker.  Mr.  Raynal,  a  member 
of  Orange  Presbytery,  has  had 
wide  experience  in  counseling 
and  pastoral  ministries  with 
problem  drinkers. 

Recognizing  the  fact  that  many 
people  are  going  to  drink,  the 
campaign  planners  hope  to 


develop  more  responsible, 
controlled  drinking 
patterns.  Although  there  is 
concern  for  the  social  drinker, 
the  program  is  being  designed  to 
aid  the  substitute  drinker~the 
person  who  uses  alcoholic 
beverages  to  meet  a  deeper, 
personal  need. 

The  public  education  campaign 
represents  Phase  I  of  the 
project.  Its  goal  is  to  bring  about 
a  shift  in  attitudes  that  would 
have  to  precede  the  long-range 
behavioral  changes  desired. 
Phase  II,  still  to  be  developed, 
will  take  place  next  year.

'Singing  In  The  Rain' 

GREENSBORO— Take  it  from  the  Rev.  Jack  Reckard~it  really 
happened. 

The  heavens  opened,  the  droplets  descended  and  clergy  and 
congregation  of  Greensboro's  First  Presbyterian  Church  were  singing 
in  the  rain  on  Sunday,  Jan.  16. 

Sounds  zany,  but  it's  all  very  simple.  Frostbitten  thermometers  can 
play  funny  tricks  sometimes. 

"You  see,  the  extreme  cold  caused  condensation  to  develop  in  the 
upper  part  of  our  sanctuary,  which  is  85  feet  high,"  explained  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Reckard,  associate  pastor  of  the  church. 

"Before  long,  this  began  to  drip  in  various  places  through  the  church, 
causing  in  effect,  a  minor  cloudburst." 

The  rainfall  continued  through  both  morning  services,  hitting  the 
chancel  rail,  splattering  the  pulpit  and  wetting  the  members  of  the  choir 
and  congregation.

He  caught  a  bird  during  the  service  and  carried  it  out  in  his  hands, 
said  the  minister. 
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Restructure  Committee  Proposes  That 
Assembly-Elected  Trustees  Manage  Annuity  Fund 


RALEIGH,  N.  C.  -(FN)  —  A 
committee  studying  the 
restructure  of  Presbyterian 
Church  U.  S.  boards  and  agencies 
has  proposed  12  trustees  to 
manage  the  denomination's 
annuity  fund  in  a  plan  slated  to  go 
to  the  General  Assembly  for 
approval  in  June. 

The!  action  came  at  a  meeting 
of  the  Ad  Interim  Committee  on 
Restructuring  Boards  and 
Agencies  here  January  20-22. 

The  Assembly-elected  trustees 
would  "manage,  invest,  and 
protect  the  funds  of  the  annuity 
plans  ..." 

The  chairman  of  the  existing 
Board  of  Annuities  and  Relief, 
Judge  John  A.  Fulton  of 
Louisville,  had  opposed  the  plan 
of  the  committee  in  a  letter  to  the 
committee  chairman,  the  Rev. 
William  J.  Fogleman  of  Houston, 
last  November. 

Fulton  favored  having  the 
"investment  work  of  the  board 
and  its  staff  carried  on  by  direct 
reporting  to  the  General 
Assembly  and  without  the 
necessity  of  having  the  staff 
become  part  of  the  responsibility 
of  the  General  Executive  Board." 

The  restructuring  committee 
favors  placing  the  staff  of  the 
annuity  fund  trustees  under  the 
General  Executive  Board's 
Division  of  Professional 
Development. 

At  a  December  meeting,  the 
restructuring  committee 
authorized  Vice  Chairman  Vemol 
R.  Jansen,  Jr.,  of  Raleigh  to  meet 
with  Fulton  concerning  this 
matter. 

Jansen  reported  to  the 
committee  that  he  felt  Fulton 
would  ask  the  existing  Board  of 


Annuities  and  Relief  to  "support 
the  plan  as  a  whole,  or  oppose  it 
as  a  whole." 

In  related  action,  the 
restructuring  committee  has 
proposed  15  Assembly-elected 
trustees  of  the  Presbyterian 
Foundation  "to  manage,  invest 
and  protect  all  endowment  and 
trust  funds,  gift-annuities  and 
bequests  held  by  the  General 
Assembly,  including  those  funds 
presently  held  by  all  the  various 
boards  and  agencies,  with  the 
exception  of  the  annuity  fund." 

The  restructuring  committee 
also  has  proposed  15-member 
management  councils  for  both 
the  Presbyterian  School  of 
Christian  Education,  Richmond, 
Virginia,  and  the  Mountain 
Retreat  Association,  Montreal. 
Both  councils  would  report  to  the 
General  Assembly  through  the 
GEB. 

In  other  actions,  the 
restructuring  committee  agreed 
to  request  the  denomination's 
existing  Permanent  Nominating 
Committee  to  prepare  a  slate  of 
62  nominees  for  a  proposed 
Provisional  GEB. 

The  Provisional  GEB  would  be 
advised  and  assisted  by  a 
proposed  transitional  committee 
comprised  of  nine  members, 
including  four  from  the 
restructuring  committee. 

The  transitional  committee 
would  be  appointed  by  the 
moderator  at  the  General 
Assembly  meeting  in  June  at 
Montreat,  North  Carolina,  if  the 
plan  is  approved. 

The  restructuring  committee 
decided  the  proposed  Provisional 
GEB  would  be  activated  in  July

pending. 

Jansen  presided  at  the  Raleigh 
meeting  in  the  absence  of 
Fogleman,  who  was  kept  away  by 
a  death  in  the  family.  Four 
additional  members  of  the 
committee  were  absent  also. 

In  a  related  action,  the 
Permanent  Committee  on 
Assembly  Operation  is 
recommending  a  special  per 
capita  assessment  to  pay  the 
estimated  $484,750  cost  of 
restructuring  boards  and 
agencies  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.  S.  over  a  three 
year  period. 

The  committee  is 
recommending  that  special

Based  on  a  minimum  of  955,000 
communicant  members  in  69 
presbyteries,  that  figures  out  at 
11  cents  per  capita  for  1972  and 
39.7  cents  for  1973. 

The  transition  is  expected  to 
begin  in  July  if  the 
denomination's  top  governing 
body  approves  the  plan 
developed  in  a  three-year  study 
by  the  Ad  Interim  Committee  on 
Restructuring  Boards  and 
Agencies. 

It  is  also  anticipated  that 
offices  and  staffs  of  the  Board  of 
World  Missions  in  Nashville  and 
Board  of  Christian  Education  in 
Richmond  will  be  relocated  in 
Atlanta  by  mid-1974. 


Seamen's  Ministry  Under 
Way  At  Wilmington 


CHAPLAIN  JOHN  VISER  IN  SEAMEN'S  CENTER. 


Chaplain  John  G.  Viser  is 
involved  in  very  unusual  ministry 
in  Wilmington. 

Operating  out  of  the  Seamen's 
Center  at  the  State  Port  Terminal 
in  Wilmington,  Chaplain  Viser 
directs  a  ministry  to  seamen 
from  all  over  the  world. 

During  the  first  eight  months  of 
operation,  at  least  14,000  seamen 
passed  through  the  port  in 
Wilmington.  Three  hundred 
sixty-three  ships  from  58 
different  countries  around  the 
world  dock  at  the  port  and  all  of 
them  were  visited  by  the 
Chaplains  from  the  Center. 

It  has  been  estimated  that  over 
3,000  of  the  seamen  coming  to 
Wilmington  visited  the  Center. 
Manned  by  42  volunteer  hosts  and 
hostesses  each  week,  the  Center 
is  located  in  a  specially-equipped 
trailer.  Coffee,  tea,  and  hot 
chocolate  along  with  soft  drinks 
and  cookies  are  always  available 


and  served  with  a  smile. 

According  to  Chaplain  Viser, 
"this  service  in  the  name  of 
Christ  and  to  the  glory  of  God  has 
broken  language  barriers 
whenever  they  existed,  and  made 
it  possible  to  witness,  either 
directly  or  indirectly  to  the 
Gospel." 

Bibles,  New  Testaments, 
Scripture  portions,  and  tracts  in 
nearly  40  different  languages  are 
on  display  at  the  Center. 

The  Wilmington  ministry 
claims  to  be  unique  in  at  least  one 
thing.  It  is  the  only  seamen's 
agency  in  the  world  that  provides 
free  use  of  bicycles  for  the 
seamen.  The  bikes  are  painted 
"Day-Glo  Orange"  and  are 
recognizable  throughout  the  city 
of  Wilmington. 

Chaplain  Viser  has  invited 
interested  persons  to  visit  the 
Center  and  see  for  themselves  the 
"mission  on  your  doorstep."

Asheville  Adopts  Overtures 


By  close  votes,  Asheville 
Presbytery  adopted  two 
overtures  to  the  112th  General 
Assembly  during  its  January 
meeting  held  at  the  Grace  Coven- 
ant Presbyterian  Church  in 
Asheville  on  January  18. 

One  of  the  overtures,  from  the 
session  of  the  Weaverville 
Presbyterian  Church,  petitions 
the  General  Assembly  "to  hear 
with  favor  the  request  of  the 
Synod  of  Appalachia  that  the 
Synod  not  be  dissolved  and  that 
the  churches  of  Appalachia  be 
allowed  to  postpone  payment  of 
operational  expenses  of  new 
synods  until  a  verdict  is  given  on 
the  Appalachia  request." 

The  churches  now  in  the  Synod 
of  Appalachia  which  are  within 
the  geographical  boundaries  of 
North  Carolina  and  the 
churches  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  are  slated  to  form  a  new 
synod  by  June  30  1973.  Asheville 
Presbytery  and  three  counties  in 
Holston  Presbytery  are  inside  the 
North  Carolina  state  linps. 


The  Rev.  R.  E.  McClure  of 
Asheville  presented  the  other 
overture  asking  that  "the 
General  Assembly  direct  its 
Permanent  Judicial  Commission 
to  investigate  reports  of 
'drinking'  in  connection  with  the 
1971  Assembly  meeting  and  to 
condemn  the  practice  if  it  was 
found  to  have  taken  place  but  to 
condemn  the  reports  if  they  were 
found  to  be  incorrect." 

In  other  actions,  the  treasurer 
of  the  Presbytery  reported  that 
contributions  to  budgeted 
benevolences  were  down  in  1971. 
Receipts  were  $240,730  compared 
to  $248,450  in  1970.  The  '71 
receipts  were  reported  to  be 
much  more  below  the  budget 
than  the  previous  year.  In  1970 
benevolences  were  $1,345  below 
the  budget  while  in  1971  the  gap 
was  $20,225. 

The  Presbytery  adjourned  with 
prayer  after  accepting  the 
invitation  of  the  Brevard-David- 
son River  Church  as  the  site  of 
the  spring  meeting  on  April  15.

In  1932  he  began  his  long 
service  to  the  Church  as  Director 
of  Religious  Education  for  the 
Synod  of  Arkansas.  In  1940  the 
denomination's  education  agency 
called  him  to  its  Richmond  office 
as  director  of  the  Department  of 
Adult  Education  and  Men's 
Work.  In  1949  he  became 
secretary  of  Men's  Work. 

He  left  the  board  in  1958  after  18 
years.  For  the  next  three  years 
he  directed  the  United  Church 
Men  for  the  National  Council  of 
Churches  in  New  York  City.  Then 
in  1962  he  became  executive 
secretary  for  the  Presbytery  of 
John  Knox,  with  an  office  at  San 
Antonio,  Texas. 

The  Board  of  Christian 
Education  recalled  Patterson  to 
Richmond  in  1968  to  head  the 
Men's  Work  Division  for  the 
denomination,     but  illness 


necessitated  his  retirement  in 
May,  1968. 

Patterson  traveled  widely 
in  his  line  of  work. 
In  1955  he  spent  three 
months  developing  men's  work  in 
Brazil,  the  former  Belgian 
Congo,  and  Portugal.  Later  he 
visited  U.S.  military  bases  in  the 
United  States,  Europe  and  the 
Far  East,  helping  the  U.  S. 
chaplaincy  service  establish  a 
protestant  men's  program  for  the 
armed  forces.  In  1962  and  1963  he 
led  conventions  for  this  program 
in  Berchtesgaden,  Germany. 

He  served  as  ruling 
elder  in  churches  in  San  Antonio 
and  Richmond.

National  G)uncil  Of  Churches 
Board  Meets  In  Charlotte 

The  status  of  Jerusalem,  the  church  and  the  continuing  Southeast 
Asia  war,  the  role  of  the  church  as  corporate  investor,  and  new 
initiatives  in  evangelism  were  among  issues  discussed  during  the 
Charlotte  meeting  of  the  General  Board  of  the  National  Council  of 
Churches,  February  11-15. 

The  five-day  meeting,  held  for  the  representatives  of  33 
denominations  at  the  White  House  Inn,  was  preceded  by  a  full-day 
session  of  the  Board's  executive  committee  and  was  the  longest  policy 
get-together  of  the  ecumenical  church  leaders  this  year-until  the  NCC's 
triennial  General  Assembly,  scheduled  for  next  December  in  Dallas, 
Texas.  It  was  be  the  first  time  the  Board  has  met  in  North  Carolina  in 
the  Council's  21  years. 

Dr.  Cynthia  Clark  Wedel,  president  of  the  Council,  presided.

January  Meeting  At  Croatan 


Final  designs  for  the  four 
million  dollar  E.H.  Little  Library 
have  been  presented  to  Davidson 
College  officials  by  the 
architectural  firm  of  Clark, 
Nexsen  and  Owen  of  Lynchburg, 
Virginia. 

College  trustees  considered 
several  proposals,  including  the 
design  made  public  last  October, 
before  giving  their  final  approval 
to  the  present  plan. 

The  most  distinctive  feature  of 
the  design  is  a  facade  of  glass  two 
stories  high  behind  white 
columns  characteristic  of  the 
architecture  on  the  Davidson 
campus. 

The  100,000  square  foot  library 
will  be  located  east  of  main 
classroom  building.  Chambers 
Hall,  on  the  site  presently 
occupied  by  the  College  Union. 
The  two  buildings  will  thus  form 
an  academic  center  for  the 
campus. 

The  building  is  named  in  honor 
of  E.H.  Little  of  New  York,  a 
native  of  Mecklenburg  County, 
former  president  and  board 
chairman  of  the  Colgate- 
Palrnolive  Co.  and  a  long-time 
benefactor  of  Davidson  and  other

colleges.  His  original  challenge 
gift  of  $500,000  provided  the 
impetus  for  the  college  to  raise 
funds  for  the  new  library. 

Last  fall  he  offered  a  second 
$500,000  challenge  for  the  college 
to  raise  the  remaining  $2  million. 
The  balance  will  be  sought  from 
corporations,  foundations,  and  a 


new  capital  campaign  sponsored 
by  the  Presbyterian  (U.S.)  Synod 
of  North  Carolina  jointly  for 
Davidson  and  for  Queens  College 
in  Charlotte. 

The  present  College  Union  will 
be  razed  this  summer  and  library 
construction  is  to  be  completed  in 
time  for  occupancy  by  fall  of  1974.

In  addition  to  its 
continuing  effort  to  prepare 
professionals  in  the  area  of 
Christian  education  and  to  meet 
the  needs  of  local  churches, 
areas,  regions,  and  institutions  in 
preparing  lay  and  professional 
leaders  of  the  Church,  PSCE  will 
offer  special  short-term  courses, 
workshops,  laboratories  and 
seminaries,  using  the  PSCE 
faculty  but  also  bringing  in 
specialists  in  various  areas. 

Dr.  Charles  E.  S.  Kraemer, 
president  of  the  Presbyterian 
institution,  announced  that  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Glenn  Q.  Bannerman, 
along  with  the  two  students  from 
PSCE  will  be  in  Montreal,  N.C. 
this  summer  to  work  with  the 
Left  Bank  Ministry  for 
collegiates.  Bannerman  is 
professor  of  Christian  Education 
at  PSCE. 

In  other  actions,  the  trustees 
recommended  to  the  faculty  that 
a  course  on  "Ministry  to  the 
Aging"  be  taught  during  the  1973 
January  term. 

The  next  meeting  date  of  the 
trustees  is  scheduled  for  May  15 
which  is  also  the  date  for 
graduation. 

Randolph  Tabb  of  Richmond, 
new  president  of  the  board, 
presided  at  the  January  meeting. 


The  president  of  the  National 
Federation  of  Republican  Women 
has  urged  Queens  College 
students  to  vote  for  the  "man  who 
has  a  chance  to  win  the 
presidency"  rather  than  waste 
votes  for  a  protest  candidate. 

"Don't  made  a  gesture  with 
your  vote,"  said  Mrs.  Constance 
Armitage  of  Spartanburg,  South 
Carolina,  "you  could  be  throwing 
away  one-tenth  of  a  life-time  of 
chances  to  vote  for  the  president 
of  the  United  States." 

On  January  24,  Mrs.  Armitage 
participated  in  the  student- 
sponsored  continuing  symposium 
at  Queens  on  "The  College  Voter- 
Persuader  or  Persuaded?" 

Saying  no  other  country  "turns 
to  its  youth"  as  the  United  States 
does  Mrs.  Armitage  said,  "We 
hope  you  will  participate.  You 
can  have  a  great  influence  for 
good  in  this  country"  as  young 
people  and  as  women.  She  said 


the  action  of  women  in  Brazil  has' 
"turned  back"  communism. 

On  women  and  politics,  Mrs. 
Armitage  said,  "I  am  not  a 
women's  libber"  and  find  that 
men  ih  politics  "rather  rapidly 
accept  you  for  your  ability."  She 
mentioned  the  election  of  Sherry 
Lynn  Shealy  to  the  South 
Carolina  legislature  a  few  days 
after  her  21st  birthday  last  year. 

She  said  she  did  not  "advocate 
being  rough  and  tough  in  politics 
or  being  acid."  Women  in  politics 
"need  a  long  fuse." 

She  said  women  can  "shade 
history  by  working  in  a  political 
campaign,"  citing  the  work  of  36 
women  who  are  credited  with 
raising  8,000  votes  in  three  weeks 
to  help  a  candidate  win,  and  her 
experience  as  a  member  of  the 
national  Republican  platform 
committee  in  the  last  two  presi- 
dential campaigns. 


Anderson  Elected  Moderator  Of  New  Orange 
Presbytery;  Organizational  Progress  Reports  Heard 


Dr.  Tom  B.  Anderson,  pastor  of 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Burlington,  was  elected 
moderator  of  the  new  Orange 
Presbytery  at  its  meeting  on 
January  18. 

Dr.  Anderson,  who  has  been 
pastor  of  the  Burlington  Church 
for  10  years,  is  retiring 
moderator  of  the  old  Orange 
Presbytery  which  merged  with 
Granville  Presbytery  January  1 
to  form  the  new  unit. 

The  new  Presbytery  held  its 
first  meeting  at  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church, 
Burlington,  with  more  than  230 
ministers  and  elders  attending. 

Reports  were  given  by  the 
Interim  Council,  the  Personnel 


Division  of  the  Interim  Council, 
and  the  Council  of  Orange 
Presbytery  which  were  assigned 
the  task  of  handling 
organizational  matters  involved 
in  the  merger  of  the  two 
presbyteries. 

The  Division  of  Education  and 
Mission  reported  that  all  existing 
educational  and  mission 
programs  of  the  two  dissolved 
presbyteries  would  be  continued 
and  funded  through  April  to  give 
the  new  Presbytery  officials  time 
to  study  proposed  changes  and 
new  programs. 

In  addition,  the  Camp  and 
Conference  Committees  of  the  old 
presbyteries  were  asked  to 
continue  their  functions  through 


September. 

The  morning  session  concluded 
with  a  service  of  worship.  Dr. 
Anderson  and  the  Rev.  Lee 
Adkins,  assistant  pastor,  led  the 
service  with  Dr.  Anderson 
preaching  the  sermon.  Following 
the  sermon,  the  gathered  church- 
men celebrated  communion. 

Highlighting  the  afternoon 
session  was  a  lengthy  discussion 
concerning  the  proposed  staff 
positions  of  the  new  presbytery. 
After  much  discussion  the 
presbytery  gave  its  Council  the 
authority  to  determine 
relationships  among  the  three 
staff  executives. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned 
with  prayer  to  meet  again  on 
April  18.

"Jesus  Christ  presented  a 
radical  new  understanding  of 
woman  which  neither  the  church 
nor  society  has  yet  fully  accepted 
or  adopted,"  according  to  Mrs. 
James  Borden. 

Mrs.  Borden,  adult  class 
teacher  at  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  Kinston,  spoke  to  the 
Women  of  the  Church  of 
Albemarle  Presbytery  during  a 
recent  all-day  retreat  held  at 
First  Church,  Kinston. 

The  retreat,  planned  by  Mrs. 
Louella  Posey,  Presbyterial 
president,  dealt  with  such 
questions  as,  "\Vhat  does  it  mean 
to  be  a  woman  right  in  the  middle 
of  NOW?" 

Using"  a  Biblical  perspective, 
the  group  traced  the  evolution  of 
man's  understanding  of  woman 
from  Genesis  through  the  New 
Testament. 

In  her  comments,  Mrs.  Borden 
said,  "Jesus  erased  all  lines  of 
superiority  or  inferiority  between 
men  and  women.  He  treated 
woman  as  a  full,  unique  person-- 
not  as  a  role,  a  function,  or  as 
property." 

She  pointed  out  that  laws,  art, 
science,  commerce,  religion, 
moral  systems,  political 
structures-everything  we  think 
of  as  civilization-have  been 
largely  the  creation  of  men  not 
because  women  have  been 
incapable  of  contributing  to  it  but 
because  they  have  been 
prevented  from  doing  so. 
"Women  have  been  left  out  of

Consultation  On  Use  Of  Ministry 
Produces  Many  Recommendations 


Suggestions  for  improving 
ministerial  morale,  initiating 
new  retirement  practices  and 
developing  a  system  of 
evaluation  were  among  the 
scores  of  proposals  discussed 
during  a  three-day  consultation 
on  ministry  in  Montreat. 

More  than  200  ministers  and 
laymen  participated  in  the 
Consultation  on  March  2-4  at  the 
invitation  of  the  denomination's 
Ad  Interim  Committee  on  the 
Church's  Use  of  Her  Ordained 
Ministry. 

The  1971  General  Assembly 
established  the  committee  with 
directions  to  set  up  a  consultation 


to  study  the  whole  question  and  to 
make  recommendations  to  the 
1972  and  1973  General  Assemblies 
in  response  to  overtures  from 
Holston  and  Atlanta  Presby- 
teries. The  Montreat  meeting 
was  a  direct  result  of  that 
overture. 

The  recommendations  and 
suggestions  made  by  the 
Consultation  will  be  used  by  the 
Ad  Interim  Committee  as  it 
prepares  its  report  for  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

Consultation  topics  included 
the  theology  of  call  and 
ordination,  the  role  and 
relationship  of  the  minister  and

the  needs  of  the  church,  a  more 
adequate  system  of  ministerial 
placement  and  relocation, 
planning  for  the  present  and 
future  manpower  needs  of  the 
church,  enhancement  of 
ministerial  morale,  more 
adequate  income  levels  for 
ministers,  an  objective 
assessment  of  the  annuity  and 
retirement  plans,  promoting 
continuous  growth  in  ministerial 
competence,  and  career  retooling 
and  reconsideration  of  ministers. 
Each  of  the  participants  of  the 
Consultation  were  involved  in 
one  of  nine  dimension  groups 
whose  task  it  was  to  deal  with  one 
of  the  topics  and  to  make 
recommendations  to  the  whole 
body. 

One  group  suggested  that  the 
committee  recommend  to  the 
General  Assembly  that 
presbyteries  establish  a 
minimum  salary  for  ministers 
totaling  $13,200. 

Another  suggested  that 
retirement  be  made  optional  at 
age  55,  with  actuarially  reduced 
benefits  from  the  Ministers' 
Annuity  Fund,  and  that  a 
mandatory  retirement  age  take 
effect  in  1980. 

A  third  group  suggested 
mandatory  retirement  for  all 
ministers  at  age  65,  and  that  all 
pastors  in  churches  with  more 
than  750  members  and  executives 
of  agencies  and  institutions,  who 
have  served  in  these  positions  for 
more  than  5  years,  "consider  60

Council  of  Churches  in  Geneva, 
Switzerland.  At  a  recent  meeting 
in  Geneva,  approval  was  given 
for  formation  of  a  new  agency 
called  The  Bangladesh 
Ecumenical  Relief  and 
Rehabilitation  Service. 

After  immediate  critical  needs 
are  met,  the  new  agency's  task 
will  be  to  determine  long-term 
rehabilitation  needs  and  explore 
ways  in  which  the  ecumenical 
church  can  aid  Bangladesh's 
development.

Of  the  $452,733  received  for  the 
1971  Eastern  Offering  from  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S., 
$45,307  was  used  for  Christian 
relief  work  among  the  East 
Pakistan  (Bangladesh)  refugees 
in  India.

An  audio-visual  presentation 
depicting  the  variety  of  concerns 
of  ministers  and  laymen 
was  produced  by  TRAV-North 
Carolina  and  presented  to  the 
Consultation  during  the  opening 
session. 

On  Saturday  morning, 
participants  from  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina  met  to  consider 
the  recommendations  for 
immediate  action  and  proposed 
several  priorities  to  be  pursued 
through  Synod's  Committee  on 
thd  Minister  and  His  Work  and 
Presbytery  Commissions.

vice  chairman  of  the  ad  interim 
committee,  in  reporting  further 
action  of  the  committee  and  the 
document's  contents,  said  that 
the  Assembly's  stated  clerk  role 
will  continue  to  fill  the  function  of 
ecclesiastical  representative  to 
ecumenical  bodies.

"compensation  (salaries  and 
fringe  benefits).  .  .;  cost  of  living 
adjustments;  special  merit 
adjustments  where  deemed 
necessary;  faculty  and  staff 
enrichment,  including  grants  for 
travel  and  research;  special 
training  of  staff  personnel." 

Also  $65,000  will  go  to  library 
operations  in  a  time  when  book 
prices  have  increased  up  to  10 
percent  and  the  college's  new 
curriculum  has  required 
additional  reading  and  research 
materials. 

A  third  portion,  $30,000,  will 
assist  the  college  in  remodeling 
present  structures  on  campus 
into  facilities  for  College  Union 
activities.  The  present  Union 
building  will  be  razed  in  June 
1972,  and  the  new  E.H.  Little 
Library  will  be  built  on  the  site. 
Studies  are  now  being  conducted 
by  Davidson  to  determine  where 
to  place  Union  functions  during 
construction  of  the  library  and  in 
future  years.  Already  it  has  been 
determined  that  Union  dining 
operations  will  be  divided  among 
three  houses  on  Patterson  Court 
no  longer  occupied  by  social 
fraternities. 

"Davidson  is  deeply  grateful 
for  the  continuing  support  of  the 
Duke  Endowment  over  the 
years,"  said  College  President 
Samuel  R.  Spencer,  Jr.  "Without 
this  support,  the  quality  of  our 
programs,  facilities  and 
personnel  could  not  be  what  it  is 
today."

The  Committee  on  Presbytery 
Boundaries  of  the  Synod  "B" 
Convention  was  the  first  of  the 
study  committees  elected  to 
organize  the  new  regional  synod 
to  hold  a  meeting  and  begin  its 
work.  The  convention  elected  the 
Rev.  John  Mack  Walker  of 
Roanoke  Rapids  to  chair  the 
committee. 

The  24-member  group  met  in 
Raleigh  on  February  22  with  19  of 
its  members  present.  The  clerk  of 
the  convention  and  two  resource 
persons  were  also  present.  The 
Committee  began  its  work  by 
revealing  the  actions  of  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina  since  1966.  It 
was  noted  that  the  General 
Assembly's  Ad  Interim 
Committee  on  Restructuring 
Synods  and  Presbyteries  had  also 
designed  a  plan  of  presbytery 
structure.  The  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  organized  itself  as  six 
new  presbyteries  on  the  first  of 
January  of  this  year. 

In  a  series  of  decisions  during 
the  afternoon  session,  the 
committee  agreed  that  all 
decision  making  would  be  done 
by  the  entire  committee.  It 
decided  to  test  the  validity  of  all

The  study  committees  of  Synod 
"B"  are  scheduled  to  report  at  a 
second  convention  to  be  held  in 
the  spring  of  1973.  However,  this 
committee  indicated  its 
willingness  to  accelerate  its  work 
in  time  for  a  report  in  the  fall  of 
1972  if  the  112th  General 
Assembly  revised  the  imple- 
mentation schedule  for  the  new 
regional  synods. 


Fayetteville  Presbytery

Budget-Building  Committee  Proposes 
Omission  Of  National^  World  Councils 


ATLANTA  —  (PN)  —  The 
budget-building  committee  of  the 
Presbyterian  General  Council 
proposes  the  National  Council 
and  World  Council  of  Churches  be 
omitted  from  the  denomination's 
1973  general  mission  budget. 

The  action  was  taken  to  make 
the  benevolence  budget  "more 
appealing  to  many  persons  in  the 
Church,"  it  was  explained  by 
Chairman  J.  Gaston  Williamson. 

He  said  this  move  is  not 
intended  to  cut  off  Presbyterian 
money  from  the  two  ecumenical 
agencies.  "As  a  matter  of  fact," 
he  declared,  "we  feel  that  they 
may  receive  even  more  financial 
support  from  our  denomination 
through  designated  gifts  from  our 
churches  and  from  individuals." 

The  committee  is  suggesting 
that  churches  and  individuals 
support  the  NCC  and  WCC  in 
amounts  totaling  $19,500  and 
$13,375,  respectively. 

It  was  suggested  that 
contributions  be  channeled 
through  the  denomination's 
central  treasurer,  if  the  plan  is 
approved  by  the  Assembly. 

The  NCC  was  in  the  1971  budget 
for  $10,000  but  actually  received 
$8,676.63.  It  is  budgeted  for 
$14,500  in  1972.  The  WCC  received 
$876.66  of  its  $1,000  allocation  in 
1971,  and  is  in  the  '72  budget  for 
$1,200. 

The  committee  approved  a 
$9,290,000         budget  for 


recommendation  to  the  March  7-8 
meeting  of  the  General  Council. 
If  approved  by  that  body,  it  would 
be  sent  to  the  June  meeting  of  the 
General  Asembly. 

The  Board  of  World  Missions  is 
in  the  budget  for  $4,756,000,  or 
51.2  percent  of  the  total. 

Next  largest  sum  is  earmarked 
for  the  Board  of  National 
Ministries,  $1,225,000  or  13.2  per- 
cent. 

Biggest    increase    in  the 


proposed  '73  budget  is  for  the 
Black  Presbyterian  Leadership 
Caucus,  from  $30,000  in  1972  to 
$100,000.  However,  the  committee 
recommended  against  a  special 
BPLC  offering,  which  has  been 
held  the  past  two  years. 

Other  noticeable  increases 
included  Board  of  Women's 
Work,  from  $200,000  to  $230,000 
(15  percent)  and  Historical 
Foundation,  $67,500  to  $75,000 
(11.1  percent). 


New  Phase  For  'Ideas  On  Tape' 


Ideas  on  Tape,  a  project  begun 
by  the  Board  of  National 
Ministries  two  years  ago  as  an 
experiment  in  communication, 
has  begun  a  new  phase.  The 
cassette  tape  series  is  scheduled 
for  production  by  TRAV  in 
Atlanta. 

The  Board  of  National 
Ministries  initiated  the 
experimental  project  in  the  belief 
that  using  the  voices  and 
comments  of  people  who  are 
actually  involved  in  various 
aspects  of  the  Church's  work 
would  help  the  listener  grasp  and 
share  what  is  going  on  in  the 
Church. 

Originally  Ideas  on  Tape 
carried  news  and  interpretation 
on  many  items  dealing  with  the 
whole  Church  with  emphasis  on 


national  ministries-type 
concerns. 

Ideas  on  Tape,  available  on  a 
subscription  basis,  has  begun  its 
third  year  of  production  and 
promises  to  be  "progressively 
different",  according  to  Bluford 
B.  Hestir,  executive  secretary  of 
TRAV-Atlanta. 

"Ideas  on  Tape  will  retain 
many  of  the  helpful  features,  but 
will  add  new  regular  features  and 
an  occasional  special  subject- 
centered  issue,"  according  to 
Hestir. 

Subscriptions  for  the  monthly 
cassette  recordings  are  $24  per 
year.

Presbyterian  Church  in  Valdese 
participated  in  a  special  program 
February  19th  during  the 
celebration  of  the  Edict  of 
Emancipation  for  the  Waldenses. 

A  buffet  dinner  was  served 
from  6  to  7  p.m.  and  W.  Harold 
Mitchell,  chairman  of  the 
Historical  Committee,  presented 
a  summarization  of  Waldensian 
history. 

"The  Waldenses  are  a  religious 
group  who  originated  in  the 
Cottian  Alps  in  Italy.  Their  exact 
origin  is  unknown,  but  they  had 
no  recognized  leader  as  did  the 
other  religious  groups  in  the  Re- 
formation, Mitchell  said. 

"Their  first  history  dates  from 
the  12th  century.  In  1183  they 
were  excommunicated  from  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church 
because  they  would  not  conform 
to  the  belief  and  practices  of  that 
church. 

"An  inquisition  began  in  1210 
and  continued  over  200  years. 
During  succeeding  centuries 
Waldenses   suffered  inhumane 


persecution,  massacres,  and 
exile.  In  1655  an  especially  bloody 
persecution  prompted  the 
English  Oliver  Cromwell  to 
decree  a  public  fast  to  show 
English  sympathy  with  the 
Waldenses  and  the  great  poet 
Milton  to  pen  a  few  lines  in  their 
behalf. 

"With  the  coming  of  the 
Reformation  in  the  early  16th 
century,  printing  of  the  French 
Bible  was  begun.  In  1555  the  first 
Waldensian  Church  was  built. 
Persecutions  continued 
intermittently  until  on  February 
17,  1848  King  Charles  Albert 
revoked  all  the  ancient  edicts 
against  the  Waldenses. 

'This  day  has  been 
commemorated  ever  since  as  the 
day  of  emancipation." 

The  scheduled  guest  speaker. 
Dr.  Thomas  H.  Spence,  Jr.,  was 
unable  to  attend.  The  Rev.  Ford 
F.  G'Segner  presented  the 
lecture  Dr.  Spence  had  prepared.

Mecklenburg  Presbytery 
elected  its  representatives  to  the 
1972  meeting  of  the  General 
Assembly  and  received  six  new 
ministers  at  its  February  22 
meeting. 

About  175  commissioners  from 
69  churches  attended  the  first 
stated  meeting  of  the  new 
Mecklenburg  Presbytery  which 
met  at  the  Williams  Memorial 
Presbyterian  Church  in 
Charlotte. 

The  Presbytery  elected  eight 
ministers  and  eight  ruling  elders 
as  commissioners  and  one  youth 
as  delegate  to  the  General 
Assembly  meeting  to  be  held 
June  11-16  in  Montreat.

Commission  Considers 
Boundary  Readjustments 


A  30-member  commission  on 
adjustment  of  synods  boundaries 
plans  to  explore  the  feasibility  of 
placing  Kentucky,  Tennessee, 
Alabama,  and  Mississippi  in  one 
regional  synod  of  the  denomina- 
tion. 

The  proposal  came  at  a 
meeting  of  the  commission  last 
month,  and  the  consensus  of  the 
group  was  that  the  suggested 
boundary  realignment  was  "a 
good  idea  worth  exploring." 

The  commission  proposed  that 
provisional  Synod  "F" 
consisting  of  Mississippi  and 
Alabama,  and  provisional  Synod 
"C",  consisting  of  Kentucky  and 
Tennessee,  convene  and  discuss 
the  possibility  of  joining  the  two 
provisional  synods  into  one 
synod. 

Commission  representatives 
plan  to  meet  with  provisional 
Synods  "F"  and  "C" 
representatives  to  discuss  the 
suggested  boundary  realign- 
ment. 

Provisional  Synods  "C"  and 
"F"  had  been  created  by  the 
Ulth  General  Assembly  and  are 
scheduled  to  become  functional 
on  June  30, 1973.  The  commission 
was  appointed  at  the  same  time 
to  adjust  boundaries  of  the  new 
synods. 

In  related  action,  the 
commission  "received  as 
information"  a  request  from  the 
Mississippi  synod,  asking  the 
commission  to  "hold  in  abey- 
ance"   any    action    on  the 


restructuring  of  Mississippi 
synod  until  the  next  General 
Assembly.  Mississippi  wants  to 
be  "left  alone"  in  one  synod  in  the 
realignment  plans. 

The  commission  is  authorized 
to  act  only  "when  requested  by 
an  existing  synod."  The  new 
proposal  may  require  additional 
General  Assembly  action. 

Other  actions  of  the 
commission  included  the  decision 
to  move  six  counties  in  south- 
western Virginia  from  provision 
Synod  "C"  (Tennessee- 
Kentucky)  to  "A"  (Virginia-West 
Virginia). 

Earlier  the  panel  had 
approved  the  return  of  six 
counties  in  northeastern  North 
Carolina  to  Synod  "B."  This 
action  is  pending  a  receipt  of 
request  from  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina. 

It  also  moved  six  counties  in 
northwestern  Georgia  from 
provisional  Synod  "C"  to  "G" 
and  Russell  County,  Alabama 
from  provisional  Synod  "G"  to 
"F".  Ad  Interim  Committee 
action  had  placed  the  Phenix  City 
church  in  provisional  Synod  "G" 
with  metropolitan  Columbus, 
Georgia. 

Ten  counties  in  the  Florida 
Panhandle  were  reassigned  to 
Synod  "G"  from  provisional 
Synod  "F".  Included  are 
Escambia,  Santa  Rosa, 
Okaloosa,  Walton,  Holmes, 
Washington,  Bay,  Jackson, 
Calhoun,  and  Gulf  counties. 


Dialogue  Used  During  Worship; 
Executive  Answers  Questions 

A  very  unusual  worship  service  was  the  order  of  the  day  March  5  at 
White  Memorial  Presbyterian  Church  in  Raleigh.  Dr.  T.  Watson  Street, 
executive  secretary  of  the  Board  of  World  Missions,  was  on  hand  to 
speak  on  "The  Present  and  Future  of  World  Mission."  Following  his 
remarks,  Dr.  Street  and  a  reactor  panel  engaged  in  dialogue  about 
many  phases  of  the  World  Missions  work  of  the  church.  During  the 
dialogue,  members  of  the  congregation  were  invited  to  write  out 
questions  which  were  handed  to  Dr.  Strjp.et  by  ushers. 

Members  of  the  W^itness'(!!'ommi'ttee  of  the  church  devised  this  unusual 
approach  to  corporate  worship  in  order  to  provide  members  of  the 
congregation  an  opportunity  to  learn  more  about  world  missions  from 
"someone  who  knows  what  is  going  on  all  over  the  world  in  the  mission 
enterprise."  Among  the  many  requests  directed  to  Dr.  Street  during  the 
question  and  answer  session  was  for  Dr.  Street  to  describe  how  the 
special  offering  for  World  Missions  authorized  by  the  General  Assembly 
will  be  used.

In  other  action,  Presbytery 
approved  a  low-key  "selective 
fund-raising  campaign"  to  raise 
funds  to  supplement  grants-in-aid 
to  candidates  for  the  ministry 
and  other  full-time  church- 
related  ministries. 


ATLANTA  —  (PN)— A  paper 
on  Doctrinal  Loyalty  has  been 
approved  by  the  Presbyterian 
U.S.  Permanent  Theological 
Committee  and  will  be  submitted 
to  the  1972  General  Assembly 
next  June. 

The  1970  Assembly  instructed 
the  permanent  committee  to 
bring  to  the  Assembly  an 
interpretation  of  the  Church's 
understanding  of  "doctrinal 
loyalty"  in  light  of  the  ordination 
question  which  describes  the 
Confession  of  Faith  and  the 
Catechisms  of  the  Church  as 
containing  the  system  of 
doctrine  .  taught  in  the 
floly  Scripture;  and  an 
interpretation  of  "the  meaning  of 
loyalty  to  the  authority  of 
Scripture  as  the  only  rule  of  faith 
and  life." 

The  theological  committee,  in 
its  report  to  the  Assembly  last 
June,  asked  for  another  year  for 
study  and  for  possible 
consultation  with  the  Permanent 
Judicial      Commission  if 


constitutional  changes  were 
involved.  The  committee  has 
dicovered  that  no  changes  wiD  be 
necessary. 


The  document  on  Doctrinal 
Loyalty  deals  with  the  first  two 
ordination  vows  of  officers  of  the 
Church.  According  to  one 
member  of  the  committee,  "The 
paper  is  a  responsible, 
contemporary  interpretation  of 
the  Church's  understanding  of 
these  two  ordination  vows."  They 
relate  to  questions  on  officers' 
views  of  the  Scriptures  and  to  the 
doctrinal  system  of  the  Church. 

The  permanent  committee,  on 
the  other  hand,  will  ask  the  1972 
Assembly  for  a  delay  in 
presenting  a  final  report  on  the 
paper,  "The  Meaning  of 
Confirmation."  Assembly  had 
instructed  the  committee  to  study 
the  meaning  of  confirmation  and 
asked  that  the  committee  include 
in  its  report,  the  study  of  "the 
issue  of  communion  for 
children."

RALEIGH,  N.C.  —Two  literary 
society  halls  on  the  Davidson 
College  campus  built  in  1849-50 
have  been  nominated  for 
inclusion  on  the  National 
Register  of  Historic  Places,  the 
nation's  official  list  of  significant 
historic  properties. 

Dr.  H.G.  Jones,  director  of  the 
N.C.  State  Department  of 
Archives  and  History,  submitted 
the  nominations  to  the 
Department  of  Interior.  Approval 
usually  takes  no  more  than  three 
months  and  will  be  announced 
through  the  state's 
congresssional  delegation, 
according  to  Dr.  Jones. 

Each  two-story  hall  features  a 
portico  with  massive  columns  on 
the  front.  Along  with  basic 
similarities  there  are  variations 
in  details  that  distinguish  the 
structures. 


A  plan  for  launching  a  task

ATLANTA— (PN)— The  18 
agencies  supported  by  the 
general  mission  budget  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S. 
received  a  higher  percentage  of 
their  budgets  1971  while  total 
contributions  decreased 
$227,266.66  from  the  previous 
year. 

Receipts  totaled  $7,510,501.70, 
compared  with  $7,737,768.36  in 
1970.  This  represents  a  drop  of 
2.94  percent  in  total  contributions 
to  Assembly  causes. 

However,  the  gifts  totaled  88.36 
,  percent  of  the  1971  benevolence 
askings,  compared  with  84.44 
percent  in  1970.

Retired 
Minister  Dies 

Dr.  Joseph  H.  Carter,  a  retired 
Presbyterian  minister,  died  in 
Statesville  on  March  2.

Following  a  year  of  service  as  a 
professor  at  Lees-McRae  College 
in  Banner  Elk,  Dr.  Carter  was 
named  president  of  the  Edgar 
Tufts  Memorial  Association  also

To  Request  'No  Change' 


ATLANTA  —  (PN)  —  The 
Presbyterian  U.  S.  Board  of 
Annuities  and  Relief  will  ask  the 
112th  General  Assembly  not  to 
make  a  change  in  that  board's 
structure  and  present 
responsibilities  until  a  committee 
can  make  a  study  "of  all  aspects 
of  the  manner"  in  which  the 
board  is  meeting  its  presently 
assigned  responsibilities. 

The  communication  to  the 
Assembly  also  asks  that  the 
proposed  committee  make 
specific  recommendations  to  the 
113th  Assembly  "as  to  any 
changes  in  structure,  or 
otherwise,  that  would  improve 
the  performance  of  its  (the 
board's)  assigned 
responsibilities  and  as  a  result 
provide  benefits  equal  to  or 
better  than  those  now  provided." 

The  board,  meeting  in  Atlanta, 
February  25,  unanimously 
adopted  the  communication, 
calling  on  this  year's  Assembly 
"to  appoint,  or  otherwise  select,  a 
committee  of  professionals  with 
recognized  expertise  in  the  areas 
of  investments,  actuarial 
science,  insurance,  pensions  and 
trust  law,  to  make  an  objective 
study." 

The  statement  requests  the 
Assembly  "to  make  no  change  in 
its  civil  charter,  manual, 
structure,  assigned 


$35,000  Challenge  Offered  By  Trustees 


The  trustees  of  Davidson 
College  are  providing  a  $35,000 
challenge  to  alumni,  parents  of 
students,  and  other  friends  of  the 
college  to  raise  the  level  of  giving 
for  Davidson's  Annual  Fund  in 
1971-72,  according  to  the  fund's 
general  chairman. 

Dr.  J.  McDowell  Richards, 
Davidson  alumnus  and  president 
emeritus  of  Columbia 
Theological  Seminary,  Decatur, 
Georgia,  announced  the 
challenge  at  an  Alumni 
Leadership  Conference  on  the 
Davidson  campus. 

"This  marks  the  first  time  our 
board  has  made  a  group 
challenge  of  this  kind,  and  it  is 
especially  welcome  this  year  as 
we  seek  the  largest  annual  goal  in 
Davidson's  history  -  $310,000,  a 
50  percent  increase  over  last 
year,"  he  said. 

Dr.  Richards,  himself  a  former 
chairman  of  Davidson's  trustees, 
explained  that  the  $310,000  was 
needed  to  make  up  the  difference 
between  the  college's  anticipated 
income  from  other  sources  -  such 
as  tuition,  fees,  foundation  grants 
and  corporation  gifts  --  and  the 
costs  of  operating  the  college  for 
the  year. 

"Gifts  to  the  1971-72  Annual 
Fund  will  be  matched  by  the 


board  of  trustees  to  a  total  of 
$35,000  as  follows,"  he  explained. 

"For  every  dollar  given  to  the 
Annual  Fund  by  a  first-time 
donor,  the  trustees  will  give  two 
dollars.  For  every  donor  who  has 
given  in  the  past  but  did  not  give 
last  year,  the  challenge  will 
match  gifts  dollar  for  dollar.  And 
for  every  donor  who  increases  his 
giving  over  last  year,  they  will 
match  the  amount  of  his  increase 
dollar  for  dollar." 

Richards  pointed  out  that  the 
college  is  seeking  "not  only  to 


raise  the  largest  amount  of 
money  ever,  but  also  to  have  a 
sizeable  increase  in  the  number 
of  individuals  contributing  to  the 
fund." 

In  addition  to  alumni,  annual 
fund  gifts  will  be  sought  from 
parents  of  students,  faculty  and 
staff  members,  and  other  friends 
of  the  college.  All  of  them  will  be 
eligible  to  claim  part  of  the 
trustee  challenge  if  they  fall  into 
one  of  the  three  categories 
explained  by  Richards. 


Committee  Preparing  Confession 
WiU  Report  To  '72  Assembly 

ATLANTA— (PN)— The  Presbyterian  U.S.  ad  interim  committee 
preparing  a  new  Confession  of  Faith  and  Book  of  Confessions  will  make 
a  progress  report  to  the  1972  General  Assembly  and  will  ask  the 
Assembly  that  the  committee  be  continued. 

They  expect  to  have  a  study  draft  ready  to  distribute  to  the  Church 
this  summer. 

The  committee  will  also  request  this  year's  Assembly  to  encourage 
presbyteries  to  set  up  adequate  machinery  for  study  sessions  of  the 
drafts  of  the  proposed  new  Confession  of  Faith  and  the  proposed  Book  of 
Confessions  during  the  next  two  years. 

Aim  of  such  action  is  to  provide  for  "the  widest  possible  involvement 
of  the  whole  Church  in  the  study  process"  of  the  two  documents.

One  Of  Several  Programs  At  UTS 


Beginning  with  the  1972-73 
school  year.  Union  Theological 
Seminary  in  Virginia  will  offer  a 
new  doctor  of  ministry  degree 
pfbgram.

The  new  curriculum  also  will 
bring  a  new  calendar  to  the 
Seminary  campus.  There  will  be 
Summer,  September,  Fall, 
January,  Spring  and  May  terms.

TV  Viewer  Leaves  Church  $500,000 

Watched  Televised  Services 


A  Mecklenburg  County  man 
who  watched  televised  Sunday 
services  of  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church  in  Charlotte  has 
left  more  than  $500,000  to  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.S., 

The  gift,  made  by  the  late 
Grantland  Graham,  was 
disclosed  March  18  following  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Presby- 
terian Foundation  board  of 
trustees  in  Charlotte. 

The  cash  value  of  the  bequest, 
which  represents  the  bulk  of  a 
sizable  estate,  was  not  im- 
mediately known,  but  Dr.  Warner 
L.  Hall,  foundation  executive 
director,  said  he  believed  it  would 
be  "in  excess  of"  $500,000. 

The  larger  part  of  the  estate 
consists  of  980  acres  of  un- 
developed land  in  several  parcels 
in  northern  Mecklenburg  County. 
County. 

Graham  was  a  Georgia  native, 
the  son  of  a  Presbyterian 
minister  and  school  superin- 
tendent, according  to  a  nephew, 
Norman  B,  Graham,  of 
Charlotte. 

Graham  died  February  18  at 
the  age  of  83.  He  had  never 
married. 

The  younger  Graham  said  his 
uncle  was  a  member  of  First 
Presbyterian   Church   and  a 


churchgoer  in  his  younger  years. 
More  recently,  Graham  said,  his 
uncle  made  a  habit  of  watching 
First  Church's  televised  Sunday 
service  at  home. 

Graham  said  he  had  learned 
his  uncle  had  made  substantial 
contributions  to  a  Presbyterian 
orphanage  and  other  institutions, 
although  Graham  never  men- 
tioned this  before  his  death. 

"I  think  he  had  a  strong  feeling 


toward  the  church.  There's  no 
doubt  about  that,"  Graham  said. 

Graham's  gift  was  designated 
for  foreign  and  home  missions  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S., 
according  to  W.  F.  MuUis,  im- 
mediate past  president  of  the 
foundation. 

Graham  estimated  the  total 
value  of  his  uncle's  estate  at  over 
$1  million. 


As  people  find  themselves  with 
more  and  more  leisure  time,  the 
long-weekend  prilgrimages  to  the 
beach,  to  the  lake,  and  to  the 
mountains  have  made  recreation 
one  of  North  Carolina's  fastest 
growing  industries.  The  leisure- 
time  boom  has  also  contributed  to 
a  decline  in  church  attendance.

An  experimental  ministry  in 
the  resort  areas  in  Banner  Elk, 
North  Carolina,  has  been  in 
progress  for  the  past  two  and  one- 
half  years,  sponsored  by  the 
Board  of  National  Ministries  and 
Holston  Presbytery.  The  three- 
year  funding  of  the  experimental 
program  will  officially  end  June 
30,  1972. 

The  staff  of  the  resort  area 
ministry,  the  Rev.  Barrett 
Gilmer,  director  of  the  Holston 
Presbytery  camp  and  Miss 
Harriet  Hutchinson,  attended  the

Church  Extension  meeting  and 
proposed  that  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  and  Holston  Presbytery 
continue  the  special  ministry 
until  June,  1973  when  14 
counties  in  western  North 
Carolina  will  be  joined  with  the 
rest  of  the  state  in  a  new  regional 
Synod. 

Mr.  Gilmer  and  Miss 
Hutchinson  described  for 
members  of  the  committee  the 
numerous  opportunities  for 
resort  ministry  in  the  Banner  Elk 
area  and  outlined  the  variety  of 
ways  the  project  has  attempted 
to  minister  to  the  large  number  of 
people  coming  to  Banner  Elk  for 
rest  and  relaxation. 

Presbyterians  in  North 
Carolina  will  be  related  to  the 
Banner  Elk  resort  area  ministry 
through  the  special  Ministries 
Committee  of  Church  Extension. 
At  present,  the  ministry  to  the 
Butner  Complex  of  Institutions  is 
the  only  special  ministry  funded 
by  the  committee.  The  Synod's 
portion  of  the  hnancial  support  of 
the  Banner  Elk  ministry  is  $5,700. 
The  Rev.  E.  G.  Agsten  is  chair- 
man of  the  Special  Ministries 
Committee  of  the  Church  Exten- 
sion Committee. 


The  Christian  Education 
Committee  of  Mecklenburg 
Presbytery  is  sponsoring  a 
workshop  in  mid-June  aimed  at 
improving  teaching  skills  of 
church  school  educators. 

The  Teaching  Skill  Workshop 
slated  for  June  18-21  will  be  held 
at  the  Sardis  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Charlotte.  The  Rev. 
Donald  L.  Griggs,  director  of  the 
Teacher  Learning  Center  in 
northern  California,  will  lead  the 
four-day  workshop.  Griggs  has 
worked  for  several  years  in 
developing  a  wide  variety  of 
teacher  education  designs  that 
have  proven,  valuable  to  local 


church  school  leaders.

Total  attendance  was 
estimated  at  72,100,  with  crowds 
filling  the  Charlotte  Coliseum  and 
Ovens  Auditorium. 

The  53-year-old  evangelist 
referred  to  some  local  tie,  or  to 
some  experience  he  underwent 
here  as  a  youth,  during  each 
service. 

Following  the  trend  established 
in  his  most  recent  crusades,  Mr. 
Graham  devoted  a  good  deal  of 


his  preaching  to  problems  of 
youth  today. 

An  integrated  youth  singing 
group,  the  New  Directions, 
provided  a  most  emotional 
experience  during  the  five-day 
crusade  when  their  Christian 
rock  and  jazz  had  the  congre- 
gation on  its  feet  clapping. 
Reporters  and  TV  cameramen 
also  joined  in.

Historical  Society  Meets  In  Raleigh; 
Hears  Address  On  Knox,  Makes  Awards 


"I  don't  think  Knox  would  go 
along  too  well  with  Women's 
Lib,"  according  to  Dr.  W. 
Stanford  Reid,  featured  speaker 
at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
North  Carolina  Presbyterian 
Historical  Society. 

Reid,  in  his  address  entitled 
"John  Knox:  400  Years  After", 
made  the  observation  that, 
"Despite  the  opposition  to  John 
Knox  and  people's  dislike  of  him, 
he  says  something  pertinent  to 
our  own  day  and  age  because  he 
was  living  in  a  period  that  is 
similar  to  our  own  and  because 
he  spoke  out  in  favor  of  con- 
frontation." 

Dr.  Reid  is  chairman  of  the 
Department  of  History  at  the 
University  of  Guelph  in  Canada, 
and  was  the  guest  speaker  during 
the  ninth  annual  meeting  of  the 
North  Carolina  Presbyterian  His- 
torical Society.  The  meeting  was 
held  at  Milner  Memorial  Presby- 
terian Church  on  Friday,  March 
17,  with  the  president,  Mrs.  J.  S. 
Evans,  Jr.,  of  Statesville, 
presiding. 

Business  Sessions 

During  the  morning  business 
session,  Mrs.  Evans  made  an  oral 
report  in  which  she  gave 
highlights  of  the  significant 
accomplishments  of  the  Society 
during  the  past  year  with  special 
emphasis  given  to  the  fall  tour  of 
historical  churches  in  Iredell 
County.  The  Society  voted  to 
accept  the  recommendation  of 
Mrs.  Evans  that  the  1972  fall  tour 
of  historical  churches  be  held  at 
Wilmington  on  October  4-5.  Mrs. 
Evans  reported  that  the  Rev. 
James  B.  Tubbs,  executive 
secretary  of  Wilmington  Presby- 
tery, would  assist  the  Society  in 
arrangements  for  this  special 
event. 

The  secretary  of  the  Society 
reported  that  membership  now 
exceeds  400  and  the  growth  of  the 
Society  continues.

Women  Involvement  In  Consultation 
On  Church  Union  To  Increase 


The  ecumenical  Consultation 
on  Church  Union  has  urged  that 
the  proportion  of  women  in  the 
voting  delegations  of  the  nine 
participating  denominations  to 
COCU  be  increased  to  50  percent. 

At  present,  women  generally 
represent  less  than  10  percent  of 
the  90  delegates  at  COCU 
meetings  where  the  nine 
denominations  are  working  out  a 
plan  of  union. 

The  executive  committee  of 
COCU  announced  criteria  for 
denominational  delegations 
March  27  in  an  attempt  to 
establish  better  representation  of 
women,  laymen,  the  young  and 
minority  groups. 

Dr.  Evelyn  L.  Green,  executive 
secretary  of  the  Presbyterian,  U. 
S.  Board  of  Women's  Work  and  a 
member  of  the  Interpretation 
Commission  of  COCU,  responded 
with  praise  for  the  step. 

The  new  policy  announcement 
followed  a  January  meeting  of 
executive  committee  members 


with  women  of  the  COCU 
churches,  called  by  Dr.  Green. 

In  response  to  the  an- 
nouncement. Dr.  Green  said,  "At 
a  time  when  women  are  pressing 
for  recognition  in  many  areas  of 
society  we  are  glad  to  see  COCU 
taking  a  positive  step  of 
leadership. 

"Women  in  the  member 
churches  of  COCU  will  applaud 
this  action  as  an  appropriate  one 
at  this  time,  for  they  are  serious 
about  taking  their  full  respon- 
sibility for  decision-making  in  the 
church,  as  well  as  for  carrying 
out  their  part  of  the  mission  of  the 
church. 

In  addition  to  the  equal 
representation  of  women,  the 
criteria  outlined  by  the  COCU 
executive  committee  also  said 
that  each  delegation  should 
contain  no  more  than  five  clergy 
among  the  ten  named  by  each 
church;  at  least  two  persons 
under  25  years  of  age,  at  least  one 


of  them  under  21;  and  at  least  two 
persons  from  racial  and  ethnic 
minority  groups. 

The  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S., 
is  working  with  eight  other  deno- 
minations in  developing  a 
proposed  plan  of  union.  The  other 
churches  include  the  African 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
African  Methodist  Episcopal  Zion 
Church,  Christian  Church 
(Disciples  of  Christ),  Christian 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
Episcopal  Church,  United  Church 
of  Christ,  United  Methodist 
Church  and  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
U.S.A. 


Presbyterian  Church,  U.S. 

It  will  be  conducted  as  a  cor- 
respondence course  and  will  be 
available  in  mid-April. 

The  11  units  of  the  course 
include  general  communications 
theory,  general  communications 
practice,  radio,  television, 
advertising,  cinema,  printed 
media,  audio-visuals,  govern- 
ment regulation  of  media,  cable 
television,  and  the  media  of  the 
future. 

The  Rev.  Charles  E.  Swann 
said  that  each  unit  "is  designed  to 
take  inventory  of  the  effects  of 
the  media  on  our  society  and  on 
perception  and  learning  patterns. 
If  the  student  knows  what  is 
happening  to  our  world  because 
of  the  effects  of  media,  then  he 
can  do  a  better  job  in  his  own 
communications.  He'll  learn  also 
something  about  how  to  do 
media." 

Course  materials  include  a 
binder,  11  printed  study  guides, 
five  paper-  back  textbooks,  a 
packet  of  audio-visuals  materials 
and  10  tape  cassettes. 

A  radio  script  service  for 
ministers  is  also  being  made 
available  by  TRAV. 

Entitled  "The  Word  and 
Music"  the  program  is  produced 


by  the  United  Methodist  Church 
and  by  special  arrangement,  is 
being  offered  to  Presbyterian 
ministers. 

If  the  minister  is  interested  and 
can  get  the  program  placed  on  his 
local  radio  station  on  a  regular 
basis,  he  will  receive  free  weekly 
mailings  of  scripts. 

The  idea  is  that  the  minister 
himself  will  do  the  program  on 
the  air.  And  he  may  either  use  the 
record  library  of  the  local  radio 
station  or  purchase  a  record 
library.  Suggested  music  is  listed 
with  the  scripts. 

A  spokesman  for  the  agency 
described  the  radio  service 
contained  in  "The  Word  and 
Music"  as  an  opportunity  for  a 
weekly  extension  of  the  church 
and  its  work  into  the  community. 
It  is  a  contemporary  formatted 
half-hour  program, 
professionally  written,  and 
presenting  music  and  informa- 
tion. Each  script  is  prepared  with 
an  opening  statement  which 
directs  the  thoughts  of  the 
listener  to  the  rest  of  the 
program.  North  Carolina 
ministers  should  contact  Synod's 
Communications  Office  for 
further  information  and  assis- 
tance in  setting-up  the  program.

The  large  room,  located  on  the 
first  floor  of  Schauffler  Hall,  is 
equipped  with  television 
cameras;  two  monitors;  two 
microphones  and  a  large 
screen  which  is  carefully  hidden 
by  a  chalkboard.

The  planning  and  design  of  the 
multi-media  classroom  began 
early  last  summer,  according  to 
the  Rev.  Jeff  Kellam,  who  helped 
design  the  room.  He  is  an 
assistant  in  instruction  at  the 
seminary. 

The  seminary  is  making  a 
video  tape  for  the  American 
Association  of  Theological 
Schools  which  will  illustrate  the 
use  of  creative  teaching.  The  tape 
will  also  be  used  by  some 
Canadian  schools,  according  to 
Mr.  Kellam.

"These  telephone  centers  are 
Christian  oriented  and  see 
themselves  as  an  arm  of  the 
church  reaching  out  to  the  needs 
of  all  people,"  said  Mr.  Booth. 


National  Interfaith  Conference 
On  Aging  Seeks  Coalition 


The  first  National  Interfaith 
Conference  on  Aging  was  held  at 
Athens,  Georgia  March  8-10. 

The  conference,  attended  by  47 
participants  from  13  religious 
and  eight  secular  organizations, 
called  for  establishment  of  a 
coalition  to  study  death  and 
dying,  and  asked  for  creation  of  a 
National  Interfaith  Coalition  on 
Aging. 

One  of  the  primary  tasks  of  the 
proposed  coalition  would  be  to 
encourage  churches  and  syna- 
gogues to  develop  studies  on 
death  and  dying,  and  to 
implement  church-wide  dialogue 
on  the  studies. 

The  conference  also  suggested 
that  the  coalition  gather  data  on 
services  for  older  persons  and 
initiate  planning  for  second 
interfaith  conference  on  aging. 

Participants  approved  plans 
for  selection  of  an  interfaith 
legislative  screening  committee 
to  focus  on  needed,  existing  and 
pending  legislation  related  to 
needs  of  older  persons. 

They  voted  to  implement  a 
National  Conference  on  Spritual 
Well-being  recommended  during 


the  1971  White  House  Conference 
on  Aging. 

The  conference  also  recom- 
mended to  religious  bodies  the 
adoption  of  a  flexible  retirement 
policy  for  clergy  and  laity  alike, 
rather  than  base  retirement  on 
age  alone. 

Flexible  retirement  policies 
would  be  "consistent  with 
religious  values  regarding  the 
uniqueness  of  each  individual  and 
his  right  to  maximum  expre?  n 
of  individual  skills  d 
capacities."

There  are  many  ways  in  which 
an  Administrator  may  be  helped 
to  do  a  better  job  and  thereby 
provide  a  happier  and  more 
meaningful  life  for  the  residents 
in  the  facility  he  manages. 

He  may  feel  he's  a  "jack-of-all- 
trades  and  master  of  none." 
Therefore  he  must  surround 
himself  with  those  specialists 
necessary  to  operate  his  facility, 
whether  on  staff  or  on  call;  and 
he  must  have  many  volunteers  to 
assist  him.  I  want  to  discuss  a 
particular  service  which  aids  the 
Presbyterian  Home  in  High  Point 
in  its  service  to  the  elderly. 

The  Presbyterian  Home  has  an 
agreement  with  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  School  of  Nursing 
to  provide  a  lab  workshop  for 
spring  semester  juniors  in  the 
four-year  bachelor's  degree 
program.  The  student  nurses  are 
to  work  with  the  well  aged  to 
become  better  acquainted  with 
them  and  to  know  them  before 
they  see  them  in  a  hospital, 
nursing  home,  doctor's  office, 
etc.  A  faculty  member  is  always 
on  campus  with  the  nurses  to  give 
direction  and  guidance. 


National  Ministries  Favors  Retaining  National 
Council,  World  Council  In  Assembly's  Budget 


ATLANTA— (PN )— Retaining 
the  National  Council  and  World 
Council  of  Churches  of  Christ  in 
the  regular  1973  General 
Assembly's  benevolence  budget 
was  favored  by  the  Board  of 
National  Ministries  at  its  spring 
meeting  here. 

In  "respectfully  requesting" 
the  General  Assembly's  consi- 
deration of  this  matter,  BNM  said 
that  the  method  of  funding 
proposed  by  the  General  Council 
would  raise  questions  about  the 
denomination's  will  to  be  in  the 
ecumenical  movement;  leave  no 
way  open  for  the  stated  clerk  to 
give  a  statement  of  support 
intent,  thereby  jeopardizing  the 
denomination's  right  to  member- 
ship; and  hamper  the  BNM  in  its 
assigned  tasks  in  national 
missions. 

Even  if  the  voluntary  contri- 
butions do  raise  the  $33,000 
current  askings  of  the  two 


ecumenical  organizations,  the 
Board  of  National  Ministries 
said,  "considerable  question  can 
still  be  raised  about  the  will  of  our 
Church  to  be  involved  in  the 
ecumenical  movement."  The 
new  procedure  would  imply  that 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S., 
regards  its  commitment  as 
"secondary"  or  "optional",  when 
in  fact  the  General  Assembly  has 
often  re-affirmed  its  commit- 
ment to  the  ecumenical 
movement. 

The  Board  cited  the  problem 
the  proposed  plan  would  create 
as  the  denomination  will  soon 
need  to  declare  its  intention  of 
continuing  as  a  member  of  the 
National  Council  of  Churches. 
The  NCC's  proposed  reorgani- 
zation plan  coming  before  its 
General  Assembly  this  year  asks 
each  member  to  contribute  its 
fair  share  of  administrative 
expenses. 


The  board  said  that  it  considers 
the  ecumenical  dimension  of  its 
planning  and  programming  "to 
be  essential  to  our  adequate 
functioning  as  the  strategy, 
support  and  services  unit  for 
national  mission  affairs." 


When  this  program  was 
initiated  three  years  ago,  there 
was  suspicion  by  both  staff  and 
residents;  some  were  afraid 
residents  would  be  used  as  test 
cases  or  "guinea  pigs."  Some  had 
to  be  won  over  while  others 
wanted  to  monopolize  the  student 
nurse's  time.  However,  these 
fears  soon  were  forgotten. 

The  young  girls  in  their  gold 
frocks  added  much  to  the  life  in 
the  Home;  the  residents  took 
them  in  and  talked  to  them  about 
their  own  fears,  their  daily 
routines,  their  medical  or  chronic 
problems,  and  children  and 
grandchildren. 

This  experience  in  the  Home  is 
only  one  part,  of  course,  of  the 
student  nurses'  overall  training. 
They  also  work  in  hospitals, 
doctors'  offices,  children's 
homes,  public  health,  and  other 
areas  of  health  care. 

Every  indication  is  that  the 
new  training  technique 
incorporated  in  the  nurses' 
experiences  at  the  Home  are 
proving  most  beneficial.  Some  of 
the  side  benefits  are  that  the 
faculty  of  the  School  of  Nursing  is 
available  to  the  Presbyterian 
Home  for  staff  training  and  for 
consultation  with  staff  on 
problems.  In  addition,  a  new 
image  of  the  Home  for  the  aging 
is  emerging  which  can  only  lead 
to  more  R.N.'s  going  into  the 
nursing  home  field. 

The  Home's  arrangement  with 
the  University  is  certainly  a  fine 
example  of  cooperation  between 
two  agencies  in  a  community.

Harper  And  Row  Distribution 


John  Knox  Press,  the  book 
agency  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.S.,  is  turning  over 
distribution  of  its  materials  to 
Harper  &  Row,  the  New  York- 
based  publishing  house. 

The  move  is  one  of  the  first  in 
which  a  denominational  book 
publisher  has  made  an 
arrangement  for  distribution 
with  a  major  independent  firm. 

Beginning  May  1,  the  religion 
department  of  Harper  &  Row 
will  be  the  sole  U.  S.  represen- 
tative for  selling  John  Knox 
books  to  stores,  libraries  and 
educational  institutions. 

For  the  past  few  years,  Knox 
was  represented  in  the  sales  field 
by  Westminster  Press,  the  United 
Presbyterian  agency  in 
Philadelphia.  Westminster  Book 
Stores  and  certain  sales  respon- 


sibilities are  being  merged  with 
Cokesbury,  the  distribution  unit 
of  the  Methodist  Publishing 
House. 

Harper  &  Row  is  considered  a 
good  choice  for  Knox  because 
Harper  continues  to  maintain  a 
separate  sales  force  for  religious 
books  throughout  the  U.S. 

William  Schoonberg,  a  veteran 
of  the  book  industry,  is  in  charge 
of  sales  for  Harper's  religion 
department. 

Clayton  Carlson,  editor  and 
manager  of  the  Harper  depart- 
ment, welcomed  the  new 
arrangement  with  John  Knox 
Press.  He  said  he  felt  it  would 
give  new  and  wider  public 
exposure  to  the  "diversified" 
book  list  of  the  Presbyterian 
publisher. 


Four  Davidson  College  seniors 
have  been  awarded  prestigious 
fellowships  by  the  Fund  for 
Theological  Education  of  Prin- 
ceton, New  Jersey.

Hobbie,  son  of  the  Rev.  and  Mrs. 
F.  Wei  ford  Hobbie  of  Little  Rock, 
Arkansas. 

The  Rockefeller  Fellowships 
are  given  to  men  "who  would  not 
have  gone  to  seminary  otherwise, 
and  who  agree  to  consider 
seriously,  during  a  trail  year  in 
an  accredited  theological  in- 
stitution, the  possibility  of  the 
ordained  ministry  as  their 
vocation." 

The  awards,  accepted  by  Meza 
and  Turner,  cover  all  educational 
expenses  for  one  year.  Instead  of 
taking  his  fellowship  offer, 
Hobbie  plans  to  be  a  teaching 
missionary  in  the  Congo  for  four 
years  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S. 

A  Protestant  Fellowship  was 
awarded  to  Lester  Strong,  son  of 


Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dennis  W.  Strong  of 
Braddock,  Pennsylvania.  Strong 
recently  won  a  Watson  Fellow- 
ship for  a  year  of  independent 
study  and  travel  abroad. 

Protestant  Fellowships  are  for 
black  students  committed  to  the 
ministry.  Strong,  the  first 
Davidson  student  to  be  offered 
the  fellowship,  has  declined  his 
award  to  accept  the  Watson 
Fellowship.  He  plans  to  study  the 
current  effects  of  Christian 
missionary  efforts  in  Africa  and 
Brazil. 

Last  year  Davidson  students 
and  graduates  won  a  total  of  five 
Rockefeller  Fellowships,  the 
highest  number  won  at  a  single 
institution  in  recent  years.

St.  Andrews  Offers  Variety  Of 
Programs  For  Summer  Students 


The  American  Studies 
program.  Teacher  Education 
Internship  program,  guided 
independent  study,  and  new 
courses  in  the  overseas  program 
will  be  features  of  the  summer 
credit  program  this  year  at  St. 
Andrews   Presbyterian  College. 

Dr.  John  Daughtrey,  Summer 
Term  Co-ordinator,  also  has 
announced  plans  for  the  eighth 
annual  program  for  rising  high 
school  junior  and  seniors,  the 
Personal  Enrichment  Program 
formerly  called  the  Academic 
Enrichment  Workshop. 

Offerings  in  the  regular  college 
credit  program  are  designed  for 
special  summer  students, 
teachers  seeking  certification 
advancement  or  renewal, 
veterans,  and  potential  transfers 
as  well  as  regularly  enrolled 
students  of  the  College.  Dates  for 
the  first  term  are  June  5-July  7; 
for  the  second  term,  July  10- 
August  11. 

The  Personal  Enrichment 
Program,  PEP,  while  academ- 
ically oriented,  is  not  a  remedial 
or  "short  cut  to  better  grades" 
program.  It  is  designed  to  help 
high  school  students  to  greater 
self-understanding,  to  develop 
reading,  writing,  and  speaking 
skills,  and  to  introduce  students 
to  college  academic  and  campus 
life.  In  exploring  educational  and 
vocational  goals,  resources  and 
staff  of  the  Presbyterian 
Guidance  Center  will  be 
available.  PEP  will  be  offered 
twice,  from  June  12- July  7  and 
July  10-August  4. 

In  the  college  credit  courses 
students  may  earn  the  equivalent 


of  three  and  one-half  semester 
hours  per  course  per  term,  or  14 
semester  hours  for  the  summer. 
The  American  Studies  program 
is  an  interdisciplinary  major  with 
courses  offered  this  summer  in 
history,  politics,  economics  and 
English. 

Under  the  guided  independent 
study  program  students  at  any 
class  level  may  select  a  study 
project  and  faculty  director.  If 
approval  is  filed  with  the  regis- 
trar before  May  15,  such  study 
may  be  on  or  off  campus. 

St.  Andrews  will  again  offer 
"Origins  of  Western  Culture," 
the  first  year  of  the  four -year 
Christianity  and  Culture 
program  in  the  Mediterranean. 
Students  will  spend  the  ten 
weeks  in  Israel,  Greece,  and 
Italy.  In  addition,  overseas  study 


this  summer  will  be  expanded  to 
include  the  junior  C&C  program- 
non-Western  civilizations~as  an 
African  study,  and  two  politics 
cours&s,  all  in  Africa. 

The  teacher  internship 
program,  for  St.  Andrews  majors 
in  education,  will  shift  this 
summer  to  Laurinburg -Scotland 
County  schools  after  several 
years  in  Moore  and  Carteret 
counties.  For  several  years 
education  majors  have  done  their 
extensive  student  teaching 
internship  in  the  summer  prior  to 
their  senior  year  rather  than 
during  the  regular  term.

The  threefold  purpose  of  the 
conference  was  to  clarify  and 
improve  the  budgeting  process  in 
a  time  of  restructure  in  the 
Church ;  to  preview  new  steward- 
ship resources;  and  to  plan  for 
the  year  ahead. 

The  stewardship  leaders 
identified  a  number  of  "positive 
factors"  which  favor  a  good 
stewardship  program.  Among  40 
factors  were:  the  fact  that  people 
are  ready  to  accept  change; 
people  are  generous;  planning 
skills  are  being  developed;  the 
Church  is  growing  in  relevance; 
and  money  is  not  a  hush-hush 
matter. 

At  the  same  time  conferrees 
listed  "negative  forces"  or 
problems,  including  poor  priority 
setting  methods  at  every  level; 
use  of  confused  terminology; 
lack  of  trust  between  church 
levels;  apathy;  and  the  fact 
ministers  are  sometimes  poor 
communicators  of  benevolence 
needs. 

The  General  Council's 
stewardship  department 
suggested  principles  and  func- 
tions for  stewardship  committees 
to  consider  as  they  move  toward 
improving  their  programs  in 
presbyteries  and  synods. 

Conference  leaders  included 
stewardship  secretary  James 
Daughdrill,  the  Rev.  and  Mrs. 
Dan  Whallon  and  the  Rev.  Kirk 
Hammond  of  Atlanta;  and  the 
Rev.  Neil  Leach  of  Charlotte  who 
served  as  conference  consultant.

ATLANTA  —  (PN)  —  Steps 
aimed  at  placing  available 
ministers  in  vacant  pulpits  and 
helping  smaller  churches  to  find 
pastors  have  been  taken  by  a 
committee  studying  the  use  of  the 
ordained  ministry  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S. 

Action  came  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Ad  Interim  Committee  on  the 
Church's  Use  of  Her  Ordained 
Ministry  March  23-24. 

The  committee  urged  the 
General  Assembly's  Committee 
studying  the  use  of  the  ordained 
ministry  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.  S. 

Action  came  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Ad  Interim  Committee  on  the 
Church's  Use  of  Her  Ordained 
Ministry  March  23-24. 

The  committee  urged  the 
General  Assembly's  Committee 
on  the  Minister  and  His  Work  to 
take  "initiatives"  to  aid  churches 
looking  for  pastors  and  ministers 
seeking  to  relocate.  The  group 
also  urged  pastors  to  take  the 
initiative  in  seeking  vacant 
pastorates. 

The  ad  interim  committee  also 
recommended  the  establishment 
of  another  ad  interim  committee 
"to  develop  strategies  for  a  fuller 
ministry  to  smaller  churches"  of 
200  members  or  less. 

During  the  two-day  meeting, 
the  ad  interim  committee  studied 


a  paper,  "To  Enable  the 
Enablers,"  by  the  Rev.  James  0. 
Speed,  Jr.,  of  Birmingham, 
Alabama,  based  on  the  findings 
of  the  Consultation  on  the 
Church's  Use  of  Her  Ordained 
Ministry,  March  2-4  at  Montreal, 
North  Carolina.  Speed  is  a 
member  of  the  committee. 

The  ad  interim  committee 
recommended  that  presbyteries. 
General  Assembly  boards  and 
agencies,  and  seminaries  study 
the  paper  and  report  findings  and 
recommendations . 

In  other  actions,  the  ad  interim 
committee  recommended  that 
the  Permanent  Theological 
Committee  study  ordination  and 
any  necessary  changes  in  the 
denomination's  Book  of  Church 
Order,  that  career  development 
centers  be  established,  and  that  a 
"call"  to  the  ministry  include 
some  type  of  continuing 
education  program  for  the 
pastor. 

William  Urch  of  Atlanta, 
executive  secretary  of  the 
General  Assembly's  Committee 
on  the  Minister  and  His  Work, 
gave  a  progress  report  to  the  ad 
interim  committee. 

The  group  will  report  to  the 
1972  General  Assembly  in 
Montreal  in  June,  and  will  meet 
there  June  16-17.

Lingle,  former  executive  vice 
president  of  Procter  and  Gamble 
and  chairman  of  Davidson's 
trustees  during  1964-70,  will 
speak  at  the  convocation. 
McConnell,  also  an  alumnus  of 
the  college,  and  now  chairman  of 
the  Communications  Satellite 
Corp.  (COMSAT),  will  speak  at 
the  luncheon  following  the 
convocation. 

A  third  address  will  be 
delivered  by  Sen.  Ervin,  a  former 
Davidson  trustee,  at  the  annual 
alumni  luncheon  April  29. 

Ervin  is  a  native  of  Morganton, 
North  Carolina,  and  a  graduate  of 
UNC  and  Harvard.  He  practiced 
law  in  Morganton  during  1922-46, 
with  terms  as  a  representative  to 
the  N.C.  General  Assembly  and 
as  a  judge  in  Burke  County. 

During  1948-54  he  was  an 
associate  justice  of  the  N.C. 
Supreme  Court,  and  since  1954 
has  been  a  U.S.  Senator.  He  has 
served  as  a  member  of  the  Senate 
committees  on  armed  services, 
government  operations,  and  the 
judiciary,  winning  national  fame 
as  chairman  of  its  subcommittee 
on  constitutional  rights. 

McConnell's  career  has 
included  the  presidencies  of  the 
National  Broadcasting  Company, 
Colgate-Palmolive-Peet  Co., 
Reynolds  Metals  Corp.  He  is  now 
chairman  of  COMSAT.

The 
Program  Committee  has 
scheduled  consideration  of  the 
standing  committee  reports  for 
9:30  a.m.  on  Wednesday  in 
plenary  session  of  the  court. 

The  composition  of  the  various 
standing  committees  groups 


together  executive  and 
permanent  committees  with 
similar  functions.

N.  C.  Council  Holds  Pastors  Conference^ 
Annual  Meeting  In  Chapel  Hill 


The  North  Carolina  Council  of 
Churches,  a  state-wide 
ecumenical  agency,  has  spoken 
out  against  any  legislative  or 
constitutional  action  to  halt 
school  busing. 

In  a  position  paper  on  schools 
and  desegregation  adopted  by  the 
Council  at  its  annual  meeting  on 
May  2  in  Chapel  Hill,  the  in- 
terdenominational body  reaf- 
firmed its  long -support  for  equal 
standing  access  to  quality 
education  for  all  races. 

"We  plead  with  officials  of  the 
state  and  those  in  positions  of 
leadership  and  power  to  lead  the 
people  of  North  Carolina  in  a  firm 
commitment  and  determination 
to  make  desegregation  work,"  it 
said. 

Although  the  paper  was 
adopted  by  a  wide  margin  of 
votes,  an  amendment  deploring 
President  Nixon's  "en- 
couragement" of  a  constitutional 
change  to  ban  busing  was  en- 
dorsed by  a  slim  margin. 

With  adoption  of  the  paper,  the 
Council  goes  on  record  as  op- 
posed to  private  schools 
established  "for  the  purpose  of 
evading  court  rulings,"  and  the 
use  of  public  funds  "in  continuing 
fights  against  desegregation  in 
the  courts." 

The  two-day  meeting  of  the 
state  Council  of  Churches  opened 
on  Monday  evening.  May  1, 
following  a  day-long  Pastor's 
Conference  which  was 
highlighted  by  discussions  with 
Dr.  Carlyle  Marney  and  Dr. 
William  B.  Oglesby.  The  informal 
gathering  offered  ministers  from 
throughout  North  Carolina  an 
opportunity  to  explore  new  in- 
sights in  the  pastoral  ministry. 
Dr.  Oglesby,  Professor  of 
Pastoral  Counseling  at  Union 
Theological  Seminary  in 
Virginia,  and  Dr.  Marney, 
Executive  Director  of 
Interpreters'  House  at  Lake 
Junaluska,  each  spoke  on  the 
vocational  quandary  of  the  parish 


minister. 

The  Rev.  George  M.  Webb, 
pastor  of  the  Shelby  Presbyterian 
Church  was  director  of  the 
Conference  and  Dr.  George  B. 
Thomas  of  the  In- 
terdenominational Theological 
Center  in  Atlanta,  was  the 
worship  leader  and  luncheon 
guest  speaker. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the 
Council  began  with  a  fellowship 
Dinner  on  the  evening  of  May  1 
and    the    regular  businesss 


meeting  began  the  next  morning. 

A  number  of  reports  and  other 
papers  were  heard  and  con- 
sidered during  the  day  including 
a  position  paper  on  welfare 
reform 

Among  the  reports  heard  were 
those  of  the  Executive  Director  of 
the  Council,  Dr.  Samuel  S.  Wiley, 
and  those  of  staff  members  W.H. 
Shipes,  Director  of  the  Migrant 
Project,  and  S.  Collins  Kilburn, 
Director  of  Christian  Social

Queens  Awards  Honorary  Degrees 


Queens  College  trustees  have 
voted  to  award  honorary  degrees 
to  Congresswoman  Martha  W. 
Griffiths,  author-educator  Sara 
Little  and  newspaper  publisher 
Tina  Hills. 

The  action  came  at  the  spring 
meeting  of  the  board,  chaired  by 
CP.  Street  of  Charlotte. 

Dr.  Little  preached  the 
baccalaureate  sermon  in  Eelk 
Chapel  on  Sunday,  May  21,  and 
Mrs.  Griffiths  delivered  the 
principal  address  at  the 
commencement  exercises  on  the 
same  day  in  Dana  Auditorium. 

Congresswoman  Griffiths,  a 
Democrat  from  Michigan,  has 
been  re-elected  to  Congress  sinoe 
1955  and  is  on  the  Ways  and 
Means  Committee.  She  is  sponsor 
of  the  Equal  Rights  Amendment 
and  has  introduced  bills  to 
alleviate  unemployment,  hunger 
and  health  problems.  One  of  her 
major  health  insurance  proposals 
is  designed  to  make  compre- 
hensive health  care  services 
available  to  all  Americans. 

A  successful  attorney,  Mrs. 
Griffiths  has  served  in  the 
Michigan  legislature  and  was  the 
first  woman  to  be  judge  and 
recorder  of  the  Detroit 
Recorder's  court. 

A  Queens  alumna  and  native  of 
Charlotte,  Dr.  Little  is  an  author, 
teacher  and  religious  educator. 


Presently,  she  is  professor  of 
Christian  Education  at  Presby- 
terian School  of  Christian 
Education  and  adjunct  professor 
of  Christian  Education  at  Union 
Theological  Seminary  in 
Virginia. 

Dr.  Little  is  a  frequent  and 
popular  speaker  and  lecturer. 
She  writes  regularly ;  among  her 
noted  books  are  Youth  World  and 
Church  and'  Learning  Together 
in  the  Christian  Fellowship. 

She  served  as  assistant  to  the 
Regional  Director  of  Christian 
Education  in  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  before  joining  the 
faculty  at  P.S.C.E. 

Mrs.  Hills,  one  of  the  few 
women  newspaper  publishers  in 
the  Western  Hemisphere,  has 
been  active  in  promoting  inter- 
American  cooperation  and 
understanding. 

Since  her  1963  marriage  to  Lee 
Hills,  president  of  Knight 
Newspaper  (which  includes  the 
(Charlotte  News  and  Charlotte 
Observer),  Mrs.  Hills  has  been  a 
frequent  visitor  to  North 
Carolina. 

Born  in  Italy,  Mrs.  Hills,  came 
to  New  York  with  her  parents 
when  she  was  14.  She  married 
Angel  Ramos,  owner  and 
publisher  of  El  Mundo,  After  his 
death  in  1960,  she  took  his  place 
as  active  director  of  his  business 
enterprises.

Presbyterian  Home  Board  Hears  '72 
Highlights,  Approves  Budget 


As  preparations  for  the  11th 
General  Assembly  are  complet- 
ed, four  candidates  for  modera- 
tor remain. 

When  the  General  Assembly 
convenes  in  Montreal  on  June  11, 
one  of  the  first  items  of  business 
will  be  the  election  of  the 
moderator. 

Two  medical  doctors,  a 
journalism  professor,  and  a 
former  seminary  president  are  in 
contention  for  the  highest  office 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S. 

NORTON 
Dr.  Joseph  A.  Norton,  a 
practicing  radiologist  and  a 
ruling  elder  in  the  Westover  Hills 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Little 
Rock,  Arkansas,  has  been 
endorsed  by  Ozarks-Union 
Presbytery  for  the  position. 

Norton  has  served  the  Church 
as  a  leader  in  men's  work  and  as 
a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Christian  Education  and  the 
Assembly's  Permanent 
Nominating  Committee. 

BELL 

Dr.  L.  Nelson  Bell  of  Montreat, 
North  Carolina,  will  also  be  a 
candidate  for  moderator. 

Dr.  Bell,  a  retired  medical 
missionary  to  China,  has  served 
the  Church  as  a  member  of  the 


Former  Secretary  of  State 
Dean  Rusk,  Dr.  Warner  Hall  of 
Charlotte,  Walter  Lingle,  Jr.,  of 
Cincinnati,  and  Lunsford 
Richardson,  Jr.,  of  New  York 
have  been  elected  the  first 
members  at-large  of  Davidson 
College's  board  of  trustees. 

Two  Presbyterian  ministers 
and  a  Sanford  lawyer  also  have 
been  named  members  of  the  42- 
man  board  by  their  North 
Carolina  presbyteries. 

Under  the  board's  new  by-laws 
and  structure,  eight  trustees, 
four  of  whom  must  be  alumni,  are 
to  be  elected  members  at-large 
by  the  board. 

Lingle,  who  was  chairman  of 
Davidson's  trustees  in  1964-70, 
was  elected  for  three  more  years. 
He  has  also  been  ex  officio 
member  of  the  board  in  1971-72  as 
president  of  the  college's  Alumni 
Association.  The  1928  alumnus  is 
a  business  consultant  in 
Cincinnati  and  was  formerly 
executive  vice-president  of 
Procter  and  "Gamble.  He  was 
awarded  the  LL.D.  degree  by  his 
alma  mater  in  April. 

Hall,  who  has  been  chairman  of 
the  trustees  since  1970  and  whose 
term  expired  this  spring,  has 
been  elected  for  four  more  years. 
He  was  also  re-elected  chairman 
of  the  board  for  one  additional 
year.  Hall  is  executive  director  of 
the  Presbyterian  Foundation, 
Inc.,  headquartered  in  Charlotte, 
and  was  formerly  pastor  of 
Charlotte's  Covenant 
Presbyterian  Church. 

Rusk,  a  1931  alumnus  now 
teaching  at  the  University  of 
Georgia,  was  elected  for  one  year 
with  the  stipulation  that  he  then 
be  re-elected  for  a  full  four -year 
term.  Rusk  studied  at  Oxford 
University  as  a  Rhodes  Scholar  in 
1931-34,  earning  B.S.  and  M.A. 
degrees.  He  taught  at  Mills 
College  in  1934-40,  joined  the 
State  Department  in  1946,  and 
was  Secretary  of  State  in  1961-69.

Dr.  David  L.  Stitt,  until 
recently  the  president  of  Austin 
Presbyterian  Theological 
Seminary  in  Austin,  Texas,  has 
been  endorsed  by  East  Texas 
Presbytery  for  moderator. 

Dr.  Stitt,  who  is  now  serving  as 
associate  pastor  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Houston, 
has  been  active  at  every  level  of 
the  Church.  Presently,  he  is 
serving  as  the  chairman  of  the 
Board  of  World  Missions. 


He  was  president  of  the 
Rockefeller  Foundation  in  1952- 
60. 

Richardson,  of  the  Class  of 
1945,  was  elected  for  two  years 
with  the  stipulation  that  he  then 
be  elected  for  an  additional  four- 
year  term.  He  is  treasurer  of  the 
Richardson -Merrell  Co.  of  New 
York,  manufacturer  of  Vicks 
products  and  other 
pharmaceuticals.  The 
Richardson  family  has  long  been 
close  to  Davidson.  Richardson 
Dormitory  and  Richardson  Field 
are  among  the  facilities  and 
programs  that  bear  the  family 
name. 

Four  additional  at-large 
members  will  be  elected  in  1973. 

Joining  the  board  as 
representatives  of  Fayetteville 
Presbytery  for  four-year  terms 
are  the  Rev.  William  F.  Long  and 
Woodrow  W.  Seymour. 

Long  is  a  1949  alumnus  of 
Davidson  with  a  J.D.  from  UNC 
Law  School  (1952)  and  a  B.D. 
from  Union  Theological 
Seminary  (1958).  He  is  pastor  of 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Hamlet,  North  Carolina,  and  has 
served  churches  in  Mocksville 
and  Gastonia,  North  Carolina.

The  largest  operating  budget  in 
the  twenty  year  history  of  the 
Presbyterian  Home  in  High  Point 
was  recently  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees. 

The  Board  approved  the 
amount  of  $1,163,000  during  its 
annual  meeting  at  the 
Presbyterian  Home  in  High  Point 
on  April  19. 

The  president  of  the  board, 
W.H.  Sullivan,  Jr.,  of  Greensboro 
reported  to  the  trustees  some  of 
the  highlights  of  1971.  He 
reported  that  two  donors  made 
contributions  to  the  Home 
totaling  $75,000  which  was  used  to 
create  an  endowment  fund  and 
added  that  other  contributions 
have  increased  this  fund  by 
$11,000. 

Mr.  Sullivan^  also  reported  on 
the  creation  of  the  "Mary  White 
Trust"  under  the  will  of 
Katherine  D.  White  in  the  amount 
of  $323,000.  The  trust  is  to  be 
managed  by  Wachovia  Bank  and 
Trust  Company  for  fifty  years 
with  income  to  be  paid  to  the 
Home  semi-annually. 

The  trustees  learned  that 
Presbyterian  Home  received 
$101,791  during  1971  from  wills 
and  bequests,  the  largest  amount 
every  received  by  the  home. 


Seymour,  a  1933  graduate  who 
also  attended  UNC  Law  School,  is 
a  lawyer  in  Sanford,  North 
Carolina,  and  an  elder  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  there. 
He  was  Sanford's  city  attorney  in 
1947-53  and  judge  of  the  Lee 
County  Court  in  1956-68.  In  1947  he 
served  in  the  North  Carolina 
General  Assembly. 

Elected  from  Wilmington 
Presbytery  for  four  years  is  the 
Rev.  Joseph  G.  Morrison  of  the 
Class  of  33.  He  obtained  a  B.D. 
from  Union  Theological 
Seminary  in  1936  and  served  as  a 
chaplain  in  the  U.S.  Air  Force 
during  World  War  II.  The  former 
pastor  of  the  Ronceverte  (West 
Virginia)  Presbyterian  Church, 
he  now  serves  the  Wallace 
Presbyterian  Church,  North 
Carolina.  He  is  the  great -great- 
grandson  of  Davidson's  first 
president.  Dr.  Robert  Hall 
Morrison. 

In  addition  to  Dr.  Hall's  re- 
election as  chairman.  Dr.  J. 
Dickson  Phillips,  dean  of  the 
UNC  Law  School,  was  re-elected 
vice  chairman,  and  Charlotte 
attorney  William  F.  Mullis  was 
re-elected  secretary  of  the  board.

Mr.  R.A.  Short,  executive 
director  of  the  Home,  reported  to 
the  board  that  237  persons  were 
served  by  the  Home  during  1971, 
and  that  presently  220  persons 
were  in  residence.  With  the 
completion  of  18  apartments  in 
early  May,  the  Home's  capacity 
will  be  increased  to  250  persons.

The  problems  that  arise  as 
people  get  older  are  becoming 
increasingly  more  apparent. 

In  mid-April,  the  Homes 
Committee  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  sponsored  a  series  of 
five  regional  seminars  aimed  at 
helping  local  churches  discover 
specific  ways  of  ministering  to 
elderly  people  in  their  own 
communities. 

The  five  seminars,  held  in 
Kinston,  Raleigh,  Greensboro, 
Charlotte,  and  Hickory  during 
the  week  of^  April  10-14 
were  key  noted  by  Dr. 
Gordon  A.  Hanson,  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  Division  of 
Homes  and  Health  of  the 
Presbyterian  Board  of  National 
Ministries  in  Atlanta. 

Following  the  key-note  ad- 
dress, experts  in  the  field  of  aging 
and  other  resource  persons 
discussed  a  variety  of  subjects  of 
immediate  concern  in  developing

ministries  to  the  elderly.  Among 
the  topics  discussed  were 
education  and  training,  Services 
for  the  elderly  in  and  away  from 
their  own  homes,  recreation,  and 
spiritual  well-being. 

The  main  thrust  ot  each  oi  tne 
five  seminars  was  identifing 
specific  ways  that  local  churches 
can  minister  to  the  elderly.  In  the 
afternoon  small  group 
discussions,  the  participants 
considered  the  steps  that  could  be 
taken  immediately.  Working  with 
the  resource  leaders,  each  group 
was  assigned  the  task  of  making 
concrete  suggestions. 

The  Rev.  Albert  E.  Dimmock, 
chairman  of  the  special  com- 
mittee which  planned  the 
regional  seminars,  has  compiled 
a  synopsis  of  comments  made 
during  the  panel  discussions  and 
the  "how  to"  ideas  for  local 
churches  growing  out  of  the  small 
group  discussions. 


Brownson  Memorial  Honors 
Founding  Pastor  And  His  Wife 


DR.  GORDON  A.  HANSON  (key-note  speaker  at  each  of  the 
seminars). 

"Today's  aging  phenomenon  is  probably  one  of  the  most  significant 
developments  in  2000  years.  In  1900  there  were  only  three  million  people 
over  65  in  the  whole  of  the  United  States.  Today  there  are  about  twenty 
million,  and  although  the  whole  population  has  increased,  the 
proportion  of  older  people  is  nearly  three  times  as  much  as  it  was.  In- 
stead of  1  in  30over  65,  we  now  have  1  in  10." 

"It  is  of  little  value  to  have  health  care  services  available  when  they 
are  not  accessible  to  the  older  person.  Many  of  our  elderly  no  longer 
drive  an  automobile  because  of  physical  or  mental  impairment,  or 
because  they  cannot  afford  the  luxury  of  a  car.  When  illness  strikes, 
whether  it  cronic  or  acute,  getting  to  a  hospital,  clinic  or  doctor's  office 
is  no  easy  undertaking." 

"The  Church  has  a  responsibility  to  conduct  a  ministry  for  and  to  the 
aging-also  with  and  by  the  aging.  There  are  many  things  older  people 
can  do  in  the  church  and  community  and  most  are  only  too  willing  to 
help. .  .God's  call  to  the  church  is  to  a  ministry  of  reconciliation  which  is 
relevant  for  our  times.  A  ministry  for  the  aging  is  an  inseparable  part  of 
the  total  mission  of  reconciliation  entrusted  to  the  church." 

MISS  NANCY  HALL  (the  Graduate  School  of  Social  Work,  UNC, 
Chapel  Hill)  at  the  Raleigh  and  Greensboro  seminars. 

"We  are  a  youth  oriented,  production  minded  society.  We  equate  self 
worth  with  earning  power.  For  the  most  part  we  value  the  young  and  the 
new  in  life.  And  what  does  this  cause  us  to  do-deny  aging,  try  to  cover 
up  any  signs  that  we  are  changing.  One  theory  is  that  much  of  the 
behavior  and  attitudes  of  aging  persons  is  not  so  much  the  result  of  the 
aging  process  itself,  but  what  society  has  forced  upon  the  elderly." 

MISS  LAURA  HOWELL  (Supervisor  of  Adult  Services,  Department 
of  Social  Services,  Mecklenburg  County)  at  the  Charlotte  seminar.

After  determining  the  needs  of  the 
community,  the  group  opened  a  school  with  classes  from  9  a.m.  until  12, 
followed  by  lunch  prepared  at  low  cost  by  the  Women  of  the  Church. 
Following  lunch  there  is  a  town  hall  type  meeting  on  a  topic  of  interest 
or  with  a  speaker.  Classes  included  the  Bible,  investments,  travel, 
music,  and  other  topics  of  interest.  Two  hundred  and  seventy  elderly 
people  registered  for  the  first  semester  and  in  1965  the  number  was 
700."

Albemarle  Planning  Groups  Holds 
District  Meetings,  Identifies  Needs 


According  to  the  Planning 
Management  Group  of 
Albemarje  Presbytery,  personal 
commitment  is  the  greatest  need 
in  the  Church  today. 

Members  of  Albemarle 
Presbytery  heard  the  report  of 
the  Planning  Management  Group 
during  the  April  18  meeting  of 
Presbytery  and  learned  that  a 
series  of  district  meetings 
sponsored  by  the  planning  group 
had  identified  and  listed  in  order 
of  importance  a  number  of  needs 
in  the  church. 

Representatives  from  40 
churches  in  the  four  districts  of 
Albemarle  Presbytery  met  in  a 
series  of  meetings  and  indentified 
a  total  of  27  areas  of  need. 

During  the  second  series  of 
meetings  held  in  March  in  each  of 
the  four  districts,  participants 
studied  the  list  of  27  areas  of  need 
and  arranged  the  needs  in  order 
of  importance. 

Ten  Greatest  Needs 
The  ten  greatest  needs 
identified  by  participants  in  the 
four  district  meetings  included 
(1)  need  for  personal 
commitment;  (2)  programs  to 
increase  attendance  at  church 
school  and  worship;  (3)  Bible 
study  for  youth ;  (4)  promotion  of 
family  life;  (5)  Christian 
education  assistance;  (6)  new 
approaches  to  church  school 
literature,  youth  programs,  and 
the  camping  program;  (7) 
improved  pastoral  placement ; 
(8)  improved  ways  of  relating 
church  tradition  to  youth;  (9) 
improved  programs  for  young 
adults  and  (10)  leadership 
development  in  Christian 
education,  stewardship  officer 
training,  evangelism.  Another 
area  receiving  high  rating  is  the 
involvement  of  the  Church  in  the 
community. 

The  Planning  Management 
Group  reported  that  the  next  step 
in  the  planning  process  will  be 


meetings  among  small  cluster 
groups  of  churches  to  study  the 
list  of  identified  needs  and  to 
consider  ways  of  implementing 
remedies.  Out  of  these  cluster 
group  meetings,  it  is  hoped  that 
goals  for  1973,  1974,  and  1975  can 
be  established.  The  meetings  of 
churches  will  be  held  in  May  and 
June. 

The  Commission  on  the 
Minister  and  His  Work,  at  the 
request  of  the  Synod's 
Committee,  has  selected  the 
Plymouth  Presbyterian  Church 
to  serve  as  a  pilot  church  in  a 
goal-setting  and  planning  process 
similar  to  what  is  being  done  on 
the  Presbytery  level. 

One  church  in  each  Presbytery 
in  the  Synod  will  serve  as  a  pilot 
church  in  planning  and  goal 
setting  and  from  these  several 
pilot  projects,  a  model  for 
planning  and  goal  setting  will  be 
designed  for  all  churches  in  the 
synod.  The  Board  of  National 
Ministries  will  develop 
instruments  for  helping  churches 
follow  through  on  this  planning. 

The  First  Church,  Goldsboro,  is 
voluntarily   entering   into  a 


similar  planning  project,  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  other  churches 
in  the  presbytery  will  do  likewise. 

Among  other  reports  heard 
during  the  meeting  of  Albemarle 
Presbytery  which  met  at  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Kinston  were  the  reports  of  the 
Presbytery  Council,  Church 
Extension,  and  Christian 
Education.

(Sychar),  Samaria,  Jericho, 
Jerusalem,  Bethlehem,  Megiddo, 
Caesarea,  Jaffa,  and  Haifa.

RICHMOND,  VA.— (PN)— An 
appeal  has  been  made  to 
members  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.  S.  to  urge 
President  Nixon  and  the 
Congress  to  declare  that  the  U.  S. 
government  will  stop  supplying 
military  forces  or  aid  for  the  war 
in  Indochina  by  the  end  of  1972. 
The  petition  came  in  a  statement 
issued  jointly  by  the.  Council  on 
Church  and  Society  and  Dr.  Ben 
Lacy  Rose  of  Richmond, 
moderator  of  the  General 
Assembly. 

It  was  approved  by  members  of 
the  council  for  release  on  May  1. 
Mrs.  Thomas  H.  Grafton  of 
Staunton,  Va.,  is  chairman  of  the 
council  and  the  Rev.  George  A. 
Chauncey  is  administrative 
officer  of  the  Richmond-based 
unit,  housed  under  the  denomina- 
tion's Board  of  Christian 
Education. 

The  statement  declares: 
"Mindful  as  we  are  of  our 
government's  commitment  to  the 
Saigon  regime,  we  believe  that 
the  time  has  come  for  our 
government  to  recognize  that  the 
death  and  destruction  we  have 
caused  in  fulfilling  that 
commitment  are  so  vast  that  the 
moral  imperative  to  stop  the 
killing  outweighs  the  moral  claim 
of  the  initial  pledge  itself.  We 
realize  that  it  is  not  within  the 
power  of  our  government  alone  to 
stop  the  killing  in  Indochina. 
However,  it  is  within  our 
government's  power  to  stop  our 
part  in  the  killing.  It  is  precisely 
that  which  we  believe  our 
government  ought  to  do  now."

anguish  over  the  war  in  Vietnam. 

"Despite  the  moral  anguish 
expressed  by  our  church,  many 
other  major  religious  groups,  and 
millions  of  private  citizens,  the 
war  goes  on  and  the  killing 
continues.  In  recent  weeks  the 
war  has  escalated. 

"We  are  profoundly  distressed 
by  this  recent  escalation.  We 
realize  that  it  takes  two  to  fight, 
and  two  to  negotiate.  Moreover, 
we  recognize  that  the  United 
States  through  four  adminis- 
trations has  pledged  its  support 
to  the  Saigon  regime,  and  that  the 
pledge  of  a  great  power  to  a 
people  dependent  on  it  is  not  to  be 
dismissed  lightly.  Yet  we 
observe  with  dismay  that  in  the 
fulfillment  of  this  pledge  our 
government  has  -  in  the  past 
three  years  alone-assembled 
and  let  loose  on  Vietnam, 
Cambodia,  and  Laos  more 
devastation  from  the  sky  than  it 
released  in  all  areas  during 
World  War  II  and  the  Korean  War 
combined;  and  has  in  the  past 
few  weeks  intensified  this 
already  unprecedented  bom- 


bardment." 

In  a  concise,  three  fold  plea, 
along  with  the  request  for 
Presbyterians  to  urge  a  halt  to 
military  aid,  the  statement  asks 
the  960,000  constituents  of  the 
Church  to  offer  prayers  for  peace 
at  every  worship  service,  request 
Sessions  to  .  open  their 
church  for  daily  prayers  for 
peace,  and  to  join  with  other 
churches  and  religious  groups  in 
their  communities  in  sponsoring 
ecumenical  services  for  peace. 

It  also  appeals  to 
Presbyterians  to  give  funds  for 
the  relief  of  all  victims  of  the  war 
in  Indochina  as  part  of  the 
denominational  Special  Offering 
for  Overseas  Relief.  The  funds 
are  to  be  earmarked  for 
Indochinese  war  victims  and  sent 
to  the  Board  of  World  Missions  at 
Nashville,  Tennessee. 

The  statement  will  be  included 
in  a  "peace  packet"  of  resources 
which  the  council  will  mail  to  all 
ministers  and  directors  of 
Christian  education  within  the 
next  few  weeks. 


Non-Metropolitan  Churches 
Subject  Of  Pilot  Workshop 


LOUISVILLE  —  (PN)  —  Six 
North  Carolina  churchmen  from 
Orange  Presbytery  joined 
eighteen  pastors  and  laymen 
from  three  other  presbyteries  in 
a  pilot  workshop  on  Non- 
Metropolitan  Churches  at 
Louisville  Presbyterian 
Theological  Seminary  May  7-10. 

Sponsored  by  the  Board  of 
National  Ministries,  the 
workshop  brought  together 
persons  from  different  areas  and 
with  fairly  varied  viewpoints  who 
share  a  good  understanding  of  the 
problems  of  the  non-metro 
church,  coupled  with  an  abiding 
concern  for  its  future. 

The  Rev.  A.E.  Dimmock  of 
Raleigh,  the  Rev.  David  Garrison 
of  Wendell,  Dwight  Cranford  of 
Roanoke  Rapids,  the  Rev.  Harold 
Waldruff  of  Madison,  Vernon 
Grimes  of  Stoneville,  and  the 
Rev.  James  J.  Watkins  of  High 
Point  worked  with  represen- 
tatives from  Abingdon, 
Greenbrier  and  Hanover 
Presbyteries  in  exploring  a 
variety  of  concerns. 

"What  is  the  role  (mission)  of 


the  small,  usually  rural  church  in 
a  big-city-oriented  society?" 
"How  does  the  non-metro  church 
adequately  relate  to  its  own 
community?"  "How  does  it 
achieve  its  denominational  and 
ecumenical  potential?"  "How 
does  it  go  about  strategizing  for 
the  future?"  These  were  a  few  of 
the  concerns  discussed  during  the 
workshop. 

The  planners  of  the  four -day 
event  hope  that  the  open-ended 
meeting  will  enable  participants 
to  develop  directions  they  deem 
viable  for  the  needs  of  their 
areas. 

The  participants  worked  on 
specific  plans  that  will  help 
presbyteries  relate  more  closely 
with  non-metro  churches,  which 
often  feel  outside  of  the  main- 
stream of  denominational  life.

Davidson  College  To  Become  Coed 


UTS  Observes  Annual  Awards  Day; 
Gives  Fellowships,  Awards,  Gifts 


Davidson  College,  a  liberal  arts 
college  for  men  since  1837,  will 
become  coeducational  this  fall. 

Davidson's  trustees  voted 
unanimously  on  Friday,  May  5,  to 
"approve  the  principle  of  co- 
education and  direct  the 
president  to  proceed  on  the  basis 
of  a  plan  outlined  in  the  Report  of 
Co-Education  recommended  by 
the  faculty,  provided  that  the 
plan  is  recognized  as  a  set  of 
projections  and  possible  goals 
rather  than  a  detailed  blueprint 
of  commitments." 

Sophomores  And  Juniors 

The  Report  of  Coeducation 
calls  for  the  admission  of 
sophomore  and  junior  women 
transfer  students  for  the  fall  of 
1972,  and  freshman  women  for 


Plan  Offered 
For  Financing 

Restructure 


ATLANTA  —  (FN)  —  The 
Presbyterian  U.S.  General 
Assembly  will  be  asked  to  require 
existing  denominational  boards 
and  agencies  to  pay  at  least  half 
the  transition  cost  of  restructure. 

Remainder  of  the  transitional 
cost  would  come  from  a  special 
per  capita  assessment. 

Dr.  William  J.  Fogleman  of 
Houston,  Texas,  chairman  of  the 
Church's  Ad  Interim  Committee 
on  Restructuring  Boards  and 
Agencies,  explained  that  the 
request  will  be  forwarded  to  the 
Standing  Committee  on  the 
General  Council  at  the  General 
Assembly  as  an  alternative  to 
the  pending  proposal.  The 
Assembly  will  meet  in  June  at 
Montreat,  North  Carolina. 

The  Permanent  Committee  on 
Assembly  Operation  had 
recommended  that  all  of  the 
transition  funds  come  from  a 
special  assessment  to  raise 
$106,150  for  the  remainder  of  1972 
and  $378,600  for  1973.  Figured  on 
the  basis  of  955,000  communicant 
members,  the  special  assessment 
would  amount  to  11  cents  per 
capita  for  1972  and  39.6  cents  for 
1973.  If  the  General  Assembly 
approves  the  plan  of  restructure, 
the  transition  would  start  in  July. 
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the  fall  of  1973  and  thereafter.  An 
upper  limit  of  500  women  is 
projected  for  1981,  with  the 
enrollment  of  men  remaining  at 
1,000. 

The  trustees  also  directed 
President  Samuel  R.  Spencer, 
Jr.,  "to  report  annually  the 
progress  of  coeducation  in  - 
relation  to  the  (enrollment) 
projections." 

"These  projections  do  not 
require  major  commitments  at 
the  outset,"  noted  trustee 
chairman  Dr.  Warner  Hall  of 
Charlotte.  "For  the  first  couple  of 
years  we  will  be  using  existing 
facilities.  If  the  way  is  clear  and 
coeducation  works  out  as 
planned,  the  college  can  go  on  to 
enroll  up  to  500  women  in  the 
years  to  come." 

First  Two  Years 

For  the  first  two  years  of 
coeducation,  women  will  be 
housed  in  air-conditioned  Little 
Dormitory  and  in  the  Grey 
House,  a  former  faculty 
residence  converted  to  a 
women's    residence    for  an 


exchange  program  between 
Davidson  and  several  women's 
colleges.  During  each  of  the  past 
two  years  that  exchange 
program  has  brought  a  dozen 
women  to  the  campus  for  their 
junior  year  from  Hollins,  Sweet 
Briar,  Mary  Baldwin,  Randolph- 
Macon  and  Queens.  About  30  are 
expected  on  the  exchanges  for 
1972-73. 

New  Facilities 

The  college  plans  to  "move 
quickly,"  according  to  President 
Spencer,  to  investigate  its 
chances  of  securing  low-interest 
federal  loans  to  build  new 
women's  residence  facilities  by 
the  fall  of  1974,  which  would  be 
paid  for  by  room  rent  in  the 
coming  years. 

The  college  plans  no.  basic 
changes  in  its  admission 
standards  or  in  its  highly-rated 
liberal  arts  curriculum. 

Davidson  College  is  one  of  four 
educational  institutions  whose 
work  is  supported  by  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina.

Moderator  Believes  Movement  Subsiding 


FLORENCE,  ALA.— (PN)— "I 
believe  that  the  movement 
toward  schism  (in  the  Church)  is 
somewhat  running  out  of  steam," 
Dr.  Ben  Lacy  Rose  of  Richmond, 
Virginia,  moderator  of  the 
General  Assembly  of 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.,  told 
the  denomination's  Board  of 
World  Mission. 

On  a  note  of  optimism  about 
possible  subsiding  activity 
toward  division  in  the 
denomination,  the  moderator 
expressed  his  belief  that 
individuals  and  groups  who  have 
been  working  toward  schism 
have  lost  followers.  "I  believe 
that  these  persons  have  done  us  a 
favor  in  a  sense  because  they 
have  forced  many  people  to 
decide  whether  they  will  suffer 
the  ills  they  have  or  fly  to  others 


they  know  not  of.  And  I  think  a 
great  majority  of  them  are 
deciding  that  they  can  stand  the 
ark,  with  all  its  stink  and  strife 
more  than  they  can  stand  the 
leaky  lifeboat  that  is  being  given 
to  them  by  the  secession." 

Dr.  Rose  said  it  is  his  opinion 
that  the  deepest  division  in  the 
Church  today  is  not  between 
those  on  one  hand  who  believe 
certain  doctrines  and  those  on  the 
other  hand  who  do  not  believe 
those  doctrines  but  between  those 
who  are  "motivated  by  faith  and 
those  who  are  motivated  by 
fear." 

"One  of  the  issues  facing  the 
Church"  he  said,  "is  whether  we 
will  spend  our  energy  seeking  to 
maintain  the  status  quo  or 
whether  we  spend  our  energy 
dreaming  dreams  and  seeking  to

Chairman  Announces 
$6 Million  Campaign  Goal 


A  $6  million  goal  in  the  joint 
capital  fund  raising  campaign  for 
Queens  College  in  Charlotte  and 
Davidson  College  in  Davidson 
was  announced  June  7.  Charlotte 
banker  Graeme  M.  Keith, 
general  chairman  of  the  Queens- 
Davidson  Fund,  named  the  goal 
in  a  progress  report  to  the  159th 
Annual  Session  of  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina, 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.

The  goal  was  "established 
after  a  thorough  evaluation  of 
potential  from  individuals, 
foundations,  corporations  and 
members  of  Synod,"  Keith  said.

Four  hundred  fifty  com- 
missioners (voting  delegates), 
gathered  June  11  at  Montreat  for 
the  meeting  of  the  General 
Assembly. 

Varying  views  are  expected  to 
develop  over  proposals  urging  an

A  proposed  new  method  of 
providing  denominational  sup- 
port for  the  National  Council  and 
World  Council  of  Churches  has 
sparked  controversy.  The  plan 
provides  for  funding  only  from 
contributions  from  indivduals

Another  petition  asks 
authorization  for  a  constitutional 
change  to  permit  union  synods 
with  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.S.A.  Present 
authority  is  limited  to  union 
churches  and  presbyteries. 

Still  other  proposals  would 
eliminate  the  synod  as  a  court  of 
the  church. 

An  appeal  for  assistance  from 
Pope  Paul  in  dealing  with  the 
population  crisis  in  contained  in 
a  petition  that  calls  overpopu- 
lation "one  of  the  root  causes  of 
...  poverty,  hunger,  starvation, 
illness,  unemployment,  crime, 
social  tensions  and  decay  of  the 
environment." 

It  proposes  appealing  "directly 
and  in  person  to  the  Pope  of  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church, 
requesting  him  to  help  us  deal 
with  this  urgent  problem..." 

For  the  first  time  since  1966 
when  the  denomination  became  a 
participant  in  the  Consultation  on 
Church  Union,  there  are  no 
overtures  calling  for  withdrawal. 
However,  resolutions  asking 
withdrawal  are  expected  to  be 
introduced  by  individual 
commissoners  in  light  of  the 
United  Presbyterian  General 
Assembly's  recent  decision  to 
discontinue  participation  in 
COCU. 

Progress  Reports 
Commissioners  will  hear 
progress  reports  from  the  special 
committees  drafting  a  new 
Confession  of  Faith  and 
conducting  union  conversations 
with  the  United  Presbyterian.

Participants  in  the  April  Seminars  on  Aging  sponsored  by  Synod's 
Homes  Committee  outlined  a  variety  of  services  to  the  elderly  possible 
for  local  congregations. 

Among  the  many  ideas  discussed  were  services  to  the  elderly  in  the 
community  who  live  in  their  own  homes. 

1.  Meals  on  Wheels 

Prepare  meals  in  the  church  kitchen  and  deliver  them  to  the  at-home 
elderly.  One  good  meal  per  day  could  enable  someone  to  remain  in  their 
home  awhile  longer. 

2.  Day  Care  Center  for  the  Elderly 

Provide  facilities  and  personnel  for  day-time  care  of  elderly. 

3.  "Understanding  Grandparent"  Tutoring  Program 

Set  up  a  tutoring  program  for  children  who  need  an  understanding 
grandparent. 

4.  Contact  and  refusal 

Search  out  isolated  and  incapacitated  elderly  people  and  establish 
contact  with  proper  service  agencies. 

5.  Telephone  reassurance 

Establish  regular  calhng  service  to  end  isolation  for  lonely  elderly 
people. 

6.  Conduct  sewing  or  craft  classes 

Many  elderly  people  need  recreational  and  educational  opportunities. 

7.  Transportation  service 

Lack  of  transportation  is  a  major  cause  of  isolation  and  loneliness  for 
at-home  elderly. 

8.  Repairs  on  Wheels 

Small  repairs  are  big  problems  for  many  elderly  people

More  than  700  Presbyterian 
ministers  and  ruling  elders 
gathered  together  June  6-7  in 
Charlotte  for  the  159th  session  of 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina. 

Church  leaders  representing 
the  154,000  Presbyterians  in  the 
Synod  met  on  the  campus  of 
Queens  College  for  the  two-day 
annual  meeting  which  featured  a 
balance  between  educational  and 
inspirational  aspects  and  the 
regular  business. 

Moderator  Elected 

Synod  was  called  to  order  at 
11:00  a.m.  on  June  6  in  the  Belk 
Chapel  by  the  Rev.  Joseph  M. 
Garrison.  Dr.  Garrison  was  the 
last  Moderator  present  and  held 
the  chair  until  a  new  Moderator 
was  chosen. 

The  Moderator-Nominee,  the 
Rev.  John  Mack  Walker,  Jr.,  of

Following  the  election  of  the 
new  Moderator,  the  host  in- 
stitution.

Cannon  spoke  for 
the  College. 

Worship  Service 

Dr.  John  E.  Smylie,  President 
of  the  host  institution,  preached 
the  sermon  during  the  opening 
worship  service  and  the 
Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper 
was  led  by  the  Rev.  James  E. 
Fogartie  and  the  Rev.  Eugene  L. 
Daniel.  Jr. 

At  2:00  p.m.,  following  lunch  in 
the  college  cafeteria,  the  af- 
ternoon session  got  underway  in 
the  E.H.  Little  Fine  Arts  Center. 

Among  the  special  guests 
recognized  during  the  2:00 
Special  Order  was  Mrs.  Walter  S. 
Stone  of  Stoneville.  Mrs.  Stone, 
President  of  the  Women  of  the 
Church  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina,  was  presented  a 
corsage  and  was  given  an  op- 
portunity to  address  the 
delegates. 

Mr.  LaFontine  Odom, 
President  of  the  Men  of  the 
Church  of  the  Synod  spoke  to  the 
delegates  about  the  Synod's 
Men's  Conference  scheduled  for 
June  16-18  in  Montreat. 

Dr.  Robert  Turner,  Regional 
Director  of  Christian  Education 
for  the  Synod,  presented  the  book 
store  operated  by  the  Synod  and 
remarked  on  the  variety  of  titles 
available. 

Mr.  Halbert  Jones  of  Laurin- 
burg  presented  a  report  from 
Synod  "B"  committees.

Synod  of  North  Carolina  has  the 
most  comprehensive  regional 
program  in  the  church.  It  has 
developed  a  resourcing  system 
for  education,  media,  com- 
munication, campus  ministry, 
and  church  extension.  Further, 
its  ministries  for  children, 
families,  and  the  aged  are  models 
for  the  denomination,  and  the 
support  of  its  educational  and 
theological  institutions  are  both 
substantial  and  responsive. 
Surely  North  Carolina  has  a 
responsibility  to  lead  the  church 
to  a  proper  understanding  of  the 
role  of  the  regional  judicatory." 

Standing  Committees 

The  Program  Committee  of 
Synod  designed  a  new  format  for 
the  1972  meeting  utilizing  stan- 
ding committees.  Under  the  new 
format,  each  delegate  to  Synod 
was  assigned  to  one  of  seven 
standing  committees.  Each  of  the 
committees  met  on  Tuesday 
afternoon  to  hear  reports  of  two 
or  in  some  cases  three  of  Synod's 
executive  and  permanent 
committees.  The  standing 
committees  heard  the  reports 
and  recommendations  of  the 
committees  assigned  to  it  and 
then  prepared  their  own 
recommendations  to  the  Synod. 

The  Program  Committee 
designed  a  new  format  to 
facilitate  more  participation  of 
each  delegate  and  to  reduce  the 
number  of  reports  made  to  the 
whole  body. 

Beginning  at  2:30,  the  standing 
committees  met  until  5:30.  The 
deliberations   in   some  of  the

recess  until  after  6:00. 


Evangelism  Emphasis 
The  Tuesday  evening  session 
was,  for  many,  a  highlight  of  the 
two-day  meeting.  The  unusiial 
program,  planned  by  the 
Program  Committee  and  Synod's 
Committee  on  Church  Extension, 
was  a  presentation  of  the 
Denominational  Emphasis  on 
Evangelism. 

The  Rev.  J.  Murphy  Smith  of 
New  Bern,  Chairman  of  the 
Church  Extension  Committee, 
presided  during  the  two  hour 
program. 

The  Board  of  World  Missions 
opened  the  program  with  a  multi- 
media presentation  entitled  "Into 
All  The  World  in  Every  Tongue." 
The  impressive  and  informative 
presentation  set  the  mood  for  the 
remainder  of  the  evening 
program.

Dr.  John  Prichard  of  the 
Division  of  Interpretation  of  the 
World  Missions  Board  addressed 
the  delegates  in  the  absence  of 
Dr.  T.  Watson  Street. 

Following  the  World  Missions 
presentation,  a  film  entitled 
"Together  in  Evangelism"  was 
shown.  The  film,  presenting  the 
"Key  73"  theme,  was  produced 
by  the  Board  of  National 
Ministries.  The  Board  is 
responsible  for  the  coordination 
and  planning  of  the 
denomination's  three-year 
emphasis  on  evangelism. 

In  the  absence  of  Dr.  John 
Anderson,  Executive  Secretary 
of  the  National  Ministries  Board, 
the  Rev.  John  R.  Smith,  a  BNM 
staff  member,  addressed  Synod 
on  "Key  73"  and  the  evangelism 
emphasis. 

"Key  73"  is  a  joint  evangelism 
effort  of  several  denominations 
which  will  provide  churches 
direction  and  materials  as  they 


plan  for  evangelism  efforts  in 
1973.  "Key  73"  offers  no  specific 
program  but  will  assist  any  in- 
terested church  in  pursuing  its 
own  style  and  method  of 
evangelism. 

The  Rev.  Charles  M.  Olsen, 
Board  of  National  Ministries,  led 
the  delegates  in  discussion  and 
feed-back  following  the  com- 
ments of  Dr.  Pritchard  and  Mrs. 
James  Witherspoon.  Mrs. 
Wftherspoon,  whose  home  is  in 
Lexington,  is  a  member  of  the 
denomination's  Council  on 
Evangelism. 

The  delegates  divided  them- 
selves into  small  groups  at  Mr. 
Olsen 's  direction  and  discussed 
where  they  see  evangelism 
happening.  A  corps  of  listeners 
were  sent  out  to  hear  the 
discussions  and,  when  the  small 
groups  were  called  to  order, 
reported  what  they  had  heard. 

A  reactor  panel  then  responded 
to  the  comments  made  from  the 
floor.  Members  of  the  panel,  the 
Rev.  Tom  Cutting,  a  presbytery 
staff  member  from  Texas;  the 
Rev.  Leighton  Ford,  a  member  of 
the  Billy  Graham  Crusade;  and 
the  Rev.  Jerry  Kirk,  pastor  of  the 
College  Hills  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Cincinatti,  Ohio 
(UPUSA) ;  each  gave  his  views  of 
evangelism  and  expressed  his 
expectations  of  the  current 
emphasis  on  evangelism. 

Mr.  Kirk  concluded  the  evening 
program  with  an  inspirational 
address. 

Wednesday  Morning 
Synod  reconvened  on  Wed- 
nesday morning  with  a  con- 
temporary worship  service  led  by 
the  Rev.  D.  S.  Templeton  and  two 
young  people  from  the  Myers 
Park  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Charlotte. 

Following  the  worship,  the 
morning  Special  Order  featured 
Mr.  Graeme  Keith,  Chairman  of 
the  Queens-Davidson  Joint 
Campaign.  Mr.  Keith  reported 
the  progress  of  the  campaign  and 
announced  the  $6  million  goal. 

Synod  approved  the  joint 
venture  during  the  1971  meeting 
in  Laurinburg. 

Standing  Committee  Reports 

At  9:45  a.m.  the  delegates 
moved  into  the  business  of  the 
day.  The  standing  committee

Plan  Of  Union 

At  11:30,  the  regular  business 
was  laid  aside  in  order  to  observe 
the  special  feature. 

The  Interchurch  Relations 
Committee  of  Synod  presented  a 
"Dialogue  Between  UPUSA  and 
PCUS"  based  on  the  study  draft 
of  'A  Plan  of  Union'  now  under 
consideration  by  the  two 
churches. 

The  Rev.  Charles  Kirby, 
chairman  of  the  committee, 
presented  the  Rev.  Joseph  L. 
Spears,  Fraternal  Delegate  from 
the  Synod  of  Catawba,  UPUSA, 


and  the  Rev.  Wallace  M.  Alston 
as  the  participants  in  the 
dialogue. 

In  his  remarks.  Dr.  Alston,  who 
is  pastor  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Durham, 
said,  "The  issue  of  the  reunion  of 
American  Presbyterianism  for 
me  is  an  issue  in  which  the  area 
of  evangelism  becomes  real  in 
the  life  of  religious  institutions  in 
this  country.  It  raises  the  issues 
of  reconciliation,  repentance  and 
forgiveness  in  concrete  in- 
stitutional forms... the  Word  of 
the  church  must  somehow  be 
made  real  in  the  deed  of  the 
church  or  else  it  is  denied  all 
together."

"Schools,  Desegration,  and 
Busing"  were  adopted  as 
prepared  by  the  committee. 

The  third  paper  presented  to 
the  standing  committee  on  the 
war  in  Indo-China  was  amended 
by  the  committee  and  presented 
to  Synod.  After  lengthy 
discussion  on  the  war  during 
which  the  strong  feeling  of  many 
of  the  delegates  were  expressed, 
the  paper  recommended  by  the 
committee  was  adopted. 

Following  the  adoption  of  the 
position  paper  on  the  war  in  Indo- 
China,  a  resolution  was  adopted 
which  expresses  the  Synod's 
support  of  President  Nixon's 
"efforts  to  achieve  better  under- 
standing and  increasing 
reconciliation  between  our  people 
and  the  peoples  of  China  and 
Russia  and  thereby  to  achieve  a 
more  stable  and  peaceful  world." 

Following  the  discussion  of  the 
position  papers,  Standing 
Committees  V,  VI,  and  VII 
reported  their  recommendations 
to  the  Synod. 

Standing  Committee  VII, 
chaired  by  the  Rev.  Laura 
Buzard,  presented  the  recom- 
mendations of  Synod's  Council 
which  included  the  proposed 
budget  for  1973.  The  committee 
recommended  that  Synod  accept 
for  its  1973  Benevolence  Budget 
Askings  the  amount  of  $1,125,000. 
The  recommendation  was 
adopted. 

The  committee  also  recom- 
mended the  proposal  of  the  Rules 
Committee  that  "all  rules  fixing 
membership  of  committees  be 
amended  to  delete  special 
categories  of  membership  based 
on  sex." 

Another  recommendation  of 
the  standing  committee  was  that 
representation  on  the  several 


boards  and  committees  of  Synod 
be  more  representative  of  the 
entire  Church,  and  that  in 
making  nominations,  the 
Nominating  Committee  "shall 
include  significant  opportunities 
for  participation  by  women, 
youth,  and  minorities  as  mem- 
bers-at-large  and  as  presbytery 
representatives. 

Two  other  standing  committees 
dealt  respectively  with  the 
reports  and  recommendations  of 
the  committees  on  Educational 
Institutions  and  the  North 
Carolina  Presbyterian  Foun- 
dation, and  the  committees  on 
Interchurch  Relations  and  World 
Missions.  Standing  Committee  V 
was  chaired  by  Mr.  Clarence 
Stasavich  and  Standing  Com- 
mittee VI  was  chaired  by  Mr. 
Whit  East. 

Attendance 

The  Rev.  Cheves  K.  Ligon, 
chairman  of  the  Attendance 
Committee,  reported  that  416 
ministers,  273  ruling  elders,  and 
57  guests  were  in  attendance  at 
the  1972  meeting  of  Synod. 

Resolutions 

The  Committee  on  Bills  and 
Overtures  presented  resolutions 
that  had  been  offered  for  Synod's 
consideration. 

One  of  the  resolutions 
expresses  to  the  General 
Assembly  the  appreciation  of 
Synod  for  its  "vision  and 
wisdom"  in  establishing  the  new 
regional  structures  which  are  to 
come  into  being  in  1973.  The 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  is  part  of 
the  proposed  Synod  "B". 

Another  resolution  petitions  the 
General  Assembly  to  finalize  the 


decision  that  the  six  counties  in 
the  northeastern  portion  of  the 
state  be  included  in  the  proposed 
Synod  "B". 

Both  resolutions  were  adopted 
by  the  body.

St.  Andrews  Honors  Ervin,  Spaulding 
During  Graduation  Ceremonies 


St.  Andrews  Presbyterian 
college  honored  two  native 
Carolinians  with  honorary 
degrees  during  the  May  21 
graduation  ceremonies  in  which 
163  members  of  the  Class  of  1972 
received  their  diplomas  from 
President  Donald  J.  Hart.  U.S. 
Senator  Samuel  J.  Ervin  and 
insurance  executive  Asa  T. 
Spaulding  were  awarded 
honorary  doctorates  by  the 
Laurinburg  School. 

As  featured  speaker  for 
Commencement,  Senator  Ervin 
reviewed  the  establishment  of 
individual  freedom  in  American 
with  emphasis  on  the  Con- 
stitution's First  Amendment  and 
the  due  process  clause  of  the 
Fourteenth  Amendment  as 
bulwarks  of  that  freedom. 

Asserting  that  "freedom  of  the 
individual  is  earth's  most 
precious  values,"  the  Morganton 
native  urged  his  listeners  to 
accept  Thomas  Paine 's  challenge 
of  Revolutionary  days:  "Those 
who  expect  to  reap  the  blessings 
of  freedom  must,  like  men, 
undergo  the  fatigue  of  supporting 
it." 

Ervin,  U.S.  Senator  since  1954, 
received  the  Doctor  of  Laws 
degree  for  his  service  in 
government,  politics,  and  public 
administration,  and,  in 
particular,  as  defender  of  the  Bill 


of  Rights,  "the  grounds,"  in  the 
words  of  his  citation,  "where  true 
conservatives  and  true  liberals 
meet." 

In  presenting  Senator  Ervin, 
Dr.  Carl  Bennett,  chairman  of  the 
faculty  committee  for  honorary 
degrees,  recalled  that  Ervin's 
first  major  speech  in  the  Senate 
was  to  challenge  the  late  Senator 
Joseph  McCarthy.  Ervin  also  was 
praised  for  his  challenges  to 
intelligence-gathering  and 
invasion  of  privacy  by 
governmental  and  private 
agencies  and  for  his  opposition  to 
"no-knock"  legislation, 
preventive  detention,  and  press 
censorship.  He  also  was  saluted 
as  being  responsible  for 
Congressional  action  extending 
full  civil  rights  to  the  American 
Indian. 

Spaulding,  retired  president  of 
the  North  Carolina  Mutual  Life 
Insurance  Company,  largest 
black-owned  business  firm  in  the 
nation,  was  recipient  of  the 
Doctor  of  Humane  Letters  in 
recognition  of  his  distinguished 
business  career  and  wide  range 
of  service  in  public  affairs  at 
local,  state  and  national  levels. 

A  native  of  Columbus  County, 
Spaulding  was  cited  for  his 
service  on  numerous  state  bodies 
for  several  governors  and 
assignments  at  home  and  abroad 
at  the  request  of  five  Presidents.

Nine  North  Carolinians  were 
among  the  forty -six  graduates  of 
Union  Theological  Seminary  in 
Virginia  who  received  degrees 
during  the  May  14  com- 
mencement exercises. 

In  his  address  to  the  graduates, 
Dr.  John  Randolph  Taylor, 
minister  of  the  Central 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Atlanta, 
enumerated  the  disciplined  ways 
by  which  the  Church  lives 
today. 

"A  great  many  are  calling  the 
Church  dead  today.  The  Church 
is  alive  and  lives  by  a  particular 
disciplined  way,"  said  Dr.

"Christ  said:  'Whosoever  loses 
his  life  for  my  sake  will  find  it' 
and  these  words  apply  to  the 
Church  today."  Dr.  Taylor 
suggested  further  that  the 
Church  must  demonstrate  its 
validity  by  more  than  words  to  a 
cynical  society  that  says  "show 
me." 

"Service  is  like  a  sacrament.  It 


is  an  outward  and  visible  sign  of 
an  inward  grace,"  Dr.  Taylor 
declared  to  the  prospective  young 
minister.  He  concluded  by 
reminding  the  graduates  that  the 
call  to  the  ministry  is  a  gift  from 
God  and  that  their  ministry 
should  be  to  enable  and  equip  the 
church  for  its  own  ministry. 

Earlier  in  the  day,  the 
graduates  were  told  by  bac- 
calaureate preacher,  Dr.  C. 
Shelby  Rooks,  Director  of  the 
Fund  for  Theological  Education 
of  Princeton,  New  Jersey,  that 
we  live  today  at  the  edge  of  time 
due  to  the  turmoil,  uncertainity, 
and  tension  in  our  world.  To  live 
in  these  days  with  assurance.  Dr. 
Rooks  suggested,  we  need  faith, 
courage,  and  gratitude.

Evangelism  School  Set  For  Aug. 


United  Presbyterians  Withdraw  From 
Consultation  On  Church  Union 


DENVER  (RNSi— The  United 
Presbyterian  Church  has  voted  to 
withdraw  from  the  Consultation 
on  Church  Union  (COCU)  which 
it  helped  found  more  than  a 
decade  ago. 

Delegates  to  the  184th  General 
Assembly  of  the  Church,  meeting 
in  Denver  in  mid-May,  endorsed 
a  withdrawal  resolution  by  a  vote 
of  411  to  310. 

The  General  Assembly  said  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church  will 
continue  ecumenical  conversa- 


tions and  seek  joint  ministries. 

Delegates  voted  on  the 
following  statement:  "Resolved: 
that  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.S.A.  discontinue 
participation  in  the  Consultation 
on  Church  Union  while  continuing 
ecumenical  conversations  and 
seeking  effective  joint 
ministries." 

United  Presbyterian  with- 
drawal has  a  special  irony,  since 
Dr.  Eugene  Carson  Blake, 
former  Stated  Clerk  of  the 


denomination,  had  first  proposed 
COCU.  Dr.  Blake  is  now  General 
Secretary  of  the  World  Council  of 
Churches. 

The  eight  remaining  COCU 
members  are:  United  Methodist, 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.S. 
(Southern),  Episcopal,  Christian 
(Disciples  of  Christ),  African 
Methodist  Episcopal,  African 
Methodist  Episcopal  Zion, 
Christian  Methodist  Episcopal 
and  United  Church  of  Christ. 


The  first  School  of  Evangelism 
sponsored  by  the  Board  of 
National  Ministries  will  take 
place  in  Montreat  August  13-17. 
Nine  courses  will  be  offered  with 
30  persons  enrolled  for  each  one. 

Platform  programs  of  the  Bible 
Conference  will  run  concurrent 
with  the  School  of  Evangelism. 
Dean  Krister  Stendahl  of 
Harvard  Divinity  School  will 
teach  during  Bible  Hour. 

The  school's  courses  include 
"Embracing  Congregational 
Diversity  as  an  Evangelism 
Style,"  taught  by  the  Rev.  Robert 
Ball  of  Houston;  "Developing 
Leadership  for  'Body  Life'  of 
House  Churches, "led  by  the  Rev. 
Jim  Hornsby,  Presbyterian 
missioner  in  Jacksonville, 
Florida;  the  Rev.  Don  Allen, 
Harrisonburg,  Virginia;  the  Rev. 
Joe  Sandifer,  Richmond, 
Virginia;  and  the  Rev.  Charles 
M.  Olsen,  Board  of  National 
Ministries  staff. 

Other  courses  include 
"Developing  Presbytery  and 
Congregational  Strategies  for 
Evangelism,"  led  by  evangelism 


associates  from  three 
presbyteries  and  the  Rev.  John 
Robert  Smith,  BNM  staff; 
"Outreach  Through  Visitation 
Evangehsm,"  led  by  the  Rev. 
Archie  Parris,  Ft.  Lauderdale, 
Florida;  "Media,  A  Vehicle  for 
Evangelism,"  taught  by  Dennis 
C.  Benson,  free-lance  media 
consultant  of  Pittsburgh,  Penn- 
sylvania, who  blends  theology 
with  the  electronic  and  print 
media. 

The  Board  of  National 
Ministries  carries  overall 
responsibilities  '  for  the 
denomination's  three-year 
Emphasis  on  Evangelism  from 
1972  to  1974.  Members  of  the 
Church's  Evangelissm  Council 
will  meet  at  Montreat  just  before 
the  School  of  Evangelism  gets 
underway. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Felix  Gear  of 
Decatur,  Georgia,  BNM 
theologian  in  residence,  will  be 
resident  theological  reflector  of 
the  school.

Tar  Heel  Presbyterian  men 
convened  June  16  at  Montreat. 
The  Conference  theme  "Living 
with  Christ  in  the  Seventies" 
came  alive  for  the  more  than  500 
attending. 

Dr.  Sherrard  Rice,  Minister  of 
First  Presbyterian  Church, 
Baton  Rouge,  La.  gave  the 
keynote  address.  Dr.  Rice 
described  how  Christ  calls  us  into 
partnership  with  him.  His  text 
was  John  15,  the  16th  verse,  "Yet 
have  not  chosen  me,  but  I  have 
chosen  you."  Dr.  Rice  pointed  out 
the  call  to  partnership,  the 
purpose  of  it,  and  the  power  of  it. 

Workshops 

On  Saturday  morning,  the  nine 
minute  workshops  proved  to  be  a 
popular  part  of  the  Conference. 
These  offered  practical  help  on 
various  church  service  and 
witness  opportunities.  In  the 
Evangelism  workshop.  Dr.  Rice

everything,  all  with  different 
theology  and  practices,  the  only 
thing  that  unites  us  all  is  Jesus 
Christ.

Panel  of  Congressmen 

What  Christ  means  to  me  in  my 
personal  and  political  life  was  the 
pointed  thought  for  discussion  by 
the  panel  of  three  North  Carolina 
Congressmen.  Both  political 
parties  were  represented  in  the 
panel  consisting  of  Honorable 
James  T.  Broyhill  of  Lenoir, 
Honorable  L.H.  Fountain  of 
Tarboro,  and  Honorable  Earl  B. 
Ruth  of  Salisbury.  Governor  Bob 
Scott  skillfully  directed  the 
discussion.  The  panelists  gave 
verbal  testimony  to  their  faith 
and  beliefs.  Many  written 
questions  from  the  audience  were

They  began  arriving  on  Friday 
afternoon,  and  by  mid-day  on 
Sunday,  68  North  Carolina 
commissioners  and  five  Tarheel 
youth  delegates  were  in  Montreat 
for  the  112th  meeting  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
United  States. 

Preparing  for  the  June  11-16 
denominational  meeting,  most  of 
the  North  Carolina  com- 
missioners  attended 
organizational  sessions  of  their 
committees  on  Saturday,  and  all 
of  them  were  very  busy. 

Half  clergy  and  half  laymen, 
the  contingent  included  seven 
women.  Old  and  young,  rich  and 
poor,  urban  and  rural,  liberal  and 
conservative,  from  small 
congregations  and  large,  each 
commissioner  came  to  Montreat 
for  the  same  purpose:  "To 
consult,  vote  and  determine  on  all 
things  that  may  come  (before  the 
General  Assembly),  according  to 
the  principles  and  constitution  of 
this  Church  and  the  Word  of 
God."  Instructed  only  by  the 
leading  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  but 
informed  by  every  hour  of  study 
and  practice  of  the  Christian  life, 
they  came  to  sit  as  the  highest 
court  of  the  Church,  constituting 
"the  bond  of  union,  peace,  and 
correspondence"  among  all  its 
congregations  and  courts. 

Even  before  the  General 
Assembly  was  organized,  the 
commissioners  had  attended 
committee  ijieetings,  registered, 
and  worshipped  in  a  service  of 
Word  and  Sacrament  which 
united  each  of  them  in  a  new 
community.  The  retiring 
moderator,  Dr.  Ben  L.  Rose,  of

the  Church  with  his  preaching  of 
the  consequences  which  flow 
from  the  doctrine  of  the  Lordship 
of  Christ  as  King  and  Head  of  the 
Church.  "And  let  us  set  ourselves 
with  new  determination  and  a 
new  openness  to  the  task  that  He 
has  given,"  the  Moderator  said. 

The  meeting  opened  at  2  p.m. 
on  Sunday  with  an  observance  of 
the  400th  anniversary  of  John 
ICnox's  death  led  by  President 
James  I.  McCord  of  Princeton 
Theological  Seminary. 

The  General  Assembly  chose 
its  moderator  on  the  second 
ballot,  preferring  retired 
layman-physician-missionary  L. 


Nelson  Bell  of  Montreat  over 
layman-physician  Joseph  A. 
Norton  of  Little  Rock,  Arkansas. 
Dr.  Bell  promised  to  work  to 
bring  Presbyterians  "closer 
together  than  we've  ever  been 
before."  Later,  in  a  press  con- 
ference, Dr.  Bell  said  he  did  not 
think  he  could  possibly  stay  out  of 
a  reunited  Presbyterian  Church 
in  this  country,  if  it  were  voted  by 
the   respective  denominations. 

Restructure 

At  this  point,  commissioners 
witnessed  an  unexpected  shift  in 
the  docket  of  the  General 
Assembly.  It  was  voted  that  the 
standing  committee  to  which  the 
Plan  of  Restructure  had  been 
referred  should  report  on  Mon- 
day morning.  Ordinarily  Monday 
is  a  day  of  committee  work  and 
the  affected  standing  committee 
usually  reports  on  the  fourth  or 
fifth  day  of  the  meeting.  But  by 
noon  of  the  second  day  of  the 
meeting,  the  Plan  of  Restructure 
of  Assembly's  boards  and 
agencies,  as  amended  by  the 
standing  committee,  had  been 
adopted  by  a  wide  margin.  The 
commissioners  turned  to  their 
committee  work,  ready  to  act  on 
the  basis  of  this  decision.

First  Draft  Of  New 
Confession  Completed 


The  first  draft  of  a  proposed 
new  Confession  of  Faith  for  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S. 
has  been  completed  and  is  being 
printed  and  mailed  to  all 
ministers  and  clerks  of  sessions. 

The  draft  will  be  accompanied 
by  a  two-page  questionnaire  for 
responses  from  local  churches  to 
the  General  Assembly  committee 
working  on  the  document. 

Dr.  Albert  C.  Winn  of 
Louisville,  chairman  of  the 
committee,  estimated  that  the 
draft  will  be  ready  for  mailing  in 
two  to  three  weeks. 

"At  the  same  time,  we  will 
release  the  draft  and  question- 
naire to  the  church  press,"  he 
added. 

The  chairman  explained  that 
the  length  of  the  draft  is  "short", 
as  Confessions  go. 

December  15  is  the  deadline 
date  for  replies  and  recommen- 
dations to  be  in  the  hands  of  the 
Reverend  Margaret  Thomas, 
director  of  research  for  the 
General  Council.  Findings  will  be 
returned  to  the  committee  for 
possible  revisions. 

Present  timetable  for  the 
Confession  calls  for  the  revised 
document  to  go  to  the  1973 
General  Assembly,  with  a 
request  that  the  Assembly  pass 
along  the  Confession  for  more 


study  and  comments  by 
Presbyterians  and  for  possible 
additional  revisions. 

The  Confession  would  not  go 
before  the  General  Assembly  for 
its  first  vote  until  1974,  with  the 
final  vote  coming  in  1975.

$1  million  for  its  library  on  the 
condition  that  it  raise  the 
remaining  funds  before  the 
building  is  completed. 

It  will  include  100,000  square 
feet  and  will  be  located 
immediately  east  of  Chambers 
Building. 

There  will  be  space  for  500,000 
volumes  and  750  reading  or  study 
positions,  anticipating  an 
eventual  addition  of  500  women  to 
Davidson's  present  student  body 
of  1,000  men.

National,  World  Councils 

In  the  area  of  Interchurch 
Relations,  the  commissioners 
gave  strong  support  to  continuing 
membership  in  the  Consultation 
on  Church  Union,  the  National 
Council  of  Churches  and  the 
World  Council  of  Churches. 

Actually,  the  issue  on  NCC- 
WCC  was  the  method  of  funding; 
the  commissioners  reversed  the 
recommendation  of  the  General 
Council  and  agreed  to  continue

funding  the  denomination's 
membership  through  its  general 
budget. 

The  high  court  adopted  a  land- 
mark decision  when,  sitting  as  a 
judicial  body,  it  ruled  that  the 
"carbon  copy  resolution"  adop- 
ted by  16  presbyteries  of  the 
denomination  was  null  and  void. 
The  controversial  resolutions 
contained  statements  com- 
mitting the  presbyteries  to 
opposition  to  church  union, 
restructure,  a  new  confession  of 
faith,  and  similar  matters  in 
advance  of  their  presentation  for 
decision. 

Once  again  the  Assembly 
rejected  efforts  to  challenge  the 
constitutionality  of  union  pres- 
byteries. Opponents  maintained 
that  the   1969  and  subsequent 


Assemblies  disregarded  the 
standards  of  the  church  by 
requiring  less  than  a  three- 
fourths  vote  by  the  presbyteries. 

Clearly  the  most  outstanding 
commissioner  at  the  meeting  was 
the  retiring  moderator.  Dr.  Ben 
ilose.  The  commissioners 
repeatedly  followed  his  leader- 
ship and  the  logic  of  his 
arguments  on  procedural  and 
substantive  questions  ranging 
from  COCU  issue  to  the  war 
resolution  and  a  variety  of 
Church  and  Society  position 
papers. 

Observers  credited  Dr.  Rose 
with  keeping  the  denomination 
from  extreme  positions  and 
preserving  the  spirit  of  the 
meeting.  Many  commented  about 
the  exceptionally  good  spirit  of 
the  meeting  while  acknowledging 
that  the  youth  delegates  had 
enlivened  the  process  con- 
siderably. 

In  stewardship  matters,  the 
high  court  adopted  a  budget  of 
$9,345,875  and  requested  that  the 
provisional  GEB  study  the  distri- 
bution of  program  funds,  looking 
to  a  better  formula  for  the  use  of 
resources  of  the  church. 

N.C.  Chairmen 

There  are  17  standing  com- 
mittees through  which  the 
business  of  the  Assembly  is 
channelled  for  consideration  and 
recommendations.  The  chairman 
of  each  is  named  by  the  retiring 
Moderator,  but  only  four  North 
,  Carolinians  were  honored  by 
such  appointments.  Atlanta 
Presbytery  and  the  Presbytery  of 
Covenant  (Texas)  accounted  for 
three  chairmanships  each. 

The  Committee  on  Bills  and 
Overtures  was  chaired  by  the 
Reverend  John  A.  Brothers  of 
Fayetteville  Presbytery.  He  is 
pastor  of  First  Presbyterian 
Church  at  Maxtori  and  one  of  the 
most  able  and  effective  young 
lea^ders  in  the  Church,  His 
committee  handled  some  of  the 
most  difficult  questions  to  come 
before  the  Assembly.  At  one  point 
in  the  presentation  of  the  com- 
mittee report,  it  was  necessary 
that  Dr.  Brothers  interpret  an 
action  o*^  the  committee  which  he 
did  not  support.  Retaining  his 
objectivity  and  integrity,  he  ably 
represented  his  committee.

Queens  College  Offers 
Two  New  Degrees 


Queens  College  has  taken  steps 
to  help  relieve  the  shortage  of 
trained  medical  personnel  by 
starting  two  new  degree 
programs:  the  Bachelor  of 
Science  in  Nursing  and  the 
Bachelor  of  Science  in  Medical 
Technology. 

Dr.  Alfred  O.  Canon,  dean  of 
the  college,  said  the  four-year 
degree  programs  will  be  in  effect 
for  the  1972-73  school  year. 

The  commitment  to  ac- 
commodate increases  in  demand 
and  need  for  the  degrees  in 
nursing  and  medical  technology 
has  been  shown  by  the  faculty, 
administration  and  trustees  who 
approved  the  program  at  the 
annual  spring  meeting  in  May. 


To  earn  a  B.S.  degree  in 
medical  technology,  a  student 
would  need  to  complete  slightly 
more  than  three  years  of  college 
work  and  about  a  year  of  studies 
at  a  hospital  accredited  by  the 
American  Society  of  Clinical 
Pathology  and  approved  by  the 
college. 

Nancy  Eagle,  assistant  dean, 
said,  "These  degrees  will  meet 
the  need  of  a  number  of  people 
who  have  inquired  about 
programs  like  these.  They  will 
enable  the  student  to  get  a 
professional  degree  and  at  the 
same  time  to  get  a  liberal-arts 
background  and  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  being  on  the  campus 
of  a  liberal-arts  college."

Leith  Honored  By  Alma  Mater 


DUE  WEST,  S.C.— Dr.  John 
Haddon  Leith,  professor  of 
historical  theology  at  Union 
Theological  Seminary  in 
Virginia,  received  an  honorary 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  from 
Erskine  College  during  com- 
mencement exercises  closing  the 
133rd  year  at  Erskine  College  and 
the  135th  at  Erskine  Theological 
Seminary. 

Dr.  Leith,  a  member  of  Orange 
Presbytery,  was  cited  for  the 
degree  by  Dr.  Robert  K. 
Ackerman,  vice  president  for 
academic  and  student  affairs 
who  stated,  "John  Haddon  Leith 
has  by  his  faith  and  accom- 
plishments personified  the  very 
best  of  the  reformed  tradition." 

Earlier,  Dr.  Leith,  an  Erskine 
graduate,  told  163  seniors  at 
Erskine  College  and  Seminary  in 
a  baccalaureate  sermon  that  the 
community  of  faith,  the  church, 
and  the  community  of  learning, 
the  college,  were  each  in  need  of 
the  other.

Missions  Executive  Reiterates 
Board^s  Position  On  Budget  Process 


NASHVILLE,  TENN.— (PN)— 
In  a  letter  to  all  missionaries,  Dr. 
T.  Watson  Street,  executive 
secretary  of  the  Board  of  World 
Mission  has  reiterated  that  the 
board  will  not  participate  in  any 
program  designed  to  funnel  funds 
directly  into  the  mission  program 
while  by-passing  the  church's 
basic  budget  process. 

The  statement  was  made  in 
regard  to  contributions  sent 
directly  to  missionaries  on  the 
field  from  the  Executive  Com- 
mission on  Overseas  Evangelism 
(ECOE),  an  independent 
organization. 

The  board's  long-standing 
policy  requires  that  all  con- 
tributions be  received  only  for 
approved  projects  (approved  by 
the  field  body  and  the  board)  and 
that  all  contributions  be  reported 
by  the  missionaries.  These 
donations  then  are  reported  to  the 
denomination's  central  treasurer 
to  count  for  the  board's  approved 
budget  total  and  for  the  Church's 
"equalization  process"  now 
being  used  in  the  denomination's 
budgeting  procedures. 

"We  are  affirming  that  every 
ECOE   contribution   will  be 


treated  like  any  contribution 
from  congregations  and  mem- 
bers through  the  benevolence 
program,  "Dr.  Street  said. 

"Our  year's  experience  reveals 
the  necessity  of  greater  care  to 
insure  that  any  contributions 
from  ECOE  do  not  viglate  the 
rules  of  our  Church,"  the 
executive  secretary  continued. 
f  "Our  Church  has  a  benevolence 
program  for  the  support  of  its 
agencies.  The  program  provides 
for  regular  "budget  support  that 
counts  in  the  total  budget  ap- 
proved for  the  agencies  and  is 
equalized.  It  also  provides  every 
congregation  and  its  members  an 
opportunity  to  give  over  and 
above  unequalized  contributions 
to  any  agency  when  that 
congregation  contributes  its  fair 
share  to  the  basic  benevolence 
budget." 

Dr.  Street  said  that  the  board's 
policy  clearly  states  that  the 
board  will  not  be  a  party  to 
ECOE's  diverting  funds  from  the 
regular  benevolence  program  of 
the  Church. 

"We  are  party  to  this  if  we 
receive-even  for  approved 
projectS'-contributions  of 


Presbyterian  Church,  U.S., 
origin  that  violate  the  rules  of  our 
Church,"  he  said.

"The  Institute  for  Under- 
graduate  Curricular 
Reform,  as  conceived  by 
Davidson's  Dr.  Bevan,  will 
involve  all  45  of  the  senior 
colleges  and  universities  in  North 
Carolina,  15  a  year  for  three 
years. 

Each  institution  will  have  a 
faculty-student-staff  commission 
which  will  study  the  problems 
and  needs  of  the  institution's 
curriculum  -  the  sum  total  of  all 
the  courses  taught  and  the  way  in 
which  they  are  taught. 

Through  a  summer  institute 
and  other  programs  during  the 
years,  the  project  will  seek  to 
stimulate  improvement  on  every 
campus  while  allowing  the 
participating  colleges  and 
universities  to, share  ideas  with 
each  other.

Churchmen  Install  New  Executive 


Pastoral  Changes 


Ministers  and  church  leaders 
from  the  133  congregations  of 
Orange  Presbytery  met  June  20 
to  acquaint  themselves  with 
changes  in  church  structure  and 
program. 

Approximately  225  persons 
attended  the  quarterly  meeting  of 
the  church  court  at  Cross  Roads 
Presbyterian  Church  near 
Mebane.  Dr.  Tom  B.  Anderson, 
pastor  of  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Burlington  and 
Moderator  of  the  presbytery, 
presided  at  the  one-day  meeting. 

Highlighted  on  the  docket  were 
presentations  by  the  new 
presbytery  committees  and 
actions  of  the  112th  General 
Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  as  well  as  a  service  of 
worship  centering  around  the 
installation  of  a  new  presbytery 
executive. 

General  Presbyter 

The  Reverend  William  A. 
Stewart  comes  to  the  presbytery 
from  pastorates  in  Wyoming  and 
has  formerly  served  churches  in 
North  Carolina.  He  was  installed 
as  general  presbyter.  He  will  be 
planning  and  overseeing 
programs  involving  Christian 
education,  church  extension  and 
loans  and  grants  to 
congregations,  effective  July  20. 
The  Reverend  James  Fogartie  of 
Myers  Park  Presbytery  Church 
in  Charlotte  preached  the  sermon 
for  the  special  service. 

Dr.  I.M.  Bagnal  of  Raleigh, 
former  executive  secretary  of 
Granville  Presbytery,  was 
nominated  to  succeed  Dr. 
Anderson  as  moderator.  The  new 
moderator  will  be  elected  at  the 
fall  meeting  set  for  October  24  at 
Starmount  Presbyterian  Church 
in  Greensboro.  Another 
important  item  of  business  at  the 
October  meeting  will  be  the 
presentation  of  a  proposed 
budget  for  1973,  which  will  be 
prepared  and  reviewed  in  late 
summer  and  early  fall. 

The  work  of  churches  and 
organizations  in  Orange 
Presbytery  was  highlighted  in  a 
slide  presentation,  "Meet 
Orange".

The  Reverend  Curtis  Harper  of 
Raleigh  was  in  charge  of  the 
presentation  of  actions  of  the 
General  Assembly. 

Assembly  Reports 
Dr.  Z.N.  Holler  of  Raleigh 
reported  on  the  restructuring  of 
.  the  church's  agencies  and 
boards.  He  said  that  the  changes 
were  adopted  in  an  effort  to 
operate  effectively  in  the  late 
20th  century  in  carrying  out  the 
commission  of  the  church.  He 
pointed  out  that  independent 
bodies  will  be  replaced  by 
interlocking  systems,  which  will 
enable  the  church  to  select  and 
implement  priorities  and  to 
constantly  review  and  evaluate 
responses. 

The  Reverend  Levi  Humphreys 
of  Fuquay-Varina  reported  on 
world  missions,  including  new 
emphasis  on  meeting  the 
problem  of  world  hunger,  the 
recruitment  of  missionaries  from 
minority  groups  and  the 
deepening  of  relationships  with 
the  exchange  of  missionaries. 

The  Reverend  Robert  L. 
Turner  of  Rockingham  County 
gave  a  progress  report  on  the 
adoption  of  a  new  Confession  of 
Faith,  a  briefer,  simplified 
expression  of  beliefs.  He  said  that 
church  leaders  and  ministers  will 


have  an  opportunity  to  review 
work  being  done  and  to  offer 
suggestions  before  the  new 
Confession  of  Faith  is  adopted. 

William  D.  Snider  of  Greens- 
boro reported  on  the  actions  of 
Church  and  Society,  including 
calls  for  prison  reform,  recon- 
ciliation among  dissident  groups, 
concern  with  crisis  in  the  schools, 
greater  participation  in  the 
church  by  women,  and  freedom 
of  information  with  an  end  to 
excessive  secrecy  by  agencies  of 
the  government. 

The  assembly  adopted  a 
tempereate  statement  calling 
for  the  government  to  stop  the 
killing  and  end  the  war;  while  a 
strongly-worded  antiwar 
statement  was  defeated. 

Mr.  Snider  reported  that  the 
debate  over  the  issue  showed 
deep  anguish  over  the  profound 
perplexities  of  the  war  and  "the 
deep  clevage"  which  separates 
church  members  of  the  issue. 

Miss  Cathy  Favor  of  High 
Point,  youth  delegate  to  the 
assembly,  spoke  of  the  bitterness 
which  many  of  the  youth  felt  over 
the  church  court's  choice  of 
positions  on  the  Vietnam  conflict. 
She  told  presbytery  members 
that  the  youth  wanted  a  much 
stronger  statement  and  found  the 
weaker  statement  on  the  war 
inconsistent  with  the  church's 
position  "on  abortion  and  the 
taking  of  a  human  life". 


DAVIDSON  COLLEGE— 


Historic  Buildings  Listed 


Two  century-old  Davidson 
College  buildings,  the  Eumenean 
and  Philanthropic  Halls,  have 
been  officially  accepted  for  the 
National  Register  of  Historic 
Places,  the  official  list  of  the 
nation's  cultural  property  con- 
sidered worth  preserving. 

Under  the  supervision  of  the 
National  Park  Service,  a  list  of 
buildings  and  sites  on  the  register 
are  published  every  two  years  by 
the  federal  government. 
Although  not  guaranteed 
permanent  protection,  the 
buildings  and  sites  are  given 
special  consideration  by  a 
national  Advisory  Council  in  case 
they  are  jeopardized  by  any 
federal  project  such  as  a  highway 
or  dam.  Federal  grants  are  also 
available  for  preserving  the 
historical  places  if  needed. 

"Davidson  is  grateful  that 


these  two  outstanding  buildings 
have  won  national  recognition," 
said  College  President  Samuel  R. 
Spencer  Jr.,  "As  the  'homes'  of 
two  very  popular  and  active 
debating  societies,  they  played  a 
valuable  part  in  Davidson's 
history  and  now  continue  to 
provide  classroom  and  meeting 
space." 

Completed  in  1849,  the  two  halls 
were  recently  described  by  the 
North  Carolina  Department  of 
Archives  and  History  as  being 
among  the  few  true  examples  of 
Greek  Revival  architecture  in  the 
state.  They  are  two  stories  high 
with  massive  columns  and 
porches  in  the  front  and  solid 
brick  in  the  body  of  the  buildings. 
Much  of  their  original  wood 
furniture  is  still  in  use.  The 
buildings  were  completely 
renovated  in  1956  and  sub- 
sequently air-conditioned.

Assembly  Studies  Educational  Ministries  Qf  Charlotte  Meeting 


The  educational  ministries  of 
the  local  Presbyterian 
congregations  in  North  Carolina 
were  rated  above  and  within  ten 
percentage  points  of  the 
denominational  norm  in  all  but 
two  of  the  100  areas  surveyed  by 
the  Office  of  Research  of  the 
General  Council  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Atlanta. 
The  study  was  based  on 
information  contained  in  the 
annual  reports  submitted  by 
congregations  for  inclusion  in 
the  Minutes  of  the  General 
Assembly.  This  year  the  form 
contained  a  request  for  in- 
formation on  the  forms  of 
educational  ministry  that  occur 
beyond  traditional  systematic 
study. 

Exceed  In  Two  Areas 
The  Reverend  Margaret  J. 
Thomas,  who  directed  the 
research,  lists  only  two 
educational  activities  of  the 
congregation  in  which 
North  Carolina  Presbyterians 
exceed  the  denominational 
average  by  more  than  ten  points. 
These  are  "a  ministry  to 
individuals  through  a  program  of 
the  Men  of  the  Church"  which 


occurs  in  forty-two  percent  of  the 
congregations  of  this  Synod, 
against  a  national  average  of 
thirty  percent,  and  the 
"Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper 
is  celebrated  on  a  quarterly 
schedule"  in  more  than  sixty- 
nine  percent  of  our  congregations 
against  a  denominational 
average  of  fifty-six  percent. 

N.  C.  Presbyterians  Typical 
These  results  suggest  strongly 
that  North  Carolina 
Presbyterians  are  typical  of  the 
entire  denomination  in  their 
educational  ministries  beyond 
systematic  study. 

The  report  indicates  that 
eighty-seven  percent  of  the 
congregations  have  active 
programs  for  Women  of  the 
Church.  Almost  one-half  of  our 
congregations  provide  or  support 
ministries  of  problem -centered 
counselling,  but  less  than  thirty 
percent  provide  or  support 
programs  of  family  counselling. 
Vocational  guidance  programs 
are  available  in  only  nineteen 
percent  of  our  churches,  and  only 
seventeen  percent  provide 
special  ministries  to  the  elderly. 
In   a   related   question,  forty- 


Task  Force  On  World 
Peace  Established 


RICHMOND,  VA.— iPN)— By 
request  of  the  execut'\  es  of  the 
four  major  denominational 
program  boards,  the 
Presbyterian  U.S.  Board  of 
Christian  Education  has  agreed 
to  set  up  and  administer  a  Task 
Force  on  World  Peace  and  has 
asked  participating  BCE  staff  to 
give  high  priority  to  its  work. 

The  new  task  force  will  be  an 
inter-board  effort  initially  funded 
by  BCE.  In  asking  BCE  to 
assume  leadership  respon- 
sibilities, the  Executive 
Coordinating  Committee  has 
requested  each  board  in  1972  to 
contribute  staff  time  and  budget 
help  for  the  work  of  the  task 
force. 

Two-Fold  Purpose 

The  executives  stipulated  that 
the  purpose  of  the  task  force  shall 
be  twofold:  to  "mobilize  the 
courts,  ministers  and  members 
of  the  PCUS  to  work  to  end  war " ; 
to  "develop  and  implement  in  the 
PCUS  a  coordinated  program  of 
education  and  action  for  peace." 

At  its  spring  meeting,  the 
Board  of  Christian  Education 
assumed  responsibility  for  the 
task  force  and  approved  the 
manual  which  will  guide  its  ef- 
forts. The  manual  describes  the 
scope  of  task  force  work  as 
"broad,  embracing  that  wide 
range  of  concerns  engendered  by 
Christian  commitment  to  the 
Prince  of  Peace.  Attention  shall 
be  given  to  the  war  in  which  the 
U.S.  is  now  engaged,  but  by  no 
means  limited  to  that  conflict." 

The  task  iorce  program,  the 
manual  states,  will  include 
"Bible  studies;  liturgies; 
educational  materials  on  war  and 
conscience.  U.S.  foreign  policy, 
national  priorities,  and  politics; 
concern  for  young  men  facing  the 
draft,  veterans.  POW's  and  their 
families:  and  suggestions  about 
what  Christians  might  do  to  end 
war  and  build  peace." 

The  manual  authorizes  the  task 


force  to  carry  out  its  strategies  as 
best  as  it  can  with  available  staff 
and  funds,  but  stipulates  that  its 
strategies  be  consistent  with  "(1) 
the  goals  and  corporate  witness 
of  the  General  Assembly,  and  (2) 
the  duties  and  scope  of  the  work 
of  the  Task  Force"  as  outlined  in 
the  manual. 

The  Board  of  Christian 
Education  made  a  sup- 
plementary report  to  inform  the 
112th  General  Assembly  of  the 
nature,  scope  and  authority  of  the 
task  force. 

Initial  Strategies 
At  preliminary  meetings  in  late 
February  and  early  April,  seven 
staff  persons  from  the  various 
boards,  with  the  Rev.  George  A. 
Chauncey  as  chairman,  grew  up 
some  initial  strategies  for  board 
review.  Among  the  plans  outlined 
are  presentations  to  the  staffs 
and  to  the  elected  members  of  the 
church's  program  boards;  a 
display  for  peace  at  Montreal 
during  the  conference  season; 
articles  for  the  church  press  that 
provide  peace  resources;  and 
"grassroots  workshops"  on 
peace  in  selected  areas  across 
the  assembly. 

Major  Project 

The.  major  project  for  im- 
mediate development  is 
preparation  of  a  sample  packet 
containing  peace  resources, 
which  the  Task  Force  will  mail  to 
all  PCUS  ministers  and  DCEs. 
Persons  interested  in  future 
mailings  will  be  invited  to  sub- 
scribe to  the  packet  for  $2  a  year.

two  percent  of  the  church 
reported  that  they  had  no 
organized  program  of  visitation 
to  or  activities  for  the  elderly  and 
shut-ins.  In  connection  with 
ministries  to  families,  fifty-six 
percent  of  the  churches  reported 
that  they  did  not  use  the  Home 
and  Family  Nurture  Study 
Programs  or  have  a  designated 
person  responsible  for  a  ministry 
to  home  and  family. 

Nearly  one-fourth  of  the 
churches  asked  for  resource  help 
to  assist  in  a  ministry  to  college 
students  and  institutions  of 
higher  education. 

According  to  the  study,  eighty 
percent  of  North  Carolina 
churches  provide  family  night 
suppers  as  a  part  of  their 
ministries  to  families.  Over  one- 
half  have  youth  fellowship 
programs  and  youth  camps  and 
retreats;  but  less  than  twenty 
percent  have  family  oriented 
meetings  of  these  types. 

Assembly  Pronouncements 

The  survey  also  disclosed  that 
in  North  Carolina  only  twenty 
percent  of  the  congregations 
provided  copies  of  General 
Assembly  pronouncements  to 
church  members  and  less  than 
ten  percent  provided  for  the 
study  of  General  Assembly 
actions.  According  to  the  report 
twenty-eight  percent  of  North 
Carolina  congregations  reported 
there  were  religious  studies  in 
their  public  schools.  This  com- 
pares with  a  national  norm  of 
only  eleven  percent. 

The  results  of  this  study  are 
made  available  to  presbyteries 
and  synods  from  the  Office  of 
Research,  but  the  information 
and  the  interpretation  of  it  will 
not  be  included  in  the  statistical 
reports  printed  in  the  official 
minutes  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church. 


The  Joint  Committee  on  Union, 
a  30-member  group  representing 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
United  States  and  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
U.S.A.  met  in  Charlotte  on  June 
20-22  to  study  the  responses  and 
suggestions  received  in  "the 
feedback  process"  from  the 
initial  study  period  of  "A  Plan  of 
Union",  the  draft  proposal  of  the 
committee.  The  original  draft 
was  issued  in  August,  1971,  for 
study  and  response  with  com- 
ments and  suggestions  due  by 
January  15,  1973.  The  General 
Assemblies  of  both  churches 
asked  local  congregations  to  give 
careful  study  to  the  plan. 

According  to  Dr.  J.  Randolph 
Taylor  of  Atlanta,  PCUS  co- 
chairman  of  the  committee,  a 
second  draft  containing  new 
chapters  on  principles  for 
mission  and  principles  of 
government  and  organization  in 
the  section  on  Form  of 
Government,  will  be  ready  by 
next  spring.  The  committee  will 
put  final  touches  on  the  new  draft 
at  its  February  meeting. 

At  the  Charlotte  meeting,  the 
committee  engaged  in  an 
extended  discussion  over  a  time 
table  for  union.  The  Rev.  Wallace 


Alston,  Jr.,  of  Durham  presented 
his  sub-committee's  outline 
calling  for  a  vote  on  union  in  1975. 
Representatives  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  favored  an 
earlier  vote.  Urging  that  a 
decision  be  made  in  1973, 
U.P. U.S.A.  Stated  Clerk  William 
P.  Thompson  of  Philadelphia 
complained  that  the  committee 
could  not  maintain  the  interest  of 
the  UPCUSA  at  the  current  pace. 
However,  Dr.  Taylor  said  the 
longer  time  frame  would  allow 
members  of  the  two 
denominations  to  become  better 
acquainted,  and  a  decision  will 
have  been  reached  on  the  new 
PCUS  Confession  of  Faith. 

Presbyterian  News  Service 
reported  that  nearly  100 
advocates  of  union  will  gather  in 
September  to  develop  "networks 
of  support"  for  merging  the  two 
denominations. 

This  was  apparently  a 
reference  to  plans  for  a  workshop 
to  be  held  at  the  September 
meeting  of  the  committee  to 
which  the  committee  plans  to 
invite  four  representatives  from 
each  of  the  new  PCUS  synods, 
four  from  each  of  the  overlapping 
UPCUSA  synods,  and  one  from 
each  of  the  other  UPCUSA 
regional  judicatories.

Skinner,  who  is  a  well-known 
evangelist  and  conference 
speaker,  spoke  Saturday 
evening,  July  29,  on  "Racial 
Crisis  and  World  Evangelism" 
and  preached  the  sermon  at  the 
morning  worship  service,  Sun- 
day, July  30.

Presbyterian  women,  through 
a  double-barrel  offering  next 
May,  will  advance  an  evangelism 
program  to  pioneers  in  Brazil  and 
mount  an  attack  against  world 
hunger. 

An  announcement  made  in 
Montreal  late  Sunday  afternoon 
(July  16)  at  the  Women's  Con- 
ference of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.S.  revealed  that  the 
1973  Birthday  Objective  of 
Presbyterian  Women  of  the 
Church  will  be  aimed  at  two 
causes,  "Amazon  Breakthrough" 
and  "Hunger  Mobilization." 

An  annual  offering  is  made  by 
the  denomination's  ap- 
proximately 340,000  \<'omen  and 
commemorates  the  founding  of 
organized  women's  work  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.  It 
alternately  goes  to  specific 
overseas  and  homeland  projects. 

With  this  year's  receipts  the 
total  has  risen  to  $7,569,606  since 
the  first  offering  in  1922  which 
went  to  "Miss  Dowd's  School  for 
Girls"  at  Kochi,  Japan  and  built 
the  stone  gateway  at  Montreal, 
the  Church's  Assembly  grounds. 

Fifty  percent  of  the  1973  of- 
fering will  go  to  evangelism  along 
the  Trans-Amazon  highway  in 
.Brazil.  The  funds  will  be  used 


primarily  for  establishing 
churches  in  rapidly  expanding 
population  centers  on  opening 
frontiers,  for  educational  cen- 
ters, and  as  challenge  funds  for 
church  construction  in  areas 
along  the  Amazon  basin. 

The  other  50  per  cent  of  the  1973 
offering  will  strike  a  blow  against 
hunger  and  its  root  causes.  This 
amount  will  be  used  particularly 
for  employing  hunger  specialists

Kinsler  of  New  Llano,  La.  have 
been  approved  as  evangelistic 
missionaries  to  Korea. 

Approved  for  service  as 
educational  missionaries  to 
Japan  are  the  Rev.  and  Mrs. 
Harry  Edwin  Altman  Jr.  of 
Providence,  R.I. 

All  of  the  appointees  will  be 
leaving  for  their  field  assign- 
ments in  the  fall.  They  were

Church,  Civic  Leader  Dies  At  79 


Edwin  Morgan,  79,  an  elder  in 
the  Church  in  the  Pines,  Laurel 
Hill,  North  Carolina,  and  an 
outstanding  Presbyterian 
layman,  died  suddenly  on  July 
11th. 

A  man  of  intelligent  com- 
passion, well-known  as  a 
philanthropist  and  citizen,  Edwin 
Morgan  helped  an  untold  number 
of  individuals  and  institutions 
during  his  lifetime.  Since  his 
death,  many  have  voluntarily 
expressed  their  deep  gratitude 
for  Morgan's  encouragement  and 
generosity  at  a  time  of  need  and 
despair. 

A  native  of  Laurel  Hill,  Morgan 
grew  up  in  the  Jda  Mills 
Presbyterian  Church  which  his 
parents  and  grandparents  helped 
to  establish. 

When  the  frame  building 
housing  the  congregation  became 
too  small,  a  new  site  was  selected 
and  a  brick  church  was  built  to 
be  named  the  Church  in  the 
Pines.  While  yet  a  young  man  of 
27,  Morgan  was  elected  to  serve 
as  an  elder,  an  office  he  served 
faithfully  throughout  his  life.  He 
was  instrumental  in  organizing 
Lakeside  Chapel  where  he  served 
as  superintendent  and  teacher. 

Edwin      Morgan  became 


EDWIN  MORGAN 
nationally  known  as  an  able  in- 
dustrialist. Morgan  Mills,  a 
textile  company  established  by 
his  grandfather,  celebrated  its 
one-hundredth  anniversary  this 
year.  At  the  age  of  23,  Morgan 
succeeded  his  grandfather  as 
president  of  the  mill.  In  later 
years  he  joined  Halbert  Jones  in 
establishing  Morgan-Jones, 
Inc.,  a  nationally-known  business 
concern. 

In  addition  to  support  of  his 
own   church,   Morgan  made 


substantial  gifts  to  Union 
Theological  Seminary  in 
Virginia,  Davidson  College, 
Flora  MacDonald  and  its  suc- 
cessor, St.  Andrews 
Presbyterian,  and  Mountain 
Retreat  Association  in  Montreal. 
He  served  as  chairman  of  the 
board  of  trustees  of  Flora 
MacDonald  and  Mountain 
Retreat  Association.  The  new 
science  building  at  Montreat- 
Anderson  College  was  dedicated 
August  12th  to  his  memory  and 
named  the  Morgan  Science 
Building. 

He  was  prime  mover  in  the 
establishment  of  the  Scotland 
Memorial  Hospital  and  Scotland 
Memorial  Library  in  Laurinburg. 
In  1955,  he  was 
honored  by  being  first  recipient 
of  Scotland  County's 
distinguished  service  award.  The 
award  was  presented  by  Luther 
Hodges,  Governor  of  North 
Carolina.  Morgan  is  survived  by 
his  wife,  Elsie  McKinnon 
Morgan;  two  sons,  James  Lauder 
and  Marcus  Morrison;  and  four 
grandchildren. 

James  L.  Morgan  is  currently 
serving  as  chairman  of  the  board 
of  trustees  at  Mountain  Retreat 
Association.

NEWS  BRIEFS— 

N.  C.  Women  Lead  Giving 


North  Carolina  Presbyterians 
gave  more  than  $42,000  to  the  1972 
Birthday  Objective  of  the  Women 
of  the  Church  and  led  the  fifteen 
synods  of  the  Assembly  in  giving, 
according  to  an  announcement  by 
Mrs.  Thomas  H.  Magness,  Jr.,  of 
Arlington,  Va.,  chairman  of  the 
Assembly's  Women's  Advisory 
Council. 

The  announcement  came 
during  the  annual  conference  of 
Presbyterian  U.S.  women  in 
session  at  Montreal  in  mid- July. 

North  Carolina  led  the  fifteen 
synods  in  giving  with  a  total  of 
$42,828.83.  Virginia  came  second 
with  $39,978.35.  The  announced 
receipts  for  the  Birthday  Ob- 
jective totaled  $301,730.79.  Since 
the  1972  total  was  announced, 
approximately  $6,000  more  has 
been  received  by  the  Board  of 
Women's  Work  in  Atlanta.  On 
August  1  the  offering  totaled 
more  than  $307,000. 


The  1972  Birthday  Objective 
will  provide  a  translation  of  the 
New  Testament  in  Cherokee 
language,  a  revised  translation  in 
the  Navajo  language,  a 
Cherokee-English- edition  of  the 
New  Testament,  and  the 
publication  and  distribution  of 
additional  copies  of  "Today's 
English  Version  of  the  New 
Testament"  and  scripture 
packets. 

Another  part  of  the  offering  will 
be  used  to  endow  a  professorship 
of  business  at  Stillman  College 
and  to  create  scholarships  for 
business  students  there. 

Stillman  is  a  four-year, 
predominantly  Black,  co- 
educational college  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.S. 

The  1972  offering  of  the  Women 
of  the  Church  is  the  50th  An- 
niversary of  annual  gifts 
marking  the  founding  of 
organized  women's  work  in  the 
denomination. 


Orange  Overture  Answered 

An  overture  from  Orange  Presbytery  to  the  1972  General  Assembly 
has  been  answered  by  the  Permanent  Theological  Committee  during  its 
mid-July  meeting. 

The  overture  referred  to  the  committee  by  the  1972  General  Assembly 
asked  that  the  June  Assembly  approve  and  print  an  index  for  the  Larger 
and  Shorter  Catechisms  prepared  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  Parks  of 
Durham,  N.C. 

The  assembly  referred  the  matter  to  the  Permanent  Committee  "for 
it  to  report  its  judgment  about  the  needs  for  such  an  index  to  the  113th 
General  Assembly." 

In  its  answer  to  the  Assembly  next  year,  the  committee  will  state  that 
any  need  for  such  an  index  will  have  been  satisfied  in  the  printing  of  the 
index  prepared  by  the  Parks  in  the  minutes  of  1972  General  Assembly  as 
part  of  the  original  overture  presented  by  Orange  Presbytery. 


Presbytery  Executive  Resigns 


Dr.  Cheves  K.  Ligon,  executive 
secretary  and  treasurer  of  the 
Fayetteville  Presbytery  for  the 
past  11  years,  has  resigned  to 
become  pastor  of  the  Oldtown 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Winston- 
Salem,  a  newly  organized  church 
in  the  north-western  part  of  the 
city.

Mission  Budget  Increases 


Contributions  to  the  general  mission  budget  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  for  the  first  six  months  of  1972  increased  4.8  per  cent  over  the 
same  period  a  year  ago,  according  to  the  Central  Treasurer  of  the 
General  Assembly. 

Benevolence  receipts  from  Jan.  10  through  July  10  totaled  $3,598,745, 
compared  with  $3,433,735  for  the  same  period  in  1972. 

These  funds  are  for  the  support  of  13  denominational  agencies  and  5 
interchurch  causes. 

The  total  represents  39.6  per  cent  of  a  $9,077,000  budget.  At  the  same 
time  last  year,  40.4  per  cent  of  an  $8,500,000  budget  had  been  raised. 

Receipts  for  the  30-day  period  from  June  10  to  July  10  amounted  to 
$537,738,  compared  with  $388,556  for  the  same  period  in  1971.

$750,000  college  learning  center 
was  dedicated,  is  the  current

Assembly.  A  former  medical 
missionary  to  China,  Dr.  Bell 
lives  in  Montreal. 

A  series  of  anniversary  events 
were  scheduled  for  the  annual 
Montreal  Patrons'  Day, 
Saturday,  August  12.  Several 
buildings  and  facilities  were 
dedicated  during  the  afternoon, 
including  Morgan  Science  Hall. 
The  beautiful  modern  $426,000 
college  facility  was  dedicated  in 
honor  of  the  late  Edwin  Morgan 
and  his  son,  James  L.  Morgan, 
chairman  of  the  Montreal  Board 
of  Trustees.  Both  father  and  son 
have  been  generous  benefactors 
of  the  college. 

Davis  Hall,  a  $320,000  men's 
dormitory,  was  dedicated  in 
honor  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  C.  Grier 
Davis.  Dr.  Davis  was  President 
of  Montreal  from  1959  until  1972. 

McGregor  Hall,  an  older 
dormitory  on  campus,  formerly 
known  as  College  Hall,  was 
named  in  memory  of  Dr.  John 
Rupert  McGregor.  Dr.  McGregor 
was  President  of  Montreal  1948 
until  1957. 

McNair-McMillan  Swimming 
Pool,  a  lovely  heated  $62,000 
recreational  facility,  was  named 
m  memory  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John 


F.  McNair,  Jr.  and  Dr.  and  Mrs. 
L.G.  McMillan. 

at  the  annual  banquet  in 
Assembly  Inn  for  dinner, 
followed  by  an  address  by  Dr.  C. 
Grier  Davis. 

The  highlight  of  the  day  was  the 
Patrons'  Concert  in  Anderson

Ethel  Waters. 

Montreal  was  established  in 
1897  ''as  a  quiet  rest  place  for 


Christian  people"  by  the  Rev. 
John  C.  Collins  of  New  Haven, 
Conn,  and  his  associates.  On 
March  2,  1897,  Mr.  Collins  and 
others  were  granted  a  charter  by 
the  legislature  of  North  Carolina 
to  establish  "a  municipality 
containing  Assembly  grounds  for 
the  encouragement  of  Christian 
work  and  living".  A  group  of 
Christians  pitched  their  tents  that 
summer  on  the  site  of  Howerton 
Hall  and  held  a  "camp  meeting" 
for  three  weeks.

related  child  care  agencies  in 
developing  new  styles  of  ministry 
to  children  and  families  in  need. 
In  addition  to  its  immediate 
responsibilities  in  institutional 
child  care,  an  important  aspect  of 
the  work  carried  on  at  the 
Synod's  family  service  agency  is 
its  service  as  a  resource  center 
for  the  Synod  in  family  and  child 
development. 

Through  its  Department  of 
Consultative  Services,  Barium 
Springs  assists  local  churches 
and  presbyteries  in  developing 
localized  family  and  child  care 
ministries. 

Two  examples  of  local 
ministries  established  with  the 
consultative  assistance  of 
Barium  Springs  are  the 
Emergency  Shelter  Home  of 
Cleveland  County,  N.C.,  in 
Shelby,  and  the  Emergency 
Youth  Home  of  Fayetteville 
Presbytery  in  Fayetteville. 

In  April,  the  Family  and  Child 
Development  Center  at  Barium 


Springs  was  dedicated.  The  new 
facility  provides  a  base  for 
developing  and  implementing 
child  and  family  ministries. 

The  establishment  of  the 
regional  office  in  eastern  North 
Carolina  and  the  appointment  of 
a  new  associate  to  live  and  work 
in  that  area  of  the  state  is,  ac- 
cording to  Dr.  Nat  K.  Reiney, 
executive  director  of  Barium 
Springs,  "a  first  in  the  assem- 
bly". 

"The  Department  of  Con- 
sultative Services  was 
developed,"  said  Reiney, 
"because  of  the  needs  being 
expressed  by  pastors  and  local 
churches  about  the  necessity  of 
developing  programs  for 
strengthing  family  life."  The  new 
associate  will  be  available  to 
church  and  presbytery  com- 
mittees in  eastern  North  Carolina 
foi^  help  in  developing  specific 
ministries  in  the  local  com- 
munity. 

The  regional  office  is  located  in 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Goldsborn. 


St.  Andrews  Plans 
Rehabilitation  And 
Evaluation  Center 


St.  Andrews  Presbyterian 
College  and  the  North  Carolina 
Division  of  Vocational 
Rehabilitation  have  announced 
plans  for  construction  of  a 
Rehabilitation  and  Evaluation 
Center  on  The  St.  Andrews 
campus. 

The  new  center,  estimated  to 
cost  $447,000,  will  include  nursing 
and  health  care  facilities  to 
enable  the  college  to  expand  its 
program  to  include  severely 
handicapped  students.  Currently 
25  wheel-chair  students  attend  St. 
Andrews,  as  well  as  40  or  50 
others  with  less  severe  han- 
dicaps. 

With  no  architectural  obstacles 
on  campus,  the  college  since  1965 
has  had  a  formal  program 
supported  by  private  and 
Rehabilitation  funds  for  hand- 
icapped students  to  enable  them 
to  take  part  in  all  college  ac- 
tivities to  the  full  extent  of  their 
abilities. 

The  new  structure  will  adjoin 
the  Physical  Education  Center 
and  include  nine  double  oc- 
cupancy rooms  designed  for  both 
dormitory-style  living  and  for  the 
special  care  required  by  the 
severely  handicapped.  State  and 
federal  Vocational  Rehabilitation 
sources  will  provide  ap- 
pijoximately  $342,000  and  St. 
Andrews,  some  $105,000.  The  St. 
Andrews  share  will  include  an 
additional  sum  above  matching 
requirements  lo  provide  for 
general   student  health  need? 


within  the  new  structure.  This 
arrangement  will  permit  the 
college  to  close  an  existing  frame 
structure  used  as  a  health  center. 

Completion  of  the  one-story 
structure  is  planned  for  the  fall  of 
1973.  A.G.  Odell  and  Associates  of 
Charlotte,  college  architect,  is 
designing  the  Rehabilitation 
Center.

Proposed  New  Confession  Is  Brief, 
Written  In  'Plain  English' 


Massey  Accepts  Call  To  UPUSA 
Church  In  High  Point 


The  Rev,  Robert  A.  Massey, 
pastor  of  the  Dellabrook 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Winston- 
Salem  since  1970,  has  accepted  a 
call  from  the  congregation  of  the 
St.  Paul's  United  Presbyterian 
Church  (UPUSA)  in  High  Point. 

Ordained  by  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  in  1941, 
Massey  served  UPUSA  Churches 
in  Boonesville,  Mt.  Airy, 
Mocksville,  and  Woodleaf  from 
1941  until  1955. 

He  was  received  by  Fayet- 
teville  Presbytery  in  1955  and 
organized  the  College  Heights 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Fayet- 
teville,  the  first  pre-dominately 
Black  church  in  that  presbytery. 

After  serving  the  College 
Heights  Church  for  fifteen  years, 
Massey  was  called  to  the  80- 
member  Dellabrook  Church  in 
Winston-Salem.  During  his 
pastorate  there,  the  membership 
increased  from  80  to  104.  During 
that  time,  the  Dellabrook 
congregation  initiated  and 
completed  a  major  renovation  of 
the  church  facility. 

While  serving  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.S., 
Massey  was  active  in  both  his 
presbytery  and  synod.  Among  his 
many  activities,  he  was  a 
member  of  the  Mission  and 
Organization  Committtee  of  the 
Synod  "B"  and  was  a  Fraternal 
Delegate  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  to  the  Synod  of  Catawba 
(UPUSA). 

In  commenting  on  his  decision 
to  movp,  Mi  ^ey  said,  "After 


sincere  soul-searching  in  an 
effort  to  discern  God's  will  for  the 
future  of  my  work,  I  have  decided 
to  accept  this  new  and  different 
challenge  in  the  ministry." 


Raleigh  Church

The  Rev.  Robert  E.  Fields  has 
accepted  the  call  of  Hudson 
Memorial  Presbyterian  Church 
in  Raleigh  and  will  be  leaving  his 
Montgomery,  West  Virginia 
pastorate  in  late  August. 

Mr.  Fields,  minister  of  the 
Montgomery  Presbyterian 
Church  for  the  past  sev/en  years, 
is  a  native  of  Kentucky  and  a  1960 
graduate  of  Union  Theological 
Seminary  in  Virginia. 

In  Montgomery,  Mr.  Fields  has 
been  president  of  the  Fayette 
County  Mental  Health 
Association,  the  head  of  the 
Montgomery  Ministerial 
Association,  Chairman  of  the 
Montgomery  Human  Rights 
Commission,  Vice-president  of 
the  Montgomery  Rotary  Club, 
Moderator  of  Kanawha 
Presbytery,  and  was  in- 
strumental in  starting  the 
Montgomery  Drug  Council  and 
Rivermont,  a  low-income  rent 
supplement  housing  project  in 
Montgomery. 

Mr.  Fields  and  his  wife,  former 
Lillian  Charlene  Whittle,  have 
three  children. 


After  three  years  of  intense 
study,  writing  and  rewriting,  a 
committee  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.S.  has  completed  a 
tentative  draft  of  the  proposed 
new  Confession  of  Faith  for  the 
denomination. 

While  several  brief  statements 
of  faith  have  been  passed  by  the 
General  Assembly  during  the 
past  60  years,  the  New  Con- 
fession, if  adopted  in  1975  as 
scheduled,  would  become  the 
first  full,  official  standard  of  faith 
of  the  denomination  in  more  than 
300  years. 

The  Westminster  Confession,  to 
which  the  PCUS  subscribes,  was 
written  in  1647. 

In  1969,  the  General  Assembly 
set  up  an  ad  interim  committee  to 
prepare  a  new  Confession  of 
Faith. 

The  new  document  is  unique  in 
many  ways.  Written  in  poetic 
free  verse  style,  the  draft  is  brief, 
only  23  pages  in  its  present  form, 
and  is  written  in  "plain  English", 
with  accent  on  clarity  for  laymen 
and  youth. 

Dr.  Albert  C.  Winn  of 
Louisville,  chairman  of  the 
committee,  explained  the  format 
and  style:  tightly-packed 
paragraphs  of  long  sentences  are 
no  longer  appropriate  for  20th 
century  readers.  Although  it  is  in 
simple  English,  it  is  the  com- 
mittee's hope  that  "beauty  and 
depth  have  been  maintained  in 
the  plainness."  Although  it  is 
brief,  the  authors  have  sought  "to 
touch  the  main  points  of  the 
faith." 

One  of  the  draft's  distinctive 
features.  Dr.  Winn  says,  is  "use 
of  the  biblical  story  as  the 
framework."  In  most 
paragraphs,  the  story  comes  first 
and  the  confession  follows.  There 
are  only  nine  chapters  in  the 
entire  draft. 

"We  trust  those  who  are 


familiar  with  Scripture  and  the 
Reformed  creeds  will  recognize 
its  heavy  dependence  on  both,  as 
well  as  its  application  to  the  new 
situation  in  which  God  has  placed 
us,"  the  chairman  remarked. 

A  copy  of  the  new  draft,  along 
with  a  three-page  questionnaire 
and  a  cover  letter  from  Dr.  Winn 
was  mailed  out  in  early  August  to 
all  ministers  and  clerks  of 
Sessions. 

In  his  letter.  Dr.  Winn  invites 
every  Presbyterian  "to  enter  into 
the  confessional  process."  He 
encourages  discussions  of  the 


proposed  Confession  "from  all 
points  of  view"  and  urges  the 
widest  possible  involvement  of 
the  whole  Church  in  the  study 
process.  Comments,  suggestions 
and  the  completed  questionaire 
are  to  be  sent  to  the  General 
Council's  research  department  in 
Atlanta  by  Dec.  15.  Results  will 
be  tallied  and  returned  to  the 
committee  for  study. 

Copies  of  the  draft  may  be 
ordered  from  the  Office  of  the 
General  Assembly  in  Atlanta  at 
25c  each.

A  special  group  of  "teen 
missionaries"  from  Clarkton, 
N.C.  had  a  "once-in-a-lifetime" 
adventure  this  summer. 

Sixteen  young  people  and  three 
adults  departed  from  the 
Raleigh-Durham  airport  on  June 
20,  bound  for  Kananga  in  Zaire 
(formerly  Congo).  The  trip  was 
the  realization  of  a  dream  which 
began  a  year  ago  when  the  young 
people  visited  with  missionary 
David  Miller  in  Montreat. 

All  but  two  of  the  teens  are 
Clarkton  residents  and  most  of 
them  are  members  of  the 
Clarkton  Presbyterian  Church. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Billy  Carter,  adult 
leaders  for  the  youth  group  at  the 
church,  and  the  Rev.  W.E.  Link, 
pastor,  accompanied  the  party. 

Youth  at  the  Clarkton  church 
became  interested  in  the  world's 
hunger  problems  during  the  1970 
World  Missions  Conference  in 
Montreat.  They  went  home, 
"fired  up"  the  rest  of  their  group 
and  "hunger"  became  a  project. 
The  teens  planned  and  gave 
programs  in  other  churches  and 
inspired  many  adults  to  give 
money  to  fight  the  problem. 

In  1971  a  larger  group  of  young 
people  returned  to  the  Montreat 
World  Mission  Conference  where 
they  met  Miller,  discussed  the 
problem  of  hunger  with  him  and 
asked  what  they  could  do. 

When  the  missionary  returned 
to  Zaire,  he  talked  with  Pastor 
Joseph  Mbia  of  the  Church  of 


Zaire  about  the  teenagers  from 
North  Carolina  and  soon 
thereafter  the  Clarkton  group 
was  invited  to  Zaire. 

The  big  "if"  was  money,  for  the 
group  had  to  pay  their  own  way. 

But  the  town  of  Clarkton  lined 
up  behind  them.  The  men  of 
Clarkton  Presbyterian  Church 
pledged  their  financial  support 
and  agreed  to  solicit  con- 
tributions. The  mayor  declared  a 
"Can  Go  Congo  Day".  On  tha» 
day  a  bake  sale,  a  barbecue  and 
an  auction  yielded  funds  for  the 
trip. 

Primary  purpose  of  the  trip 
was  to  allow  the  North 
Carolinians  an  opportunity  to 
work  with  the  Zairien  young 
people  and  to  witness  for  Jesus 
Christ. 

The  trip  was  sanctioned  by  the 
Board  of  World  Missions, 
Wilmington  Presbytery  and  the 
session  of  the  Clarkton  Church.

Dr.  H.  Kerr  Taylor,  is  a 
former  missionary  to  China. 

Mrs.  Taylor  will  work  under 
the  direction  of  the  steering 
committee  and  will  coordinate 
the  work  of  all  task  groups  and 
divisions  of  the  Board  until 
permanent  staff  is  obtained. 

The  present  Board  will  serve 


until  July  1,  1973,  when  persons 
nominated  by  the  new  regional 
synods  and  the  Permanent 
Nominating  Committee  will 
succeed  this  provisional  board. 
The  new  Synod  of  North  Carolina 
will  nominate  6-8  members  to  the 
General  Executive  Board,  one- 
half  clergy  and  one-half  laity. 
The  Permanent  Nominating 
Committee  will  select  twenty 
persons  to  serve  three-year 
terms  on  the  Board. 

The  General  Executive  Board 
expects  to  meet  at  least  five  more 
times  prior  to  the  1973  meeting  of 
the  General  Assembly.  The  next 
meeting  is  scheduled  for  Sep- 
tember 22  in  Atlanta. 

At  the  September  meeting,  the 
chairman  will  nominate  Board 
members  to  the  various  divisions 
in  accordance  with  the  steering 
committee's  determination  of  the 
personnel  needs  of  each  sub-unit. 
The  General  Exeutive  Board  has 
determined  that  ten  men^bers  of 
the  General  Executive  Board  will 
constitute  the  divisions  of 
National  Missions,  International 
Missions,  and  Corporate  and 
Social  Missions.  There  will  be 
twelve  members  serving  on  the 
Division  of  Professional 
Development  and  the  Division  of 
Central  Support  Services. 

Members  of  the  eleven- 
member  steering  committee  will 


not  serve  on  the  divisional  units 
because  of  the  heavy  demands  on 
that  committee  during  the 
transitional  period. 

At  its  organizational  meeting, 
the  General  Executive  Board 
took  action  to  insure  that  the 
present  program  structures 
would  continue  to  function  until 
January  1,  1974,  when  the 
General  Executive  Board 
becomes  the  only  administrative 
unit  of  the  denomination. 

During  the  eighteen  months 
transitional  period,  the  old 
structure  will  continue  to  operate 
and  bear  full  responsibility  for 
work  at  the  Assembly  level.  The 
present  boards  were  asked  to 
submit  comprehensive  in- 
ventories of  their  present  work 
and  budget  proposals  for  1974. 


The  July  meeting  was 
characterized  by  efforts  of  the 
Board  members  to  become  ac- 
customed to  the  new  operating 
style,  discovering  early  in  the 
meeting  that  the  reorganization 
process  was  not  merely  a 
reshuffling  of  the  program 
functions,  the  group  quickly 
developed  methods  for  rapidly 
handling  major  decisions  and 
large  volumes  of  work.

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Consultation  On  World  Hunger 

To  Plan  Attack  On  World-Wide  Problem 


Plans  are  picking  up 
momentum  for  a  Consultation  on 
World  Hunger  and  development, 
sponsored  by  a  unit  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.  next 
May. 

About  200  participants,  mostly 
from  Presbyterian  U.S. 
constituency,  will  be  invited  by 
the  planning  comrftittee  of  the 
denomination's  Task  Force  on 
World  Hunger  to  take  part  in  the 
May  27-31  event.  It  will  be  held  at 
the .  Center  for  Continuing 
Education  at  the  University  of 
Georgia,  Athens. 

The  Task  Force  came  into 
being  by  the  1969  General 
Assembly  which  set  the  problems 
of  world  hunger  as  the 
denomination's  top  priority  for  at 
least  five  years. 

The  consultation  is  the  first 
opportunity  of  its  kind  for 
Presbyterians  to  arm  themselves 
for  a  major  attack  on  world 
hunger  problem,  although  a 
number  of  seminars  have  been 
held  from  time  to  time. 

Statement  Of  Rationale 

A  "statement  of  rationale  and 
objectives"  for  the  consultation 
from  the  Task  Force's  planning 
committee,  declared.  "The 
purpose  (of  the  consultation)  is  to 
bring  together  persons,  prin- 
cipally from  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.S.,  who  by  profession 
and  training  or  present  position, 
can  have  a  great  influence  on 
attacking  the  root  causes  of  world 
hunger,  to  plan  strategy  for 
marshalling  the  strength  of  our 
church,  and  for  influencing  the 
policies  and  practices  of 
government,  business  and  other 
sectors  of  our  society  with  regard 
to  attacking  hunger  and 
promoting  development." 

The  statement  urges  the  task 
force  to  call  "the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.S.  to  a  serious  con- 
sideration of  what  is  Christ's  will 
for  us  as  individual  Christians,  as 
a  church,  as  American  citizens  in 
such  a  time  as  this." 

Many  objectives  are  being 
proposed  for  the  consultation. 
The  participants  will  seek  to 
identify  and  understand  more 
deeply  the  root  causes  of  world 
hunger  and  point  out  potential 
consequences  of  alternatives;  to 
identify  the  potential  within  the 


denomination's  membership  to 
deal  with  these  causes  and  to  aid 
in  world  development;  to  work 
toward  "attitudinal  change"  in 
church  constituency;  to  enable 
people  in  positions  of  power  to 
find  guidelines  for  decisions 
which  can  have  far-reaching 
influence;  to  identify  the  inter- 
relationship between  problems  of 
development  in  the  southern 
United  States  and  those  in  the 
Third  World;  to  consider  the 
range  of  action-solutions  which 
are  being  undertaken  by  other 
churches  and  groups  and 
ascertain  their  significance  for 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S.; 
and  to  suggest  long-range 
strategy.

Permanent  Theological  Committee 

Preparing  Papers  On  ''Abortion,"  ''Universalism" 


The  Assembly's  Permanent 
Theological  Committee  of  the 
General  Assembly  has  taken 
inital  steps  toward  preparing 
papers  on  the  subjects  of 
"Abortion"  and  "Universalism". 


The  two  topics  were  assigned  to 
the  committee  for  study  during 
the  June  meeting  of  the 
Assembly. 

At  its  first  session  since  ad- 
journment of  the  Assembly,  the 
permanent  committee,  meeting 
at  Columbia  Theological 
Seminary  at  Decatur,  Ga.,  July 
18-20,  spent  preliminary  time 
discussing  various  aspects  of  the 
subjects  and  ways  the  committee 
might  approach  the  topics.  Dr. 
Wade  P.  Huie,  member  of  the 
faculty  at  Columbia  Seminary,  is 
chairman  of  the  committee. 

The  Assembly  asked  the 
committee  to  name  four  of  its 
own  members  and  to  co-opt  five 
women  to  make  up  a  work  group 
for  the  Abortion  paper.  The  Rev. 
B.  Harrison  Taylor,  pastor  of  St. 
Andrews  Presbyterian  Church, 
Beaumont,  Texas,  is  chairman  of 
this  task  force  and  will  work  with 
William  H.  Albritton,  a  lawyer 
from  Andalusia,  Aa.,  the  Rev.  R. 
David  Kaylor,  professor  at 
Davidson  College,  Davidson, 
N.C,  and  Dr.  William  Swain, 
member  of  the  faculty  at  Florida 
State  University,  Tallahassee, 
Fla.  The  five  women  members 
have  not  yet  been  named. 

Dr.  C.  Benton  Kline,  president 
Columbia  Seminary,  is  chairman 
of  the  sub-committee  preparing 
the  initial  draft  on  "Univer- 
salism", with  Dr.  Swain  and  Dr. 
Jesse  de  Boer,  professor  at  the 
University      of  Kentucky, 


Lexington,  Ky.  serving  with  him. 

The  permanent  committee 
continues  work  on  two  other 
papers  requested  from  previous 
Assemblies. 

One  has  to  do  with  the  meaning 
of  "confirmation"  and 
participation  of  children  in  the 
Lord's  Supper,  an  assignment 
channeled  to  the  committee  from 
the  1970  General  Assembly.  Dr. 
Huie  heads  the  work  group 
preparing  this  document. 

The  Rev.  Donald  K.  Camp- 
bell, pastor  of  Grace 
Presbyterian  Church,  Little  Rock 
and  Dr.  Prescott  H.  Williams, 
President  of  Austin  Presbyterian 
Theological  Seminary,  Austin, 
Tex.,  are  also  members  of  this 
task  force. 


Last  year's  General  Assembly 
asked  the  permanent  committee 
to  make  a  study  of  "ordination" 
and  other  aspects  of  the  ministry. 
Campbell  is  chairman  of  the  sub- 
committee working  on  this  paper, 
with  Kline,  Albritton  and 
Williams  as  members. 

The  1972  Assembly  expanded 
the  committee's  assignments 
dealing  with  the  two  earlier 
papers. 

Chairman  Huie  said  that  sub- 
committees will  swap  mem- 
bership from  time  to  time  as 
work  of  the  permanent  com- 
mittee progresses. 

The  next  meeting  of  the 
Theological  Committee  will  be 
Oct.  26-28 at  Columbia  Seminary.

Task 
force  members  will  also  start 
work  on  the  new  resume  forms 
and  position-definition  forms  for 
Assembly's  Committee  on  the 
Minister  and  His  Work.  They  will 
outline  detailed  steps  required  to 
provide  new  precedures  for 
implementing  a  new  system. 

A  "sounding  board"  period  will 
follow  during  which  the  work  of 
the  task  force  can  be  circulated 


throughout  the  General 
Assembly  for  feedback. 

The  final  step  in  the  process 
will  be  installation  of  the  new 
system  by  the  Assembly's 
Committee  on  the  Minister  and 
His  Work.

N.C.  LEGISLATURE— 

Council  Plans 
Ways  To 
Communicate 

The  General  Assembly  Task 
Group  of  the  North  Carolina 
Council  of  Churches  met  in 
Raleigh,  July  18  to  discuss 
strategies  for  relating  North 
Carolina  Churches  to  the  Ctate 
Legislature  in  1973. 

Plans  were  made  to  develop  a 
legislative  communications- 
action  network  in  the  various 
judicatories  of  the  Council. 
Members  of  the  network  will  be 
church  leaders  who  are  alert  to 
the  social  and  political  im- 
plications of  religion  and  who 
have  some  interest  in  govern- 
mental affairs.  Regular 
legislative  reports  will  be 
prepared  by  Collins  Kilburn, 
director  of  Social  Ministries  of 
the  North  Carolina  Council,  for 
their  response,  when  ap- 
propriate, through  com- 
municating their  concerns  to 
members  of  the  N.C.  General 
Assembly. 

The  task  group  also  recom- 
mended that  three  legislative 
workshops  be  held  prior  to  the 
convening  of  the  General 
Assembly  in  January.  These 
workshops  would  deal  with 
several  of  the  most  important 
legislative  issues,  the  nature  of 
the  legislative  process,  and 
methods  of  influencing  the 
process. 

Areas  of  major  emphasis  for 
legislative  action  will  be  tax 
policy  and  human  needs,  housing 
for  migrant  farm  workers, 
welfare  and  income  main- 
tainance,  prison  reform  and 
corrections,  and  capital  punish- 
ment.

More  than  80  per 
cent  of  the  students  in  the 
program  who  have  graduated 
from  high  school  have  been 
admitted  to  college.

The  teen-agers  are  all  rising 
eighth  and  ninth  graders  at 
Charlotte's  Eastway  and 
Hawthorne  junior  high  schools.

ALBEMARLE  PRESBYTERY— 


Two  Ordained,  Budget  Approved  In  July 


The  summer  adjourned 
meeting  of  Albemarle 
Presbytery  held  at  the  Mac- 
clesfield Presbyterian  Church  on 
July  11,  examined  two  candidates 
for  ordination  and  approved  a 
$220,000  budget  for  1973. 

Charles  C.  Williamson  and 
William  S.  Forbes,  both  recent 
graduates  of  Union  Theological 
Seminary  in  Virginia,  were 
examined  and  approved  for 
ordination.  Williamson  has 
received  a  call  from  the  Golds- 
boro  First  Presbyterian  Church 
as  Associate  Pastor  and  Forbes 
has  been  called  as  Pastor  of  the 
Hollywood  Church  of  Greenville. 

The  call  of  Snow  Hill  and  Jason 
Presbyterian  Churches  to  the 
Rev.  Stewart  C.  LeNeave,  Jr. 
was  approved  by  Presbytery  and 
a  commission  was  appointed  to 
install  Mr.  LeNeave  in  a  service 
of  worship  in  the  Jason  Church  on 
September  10. 


The  Rev.  Richard  R.  Gammon, 
chairman  of  the  Presbytery's 
Council,  presented  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  stewardship 
committee  for  the  benevolance 
and  office  budgets  for  1973. 

Presbytery  approved  the 
budget  recommendation  which 
included  $86,671  (39.40  per  cent) 
for  assembly  causes,  $69,412 
(31.54  per  cent)  for  Synod  causes, 
and  $63,933  (29.06  per  cent)  for 
Presbytery  causes,  for  a  total  of 
$220,016.  The  1972  Presbytery 
budget  was  $214,677. 

The  progress  of  the  Planning 
Management  Group  was 
reported  by  Russell  R.  Roebuck, 
vice-chairman.  He  reported 
that  the  two  district  meetings  in 
which  the  needs  of  Presbytery 
were  listed  and  priortized  had 
involved  approximately  550 
persons  from  the  churches  of  the 
Presbytery. 
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The  next  step  in  the  planning 
process  was  the  arrangement  for 
cluster  meetings  with  the 
churches  of  the  Presbytery 
divided  in  fourteen  clusters  of  3-5 
churches  each.  The  first  cluster 
meetings  were  held  during  the 
latter  part  of  May.  Using  the  list 
of  needs  gathered  during  the  first 
series  of  meetings,  the  cluster 
meetings  were  asked  to  produce 
an  inventory  of  goals  based  on 
that  list  of  needs.  366  suggested 
goals  resulted  from  these 
meetings. 

On  July  27,  the  Planning 
Management  Group  and 
Presbytery  Council  joined  in  a 
work  day  for  the  purpose  of 
refining  the  goals  and 
eliminating  duplication.  Between 
September  15  and  24,  the  second 
series  of  cluster  meetings  will  be 
held  to  determine  priorties  from 
the  list  of  goals.  The  product  of 
those  meetings  will  be  presented 
to  the  Presbytery's  Council  on 
September  28  and  to  the  fall 
meeting  of  Albemarle 
Presbytery  on  October  10. 

Acting  on  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  Layman^s 
Committee  on  Ministers' 
Salaries,  the  minimum  salary  of 
ministers  in  Albemarle 
Presbytery  for  1973  was  raised 
from  $6,600  to  $7,000  with  car 
allowance  to  remain  at  $1200 
making  a  total  for  salary  and  car 
expenses  $8200. 

Other  committees  to  report  to 
Presbytery  were  Church 
Extension,  Annuties  and  Relief, 
Christian  Education;  and  Church 
and  Society. 

Following  the  reports  of 
commissioners  to  the  General 
Assembly,  the  Rev.  J.  Lewis 
Baker.  Princeton,  was  elected  as 
moderator -nominee  for  the  next 
meeting  of  Presbytery. 

Albemarle  Presbytery  will 
meet  on  October  10,  1972,  at  the 
Pinetops  Presbytery  Church  in 
Pinetops.

Martin  Resigns  From 
Faculty  At  Union  Seminary 


Dr.  James  P.  Martin, 
Professor  of  Biblical 
Interpretation  at  Union 
Theological  Seminary  since  1966 
has  rendered  his  resignation 
which  was  effective  at  the  end  of 
July.  Dr.  Martin  leaves  the 
Seminary  faculty  to  become 
principal  of  the  Vancouver  School 
of  Theology  of  University  of 
British  Columbia. 

Martin,  a  native  of  Vernon, 
British  Columbia  is  an  alumnus 
of  the  University  of  Princeton 
Theological  Seminary,  where  he 
also  earned  the  Th.  D.  Degree  in 
1958. 

After  being  ordained  to  the 
ministry  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.A.  in 
1952,  he  served  pastorates  at  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  and 
First  Congregational  Church  of 
Mahanoy  City,  Pennsylvania 
until  1954.  In  1954,  he  was  called 
as  an  instructor  at  Princeton 
Seminary  in  the  Biblical 
Department,  and  in  1959  Dr. 
Martin  was  named  Assistant 
Professor  in  New  Testament. 

Dr.  Martin  came  to  Union 
Seminary  from  Princeton 
Seminary  in  1962  as  Associate 
Professor  of  New  Testament.  In 
1966  he  was  elevated  to  the 
professorship  of  Biblical 
Interpretation. 

The  school  to  which  Dr.  Martin 
will  go  was  formed  about  a  year 
ago  with  the  merger  of  a  college 
of  the  United  Church  of  Canada 
and  one  of  the  Anglican  Church  of 
Canada,  both  in  Vancouver.

J.  Harold  McKeithen,  the  1967 
moderator  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina,  died  in  Winston-Salem 
on  August  19.  He  was  71. 

Mr.  McKeithen  was  a  lawyer, 
civic  leader  and  churchman  who 
had  been  active  in  the  work  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  for  many 
years  and  in  numerous  positions. 
He  was  serving  the  Synod  as 
chairman  of  its  Committee  on 
Institutional  Relationships  for 
Synod  "B"  and  had  just  com- 
pleted a  term  on  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  National  Council 
of  Churches  of  Christ  in  America. 

Law  Practice 

Mr.  McKeithen  was  born  m 
Aberdeen  on  July  17,  1901  to 
Archibald  A.  and  Alia  May 
McKeithen.  He  graduated  from 
Davidson  College  in  1922  and 
earned  his  law  degree  at  Harvard 
Law  School  in  1927.  Before  en- 
tering law  school,  he  was 
superintendent  of  schools  at 
Wallace  for  two  years.  He  began 
the  practice  of  law  in  Winston- 
Salem  in  1928. 

He  held  a  series  of  posts  of 
leadership  in  his  community.  He 
served  as  president  of  the  Win- 
ston-Salem Junior  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  the  Forsyth  County 
Bar  Association,  the  Junior  Bar 
Association,  the  Winston-Salem 
Kiwanis  Club  and  the  Forsyth 
Country  Club. 

He  was  a  director  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  the 
Memorial  Industrial  School  and

Bible  Society  Names  Borman 


(RNS)— Former  astronaut  Frank  Borman,  who  read  the  Genesis 
account  of  creation  to  the  world  while  orbiting  the  moon  during  the 
Apollo  8  mission  on  Christmas  Eve  1968,  has  been  elected  an  honorary 
vice-president  of  the  American  Bible  Society. 

Commenting  on  the  election.  Dr.  Laton  E.  Holingren,  the  Society's 
general  secretary,  said :  "Col.  Borman 's  expressed  interest  in  the  wider 
distribution  and  study  of  the  Bible  makes  it  highly  appropriate  that  he 
should  take  his  place  as  a  vice-president  of  the  American  Bible  Society 
in  the  tradition  of  John  Jay,  Francis  Scott  Key,  John  Quincey  Adams, 
and  Charles  Evans  Hughes. 

"Like  them  he  has  provided  great  encouragement  to  the  Society's 
staff  in  their  effort  to  see  that  every  man  on  earth  should  have  an  op- 
portunity to  possess  a  copy  of  the  Holy  scriptures  in  a  language  he  can 
easily  understand  and  at  a  price  he  can  easily  afford." 

Col.  Borman,  an  active  Episcopal  layman  and  senior  vice-president  of 
American  Airlines,  addressed  the  American  Bible  Society's  156th  an- 
nual meeting  last  May.  At  that  time,  he  declared  that  the  Bible  "con- 
tains truths  set  down  for  a  less  sophisticated  generation  of  mankind,  but 
the  seeker  will  find  that  the  principles  imderlying  those  truths  remain 
timeless."

Bible  Translators  Enter  Russia 


WAXHAW,  N.C.  (RNS)  —  The  Wycliffe  Bible  Translaters,  an 
evangelical,  non-denominational  mission  organization,  has  gained 
permission  to  send  a  small  group  of  linguists  to  work  in  the  Soviet 
Union. 

Dr.  W.  Cameron  Townsend,  founder  of  Wycliffe,  disclosed  the 
development  during  an  interview  at  his  home  in  Waxhaw,  N.  C. 

He  said  that  after  five  years  of  effort,  the  Soviet  government  is 
allowing  "several"  Wycliffe  translators  to  work  with  its  own  linguists. 

A  major  part  of  Wycliffe's  program  is  the  translation  of  the  Bible  into 
the  world's  many  languages  and  dialects.  Its  aim  is  evangelism. 
Wycliffe  is  noted  for  work  in  isolated  areas.  Jungle  Aviation  and  Radio 
Services  are  headquartered  in  Waxhaw,  25  miles  southeast  of  Charlotte, 
N.  C. 

Dr.  Townsend  said  that  Dr.  Esther  Mattheson,  a  Wycliffe  linguist  who 
did  research  in  Russia  two  years  ago,  will  be  the  first  staff  member  of 
his  organization  to  enter  the  Soviet  Union  under  the  new  arrangement.

Force  Plans 

A  Brief  Look  At  Some  Of  Our  Previous  Separations  Workshops

(The  first  of  a  two-part  series). 

There  is  a  lot  of  talk  about,  and 
planning  for,  a  division  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  US!  There 
is  nothing  new  in  this.  American 
Presbyterianism  has  been 
divided  before  on  several  oc- 
casions -  in  the  eighteenth, 
nineteenth,  and  twentieth  cen- 
turies. 

We  have  tended  to  fragment  at 
times  when  we  have  been  unable 
to  resolve  our  differences  over 
the  manner  in  which  we  should 
express  and  fulfill  our  com- 
mitment to  seek  the  peace,  unity, 
and  purity,  of  the  church,  and 
when  the  body,  tolerant  as  it  may 
be  of  many  things,  can  no  longer 
stand  the  tensions. 

A  great  many  people  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.  are 
worried  about  personal 
allegiance  to  Jesus  Christ  artd  our 
theological  commitment.  The 
issue  seems  to  be  how  these 
essential  commitments  will  be 
expressed.  This  was  the  case  in 
the  earliest  division  in  American 
Presbyterianism,  that  of  the  New 
Side-Old  Side,  1741-1758.  New 
Siders  warned  against  the 
"dangers  of  an  unconverted 
ministry,"  turned  cold  and 
sapless  because  it  had  no 
personal  knowledge  of  the  race  of 
God,  while  Old  Siders  accused  the 
New  Side  of  being  "censorious," 
"itinerants,"  and  "enthusiasts" 
who  were  subverting  order  and 
orthodoxy. 

1758  "Plan  of  Union" 

The  issues  were  resolved  for 
the  time  being  in  the  "Plan  of 
Union"  of  1758.  Colonial 
Presbyterians  agreed  to  accept 
and  to  oppose  errors  contrary  to 
the  Westminster  Standards  as 
"an  orthodox  and  excellent 
system  of  Christian  doctrine," 
and  required  ministers  to  give 
evidence  of  an  "experimental 
acquaintance  with  religion," 
while  warning  against 
"dangerous  delusion"  in 
Christian  experience.  What  is 
new  today  is  that  a  great  many 
members  of  the  denomination 


insist  that  Christian  integrity 
demands  that  convictions  be 
expressed  in  the  idiom  of  the 
twentieth  century  and  not  simply 
in  that  of  the  seventeenth  in 
which  the  Westminster  Stan- 
dards were  composed.  There  is 
nothing  in  this  early  history 
which  would  prevent  us  from 
doing  this. 

"Great  Awakening" 
To  be  sure,  there  were  strict 
constructionists.  However,  in  the 
discussion  before  and  during  the 
"Great  Awakening"  the 
evangelicals  expressed 
uneasiness  over  subscription  to 
the  Westminster  Standards,  as 
tending  toward  the  idolatry  of  a 
form,  a  danger  to  the  primacy  of 
the  Bible  as  the  rule  of  faith  and 
hfe,  and  as  a  drag  on  the  vitality 
of  Christian  witness.  Moreover, 
in  adopting  the  Standards, 
Presbyterians  held  that  they 
were  a,  not  the,  system  of 
Christian  doctrine,  and  intro- 
duced both  "scrupling"  and  an 
amending  process,  thus 
recognizing  implicitly  and 
explicitly  that  Christian 
experience  need  not  be  inter- 
preted finally,  and  in  perpetuum 
through  the  Westminster  Stan- 
dards. What  the  division  and  then 
the  Reunion  of  1741-1758  did  in- 
sure was  that  American 
Presbyterianism  would  involve 
strong  theological  and  evange- 
lical convictions  about  Jesus 
Christ  as  the  power  of  God  unto 
salvation.  Tensions,  and  indeed, 
tempers   have   arisen   in  the 


denomination  today  over  the 
manner  in  which  we  are  to 
express  these  convictions  in  our 
space  age. 

Ethical  Concerns 
In  addition  there  are  many 
people  who  are  worried  about  the 
ethical  concern  of  Presbyterians. 
Some  put  the  matter  simply, 
from  one  point  of  view.  Presby- 
terians have  stopped  preaching 
the  gospel  and  have  started 
meddling  in  politics  -  therefore, 
we  must  rid  the  church  of  these 
people  so  that  we  can  get  on  with 
the  business  of  evangelizing  the 
world.  What  some  of  these 
persons  forget  is  that  American 
Presbyterians  have  always  had  a 
strong  ethical  interest  and  have 
been  deeply  involved  in  public 
affairs.  From  another  point  of 
view,  this  has  been  an 
inescapable  aspect  of  personal 
commitment  to  Jesus  Christ  and 
of  confessional  responsibility. 

There  is  nothing  new  in  this. 
After  the  New  Side-Old  Side 
division  had  been  healed, 
Presbyterians  emerged  as  the 
"revolutionary  generation" 
which  helped  shape  the  "spirit  of 
1776."  Moreover,  the  West- 
minster Standards,  under  which 
Presbyterians  have  lived,  insist 
upon  an  ethical  concern.  Synods 
and  Councils,  according  to  the 
Standards,  should  determine 
ministerially  "cases  of  con- 
science," and  have  an  obligation 
not  only  to  evangelize  but  to  deal 
with  civil  magistrate  "by  way  of 
humble  petition  in  cases 
extraordinary"  and   for  the 


"satisfaction  of  conscience." 

Presbyterians  have  tried  at 
times  to  avoid  these  obligations. 
The  old  School  -  New  School 
division  of  1838-1870  certainly 
involved  theological  and  disci- 
plinary issues.  But  there  is 
substantial  evidence  to  indicate 
that  in  dividing  the  denomination 
some  Presbyterians  were  at- 
tempting to  escape  a  discussion 
of  slavery  and  to  put  a  gag  on 
those  who  persisted  in  raising 
this  ethical  issue  in  ecclesiastical 
courts.  Southerners  joined  with 
other  Presbyterians  in  exscin- 
ding -  under  questionable  con- 
stitutional circumstances,  by  the 
way  those  who  were  presumably 
the  radicals.  But  there  was  no 
conceivable  way  in  which 
Presbyterians  could  prevent  this 
irrespressible  question  from 
coming  up  for  discussion.  Slavery 
was  a  "case  of  conscience"  and  it 
was  a  case  "extraordinary." 
Many  Presbyterians  believed 
that  it  was  a  sin,  to  use  the  words 
of  the  Westminster  Larger 
Catechism,  to  maintain  an 
"undue  silence"  in  a  just  cause.

The  Presbyterian  U.  S.  Task 
Force  on  World  Church  Hunger, 
in  cooperation  with  the  Rural 
Economic  Development  Task

Union  Seminary's  Opening 
Exercises  Feature  Dr.  Paul  Hoon 


"Spiritual  development  of 
students  begins  with  and  depends 
upon  the  spiritual  formation  of 
the  faculty,"  according  to  Dr. 
Paul  Hoon  of  Union  Theological 
Seminary  in  New  York,  the  guest 
speaker  Thursday,  September  7, 
for  the  161st  opening  convocation 
at  Union  Theological  Seminary  in 
Virginia. 

Presenting  "  Voyage- Vision - 
Venture,"  the  report  of  an 
American  Association  of 
Theological  Schools'  task  force 
on  spiritual  development  to  over 
200  students  and  faculty  mem- 
bers, Dr.  Hoon  stressed  the 
importance  of  the  faculty  as  one 
of  three  main  implications  he 
identified  in  the  report. 

Adding  he  did  not  mean  to 
imply  the  faculty  "have  any 
monopoly  on  sanctity  or  that 
student  inputs  into  this  whole 
area  are  not  vital,  "the  guest 
speaker  emphasized  the  faculty's 
understanding  of  itself  as  a 
"formation  faculty,"  The  type  of 
faculty  where  spiritual 
development  is  taken  seriously, 
in  Dr.  Hoon's  opinion,  is  a 
"collegium  of  men  and  women 
intentionally  committed  to 
helping  students  become  formed 
into  full  stature  of  Christ." 

"The  people  who  wrote  this 
report  on  spiritual  development 
would  say,  I  think,  that  theology 
is  first  of  all  doxology,  and  that  a 
faculty  is  accountable  first  of  all

A  former  moderator  of  the 
Presbytery  of  Louisville,  Car- 
penter has  also  at  various  times 
headed  the  work  of  that 
Presbytery  in  Christian 
Education,  Evangelism,  and 
World  Missions.

He 
was  also  responsible  for 
organizing  the  Highland  Com- 
munity Ministries,  an  interdeno- 
minational work  which  now 
employs  a  full  time  director. 


"The  student  body,  therefore, 
reaches  into  more  than  100 
communities  and  overseas," 
stated  Dr.  Kelly. 

Students  enrolled  in  the  Fourth 
level  will  be  participating  in  the 
Doctor  of  Ministry  program 
initiated  this  fall  at  Union.  The 
program  is  a  totally  new 
curricular  design  emphasizing 
the  attainment  of  specific 
knowledge  and  skill  com- 
petencies in  the  practice  of 
ministry,  and  it  offers  training 
leading  to  a  professional  Doctor 
of  Ministry  degree.  Union's 
program  more  than  meets  the 
new  standards  for  the 
professional  doctorate  adopted  at 
the  biennial  meeting  of  the 
American  Association  of 
Theological  Schools. 

Other  main  implications  from 
the  report,  "Voyage-Vision- 
Venture,"  according  to  Dr.  Hoon, 
include  a  message  to  seminaries 
"to  see  the  entire  process  of 
education  of  men  and  women  for 
ministry  as  a  call  to  them  to  be 
saints,  and  its  aim  as  their 
personal  growth  as  apostles  and 
the  spiritual  formation  in 
Christ."  Dr.  Hoon  also  stressed 
the  importance  of  "the  holistic 
nature  of  spiritual  development, 
how  the  entire  spectrum  of  a 
student's  experience  spiritually 
forms  him  or  her."  He  added,  "... 
any  spirituality  worth  the  name 
today  cannot  be  a  'charmed 
circle  spiritually"  .  Rather,  it 
almost  certainly  will  have  to 
arise  out  of  our  encounter  with 
the  world." 

Members  of  the  student  body 
and  faculty  will  be  studying 
further  implications  of  the  report 
during  a  retreat  at  the  beginning 
of  the  September  term. 


Moderator  Describes 
Humanism  As 
^Great  Counterfeit^ 


(RNS)— Humanism  is  "the 
great  counterfeit"  of 
Christianity,  according  to  Dr.  L. 
Nelson  Bell,  moderator  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.S. 

In  an  address  delivered  at  the 
dedication  of  the  new  sanctuary 
of  Westminster  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Asheville,  Dr.  Bell 
distinguished  between 
humanitarianism,  which  he 
described  as  "the  rightful  con- 
cern for  the  needs  of  others,"  and 
humanism,  which  he  charac- 
terized as  "a  substitute,  a 
counterfeit"  for  Christianity. 

Referring  to  the  parable  of  the 
prodigal  son,  the  speaker  said, 
"Humanism  takes  man  into  a  'far 
country',  and  Christianity  brings 
him  back." 

Of  the  Incarnation,  Dr.  Bell 
commented,  "How  easy  to 
believe  the  Virgin  Birth~the  one

Volunteers  from  North 
Carolina's  churches  will  spend  a 
week  using  their  carpentry  skills 
to  raise  a  house  for  a  low  income 
family  and  repair  other  homes  in 
Macon  County,  North  Carolina, 
beginning  October  15th. 

The  project  is  sponsored  by  the 
Commission  on  Religion  in  Ap- 
palachia  (CORA),  a  cooperative 
ministry  in  a  13-state  area,  and 
the  Macon  Program  for 
Progress,  a  community  action 
program. 

A  primary  aim  of  the  home 
building  and  repair  project  is  "to 
sensitize  the  participating  church 
people  so  they  can  go  back  to 
their  communities  and  spread  the 
word  about  housing  problems 
faced   by   many   low  income 


families,"  said  the  Rev.  Robert 
Parvin,  a  CORA  representative 
in  North  Carolina. 

Parvin,  pastor  of  the  First 
Christian  Church  in  Black 
Mountain,  North  Carolina,  is 
chairman  of  CORA's  Social, 
Economic  and  Political  Issues 
task  force  (SEPI)  in  North 
Carolina.  He  said  that  the 
cooperative  ministry  project  has 
to  date  four  volunteers  with 
carpentry  skills,  and  is  seeking 
other  church  people  to  donate 
their  time. 

Harold  E.  Warstler,  executive 
director  of  the  Macon  Program 
for  Progress,  said  a  house  with 
three  bedrooms  and  a  basement 
will  be  constructed  for  a  family  of 
four  now  living  inside  "a  cold, 
drafty  rented  house  with  in- 


sufficient space"  in  the  western 
North  Carolina  county. 

Miss  Virginia  Miller,  a  church 
and  community  worker  with  the 
United  Methodist  Church  and  a 
coordinator  of  the  CORA  social 
action  and  issue-oriented  com- 
ponent in  North  Carolina,  said  the 
volunteers  will  stay  at  Patton 
Springs  Camp  in  Macon  County 
during  the  work  session  from 
October  15th-22nd.

Thirty  Days  In  Africa: 

A  Report  On  Presbyterian  Outreach  In  Zaire

Miss  Clark  and  fourteen 
other  young  people  from 
Clarkton,  N.  C.  traveled  to 
Zaire  this  summer  to  work 
with  Presbyterian,  U.  S.  Mis- 
sionaries stationed  there. 

Dr.  John  Miller,  two  nutrition 
experts,  and  I  stepped  out  of  the 
red  Landrover  to  greet  the 
African  villagers  who  stood 
before  us.  The  Chief  walked  up  to 
Dr.  Miller,  took  his  hand,  and 
with  the  greeting  of  "Muoya 
Tatu,"  welcomed  him  to  his 
village.  We  were  there  to  conduct 
a  baby  clinic  for  the  children  of 
the  village  from  ages  one  to  five. 
The  combination  dirt-floor  clinic, 
village  church,  and  school  was 
housed  under  a  twenty  by  thirty- 
foot  thatched  roof  supported  by 
four  posts.  The  Chief  walked  to 
the  shelter  and  began  beating  a 
drum  to  announce  to  the  mothers 
and  children  the  arrival  of  Dr. 
Miller.  Such  church  bells  are 
needed  in  a  land  of  unclocked 
time. 

Clarkton  Youth 

The  experience  related  above 
took  place  this  summer  while 
fourteen  other  young  people,  four 
adults,  and  I  were  in  Zaire  for 
thirty  days.  I  was  one  of  the 
oldest  in  the  group,  a  sophomore 
in  college.  The  youngest  was  a 
sophomore  in  high  school.  We  left 
our  home  church  in  Clarkton, 
N.C.  under  the  sanction  of  the 
Board  of  World  Missions  and  by 
the  invitation  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Zaire.  The  tickets  were 
paid  for  by  the  corporate  effort  of 
the  two  hundred  members  of  the 
Clarkton  Church.  The  impetus  for 
our  desire  to  go  to  Zaire  came 
over  two  years  ago  when  our 


young  people  attended  the  1970 
World  Missions  Conference  at 
Montreat.  Struck  for  the  first 
time  with  the  facts  of  hunger,  our 
young  people  became  involved  in 
fund  raising  for  the  Halt  Hunger 
program.  A  year  later,  at  the 
World  Missions  Conference,  we 
were  invited  to  Zaire.  A  year 
after  that,  this  past  summer,  we 
were  there. 

Our  group  of  nineteen  was 
divided  into  three  sub-groups. 


each  to  be  under  the  direction  of 
one  of  our  missionaries  in  Zaire. 
One  group  was  at  Lake 
Munkamba  with  David  Miller. 
Another  was  at  Mbuji  Myai  with 
Bob  Gould.  The  third  group  was 
located  at  the  mission  station  at 
Tshikaji  under  the  leadership  of 
Paul  Donaldson.  Each  group  had 
with  them  a  number  of  Zairois 
young  people  who  lived  and 
worked  with  them  at  their 
stations.  The  group  at  Lake 
Munkamba,  a  retreat  for 
missionaries,  worked  to  build  a 
pier  and  paint  the  dining  hall.  The 
group  at  Mbuji  Myai  painted 


several  schools  in  the  area. 

I  was  stationed  with  the  third 
group  at  Tshikaji.  The  work  that 
we  did  there  afforded  us  a  look  at 
varied  types  of  mission.  We 
worked  in  the  library  of  the 
I.M.C.K.,  an  institute  founded  by 
the  American  Presbyterian 
Congo  Mission  in  1954  for  training 
Zairois  medical  personnel.  We 
aided  in  the  construction  of  the 
Good  Shepherd  Hospital  at 
Tshikaji,  which  has  been  under 


construction  for  six  months.  We 
organized  and  set  up  a  library  for 
missionary  children  in  Kananga 
and  unloaded  a  three-year 
backlog  of  White  Cross  barrels. 

As  we  worked,  we  were  able  to 
learn  much  about  a  new  culture 
and  our  mission  there. 

Our  Church  has  no  formal 
agency  in  Zaire.  Instead,  it  works 
through  the  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Zaire.  The  agency  that  was 
once  there  was  dissolved  with  the 
adoption  of  the  philosophy  that 
our  mission  there  would  be  to 
serve  where  we  were  called,  to 
adapt  our  program  to  their  needs. 


Zaire  is  baSicall'y  a  poor 
country;  though  with  the  recent 
development  of  its  diamond 
mines,  it  is  rapidly  becoming 
more  prosperous.  Outside  of  a 
few  large  cities,  life  in  Zaire  is 
primarily  confined  to  villages  of 
mud  huts.  These  villages  are 
grouped  into  tribes  who  maintain 
rivalry  with  one  another. 
Although  the  woman  is  the 
workhorse  of  the  society,  the  man 
is  the  decision  maker.  That  is  all 
he  has  to  do  since  his  traditional 
role  as  hunter  has  been 
eliminated,  along  with  the  near 
extinction  of  small  game.  The 
woman  is  not  so  lucky.  Her 
traditional  role  of  keeper  of  the 
house  and  fields  has  been 
maintained. 

She  is  forbidden  to  be  educated, 
but  with  the  new  socio-economic 
development  of  Zaire,  a  unique 
revolution  is  taking  place  within 
the  youth  and  women.  One 
example  of  the  changes  it  brings 
is  evidenced  in  the  nursing  school 
at  Tshikaji.  Traditionally  a  boys' 
school,  this  year  it  had  its  first 
girl  graduate.  The  young  men 
and  women  of  Zaire  are  no  longer 
content  to  remain  in  the  squalid 
conditions  imposed  upon  them  by 
village  life.  Education  has  made 
them  strive  for  something  better. 
But  what  about  the  majority  of 
Zairois  who  continue  to  live  in 
villages,  subsisting  only  on 
vegetables  grown  in  the  fields 
behind  their  huts?  What  can  be 
done  for  children  who  live  on 
starch  mixture  devoid  of 
nutrition  who,  if  not  permanently 
mentally  impaired,  die  of  star- 
vation? 

Eliminate 

"To  eliminate  instead  of 
alleviate."  This  is  the  principle 
on  which  missionary  Dr.  John 
Miller  works.  It  is  useless  to  treat 
a  worm-stricken  child  without 
changing  the  conditions  that 
propogated  the  primary  in- 


festation. It  is  equally  useless  to 
feed  a  malnurished  child  a 
nutritious  meal  when  he  will 
subsist  for  another  two  months  on 
starch.  While  we  were  in 
Tshikaji,  Dr.  Miller  was  in  the 
process  of  making  toilet  seats  to 
distribute  in  a  village.  At  the 
previously  mentioned  baby 
clinic,  he  distributed  soya  flour -a 
nutritious  flour  that  the  natives 
add  to  their  starch  staple.  The 
newly  constructed  Good 
Shepherd  Hospital  will  probably 
have  one  wing  devoted  to  efforts 
to  combat  protein  deficiency  by 
educating  the  mothers  on  how  to 
feed  their  children. 

In  Retrospect 

In  retrospect,  I  see  clearly  the 
justification  for  our  Church's 
mission  of  servitude  to  Zaire.  It  is 
justified  simply  by  the  fact  that 
the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Zaire 
is  a  living  church.  Huge  churches 
whose  services  last  from  two  to 
three  hours  are  overcrowded.  We 
experience'^  the  living  church 
there  as  we  joined  with  Zairois 
youth  in  conversational  prayer, 
conducted  at  first  in  two  different 
languages,  but  finally  by  us  in 
broken  French  and  by  the  Zairois 
in  broken  English,  as  we  prayed 
together  for  a  world  alliance  in 
Christ. 

These  experiences  have 
brought  me  and  my  youth  group 
to  a  new  understanding  of  the 
reality  of  Christ.  To  some,  who 
found  it  hard  to  leave  the  African 
sunsets,  it  will  mean  going  back 
in  a  missionary  capacity.  To  me, 
a  view  of  our  mission  in  Zaire  has 
led  me  to  the  belief  that  we,  like 
our  missionaries,  must  design  the 
structure  of  our  Church  to  fit  the 
needs  of  the  individual  and  his 
problems.  And  like  the  mission- 
aries, each  of  us  must  have  a 
dream  of  what  our  Church  should 
be.  Tempered  by  patience,  we 
must  continue  to  work  for  our 
ideals  despite  discouragement. 


QUEENS-DAVIDSON  JOINT  CAMPAIGN— 

Contributions  From  Corporations  Sought 
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Ground  breaking  for  con- 
struction of  the  new  $270,000 
Jamestown  Presbyterian  Church 
was  held  Sunday,  August  13  on 
the  10-acre  church  site  located  on 
the  Jamestown-Guilford  College 
Road  in  Greensboro. 

The  12,000  square-foot,  one  and 
one-half-story  structure  will 
house  the  sanctuary,  office 
space,  the  pastor's  study, 
secretary's  office,  library,  12 
class-rooms,  a  fellowship  hall 
and  kitchen. 

The  Jamestown  Presbyterian 
Church  was  officially  organized 
on  December  7,  1969  with  140 
charter  members  and  has  grown 
to  a  membership  of  232.  Members 
have  come  to  the  new  church 
from  11  states  and  10  different 
denominations. 

The  Rev.  Milton  McNeely 
Foust  was  called  by  Orange 
Presbytery  to  lead  in  the 
organization  of  a  new  church  in 
the  Jamestown  area  and  also  to

secure  the  land  for  the  new 
church. 

This  is  the  first  time  Church 
Extension  has  called  a  man  to  a 
field  to  develop  a  new  church 
without  previously  securing  a 
tract  of  land  for  a  proposec 
church  site. 

Norman  Zimmerman  of  High 
Point  provided  the  architectual 
design  and  J.  R.  Graham  and 
Sons,  Inc.  of  High  Point  will  be 
the  general  contractor.  Con- 
struction began  this  month  and  is 
scheduled  to  be  completed  in  one 
year. 

Participating  in  the  ceremony 
were  Mr.  Foust,  Zimmerman, 
Graham,  the  Rev.  William  A. 
Stewart,  Jr.,  General J'resbyter, 
Orange  Presbytery;  Richard 
Sikes,  building  committee 
chairman;  and  Bill  Hylton,  John 
Stuart,  Bill  Todd,  Bev  Moore, 
Mary  Leet  Hodgin  and  Dot 
Brenner,  all  members  of  the 
building  committee. 
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Charlotte-area  corporations 
will  be  asked  to  contribute  $1 
million  to  the  Presbyterian- 
sponsored  Queens-Davidson 
Campaign  during  1972-73. 

The  corporate  goal  of  the  $6 
million  campaign  was  announced 
earlier  this  month  at  a  breakfast 
meeting  for  the  new  corporation 
group  chairmen. 

Other  funds  are  being  sought 
from  individuals,  foundations. 
North  Carolina  Presbyterians, 
and  a  few  corporations  outside 
the  Charlotte  area. 

Patrick  N.  Calhoun,  executive 
vice  president  of  North  Carolina 
National  Bank,  is  corporate  gifts 
chairman  for  the  appeal.

The  probability  of  a  North 
Carolina  congregation  calling  as 
its  minister  a  man  who  is  the  son 
of  a  Baptist  merchant  in  South 
Wales  might  seem  unlikely  to 
some,  but  not  to  the  congregation 
of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church 
in  Washington,  N.  C. 

On  July  16,  Mr.  Huw 
Christopher,  a  native  of  Mountain 
Ashe,  Wales,  a  graduate  of  a 
Welsh  Baptist  Seminary,  and  a 
graduate  of  Union  Theological 
Seminary  in  Virginia,  was  or- 
dained by  Albemarle  Presbytery 
and  installed  as  pastor  of  the 
Washington  Church. 

A  series  of  interesting  twists 
and  turns  mark  the  history  of  Mr. 
Christopher's  journey  from  a 
small  mining  town  in  South  Wales 
to  the  eastern  North  Carolina 
community. 

He  was  born  in  1945,  reared  in  a 
family  with  a  strong  Baptist  ties, 
and  started  school  when  he  was 
three  and  a  half  years  old. 

Since  that  time,  he  has  spent 
most  of  his  life  in  school,  earning 
a  B.  A.  degree  at  the  University 
College  of  South  Wales  in  Mon- 
mouthsire,  a  Bachelor  of  Divinity 
Degree  in  1970,  and  a  Master  of 
Theology  Degree  from  Union 
Theological  Seminary  in  1971. 

Mr.  Christopher  came  to  the 
United  States  in  the  fall  of  1970  on 
a  scholarship  through  the  World 
Council  of  Churches.  One  of  the 
stipulations  of  the  scholarship  is 
that  students  must  study  in  a 
country  other  than  their  own  and 
in  a  school  whose  denominational 
ties  are  different  from  their  own. 

Mr.  Christopher  chose  to  attend

Having  majored  in  Hebrew  in 
undergraduate  school,  Mr. 
Christopher  chose  to  persue  the 
degree  of  Master  of  Theology  in 
the  area  of  Old  Testament  studies 
while  at  Union. 

Following  completion  of  his 
work  at  Union,  Mr.  Christopher 
spent  the  summer  of  1971  as 
assistant  minister  in  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  in 
Asheboro. 

In  the  fall  of  that  year,  he 
decided  to  participate  in  Union's 
intern  program  and  was  student 
minister  at  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Hickory.

Ann  Landers'  "word  to 
students"  is  that  they  should  use 
their  campus  days  as  "a  training 
period  for  serving,  caring,  loving 
and  relating  to  others  in  a  way 
that  will  enrich  the  lives  of  those 
around  you." 

Her  counsel  appears  in  the  new 
Going-to-College  Handbook, 
published  annually  by  Outlook 
Publishers.  Similar  words  of 
advice  from  a  variety  of  widely- 
known  public  figures  are  also 
included.  Speaker  of  the  House 
Carl  Albert,  Congresswoman 
Shirley  Chisholm,  hotel  magnate 
Conrad  Hilton,  U.  S.  Commis- 
sioner of  Education  Sidney  P. 
Marland,  Notre  Dame  President 
President  Theodore  M. 
Hesburgh,  Ralph  Nader,  George 
Wald,  Harvard's  Nobel  Prize 
winner  in  medicine;  National 
Council  Churches'  President 
Cynthia  Wedell,  and  Archibald 
MacLeish,  the  poet  are  all  quoted 
in  the  1972  Handbook  published  in 
late  August. 

The  Handbook's  major  "think- 
and-discuss"  piece  is  by  Gunnar 
Myrdal  of  the  University  of 
Stockholm.  In  a  series  of 
challenges  to  students,  Dr. 
Myrdal  calls  them  to  a  serious 
consideration  of  the  "threatening 
depletion  of  the  world's  natural 
resources."  International 
cooperation  is  imperative  he 
says,  if  a  disaster  is  to  be 
averted. 

The  vocational  theme  of  this 
year's  Handbook  is  "Communi- 
cations" with  Chicago  attorney 
Newton  N.  Minow,  former 
chairman  of  the  Federal  Com- 
munications Commission, 


stressing  opportunities  in  this 
field  and  insisting  that  such 
opportunities  must  be  used  "to 
fight  the  ancient  enemies  of 
poverty  ignorance  and  disease." 

Designed  for  students  in  and 
looking  forward  to  college,  the 
Handbook  provides  answers  to 
many  questions  about 
preparation  and  making  the  most 
of  a  "once-in-a-lifetime  op- 
portunity." It  provides  specific 
information  on  scores  of  colleges 
and  hundreds  of  scholarships  and 
fellowships  for  graduates  and 
undergraduates. 

The  current  volume  is 
produced  for  use  through  the 
summer  of  1973.  It  is  a  product  of 
Outlook  Publishers,  Inc.

Funding  Procedures  Of  Medical 
Benevolence  Foundation  LHscussed 


Representatives  of  the  Board  of 
World  Missions  met  with  the 
Budget  and  Stewardship  Com- 
mittee of  the  Assembly's  General 
Council  and  representatives  of 
the  Medical  Benevolence 
Foundation  earlier  this  month  to 
discuss  the  funding  procedures  of 
the  independent  medical 
organization. 

During  the  summer  meeting  of 
the  World  Missions  Board  in 
Montreat  on  July  27th,  members 
of  the  Board  considered  the 
relationship  of  MBF  to  the 
regular  benevolence  program  of 
the  General  Assembly. 

In  its  discussion,  the  Board 
learned  that  the  concern  of  the 
Budget  and  Stewardship  Com- 
mittee is  that  the  Medical 
Benevolence  Foundation,  an 
independent  foundation  but 
giving  valuable  aid  to  the 
overseas  medical  program  of  the 
Board  of  World  Missions,  is 
appearing  in  an  increasing 
number  of  budgets  of 
congregations. 

The  Board  voted : 

1.  That  the  Board  appoint 
Richard  L.  LeTourneau, 
Wayne  P.  Todd  and  the 
executive  secretary  as  its 
representatives  to  the  meeting 
on  September  12. 

2.  That  the  Board  request  its 
representatives  to  com- 
municate to  the  Budget  and 
Stewardship  Committee  the 
Board's  profound  ap- 
preciation for  the  contribution 
of  MBF  to  our  Church's 
medical  work- overseas,  and  to 
express  the  Board's  con- 
viction that  there  is  urgent 
need  for  the  continuation  of 
MBF's  work.  ^ 

3.  That  the  Board  record  its 
conviction  that  MBF  funding 
should  not  be  from 
congregations  but  in  accord 
with  the  spirit  of  the  original 
agreement  ("from  doctors, 
foundation,  and  non- 
Presbyterians")  to  MBF 
rather  than  through 
congregations.  Further,  the 


Board  expresses  the  con- 
viction that  MBF  should 
publicly  announce  a  policy  of 
not  accepting  gifts  from 
congregations.  If  nevertheless 
gifts  from  congregations  are 
received,  MBF  can  suggest 
that  the  congregation  sent  its 
gifts  for  the  Board  of  World 
Missions  through  the  process 
set  up  for  all  benevolence 
contributions  (presbytery 
Treasurer,  Central 
Treasurer)  or  MBF  can 
forward  these  contributions  to 
the  BWM  under  guidelines  of 
the  General  Assembly 
Benevolence  Program. 

4.  That  the  Board  again  remind 
our  medical  missionaries  that 
MBF  is  not  a  part  of  the 
benevolence  program  of  our 
Church  and  that  therefore 
MBF  projects  should  not  be 
presented  to  congregations 
and  thus  total  program  and 
personnel.  It  is  vital  that  our 
medical  missionaries 
itinerate  on  behalf  of  the  base 
support  for  the  Board's 
medical  program  rather  than 
for  the  program  of  an  in- 
dependent foundation. 

5.  that  the  Board  assure  MBF  of 
its  gratitude  for  the  ac- 
complishment of  MBF  and 
invite  the  Chairman  and 
Executive  Secretary  of  MBF 
to  an  early  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  World  Missions.

Presbyterian  Church  of  Scotland. 

Worshippers  using  the  new 
book,  Worship  Today,  will 
express  their  petitions  for  labor- 
management  harmony  in  the 
following 'words: 

We  pray  for  those  involved  in 

industrial  strife: 
For  the  Trade  Union  leaders. 
For   the   representatives  of 

management. 
For  the  ordinary  people  who 

discuss  the  rights  and  wrongs. 

O  Jesus,  Lord  of  Justice  and 


Reconciliation, 

Help  us  to  work  out  together  what 
is  best  for  our  society. 

Give  us  strength  to  stand  up  for 
what  is  right,  without  bit- 
terness, 

Grant  us  courage  to  admit  where 
we  are  in  the  wrong,  without 
fear. 

And  grant  us  wisdom  in  all  our 

discussions. 
That  we  may  say  nothing  that  we 

will  later  regret. 

In  addition  to  an  anthology  of 
prayers,  the  book  includes  three 
types  of  marriage  service,  a  folk 
Communion  and  a  "Dance 
Drama"  suggested  as  a  replace- 
ment for  the  traditional  evening 
service. 

Materials  for  the  book  were 
received  from  ministers  all  over 
Scotland.

The  new  Health  and 
Rehabilitation  Center  at  St. 
Andrews  will  provide  for 
evaluation  and  rehabilitation 
services  for  the  physically 
handicapped  health  care  for  all 
students,  and  24  hour  com- 
munications for  emergency  and 
security  services  on  campus. 

The  St.  Andrews  program  for 
the  physically  handicapped  has 
received  wide  recognition.  In 
eleven  years  the  college  has 
enrolled  71  severely  handicapped 
students  and  135  with  lesser 
degrees  of  physical  disability.

IN  ZAIRE- 


Toreign'  Names  Can  Mean  Jail 


(RNS)— President  Mobutu 
Sese  Seko  of  Zaire,  the  former 
Belgian  Congo,  has  signed  a 
decree  providing  jail  terms  of  up 
to  five  years  for  priests  who 
baptize  Zairian  children  with 
"foreign-sounding"  names. 

The  action  was  seen  as  im- 
plementation of  an  earlier 
decision  to  abolish  Christian 
names,  in  pursuit  of  Mr. 
Mobutu's  declared  policy  of  "a 
return  to  (African)  authenticity" 
and  the  obliteration  of  every 
trace  of  the  colonial  past. 

The  decree  inserts  in  the  penal 
code  an  article  saying  that  "any 


priest  who,  when  baptizing  a 
Zairian  national,  gives  him  or  her 
a  foreign  sounding  name,  will  be 
punished  with  a  prison  term  from 
six  months  to  five  years." 

"Zairians  who  ask  foreign 
names  for  themselves  or  their 
children  will  also  be  punished," 
the  decree  warned. 

In  line  with  his  "authenticity" 
program,  Mr.  Mobutu  a  baptized 
Roman  Catholic,  changed  his 
name  from  Joseph  Desire  to 
Sese  -Seko  -Kuku-Ngheandu-Wa- 
Za-Banga.  For  journalistic 
purposes  it  is  shortened  to  Sese 
Seko. 


an  out-of-state  college  after  two 
years  at  Southwestern  at 
Memphis.

The  coed  noted  that  "several  of 
my  professors  at  Southwestern 
had  recommended  Davidson  as 
strong  academically  and  espe- 
cially good  in  biology  and 
psychology,  my  two  major  areas 
of  interest  in  college." 

The  Tennessean  says  she  is 
currently  planning  to  do  graduate 
work  in  psychology  with  the  aim 
of  working  with  young  children  or 
in  research.

Committee  May  Propose 

New  Ordination  Requirements 


A  proposal  that  would  require 
two  years  practical  experience 
for  candidates  before  ordination 
may  be  recommended  to  the 
1973  General  Assembly. 

The  Ad  Interim  Committee  on 
the  Cmurch's  Use  of  Her 
Ordained  Ministry  is  considering 
recommending  to  the  General 
Assembly  that  candidates  for  the 
ministry  have  five  years 
training,  including  at  least  three 
years  of  seminary  work  and  two 
years  as  a  licentiate,  before 
ordination. 

The  proposal  was  discussed 
during  the  September  14-15  meet- 
ing of  the  Ad  Interim  Committee 
at  Union  Theological  Seminary. 
The  committee  was  established 
by  the  1970  General  Assembly 
and  is  beginning  its  second  year 
of  work. 

Study  Panel 

The  two-day  meeting  centered 
around  a  study  paper  prepared 
by  the  Rev.  Kenneth  B.  Orr,  vice- 
president  of  Union  Seminary  and 
Chairman  of  the  group.  During 
the  discussions  on  the  proposed 
training  period,  the  Committee 
defined  ordination  as  the 
"granting  by  the  presbytery  of 
the  authority  to  perform  the 
duties  of  the  call  ..." 

Another  concern  discussed  by 
the  Committee  was  its  conviction 
that  there  is  a  need  for  a  periodic 
assessment  of  the  minister's 
relationship  to  his  congregation 
or  church  agency,  but  the 
Committee  stopped  short  of 


providing  a  standard  three-year 
term  of  the  call.  They  deferred 
further  consideration  of  this 
matter  to  the  next  meeting 
scheduled  for  November  9-10  in 
Atlanta. 

A  stated  goal  of  the  Ad  Interim 
Committee  is  to  achieve  a  "more 
effective  ministry  for  Jesus 
Christ  to  serve  within  the  PCUS."

Mrs.  McPherson  cited  a 
specific  program  of  the  Dorothea 
Dix  Volunteer  Service  Guild, 
"Operation  Santa  Claus".  The 
program  provides  patients  at 
Dorothea  Dix  Hospital  with 
Christmas  gifts.  The  unwrapped 
packages  are  sent  to  the  hospital 
where  a  voluntary  group  sorts  the 
gifts  into  packages  of  equal  value 
for  each  patient. 

Mrs.  McPherson  has  urged  that 
those  interested  should  contact 
the  appropriate  Presbyterial 
President  or  the  Dorothea  Dix 
Service  Guild,  Box  7411,  in 
Raleigh. 


Assembly's  Council  Sets  "Working  Agreements 
With  Medical  Benevolence  Foundation

(PN)— The  Presbyterian  U.S. 
General  Council,  in  session  in 
Atlanta  September  11-13,  voted 
for  three  "working  agreements 
on  finances"  between  the  in- 
dependent Medical  Benevolence 
Foundation,  the  Assembly's 
Council  and  the  Board  of  World 
Missions. 

Presbyterian  Contributors 

A  number  of  Presbyterians 
have  contributed  to  MBF,  an 
organization  of  medical  and 
paramedical  members  whose 
purpose  is  to  furnish  medical 
personnel,  equipment,  supplies 
and  aid  to  hospitals,  medical 
outposts  and  clinics  overseas. 

Last  year  MBF  passed  on 
$450,000  (including  supplies, 
equipment  and  funds)  to 
Presbyterian  U.S.  work  in 
medical  missions.  So  far  this 
year,  contributions  total  $326,000. 

While  MBF  is  entirely  separate 
from  the  Board  of  World 
Missions,  it  has  the  support  of 
and  works  closely  with  that 
board. 

It  is  the  relationship  between 
MBF  and  the  General  Assem- 
bly's benevolence  program 
(under  the  General  Council)  that 
has  posed  questions  from  time  to 
time. 


Council  Votes 

The  General  Council  voted  that 
contributions  by  an  individual, 
group  or  foundation  to  MBF  will 
not  be  considered  a  part  of  the 
congregational  giving  of  a 
church;  and  that  it  will  be  the 
policy  of  MBF*  that  it  not  solicit  or 
receive  gifts  from  congregations, 
church  courts  or  church  orgairi- 
zations.  If  such  gifts  are 
received,  they  will  be  forwarded 
to  the  Board  of  World  Missions 
with  approval  of  the  donor. 

The  statement  added,  "This 
does  not  preclude  such  groups 


(which  qualify  for  making  over 
and  above  gifts  according  to 
General  Assembly  rules)  from 
designating  such  gifts  for  Board 
of  World  Mission  projects  sup- 
ported by  MBF  and  included  in 
the  Assembly's  Project  Book." 

The  agreements  voted  by  the 
Council  are  still  subject  to  ap- 
proval of  the  official  boards  of 
MBF  and  World  Missions. 

Other  Actions 
In  other  actions,  the  General 
Council  adopted  guidelines  and 
recommendations  for  funding 
Stewardship  Associates.  The 
Council  requested  a  grant  of 
$20,000  from  the  Board  of 
National  Ministries  for  im- 
plementation for  one  year.  When 
the  program  gets  under  way,  one- 
half  of  the  cost  will  be  paid  by  the 
participating  presbyteries  and 
one-half  by  the  Council  from  the 


grant,  if  the  Board  of  National 
Ministries  approves  the  request 
for  funds. 

Stewardship  Associates  is  a 
plan  for  released  or  part-time 
work  in  stewardship  develop- 
ment by  a  pastor  in  a  presbytery 
at  large. 

New  Benevolence  Program 
Council  members  voted  to  send 
a  stewardship  committee 
recommendation  for  a  new 
benevolence  program  for  the 
denomination  to  the  General 
Executive  Board.  GEB  is 
charged  with  initiating  the  im- 
plementation of  a  plan  of 
restructure  of  the  Church's 
boards  and  agencies. 

Worth  McDougald,  a  member 
of  the  General  Council  and  the 
General  Executive  Board, 
brought  a  message  from  Dr.  Ben 
Lacy  Rose,  chairman  of  GEB  . 


Synod  Has  New  Staff  Member

Census  Information  Available 


A  lot  of  very  useable  in- 
formation is  becoming  available 
out  of  the  1970  U.S.  Census  and 
your  church  now  has  access  to  all 
of  it  as  it  is  compiled. 

This  means  that  any 
presbytery  or  any  of  its  local 
congregations  can  pinpoint  the 
precise  geographical  area  of 
interest  to  them  and  then  request 
and  get  back  data  in  whatever 
categories  they  require. 

In  terms  of  geographical  area, 
you  can  request  data  in  con- 
nection with  units  ranging  from  a 
whole  presbytery  or  synod  all  the 
way  to  a  designated  small 
community  or  a  two  or  three 


block  urban  area. 

In  terms  of  categories  of  in- 
formation, you  can  request  data 
ranging  from  basic  input  on 
number,  age,  sex,  race,  housing, 
family  composition,  martial 
status  and  the  like;  all  the  way  to 
more  sophisticated  data  in  a  huge 
variety  of  categories. 

The  value  of  such  data  to  your 
planning  process  in  the  area  of 
evangelism-mission  is  obvious.  If 
you  wish  more  information  about 
what  is  available  and  its  costs  or 
if  you  want  specific  census  data 
now  about  your  area  please  write 
to  Ms.  Lucy  Clark  at  the  Board  of 
National  Ministries  in  Atlanta.

Catholic  Parents  Protest 


FAYETTEVILLE  (RNS)  —  A 
group  of  Roman  Catholic  parents 
here  protested  the  action  of 
Bishop  Vincent  S.  Waters 
dismissing  seven  nuns  from  the 
parochial  schools  for  refusal  to 
wear  a  religious  habit. 

Two  carloads  of  parents  drove 
to  Raleigh  to  confer  with  the 
bishop.  The  parents  have  with- 
drawn their  children  from  the 
school. 

In  1971,  Bishop  Waters  wrote  a 
letter  to  the  heads  of  women's 


religious  orders,  stating:  "The 
wearing  of  secular  dress  has  been 
an  occasion  of  serious  abuses  and 
some  scandal  in  this  diocese.  For 
this  reason,  I  ask  the  superior  to 
send  into  the  diocese  only  Sisters 
who  will  wear  the  traditional 
habit  or  the  modified  habit, 
modest  and  identifiably 
religious." 

The  letter  resulted  in  several 
nuns  leaving  schools  in  Chapel 
Hill,  Raleigh,  Burlington,  and 
other  cities.

Proclaimed  By  Governor 


For  1973  Assembly  Moderator 


Governor  Robert  Scott  has 
proclaimed  the  '  week  of 
November  12-18,  1972  as  Sunday 
School  Teachers  Week  in  North 
Carolina. 

In  a  proclamation  issued  in 
early  September,  Governor  Scott 
commits  the  state  to  its  sixth 
successive  year  of  honoring 
Sunday  School  teachers  in  the 
more  than  10,000  churches  in 
North  Carolina.  The 
proclamation  is  as  follows: 

"WHEREAS,  Sunday  School 
teachers  throughout  North 
Carolina  and  the  nation  labor 
tirelessly  to  teach  the  virtues  of 
Christian  living  and  the  prin- 
ciples of  citizenship;  and 

"WHEREAS,  their  many  hours 
of  work  are  unselfishly  volun- 
teered for  the  good  of  the  children 
and  adults  of  their  communities,

Davidson  Expects  57  G)eds 


Davidson  College  expects  to 
have  about  57  women  on  campus 
during  1972-73,  the  first  year  of 
full  coeducation  for  the 
previously  all-male  Presbyterian 
institution. 

Last  May  college  trustees 
approved  a  plan  to  begin  ad- 
mitting upperclass  transfer 
women  for  the  fall  of  1972  and 
freshman  woman  for  the  fall  of 
1973. 

Davidson's  coeducation  plan 
calls  for  the  gradual  increase  in 


women  enrolled  to  500.  The 
number  of  men  will  remain  at 
about  1,000. 

About  28  women  Will  be  trans- 
ferring from  some  two  dozen 
institutions  all  over  the  eastern 
U.S.  They  will  be  regular  degree 
candidates  and  most  of  them  will 
be  eligible  for  graduation  in  June 
of  1975.  Twenty  nine  of  the  women 
on  the  Davidson  campus  this  year 
are  students  from  four  women's 
colleges  in  Virginia  and  Queens 
College  in  Charlotte  who  will 
study  at  Davidson  for  one  year.

Task  Force  Considers 
Consultation  On  Women 


The  Interboard  Task  Force  on 
Women  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.S.,  has  discussed  the 
possibility  of  calling  a  con- 
sultation of  women  from  across 
the  General  Assembly.  The 
consultation  would  consider 
strategies  for  working  with 
presbyteries  and  local 
congregations  to  encourage 
better  use  of  human  resources, 
particularly  women.  A  sub- 
committee to  work  on  the  con- 
sultation was  asked  to  secure  the 
help  of  both  lay  and  ordained 
women  in  the  planning. 

The  Interboard  Task  Force  on 
Women  in  the  Church  and  Society 
met  for  the  second  time  Sep- 
tember 20-21  in  Atlanta.  This  task 
force,  made  up  of  both  men  and 
women,  is  seeking  to  focus  the 
attention  of  the  church  on  the 
"full  personhood"  for  all  its 
members,  especially  women. 
Noting  the  decreasing  number  of 
women  deacons  and  elders,  the 
difficulties  in  placing  women 
clergy  and  "token"  represen- 
tation on  decision-making 
committees  within  the  church, 
the  task  force  maintains  that  the 
church  treats  as  a  "minority" 
over  half  of  its  members. 

The  task  force  also  outlined  its 
future  responsibilities  within  four 
areas.  The  group  plans  to 
discover  and  make  available  to 
the  church  at  large  both  written 
resources  and  the  names  of 
women  with  expertise  in  various 
areas  for  wider  service  to  the 
church;  to  communicate  with 
church  courts  and  individuals 
who  fail  to  carry  out  Assembly 
actions  regarding  fuller  par- 
ticipation of  women  in  the  life  of 
the  church;  to  authorize  research 
in  this  and  related  fields;  and  to 
suggest  strategies  that  could  help 
presbyteries  and  local  churches 
make  better  use  of  women  in 
decision-making. 

Members  of  the  task  force 


noted  that  the  first  committee 
appointed  by  the  1972  General 
Assembly  moderator,  the 
Cabinet  on  Reconciliation,  in- 
cluded no  women,  and  that  a 
workshop  on  interpreting  merger 
with  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  to  the  grassroots 
membership  had  only  four 
women  among  56  participants. 


Fiscal  Success 
Reported  By 
Davidson 

At  a  time  when  an  estimated 
1,500  independent  colleges  are 
facing  serious  financial 
problems,  Davidson  College 
finished  the  1971-72  fiscal  year  in 
the  black. 

Income  exceeded  expenditures 
by  $7.58.53  in  the  annual  budget  of 
$5.6  million,  according  to  Comp- 
troller Robert  W.  Davidson. 

College  present  Samuel  R. 
Spencer  Jr.  credited  the  "break- 
even budget"  to  two  factors. 

"On  the  one  hand,  we  have 
increased  our  fund-raising  ef- 
forts, especially  the  annual  fund 
which  raised  $275,350,  a  45  per- 
cent increase  over  1970-71. 

"On  the  other  hand,  we  have 
kept  a  careful  check  on  our 
expenditures  and  made  savings 
whenever  they  seemed  ap- 
propriate. The  recent 
reorganization  of  development 
and  finance  functions  under  the 
office  of  Vice  President  C.  David 
Cornell  has  proved  its  worth  by 
permitting  simultaneous  control 
over  both  expenditures  and  fund- 
raising." 

Spencer  noted  that  foundations 
and  corporations  "often  take  a 
close  look"  at  the  financial  status 
of  institutions  applying  for  grants 
and  gifts.

IS  AN  ACT  OF 

WORSHIP 

Visiting  a  neighborhood  friend,  a  seven-year-old 
girl  was  mystified  when  grace  was  said  at  the  table. 
"Why  did  you  do  that?"  she  asked.  "We  thank  God 
for  our  food,"  she  was  told.  "Oh,"  she  responded, 
"we  pay  for  ours."  And  so  do  we  all  "pay  for  ours," 
and  yet  we  worship  God  because  we  know  how 
much  He  gives  "beyond  all  we  could  ask  or  think," 
or  pay  for  with  our  toil. 

We  give  in  gratitude  and  in  reverence  before 
the  mystery  of  God's  bounty.  We  respond  to  the 
summons,  "0  come  let  us  worship  and  bow  down, 
let  us  kneel  before  the  Lord,  our  Maker,"  because 
we  are  aware  how  much  is  ours  through  the  cour- 
tesy of  God.  The  wealth  of  the  good  earth  and  the 
gentle  conspiracy  of  nature  nourishing  its  fruition, 
the  pageantry  of  the  seasons  that  mocks  the  gar- 
menture  of  kings,  and  the  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  are  gifts  beyond  anything  money  can  buy. 

So  we  worship  and  adore  the  living  God  with 
reverent  words,  although  sometimes  forgetting  that 
worship  involves  more  than  words  spoken  with  feel- 
ing in  the  sanctuary  or  at  the  table.  Words  are  only 
symbols  without  substance,  sound  without  inner 
music,  unless  they  involve  the  commitment  of  our- 
selves and  our  possessions  to  the  God  we  worship. 

The  heart  of  worship  is  self-giving  in  gratitude 
for  God's  gifts  that  money  can't  buy,  and  the  wor- 
ship does  not  end  until  the  giving  begins.  What  is 
more,  life's  wholeness  awaits  graciousness  in  giv- 
ing. As  Walt  Whitman  wrote,  "The  ignorant  man  is 
demented  with  the  madness  of  owning  things,"  but 
the  wise  man  is  made  whole  with  the  divine  mad- 
ness of  bestowing  his  wealth  on  the  altars  of  the 
Kingdom  of  God.

National  Service  Questioned 


(PN)— Should  young  persons 
be  encouraged  or  conscripted  to 
take  part  in  National  Service? 

Historic  peace  churches  and 
others  who  fear  centralized 
federal  power  have  traditionally 
opposed  the  idea  of  a  National 
Service.  Some  see  it  more  in 
terms  of  servitude  than  service. 
Others  would  prefer  to  see 
National  Service  completely 
detached  from  Selective  Service. 

To  help  broaden  the  debate,  the 
Commission  on  Voluntary 
Service  and  Action  (CVSA)  is 
devoting  its  27th  Annual  Con- 
sultation to  National  Service, 
Nov.  15-17  at  the  National  4-H 
Foundation  Center  in 
Washington,   D.   C.   The  con- 


sultation will  combine  wide- 
ranging  information  from  outside 
experts,  along  with  workshops  to 
develop  corrective  and 
alternative  approaches  to 
National  Service,  particularly  at 
the  point  of  influencing  present 
and  future  legislation. 

CVSA  is  an  interfaith  agency  to 
which  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
the  U.  S.  relates  through  the  Task 
Force  on  Voluntary  Service. 

Presbytery  personnel 
responsible  for  church  and 
society  concerns,  local  pastors, 
campus  ministers,  counselors, 
youth,  parents  and  teachers 
should  consider  attending  the 
Consultation  on  National  Service.

A  Brief  Look  At  Some  Of  Our  Previous  Separations  Discussion 


About  Those  Church  Splits !

Slavery  Issue 
By  1845  the  Old  School  General 
Assembly  found  that  it  had  to 
face  and  discuss  the  slavery 
issue.  It  did  not,  of  course, 
resolve  the  problem. 

The  tragic  thing  about  the  Old 
School-New  School  Division  is 
that  it  was  the  first  separation 
among  Protestant  evangelicals 
prior  to  the  Civil  War.  This  was 
an  early  warning  signal  that 
fellow  Christians  could  not  face 
together,  as  followers  of  Jesus 
Christ,  the  most  burning  ethical 
problem  of  nineteenth  century 
American  life. 

When  I  think  of  the 
excruciating  problems  which  all 
Christians  face  today,  I  wonder  if 
the  fact  that  we  cannot  seem  to 
confront  them  together  is  an  ill 
omen  for  the  future.  Certainly, 
with  regard  to  American 
Presbyterianism  there  is  no  way 
that  we  can  avoid  them. 

Echoes  of  the  30's 
A  third  division  within 
American  Presbyterianism  is 
worth  recalling  in  the  present 
context.  In  1936  there  was  a 
division  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church  USA.  This  division  is 
important  because  those  who  are 
taking  about  division  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church  US  today 
are  consciously  or  unconsciously, 
speaking  in  the  idiom  of  the 
1930's. 

Strictly  speaking,  this  was  not 
a  division.  The  denomination 
disciplined  J.  Gresham  Machen 
for  disrupting  the  peace  and  unity 
of  the  church,  and  in  1936  Machen 
formed  the  Presbyterian  Church 
of  America,  now  known  as  the 
Orthodox  Presbyterian  Church. 
This  division  was  a  manifestation 
of  the  Fundamentalist-Modernist 
debate  in  American 
Protestantism.  It  involved, 
however,  an  eccesiological 
problem.  Machen  was  concerned 
not  to  divide  the  body  of  Christ. 
This  is  one  of  the  reasons  he  in- 
sisted that  it  was  the  liberal,  as 
he  defined  him,  who  had  already 
left  the  church.  But  by 
establishing  Westminister 
Seminary,  1929,  and  "The  In- 
dependent       Board  for 


Presbyterian  Foreign  Missions," 
1933,  he  aggravated  divisive 
forces  which  he  was  unable  to 
control,  and  which  led  eventually 
to  the  further  fragmentation  of 
American  Presbyterianism. 

Just  one  year  after  the  1936 
division,  Carl  Mclntire  fell  out 
with  Machen  and  organized  the 
Bible  Presbyterian  Church.  By 
1961,  the  Bible  Presbyterian 
Church  had  divided  into  the 
Collingswood  Synod  and  the 
Reformed  Church,  Evangelical 
Synod,  because  of  differences. 
None  of  these  new  denominations 
has  ever  grown  extensively.  The 
Presbyterian  Church,  USA  found 
it  necessary  in  the  1930's  to  take 
action  against  Machen  to  keep 
itself  from  becoming  completely 
polarized  and  paralyzed  with 
regard  to  the  ideas  and  ac- 
tivities of  members.  What  the 
1930's  seem  to  suggest  to  that  the, 
quest  for  purity  must  be  ac- 
companied by  a  similar  desire  for 
the  peace  and  unity  of  the  body  of 
Christ.  Obsession  for  purity  may 
lead  to  division  and  further 
subdivision,  and  the  conclusion 
that  everybody  else  has  betrayed 
God  as  well  as  the  faith  of  the 
father. 

Ponder  The  Past 
If  we  are  driven  for  some 
reason  to  contemplate  division 
in  the  Presbyterian  Church  US  in 
order  that  we  may  get  on  with  the 
church's  mission  as  we  see  it,  we 
ought  to  ponder  the  divisions  of 
our  past.  Moreover,  we  ought  to 
remember  that  none  of  these 
divisions  was  non-acrimonious 
and  pleasant,  no  matter  how 
justified  they  may  have  appeared 
at  the  time.  The  largest  division 
among  American  Presbyterians 
which  still  continues  is  a  sobering 
reminder  of  this.  In  1861  the  Old 
School  divided  during  the  Civil 
War,  and  the  Presbyterian 
Church  US  was  organized.  It  was 
accompanied  on  all  sides  by 
hostility,  bitterness,  and 
suspicion,  unbecoming 
Christians.  These  attitudes  still 
seem  to  persist  among  some 
persons  today. 

It  may  be,  of  course,  that  there 
is  no  way  of  preventing  division 
from  occuring  in  the  body  of 
Christ.  But  if  we  do  separate 
from  one  another,  we  should  not 


think  that  we  shall  thereby 
escape  into  some  kind  of  euphoric 
calm  and  find  unanimous 
agreement  about  our  challenges 
today. 

Given  the  overwhelming 
problems  which  we  are  facing 
during  this  latter  part  of  the 
century,  it  is  no  wonder  there  are 
tensions  among  us.  We  are 
discussing  along  with  other 
Christians  -  we  are  becoming  an 
increasingly  smaller  minority  in 
the  world  -  the  best  way  in  which 
we  may  express  our  Christian 
convictions  and  make  a  witness 
to  our  experience  of  the  grace  of 
God.  We  are,  furthermore, 
deeply  involved  as  responsible 
Christians  in  debates  over  sex, 
race,  poverty,  pollution,  war,  all 
issues  which  are  shaping  our 
existence. 


Discussion  and  Debate 

We  are  doing  what  comes 
naturally  for  Presbyterians  - 
discussing  and  debating  what  are 


the  essential  and  necessary 
aspects  of  Christian  faith  and  life 
today.  As  always,  there  is  no  way 
we  can  avoid  tensions,  and  it  is 
difficult  for  us  to  keep  peace  and 
unity  and  purity  at  one  time.  But 
that  is  exactly  what  •  we  are 
committed  to  do.  Hopefully  for 
most  of  us  these  tensions  will  be 
creative  and  mutually  sup- 
portive, not  disruptive  and 
destructive,  as  we  seek  the  will  of 
our  Lord,  and  Savior,  Jesus 
Christ,  the  great  Head  of  the 
Church,  and  attempt  to  follow  the 
leading  of  His  Spirit.

Peace  Group  EHscusses  New  Strategies,  Resources 


(PN)  —  The  Presbyterian  U.  S. 
Interboard  Task  Force  on  Peace 
met  in  Atlanta  September  22  and 
spent  much  of  its  time  discussing 
new  "strategies"  the  group  will 
work  with  during  the  next  few 
months,  according  to  the  Rev. 
George  A.  Chauncey,  Secretary 
and  Director  of  the  Office  of 
Church  and  Society  in  Richmond. 
The  task  force  is  affiliated  with 
that  office. 

Resource  Materials 

Chauncey  said  the  task  force 
plans  to  develop  a  "bank"  of 
resource  materials  on  peace; 
that  it  wants  to  "negotiate"  with 
Presbyterian  Survey  to  carry 
regular  reminders  of 
Presbyterians'  responsibilities  in 
peace  efforts;  and  that  the  task 
force  plans  to  contact  the  General 
Council  about  the  possibility  of 
the  Council  including  a  quarterly 
insert  sheet  on  "peace"  in  its 
mailings  to  local  congregations. 


The  task  force  also  voted  to 
initiate  "models"  for  leadership 
training  in  work  for  peace.  It 
intends  to  have  pilot  experiments 
with  various  groups  invited  to 
participate. 

Plans  call  for  the  model 
programs  to  begin  this  fall.  "I 
hope  we  will  have  five  or  six 
between  now  and  next  Sep- 
tember," Chauncey  said. 

An  asking  budget  of  $15,000  was 
approved  and  will  be  submitted 
to  the  four  program  boards  ~  the 
Board  of  National  Ministries, 
Board  of  World  Missions,  Board 
of  Women's  Work  and  Board  of 
Clhristian  Education  ~  and  to  the 
Greneral  Council  to  aid  in  sup- 
porting the  work  of  the  task  force. 

Boards  And  Agencies 
In  reports  made  to  the  task 
force,  members  heard  that  board 
and  agency  staffs  have  held 
discussions  on  peace  and  that  the 
boards  themselves  have  the  topic 


docketed  for  later  if  the  peace 
issue  has  not  already  appeared 
on  their  agenda. 

The  discussions  are  in  answer 
to  an  earlier  request  of  the  task 
force  that  program  boards  and 
the  General  Council  bring  the 
subject  of  "world  peace"  before 
their  governing  bodies  and  staffs. 

Chauncey  added  that  the  "task 
force  is  seeking  the  wisdom  of  the 
boards  on  how  it  can  best  serve 
the  Church."

metropolitan  churches.  Each 
presbytery  will  have  the  op- 
portunity to  hear  and  comment 
upon  the  plans  of  the  others." 

Participants  in  the  consultation 
will  include  two  pastors  of  non- 
metropolitan  churches,  four 
laymen  from  four  different  non- 
metropolitan  congregations,  the 
executive  secretary,  the  director 
of  Christian  Education,  and  the 
chairman  of  the  Presbytery's 
Committee  on  Witness  and 
Service  or  a  subcommittee  on 
Non-metropolitan  work  from 
each  presbytery.  The 
representatives  will  be  chosen  for 
their  knowledge  of  the  local  scene 
and  for  their  responsibility  in 
devising  strategies  relating  to  the 
non-metropolitan  congregation. 

A  similar  consultation  was  held 
in  Louisville  last  spring  and 
another  was  recently  completed 
at  Austin  Presbyterian 
Theological  Seminary  in  Austin, 
Texas. 

The  Board  of  National 
Ministries  is  projecting  that  in 
1973,  twenty-four  more 
presbyteries  will  be  invited  to 
participate  in  similar  con- 
sultations. 

Planners  of  the  event  hope  to 
provide  an  occasion  and  a  forum 
for  presbytery  groups  to  engage 
in  systematic  planning.  Further, 
it  is  hoped  that  participants  will 
identify  important  changes  af- 
fecting non-metropolitan  com- 
munities and  congregations,  and 
that  the  gathering  might  suggest 
denomination-wide  policy  for 
non-metropolitan  communities 
and  congregations.

Concord  Pastor  Emeritus  Involvement  of  Local  Communities^ 
Dies  Suddenly  Congregations  Sought  By  COCU 


Dr.  John  Malcolm  Murchison, 
Jr.,  pastor  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Concord 
from  1953  to  1970,  died  suddenly 
at  his  residence  on  September  16. 

Dr.  Murchison,  64,  was  a  native 
of  Louisiana,  son  of  the  late  John 
Malcolm  and  Mrs.  Celeste  Dillon 
Murchison,  and  came  to  Concord 
from  a  pastorate  in  Clarksville, 
Tenn. 

A  graduate  of  Davidson  College 
and  Union  Theological  Seminary 
in  Virginia,  he  received  an 
honorary  Doctor  of  Divinity 
Degree  at  Southwestern 
University  in  1952. 

He  resigned  his  ministry  in 
Concord  in  June,  1970,  to  become 
pastor  of  the  Halifax,  Virginia 
Presbyterian  Church  but  retired 
the  following  summer  due  to 
failing  health. 

He  and  his  family  moved  back 
to  Concord  and  the  widely-known 
minister  was  named  Pastor 
Emeritus  of  the  Concord  First 
Presbyterian  Church  in  June. 

Dr.  Murchison  served 
numerous  positions  in  Concord 
Presbytery,  was  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Annuities  and  Relief  of

the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S., 
and  was  on  the  Board  of  Advisors 
of  St.  Andrews  Presbyterian 
College. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Mrs. 
Clara  Christian  Murchison ;  three 
daughters;  two  sons;  and  eight 
grandchildren. 


The  Consultation  on  Church 
Union  (COCU),  a  major  effort 
toward  church  union  in  the 
United  States,  will  give  increased 
attention  in  the  future  to  the 
involvement  of  local  com- 
munities and  congregations  in  its 
attempts  to  effect  a  merger  of 
eight  Protestant  denominations. 

The  decision  to  ask  local  groups 
to  assist  in  dealing  with  the 
primary  issues  facing  the  Con- 
sultation was  made  at  a  meeting 
of  the  organization's  executive 
committee  in  New  York  Sep- 
tember 5-7. 

Dr.  Paul  A.  Crow,  Jr.,  general 
secretary  of  the  Consultation  said 
he  would  devote  all  of  his 
energies  "to  help  us  (COCU)  to 
move  on  our  course  with  a  deep 
sense  of  realism  in  a  climate  of 
discontent  and  a  time  of  failure  of 
nerve." 

Noting  that  the  past  three 
months  have  been  a  test  of  the 
validity  of  church  union  effort, 
largely  because  of  the  with- 
drawal in  May  from  the  Con- 
sultation of  the  3.1  million- 
member  United  Presbyterian 


Church,  the  general  secretary 
called  for  a  renewed  commit- 
ment of  the  part  of  the  present 
participants  to  bringing  into 
being  a  new  United  church, 
"truly  catholic,  truly  reformed, 
and  truly  evanglical." 

Ultimate  Destiny 

"The  ultimate  destiny  of  the 
Consultation,"  Dr.  Crow  em- 
phasized, "lies,  however,  in  its 
ability  to  present  Jesus  Christ  to 
those  whose  loyalties  lie  in  a  wide 
variety  of  diverse  places." 

The  14-member  executive 
committee  authorized  its 
Commission  on  Interpretation 
and  Communications  to  devise  a 
plan  whereby  a  number  of 
"generating  communities" 
would  be  established  throughout 
the  country  to  participate  in  the 
COCU  processes,  including 
assistance  in  any  revision  of  a 
plan  of  union  for  the  proposed 
Church  of  Christ  Uniting. 

Critically  Involved 
These  communities,  according 
to  the  Rev.  P.  Register,  minister- 
superintendent  of  the  Southern 


California  Conference  of  the 
United  Church  of  Christ,  not  only 
would  be  critically  involved  in  the 
Consultation  process,  but  also 
would  be  able  to  test  church  union 
proposals  originating  at  the 
national  level. 

In  an  extended  discussion, 
involving  the  executive  heads  of 
the  participating  denominations, 
the  executive  committee  ap- 
praised the  Consultation's 
current  situation  as  well  as  its 
prospects  for  the  immediate 
future. 

Hope  was  expressed  that  the 
Consultation  would  continue  and 
enlarge  its  efforts  to  overcome 
the  "scandalous"  divisions  which 
exist  in  Protestantism  today. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Robert  F.  Gibson, 
Jr.,  Episcopal  bishop  of  Virginia, 
warned  the  executive  committee 
of  the  danger  that  the  Con- 
sultation may  be  getting  off  its 
original  theological  base. 

He  said:  "We  believe  there  is  a 
Holy  Catholic  Church  with  a 
redeeming  purpose  and  power.  If 
that  Church  is  presently  divided, 
then  the  reason  for  our  existence 
is  to  overcome  the  divisions  and 
to  aid  the  Church  to  have  even 
more  redeeming  power  and 
purpose." 

"In  all  of  this,"  Bishop  Gibson 
added,  "we  must  keep  searching 
together  for  what  is  the  nature  of 
the  unity  we  ought  to  have." 

Several  representatives  of  the 
three  black  churches  in  the 
Consultations  (African  Methodist 
Episcopal,  Christian  Methodist 
Episcopal,  and  African  Methodist 
Episcopal  Zion )  called  for  a  more 
realistic  confrontation  by  the 
Consultation  with  major  issues  in 
the  church  and  the  world  today, 
especially  poverty,  injustice  and 
repression,  and  racism.

CORA 
Featured  On 
CBS  Program 

CBS  News  presented  a  30- 
minute  color  film  program  on 
The  Commission  on  Religion  in 
Appalachia,  (CORA),  a 
cooperative  social  ministry 
venture,  on  its  Look  Up  and  Live 
series  October  15. 

CORA  is  sponsored  by  17 
denominations  and  related 
agencies,  including  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.  and  is 
based  in  Knoxville,  Ten- 
nessee. The  organization  is  at 
work  in  the  13-state  mountainous 
sector  of  Appalachia,  where  30 
per  cent  of  the  four  and  one-half 
million  families  living  in  the 
region  have  an  annual  income 
less  than  $3,000. 

Self-Help  Projects 

The  CBS  television  news 
program  concentrated  on 
CORA'S  involvement  in  south- 
west Virginia  and  eastern 
Kentucky.  Several  CORA- 
assisted  self-help  projects  in  the 
area,  such  as  a  bakery-carryout, 
a  chair  factory,  and  rabbit  and 
feeder  pig  co-ops,  are  operated 
by  local  people. 

The  Rev.  Max  Glenn,  executive 
director  of  CORA,  was  in- 
terviewed difring  the  program. 

Ted  Holmes,  CBS  producer  of 
the  television  program  on  CORA, 
said  the  basic  intent  of  the  film  is 
to  depict  "the  ways  in  which  the 
Church  has  changed  its  emphasis 
in  assisting  the  poor." 

Church  As  Catalyst 

Mr.  Holmes  said  CORA 
"demonstrates  the  Church's  new 
role  by  acting  as  a  catalyst  and 
helping  the  poor  gain  greater 
control  over  their  destiny,  a 
distinct  swing  away  from  the  old- 
style  Christmas  basket  ap- 
proach." He  added  that  "CORA 
is  unique  because  it  represents 
across-the-board  Church  par- 
ticipation in  social  ministry." 

The  news  program  was 
produced  by  CBS  in  consultation 
with  the  National  Council  of 
Churches.

(PN)  —  Christian  educators  of 
six  denominations  are  using  a 
recent  study  by  a  Joint 
Educational  Development  task 
force  in  an  evaluation  of  sex  role 
stereotyping  in  church  school 
publications. 

Joint  Educational  Develop- 
ment (JED)  is  an  effort  on  the 
part  of  the  educational  boards  of 
six  denominations  including  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.,  to 
meet  some  shared  concerns  in 
Christian  education. 

One  of  the  goals  of  JED  calls 
for  the  development  of 
"ministries  which  enable 
persons,  churches,  and  church 
agencies  to  deal  responsibly  with 
sexuality  and  familial 
situations." 

In  a  paper  published  this  year 
entitled  "Sex  Role  Stereotyping 
in  Church  School  Curriculum," 
Ms.  Diana  Beach,  research 
associate  for  the  task  force, 
shared  the  results  of  a  study  of 
gender  stereotyping  in  church 
school  curriculum. 

The  study  explores  the  image 
of  womanhood  reflected  both  in 
curriculum  based  on  Bible  study 
and  church  history  and  in 
curriculum  containing  stories 
about  contemporary  life. 

The  paper  concludes  with 
several  concrete  guidelines  to 
curriculum  planners  in  JED  for 
alleviating  their  part  in 
programming  American  youth 
toward  a  limited  view  of  their  sex 
roles.  It  calls  on  the  Christian 
church  to  change  its  subtle 
message  to  womanhood  and  to 
become  conscious  of  "these 
impoverished  images  of 
humanity   ...   contrary   to  the 


premise  of  freedom  and 
fulfillment  in  the  Christian 
gospel." 

Boards  Respond 

The  six  educational  boards 
working  in  JED  have  already 
begun  to  respond  to  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  task  force 
study.  Two  boards  have  taken 
official  action  by  asking  editors 
and  writer  of  curriculum  to  be 
aware  of  the  concern.  Board 
staffs  have  received  copies  of  the 
Beach  paper,  and  those  boards 
which  produce  curriculum  are 
seeking  ways  to  evaluate  their 
publications  and  to  utilize  the 
guidelines  in  future  material. 


East- West  Link 
Strengthened 


(RNS)  —  A  new  Church  link 
between  West  and  East  Europe 
was  forged  when  three  Church  of 
Scotland  (Presbyterian) 
ministers  visited  Hungary  for  the 
rededication  of  one  of  Europe's 
oldest  colleges  which  has  close 
ties  with  the  Scots  Church. 

They  attended  the  ceremony  at 
the  college  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in  Hungary  at  Debrecen. 
For  many  years  Scots 
Presbyterians  have  sponsored 
visits  to  Scotland  by  Hungarian 
students  from  the  College  at 
Debrecen.  The  college,  which 
dates  from  the  16th  century,  has 
been  rebuilt  with  funds  provided 
by  the  Hungarian  Government 
and  many  Churches,  including 
the  Church  of  Scotland.

Retired  Presbyterian  Minister  Dies 


Mr.  Frederick  Heidelberg,  a 
retired  Presbyterian  minister 
and  executive  in  the  North 
Carolina  Cotton  Promotion 
Association,  died  recently  in 
Laurinburg. 

Heidelberg,  a  native  of  Ten- 
nessee, held  pastorates  in 
Arkansas  and  Alabama,  before 
entering  the  Army  Air  Corps  as  a 
chaplain  in  1942.

1946  he  was  retired  for  disability 
with  the  rank  of  Major  and 
returned  to  the  pastorate.

Greensboro  Church  Plans  150th 
Anniversary  Celebration 


The  First  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Greensboro  observed  its  148th 
anniversary  during  the  first  week 
of  October  and  members  of  the 
Greensboro  Church  began 
planning  celebrations  for  its 
sesquicentennial  in  1974. 

This  church  was  organized 
October  3,  1824  with  the  Rev. 
John  Witherspoon  of 
Hillsborough  presiding  and  12 
members  forming  the 
congregation.  The  first  structure 
was  built  in  1832  measuring  40  x 
30  feet  and  heated  by  a  large  open 
fireplace. 

Dr.  Joseph  B.  MuUin,  pastor  of 
the  Greensboro  congregation, 
said  that  the  150th  anniversary 
plans  call  for  First  Presbyterian 
to  stage  an  outdoor  costume 
pageant,  a  historical  drama 
about  much  of  its  life  as  one  of  the 


state's  leading  church. 

The  Homecoming  observance 
in  two  years  is  expected  to  draw 
former  members  of  the  church 
from  all  over  the  world. 

The  congregation  built  its 
second  building  which  seated  500 
and  cost  $23,000  in  1845.  Dr.  Jacob 
Henry  Smith,  one  of  the 
congregation's  more  well  known 
pastors,  led  the  congregation  in 
1892  in  constructing  the  building 
which  now  houses  the  Greensboro 
Historical  Museum. 

The  late  Dr.  Charles  F.  Myers, 
Sr.,  was  pastor  in  1929  when  First 
Presbyterian's  present  building 
was  constructed.  Myers  led  in 
building  the  cathedral-like 
structure  which  seats  1,470. 

The  12-member  church  of  148 
years  ago  has  grown  to  3,600 
members  today. 
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Service  To  Prisoners,

civic  organizations. 

Participants  in  the  conference 
will  also  discuss  ways  to  help  in 
the  excellent  programs  being 
conducted  by  the  North  Carolina 
Department  of  Social 
Rehabilitation  and  Control 
carried  on  through  the  Depart- 
ments of  Juvenile  Correction, 
Adult  Correction,  Parole,  and 
Probation. 

Sponsored  By  Rotary 

The  meeting  in  Raleigh  is 
sponsored  by  Rotary  In- 
ternational with  the  North 
Carolina  Council  of  Churches 
serving  as  supporting  sponsor. 

Representatives  of  the  Alston 
Wilkes  Society  will  be  present  to 
describe  to  participants  how  the 
South  Carolina-based  society 
functions  as  a  volunteer  service 
agency  for  prisoners  and  their 
families.  The  Rev.  S.  Collins' 
Kilburn,  Director  of  Christian 
Social  Ministries  of  the  North 
Carolina  Council  of  Churches 
spoke  on  related  activities  in 
North  Carolina. 

Heads  Drive

Red  River  Synod  First  To  Organize 


(PN)— Red  River  Synod 
became  the  first  of  the  seven  new 
regional  synods  to  organize.  It 
met  in  Austin,  Texas  on  Sep- 
tember 26-27. 

The  Rev.  H.  Richard  Copeland 
of  Lake  Charles,  La.,  was  elected 
moderator  and  the  Rev.  William 
J.  Fogleman  of  Houston  was 
elected  general  presbyter  for  a 


four-year  term  beginning 
November  1.  Fogleman  will  be 
responsible  for  administration 
and  coordination  of  the  synod's 
organizational  system,  super- 
vision of  staff  and  representation 
of  the  synod  in  relation  to  other 
groups. 

The  convention  made  plans  for 
activating  its  structure  January

Peace  College  Adds  New 
Music,  Arts  Facility 


Music  and  the  dramatic  arts 
are  getting  a  real  boost  at  Peace 
College  this  year.  Two  new 
facilities,  a  music  building  and  a 
modern  theatre,  are  being 
constructed  on  the  campus  of  the 
Presbyterian-related  junior 
college  for  women  in  Raleigh. 

Construction  on  the  music 
building  began  in  mid-September 
and  work  on  the  theatre  has  been 
underway  for  several  months. 
Both  projects  are  part  of  a 
$800,000  capital  improvements 
campaign  begun  in  December. 


The  addition  of  these  two 
facilities  is  part  of  a  decade  of 
continuing  expansion  of  the 
physical  facilities  at  Peace. 
During  this  time,  six  new 
buildings  have  been  added  to  the 
Peace  campus. 

The  new  music  building  will 
feature  the  finest  ac- 
commodations for  the  study  and 
performance  of  voice,  piano,  and 
organ  and  will  include  a  275-seat 
recital  hall  which  will  have  a 
specially  designed  concert  pipe 
organ. 


1,  1973,  six  months  earlier  than 
the  other  regional  synods. 

The  organizational  meeting 
was  held  at  the  University  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  Austin  for  a 
short  business  session  and 
remained  for  the  inauguration  of 
Dr.  Prescott  H.  Williams,  Jr.  as 
the  fifth  president  of  Austin 
Presbyterian  Theological  'Semi- 
nary. 

In  the  business  session,  the 
Task  Force  on  Boundaries 
submitted  a  proposal  for  new 
presbytery  boundaries,  but  a 
substitute  motion  was  approved 
by  the  convention.  The  boundary 
question  was  referred  to  the 
Round  Table,  synod's  executive 
body,  for  study  and  a  report  at 
the  September  1973  meeting.  The 
amendment  allowed  one  ex- 
ception: New  Orleans  and 
Louisiana  presbyteries  will 
merge  January  1,  1973. 

In  an  attempt  to  complement 
the  General  Assembly's  new 
structure,  the  Mission  and 
Organization  Task  Force 
proposed  principles  of 
organization.  The  task  force's 
report  was  adopted  with  only 
slight  changes. 

Motion  Defeated 

A  motion  to  exclude  a  clause 
guranteeing  minority  represen- 
tation in  the  synod  organization 
was  defeated. 

Another  motion,  which  would 
have  denied  voting  privileges  to 


the  chairman  of  Coordinating 
Council  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Synod,  a  member 
of  the  Round  Table,  was  also 
defeated.  The  convention  did, 
however,  approve  a  motion  to 
have  the  synod  clerk  contact 
General  Assembly's  Stated  Clerk 
regarding  the  legality  of  a 
UPUSA  member's  voting 
privileges  in  the  PCUS  synod. 

Controversial  'Recommendation 

A  controversial  recom- 
mendation from  the  Task  Force 
on  Finance  and  Budget  was  first 
defeated,  then  approved  by  the 
convention  after  a  motion  was 
made  to  reconsider.  The 
recommendation  stated  that  full 
support  of  the  Regional  Synod 
Office,  its  program  and  staff,  be 
secured  from  general 
benevolences  rather  than  sup- 
plemental support  from  per 
capita  tax.  All  other  Finance  and 
Budget  recommendations  were 
approved. 

Dr.  L.  Nelson  Bell,  moderator 
of  the  General  Assembly,  ad- 
dressed the  convention.  Dr.  Bell 
cited  a  growing  identification  of 
the  Church  with  worldly  stan- 
dards and  quoted  Salvation  Army 
General  William  Booth's  turn-of- 
the-century  prediction:  "The 
chief  danger  of  the  Twentieth 
Century  will  be  religion  without 
the  Holy  Spirit,  Christianity 
without  Christ,  forgiveness 
without  repentance  ..  and  Heaven 
without  Hell."

In  1971 
five  new  registers  were  added 
and  a  new  Schlicker  organ 
console  was  purchased.  The 
organ  was  enclosed  in  case  work 
and  completely  revoiced  for  its 
new  acoustical  home.  The 
congregation  moved  into  its  new 
sanctuary  earlier  this  year. 

A  spokesman  for  the  Winston- 
Salem  congregation  described 
the  organ  as  "a  complete  in- 
strument suitable  for  the 
performance  of  music  from  all 
periods." 

For  the  dedicatory  recital, 
Cherry  Rhodes  played  works  by 
J.  S.  Bach,  Oliver  Messiaen, 
Pierre  Dumage,  and  Jean 
Guillou. 

Miss  Rhodes,  whose  home  is  in 
Baltimore,  Maryland,  is  known 
throughout  Europe  and  North 
America  for  her  technical  and 
artistic  mastery  of  the  organ.  She 
is  the  first  American  ever  to  win 


an  international  organ  com- 
petition. In  1970  she  opened  the 
first  International  Organ  Week  of 
Paris  and  played  the  first  recital 
on  the  new  organ  at  the  John  F. 
Kennedy  Center  for  the 
Performing  Arts  in  Washington.

service  held  on  October  6.  The 
Crawfords  now  live  in  an  apart- 
ment at  the  Home. 

Another  musical  addition,  a 
grand  piano,  was  recently 
presented  to  the  Home  by  Mrs. 
Sidney  Gayle,  also  a  member, 
and  has  added  greatly  to  the 
quality  and  the  quantity  of  music- 
making  as  it  has  lured  many 
talented  musicians  to  present 
concerts. 

Residents  at  the  Home  are 
enjoying  a  Seminar  in  Music 
Appreciation.  Mr.  "Bat" 
Clement,  a  resident  of  the  home, 
has  a  special  interest  in  recorded 
music  and  adds  to  everyones 
enjoyment  of  his  records  by  his 
comments  on  the  "Program  of 
the  Day".  Mr.  Clement  presents 
music  to,  suit  every  person's 
taste,  varying  from  Broadway 
musicals  to  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony, from  Spirituals  to  Han- 
del's Messiah. 

A  different  type  of  music  is 
produced  by  the  Home  Band,  a 
group  of  musical  residents  who 
play  homemade  instruments. 
Band  members  "play",  among 
other  things,  prune  bottles, 
mason's  trowels,  pot  lids,  mule 
shoes,  and  washboards.  The  24 
members  of  the  band  offer  much 
enjoyment  to  those  who  attend 
rehearsals  each  week  as  well  as 
those  for  whom  concerts  are 
given. 

Every  Tuesday,  Home 
residents  join  in  a  hymn  sing 
before  the  noon  meal.  It  becomes 
a  very  special  time  of 
thanksgiving  and  prayer.  On 
other  days  of  the  week,  devotions 
are  conducted  by  Home  members 
using  topics  of  their  own  choice, 
often  including  special  music. 

A  group  of  the  more  talented, 
or  less  timid,  singers  meet  as  a 
choral  group  twice  a  month 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Roger 
Miller,  Minister  of  Music  at  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  High 
Point.  This  group  on  occasion 
sings  for  chapel  and  vespers. 

Still  more  music  is  heard 
around  the  Home  twice  a  month 
when  Mr.  Bill  Favor,  Director  of 
Christian  Education  at  First 
Presbyterian  in  High  Point, 
arrives  to  lead  folk  games.

It  is  also 
expected  to  identify  some 
particular  injustices  and  issues 
which  the  council  feels  merit 
public  attention. 

Suggestions  Requested 

The  Office  of  Church  and 
Society,  in  Richmond,  is 
soliciting  comments  from 
Presbyterians  on  these  three 
subjects  and  asks  that  remarks 
and  suggestions  be  mailed  to  that 
office  no  later  than  November  15. 

After  discussing  the  possibility 
of  a  paper  relating  to  public 
education,  council  members 
turned  down  the  idea,  agreeing 
instead,  to  request  the  Office  of 
Church  and  Society  to  make  a 
"digest"  available  with 
statements  made  by  prior  Gene- 
ral Assemblies.  The  General 
Assembly,  it  was  pointed  out,  has 
spoken  on  public  education  issues 
on  a  number  of  occasions  from 
1904  to  1972. 

Meaning  Of  Corporate  Witness 

Council  members  asked  the 
director  to  draft  a  statement  on 
the  meaning  of  corporate  witness 
of  the  General  Assembly  on 
social  issues.  It  is  expected  to 
deal  with  processes  involved  in 
issuing  proposed  statements  and 
spell  out  to  whom  the  General 
Assembly  speaks  and  for  what 
purposes  it  speaks.

An  orientation  for  the 
seven  new  council  members  was 
held  during  the  meeting. 
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Ministry  To  Small  Church 
Considered  By  Assembly  Task  Force 


(PN)—  The  first  meeting  of  the 
recently-appointed  Task  Force 
on  Ministry  to  the  Small  Church 
took  place  in  Atlanta,  Oc- 
tober 17-18.  Seventy  percent  of 
Presbyterian  Church  U.S. 
congregations  have  fewer  than 
250  members. 

Special  needs  of  small  church 
ministries  came  to  light  in  a 
study  of  the  Ad  Interim  Com- 
mittee on  the  Church's  Use  of  Its 
Ordained  Ministry  that  was 
presented  at  the  112th  PCUS 
General  Assembly  last  June.  As  a 
result,  the  Assembly  directed  the 
Board  of  National  Ministries  to 
organize  a  task  force  to 
determine  the  best  means  of 
undergirding  small  church 
ministries  and  to  report  back  to 
the  113th  General  Assembly  in 
1973. 

The  task  force  was  asked  to 
study:     "The     ways  other 
denominations    or  religious 
groups    are    ministering    most . 
effectively  to  small 

congregations;  strategies  and 
models  for  more  effective 
ministry...;  ideas  for  providing 
the  financial  resources  needed  to 
assure  adequate  pastoral  care  for 
members  of  these  churches;  and 
suggestions  for  specific  program 
assistance  that  can  be  given  the 
small  churches  by  the  boards, 
agencies  and  presbyteries  that 
will  affirm  the  importance  of 
these  churches  and  their  pastors 
to  the  life  of  the  whole  church." 

The  Board  of  National 
Ministries  has  recently  named  15 
persons  to  the  Task  Force  on 
Ministry  to  the  Small  Church. 
They  include  five  lay  persons, 
four  pastors,  one  middle 
judicatory  staffer  and  one  staff 
person  from  each  of  five 
denominational    boards  and 


agencies.  These  persons  include 
four  women,  three  laymen,  two 
Mexican  Americans  and  two 
blacks.  All  have  been  involved  in 
small  churches. 

The  Task  Force  on  Ministry  to 
the  Small  Church  includes  one 
member  from  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina,  Mr.  Ben  Covington  of 
Mebane.  Other  members  are: 
The  Rev.  Cas  M.  Robinson,  Board 
of  National  Ministries,  Atlanta;

"The  love  you  have  given  I  cannot  deny, 
I  make  a  difference;  and  the  love  that  I  give, 
Turns  your  love  loose  that  the  world  may  live."

He  stressed  how  the  misuse  of  sex 
hurt  man.  "God  has  said  that  sex 
is  to  be  used  within  marriage." 
Graham  said,  "He  limits  it  to 
that."  Then  Graham  added, 
"There  is  something  about  this 
problem  of  sex  that  will  harden 
your  heart  against  God  more 
than  any  single  thing  that  I  know 
of." 

He  warned  the  students  to  stay 
away  from  drugs,  stating  that 
there  was  less  than  one  percent 
cure  for  anyone  addicted  to  hard 
drugs. 

In  comments  on  drinking,  he 
warned  of  the  dangers  of 
alcoholism  and  drqnken  driving. 
"Nine  million  alcoholics  in 
America  are  invalids  because  of 
alcohol,"  he  said.  "You  are  a  lot 
better  for  yourself,  in  my 
judgment,  not  to  drink." 

Feeling  And  Emotion 

In  his  closing  comments  on  how 
to  accept  Christ,  Graham  en- 
couraged the*  students  not  to 
depend  on  feeling  and  emotion  to 
know  they  are  saved.  "Trust  God 
when  there  is  no  feeling," 
Graham  said. 

Following  the  address.  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  Graham  met  with  the 
faculty  of  the  college  and  then 
toured  the  new  campus  library 
dedicated  to  his  father-in-law, 
Dr.  L.  Nelson  Bell.

Retired  Professor  Presented  Book 
Published  In  His  Honor 


When  Dr.  W.  G.  Stinespring, 
professor  of  Old  Testament  and 
Semitics  for  many  years  at  Duke 
Divinity  School,  retired  from 
teaching  last  year,  a  surprise 
announcement  was  made  during 
his  retirement  dinner  at  the 
university. 

It  was  to  the  effect  that  a  group 
of  scholars,  some  of  them  his 
students  at  Duke  years  ago,  all 
specialists  in  the  field  of  Biblical 
literature,  had  contributed 
essays  to  a  Duke  Press  volume  to 
be  published  in  Stinespring 's 
honor.  A  copy  was  presented  to 
Stinespring  in  mid-September. 

How  the  New  Testament  makes 
use  of  the  Old,  a  vital  subject  of 
Biblical  studies  and  research,  is 
the  central  focus  of  the  collection. 

Featured  are  studies  by  such 
noted  men  in  the  field  as  W.  D. 
Da  vies,  Ivey  professor  of  Ad- 
vanced Studies  in  New 
Testament  and  Research  in 
Christian  Origins;  Dr.  Hugh 
Anderson,  formerly  at  Duke  and 


DR.  W.  G.  STINESPRING 

now  on  the  faculty  at  the 
University  of  Edinburgh;  Dr. 
Marvin  H.  Pope,  specialist  in 
Northwest  Semitic  Languages  at 
Yale;  John  Strugnell,  Old 
Testament  expert  at  Harvard; 
and  a  number  of  Duke  Divinity 
School  professors  close  to 
Stinespring  through  the  years. 


Notable  are  D.  Moody  Smith 
Jr.,  professor  of  New  Testament 
Interpretation;  Orval  Win- 
termute,  Old  Testament  lecturer 
and  professor  of  religion ;  James 
H.  Charlesworth  of  the  religion 
department  faculty,  and  Dr. 
William  H.  Brownlee,  now  at  the 
School  of  Theology  at  Claremont, 
California. 

Dr.  Stinespring,  a  native  of 
Daphna,  Virginia,  attended  the 
University  of  Virginia  and  Yale 
University.  He  received  a  Ph.  D. 
Degree  from  Yale  in  1932.  He 
attended  the  American  School  of 
Oriental  Research  in  Jerusalem 
from  1932  until  1934  and  was 
acting  director,  1934-1935.  He  was 
ordained  by  Granville 
Presbytery  in  1940  and  held 
membership  in  that  Presbytery 
until  his  honorary  retirement  last 
year. 

Dr.  Stinespring  began  his 
teaching  career  at  Duke 
University  Divinity  School  in  1935

Dr.  Albert  Bonner  McClure,  67, 
former  superintendent  of  the 
Presbyterian  Home  for  Children 
at  Barium  Springs  and  a  past 
moderator  of  the  Presbyterian 
Synod  of  North  Carolina,  died  of  a 
heart  attack  in  Statesville  on 
October  28.

Barium  Springs  Superintendent 
A  graduate  of  Davidson  College 
and  Union  Theological  Seminary 
in  Richmond,  Dr.  McClure 
served  as  minister  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Lin- 
colnton  from  1937-1945.  For  the 
next  five  years  he  was  pastor  of 
the  Waldensian  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Valdese  before  he 
became  Superintendent  at 
Barium  Springs  in  1950. 

1952  Moderator 
During  the  16  years  he  was 
superintendent  at  the  Barium 
Springs  institution,  he  served  as 
moderator  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  in  1952  and  was  awarded 
an  honorary  Doctor  of  Divinity 
Degree  by  Davidson  College  in 
1965.  Dr.  McClure  served  as  a 
trustee  of  Davidson  for  fifteen 
years. 

In  1966,  he  was  called  as 
minister  by  the  congregation  of 
Forest  Park  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Statesville.  He  served 
there  until  1971  when  he  was 
named  chaplain  of  Davis 
Hospital  in  Statesville. 

Dr.  McClure  was  an  active 
civic  leader  and  much  in  demand 
for  speaking  engagements  and 
pulpit  supply. 

A  native  of  Toccoa,  Georgia,  he

Among  the  various  services 
provided  by  Barium  Springs  are 
residential  group  care,  small 
group  care  homes,  foster  family 
care,  a  family  and  child 
development  center,  and  family 
counseling. 

The  agency  serves  boys  and 
girls  who  have  problems 
resulting  largely  from 
inadequate  family  situations.

Consultation  On  Women 
Will  Formulate  Strategies 


The  Interboard  Task  Force  on 
Women  in  Church  and  Society 
has  announced  plans  for  an 
assembly-wide  consultation. 

The  aim  of  a  December  8-10 
consultation  will  be  to  formulate 
strategies  that  could  help 
presbyteries  and  local  churches 
make  better  use  of  women  in 
decision-making  positions. 

The  task  force  hopes  that  the 
consultation  will  encourage 
presbyteries  to  respond  to  the 
request  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly's proposal  that  presbyteries 
establish  their  own  task  forces  on 
women  in  church  and  society. 

The  task  force,  comprised  of 
men      and      women  staff 


representatives,  met  in  Sep- 
tember and  defined  its  duties  as 
"focusing  the  attention  of  the 
church  on  full  personhood  for  all 
its  members,  especially  women." 

The  planning  group  maintains 
that  the  church  treats  more  than 
half  its  members  as  a 
"minority".  To  support  this 
position  the  task  force  pointed  to 
the  decreasing  number  of  women 
deacons  and  elders,  difficulties  in 
placing  clergy  women  and  the 
token  representation  on 
interpreting  union  of 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S. 
and  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.S.A.  invited  only 
five  women  out  of  56  participants.

Their 
daughter,  the  provider  of  this 
scholarship,  is  a  resident  of 
Bartow  and  Montreat,  North 
Carolina. 

Montreat-Anderson  College  is  a 
two  year  co-educational  school 
located  in  Montreat,  the  con- 
ference center  ,  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S. 


Alumnus  Remembers  Davidson 

A  1907  Davidson  College  graduate  who  became  a  New  York  coal 
exporter  has  bequeathed  a  portion  of  his  estate  to  establish  a  new 
scholarship  fund  at  Davidson  for  students  with  financial  need. 

To  date  the  college  has  received  $27,500  from  the  estate  of  William  P. 
Anderson,  who  for  25  years  was  vice  president  of  the  Maritime  Coal  and 
Coke  Corporation  at  Pelham,  N.  Y.,  before  his  death  last  year. 

The  scholarship  fund  will  be  named  in  his  honor,  according  to  college 
officials. 

"Davidson  is  very  grateful  that  Mr.  Anderson  provided  for  the  needs 
of  our  students  in  his  will,"  said  College  President  Samuel  R.  Spencer 
Jr.  "Such  funds  are  much  needed  by  Davidson  and  all  other  colleges  at  a 
time  when  operating  costs  as  well  as  tuition  have  been  forced  upward  by 
the  economy." 

Anderson  was  a  member  of  Hugenot  Memorial  Church  in  Pelham. 
During  1925-32  he  was  president  of  the  New  York  Chapter  of  the 
Davidson  Alumni  Association.

(RNS)  —  The  Old  Testament 
books  of  Proverbs  and 
Ecclesiastes  have  been  published 
by  the  American  Bible  Society  in 
Today's  English  Version, 
according  to  a  recent  announ- 
cement in  New  York. 

Entitled  "Wisdom  for  Modern 
Man,"  the  paperback  volume 
containing  the  two  books  is  part 
of  a  translation  project  which  in 
1966  brought  out  "Good  News  for 
Modern  Man,"  the  best -selling 


version  of  the  New  Testament. 
Proverbs  and  Ecclesiastes  are 
from  a  section  of  the  Scripture 
known  as  "wisdom  literature." 

Work  on  the  Old  Testament  is 
expected  to  be  completed  in  1976. 
Translations  of  Psalms  and  Job 
have  already  appeared. 

Today's  English  Version 
attempts  to  express  the  meaning 
of  the  biblical  texts  in  words  and 
forms  readily  understood  by 
English 'speaking  persons  in  the 
modern  world.

Michael  L.  Carr,  a  native  of  Clinton  and  a  graduate  of  the  University 
of  North  Carolina  became  the  second  candidate  for  the  office  of 
moderator  of  the  113th  General  Assembly  when  he  was  unanimously 
endorsed  by  the  Synod  of  Mississippi.

S.  Kraemer,  president  of  the  Presbyterian  School  of  Christian 
Education  and  a  former  pastor  of  First  Church  in  Charlotte. 

The  General  Assembly  will  meet  in  Fort  Worth  on  June  10, 1973. 

Carr  is  a  chancery' court  judge  in  Brookhaven,  Mississippi  and  has 
practiced  law  since  1951.  He  is  a  combat  veteran  of  World  War  II. 

He  is  immediate  past  chairman  of  the  Belhaven  College  Board  of 
Trustees  and  is  a  member  of  the  PCUS  provisional  General  Executive 
Board  and  the  Commission  on  New  Synod  Boundaries.  He  is  past 
moderator  of  South  Mississippi  Presbytery  and  the  Synod  of 
Mississippi. 

Other  possible  moderatorial  candidates  include  Dr.  Lawrence  Bot- 
toms of  Atlanta  who  was  endorsed  by  the  Black  Presbyterian 
Leadership  Caucus. 
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Synod  "B"  Takes  Shape— 


Boundary  Decisions  Reached  By  Committee 


The  shape  of  Synod  "B",  the 
new  regional  structure,  began  to 
emerge  when  the  Committee  on 
Boundaries  met  at  Banner  Elk  on 
October  26.  At  the  same  time, 
three  other  committees  were 
approaching  the  decision-making 
phase  of  their  work. 

Seven  Presbyterys 

The  Boundaries  Committee  has 
voted  that  the  Synod  be  divided 
into  seven  presbyteries  and  that 
their  boundaries  remain  sub- 
stantially the  same  as  the  lines 
drawn  by  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  in  1970  and  implemented 
on  January  1,  1972.  This 
represents  the  committee's  effort 
to  divide  the  164,971  North 
Carolina  Presbyterians  in  697 
churches  into  basic  units  of 
mission. 

The  1971  General  Assembly 
reduced  the  number  of  synods 
from  fifteen  to  seven  and  set  the 
procedure  by  which  the  new 
synods  were  to  be  formed.  The 
Boundaries  Committee  is  a  part 
of  that  process  and  is  chaired  by 
the  Rev.  John  Mack  Walker,  Jr. 
of  Roanoke  Rapids. 

Data  Gathering 

The  Boundaries  Committee 
was  the  first  to  meet.  By  an  early 
action  of  the  committee,  the 
membership  engaged  in  a  two- 
day  study  of  the  function  of  a 
presbytery  under  the  policy  of 
our  church.  Next,  the  committee 
undertook  a  data  gathering 
project  which  focused  primarily 
on  nine  counties  in  the  present 
presbyteries  of  Concord,  Holston, 
and  Asheville.  The  first  effort  to 
reach  a  decision  on  boundaries  of 
presbyteries  for  the  new  synod 
came  on  September  13;  the 
committee  found  itself  in  need  of 
additional  information  and 
completed  its  work  in  the  October 
26  meeting. 

Recommendations 

The  recommendations  of  the 
committee  will  be  forwarded  to 
the  second  meeting  of  the  Synod 
"B"  Convention  to  be  held  in 
Greensboro  next  March.  If  the 
recommendations  are  adopted, 
the  new  synod  will  begin  its  work 
with  a  wide  range  of  com- 
municant strength,  area,  and 
mission  objectives.  The  smallest 
presbytery  will  have  only  9,640 
members  while  the  largest  will 
claim  38,656.  Combined  support 
of  the  benevolence  budgets  of  the 
church  will  range  from  $176,777  to 
a  high  of  $1,159,868.

mended  the  establishment  of  a 
continuing  study  of  presbytery 
boundaries  and  the  establish- 
ment of  a  boundaries  committee 
in  each  presbytery.  The  entire 
question  is  to  be  reviewed  by  the 
new  synod  in  1975. 

Other  Committees 
Meanwhile,  the  Committee  on 
Transition  and  Finance  chaired 
by  Mr.  Voit  Gilmore  of  Southern 
Pines  devoted  a  full  day  to  a 
study  of  the  present  methods 
used  by  the  church  to  fund  its 
ministries.  It  named  a  report- 
writing  committee  and  set  its 
next  meeting  for  December  7. 
Three  papers  dealing  with  the 
transition  process  have  been 
distributed  to  the  membership  of 
the  committee  and  these  will  be 
considered  at  the  meeting  in 
early  December. 

Dr.  H.  Edwin  Pickard  of 
Raleigh  was  named  to  succeed 
the  late  Harold  McKeithen  of 
Winston-Salem  as  chairman  of 


the  Committee  on  Institutional 
Relationships.  This  committee 
met  on  November  10  and  made 
plans  for  the  drafting  of  a  report 
and  the  completion  of  its 
recommendations. 

The  Committee  on  Mission  and 
Organization  held  a  two-day 
meeting  on  September  6-7  and 
reached  consensus  on  five  of  the 
seven  points  to  be  covered  in  its 
report.  The  committee  will  meet 
next  on  November  27  when 
decisions  will  be  made  on  the 
remaining  questions  and  the  first 


draft  of  the  report  will  be 
examined  by  the  full  committee. 
Mr.  Halbert  Jones  of  Laurinburg 
is  chairman  of  this  committee. 

The  committees  are  looking  to 
the  completion  of  their  work  by 
mid- January.  Their  reports  will 
be  printed  and  distributed  to  all 
ministers  and  Sessions  of 
Churches  in  North  Carolina  and  a 
second  meeting  of  Synod  "B"  will 
be  convened  in  mid-March.  The 
first  convention  was  held  in 
Charlotte  on  November  30,  1971. 
The  new  synod  will  begin  its  legal 
existence  on  July  1,  1973. 


Tarheel  Churches 
Receive  Grants 
For  Ministry 

Two  North  Carolina  churches 
have  received  grants  from  the 
Board  of  National  Ministries  for 
projects  in  "Creative  Ministries 
and  Evangelism." 

The  National  Ministries  Board 
has  funded  12  projects  throughout 
the  denomination  as  a  part  of  the 
current  three-year  emphasis  on 
evangelism.  The  program 
encourages  congregations  to 
develop  or  continue  a  style  of 
evangelism  that  best  embodies 
their  biblical  understanding  of 
the  life  and  mission  of  the  church. 

Carolina  Beach 

The  Carolina  Beach 
Presbyterian  Church  in 
Wilmington  Presbytery  has 
received  $6000  for  an  ecumenical 
evangelism  effort  in  which 
Protestants  and  Roman  Catholic 
churches  are  working  through 
the  Federal  Point  Resort 
Ministry  to  reach  beach  tourists 
in  person-to-person  evangelism 
and  a  coffee  house. 

Greensboro 

An  Orange  Presbytery  Church, 
the  Church  of  the  Cross  in 
Greensboro,  has  received  $6000  to 
aid  in  its  systematic  attempt  to 
remain  in  a  transitional  area  by 
relating  itself  to  a  number  of 
community  organizations  where 
it  is  able  to  serve  as  an  effective 
bridge  between  groups  and  races. 

Included  among  the  criteria 
used  by  the  Board  of  National 
Ministries  for  funding  are 
congregational  analyses  of  their 
own  concerns,  needs  and 
resources,  in  addition  to  the 
spiritual,  social,  political  and 
economic  needs  of  their  com- 
munity. In  addition  to  allocations 
from  the  Board  of  National 
Ministries,  each  creative 
ministry  will  receive  matching 
funds  from  congregations  and  the 
presbytery  in  the  project. 

At  the  end  of  October,  the 
Board  had  allocated  a  total  of 
$150,000.

and  treatment  oriented  -  helping 
parents  meet  their  respon- 
sibilities while  assisting  them  in 
the  care  of  the  children  through 
diagnostic,  casework,  and 
therapy  services  for  the  child  and 
his  family.  The  children  visit 
their  parents  periodically  if  at  all 
feasible,  and  parents  are  en- 
couraged to  visit  regularly. 

The  various  services  offered  at 
Barium  Springs  are  ad- 
ministered by  social  workers, 
child  care  workers  who  live  with 
the  children,  and  youth  activity 
leaders  in  recreational  and 
religious  activities. 

A  recently  initiated  program 
offered  by  Barium  Springs  is  the 


services  of  the  Department  of 
Consultative  Services  which 
assists  local  churches  and 
presbyteries,  at  the  request  of 
ministers  or  committees,  in 
developing  their  own  programs  of 
service  to  families  and  children 
in  the  local  community  who  need 
help. 

The  Department  of  Con- 
sultative Services  recently 
opened  a  regional  office  in 
(ioldsboro  staffed  by  a  consultant 
whose  responsibility  is  to  serve 
churches,  groups  of  churches, 
and  presbyteries  in  the  eastern 
portion  of  the  Synod.

board  of  trustees  of  Consolidated 
Presbyterian  College,  the 
provisional  name  given  to  St. 
Andrews  during  its  planning  and 
opening  in  1961  as  the  merger  of 
Flora  MacDonald  College  and 
Presbyterian  Junior  College.  He 
was  reappointed  to  successive 
terms  through  1971. 

Capital  Funds  Campaign 

In  1967  his  fellow  trustees 
elected  him  chairman  to  succeed 
Hector  MacLean  as  the  college 
was  preparing  to  launch  its  $5 
million  capital  funds  campaign. 
Launched  in  the  spring  of  1968, 
the  campaign  reached  its  goal  the 
following  year  and  was  concluded 
in  mid-1970  with  more  than 
$5,500,000  in  gifts  and  pledges. 
Belk  was  the  working  head  of  that 
campaign,  actively  seeking 
funds,  enlisting  campaign 
leaders,  and  attending  numerous 
campaign  meetings  and  events. 
He  and  his  brother  Irwin,  also  a 
former  St.  Andrews  trustee,  and 
other  members  of  the  Belk  family 
and  the  Belk  Foundation  con- 
tributed $400,000  for  a  chapel  at 
St.  Andrews,  now  in  the  final 
stages  of  planning. 


Trustees  Meet 

On  October  26,  the  board  ap- 
proved an  operating  budget  of 
$3,446,000  for  the  1973  fiscal  year, 
re-elected  M.C.  Benton,  Jr.  of 
Winston-Salem  as  chairman,  and 
heard  President  Donald  J.  Hart 
suggest  refinement  of  its 
programs  as  the  college's 
principal  objective  for  the 
coming  decade. 

In  addition  to  re-electing 
Benton,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
renamed  W.B.  Beery  III  of 
Wilmington  as  a  vice  chairman 
and  H.  Edwin  Pickard  of  Raleigh 
as  secretary.  Also  elected  were 
two  new  vice  chairmen,  Ralph  S. 
Robinson,  Jr.  of  Gastonia  and 
Andrew  G.  Williamson  of 
Laurinburg.  They  replace 
Halbert  M.  Jones  of  Laurinburg 
and  Hector  MacLean  of  Lum- 
berton  whose  trustee  terms 
expired  this  year. 

New  Policies 
While  the  board  took  few  of- 
ficial actions,  it  heard  several 
reports  and  moved  toward  new 
policies  in  keeping  with  the 
general  objective  suggested  by 
Dr.  Hart  for  the  1970's.  Trustees 
agreed  to  consider  restructuring 
its  organization  and  procedures 
to  facilitate  its  ability  to  make 


long-range  plans. 

The  board  adopted  an  in- 
vestment policy  designed  to 
secure  maximum  return  on  the 
college's  endowment  which  now 
has  a  market  value  of  ap- 
proximately $2.4  million.  The 
Buildings  and  Grounds  Com- 
mittee recommended  that  the 
college  develop  a  land-use  policy, 
looking  to  the  most  advantageous 
use  of  the  college's  820  acres  at 
the  campus  site  and  other 
property  holdings. 

'7:5  Fund  Chairman 
Chairman  Benton  announced 
that  Trustee  S.  Pickney  Stowe 
had  accepted  the  chairmanship 
of  the  1973  Annual  Fund  with  a 
goal  of  $300,000,  a  vital  link  in  the 
year's  operating  budget. 

The  board  gave  its  final  ap- 
proval to  plans  for  the 
Rehabilitation  and  Evaluation 
Center  for  physically  han- 
dicapped students.  The  center 
will  also  provide  health  services 
for  the  general  student  body. 
Date  of  a  call  for  bids  will  be 
determined  by  the  architect, 
probably  within  several  months. 
Progress  was  reported  in  plan- 
ning of  the  Belk  Chapel  with  a 
target  date  of  next  spring  for 
bids.

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Missions  Board  Meets  In  Mexico  City;  Orange  Presbytery  Calls 
Participates  In  Centennial  Celebration    Holler  As  General  Pastor 


The  Board  of  World  Missions 
moved  its  October  meeting  to 
Mexico  City  in  order  to 
participate  in  the  centennial 
celebration  of  the  National 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Mexico. 
The  October  25-28  meeting 
marked  the  first  time  in  the  112- 
year  history  of  the  organization 
that  a  board  meeting  has  been 
held  outside  the  United  States. 

All  but  one  of  the  24  board 
members  were  expected  to 
attend.  Also  attending  the  session 
were  staff  members,  missionary 
delegates,  youth  delegates  and 
representatives  of  presbytery 
world  mission  chairmen. 

lOOth  Anniversary 
1972  marks  the  100-year  an- 
niversary of  Presbyterian 
mission  work  in  Mexico.  To 
commemorate  the  event,  which 
concurs  with  the  redeployment  of 
missionaries  from  Mexico,  an 
eight-day  celebration  was  held 
October  22-29  in  Mexico  City. 

Preparatations  for  the  Cen- 
tennial Celebration  have  been 
given  top  priority  by  the  National 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Mexico. 
Last  May  21,  a  Centennial  torch 
was  lighted  at  Villa  de  Cos,  a 
small   town   in   the   state  of 


Chester^ Va.  (RNS)  —  Hanover 
Presbytery  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.  S.  has 
"reluctantly"  agreed  to  allow  the 
West  End  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Hopewell,  Va.,  to  withdraw  from 
the  denomination  and  retain  its 
property. 

The  Rev.  Kennedy  Smartt, 
pastor  of  West  End,  has  applied 
for  membership  in  Del  Marva 
Presbytery  of  the  Reformed 
Presbyterian  Church, 
Evangelical  Synod.  The 
presbytery  is  composed  of 
churches  located  in  Delaware, 
Maryland  and  Virginia. 

Reluctantly  Agrees 
"Hanover  Presbytery  reluc- 
tantly agrees  to  the 
congregation's  request  to  be 
dismissed  along  with  its 
property.. .(and)  with  its  best 
wishes  for  the  future,"  the 
presbytery  said  in  a  recom- 
mendation. 

A  companion  recommendation 
dismissed  Mr.  Smartt  to  Del 
Marva  Presbytery,  effective  Jan. 
16  "or  sooner  if  he  should  be  so 
received." 

The  843-member  West  End 
church  voted  unanimously  on 
Oct.  1  to  petition  for  dismissal 
from  the  Hanover  Presbytery.  A 
special  administrative  com- 
mission "named  to  promote 
peace  and  harmony"  carried  the 
recommendation  for  dismissal  to 
the  presbytery. 

In  recommending  the 
dismissal,  the  commisison  report 
noted  that  West  End  "followed^ 
proper  constitutional 
procedure."  It  also  said  that  the 
church  has  been  Presbyterian 
"only  in  name"  and  for  many 
years  "has  been  out  of  harmony 
with  many  particular  goals  of 
presbytery..." 

West  End  Church,  in  its 
petition,  took  issue  with  what  it 
called  "progressive  trends"  in 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S. 

Among  them  were  "the  con- 


Qacetecas  to  commemorate  the 
arrival  of  the  first  Presbyterian 
Missionaries  in  Mexico.  At  that 
time,  the  first  of  630  runners 
started  the  torch  on  its  5,253-mile 
journey  to  Mexico  City.  On  Sept. 
3,  approximately  35,000  persons 
gathered  at  Villahermosa, 
Tabasco  to  greet  the  last  torch 
runner  to  that  city.  The  torch  was 
scheduled  to  arrive  in  Mexico 
City  on  Oct.  22  when  the 
celebration  commenced. 

During  the  five  months  that  the 
torch  had  been  moving  through 
Mexico,  a  group  of  young  people 
led  worship  services  along  the 
route  so  that  the  entire 
Presbyterian  family  of  Mexico 
might  have  a  chance  to 
participate  in  the  festivities.  Six 
regional  choirs  participated  in 
the  services.  All  six  choirs  were 
in  Mexico  City  the  last  week  in 
October. 

Full  Control 
The  Centennial  marks  the  time 
when  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Mexico  will  assume  full  control 
and  support  of  its  own  work.  Only 
some  missionaries  involved  in 
medical  work  and  Indian  work 
will  remain  in  the  country  in  an 
official  capacity. 


fusion  of  definition  and  priority 
concerning  evangelism  and 
social  action,"  the  General 
Assembly's  approval  of 
"abortion  for  socio-economic 
reasons,"  the  proposal  of  a  "new 
Confession  of  Faith,"  the  "ap- 
parent lack  of  genuine  concern  or 
conviction  that  men  are  really 
lost  apart  from  faith  in  Jesus 
Christ." 

The  congregation  also  took 
issue  with  "the  continued  effort 
toward  union  with  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  and  the 
Church  of  Christ  Uniting... and 
the  consistently  liberal 
pronouncements  and  actions  of 
the  National  and  World  Council  of 
Churches." 

Earlier,  another  church  in 
Hanover  Presbytery,  Tabb  Street 
church  in  Petersburg,  adopted  a 
resolution  declaring  itself  to  be  a 
"continuing  independent 
Presbyterian  Church." 

Hanover  Presbytery  declared 
Tabb  Street's  87-to-26  vote  null 
and  void  and  announced  that  it 
was  prepared  to  contest  the 
action  in  civil  courts.  Efforts  at 
reconciliation  are  in  progress. 


More  than  100  people 
celebrated  the  75th  anniversary 
of  the  founding  of  the  Salem 
Presbyterian  Church  in 
Pageland,  S.C.,  in  early  October. 

Salem  Church,  one  of  two 
Mecklenburg  Presbytery 
churches  in  South  Carolina, 
celebrated  the  historic  event 
during  the  Sunday  evening 
worship  service  on  October  8. 

Guest  speaker  for  the  occasion 
was  the  Rev.  Benjamin  F. 
Ferguson,  a  former  pastor  who 
now  serves  the  Antioch 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Red 


In  the  past,  three 
denominations  from  the  United 
States  have  assisted  the  Mexican 
church  in  its  work.  The 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.,  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church 
U.S.A.  and  the  Reformed  Church 
of  America  now  are  making  plans 
for  a  new  relationship  with  the 
national  church. 

As  a  part  of  the  celebration,  the 
National  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Mexico  published  an  Official 
Centennial  Book,  prepared  under 
direction  of  the  historical  com- 
mittee of  the  church.  The  book 
was  presented  during  the 
ceremonies. 

Contributions  Summarized 

Members  of  the  committee 
asked  one  representative  from 
each  of  the  three  major  missions 
to  write  a  short  summary  of  that 
denomination's  contribution  to 
the  Mexican  mission  work.  Dr.  J. 
Hervey  Ross,  medical  secretary 
of  the  Board  of  World  Missions, 
prepared  the  report  for  the  Board 
of  World  Missions.  His  12,000- 
word  paper  is  written  in  Spanish 
and  emphasizes  that  the  PCUS 
mission  has  done  during  the  past 
100  years. 

During  the  ceremonies.  Dr. 
David  L.  Stitt,  chairman  of  the 
Board  of  World  Missions, 
presented  to  Pbro.  Saul  Tijerina, 
moderator  of  the  National 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Mexico, 
a  gavel  carved  from  curly  maple 
wood  cut  from  the  Montreat,  N.C. 
forest.  The  gavel,  presented  on 
behalf  of  the  PCUS  General 
Assembly,  bears  the  seal  of  the 
National  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Mexico  in  bas-relief  on  one  side 
and  the  seal  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  U.S.  on  the  other. 

The  docket  was  a  composite  of 
regular  board  business  and 
centennial  observances  with  the 
national  church. 

PCUS  Executives 

Dr.  T.  Watson  Street,  executive 
secretary  of  the  Board  of  World 
Missions,  addressed  a  session  of 
the  meeting.  Two  other  PCUS 
executives.  Dr.  Lawrence  I.  Stell, 
executive  secretary  of  the 
General  Council,  and  Dr.  Evelyn 
L.  Green,  who  heads  women's 
work,  spoke.  Dr.  Stell  gave 
greetings  from  the  PCUS  stated 
clerk  and  General  Assembly 
staff,  and  Dr.  Green  delivered 
greetings  from  Presbyterian  U.S. 
women  and  took  part  in  a  panel  of 
women  of  the  Mexican  Church. 

Presbyterian  work  in  Mexico 
was  started  100  years  ago  by  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church  and 
later  joined  by  the  Presbyterian 
Church  U.S.  and  the  Reformed 
Church  in  America.

Two  other  former  pastors,  the 
Rev.  H.  Bruce  Fisher  of  College 
Station,  Texas,  and  the  Rev.  John

The  committee,  working  in 
three  groups,  provided  input 
from  the  perspectives  of 
Presbytery  chairmen,  elected 
committee  members,  and 
Synod's  Christian  Education 
staff.  The  results  of  the  subgroup 
discussions  were  recorded  by  the 
secretary  to  be  forwarded  to  the 
Mission  and  Organization 
Committee  of  Synod  "B". 

The  Christian  Education 
Committee's  two-day  meeting 
was  held  at  Myers  Park 
Presbyterian  Church  in 
Charlotte.  Dr.  James  E. 
Fogartie,  pastor  of  the  church 
and  a  member  of  the  committee, 
was  host  for  the  meeting. 

Evening  Session 
After  a  business  session  on  the 
first  afternoon  of  the  meeting,  the 
Rev.  H.  Edwin  Pickard, 
Chairman,  introduced  the  Rev.

Christian  Education 
Committee  Reviews 
Functions^  Activities 
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Board  Of  Christian  Education— 

Curriculum  Decisions  Will  Enlarge 
Resources  Available  For  Children 


(PN)  —  Two  major  curriculum 
decisions  related  to  resources  for 
children  and  youth  were  made  by 
the  Presbyterian  U.S.  Board  of 
Christian  Education  at  its  fall 
meeting  in  Richmond. 

The  board  agreed  unanimously 
to  participate  along  with  other 
denominations  in  the  develop- 
ment of  new  systematic  study 
resources  called  the  "Children's 
Bible  Series." 

First  conceived  to  answer  the 
needs  of  some  churches  for  pre- 
school materials  comparable  to 
Uniform  Lessons  Cooperative 
Series,  the  Children's  Bible 
Series  is  now  being  projected  for 
both  preschool  and  elementary 
children.  It  will  be  designed  as  an 
obviously  Biblical  structured 
curriculum  in  dated,  quarterly 
format  (except  for  nursery 
materials),  similar  to  the  ULCS. 

Biblical  Exploration 

Its  approach  will  be  "to  explore 
with  children,  in  light  of  their 
particular  stages  of  development 
and  experience,  the  message  of 
the  Bible  and  its  historical 
narrative  in  the  hope  that  they 
may  discover  the  meanings  of  the 
message  and  assume  respon- 
sibility for  growing  in  their 
relationships  with  God  and 
persons." 

BCE  participation  in  the  new 
series,  says  Editor-in-Chief 
Arthur  M.  Field,  Jr.,  is  an  at- 
tempt to  respond  to  some 
expressed  needs  for  a  children's 
curriculum  that  is  more  struc- 
tured than  CLC  textbooks,  and  to 
the  needs  of  smaller  churches 
with  broadly  graded  church 
schools.  Teachers  in  Appalachia 
and  inner-city  churches  may  also 
find  it  helpful. 

The  PCUS  board  will  cooperate 
to  produce  the  Children's  Bible 
Series  with  educational  staffs  of 
three  other  denominations: 
Disciples  of  Christ;  the  United 


Methodist  Church;  and  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church  in 
the  U.S.A.  A  number  of  other 
groups  may  also  decide  to 
participate  in  its  development. 
The  projected  publication  date  is 
fall  of  1975. 

Other  Action 

In  another  curriculum-related 
action  the  board  agreed  to 
recommend  to  the  PCUS  for  7- 
10th  grade  youth  a  series  of  study 
books  developed  by  the  Disciples 
and  the  American  Baptists. 
Presently  part  of  the  Perspective 
series  of  the  Disciples'  Christian 
Life  Curriculum,  the  new  study 
books  will  be  edited  and 
reproduced  for  use  in  the  PCUS. 
The  board  also  agreed  to 
recommend  the  resource  packets 
which  supplement  the  Per- 
spective Series. 

The  study  books  were  selected 
by  a  group  of  youth,  leaders  of 
youth,  board  members  and  staff 
at  a  fall  consultation.  The  need 
for  new  youth  courses  stemmed 
from  the  board's  realization  that 


present  CLC  books  for  youth  were 
written  for  the  '60s  and  require 
some  adaptation  for  use  in  the 
'70s  by  leaders.  While  the  CLC 
books  will  still  be  available  for 
youth  studies,  the  new  series  will 
be  another  option  by  the  fall  of 
1973. 

As  a  part  of  the  same  action  the 
board  agreed  to  recommend  that 
11th  and  12th  grade  youth 
participate  in  their 
congregation's  adult  study 
program. 

'74-'75  Curriculum' 

The  board  also  received  as 
information  a  report  listing  the 
adult  study  materials  recently 
selected  for  '74-75,  a  year  of 
emphasis  on  The  Church:  God 
Confronts  Man,  by  Harry  Baker 
Adams,  and  The  Man  Who 
Responds  by  Richard  Pope. 
These  books  are  joint 
publications  of  the  Disciples  and 
the  American  Baptists.

Queens  Speaker  Emphasizes 
Man's  Ecological  Responsibility 


A  Princeton  theologian.  Dr. 
Bernhard  Anderson,  argues  that 
environmental  problems  may 
stem  from  a  misunderstanding  of 
the  call  in  Gen.  1 : 26-28  for  man  to 
"rule"  over  "all  wild  beasts"  and 
"subdue"  the  earth.  Man  needs  to 
re-examine  what  it  means  to  be 
created  "in  the  image  of  God." 

Dr.  Anderson  addressed  a 
convocation  audience  at  Queens 
College  recently  on  the  topic: 
"Human  Dominion  Over  Nature 
and  the  Ecological  Crisis."  A 
Piedmont  University  Center 
Visiting  Scholar,  he  teaches  at 
Princeton  Theological  Seminary. 

"My  conclusion  is  precisely  the 
opposite  of  those  who  say 
Christianity  is  at  fault  for 
stressing  the  elevation  of  man  to 
the  position  of  being  God's 
representative  who  has  dominion 
over  nature,"  Dr.  Anderson  said. 

Nor  does  it  make  sense  to  talk, 
as  some  do,  "about  the 
democracy  of  all  God's 
creatures,  for  man  is  obviously 
superior  to  the  animals." 

"What  makes  sense  is  to  take 
'imago  Dei'  (image  of  God) 
seriously,  and  to  express  in  our 
way  of  life  what  it  means  to  be  a 
steward  in  God's  house.  That  is 
what  ecology  is  all  about  in 
Biblical  terms,  "  he  concluded. 

Dr.  Anderson  believes  the 


image  of  God  passage  does  giye 
man  a  "special  position. .with 
power  over  nature." 

"But  man,  created  as  the 
image  of  God,  is  God's  viceroy. 
Rather,  it  reminds  us  that,  as 
God's  representative,  man  is  the 
agent  for  expressing  God's 
benevolent  rule  on  earth."

Increased  Retirement, 
Disability  Benefits 
Studied  By  Board 


(PN)  —  Upgraded  insurance 
and  pension  programs  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  were 
studied  at  the  October  27  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Annuities  and 
Relief. 

The  proposed  changes,  if 
adopted  at  the  board's  meeting  in 
February  after  further 
refinement,  are  scheduled  for 
recommendation  to  the  1973 
General  Assembly. 

The  board  discussed  a 
recommendation  which  would 
allow  the  payment  of  an  early 
retirement  annuity  at  age  55  with 
actuarially  equivalent  benefits. 
Presently  this  is  possible  at  60. 

Annuity  Schedule 

Another  of  the  board's 
recommendations  would  provide 
a  more  liberal  annuity  schedule 
for  early  retirement  which  would 
result  in  an  increase  of  the 
present  dues  structure  from  10-11 
percent.  This  increase  would 
make  possible  the  payment  of 
early  age  benefits  at  the  rate  of 
100  percent  of  annuity  credits 
beginning  at  age  63.  At  age  60,  the 
payment  would  be  82  percent 
instead  of  the  present  65  percent, 
with  proportionate  increased 
benefits  for  early  age  retirement 
down  to  age  55. 

The  third  recommendation 
would  incorporate  a  short-term 
and  longer-term  disability 
benefits  into  the  Minister's  An- 
nuity Fund,  along  with  increased 
lump  sum  death  benefits  payable 
upon  the  death  of  an  active 
minister  and  greater  benefits  for 
minor  children  of  such  deceased 
members  for  an  additional  1 
percent  increase  in  dues. 

A  recommendation  to  im- 
plement these  major  im- 
provements is  anticipated.  These 
would  include: 

1.  A  short-term  disability 
benefit  of  60  per  cent  of  salary 
(12,000  maximum  salary), 
payable  after  90  days  of  such 
total  disability  for  a  maximum  of 
nine  months. 

2.  A  total  and  permanent  (long- 
term)  disability  of  the  same 
amount  as  the  short-term  benefit, 
but  inclusive  of  one's  primary 
Social  Security  benefit  until  age 
65.

The  minister  at  Plaza

Mr.  Owens'  resignation  was 
effective  on  November  19. 

The  42-year  old  Kentucky 
native  has  been  at  the  Charlotte 
Church  for  six  years,  and  during 
that  time  he  has  been  involved  in 
a  number  of  community  affairs.

3.  During  such  disability,  dues 
would  not  be  paid  on  the  mem- 
ber's account,  but  annuity  credits 
would  continue  to  accumulate  on 
the  basis  of  his  participation  at 
the  date  of  the  disability  to  age  65. 

4.  In  the  event  of  death  before 
age  65,  while  disabled,  the  same 
benefits  would  be  payable  as  if 
the  member  were  in  active 
service. 

5.  An  increased  death  benefit 
would  be  included  to  provide  at 
death  at  age  30  or  under,  400  per 
cent  of  salary  basis  on  which  dues 
being  paid,  with  such  percentage 
decreasing  by  20  per  cent  of 
salary  basis  per  age  down  to  200 
percent  of  salary  basis  at  age  40, 
then  by  10  percent  per  age  down 
to  100  percent  at  age  50  and 
finally  by  5  per  cent  per  age  down 
to  25  percent  at  age  65  or  over; 
minimum  death  benefit  of  $1,000. 

6.  The  present  $100  per  year 
benefit  to  minor  orphans  of  a 
member  would  be  increased  to 
$300. 

7.  An  additional  provision  of 
$1,000  per  year  for  each  child  of  a 
deceased  member  for  each  of  the 
first  four  years  of  full  time  study 
beyond  high  school  at  a  school, 
college,  university  or  other  in- 
stitution or  higher  learning. 

Official  Plan 

The  board  anticipates, 
following  further  study, 
recommending  to  the  1973 
Assembly  that  these  increased 
benefits  be  included  in  the  Of- 
ficial Plan  and  that  the  dues  be 
increased  2  percent  (from  10-12 
percent;  to  provide  for  these 
benefits  effective  Jan.  1,  1974. 
The  new  benefits  would  become 
effective  the  same  date.

"Peace  now"  is  the  watchword 
in  most  Mid-Eastern  countries, 
according  to  Dr.  Harold  J.

Dr.  Dudley,  for  twenty  years 
Executive  Secretary  of  the 
Presbyterian  Synod  of  North 
Carolina,  returned  to  Raleigh  in 
mid-November,  following  visits 
to  Cyprus,  Turkey,  Lebanon, 
Syria,  and  Israel. 

People  on  the  street  in  every 
country  express  a  genuine  desire 
for  peace  with  their  neighbors, 
Dr.  Dudley  reported.  He  also 
interviewed  government  officials 
in  Israel  who  indicated  that 
"peace  can  come  only  by  direct 
talk  with  neighbors."  This  was 
the  message  Moshe  Shoshani, 
Director  of  Overseas  Offices 
Division,  Ministry  of  Tourism, 
Jerusalem,  asked  to  be  delivered 
to  America.

The  Session  of  Northminster 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Hickory 
was  one  of  25  in  Concord 
Presbytery  to  be  invited  to 
participate  in  a  Pilot  Project  on 
Officer  Development. 

The  project,  held  at  Montreat 
on  November  10-12,  was  co- 
sponsored  by  the  Christian 
Education  Committee  of  Concord 
Presbytery  and  the  Office  of 
Laity  Development  of  the  Board 
of  Christian  Education  in  con- 
sultation with  Synod's  Office  of 
Christian  Education. 


Seventy  percent  of  Presbyterian 
Church  U.  S.  congregations  have 
fewer  than  250  members. 

The  task  force  plans  to  contact 
other  denominations,  including 
non-mainline  culture  churches,  to 
learn  how  they  are  dealing  with 
the  needs  and  growing  potential 
of  small  congregations. 

Presbyterian  Church  U.  S. 
board  and  agency  heads  also 
will  be  interviewed  to  determine 
what  programs  are  being  offered 
to  small  churches,  how  small 
church  pastors  are  undergirded 
in  their  ministries,  and  funding 
patterns  that  exist  within  the 
PCUS  and  other  denominations. 

It  is  hoped  that  these  and  other 
procedures  will  help  the  task 
force  develop  (1)  strategies  and 
effective  styles  of  ministry  in 
small  congregations,  (2)  ideas 
for  providing  resources  to  insure 
adequate  income  of  small  church 
pastors,  (3)  adequate  pastoral 
care  for  members  of  small 
churches,  and  (4)  suggestions  for 
program  assistance  from  PCUS 
agencies. 

The  112th  General  Assembly 
directed  the  Board  of  National 
Ministries  to  organize  a  task 
force  to  determine  the  best 
means  of  undergirding  small 
church  ministries,  and  to  report 
back  to  the  113th  General 
Assembly  in  1973.  The  Assem- 
bly's action  grew  out  of  a  study 
made  by  the  Ad  Interim  Com- 
mittee on  the  Church's  Use  of  Its 
Ordained  Ministry.  Special  needs 
of  small  church  ministries  were 
presented  to  the  Assembly  in 
June.

General  Executive  Board  Holding  To 
Transition  Schedule  Of  Restructure 


After  working  on 

organizational  matters  for  two 
meetings,  the  General  Executive 
Board  began  to  make  visible 
progress  toward  the  goals  of  its 
12-month  transitional  assignment 
at  its  November  session  in 
Atlanta. 

In  a  major  action  to  start 
phasing  out  the  present  boards 
and  agencies,  the  GEB  approved 
policies  providing  for  career 
counseling,  retraining, 
relocations,  severance  pay  and 
retirement  benefits  for  present 
employees  who  will  not  be 
rehired  by  the  new  structure. 

The  detailed  policy  guidelines 
were  described  as  "fair  and 
generous"  by  Willard  McCreight, 
chairman  of  the  Job  Search  and 
Relocation    Committee  that 


had  been  working  on  them  since 
September. 

He  said  that  the  group  had  seen 
its  role  as  "advocates  for  the 
persons  who  will  not  be  re- 
employed." 

Appreciation 

The  GEB  also  authorized  a 
letter  to  all  present  employees, 
expressing  appreciation  for  their 
years  of  service  and  the  hope  that 
they  will  apply  for  positions  in  the 
new  structure. 

The  provisional  board,  which 
was  created  by  the  n2th  General 
Assembly  to  manage  the  tran- 
sition from  the  present  program 
board  structure  to  the  new 
system,  heard  progress  reports 
from  its  five  program  divisions, 
executive  committee,  and  two 
consultations. 


Other  Actions 

Under  the  Division  of  Central 
Support  Services,  a  technical 
director  will  be  hired  for  a  six- 
month  period  to  assess  computer 
needs  and  other  technical  service 
requirements  to  undergird  the 
new  system. The  division  will  also 
begin  immediately  to  provide 
central  office  services  and 
supervise  legal  transitions  to 
programs  as  they  develop. 

Under  the  Division  of 
Professional  Development,  a 
Temporary  Personnel  Unit  will 
be  set  up  with  staff  to  service  the 
hiring  process  in  all  five 
divisions. 

The  executive  committee 
reported  that  in  response  to 
announcements  in  church  and

Three  Presbyteries 
Complete  Assessment 


Asheville,  Orange  and 
Fayetteville  Presbyteries  are  the 
first  of  the  seven  existing 
presbyteries  to  collect  and  remit 
the  entire  Synod  "B"  assessment 
for  1972.  Partial  payments  have 
been  received  from  each  of  the 
other  presbyteries. 

The  Synod  "B"  assessment 
was  voted  by  the  convention 
which  met  in  Charlotte  to 
organize  the  new  synod  struc- 
ture. The  assessment  is  for  two 
years  at  the  rate  of  $.10  per 
person  per  year.  It  is  payable  in 
the  first  quarter  of  each  year  and 
is  collected  by  the  central 
treasurer  of  each  existing 
presbytery. 

Synod  "B"  was  the  only  con- 
vention to  adopt  a  plan  for  fun- 
ding its  work.  It  declared  "this 
convention  recognizes  the  rare 
opportunity  for  a  major 
restructure  and  the  importance 
of  a  financial  plan  which  allows 
equitable  participation  for  all."  It 
noted  the  absence  of  any 
provision  by  the  General 
Assembly  for  paying  the 
expenses  of  the  two  meetings  of 
the  convention  and  for  the  work 
of  its  committees.  Over  100 
members  serve  on  six  com- 
mittees which  are  involved  in 
study  and  design  work  of  the  new 
structure.  The  committees  have 
met  frequently,  necessitating 
considerable  travel,  time  away 
from  home,  and  the  use  of  expert 
assistance. 

Any  unexpended  funds  will  be 


transferred  to  the  new 
organization  at  the  end  of  the 
transitional  period.  Committee 
expenses  are  paid  on  the  same 
basis  as  committees  of  the 
General  Assembly. 

The  second  convention  will  be 
held  in  the  spring  of  1973. 
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Representatives  of  Churches 
from  throughout  Wilmington 
Presbytery  met  at  the  Trinity 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Havelock 
on  November  27  and  elected  Mr. 
B.E  .  Huffine  as  Moderator  for  the 
260th  Stated  Meeting  of  the 
Presbytery.

Reports  were  received  from 
present  General  Assembly 
boards  and  agencies  on  their 
programs  and  functions,  and 
referred  to  the  divisions  and  to  a 
special  committee  that  will 
evaluate  and  determine  their 
place  in  the  new  structure. 

Showing  continued  interest  in 
an  issue  that  has  marked  the 
work  of  the  GEB  from  its  first 
meeting,  the  board  asked  the  new 
synods  to  incorporate  women's 
concerns  in  their  structures  as 
they  are  developed. 


The  Joy  Gift,  as  it  was  named, 
has  grown  into  a  vital  and 
essential  ministry,  touching  the 
lives  of  many  of  the  church's 
retired  servants. 

Opportunity  To  Serve 

The  Joy  Gift  has  been 
described  as  "an  opportunity  to 
serve  those  who  have  served  us ; 
to  say  'thank  you'  to  those  who 
have  given  so  generously." 

In  this  ministry  of  love,  com- 
passion, and  respect  for  the 
retired  servants  of  the  Church, 
the  basic  principle  for  the  use  of 
these  funds  has  been  the  need  of 
the  recipient.  The  degree  to 
which  these  needs  can  be  met  is 
determined  ultimately  by  the 
total  funds  the  Church  gives  for 
this  purpose.

A  highlight  of  the  day-long 
meeting  was  an  address  by  Dr. 
Connolly  C.  Gamble,  Jr.  of  Rich- 
mond on  "Continuing 
Education." 

In  other  action,  the  Presbytery 
adopted  1973  Minimum  Salary 
Standards  for  ministers  totaling 
$7,900,  and  made  provisions  for 
continuing  education  allowances. 

The  churchmen  gave 
recognition  to  Dr.  Cothran  G. 
Smith  for  his  years  of  service  to 
various  churches  in  the 
presbytery  and  received  reports 
from  committees  on 
Nominations,  World  Missions, 
Church  Extension,  and  Sessional 
Records. 

During  the  report  on  the 
Capital  Funds  Campaign,  the 
presbytery  set  January  1,  1973  as 
the  beginning  of  the  three-year 
campaign  with  a  total  goal  of 
$210,000. 


A  budgeting  process  was 
established  for  the  agencies 
independent  of  the  GEB  in  the 
new  structure.  These  agencies- 
Committee  on  Presbyterian  and 
Reformed  History,  Council  on 
Theology  and  Culture,  Council  of 
Women,  Office  of  the  Stated 
Clerk,  and  Office  of  Evaluation 
and  Review— will  report  directly 
to  the  General  Assembly,  but  will 
be  serviced  by  the  central 
treasurer  in  the  GEB  structure. 
They  will  be  funded  by  per  capita 
assessments,  rather  than  general 
benevolences. 

Budgeting  Process 

The  GEB  acted  on  two  matters 
referred  to  it  by  the  112th  General 
Assembly.  A  five-member 
committee  was  appointed  to 
study  the  place T)f  annuities  and 
relief  functions  in  the  new 
structure,  and  the  board 
determined  that  communication 
functions  should  remain  in  the 
Division  of  Central  Support 
Services  as  provided  in  the  plan 
of  restructure  instead  of  being 
put  in  a  separate  division. 

For  the  immediate  future, 
denominational  offices  will  be 
housed  in  the  Presbyterian 
Center  in  Atlanta.

COCU  Will  Be  Issue  At  United 
Presbyterian  General  Assembly 

(RNS)— Whether  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S.A., 
should  return  to  the  Consultation  on  Church  Union  (COCU)  is  sure  to  be 
an  issue  at  General  Assembly  next  May,  says  the  ranking  leader  of  the 
denomination.  Dr.  C.  Willard  Heckel  reported  that  at  least  seven  church 
judicatories  (synods  and  presbyteries)  are  asking  "to  get  us  back  in." 

Dr.  Heckel,  moderator  of  the  Church's  1972  General  Assembly  which 
voted  to  withdraw  from  COCU,  expressed  his  personal  doubts  about  the 
value  of  bringing  all  denominations  into  one  new  structure . 

According  to  Dr.  Heckel  "the  day  is  long  past  where  we  should  rival 
each  other."  He  applauded  the  situation  in  one  New  Jersey  community 
where  the  Protestant  churches  have  joined  together  in  one  Christian 
education  program. 

"The  decision  of  a  United  Methodist  Church  and  a  United 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Wilkesbarre,  Pa.,  to  come  together  and  form 
one  church,  rather  than  rebuild  their  separate  churches  destroyed  in 
last  summer's  flood  is  a  better  way  than  bringing  down  a  superstructure 
from  on  high." 

COCU  is  a  12-year  effort  to  unite  nine  major  American  religious 
beliefs  into  a  single  25-million  member  church.

The  course  will  be  offered  in

1  ho  format  includes  a  preview 

showing  of  each  "Civilization" 
film,  providing  students  with  an 
opportunity  for  participating  in  a 
kind  of  "making  the  course.'"  Dr. 
Atnally  has  stressed  that  student 
participation  will  be  the  vital  key 
to  the  success  of  the  course. 

In  connecting  credit  and  non- 
credit  students  in  the  academic 
atmosphere  of  the  "Civilization" 
course.  Dr.  Atnally  hopes  to  build 
bridges  between  the  college  and 
the  community,  between 
innovative  methods  and 
established  artistic  values  and 
between  disciplined  learning 
processes  and  creative  thinking. 


Author 's  Quest  For  Noah 's 
Ark  Results  In  'Fever' 


(RNS)— Dr.  John  Warwick 
Montgomery  of  Dearfield,  111., 
admits  to  having  "a  full-fledged 
case  of  Ark  fever." 

That's  why  he  went  to  Turkey 
in  1970  to  climb  Mount  Ararat  and 
why  he  has  written  a  new  book. 
The  Quest  for  Noah's  Ark,  that 
details  the  2,000-year  search  for 
the  vessel  in  which,  according  to 
tradition,  man  survived  the  great 
deluge. 

Solid  Kvidence 

Dr.  Montgomery's  book, 
published  by  Bethany 
Fellowship,  Inc.,  maintains  there 
is  solid  evidence  that  on  a  remote 
mountain  in  eastern  Turkey  "a 
substantial  vestige  of  the  Ark  of 
Noah,  if  not  the  ark's  massive 
hull  itself-remains  to  this  very 
day." 

It  is  believed,  the  author  says, 
to  be  frozen  in  the  glacial  ice,  but 
occasionally  attains  the  surface 
when  the  ice  cap  recedes  under 
the  blazing  August  sun. 

Noah's  Ark,  as  evidenced  by  its 
dimensions  and  the  names  by 
which  it  is  designated  in  Greek 
and  Hebrew,  was  of  flat- 
bottomed,  rectangular  con- 
struction, square  on  both  ends 
and  straight  up  on  the  sides.  Dr. 
Montgomery's  book  reports. 

It  probably  was  450  feet  long,  75 
feet  wide  and  45  feet  high,  and 
had  a  displacement  of 
approximately  43,300  tons,  the 
book  maintains,  suggesting  these 
living  arrangements: 

Living  Arrangements 

"Noah,  his  family  and  the 
living  creatures-a  total  weight 
maybe  of  a  hundred  or  so  tons- 


lived  on  the  top  floor  where  there 
was  ample  provision  of  light  and 
air,  and  with  provision  for  closing 
of  window  spaces  when 
necessary. 

Lower  Decks 

"On  the  two  lower  decks  the 
food  and  water  for  these 
creatures,  perhaps  weighing 
some  thousands  of  tons,  was 
stored  in  bins  or  containers.." 

The  Montgomery  book  contains 
accounts  of  expeditions  to  Mount 
Ararat,  including  a  team  of 
Frenchmen  who  reportedly  saw  a 
ship's  hull  frozen  in  glacial  ice  on 
an  expedition  in  1952. 

It  also  contains  the  transcript 
of  an  interview  with  an  efderly 
Armenian  who,  as  a  boy  in  1902, 
reportedly  saw  the  remains  of  the 
ark.

The  sponsoring  agency  for  the 
federally-funded  project,  the 
Presbyterian  Urban  Council  of 
Raleigh,  is  composed  of  fourteen 
churches  in  the  metropolitan 
area  dedicated  to  the  deveiop-

ment  of  new  and  special 
ministries  in  the  capital  city. 
Representatives  of  each  of  the 
churches  meet  regularly  to  plan 
and  implement  the  numerous 
projects  of  the  organization. 

A  resolution  adopted  by  the 
PUCR  in  1969  expressed  the 
Council's  concern  for  suitable 
housing  and  related  care  for  the 
moderate  income  elderly  and 
resolved  its  intention  to  provide 
an  apartment  facility  that 
creates  a  climate  of  care  and 
compassion  as  one  of  its 
ministries  in  the  community. 

208  Apartments 

When  the  attractive  building 
opens  its  doors  in  January,  a  total 
of  208  apartments  will  be  ready 
for  occupancy.  The  facility 
located  on  Six  Forks  Road  near 
North  Hills  Shopping  Center,  will 
feature  66  efficiency  and  142-one- 
bedroom  apartments.  The  typical 
one-bedroom  apartment  contains 
a  living-dining  room,  bedroom, 
bath,  kitchen,  foyer  and  hall, 
storage  room,  linen  closet,  and 
three  clothes  closets.  Rental 
prices  will  range  from  $80.00  to 
$121.00  including  utilities,  thus 
making  the  apartments  available 
to  a  large  cross-section  of  elderly 
citizens.

Miss  Rose,  daughter  of  Dr.  Ben 
Lacy  Rose,  a  professor  at  the 
Seminary  and  a  former 
moderator  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.S.,  will  occupy  the 
pulpit  for  the  morning  worship 
service  "several  times",  during 
the  year,  according  to  Dr.  James 
M.  McChesney,  minister  of  the 
church. 

Not  New 

The  assignment,  however,  will 
not  be  a  new  one  for  Miss  Rose. 
She  served  this  past  summer  as 
assistant  minister  and  director  of 
Christian  Education  at  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in 
Aberdeen  and  preached  on  four 


different  occasions  during  the 
summer. 

Dr.  W.C.  Neill  of  the  Aberdeen 
church  declared  that  "Lucy  did 
an  outstanding  job.  She  was 
greatly  loved  by  our  entire 
congregation.  She  worked  well 
with  all  age  groups  and  has  rare 
gifts  for  communicating  with 
people.

Ecumenical  Ministry  Explored 


Representatives  of  6 
denominations  met  on  the 
campus  of  Louisville 
Presbyterian  Theological 
Seminary  in  mid-October  to 
discuss  the  future  of  ecumenical 
ministry. 

The  October  17-19  Workshop  on 
Ecumenical  Congregations  was

The  twenty-two  churchmen 
who  gathered  on  the  Louisville 
Campus  are  all  related  in  some 
way  to  ecumenical  ministries,  at 
the  local,  state  or  regional  levels. 
During  the  three-day  gathering, 
the  participants  discussed  dif- 
ferent types  of  ecumenical 
ministry,  where  they  are  taking 
place,  and  what  might  be  done  to 
improve  cooperative  work. 
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Concord  Presbytery 
Adopts  Outline, 
Sets  '72  Goals 


Concord  Presbytery  has 
adopted  an  outline  of  its  mission 
and  structure  for  the  future 
which  includes  seven  goals  for 
the  work  of  the  presbytery  during 
the  next  year. 

Meeting  at  Little  Joe's 
Presbyterian  Church  on  the 
campus  of  Barium  Springs  Home 
for  Children  near  Statesville  on 
November  14,  the  presbytery 
members  considered  the  11-page 
outline  for  several  hours  before 
giving  it  unanamous  approval. 

The  presbytery  had  discussed 
the  outline  at  its  regular  meeting 
on  September  19  but  had  sent  it 
back  to  the  committee  for 
reconsideration  of  several  items. 

The  Reverend  Ralph 
Underwood,  pastor  of  the 
Cletnmons  Presbyterian  Church 
and  chairman  of  the  Presbytery's 
Mission  and  Organization 
Committee,  presented  the  plan  to 
the  presbytery.  While  several 
minor  changes  in  procedures  and 
operations  were  made,  the 
general  structure  recommended 
by  the  committee  was  accepted 
without  change  by  the 
presbytery. 

The  outline  adopted  by  the 
presbytery  sets  seven  goals  for 
the  next  year: 

—  A  new  ministry  to  youth  in  the 
local  church  and  community  as 
well  as  on  the  presbytery  level. 

—  A  revitalization  of  local 
congregations  in  worship, 
community,  and  mission. 

—  A  renewed  emphasis  upon 
reaching  persons  outside  of  the 
church  with  the  gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ. 

— A  guidance  of  local 
congregations  in  developing  a 
ministry  of  service  to  the  local 
communities. 

—  Development  of  lay  and  clergy 
leadership  and  skills  for 
nurture  and  mission  in  the  local 
congregations. 

— Development  of  laity 
leadership  for  use  in  the  work 


Impact  Of  Media 
Discussed  By 
Communicators 

Some  200  Christian  radio  and 
'  television  communicators 
representing  a  broad  spectrum  of 
religion  in  North  America  met  in 
St.  Petersburg,  Fla.  to  "assess 
the  impact  of  the  mass  media  on 
the  lives  of  all  people."

Glade  Valley  School  is  the 
recipient  of  a  memorial  con- 
tribution by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.G. 
Bussom  of  Southern  Pines,  N.C. 
The  gift  is  to  be  used  to  establish 
the  Ada  Fulp  Morefield  collection 
in  the  school's  library.  Mrs. 
Bussom  is  the  former  Willa 
Morefield  of  Winston-Salem. 

Mrs.  Morefield  was  a  native  of 
Pilot  Mountain.  She  and  her 
husband,  Mr.  R.E.  L.  Morefield, 
moved  to  Winston-Salem  during 
the  1930's.  As  members  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Winston -Salem,  they  were  active 
in  civic  and  church  affairs.  Mrs. 
Morefield  was  particularly 
interested  in  Glade  Valley  School 
and  made  it  one  of  her  prime 
considerations.  She  contributed 
much  to  its  growth  and 
development. 

Glade  Valley,  a  Presbyterian 
related  college  preparatory 
school  in  north  western  North 
Carolina  receives  financial 
support  from  Orange  and  Con- 
cord presbyteries. 

Glade  Valley  School  is  situated 
in  Alleghany  County.  Fully 
accredited,  the  school  has  a  well- 
known  record  of  college 
preparation  in  a  Christian  set- 
ting. It  has  had  particular  suc- 
cess in  preparing  students  with 
below  average  academic 
backgrounds  for  college. 


St.  Andrews  Presbyterian 
College  was  host  in  November  to 
the  fall  meeting  of  Synod's 
Committee  on  Educational  In- 
stitutions. Committee  members, 
headed  by  Chairman  J.  Maryon 
Saunders  of  Chapel  Hill,  received 
briefings  on  several  of  the 
college's  programs,  financial 
matters,  and  two  proposed 
buildings.  The  committee  meets 
each  fall  on  the  campus  of  one  of 
the  four  institutions  supported  by 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina. 
Budget  recommendations  are 
made  at  the  annual  spring 
meeting. 

Welcomed  By  President 

President  Donald  Hart 
welcomed  the  group  to  St.  An- 
drews, then  rejoined  them  to 
report  on  a  new  course  in  the 
social  and  behavprial  sciences, 
and  during  lunch  reported  on 
progress  toward  construction  of  a 
chapel. 

Development  Director  J.  Bruce 
Frye  in  a  summary  of  the 
college's  financial  position 
reported  that  St.  Andrews  had 
received  $220,600  from  the  Synod 
in  fiscal  1971-72,  compared  to 
$226,900  the  previous  year.  Lesser 
amounts  are  in  prospect  because 
of  equalization  of  Synod  funds  to 
St.  Andrews,  Queens,  Davidson, 
and  Union  Theological  Seminary. 
The  college's  Annual  Fund,  he 
continued,  reached  a  new  high  of 
$212,000.  Federal  grants  totaled 
$259,000  toward  the  year's 
$751,000  total  in  gift  and  grant 
income.  Frye  also  presented  a 
paper  reviewing  past  allocations 
of  Synod  funds  and  suggesting  a 
model  for  future  allocations. 

Dr.   Robert   Pedigo,  science 


division  chairman,  outlined  the 
Philosophy  of  science  instruction 
at  St.  Andrews  with  its  emphasi:; 
on  the  inter-related  nature  of  the 
sciences.  Committee  members 
toured  the  science  building  which 
Dr.  Pedigo  explained  has  at- 
tracted national  attention  for  its 
design  to  accommodate  the 
college's  innovative  science 
program.  He  quoted  the  report  of 
four  nationally-prominent 
scientists  who  evaluated  the 
program  last  spring:  "The 
science  program  in  its  total 
context  is  one  of  the  finest  of  any 
we  have  seen  ...  the  program  sets 
an  enviable  standard  of 
excellence  and  innovation  for 
liberal  arts  education  in  all 
schools  and  colleges." 

Christianity  and  Culture 

Dr.  Douglas  Hix  sketched  the 
general  content  of  the  four -year 
core  program,  Christianity  and 
Culture.  He  reported  that  a  team 
of  educators  headed  by  Danforth 
Foundation  Vice  President,  J. 
Edward  Dirks,  was  to  visit  the 
campus  in  mid-November  to 
evaluate  the  program  as  part  of  a 
year-long  study  by  a  faculty- 
student  committee  seeking  to 
make  major  revisions  in  the 
program.  The  team-taught 
program,  which  seeks  to  'n- 
tegrate  study  in  religion, 
philosophy,  history,  literature, 
art,  and  social  sciences  was  in- 
troduced at  the  opening  of  the 
college  in  1961  and  has  attracted 
widespread  interest  among 
educators. 

Dean  Victor  Arnold  spoke 
briefly  on  the  college's  winter 
term  to  illustrate  opportunities

A  budget  for  $8.50,000  was 
adopted  for  1973  by  the  body  on

The 
council  also  recommended  that 
the  Personnel  Committee  appoint 
a  committee  to  make  recom- 
mendations on  the  housing  of 
Mecklenburg  Presbytery  offices.

Presbyterian  Church  in 
Charlotte. 


Other  actions  included  the 
adoption  of  reports  from  the 
Interpretation  Committee,  the 
Worship  Committee,  the  Com- 
mission on  the  Minister  and  His 
Work,  the  Pre-Ordination  and 
Examinations  Committee,  and 
the  Special  Committee  on  Staff 
Priorities.

for  off -campus  study.  During  the 
month  of  January  students 
pursue  a  single  course  or  ap- 
proved independent  study,  on  or 
off  campus.  Off-campus  op- 
portunities range  from 
archeological  study  in  Mexico  to 
study  of  the  performing  arts  in 
New  York  or  the  British  school 
system. 

Describing  a  new  course, 
Social  and  Behavioral  Processes, 
as  an  experiment  in  a  possible 
third  area  of  interdisciplinary 
work.  Dr.  Hart  explained  that  the 
inter-related  nature  of  problems 
of  modern  society  requires  that 
students  have  some  appreciation 
of  the  various  disciplines  that 
contribute  to  problem  analysis 
and  decision  making.

Rehabilitation  Center 

Features  of  a  $447,000 
Evaluation  and  Rehabilitation 
Center  on  campus  were 
described  by  Dr.  Robert  Urie, 
Director  of  Health  and 
Rehabilitiation  Services.  With 
some  80  percent  of  funds  coming 
from  state  and  federal  sources, 
the  new  structure  to  be  built  in 
1973  will  expand  and  improve 
services  for  physically  han- 
dicapped students  and  provide 
general  health  services  for  all 
students. 

Following  lunch  Dr.  Julian 
Smith,  new  athletic  director, 
talked  briefly  on  the  physical 
education  program  and  its  "life- 
time sports"  orientation.  St. 
Andrews,  he  noted,  also  fields 
nine  varsity  teams  competing 
primarily  in  the  Dixie  Conference 
whose  members  are  committed 
to  a  policy  of  no  athletic 
scholarships.  Within  this  concept, 
however,  the  college  does  seek 
student  athletes  who,  as  any 
other  students,  can  receive 
financial  aid  on  the  basis  of  need.

(PN)— An  ecumenical  task 
force  of  national  staff  persons 
who  work  in  children's  ministry 
has  begun  to  design  a  learning 
center  approach  to  church 
education  for  local  churches  in 
the  six  denominations, 
participating  in  Joint 
Educational  Development,  an 
ecumenical  effort  seeking  to 
define  common  goals  in  Christian 
education. 

The  Designs  in  Children's 
Ministry  Task  Force  has  taken 
the  initial  steps  toward  its  goals 
of  gathering  data  on  ways  of 
accomplishing  church  education 
with  children  and  testing  these 
designs  for  effectiveness  and 
producing  some  guidelines  for 
their  use  in  local  churches. 

Since  its  first  meeting  in  June 
1972,  the  task  force  has  selected 
the  learning  center  approach  to 
children's  ministry  as  its  first 
design  for  development.  An 
evaluative  questionnaire  has 


gone  out  to  several  local  churches 
in  JED  denominations  where  the 
learning  center  approach  has 
been  tried. 

At  its  recent  fall  meeting,  the 
task  force  outlined  a  design  for 
using  learning  centers,  and 
members  of  the  task  force 
accepted  writing  responsibilities 
for  parts  of  the  outline.  The  group 
will  meet  again  in  December  to 
draw  the  design  into  a  single 
tentative  draft.  This  draft  will  be 
sent  to  the  churches  from  which 
the  original  data  was  gathered 
for  response  to  its  usefulness  and 
practicality. 

Copies  of  the  tentative  learning 
center  design  will  be  on  hand  at 
the  National  Event  for  Church 
Educators  Feb.  2-8  in  Houston. 
Educators  there  will  be  invited  to 
test  the  design  in  their  local 
churches  through  the  spring  and 
summer  and  to  make  suggestions 
for  improvement. 


Council  For  Chaplains  Established 


(RNS)— A  "Presbyterian 
Council  for  Chaplains  and 
Military  Personnel"  to  represent 
four  Presbyterian  denominations 
in  all  matters  regarding  their 
chaplains  and  church  members 
serving  in  the  military  forces, 
has  been  formed  in  Washington. 

After  18  months  of  consultation 
and  planning,  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church, 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S., 
Associated  Reformed 
Presbyterian  Church,  and 
Cumberland  Presbyterian 
Church,  through  a  21-member 
planning  group,  formally 
established  the  council. 

"It  marks  the  first  time  these 


four  denominations  have  decided 
to  formalize  a  working 
arrangement  in  any  area," 
according  to  the  Rev.  Robert  B. 
Harriman,  executive  secretary  of 
the  United  Presbyterian 
Department  of  Chaplains  and  a 
council  member.  "It's  something 
of  a  milestone  within  the 
Presbyterian  family." 

The  21  representatives  of  the 
four  bodies  at  the  planning 
meeting  also  comprise  the 
council,  which  will  begin  its  work 
on  Jan.  1.  Nine  of  the  members 
are  from  the  United 
Presbyterians;  six  are 
representatives  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  and 
there  are  three  each  from  the 


Associated  Reformed  and 
Cumberland  Presbyterian 
Churches. 

The  Council  elected  the 
following  officers:  chairman,  the 
Rev.  Alistair  Sinclair,  pastor. 
First  Cumberland  Presbyterian 
Church,  Whittier,  Calif.;  vice- 
chairman,  the  Rev.  Dan  C. 
Thomas,  pastor,  Webster  Groves 
United  Presbyterian  Church, 
Webster  Groves,  Mo.;  secretary, 
the  Rev.  John  M.  Corwell,  pastor. 
Central  Presbyterian  Church 
(PCUS)  Mobile,  Ala.;  and 
treasurer,  the  Rev.  W.  C. 
Lauderdale  (Associate 
Reformed),  of  Erskine,  College, 
Due  West,  S.C. 


Commission  On  Faith  And  Order  — 

Layman  Named  To  National  Council 


(RNS)  —  Dr.  Jorge  Lara- 
Braud,  a  Presbyterian  layman 
and  a  Mexican-American,  has 
been  named  executive  director  of 
the  Commission  on  Faith  and 
Order  of  the  National  Council  of 
Churches. 

The  appointment  of  Dr.  Lara- 
Braud,  a  naturalized  U.  S.  citizen 
born  in  Mexico,  was  announced 
by  Dr.  R.  H.  Edwin  Espy,  general 
secretary  of  the  National  Council. 
The  appointment  becomes 
effective  Dec.  1. 

He  founded,  and  has  directed 
for  the  past  six  years,  the 
Hispanic-American  Institute, 
with  headquarters  in  Austin, 
Texas. 

Dr.  Lara-Braud  will  be 
responsible  for  promoting 
Christian  unity  through 
cooperative  theological  studies 
among  the  member  Churches  by 
a  revamped  Commission  of  Faith 
and  Order. 

This  commission  includes  not 
only  the  33  Protestant  and 
Orthodox  communions  in  the 
NCC  but  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church  and  several  non-NCC 
Protestant  groups  as  well. 


Working  with  the  new  director 
is  Sister  Ann  Patrick  Ware,  S.L., 
a  Catholic  theologian  and 
member  of  the  Corrimission  staff 
for  four  years.  Dr.  James  I. 
McCord,  president  of  Princeton 
(N.J.)  Theological  Seminary  is 
chairman  of  the  commission. 

Dr.  Lara-Braud  was  formerly 
dean  of  the  Presbyterian 
Seminary  in  Mexico  City  and  has 


taught  at  Austin  Presbyterian 
Theological  Seminary. 

He  said  he  hopes  the  recently 
expanded  Faith  and  Order 
Commission  will  help  "inform 
the  statements  and  actions  of  the 
churches  with  a  kind  of 
theological  orientation  which  is 
grounded  in  Scripture,  concerned 
with  justice  and  challenging  to 
the  church  membership  at 
large." 


The  Task  Force  expects  to  be 
able  to  publish  and  distribute  its 
learning  center  design  sometime 
in  the  late  fall  of  1973.  The  design 
will  provide  steps  and  procedures 
to  guide  a  local  church  school 
desiring  to  set  up  learning  cen- 
ters for  children. 

"One  of  the  chief  concerns  of 
the  Task  Force,"  says  Miss  Mary 
Jean  McFadyen  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S. 
Board  of  Christian  Education,  "is 
that  we  check  back  and  forth  with 
regional  educators  to  make  sure 
we  are  meeting  real  needs." 


Seminar  Offered 
On  Church 
Administration 

In  the  belief  that  clergymen 
and  women  who  are  responsible 
for  the  administration  of  medium 
or  large-size  congregations  need 
to  constantly  improve  their  skills 
and  expand  their  knowledge. 
Wake  Forest  University  is 
conducting  a  week-long  church 
administration  seminar  Jan.  22- 
26,  1973. 

The  university's  Babcock 
Graduate  School  of  Management, 
which  will  conduct  the  seminar, 
*  said  the  program  will  involve 
clergy  from  many  denominations 
in  a  "systemic  study  of  relevant 
concepts,  techniques  and 
procedures  that  influence  role 
performance." 

Dr.  Frank  J.  Schilagi,  director 
of  executive  programs,  said  the 
major  areas  of  study  will  include 
manpower  management, 
financial  management,  personal 
management  and  organization 
management. 

He  said  the  personal 
management  study  would  include 
a  study  of  the  all-important 
factor  of  the  use  of  a  clergyman's 
time  and  the  decision-making 
techniques  which  go  into  the 
development  of  his  work  ac- 
tivities. 

Schilagi  said  that  it  is  critical 
for  a  clergyman  to  be  able  to  use 
himself  and  his  time  wisely  to  do 
his  task  effectively  and  that  the 
School  of  Management  had 
developed  suggestions  and 
techniques  "which  will  benefit  all 
clergymen." 


National  Council  Given  'Clean  Bill  Of  Health' 


(RNS)  An  investigation  of 
"financial  records  and 
activities"  of  the  National 
Council  of  Churches  by  the  U.  S. 
Internal  Revenue  System  has 
come  to  an  end,  with  the 
ecumenical  agency  given  a  clean 
bill  of  health  after  two  years  of 
study. 

"After  examining  your 
financial  records  and  reviewing 
your  activities  for  the  years  1968 
and  1969,  we  find  your  federal 
tax-exempt  status  continues," 
said  a  letter  from  the  IRS  district 
director.  "You  are,  therefore,  not 
required  to  file  an  annual 
information  return  for  the  years 
shown." 

Apparently   at  stake  in  the 


investigation  was  the  federal 
provision  that  tax-exempt 
groups,  including  churches  and 
religious  agencies,  may  direct 
not  a  "substantial"  part  of  its 
income  and  activities  into  efforts 
to  affect  legislation. 

The  letter  would  suggest  that 
for  the  two  calendar  years 
studied,  the  NCC  did  not  violate 
the  IRS  interpretation  of  the  tax 
law. 

The  National  Council  is  among 
several  religious  organizations  to 
come  under  IRS  scrutiny  in  the 
past  two  years. 

Some  churchmen  contend  that 
the  probes  were  politically 
motivated,  coinciding  with  the 
beginning     of     the  Nixon 


Administration  and  caused  by  a 
desire  to  silence  groups  which 
disagreed  with  government 
policies. 

Throughout  the  months  of  IRS 
investigation,  the  National 
Council  said  little  about  the 
probe.  In  February  1972,  the 
policy-making  General  Board  of 
the  council,  which  has  33 
Protestant  and  Orthodox 
member  denominations,  spoke 
out  against  what  it  considered 
government  attempts  to  chill 
Christian  social  action  through 
tax  pressure. 

The  General  Board  said 
involvement  in  public  issues  is 
part  of  the  "free  exercise  of 
religion." 
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The  Reverend  Zeb  N.  Holler, 
Jr.,  Campus  Minister,  NCSU,

He  will 
begin  his  new  work  in  January. 

The  Rev.  Stimson  Hawkins  was 
installed  as  Assistant  Minister  in 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
Winston -Salem,  during  the  11 
o'clock  worship  on  October  22. 
Mr.  Hawkins  was  pastor  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Manchester,  Tennessee. 

The  Rev.  David  H.  Burr  is 
minister  of  First  Church,  Win- 
ston-Salem. 

Dr.  Joseph  MuUin,  minister  of 
First  Presbyterian  Church, 
Greensboro  spoke  to  the 
congregation  of  First  Church, 
Morganton  at  their  stewardship 
supper.

The  Sessions  from  seventeen 
churches  in  Concord  Presbytery 
gathered  at  Montreal  during  the 
weekend  of  November  10-12  for 
an  experience  that  was  unique  in 
all  of  Elder-dom. 

The  purpose  of  the  weekend 
was  to  provide  a  retreat  setting  in 
which  Sessions  could  learn 
planning  skills  and  plan  for  the 
mission  of  their  respective 
churches.  A  secondary  purpose 
was  to  build  the  Session  into  the 
kind  of  team  that  can  continue  to 
do  creative  planning  in  the  years 
ahead. 

Specific  assignments  were 
given  Sessions  throughout  the 
weekend  that  would  help  them 
"get  with"  the  task  of  planning  in 
the  local  church.  Each  Session 
was  assigned  a  private  meeting 
place  for  the  accomplishment  of 
its  assignments.  Periodic 
"report-in"  periods  were  held  in 
which  the  17  Sessions  shared 
their  goals  and  objectives  with 
other  participating  Sessions,  thus 
making  for  cross-fertilization 
between  the  represented 
churches. 

A  representative  from  each 
participating  Session  had  come  to 
Montreal  early  on  Friday  to 
spend  the  day  with  Dr.  Perkins  to 
learn  how  to  be  a  "process  ob- 
server" and  a  facilitator  of  good 
communication  and  planning 
within  their  Sessions.  Additional 
helps  included  other  skilled 


persons  who  could  sit  in  with 
Sessions  as  they  accomplished 
their  tasks,  offering  the  skills  of 
an  objective  observer.  In  every 
case,  the  groups  found  the 
presence  of  an  outsider  helpful  to 
their  process. 

The  uniqueness  of  the  three- 
day  event  was  the  fact  that  the 
whole  Session  was  involved  in  the 
training  process.  This  meant  that 
it  was  necessary  for  each  Session 
to  have  a  majority  of  its  mem- 
bers present.  A  requirement  for 
participation  in  the  weekend  was 
that  each  Session  have  a 
minimum  of  60  percent  of  its 
members  present,  including  the 
Minister  w^ho  was  required  to  be 
present  with  his  Session  for  the 
entire  week-end.  Last  minute 
cancellations  caused  some 
Sessions  to  dip  to  50  percent  of 
their  constituency  while  other 
Sessions  had  88  percent  of  their 
members  present.  There  were 
Sessions  unable  to  attend  the 
weekend  project  because  of  the  60 
percent  rule,  but  those  who  did 
participate  generally  recognized 
that  the  uniqueness  of  the 
weekend  was  in  having  a 
majority  of  the  Session  present  to 
share  the  learning  and  do  the 
planning.  Session  members 
became  involved  with  each  other 
and  with  their  common  task  at  a 
new  level  of  intensity. 

Sessions  ranged  in  size  from  6 
to  20  members  and  were  selected 


to  give  good  representation  of  the 
different  churches  within  Con- 
cord Presbytery.  They  were: 
Concord  First,  Hickory  First, 
Highland  of  Winston-Salem, 
Forest  City  First,  Lincoln  ton 
First,  Mooresville  First, 
Morganton  First,  Mocksville 
First,  Northminster  of  Hickory, 
Old  Town  of  Winston-Salem, 
Dlney  of  Gastonia,  Thyatira  of 
Salisbury,  Taylorsville,  Trinity  of 
Winston -Salem,  United  of  Lenoir 
and  West  Avenue  of  Gastonia.  A 
total  of  152  participated  in  the 
Pilot  Project. 

The  Board  of  Christian 
Education  in  Richmond  plans  to 
write  up  the  Concord  Pilot 
Project  on  Church  Officer 
Development  and  make  it 
available  to  other  Presbyteries 
through  its  Office  of  Laity 
Development.  The  Pilot  Project 
was  jointly  sponsored  by  the 
Office  of  Laity  of  Development, 
Concord  Presbytery's  Christain 
Education  Committee,  and 
Synod's  Office  of  Christian 
Education.

(PN)  -  Dr.  James  A.  Millard 
Jr.,  stated  clerk  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  US,  has  announced  his 
resignation  after  14  years' 
service  to  the  950,000-member 


Welfare  Reform  Advocated 

The  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States  shares  the  wide  spread 
conviction  that  the  welfare  system  in  our  nation  has  failed  miserably. 
Public  assistance  benefits  are  not  sufficient  to  provide  a  decent  stan- 
dard of  living  for  most  recipients.  Many  needy  persons  receive  no 
benefits  at  all.  The  system  has  built  into  it  disincentives  and  inequities 
which  tend  to  perpetuate  the  very  poverty  it  is  intended  to  alleviate.  The 
need  for  reform  is  clear. 

We  confess  that  we  have  often  accepted  and  taken  comfort  in  common 
myths  about  the  poor  and  those  on  welfare.  We  have  believed  along  with 
many,  others  misconceptions  such  as  these: 

— Most  poor  people  are  able-bodied  but  lazy  loafers. 

— Those  on  welfare  could  work  but  prefer  to  free-load  off  society. 

— Welfare  recipients  waste  their  money  on  expensive  cars  and  the 
like. 

Believing  such  myths,  we  have  done  little  to  effect  change. 

Now  we  emphatically  reject  these  myths  as  false.  Moreover,  our 
recognition  that  God  calls  us  to  seek  justice  for  all  men,  our  sense  that 
justice  demands  that  every  man  have  the  material  conditions  necessary 
for  his  physical  and  social  existence,  our  awareness  of  the  injustice 
suffered  by  the  poor  in  the  midst  of  our  affluent  society,  and  our  sen- 
sitivity to  the  fact  that  half  of  the  poor  in  our  nation  are  in  the  region 
served  by  our  church  compel  us  to  act.  Therefore,  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  United  States  in  this  111th  General  Assembly : 

1.  Urges  the  enactment  of  a  national  program  which  provides  a  basic 
and  adequate  minimum  income  or  opportunity  to  earn  such  for  all 
persons  in  the  United  States. 

2.  Declares  its  judgment  that  the  adequacy  of  any  proposed  program 
of  income  maintenance  should  be  measured  by  these  criteria : 

a.  It  treats  the  basic  necessities  of  life  as  a  universal  human  right, 
without  reference  to  judgments -as  to  who  does  or  does  not  deserve  them. 

b.  It  contains  strong  incentives  for  work,  but  does  not  require  ac- 
ceptance of  employment  as  a  condition  for  receiving  public  assistance 
for  mothers  with  pre-school  or  elementary  school  age  children. 

c.  It  grants  an  income  large  enough  to  provide  for  basic  needs  and  to 
sustain  every  person's  participation,  with  dignity,  in  society. 

d.  It  provides  job  training  and  assistance,  by  the  government  if 
necessary,  in  obtaining  jobs  for  all  those  desiring  them . 

e.  It  provides  income  primarily  in  money  so  that  a  social  stigma  will 
not  be  attached  to  the  form  of  one's  subsistence,  though  this  does  not 
exclude  additional  public  provision  of  social  services,  facilities,  and  the 
education  of  welfare  recipients  in  the  best  use  of  their  resources. 

f.  It  provides  for  grants  in  such  a  way  that  objective  standards  are 
established  and  maintained,  and  arbitrary  judgments  by  public  officials 
are  minimized. 

3.  Urges  church  members,  congregations,  and  middle  judicatories  to 
study  the  welfare  system  in  their  own  localities  and  specific  income 
maintenance  proposals,  and  to  help  create  a  climate  of  national  opinion 
supporting  the  earliest  possible  enactment  of  an  adequate  program  of 
income  maintenance. 

4.  Urges  support  of  specific  legislation  which  meets  or  moves 
significantly  in  the  direction  of  the  foregoing  criteria. 

5.  Directs  the  Stated  Clerk  to  inform  the  Administration  and  Congress 
of  this  social  pronouncement,  and  directs  the  Office  of  Church  and 
Society  to  seek  implementation  of  the  action  called  for  herein. 

Adopted  by  the  lllth  General  Assembly,  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S., 
and  the  159th  Session  of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina.

The  resignation  will  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Church's  General 
Assembly  next  June  when  it 
meets  at  Fort  Worth.

In  a  letter  to  the  Rev.  Davison 
Philips  of  Decatur,  Ga., 
chairman  of  the  Permanent 
Committee  on  Assembly 
Operation,  Dr.  Millard  wrote: 
"When  at  the  insistence  of  your 
committee,  I  accepted  another 
three-year  term,  it  was  -  to  our 
common  understanding  -  in  the 
light  of  the  transitional  situation 
of  the  Assembly.  I  now  feel  that 
there  is  nothing  further  of  con- 
structive value  for  me  to  offer, 
and  that  I  prefer  to  utilize  my 
ministry  in  some  other  ways." 

Dr.  Philips,  commenting  on  the 
resignation,  said:  "Dr.  Millard 
has  no  peer  in  the  realm  of 
church  polity.  He  has  served  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  US  with 
distinction  as  pastor,  theological 
professor,  and  more  recently  as 
stated  clerk  and  treasurer  of  the 
General  Assembly. 

"A  loyal  churchman,  a  gifted 
church  polity  authority  and  a 
useful  executive,  he  will  be 
greatly  missed."

Mission  Chairmen  Visit  Presbyterian 
Churches  Throughout  Latin  America 


Thirty  members  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  U.  S. 
recently  traveled  through  Latin 
America,  studying  interchurch 
relations  in  mission.  The  tour  was 
sponsored  by  the  Board  of  World 
Missions,  at  the  request  of  the 
World  Mission  Chairman's 
Association. 

The  seminar  group  had  for 
special  focus  the  total  situation  in 
which  the  church  is  witnessing  in 
Latin  America,  including  what 
the  PCUS  presently  is  doing  in 
partnership  with  national 
churches,  and  opportunities  and 
challenges  for  service  yet  to  be 
accepted. 

Three  Stages 

The  relationships  between 
North  American  and  Latin 
American  churches  are  at  three 
distinct  stages.  In  Mexico,  North 
American  Presbyterian  churches 
are  disengaging  from  the  work 
with  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Mexico  accepting  complete 
responsibility  for  its  development 
and  ministries. 

The  second  stage  is  evident  in 
Brazil  where  the  PCUS  is 
working  along  side  yet  in- 
dependent of  the  Brazilian 
Presbyterian  churches  in  areas 
of  endeavor  mutually  decided 
upon,     and     still  another 


relationship  is  illustrated  by 
Ecuador  where  the  church  again 
has  invited  North  American 
sister  churches  to  join  in  mission 
projects  after  withholding  that 
invitation  for  four  years. 

Seminar  participants  were 
shown  a  wide  spectrum  of  con- 
trasts in  mission  work  and 
location. 

North  Carolina  Members 

"The  contrasts  of  rich  and  poor 
and  old  and  new  impressed  me 
everywhere  we  went,"  said 
Randolph  Terrell  of 
Rutherfordton.  "The  ever 
present  possibility  of  revolution 
due  to  the  economic  and  political 
situation  presents  a  challenge  to 
the  church  today.  Everywhere  it 
was  good  to  see  the  zeal  for  a 
Bible  orientated  church." 

Other  North  Carolina 
participants  included  the  Rev. 
James  Tubbs,  executive 
secretary  of  Wilmington 
Presbytery  and  the  Rev.  Thomas 
Davis,  executive  secretary  of 
Albemarle  Presbytery.

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Moderator  Seeks  Aid 
For  Earthquake  Victims 


(PN)— An  appeal  to 
Presbyterian  Church  U.S. 
members  to  aid  earthquake 
victims  in  Mangua,  Nicaragua, 
has  been  made  by  the  moderator 
of  the  General  Assembly. 

Dr.  L.  Nelson  Bell,  the  highest 
elected  official  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church  U.S.,  made 
the  appeal  in  Atlanta  Dec.  27, 
after  thousands  were  killed, 
injured,  or  left  homeless  by  the 
December  23rd  earthquakes  and 
aftershocks  at  the  Nicaraguan 
capitol,  a  lakefront  city  with  a 
population  of  about  300,000. 

Thousands  are  reported  dead 
and  injured,  and  about  two-thirds 
of  the  city's  inhabitants  are 
homeless. 


Tents  and  field  hospitals  for 
thousands  of  Nicaraguan 
refugees  have  been  set  up  on  the 
outskirts  of  Managua,  and  flights 
with  relief  supplies  from  the  U.S. 
and  other  countries  have  been 
landing  regularly  at  Las 
Mercedes  Airport  outside  the 
city. 

Dr.  Bell  urged  Presbyterians  to 

"generously  contribute"  to  a 
special  relief  fund  for  refugees  of 
the  earthquake-ravaged  city. 

The  moderator  pointed  out  that 
Presbyterian  funds  should  be 
sent  to  the  Church's  Board  of 
World  Missions  in  Nashville, 
Tenn.,  and  then  would  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  refugees  through 
other  service  agencies.

The  committee,  in  a  7-3  vote, 
opted  for  the  ordination  of  full- 
time  professional  Christian 
educators. 

Ordination  Functional 

Stating  that  ordination  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S. 
is  "functional,  not  sacramen- 
tal," the  committee  recom- 
mended ordination  for  directors 
of  Christian  Education  to  the 
Committee  on  Certification  of 
Lay  Workers  and  encouraged 
that  committee  to  make  its  own 
recommendations  to  the  1974 
General  Assembly,  "in  light  of 
the  report  on  ordination  to  come 
from  the  Permanent  Theological 
Committee"  of  the  denomination. 

Emphasizing  that  studying  the 
ordination  of  DCEs  was  not  in  its 
purview,  since  the  General 
Assembly  had  only  called  for  a 
study  of  ways  to  upgrade  the 
existing  ordained  ministry, 
members  of  the  ad  interim 
adopted  the  statement,  saying  a 
DCE  is  a  "minister  of  the  Word 
and  should  be  expected  to  seek 
and  receive  ordination  as  a 
teaching  elder." 

Concern  about  the  status  of 
presently  non-ordined,  full-time 
church  workers  emerged  at  the 
March  1972  Consultation  on  the 
Ordained  Ministry  and  was 
referred  to  the  ad  interim 
committee  for  study  and  action. 


NEWS  BRIEFS— 

Oglesby  Visits  Raleigh 


Dr.  William  B.  Oglesby,  Jr., 
Professor  of  Pastoral  Counseling 
at  Union  Theological  Seminary  in 
Virginia,  led  a  series  of  special 
services  at  West  Raleigh 
Presbyterian  Church  in  mid- 
January. 

Dr.  Oglesby  spoke  on  several 
occasions  to  various  groups  in  the 
church  using  the  theme  "Mission 
Possible-Christ  for  the  World." 

The  congregation  invited 
Dr  .Oglesby  for  the  week  of 
special  services  as  a  kick-off  for 
the  year-long  denominational 
emphasis  on  evangelism  and  its 
participation  in  Key  73. 

Dr.  Oglesby  addressed  the 
congregation  during  both 
worship  services  on  Sunday, 
January  14  and  spoke  to  the 
young  people  in  the  church 
during  the  evening  service. 

On  Monday  and  Tuesday,  he 
addressed  groups  of  parents 
using  as  his  theme  "Christian 
Parenthood"  and  spoke  during 
evening  service.  Talkback 
sessions  were  scheduled 
following  each  evening  service. 
He  also  addressed  a  Women  of 
the  Church  luncheon  and  a  break- 
fast for  business  people. 

Dr. Oglesby  served  churches  in 
Louisiana  and  Arkansas  before

He  has  served  on  many  com- 
mittees and  boards  in  our  church, 
including  the  Board  of  National 
Ministries.  He  has  led  training 
programs  in  inter-personal 
relations,  group  leadership, 
personal  evangelism  and 
pastoral  care.  In  addition  to  these 
duties,  he  has  served  as  a 
member  of  the  Middle  Atlantic 
Institute  for  Alcohol  Studies,  and 
the  Academy  of  Religion  and 
Mental  Health.  He  is  the  author  of 
three  books.

(RNS)  The  one-talent  man  of  the  Biblical  parable  could  have  learned 
a  few  lessons  here. 

Aldersgate  United  Methodist  Church  in  Wilmington,  Delaware  mailed 
out  $1  bills  to  1,129  people  and  asked  them  to  put  the  money  to  work  with 
their  various  talents  and  make  it  multiply  for  the  benefit  of  the  church. 

The  largest  amount  turned  in  was  $373  earned  by  a  busy  mother  who 
sold  more  than  80  hand-made  dolls.  Another  $300  came  from  a  man  who 
salvaged  waste  materials  thrown  out  at  his  place  of  work. 

When  the  "Harvest  of  Talents"  evening  was  held,  more  than  $6,000 
had  been  netted  from  the  $1,129 originally  sent  out. 


Center  Receives  WOC  Grant 


The  Career  and  Personal 
Counseling  Service  of  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina  is  the  recipient 
of  a  grant  in  the  amount  of  $6,785 
from  the  Women  of  the  Church 
Birthday  Funds.  The  an- 
nouncement was  made  by  Dr. 
Alfred  E.  Thomas,  director  of  the 
Center  and  Dr.  James  W.  Gunn  of 
the  Board  of  Christian  Education.

'Book  Of  A  Thousand  Tongues' 
Released  By  Bible  Society 


(RNS)— Samples  of  1,339 
languages  and  dialects  spoken  by 
more  than  97  percent  of  the 
world's  people  are  contained  in 
"The  Book  of  a  Thousand 
Tongues,"  just  released  by  the 
United  Bible  Societies. 

The  536-page  volume,  which  is 
an  updated  version  of  a  book 
published  for  the  American  Bible 
Society  in  1938,  contains  all  the 
languages  of  the  world  in  which 
at  least  one  complete  Bible  book 
had  been  published  as  of  1968. 

Dr.  Eugene  A.  Nida,  executive 
secretary  of  the  American  Bible 
Society's  Translations  Depart- 


ment, edited  the  new  volume.  In 
it,  he  describes  the  history  of 
Bible  translation,  from  early 
Christianity  to  the  present  day. 

Some  samples  are  given  in  the 
book  of  ways  in  which  languages 
that  had  been  exclusively  oral 
were  put  in  written  form.  Each 
language  is  represented  with 
brief  sample,  a  note  on  the  people 
who  sp^ak  it  and  a  history  of  its 
use  in  Bible  translation. 

The  United  Bible  Societies  is  a 
fellowship  of  55  national  Bible 
societies  with  work  in  more  than 
150  countries  and  territories.

denomination  from  fifteen  to 
seven  and  will  reunite  all 
Presbyterian,  U.S.  churches  in 
North  Carolina  into  one  regional 
unit.  Churches  in  Ashev»ile 
Presbytery  and  in  three  North 
Carolina  counties  in  Holston 
Presbytery  were  separated  from 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  when 
the  Synod  of  Appalachia  was 
formed  in  1915. 

The  1971  Synod  "B"  Con-

study.  The  report  will  contain 
recommendations  for  a  struc- 
tural design  of  the  new  regional  - 
synod. 

The  relationships  of  institutions 
related  to  ministries  identified  by 
the  Mission  and  Organization 
Committee  as  functions  of  synod 
were  considered  by  the  com- 
mittee on  Institutional 
Relationships  and  Legal  Titles. 
The  committee  has  attempted  to 
state  the  basic  principles  for  the 
relationship  of 
institutions  to  the  ministries  of 
synod,  moving  beyond  ownership 
of  facilities  as  the  sole  basis  of 
church-related  ministries  and 
defining  "relatedness"  in  a  wide 
variety  of  patterns. 

The  Transition  and  Finance 
Committee  divided  itself  into  two 
parts.  Half  of  the  committee 
studied  the  church's  funding  of  its 
ministry  and  the  other  half 
considered  the  process  of  tran- 
sition from  the  present  structure 
to  the  new. 

The  committee  is  expected  to 
recommend  the  election  of  a 
twenty  member  transition 
committee  which  will  prepare  a 
budget  and  adopt  staff  guidelines 
for  consideration  by  the 
organizational  meeting  of  Synod 
"B"  in  June. 

Another  of  the  committee's 
recommendations  will  be  that  the 
organizational  meeting  of  Synod 
"B"  be  held  in  Richmond  in 
conjunction  with  the  meeting  of 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  and 
that  transportation  be  provided 
Synod  "B"  delegates  who  are  not 
members  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina. 

The  Nominations  Committee 
will  present  a  list  of  names  as 
nominees  for  representatives  of 
the  new  synod  to  the  General 
Executive  Board,  and  will  submit 
names  for  Synod's  Transition 
Committee. 

During  the  16-months  of 
committee  work,  nearly  100 
people  from  every  geographical 
area  of  the  new  synod  have 
participated  in  the  process.

Mr.  Ralph  Nader,  Director  of 
the  Center  for  the  Study  of 
Responsive  Law  and  the  Rev. 
Jesse  Jackson,  National 
President  of  Operation  P.U.S.H., 
will  address  the  March  20-22 
Institute  on  Social  Justice  on  the 
seminary  campus. 

The  aim  of  the  institute  is  to 


equip  participants  with  skills  in 
fundamental  political  methods  by 
which  changes  may  be  produced 
in  the  direction  of  greater  social 
justice.

terdenominational evangelism 
thrust  known  as  Key  73. Our 
denomination's  Key  73  emphasis 
will  include  a  six  continent  ap- 
proach to  Christian  Mission.  Two 
themes  have  been  chosen  for 
this  season:  "Calling  Our  Con- 
tinent to  Christ"  and  "Calling 
Every  Continent  to  Christ."  The 
theme  for  the  three  month  Season 
of  Christian  Witness,  "Together 
in  Evangelism",  ties  together  our 
efforts  everywhere. 

"Together"  means  our  whole 
Churcn,  including  home  and 
overseas  efforts,  working  for  the 
evangelization  of  this  continent. 
"Together"  means  our  church 
joining  with  overseas  churches

overseas  Christian  leaders  to 
proclaim  and  demonstrate  the 
good  news  of  God's  love. 

Dr.  T.  Watson  Street, 
Executive  Secretary  of  the  Board 
of  World  Missions,  has  listed  a 
number  of  ways  our  church,  in 
cooperation    with  overseas 


continent.  "Together"  means  the 
whole  Church  of  Christ,  and 
every  part  of  the  church,  in 
ecumenical  fellowship  and  en- 
deavor for  proclaiming  the 
gospel  to  the  whole  world. 

The  overseas  emphasis  for  the 
Joint  Season  of  Christian  Witness 
comes  primarily  in  February,  the 
homeland  emphasis  primarily  in 
March.  The  Joint  Witness  Season 
is  the  common  effort  led  by  the 
Board  of  World  Missions  and  of 
Board  of  National  Ministries  on 
behalf  of  our  church's 
participation  in  the  one  Christian 
World  Mission. 

February  Emphasis 
During  February, 
congregations  will  be  taking 
specific  steps  to  educate  and 
involve  children,  youth  and 
adults  in  the  world-wide  mission 
of  the  church.  "Together  in 
Evangelism"  means  joining 
hands  with  our  four  hundred 
missionaries  and  thousands  of 


churches,  is  contributing  to 
"Together  in  Evangelism"  in 
1973: 

New  Missionaries 

"In  preparation  for  great 
evangelistic  outreach,  the  Board 
of  World  Missions  commissioned 
73  new  missionaries  in  1972, 
making  a  net  gain  of  18  in  the 
total  missionary  force  of  our 
church,  and  set  a  minimum  of  400 
overseas  missionaries  for  our 
church.  All  of  our  missionaries 
have  an  evangelistic  purpose. 

"While  some  serve  in 
evangelistic  work,  some  in 
medical  work,  some  in 
educational  work,  some  in 
agricultural  work,  all  have  the 
specific  purpose  of  proclaiming 
the  gospel.

percent  of  the  World  Missions 
budget  are  assigned  for 
evangelistic  outreach.  We  are 
engaged  in  frontier  evangelism, 
urban  and  industrial  evangelism, 
evangelistic  ministries  on  college 
and  university  campuses,  radio 
evangelism,  literature 
evangelism,  and  hospital 
chaplaincies. 

"We  have  a  new  Concerted 
Witness  in  Latin  America.  The 
progr|(m  there  includes  Project 
of  Joint  Christian  Witness  with 
the  Roman  Catholic  Church; 
Project  of  Christian  Witness 
related  to  community  develop- 
ment, with  special  emphasis  on 
the  self  development  and 
capacitating  of  people  for  a  more 
fulfilling  and  beneficial  way  of 
life;  Project  of  Christian  Witness 
related  to  situation  of  people  in 
squatter  villages  surrounding 
major  urban  centers  in  Latin 
America;  and  Project  of 
Christian  Witness  to  assist 
Protestant  Churches  in  Latin 
America  in  establishing 
missionary  outreach  from  one 
country  to  another  and  to  the 
United  States. 

"Aiding  overseas  churches  to 
send  missionaries  to  other  lands 
is  another  of  our  efforts.  Five 
percent  of  the  Board's  personnel 
budget  is  being  made  available 
for  partial  temporary  support  of 
a  missionary  sent  by  an  overseas 


church  to  serve  outside  of  the 
missionary's  own  country.  The 
purpose  is  internationalization  of 
missionary  personnel. 

"Special  endeavors  on  behalf  of 
the  General  Assembly's  priority 
on  Evangelism  will  be  made. 

Third  World 

"One  program,  'Our  Witness  to 
the  Third  World,'  will  include  an 
Evangelism  Travel  Study 
Seminary  in  1973  on  'Com- 
municating the  Gospel.'  The 
purpose  is  to  gain  new 
perspective  on  the  witnessing 
world  church  and  to  contribute  to 
evangelism  in  the  host  country. 
In  another  program,  'The  Wit- 
ness of  the  Third  World  to  Us,' 
international  Christian  leaders 
will  hold  evangelism  seminars 
in  our  church. 

"The  Special  Offering  for 
World  Missions  approved  by  the 
General  Assembly  will  be 
primarily  for  making  possible  the 
evangelistic  outreach  outlined. 
For  members  to  have  an  op- 
portunity to  participate  in  this 
special  offering,  it  is  essential 
that  at  least  several  weeks  in 
advance  the  session  approve  the 
offering  for  a  definite  date 
(February  18,  1973  is  the  date 


suggested  by  the  General 
Assembly)  and  make  the 
congregation  aware  of  the 
evangelistic  efforts  this  offering 
will  undergird." 

Projected  figures  for  1973  in- 
dicate that  the  Board  of  World 
Missions  will  need  $3,140,163  to 
support  missionaries  on  the  field. 
Above  that  figure,  approximately 
$1,435,907  will  be  needed  for 
evangelistic  projects,  $452,208  for 
children's  work,  $649,011  for 
medical  work.  These  four  areas- 
missionary  support,  ministry  to 
children  medical  work  and 
evangelistic  work-are  the  four 
points  of  emphasis  for  the  1973 
Witness  Season  Special  Offering. 

Focus:  India 

During  the  1973  Season  of 
(3iristian  Witness,  the  area  of 
study  on  Overseas  Mission  will 
focus  on  India.  With  other 
denominations  in  North  America, 
Presbyterians  will  learn  about 
the  second  most  populous  country 
in  the  world.  There  are  great 
problems  facing  the  government, 
the  people,  the  church  in  India. 
Christians  in  India  (2  percent  of  , 
the  population)  are  confronted 
with  the  challenge  of  multiple 
faiths  crying  for  the  allegiance  of 
India's  people. 


Television  Program  Launches 
Key  73  Evangelism  Thrust 


A  unique  experiment  in  mass 
communication  took  place 
earlier  this  month  when 
Christians  across  the  nation  from 
a  wide  variety  of  denominations 
gathered  together  to  watch  a 


television  special  entitled  "Faith 
in  Action." 

The  television  special  seen  in 
most  areas  on  January  6  or  7 
marked  the  official  launch  of  a 
cooperative  continent-wide 
Christian  evangelism  thrust 
known  as  Key  73. 

Key  73  is  joint  venture  of  more 
than  150  Christian  denominations 
and  groups  in  the  United  States 
and  Canada  cooperating  together 
in  a  massive  campaign  in  1973. 
Following  the  theme  "Call  Our 
Continent  to  Christ,"  the 
participant  denominations  have 
planned  a  number  of  events 
ranging  from  network  television 
specials  to  a  massive  Bible 
distribution  that  aims  at  placing 
a  portion  of  scripture  in  every 
home  in  North  America. 

The  Key  73  movement  is  the 
broadest  cooperative  program  in 
the  history  of  North  American 
Christianity.  Continent-wide 
participation  includes  most 
Protestant  denominations  in  the 
United  States  and  Canada  plus 
many  judicatories  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church  and  many  other 
organizations  including  the 
American   Bible  Society.

Assembly  Task  Force  Funds  Projects  Results  Of  COCU  Study 
Aimed  At  Causes  Of  Hunger  Poverty      Will  Affect  Future  Plans 


(PN)— The  Presbyterian  U.S. 
Task  Force  on  World  Hunger  has 
approved  four  grants  totaling 
$11,000  in  its  continuing  program 
of  alleviation  of  poverty  and 
hunger.  The  financial  assistance 
for  the  recipients  will  come  from 
the  Church's  $16,000  Halt  Hunger 
Fund. 

One  grant  stipulates  that  "up  to 
$2,000"  will  be  given  toward  a 
scholarship  for  Brazilian 
agriculturist  Edivilson  Barbosa 
(Jomes  as  he  prepares  to  direct 
the  "Land  for  the  Landless" 
project.  The  project  will  enable 
poor  people  in  Brazil  to  purchase 
land  on  a  long  term  low  interest 
rate  basis  so  that  they  can  settle 
in  the  interior  area  of  Brazil 
where  the  transAmazon  and 
Belem  Brasilia  highways  in- 
intersect 

A  grant  of  $5,000  will  go  to  the 
Florida  Farmworkers 
Organization   at    Bartow  to 


establish  a  cooperative  grocery 
store. 

Another  grant  of  $1,800 
provides  emergency  aid  for 
Marietta-Cobb  County  (Ga.) 
Community  Service  Center.  The 
center  is  engaged  in  tran- 
sportation services  for  senior 
citizens  and  low  income  people. 

An  allocation  amounting  to 
$2,200  will  be  given  to  Young 
World  Development  (YWD).  The 
grant  will  offest  costs  of  con- 
ferences and  seminars  next 
spring  at  Greensboro,  N.C.; 
Norvolk,  Va.;  Blacksburg,  Va.; 
and  Columbus,  Ga.  sponsored  by 
YWD  in  an  effort  to  involve  young 
people  in  combating  hunger  and 
poverty.  YWD  is  the  affiliated 
youth  arm  of  the  American 
Freedom  from  Hunger  Foun- 
dation. 

The  consultation  to  be  held  at  the 
University  of  Georgia  at  Athens 
May  27-31  will  bring  together

They  made 
their  first  spring  tour  in  1972, 
visiting  in  North  Carolina, 
Virginia,  West  Virginia,  Ohio, 
Pennsylvania,  New  York, 
Delaware,  New  Jersey  and 
Maryland.  The  choir  performed 


more  than  forty  concerts  and 
travelled  over  6,500  miles.  They 
have  performed  on  several  oc- 
casions on  TV  stations 
throughout  the  area. 

The  Highlanders  will  present  a 
program  entitled  "We  Tell  Life 
Like  It  Is,"  their  own  com- 
bination of  "Life"  and  "Tell  It 
Like  It  Is"  religious  folk 
musicals.  The  presentation  is 
designed  to  be  a  relevant 
program  in  tune  with  the  70's.  By 
combining  these  musicals,  the 
Highlanders  of  Lees-McRae 
College  have  been  able  to  create 
their  own  honest,  and  very 
personal  statement  about  how 
they  really  feel  and  believe.

persons  principally  from  the 
Presbyterian  Church  U.S.  who  by 
profession,  training,  or  position 
can  influence  the  attack  on  root 
causes  of  world  hunger.  They  will 
plan  strategy  for  church  efforts 
and  work  toward  influencing 
policies  and  practices  of 
government,  business  and  other 
sectors  of  society  in  regard  to 
hunger  and  world  development. 

The  task  force  also  heard  a 
progress  report  on  five  regional 
workshops  on  Rural  Poverty  and 
Economic  Development.  'Three 
were  held  during  the  fall  and  two 
more  were  held  in  early  January. 

The  workshops,  sponsored 
jointly  by  the  PCUS  task  force, 
the  Southeast  Jurisdiction  of  the 
United  Methodist  Church  and  the 
Southern  Baptist  Home  Mission 
Board,  studied  facts  about  rural 
poverty  and  need  for  community- 
based  human  and  economic 
development,  explored  the 
theological  basis  for  rural 
economic  development  as  a 
mandate  for  Christian  mission, 
reviewed  what  churches  are 
doing  about  the  problem,  and 
planned  for  more  effective 
participation  by  the  churches  in 
rural  economic  development. 


For  two  years  a  proposed  plan 
of  union  for  a  wide  segment  of 
churches  in  the  U.S.  has  been 
under  study  by  several  hundred 
thousand  local  church  members 
across  the  nation  and  now  the 
results  of  their  labors  are  being 
carefully  woven  into  a  plan  for 
the  movement's  future. 

"The  churches  have  been 
heard  and  the  Consultation  on 
Church  Union  (COCU)  is 
charting  the  future  in  terms  of 
what  has  been  voiced,"  said  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Paul  A.  Crow,  Jr., 
general  secretary  of  COCU. 

Tabulation  and  com- 
puterization of  some  8,500 
separate  comments  about  the 
plan  began  a  few  months  ago  and 
an  "Implications  Team"  headed 
by  Dr.  Rachel  Henderlite,  a 
Presbyterian  U.S.  theologian 
from  Austin,  Texas,  is  preparing 
its  recommendations  for  the 
COCU  plenary  to  be  held  April  2-6 
in  Memphis,  Tenn. 

Much  work  remains  to  be  done 
before  the  team  makes  its  final 
report.  Dr.  Henderlite  told  a 
meeting  of  the  COCU  Executive 
Committee  in  late  December.  But 
the  returns  show  "a  great  deal  of 
consensus,  especially  in  the  areas 
of  Christian  belief,  worship. 


church  authority,  and  the  role  of 
the  laity,"  she  noted. 

Still  needed,  Dr.  Henderlite 
said,  is  "greater  clarity  in 
definition  of  ordained  leadership, 
the  mission  and  the  institutional 
structure  of  the  church." 

It  is  clear,  according  to  the 
professor  of  Christian  Education 
at  the  Austin  Presbyterian 
Theological  Seminary,  that  in  the 
past  two  years  the  churches  have 
asked  the  Consultation  to  move 
from  "conversations  about"  to 
"experiments  in"  union. 

Serving  with  Dr.  Henderlite  on 
the  Implications  Team  is  one 
representative  of  each  of  the 
eight  denominations  now 
participating  in  COCU  and  four 
at-large  members. 

Responses  to  the  study  fit  into 
several  categories-those  of 
organized  groups,  official 
reactions  of  participating 
denominations,  informal  study 
groups,  individual  articles  in  the 
religious  and  secular  press, 
studies  of  seminary  professors 
and  students,  and  individual 
letters  to  the  COCU  office.  In 
addition  to  the  study  in  this 
country,  responses  also  were 
received  from  Germany,  South 
India,  and  Japan. 


Faculty  Curriculum  Development — 

Davidson  Receives  Mellon  Grant 


Davidson  (Allege  has  received 
a  $150,000  grant  from  the  Andrew 
W.  Mellon  Foundation  to  be  used 
primarily  for  the  support  of 
faculty  and  curricular 
development. 

According  to  the  foundation, 
such  grants  have  been  made  in 
recent  years  "to  assist  a  select 
group  of  liberal  arts  colleges  to 
hold  their  faculties  Together  and 
preserve  some  capacity  for 
educational  experiment  and 
improvement."  Davidson  is  one 


of  14  colleges  receiving  similar 
grants  at  this  time. 

The  funds  are  to  be  expended 
over  a  period  of  not  less  than 
three  years.  As  indicated  by  the 
Mellon  Foundation,  they  may  be 
used  for  "salary  increases,  ad- 
ditions to  faculty,  visiting  lec- 
tureships, paid  release  time  for 
study  or  the  design  of  new 
courses  or  programs,  or  for  other 
purposes  of  this  general  kind." 

"A  grant  of  this  nature  is 
especially  welcome  at  a  time 


when  all  independent  colleges  are 
finding  it  difficult  to  fund  existing 
as  well  as  new  programs,"  said 
Davidson  president  Samuel  R. 
Spencer,  Jr.  "By  helping  to 
finance  improvements  in  both 
curriculum  and  faculty  in- 
centives, it  will  further  enrich  our 
entire  program." 

In  announcing  the  grant, 
Spencer  noted  that  it  was  "a 
direct  result  of  intensified  efforts 
by  the  college's  development 
department  during  the  past  two 
years."

Of  April  Montreat  Meet 


(PN)— "Social  Mission  '74" 
will  be-  a  new  kind  of 
Presbyterian  gathering  to  be  held 
at  Montreat,  April  26-29. 

Called  "a  convocation  on  the 
role  of  the  church  in  social  af- 
fairs," it  will  involve  participants 
in  exploring  three  main  con- 
cerns: the  current  American 
scene;  the  responsibility  of  the 
church  to  the  current  scene;  and 
the  support  needs  of  those  in  the 
Church  who  wish  to  minister  to 
the  pressing  needs  of  society. 

Three  prominent  Protestant 
leaders,  actively  involved  in 
increasing  the  church's  impact 
on  society,  will  be  the  featured 
guests. 

Dr.  Roger  L.  Shinn,  professor 
of  Social  Ethics  at  Union 
Theological  Seminary  (New 
York),  will  address  the  opening 
session  of  the  convocation  on 
"The  Corporate  and  Social 
Ministry  of  the  Church"  as  it 
appears  today.  Other  leaders  will 
be  the  Rev.  Will  D.  Campbell, 
director  of  the  Committee  of 
Southern  Churchmen,  and  Mrs. 
Claire  Randall,  associate 
executive  director  of  Church 
Women  United. 

Each  leader  will  be  called  upon 
to  share  his  or  her  view  of  the 
foremost  social  crises  in  America 
today,  and  participants  will  have 
opportunities  to  challenge  their 
views. 

Small  groups  will  form  to  raise 
questions  for  the  three  leaders 
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and  to  look  in  depth  at  social 
issues  of  special  interest. 

A  central  element  in  the  con- 
vocation will  be  worship 
experiences  linking  the  liturgy  of 
the  Church  to  its  challenge  to 
social  action.  Dr.  Daniel  B. 
Wessler,  professor  of  Com- 
munication and  Worship  at 
Louisville  Presbyterian 
Theological  Seminary,  will  lead 
the  worship. 

"Social  Mission  '74"  is  spon- 
sored by  the  Board  of  Christian 
Education,  the  Board  of  National 
Ministries  and  the  Board  of 
Women's  Work.  It  was  planned 
by  a  special  task  force  from 
board  staff  and  the  church-at- 
large. 

The  convocation  is  open  to  all 
PCUS  churchmen.

The  resolution  was  adopted  not 
only  by  the  teaching  and  ruling 
elders  of  the  Presbytery  but  also 
by  the  churches  he  served  as 
interim  pastor -Little  Chapel  on 
the  Boardwalk,  Carolina  Beach 
and  Westminster  Churches- 
after  his  retirement  to 
Wilmington. 


St.  Andrews  Modifies  Awards, 
Boasts  'Peace  Corps  Volunteers' 


St.  Andrews  Presbyterian 
College  is  modifying  the  nature  of 
its  top  scholarship  awards. 
Effective  with  the  class  entering 
in  the  fall  of  1973,  the  College  will 
award  ten  scholarships  valued  at 
$2,000  each.  The  new  awards,  to 
be  known  as  the  St.  Andrews 
Merit  Scholarships,  will  be 
renewable  for  a  total  of  four 
years.  They  will  be  made  for 
academic  proficiency,  character 
and  leadership  potential. 

"We  are  looking  for  students," 
explained  Admissions  Director 
Everett  Gourley,  "who,  by  their 
record  in  school  and  community 
activities,  as  well  as  their 
superior  academic  achievement, 
show  promise  of  making  a  real 
contribution  to  the  St.  Andrews 
community." 

The  St.  Andrews  Merit 
Scholarships  will  replace  the 
Vardell  Scholar  program  which 
had  the  same  criteria  but  in 
which  awards  were  given  on  the 
basis  of  need.  Merit  Scholarship 
winners  may  receive  financial 
aid  beyond  the  $2,000  based  on 
need. 

A  group  of  St.  Andrews 
Presbyterian  College  students 
who  call  themselves  the  Peace 
Corps  Volunteers  (no  connection 
with  the  national  Peace  Corps, 
but  with  some  similarities),  have 


initiated  a  "Share-It  Breakfast" 
program  in  the  North  Laurinburg 
Elementary  School. 

About  25  St.  Andrews  students 
are  members  of  the  group  and 
they  operate  in  shifts  of  eight 
each  morning  to  serve  free 
breakfasts  to  approximately  200 
children. 


At  Carolina  Beach,  according 
to  the  resolution,  he  revitalized 
the  church,  added  new  members, 
encouraged  the  remodeling  of  the 
sanctuary,  the  construction  of  a 
new  manse  and  "endeared 
himself  to  children,  youth  and 
adults  alike."

Other  noted  speakers  during 
the  week  include  Dr.  Albert 
Curry  Winn,  President  of 
Louisville  Presbyterian 
Theological  Seminary,  as 
speaker  for  the  annual  alumni 
luncheon  on  January  30  at  Lingle 
Hall.  Three  newly  elected  full 
professors  at  Union,  Dr.  Donald 
G.  Dawe,  Dr.  Henry  McKennie 
Goodpasture,  and  Dr.  Patrick  D. 
Miller,  Jr.,  will  also  present  their 
Inaugural  Lectures  as  part  of  the 
annual  week. 

Originated  In  1911 

The  special  lecture  series 
originated  in  1911  when  Dr. 
James  Sprunt,  a  Ruling  Elder  in 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
Wilmington,  North  Carolina, 
created  a  foundation  at  UTS  for 
this  purpose.  Over  the  years 
distinguished  and  authoritative 
scholars  outside  the  regular 
faculty  have  visited  the  campus 
to  discuss  various  aspects  of 
Christian  thought  and  work. 
Their  lectures  have  been 
published  in  book  form  for  the 
benefit  and  Christian  insight  of 
all  interested  persons,  both 
clergy  and  laity. 

"Christianity  and  Some 
Modern  Images  of  Man"  will  be 
the  main  theme  of  the  series  of 
Sprunt  Lectures  by  Dr.  Smith, 
professor  of  philosophy  at  Yale 
since  1953.  Topics  of  individual 
lectures  include  "Tension  in  the 
Christian  Understanding  of  Man ; 
Man  as  Creature  and  Man  as 


Committee  which  will  be  initiated 
in  1973.

Objectives  outlined  by  the 
Placement-Relocation  Process 
sub-committee  included  reducing 
the  period  of  vacancies  in  local 
churches;  rewriting  the  manual 
for  presbyteries'  commissions  on 
the  Minister  and  His  Work;  and 
establishing  a  communications 
system  to  educate  participants  in 
the  new  placement-relocation 
process. 

Also  during  the  meeting,  the 
committee  adopted  a  1973  budget 
of  $208,900  for  presentation  to  the 
Committee  on  Assembly 
Operation  for  its  approval.

An  unusual  monument  has 
been  dedicated  by  members  of 
the  Oakland  Presbyterian  Chu- 
rch in  Clayton. 

Colorful  quartz  found  in 
Johnston  County,  stones  from 
Point  Barrow,  Alaska  and 
Acapulco,  Mexico  and  a 
homemade  brick  from  a  plan- 
tation house  were  among  the 
elements  which  went  into  the 
construction  of  the  unusual 
"Cairn  of  Remembrance,"  the 
stone-and-cement  structure 
dedicated  November  26  during  a 
special  service  at  the  church. 

The  dictionary  defines  "cairn" 
as  a  Gaelic  word  meaning  a  pile 
of  stones  put  up  as  a  monument 
or  landmark.  But  church 
members  added  another 
dimension  to  the  definition  by 
donating  stones  in  memory  of 
loved  ones. 

The  cairn,  nearly  six  feet  tall, 
is  inlaid  with  a  plaque  "In 
memory  of  all  who  worshipped  at 
this  hallowed  place  since  1858." 
Oakland  is  the  county's  oldest 
Presbyterian  Church. 

The  cairn  got  its  start  in  Sep- 
tember, when  an  unusual  request 
went  out  to  members  and  friends 
of  the  church :  Bring  a  stone  when 
you  come  to  the  annual 
homecoming  on  October  1. 

The  hollow  structure  consists 
of  stones  inlaid  in  cement  panels.

Church  officials  felt  the  cairn 
would  be  particularly  ap- 
propriate because  the  structures 
are  mentioned  in  the  Bible,  the 
custom  of  building  them  is 
common  in  Scotland  and  many 
Presbyterians  are  of  Scottish 
descent. 

The  Oakland  Church  cairn  was 
designed  by  Miss  Lunette  Bar-

a  referral  resource  for 
presbyteries  and  clergymen; 
(F.)  To  work  with  appropriate 
personnel  on  the  Board  of 
Christian  Education  in  career 
development  and  ministerial 
enhancement;  and  (G.)  To  keep 
before  the  Church  the  respon- 
sibility for  pastoral  care  of 
ministers.

Presbyterian  Church  will  long 
remember  the  generosity  and 
support  of  the  late  Johnnie  J. 
Mitchell. 

Mitchell,  a  member  of  the 
Ahoskie  Church  since  1930  and  a 
long  time  elder,  died  November 
7, 1972  leaving  his  entire  estate  in 
trust  to  the  church. 

The  will  stipulates  that  his 
sister,  Nettie  B.  Mitchell,  is  to 
receive  all  personal  property  and 
that  all  real  estate  holdings  are  to 
go  to  the  church  to  be  held  in 
trust. 

Mitchell  had  served  as  an  elder 
since  the  first  were  elected  at  the 
Ahoskie  Church.  He  taught  adult 
and  junior  Sunday  School  classes 
for  over  thirty  years  and  was 
Superintendent  of  the  Sunday 
School  for  more  than  four  years. 
He  represented  his  congregation 
at  meetings  of  Albemarle 
Presbytery  and  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina  and  was  a 
commissioner  to  the  General 
Assembly  from  that  presbytery. 

"It  is  my  prayerful  hope  that 
we  can  always  fulfill  the 
expectation  and  trust  that  he  has 
shown  he  had  in  us  as  a  church," 
according  to  Mr.  John  C.  Blanton, 
Clerk  of  the  Session  of  the 
Ahoskie  Church. 


Religious  groups  and 
churches  in  North  Carolina 
are  expected  to  renew  efforts 
when  the  1973  General  Assembly 
opens  to  gain  reforms  in  state 
income  taxes,  welfare  programs, 
prisons,  migrant  housing  and 
care  for  the  mentally  ill. 

These  and  other  legislative 
reforms  were  discussed  at  a 
recent  seminar  sponsored  by  the 
North  Carolina  Council  of  Chur- 
ches (NCCC)  in  Raleigh  in- 
volving pastors,  laymen,  and 
representatives  of  citizen  groups. 

The  council's  government  and 
legislative  committee  will  use 
data  from  the  discussions  to 
finalize  its  1973  legislative 
proposals,  according  to  the  Rev. 
Collins  Kilburn,  director  of  social 
ministries  for  the  NCCC,  who 
serves  as  a  lobbyist  during  the 
biennial  General  Assemblies. 

Mr.  Kilburn  said  the  council 
plans  to  operate  a  statewide  com- 
munications network  during  the 
1973  session  to  inform  church 
members  of  action  on  selected 
laws  and  to  rally  their  support 
through  contact  persons  in  each 
of  the  39  member  bodies. 

J.  Oliver  Williams,  a  university 
political  scientist,  told  the 
seminar  that  the  widespread 
notion  that  North  Carolinians  are 
heavily  taxed  is  seen  as  a  myth 


Former  U.  S.  Attorney  General 
Ramsey  Clark  was  the  principal 
speaker  for  an  intensive  Sym- 
posium on  Corrections  at 
Davidson  College  Monday 
through  Wednesday,  January  22- 
24. 

The  symposium,  the  largest  at 
Davidson  in  recent  years,  studied 
issues  such  as  the  criminal  and 
society,  the  need  for  prison 
reform,  and  North  Carolina 
prisons. 

Clark,  author  of  "Crime  in 
America,"  began  the  symposium 
with  an  address  on  Monday 
evening  on  "The  Criminal  and 
American  Society." 

At  10:30  a.m.  Tuesday  he 
discussed  "The  American 
Society  and  the  Criminal." 

On  Tuesday  afternoon,  a  five- 
member  panel  discussed  "What 
Should  Happen  in  Corrections?" 
Participants  included:  Frank 
Hall,  area  coordinator  for  the 
N.C.  Department  of  Corrections; 
John  Cone,  director  of  Project 
Fisherman  in  Boston,  Mass.,  an 
experimental  corrections 
program;  George  Daley, 
Charlotte  lawyer  with  the 
American  Civil  Liberties  Union; 
Peter  Gems,  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Criminal  Justice  of 
the  Charlotte-Mecklenburg  Bar 
Association ;  and  an  inmate  now 
serving  a  prison  term  for  a 
felony. 

The  panal  was  moderated  by 
Dr.  Edward  L.  Palmer,  associate 
professor  of  psychology  at 
Davidson  and  coordinator  of  the 


when  figures  are  compared  with 
other  states. 

North  Carolina  is  ranked  40th 
of  the  50  states  in  tax  burden 
on  its  citizens,  figured  on 
capacity  to  pay  and  actual  taxes 
collected,  according  to  Mr. 
Williams.  He  accused  the  state 
government  of  being  callous  to 
human  need  and  chiefly  in- 
terested in  promoting  business 
interests  and  industrial  develop- 
ment. 

The  North  Carolina  Council  of 
Churches  has  worked  for  repeal 
of  sales  taxes,  which  it  says  falls 
heaviest  on  those  least  able  to 
pay,  and  for  progressive  income 
taxes. 

Mr.  Kilburn  admits  that  the 
council  did  not  win  any  big  vic- 
tories in  the  1971  General 
Assembly,  his  first  legislative 
term  in  Raleigh.  But  the  church 
agency  joined  its  efforts  with  the 
State  Council  for  Social 
Legislation  in  winning  passage  of 
mandatory  licensing  of  day  care 
centers  for  pre-school  children. 

The  NCCC,  which  sponsors  a 
poverty  program  for  migrant 
farmworkers,  lost  in  its  bid  for  a 
bill  to  improve  standards  and 
facilities  for  labor  camps.  The 
measure  met  the  opposition  of 
Sen.  George  Long,  an  influential 
eastern  N.  C.  legislator.

Permanent  Theological  Commit- 
tee will  recommend  that  the  1973 
General  Assembly  amend  the 
Book  of  Church  Order  to  allow 
baptized  children  to  take  com- 
munion. 

A  meeting  in  Atlanta  in 
January,  the  committee  also 
found  no  theological  reason  why 
an  ordained  minister  cannot  be 
confirmed  in  another 
denomination. 

The  committee  found  ample 
theological  basis  to  permit 
baptized  children  to  take  com- 
munion and  placed  the  responsi- 
bility for  determining  the  child's 
level  of  faith  with  the  local 
church  session. 

The  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S. 
is  the  only  major  denomination  in 
the  United  States  which  does  not 
allow  baptized  children  to  partici- 
pate in  communion  services,  the 
committee  said.  A  person  now 
must  be  confirmed  before  taking 
communion  in  PCUS. 

The  denomination's  1971  Gen- 
eral Assembly  requested  the 
theological  committee  to  study 
the  issue  of  admitting  children  to 
the  Lord's  Table. 

The  Committee  studied  the 
issues  in  a  "Report  on  Confirma- 
tion and  Admission  to  the  Lord's 
Table,"  drafted  by  the  Rev.  Wade 
P.  Huie  Jr.  of  Decatur,  commit- 
tee chairman. 

In  the  same  report,  the  com- 
mittee categorized  local  church 
members  into  three  groups, 
including  baptized,  communing 
and  confirmed  communicants, 
with  only  the  confirmed  com- 
municant members  having  votes 
and  being  allowed  to  hold  offices. 


The  Presbyterian  Men's  Coun- 
cil of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina 
met  in  Pinehurst,  in  January  at 
the  Pinehurst  Community  Pres- 
byterian Church  for  a  business 
and  planning  session.

Synod-Wide  Phase 

Now  in  the  synod-wide  phase, 
the  campaign  will  go  to  600 
churches  representing  153,000 
North  Carolina  Pres- 
byterians during  the  first  of 
the  year,  according  to  Dr. 
Warner  L.  Hall  of  Charlotte  and 
John  A.  Tate  of  Davidson,  co- 
chairmen  of  the  $2  million  Synod 
appeal.  Activities  on  the 
presbytery  level  have  been  un- 
derway in  recent  weeks. 

Over  $1  million  in  pace-setting 
gifts  have  been  pledged  by  in- 
dividuals in  the  Leadership  Gifts 
Division. 

Three  hundred  forty-three 
thousand  dollars  toward  a  $1 
million  goal  has  been  reported  in 
the  Corporate  Division,  chaired 
by  Patrick  N.  Calhoun,  executive 
vice  president.  North  Carolina 
National  Bank. 


In  1970  a  standing  rule  was 
added  to  allow  one  youth  (bet- 
ween 17-25  years  old)  to  be 
elected  by  each  presbytery.  The 
delegate  serves  as  a  member  of  a 
standing  committee,  has  speak- 
ing and  voting  privileges  of  the 
committee  and  the  privilege  of 
the  floor  of  the  Assembly  but  no 
vote. 

Last  year  Assembly  approved 
a  similar  addition  in  its  standing 
rules  to  make  it  possible  for  each 
presbytery,  which  does  not  send  a 
woman  ruling  elder  as  a  com- 
missioner, to  elect  a  woman 
delegate  with  the  same  privileges 
as  the  youth. 

The  Assembly  however  approv- 
ed women  delegates  only  for  1973 
and  1974.  Women  already  serve 
as  commissioners.

'God  Boxes'  Are  Out 

(RNS)— A  church  building  should  not  "look  like  a  church"  if  it  is  toj 
express  the  life  and  theology  of  these  times,  according  to  a  leadina 
church  architect.  ' 

Edward  A.  Sovik,  writing  in  a  recent  issue  of  "Journal  of  the  Guild  for 
Religious  Architecture,"  said,  "We  must  commit  ourselves  wholly  to 
the  sense  that  these  buildings  which  our  churches  own  are  noli 
God-boxes.  We  cannot  make  God-boxes;  He  will  not  be  contained.  ' 

The  encounter  between  God  and  men  is  not  limited  to  certain  places  or 
certain  kinds  of  places,"  he  said.  "We  cannot  build  temples  or  shrines  or 
fanes  (temples).  And  if  we  try  to  build  that  sort  of  structure,  a  building 
that  implies  by  its  shapes,  materials  or  details  that  religion  is  separated 
from  the  common  life  of  men,  we  are  asserting  a  heresy,  God  is  not 
separated  from  the  common  life  of  men." 

Mr.  Sovik  said  the  architectural  form  should  "imply  that  we  do  not 
meet  God  in  some  exotic  and  fanciful  place  as  if  we  wished  to  escape 
from  the  world,  but  in  an  utterly  real,  authentic  and  earthy 
circumstance.."

Assembly  Opening  Reset 

The  volume  of  business  coming  before  the  113th  Genrfal  Assembly  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S.  has  caused  its  moderator  to  use 
emergency  powers  to  change  the  opening  date  from  June  10  to  June  9. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  950,000-member  denomination's  highest 
governing  body  will  be  held  in  Fort  Worth. 

Dr.  L.  Nelson  Bell,  acting  on  a  recommendation  from  the  Committee 
on  Assembly  Operation,  said  "the  reason  for  this  is  the  transitional 
nature  of  this  particular  Assembly." 

The  1972  restructuring  of  the  PCUS  boards  and  agencies,  with  the 
establishment  of  a  General  Executive  Board,  will  cause  a  change  in  the 
functioning  of  standing  committees,  he  said. 

The  five  divisions  of  the  GEB  will  have  to  report  through  standing 
committees,  along  with  the  boards  and  agencies. 

"Therefore  an  emergency  exists  which  can  only  be  resolved  by 
setting  forward  the  date  of  the  1973  General  Assembly,"  the  church 
leader  said. 

The  moderator's  gavel  is  due  to  signal  the  opening  of  business  at  8:30 
a.m.  June  9,  with  adjournment  scheduled  June  15.

Presbyterians  Since  Early  1800's  Guidelines 


Davidson  College's  ties  with 
the  Presbyterian  Church  go  back 
to  the  early  1800s,  when  a  group 
of  Presbyterians  concerned  for 
education  were  trying  to  estab- 
lish a  college  in  the  Piedmont 
area.  After  several  years  of  work 
and  meetings,  they  established 
Davidson  College  in  1837.  They 
named  the  college  for  a  Presby- 
terian Revolutionary,  Gen.  Wil- 
liam Lee  Davidson,  whose  son 
sold  400  acres  of  Piedmont  land  to 
the  founders  of  the  young  in- 
stitution. 

Since  its  earliest  days,  David- 
son College  has  served  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  two  major 
ways:  by  educating  the  sons  of 
Presbyterians  from  North  Caro- 
lina and  other  states,  and  by 
preparing  men  to  serve  in  the 
Presbyterian  ministry. 

Presbyterian  Ministers 

More  than  a  thousand  minis- 
ers  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
the  United  States  have  been 
educated  by  Davidson,  as  well  as 
more  than  300  of  other  denomina- 
tions. One  fourth  of  the  General 
Assembly  moderators  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.,  also 
have  been  Davidson  alumni. 

But  Davidson's  wider  purpose 
has  been  the  education  of  young 
men  in  the  liberal  arts.  Since 
becoming  coeducational  last 
year,  the  educational  benefits  of 
Davidson  have  been  extended  to 
young  women  as  well. 

Like  all  liberal  arts  colleges, 
Davidson  strives  to  teach  its 
students  about  the  values  and 
insights  that  have  motivated  men 
throughout  history.  But  unlike 
many  liberal  arts  colleges  found- 
ed by  churchmen,  Davidson  still 
maintains  a  Christian  commit- 
ment which  undergirds  a  concern 
for  persons  and  a  fearless  search 
for  knowledge. 

This  commitment  is  evidenced 
in  the  college's  Statement  of 
Purpose,  formally  adopted  by  the 
board  of  trustees,  which  says  in 
part: 

.  ."...Davidson  recognizes  God  as 
the  source  of  all  truth.  As  a 
college  committed  to  the  historic 
Christian  faith,  it  sees  Jesus 
Christ  as  the  central  fact  of 
history,  giving  purpose,  order, 
and  value  to  the  whole  life. 
Davidson  is  dedicated  to  the 
quest  for  truth  and  would  set  no 
limits  to  the  adventures  of  the 
mind. ..Faith  and  reason  must 
work  together  in  mutual  respect 
if  Davidson  is  to  realize  and

maintain  her  vision  of  excellence 
in  the  field  of  Christian  higher 
education." 

Trustees 

This  commitment  is  only  as 
strong  as  the  people  who  uphold 
it.  The  ownership,  management 
and  control  of  Davidson  are 
vested  in  the  trustees  of  the 
college.  Twenty-two  of  them  are 
elected  by  presbyteries  in  North 
Carolina.  Four  are  elected  by  the 
presbyteries  of  Everglades  and 
Suwanee  (two  each).  And  of  the 
16  other  members,  eight  are 
elected  by  the  trustees  (four  of 
whom  must  be  alumni)  and  eight 
by  the  college's  alumni.  Nearly 
all  of  them  are  Presbyterian. 

Beyond  its  service  to  North 
Carolina  Presbyterians,  David- 
son is  nationally  recognized  as 
one  of  the  best  liberal  arts 
colleges  in  the  country.  One  of 
the  indicators  of  this  quality  is 
the  number  of  graduate  awards 
and  fellowships  won  by  Davidson 
seniors.  For  the  past  two  years 
Davidson  has  ranked  first  among 
all  educational  institutions  in  the 
number  of  students  receiving 
Rockefeller  Fellowships  for  a 
trial  year  of  theological  study.  It 
also  ranks  high  in  competition  for 
Rhodes,  Woodrow  Wilson,  Mars- 
hall, Danforth,  Thomas  J.  Wat- 
son and  other  national  awards. 


Alumni  in  many  fields  have 
given  the  college  a  rating  among 
the  top  two  percent  of  all  indepen- 
dent American  colleges  in  the 
percentage  of  graduates  listed  in 
"Who's  Who  in  America." 

To  maintain  this  high  quality, 
Davidson  needs  the  continuing 
support  of  North  Carolina  Pres- 
byterians. Currently  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina  is  sponsoring  a 
capital  funds  campaign  to  raise 
$6  million  for  Davidson,  and  for 
Queens  College  in  Charlotte, 
before  July  of  this  year.  To  date 
$2.5  million  has  been  raised. 

Funds  raised  during  the  camp- 
aign will  be  used  for  building 
construction  and  renovation,  and 
endowment.  Davidson's  biggest 
needs  are  its  $4  million  E.H. 
Little  Library  now  under  const- 
ruction, remodeled  science  facili- 
ties, and  a  College  Union.  Funds 
used  for  endowment  will  be  used 
mainly  for  professorships  and  for 
scholarships  for  students  with 
financial  need. 

135  Years 

Davidson  has  served  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  for  more  than 
135  years.  It  looks  forward  to  the 
future  with  confidence  that  this 
relationship  will  continue  and 
prosper,  to  the  benefit  of  both 
Church  and  college. 


Members  of  Concord 
Presbytery  have  adopted  a  plan 
which  will  provide  the  leadership 
of  a  General  Presbyter  and 
two  associates  in  the  newly 
reorganized  presbytery. 

Meeting  at  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  in 
Morganton  on  January  23, 
presbytery  commissioners 
adopted  a  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Mission  and  Structure 
which  set  staff  guidelines  and  job 
descriptions  for  the  three  new 
positions. 

Concord  Presbytery  was 
formed  by  the  merger  of  Kings 
Mountain,  Concord,  and  Winston- 
Salem  Presbyteries  in  1972.  The 
Executive  Secretaries,  who 
formerly  served  Concord  and 
Winston-Salem  presbyteries, 
Rev.L.  B.  Colquitt  and  Rev.  G.  P. 
Whiteley,  will  continue  to  serve 
Concord  Presbytery  through 
June  and  will  be  eligible  to  apply 
for  the  new  positions. 

The  presbytery  heard  a  report 
that  churches  in  the  three  North 
Carolina  counties  presently  in 
Holston  Presbytery  will  become 
part  of  Concord  Presbytery  with 
the  organization  of  Synod  "B". 

In  other  action,  the  Presbytery 
accepted   $348,000  for  General 
Assembly  causes,   $263,000  for 
Synod  causes  and  $441,000  for 
Presbytery  causes.

GEB;  and  that  personnel  hiring 
will  be  coordinated  by  Tempor- 
ary Personnel  Unit  with  final 
employment  decisions  resting 
with  the  management  team,  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the 
General  Executive  Board. 


Stanley  S.  Jones  of  Atlanta  has 
been  named  director  of  the 
Temporary  Personnel  Unit  and 
will  be  responsible  for  assisting 
the  management  team  in  secur- 
ing staff  for  the  new 
denominational  structure. 

Public  Relations 

A  subcommittee  headed  by  Dr. 
Ben  L.  Rose,  chairman  of  the 
GEB,  and  including  one  repre- 
sentative from  each  of  the  GEB 
Divisions,  was  granted  funding 
not  to  exceed  $50,000  for  "certain 
public  relations  functions  related 
to  GEB  operations."  The  sub- 
committee will  work  with  Norris 
Consultants  of  Jackson, 
Mississippi. 

Nominating  Committee 
During  the  three-day  January 
meeting  the  GEB  elected  a 
Nominating  Committee  to  submit 
names  for  various  councils  and 
advisory  groups  indicated  in  the 
reorganization  plan  and  asked  for 
nominations  for  the  management 
council  of  the  Presbyterian 
School  of  Christian  Education  to 
be  considered  during  the  March 
meeting.

Example,  if  an  alumnus  gave  $15 
in  1972  and  gives  $20  this  year,  the 
new  $5  is  matched  by  the  foun- 
dation.

The  Presbytery,  meeting  in 
Goldsboro  on  Januc>ry  23,  heard 
the  report  of  the  Council  which 
included  the  list  of  prioritized 
goals  resulting  from  the  planning 
process  and  the  groupings 
proposed  to  implement  the  goals. 
The  task  force  groups  were 
established  and  will  make  recom- 
mendations to  the  Council. 

The  Council  also  recommended 
that  the  Presbytery  budget  be 
revised  in  the  amount  of  $172,131 
and  that  the  total  be  divided 
according  to  the  following 
percentages:  37  percent  for 
General  Assembly  causes,  30 
percent  for  Synod  causes,  and  33 
percent  for  Presbytery  causes. 

The  meeting,  held  at  the 
Goldsboro  First  Church  and 
attended  by  68  ministers  and 
ruling  elders,  was  called  to  order 
by  the  moderator,  the  Rev.  J. 
Lewis  Baker. 

Other  actions  taken  by  the 
Presbytery  were  the  dissolution 
of  pastoral  relationships  bet- 
ween the  Rev.  George  D.  Heath 
and  the  Ahoskie  Pesbyterian 
Church  and  between  the  Rev. 
Robert  L.  Hair,  Jr.  and  the  Neuse 
Forest  Presbyterian  Church  in 
New  Bern.

Lees-McRae  Launches  'We  Care' 
Campaign;  Seeks  New  Facilities 


For  the  first  time  in  its  history, 
Lees-McRae  College,  the  Pres- 
byterian related  junior  college  in 
Banner  Elk,  has  launched  a  11/2 
million  dollar  "We  Care"  cam- 
paign to  provide  two  vitally 
needed  facilities,  which  will  re- 
place a  completely  outmoded 
gymnasium  and  the  present  in- 
adequate cafeteria. 

The  college  has  recently  an- 
nounced that  it  has  received  a 
grant  of  $728,000  for  HUD  (Hous- 
ing and  Urban  Development)  for 
the  expansion  and  building  prog- 
ram. The  college  will  commence 
construction  immediately  on  a 
$756,000  cafeteria,  and  is  in  final 
preparation  to  let  bids  on  a  new 
physical  education-recreation 
center  at  an  estimated  construc- 
tion cost  of  $786,000.  The  college 
building  program  will  cost  an 
estimated  one  and  one-half  mil- 
lion dollars  leaving  $450,000  yet  to 
be  raised. 

The  building  program  cam- 
paign is  under  the  leadership  of 
Mr.  John  H.  Williams,  General 
Chairman.  Mr.  Williams  is  Chair- 
man of  The  Williams  Companies, 
Tulsa,  Oklahoma  and  is  active  in 
Linville,  North  Carolina  affairs. 
Hugh  Morton  of  Grandfather 
Mountain  is  Chairman  of  the 
Summer  Colony  Division  and  Mr. 
N.J.  MacDonald,  Chairman  of 
Thomas  and  Betts,  Corp.,  Eliza- 
beth, New  Jersey  is  serving  as 
Vice  Chairman.  The  College  Fa- 
mily is  headed  by  Dr.  Pitser  M. 
Lyons,  III,  pastor  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Morris- 
town,  Tennessee.  Mr.  Sam  K. 


Mortimer,  insurance  and  realtor 
of  Newland,  North  Carolina  is 
Chairman  of  the  North  Carolina 
Division,  and  will  be  assisted  by

The  Lees-McRae,  the  new 
physical  education  and  recrea- 
tion center  will  provide  among 
other  things,  an  indoor  heated 
swimming  pool,  and  a  gymna- 
sium with  960  spectator  seats 
which  will  double  as  an  auditor- 
ium for  plays,  features,  presenta- 


tions, etc.  It  will  include  courts 
for  basketball,  volleyball,  bad- 
minton, as  well  as  a  handball 
area. 

The  new  cafeteria  provide  fac- 
ilities to  handle  peak  periods,  a 
private  dining  room  for  special 
meetings,  and  the  main  dining 
area  will  accommodate  groups 
for  special  occasions. 

Both  of  these  facilities  will 
accommodate  community  events 
and  activities  as  well  as  those  of 
the  student  body. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  H. 
C.  Evans,  Jr.  Lees-McRae  Col- 
lege continues  the  ministry  which 
was  begun  over  seventy  years 
ago  by  the  college's  founder, 
Edgar  Tufts.  Mr.  Tufts  was 
motivated  by  a  burning  desire  to 
extend  the  church's  compassion 
to  youth  of  the  mountains.

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Davidson  President  Named  Church  And  Society  Council 
To  National  Commission     Prepares  Position  Papers 


Davidson  College's  President, 
Dr.  Samuel  R.  Spencer,  Jr.,  has 
been  named  to  a  national  com- 
mission which  serves  as  "liaison 
between  institutions  of  higher 
education  and  the  federal 
government." 

He  was  appointed  by  the 
American  Council  on  Education 
to  serve  four  years  on  its  Comm- 
ission on  Federal  Relations.  In 
the  past  few  years  the  Com- 
mission has  made  recom- 
mendations on  subjects  such  as 
federal  policy  on  scholarships, 
loans  and  fellowships;  in- 
stitutional support;  Selective 
Service;  college  housing;  taxes 
and  wage^rice  problems. 

In  recent  public  speeches 
Spencer  has  warned  that  the 
independence  of  American 
colleges  and  universities  is  being 
threatened  from  several  direc- 
tions, including  government.  He 
has  expressed  special  concern 
about  the  tendency  of  the  U.  S. 
Department  of  Health,  Education 
and  Welfare,  "as  it  seeks  to 
implement  constructive  provis- 
ions of  the  law,  to  dictate 
academic  matters  such  as  curri- 
culum, library  materials,  and 
admissions  standards." 
A  speech  on   this  subject 


delivered  in  Charlotte  last  year 
has  been  printed  in  the 
Congressional  Record,  Bital 
Speeches  magazine,  and  other 
publications. 

Spencer  is  vice  president  of  the 
North  Carolina  Association  of 
Independent  Colleges  and 
Universities  and  former 
president  of  the  Virginia  Foun- 
dation for  Independent  Colleges. 
Before  becoming  Davidson's 
president  in  1968  he  headed  Mary 
Baldwin  College  in  Staunton,  Va., 
for  eleven  years.

major  resource  for  the  document 
on  patriotism. 

Author  of  the  paper  on 
pornography,  Dr.  Shirley  C. 
Gunthrie,  Jr.  of  Columbia 
Theological  Seminary,  Decatur, 
Ga.,  presented  his  material  on 
individual  freedom  and  com- 
munity responsibility;  What  is 
obscentiy?;  and  guidelines  for 
Christian  decision. 

Dr.  Gunthrie  writes: 
"Christians  have  no  simple  and 
easy  answers  to  the  complex 
legal,  psychological  and 
sociological  questions"  men- 
tioned in  the  paper.  "We  cannot 
formulate  a  solution  to  them 
which  we  could  claim  is  the 
Christian  solution"  but  he  outlies 
a  number  of  guidelines  for 
Christian  action. 

Dr.  Milner  S.  Ball,  professor  in 
the  School  of  Law  at  Rutgers 
University,  was  secured  to 
prepare  the  paper  on  "Criminal 
Justice."  This  paper  was  ap- 
proved by  the  council  but  will  not 
be  sent  to  the  General  Assembly. 

Dr.  Ball  calls  attention  to  some 
of  the  issues  involved  in  the 
matter  of  criminal  justice. 

"Courts,  police  and  some  form 
of  criminal  punishment  are  and 
will  doubtless  continue  to  be 
necessary.  Criminal  acts  must  be 
dealt  with.  However,  the  criminal 
justice  system  as  it  now  exists 
...is  a  scandal.  It  serves  neither 
justice  nor  crime  prevention," 
declares  the  Rutgers  professor. 

An  interpretive  paper  on  "The 
Nature  and  Function  of  General 
Assembly  Statements  on  Social 
Issues"  was  also  approved  by  the 
council  to  be  forebearded  to  the 
General  Assembly  for  adoption. 

It  begins  by  explaining  that  the 
General  Assembly  makes 
statements  on  social  issues 
"because  such  statements  are  a 
witness  to  the  God  who  has 
revealed  himself  in  Jesus 
Christ."  It  takes  note  of  the  fact 
that  the  1861  Assembly,  the  first 


Assembly  of  PCUS,  addressed 
itself  to  the  issue  of  slavery.  In 
1862  the  Assembly  issued 
statements  on  "profanity,  in- 
temperance, gambling  and 
Sabbath  intemperance,  gambling 
and  Sabbath  desecration." 

The  document  explains  that  the 
General  Assembly  makes  its 
"corporate  witness"  on  the 
grounds  of  a  "clear  biblical 
mandate"  and  on  a  "clear  con- 
stitutional authority"  through  the 
Book  of  Church  Order  which 
states  that  "Church  courts  may 
frame  symbols  of  faith,  bear 
testimony  against  error  in 
doctrine  and  immorality  in 
practice  within  or  without  the 
Church,  give  counsel  in  matters 
of  conscience  and  decide  issues 
properly  brought  before  the 
church." 

The  paper  stresses  that  the 
General  Assembly  issues 
statements  for  itself  only  —  not 
for  members  of  the  Church,  nor 
necessarily  for  a  majority  of 
Presbyterians,  and  not  for  the 
denomination  as  a  whole. 

The  annual  report  of  the 
Council  on  Church  and  Society  to 
this  year's  Assembly  takes  the 
form  of  a  review  of  the  work  of 
the  council  since  its  establish- 
ment in  1966,  and  enumerates 
papers  and  messages  that  have 
come  from  the  council,  giving  the 
dispensation  of  each. 

After  a  lengthy  discussion  of 
future  priorities  for  areas  of  work 
presently  under  the  council, 
members  voted  to  send  two 
priorities  to  the  General 
Executive  Board's  Committee  on 
Priorities  for  its  consideration: 
Justice  —  focusing  on  economic 
justice,  criminal  justice  system 
reform,  and  women's  rights;  and 
Reconciliation— Centering  on 
desegregation  of  schools  and 
residential  areas  alienation  of 
youth,  and  healing  the  wounds  of 
Vietnam  at  home  and  abroad.

Vital  Purpose,  Exciting  Future  Daughdrill 


Queens  College  is  more  than  a 
"survivor"  of  problems  confront- 
ing all  private  schools,  "it  is  a 
strong,  healthy,  dynamic  institu- 
tion with  a  vital  purpose  and  an 
exciting  future." 

Dr.  Alfred  0.  Canon,  vice 
president  of  academic  affairs  and 
dean  of  the  Synod-related  college 
in  Charlotte,  made  the  analysis  in 
an  address  entitled  "Survival 
Plus."  He  was  principal  speaker 
at  the  February  7  honors 
convocation  for  Queens  students 
named  to  the  Dean's  List  and  to 
honorary  groups  that  cited  their 
high  achievements. 

Queens'  potential  "as  a  rele- 
vant, urban  liberal  arts  college 
for  women,  geared  to  the  de- 
mands and  needs  of  contempor- 
ary culture,  is  almost  unlimited. 

"The  acid  tests  of  survival- 
creativity,  adaptability,  and 
sensitivity  to  the  interests  of 
students-are  a  proper  challenge 
for  a  partnership  of  students, 
faculty,  administration,  and 
trustees  who  will  work  together 
for  the  Queens  College  of  the 
'70s,"  Canon  said. 

Before  reaching  those  conclu- 
sions, the  dean  discussed  present 
goals  and  priorities  at  Queens, 
changes  in  the  last  five  years, 
and  suggestions  for  the  future. 

In  discussing  the  liberal  arts 
curriculum,  he  indicated  that  the 
Queens  student  needs  to  expect 
an  education  that  "will  liberate 
her  from  the  evils  of  ignorance, 
despair,  meaninglessness,  and 
insensitivity  which  curse  our 
modern  society,  even  as  it  pre- 
pares her  to  'do  her  own  thing'  in 
the  most  significant  dedication  of 
her  time  and  talent. 

Canon  said  "several  interest- 
ing changes"  in  curriculum  have 
occurred  during  the  last  five 
years,  including  reduction  of 
general  education  courses  requir- 
ed of  all  students  from  12  hours  in 
1968  to  three  hours  in  1973; 
introduction  of  the  "self-structur- 
ed major";  and  the  number  of 
elective  hours  increased  to  61  in 
1973,  compared  to  36  in  1968. 

"Good"  features  of  the  present 
program:  a  strong  major  with 
supporting  electives,  much  more 
freedom  and  flexibility  for  the 
student  to  choose  her  program  of 
study;  tailor-made  structure  to 
fit  the  needs  and  interests  of  each 
student.

However,  Canon  cited  some 
disadvantages  that  include 
haveing  a  "curriculum  that  for 
most  is  still  structured  in  18 
traditional  disciplines  with  little 
attention  being  devoted  to  an 
integrated  multi-disciplinary 
view  and  analysis  of  topics..." 

Shouldn't  a  liberal  education 
for  women  in  the  '70's  be  "more 
problem-focused  or  issue-orient- 
ed?" Canon  asked. 

Future  courses,  he  suggested, 
might  include  "Women  in  the 
Western  Tradition,"  "Women 


and  the  Environment,"  and 
"Women  and  Contemporary  Soc- 
iety." 

Programs  that  are  problem- 
oriented,  student-related,  practi- 
cal and  relevant,  and  tied  to 
off-campus  experience  can  and 
should  be  as  high  in  quality  as  a 
more  traditional  approach." 

"Queens  College  will  survive  in 
the  '70's  but  the  ultimate  question 
is-'for  what?"  The  answer 
should  challenge  the  Queens  Col- 
lege Community  in  the  weeks  and 
months  ahead,"  the  dean  said.

St.  Andrews  President  Suggests 
New  Priorities,  Board  Approves 


New  projections  forecasting 
slower  growth  in  enrollment  for 
the  nation's  private  colleges  and 
a  rapidly  changing  cultural 
environment  are  leading  St. 
Andrews  Presbyterian  College  to 
assess  its  priorities  and  goals  for 
the  balance  of  the  1970's.  These 
new  priorities  suggested  by  Pre- 
sident Donald  Hart  have  won 
endorsement  at  the  most  recent 
meeting  of  the  St.  Andrews  Board 
of  Trustees  and  from  the  faculty. 

In  oversimplified  terms,  the 
liberal  arts  college  will  focus  on 
improvements  in  quality  while 
hoping  to  surpass  predicted 
growth  rates. 

The  U.S.  Office  of  Education 
has  recently  projected  en- 
rollment increases  of  eight 
percent  of  private  liberal  arts 
colleges.  For  St.  Andrews  this 
means  an  enrollment  of  some  940 
students  in  1980.  "Hopefully,  we 
shall  do  better  and  will  continue 
to  work  toward  a  student  body  of 
1100  to  1200,"  explains  Dr.  Hart. 
"Our  goal  is  not  to  be  bigger  but 
to  have  an  enrollment  of  1100  as 
the  most  economic  size  to  under- 
gird  the  desired  quality  in  our 
programs." 

An  urgent  goal  of  St.  Andrews 
will  be  to  acquire  at  least  $14 
million  to  add  to  current  endow- 
ment valued  at  just  over  $2 
million.  This  additional  endow- 
ment and  its  income  will  be 
required  to  meet  the  estimated 
$100,000  annual  increase  in  opera- 
tion budgets  resulting  from  pro- 
jected inflation  rates. 

Many  long-established  private 
colleges  have  endowments  that 
produce  from  20  to  50  percent  of 
their  operating  budgets.  St.  And- 
rew's endowment  currently  pro- 
duces about  three  percent.  Presi- 
dent Hart  points  out  that  this 
forces  the  college  to  rely  heavily 
on  tuition  and  fees  and  makes  the

operating  budget  unduly  vulner- 
able to  even  modest  year-to-year 
fluctuations  in  enrollment. 

While  realistically  confronting 
the  task  for  the  remainder  of  the 
decade,  Dr.  Hart  emphasizes  that 
St.  Andrews  has  a  number  of 
assets  on  which  to  build  confiden- 
tly on  "the  phenomenal  develop- 
ment of  her  first  12  short  years." 
These  include  a  high-quality, 
innovative,  effective  academic 
program;  leadership  in  inter- 
disciplinary teaching;  a  splendid 
physical  plant;  experienced  ad- 


ministrators; a  history  of  strong 
support  for  tne  church,  com- 
munity, state,  and  region;  a  good 
student  body;  and  "as  highly-tal- 
ented, well-informed  and  influen- 
tial group  of  trustees  as  can  be 
found  anywhere." 

"If  the  times  are  more  difficult, 
they  also  offer  opportunities  for  a 
college  that  retains  the  distinc- 
tive attributes  of  a  church-relat- 
ed institution,"  affirms  Dr.  Hart, 
an  active  Presbyterian  elder  who 
came  to  St.  Andrews  in  1969  after 
deanships  at  the  business 
schools  at  the  University  of 
Florida  and  the  University  of

"We  feel  that  our  program  here 
at  St.  Andrews  equips  us  to 
handle  the  problems  of  a  diverse 
student  body  better  than  most 
others  that  are  available,  even 
though  we  have  not  solved  all  of 
the  inherent  problems.  We  are 
not  engaged  in  imposing  values 
or  in  evangelism  in  the  guise  of 
academic  pursuits.  In  the  exa- 
mination of  history,  in  confront- 
ing the  present,  and  preparing  for 
the  future,  hopefully  our  students 
will  come  to  appreciate  values 
rooted  in  the  Christian  faith,  but 
that  adoption  of  values  and  faith, 
if  enduring,  must  be  a  personal 
decision."

(RNS)— Dr.  Eugene  Carson 
Blake,  who  retired  recently  as 
General  secretary  of  the  World 
Council  of  Churches,  may  be  a 
nominee  for  moderator  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.A.

"Confession  Amid  Confusion" 
was  the  phrase  used  by  Dr. 
Albert  C.  Winn  to  describe  the 
work  of  the  committee  that  is 
preparing  a  new  confession  of 
faith  to  members  of  Orange 
Presbytery. 

Speaking  to  approximately  300 
ministers  and  ruling  elders  at  the 
February  3  meeting  of  the 
presbytery,  Dr.  Winn,  president 
of  Louisville  Presbyterian  Theol- 
ogical Seminary  and  chairman  of 
the  Assembly's  Ad  Interim 
Committee  on  the  New  Con- 
fession of  Faith,  said  that 
language  is  the  major  problem  in 
writing  the  document. 

"It's  difficult  to  find  the  sort  of 
ringing  theological  language  the 
church  needs  when  it  is  about  to 
confess  its  faith." 

Despite  the  problems,  Dr.  Winn 
declared,  "Long  ago,  the  com- 
mittee.  decided  we'd  rather  go 
down  with  a  document  that  says 
something  rather  than  get  by 
with  a  document  that  says 
nothing." 

Following  Dr.  Winn's  remarks, 
the  Presbytery  divided  itself  into 
small  groups  to  discuss  the 
proposed  confession  and  to 
prepare  questions  for  Dr.  Winn. 

Another  highlight  of  the  day- 
long meeting  was  the  service  of 
installation  of  the  Rev.  Z.  N. 
Holler  as  General  Pastor  of  the 
presbytery.  In  his  new  post,  Dr. 
Holler  will  serve  as  staff 
executive  for  the  Division  of 
Elders.  He  was  formerly  campus 
minister  at  N.  C.  State  in  Raleigh.

Peace  College  Annovinces  Gifts 


Drewry  J.  Jones,  chairman  of 
the  Peace  College  Board  of 
Trustees  and  president  of  A.  E. 
Finley  &  Associates,  Inc.,  has 
announced  several  special 
bequests  and  contributions  which 
the  Presbyterian-related 
women's  college  in  Raleigh 
received  during  the  last  two 
months  of  1972. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.W.  Trent  Ragland 
Jr.,  of  Raleigh  are  underwriting 
the  cost  of  two  new  tennis  coui-ts. 
Ragland,  also  a  member  of  the 
Peace  Board  of  Trustees  and 
president  of  the  Southern 
Division  of  Martin  Marietta 
Aggregates,  previously  donated 
the  cost  of  three  tennis 
courts  and  has  been  a  con- 
tinuing benefactor  of  the  college. 


Bequests,  contributions  and 
special  gifts  totaling  ap- 
proximately $400,000  in  en- 
dowment funds  were  received. 
Jones  emphasized  the  value  of 
such  endowment  funds  "which 
help  assure  the  future  solvency  of 
the  church-related  college.  An 
increase  of  30  per  cent  in  our 
endowment  income  will  be  most 
significant,"  he  said. 

One  grant  of  $150,000  will 
provide  annual  income  for  the 
maintenance  and  capital  im- 
provements to  an  existing 
campus  building.  This  unique 
fund,  a  first  for  Peace  College,  is 
rare  in  higher  education  circles, 
according  to  Jones. 

An  additional  $100,000  will 
endow  a  work-study  program. 


Assembly  Contributions 
Increased  in  1972 

(PN)— Contributions  to  the  general  mission  budget  of  the  denomina- 
tion increased  3.07  percent  during  1972.  Last  year's  receipts  totaled 
$7,741,088,  compared  with  $7,510,502  the  previous  year. 

The  funds  go  toward  the  support  of  18  causes  included  in  the 
denomination's  benevolence  budget. 

While  the  total  increased,  the  percentage  given  to  the  denomination's 
benevolence  budget  decreased. 

The  1972  total  represents  85.28  percent  of  a  $9,077,000  budget,  while  the 
1971  figure  was  88.36  percent  of  $8,500,000. 

Figures  of  all  contributions  by  the  950,000  members,  including  local 
and  regional  causes,  will  not  be  available  for  several  months.  The  1971 
total  was  $145,972,874. 

Two  causes  received  more  than  the  budgeted  amount  because  of  gifts 
designated  specifically  for  their  use.  The  Board  of  Annunities  and  Relief 
received  $813,510  to  administer  its  program  of  ministerial  relief.  This 
represents  130.16  percent  of  its  budget.  Lord's  Day  Alliance,  which  is 
supported  interdenominationally,  received  465.27  percent  of  its  $1,000 
budget. 

The  biggest  total  last  year  went  to  the  Board  of  World  Missions  for  its 
missionary  work  overseas.  It  receives  $3,809,250,  slightly  more  than  half 
the  total  benevolences. 


Career^  Personal  Counseling 
Service  Offers  Expanded  Program 

The  Career  and  Personal 
Counseling  Service,  an  agency  of 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  and 
controlled  by  the  Committee  on 
Christian  Education,  was  first 
established  at  Flora  Macdonald 
College  in  1952,  operating  for 
some  years  under  the  name  of  the 
Presbyterian  Guidance  Center.  It 
was  moved  to  the  campus  of  St. 
Andrews  Presbyterian  College  in 
1961. 

In  1972,  Synod's  Christian 
Education  Committee  recom- 
mended the  establishment  of  a 
second  Counseling  Center  on  the 
campus  of  Queens  College  in 
Charlotte.  Both  Centers,  operat- 
ing as  a  part  of  the  same 
program,  will  provide  more  flexi- 
bility in  meeting  the  needs  of 
persons  across  the  Synod, 
according  to  Dr.  Alfred  Thomas, 
Director.  Established  initially  to 
provide  career  guidance  for  high 
school  students,  the  Centers  now 
offer  comprehensive  counseling 
services  to  persons  of  all  ages. 

The  new  Center  in  Charlotte 
should  provide  an  opportunity  for 
expanded  services  to  people  in 
the  western  half  of  the  Synod. 

One  of  the  newer  programs  now 
offered  is  in  the  area  of  career 
development  for  church  profess- 
ionals. Career  counseling  is  offer- 
ed as  a  normative  process,  as 
well  as  for  crisis  situations.  This 
service  is  offered  with  the  hope 
that  professional  development 
can  be  enhanced  through  periodic 
opportunities  for  self-evaluation, 
goal  setting,  planned  continuing 
education  and  exploration  of  life 
style.  These  services  are  offered 
at  the  Laurinburg  Center  under 
accreditation  by  the  Church 
Career  Development  Council  and 


New  Career  and  Counseling  facility  on  the  campus  of  Queens  College. 


are  available  on  an  ecumenical 
basis. 

Similar  services  are  available 
to  any  adult.  In  addition  to  career 
counseling,  the  staff  also  pro- 
vides personal  counselmg  in  such 
areas  as  marriage  and  family. 
Individuals  come  on  self-referral 
as  well  as  referral  by  minister 
and  physicians  and  other 
agencies. 

Students  at  St.  Andrews  and 
Queens  are  served  by  the  respec- 
tive Centers  under  contract  with 
the  colleges  at  no  cost  to  the 
student.  Any  college  student  may 
utilize  the  services  at  a  nominal 
cost.  Such  services  would  include 
academic  and  educational  coun- 
seling, career  counseling,  person- 
al adjustment,  values,  dating, 
sex,  drugs  and  matters  of  faith. 

Career  guidance  for  high 
school  young  people  continues  to 
be  a  major  facet  of  the  program. 
In  1972,  more  than  500  young 


people  took  advantage  of  a 
two-day  experience  at  the  Center 
as  a  part  of  a  structured  program 
within  the  local  Church.  The 
Center  staff  works  closely  with 
local  churches  and  schools  in 
providing  an  individualized  ex- 
perience for  each  young  person. 
Many  young  people  also  visit  the 
Centers  for  matters  of  special 
concern  quite  apart  from  the 
structured  program  within  the 
church. 


Other  services  available 
include:  high  school  equivalency 
examination,  special  testing  for 
graduate  school  admission,  eva- 
luative services  for  children, 
working  with  juvenile  courts  and 
probation  officials  and  other 
similar  referral  sources.  Several 
presbyteries  within  the  Synod 
also  have  their  candidates  for  the 
ministry  come  to  the  Center  as  a 
part  of  the  process. 
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New  Name,  New  Structure — 


New  Regional  Synod  Broadens 
Mission  Opportunity,  Resources 


A  new  structure,  a  new  name, 
new  boundaries  and  a  new  sense 
of  mission  and  opportunity  were 
approved  by  the  second 
convention  of  Synod  "B"  in 
Greensboro,  March  13  and  14,  by 
representatives  of  North 
Carolina's  701  Presbyterian 
churches. 

The  new  synod  will  be  directed 
by  a  44-member  General  Council. 
Working  through  a  staff  cabinet 
the  synod  will  concentrate  on 
regional  programs  supporting 
church  institutions,  the  providing 
of  resources  for  local  programs 


and  participation  in  specific 
ministeries  (campus  work, 
institutional  chaplaincies,  etc.) 
where  concerns  cross  presbytery 
boundaries  and  needs  cannot  be 
met  locally. 

Entire  State 

The  name  Synod  of  North 
Carolina,  adopted  in  Greensboro, 
reflects  the  extension  of  the 
synod  to  include  the  entire  state. 
Churches  in  the  Asheville 
Presbytery  and  in  three  North 
Carolina  counties  of  Holston

Noted  Churchman  Dies ; 
Synod's  Council  Member 

The  Rev.  E.  Eugene  Kirkman, 
pastor  of  Highland  Presbyterian 
Church,  Winston-Salem,  and  a 
member  of  Synod's  Council  died 
on  Monday,  February  19  follow- 
ing a  brief  illness. 

A  memorial  service  was  held 
on  Wednesday,  February  21  in 
the  church  where  he  served  for 
fourteen  years.  The  Rev.  Ralph 
Underwood,  pastor  of  Clemmons 
Church  and  the  Rev.  Samuel  D. 
Maloney  of  Davidson  College 
conducted  the  service. 

A  native  of  Atlanta,  Kirkman 
graduated  from  Davidson  Col- 
lege and  Union  Theological  Sem- 
inary in  Virginia.  He  served 
Forest  Hills  Church  of  Martins- 
ville, Virginia  before  coming  to 
North  Carolina.  He  is  survived  by 
his  wife  Cynthia  Merrin  Kirk- 
man, four  sons  and  a  daughter. 

News  reports  of  his  death 
included  the  following  tributes: 

"His  fellow  pastors  mourn  his 
death  today  because  he  was  a 
pastor  of  pastors.  His  churchmen 
will  realize,  too,  that  his  strong 
pastoral  heart  always  included 
them  and  their  problems.  For  the 
everyday  man,  he  was  a  man  who 
had  a  special  ability  to  show  he 


separated  in  1915  at  the  forming 
of  the  new  Synod  of  Appalachia, 
are  now  incorporated  into  the 
new  Synod  of  North  Carolina.

cared  and  he  gave  support  at  the 
time  they  needed  it. 

"Mr.  Kirkman  was  one  of  the 
architects  for  the  merged  presby- 
teries that  became  Concord  Pres- 
bytery.

"His  biography  does  not 
include  long  lists  of  member- 
ships, only  the  things  dearest  to 
him-his  church,  his  synod,  his 
presbytery  and  his  alma  maters, 
Davidson  College  and  Union 
Theological  Seminary  at  Rich- 
mond, which  he  had  served  in 
various  ways. 

"Mr.  Kirkman's  sense  of 
humor  went  everywhere  but  to 
the  formality  of  service.  There  he 
was  always  the  clergyman  honor- 
ing the  divineness  of  the  office, 
filled  with  joy  and  hope." 


Union  Committee  Promises 
Second  Draft  Of  Plan  In  1974 


(PN)— The  Joint  Committee 
on  Union  has  voted  to  publish  a 
second  study  draft  of  a  Plan  for 
Union  by  1974. 

The  action  means  that  1975  is 
the  earliest  possible  date  for  a 
vote  on  uniting  the  3.1  million 
member  United  Presbyterians, 
U.S.A.  and  950,b00-member  Pres- 
byterian Church,  U.S.  The  com- 
mittee has  been  in  conversations 
since  1969. 

1974  Assembly 

The  committee  agreed  to  for- 
mulate plans  and  make  recom- 
mendations to  the  1974  General 
Assemblies  "dealing  with  race 
and  diversity  at  every  level  of  the 
church's  life."  The  recommenda- 


tions will  become  "part  of  the 
materials  sent  down  to  the 
churches  for  study  and. ..(for) 
grass-roots  implementation." 

The  committee  also  made 
plans  for  working  with  the  newly 
organized  agencies  of  each  de- 
nomination and  with  the  new 
regional  synods  and 
presbyteries. 

Prior  to  adopting  the  1974 
timetable,  the  group  engaged  in 
extended  debate  over  a  proposed 
"escape  clause"  in  the  plan, 
which  would  allow  congregations 
to  elect  not  to  enter  the  union  and 
retain  possession  of  their 
property. 

As  a  substitute  to  the  motion  to 
redraft  the  plan  for  1974,  William 
P.  Thompson  of  Philadelphia, 


UPUSA  stated  clerk,  moved  to 
break  off  conversations. 

He  argued  that  "the  time  is  not 
propitious"  for  consummation  of 
the  union,  and  therefore  the 
committee  should  be  discharged. 

The  motion  was  overwhelming- 
ly defeated  and  the  original 
proposal  for  revising  the  plan 
was  approved. 

"We  need  to  help  the  church 
become  more  ready  for  union  and

The  North  Carolina  Historical 
Society  will  feature  Jack  Dail 
during  its  1973  meeting  at  the 
Milner  Memorial  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Raleigh  on  April  13, 
according  to  an  announcement  by 
the  Rev.  James  MacKenzie, 
president. 

Dail's  topic  will  be  the  life  of 
Dr.  James  R.  Sprunt. 

A  new  historical  marker  honor- 
ing Dr.  James  M.  Sprunt  has 
been  erected  in  Beulaville. 

Dr.  Sprunt  was  one  of  the  early 


leaders  of  Wilmington  Presby- 
tery being  licensed  and  ordained 
as  Minister  of  the  Word  in  1849. 

He  became  pastor  of  the  Grove 
Church  in  Kenansville;  and  later 
he  added  the  Mt.  Zion  Church  at 
Charity  and  the  Union  Church  of 
Duplin.  Dr.  Sprunt  also  taught 
school  and  served  as  Register  of 
Deeds.

Social  Justice  Seminar 
Attracts  Large  Attendance 


Consumer  advocate,  Ralph 
Nader  and  the  Rev.  Jesse  Jack- 
son delivered  the  keynote 
addresses  to  a  three-day 
"Institute  on  Social  Justice"  at 
Louisville  Presbyterian  Semin- 
ary on  March  21  and  22. 

The  "Institute"  was  designed 
to  equip  its  100  participants  with 
the  skills  necessary  to  effect 
changes  for  greater  social 
justice.  It  involved  local  political 
and  social  leaders,  members  of 
the  the  news  media,  and  national 
church  leaders  in  a  variety  of 
teaching  experiences.  Particip- 
ants learned  through  simulation 
games,  case  studies,  demonstra- 
tions, and  lectures. 

Speakers 

Mr.  Nader  spoke  on  "Strategy 
for  Justice  in  Consumer  Affairs." 
His  address  was  preceded  by  a 
presentation  on  "Justice  and 
People."  Mr.  Nader  became  a 
national  figure  in  consumer 
affairs  with  the  publication  of  his 
book  Unsafe  at  Any  Speed  in  1965. 
In  1968  he  established  the  Center 
for  Study  of  Responsive  Law,  of 
which  he  is  now  Director. 
Through  this  center  young  pro- 
fessionals have  researched 
public  issues  ranging  from  water 
pollution  to  corporation  monopol- 
ies. Their  task  force  reports  have 
been  printed  in  book  form  and 
have  served  as  reference  sources 
for  individuals  and  groups  work- 
ing for  greater  consumer  protec- 
tion. 

The  Rev.  Jesse  Jackson  ad- 
dressed the  participants  on 
"Strategy  for  Justice  in  Black 
America."  After  leaving  study  at 
Chicago  Theological  Seminary  in 
1966,  Mr.  Jackson  joined  the 


Southern  Christian  Leadership 
Conference's  "Operation  Bread- 
basket" as  Chicago  Coordinator. 
In  1967  he  was  appointed  National 
Director  of  "Operation  Bread- 
basket." Mr.  Jackson  broke  with 
the  SCLC  in  1971.  He  then  founded 
Operation  PUSH  (People  United 
to  Save  Humanity),  a  national 
civic  economics  organization. 
Under  his  leadership.  Operation 
PUSH  is  working  to  resolve  a 
number  of  racial  and  economic 
injustices. 

The  institute  has  received 
endorsements  from  the  Louisville 
Presbyterian  Theological  Semin- 
ary, the  Louisville  Area  Council 
on  Religion  and  Race,  the 
Kentucky  Civil  Liberties  Union, 
the  Louisville  Branch  of  the 
NAACP,  the  Louisville  Urban 
League,  the  Kentuckian  Metro- 
versity,  the  Department  of 
Missions  of  the  Presbytery  of 
Louisville  ( Union ) ,  and  the  Board 
of  National  Ministries  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.

He  has  served  as 
Chairman  of  the  Ad  Interim 
Committee  on  the  Optional  Study 
of  Hebew  ( 1950) ;  Chairman  of  the

The  Fund  will  be  used  for 
calling  soon  the  church's  first 
full-time  minister  in  nearly  three 
years,  for  renovation  work  on  the 
facility  at  101  S.  Gardner  St.  and 
for  revitalizing  the  church's  dor- 
mant program  to  the  community. 

The  Rev.  Wayne  R.  Aughin- 
baugh  is  Moderator  of  Mecklen- 
burg Presbytery  and  presided  at 
the  meeting. 

Self-Study  Discussed 

Also,  during  the  day-long  meet- 
ing at  Paw  Creek  Church  on 
February  27,  Norton,  as  chair- 
man of  the  Presbytery's  strategy 
and  research  committee,  reveal- 
ed that  the  area  governing 
"court"  may  undertake  an  in- 
depth  look  at  itself  and  its 
programs  sometime  this  year. 

The  need  for  such  a  penetrating 
review  was  pointed  up,  he  said  by 
a  recent  study  conducted  of  the 
Smallwood  and  two  other  com- 
munities by  James  Earhart  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  U.S.  Board 
of  National  Ministries.

—Approved  a  motion  calling 
for  an  open  meeting  of  local 
Presbyterians  to  hear  and  dis- 
cuss controversial  issues,  parti- 
cularly union  with  the  UPUSA 
and  formation  of  a  "continuing 
church,"  now  affecting  the 
national  church.

The  crowded  agenda  in  both 
churches  discourages  "the  enth- 
usiastic attention  which  union 
deserves  and  requires,"  the  com- 
mittee's co-chairmen  said  in  a 
prepared  statement  after  the 
meeting. 

They  ticked  off  the  churches' 
involvement  with  realigning 
synod  and  presbytery  boundar- 
ies, reorganizing  Assembly 
agencies,  the  PCUS  confession, 
UPUSA  studies  concerning 
baptism,  discipline  and  the 
nature  of  ministry. 

They  also  said  the  activity  of 
dissenting  groups  "has  preempt- 
ed the  attention  of  news  media 


and  of  many  individuals,  tending 
to  cause  union  to  be  seen  as 
secondary  in  importrance." 

The  second  draft  will  be  "a 
better  Plan  for  Union,"  the 
co-chairman  said.  It  will  be  a 
plan  that  deals  "more  imaginati- 
vely and  persuasively  with  the 
issue  of  minority  participation 
and  representation  in  the  work 
and  worship  of  the  church ;  a  Plan 
which  evokes  commitment  to 
Union  and  is  not  seen  as  a  vehicle 
for  division ;  a  plan  which  reflects 
more  clearly  how  the  church 
must  be  in  mission  both  in  its 
corporate  life  and  in  the  lives  of 
its  individual  members." 

Three  subcommittees  were 
named  to  facilitate  the  group's 
work.  The  Rev.  Wallace  M. 
Alston  Jr.  of  Durham,  is  chair- 
man of  the  sub-committee  on 
Revision  of  the  Plan. 


Public  school  teachers  in  North 
Carolina,  especially  in  Mecklen- 
burg and  nearby  counties,  will  be 
able  to  take  tuition-free  courses 
in  the  liberal  arts  this  summer 
from  Davidson  College.

"This  program  differs  from 
others  in  that  its  main  aim  is  to 
enrich  the  liberal  arts  back- 
ground of  the  public  school 
teacher,"  said  Professor  William 
B.  Hight,  Jr.,  director  of  the 
program. 

Credit  Given 

In  its  six  summers  of  operation, 
the  program  has  enrolled  522 
teachers.  Certificate  renewal 
credit  is  given  by  the  North 
Carolina  Department  of  Public 
Instruction  to  all  who  successful- 
ly complete  courses.  All  fees  are 
paid  by  Davidson  College,  the 
Department  of  Public  Instruc- 


tion, and  the  Aloca  Foundation. 

Two  Sessions 
Teachers  may  take  one  course 
during  each  of  the  two  sessions. 
The  first  session,  June  13-July  2, 
will  offer  courses  on  tragedy,  the 
theatre  arts  in  New  York  (includ- 
ing five  days  in  New  York  City), 
contemporary  poetry,  deviance 
in  drugs  and  sexual  behavior, 
French,  African  government  and 


politics,  and  contemporary 
American  literature. 

The  second  session,  July  9,- 
July  28,  will  feature  a  readers 
theatre  course,  Spanish,  environ- 
mental studies,  Africa  in  world 
affairs,  and  Negro  voices  in 
American  literature.

Unique  Design 

Basic  to  the  new  concept  of  the 
Synod  are  the  "unique  design  for 
mission"  devised  in  1950  by  state 
Presbyterians,  and  the  feeling 
that  the  synod  must  be  both 
servant  and  prophet  -servant  of 
God  and  of  men,  prophet  of  God's 
judgment. 

"The  church's  mission,"  read 
one  study,  "must  always  order  its 
life  and  structure,  or  it  loses  its 
reason  for  being.  The 
maintenance  of  its  institutional 
forms  can  never  become  an  end 
in  itself,  but  rather  can  only  be 
justified  as  long  as  these  forms

prepared  in  the  past  16  months  by 
more  than  100  persons  from  all 
parts  of  the  state. 

The  new  concept  of  the  synod 
recognizes  extensive 
organizational  changes  in  the 
denomination. 

At  the  evening  session  of  the 
synod  on  March  13,  four  of  the  six 
representatives  of  the  General 
Assembly's  Management  Team 
conducted  a  panel  discussion  of 
its  new  plans  and  concepts. 

The  team  has  47  functions, 
spelled  out  by  the  General 
Assembly.  Serving  staggered 
terms,  the  members  of  the  team 
will  have  a  flexibility  which  will 
encourage  self-renewal  and  self- 


provide  the  most  adequate  means 
available  for  responsive 
obedience  to  God's  call." 

Boundaries  Approved 

Synod  approved  proposed 
boundaries  of  presbyteries  but 
also  approved  continual  review. 
A  report  on  boundaries  is  to  be 
presented  every  five  years,  the 
first  due  in  197^. 

Also  approved  were  a  joint 
commission  to  look  to  the 
cooperative  relationship  of  the 
new  Synod  of  North  Carolina  and 
its  educational  institutions,  new 
emphasis  on  family  life  and  the 
church's  role  in  strengthening  it, 
and  recognition  of  the  church's 
concern  in  dependency  and 
change  with  all  other  parts  of 
creation." 

The  Synod  approved  the 
establishment  of  a  Task  Force  on 
Higher  Education,  designed  to 
study  the  uniqueness  of  Christian

higher  education  and  to  study 
ways  in  which  the  church  can 
minister  to  campuses  other  than 
its  own. 

Institutional  Relationships 

The  Committee  on  Institutional 
Relationships  and  Legal  Titles 
sought  to  lay  down  basic 
principles  of  relationship  of  the 
church  to  its  institutions  and  to 
define  a  broader  concept  of 

relationship.  Its  recommenda- 
tions for  additional  study,  par- 
ticularly in  the  field  of  higher 
education  and  the  clarification  of 
legal  titles,  were  approved.  The 
Synod,  its  committee  urged, 
should  be  "open  to  the  establish-

St.  Andrews  Presbyterian 
College  is  surpassing  the  1972 
pace  in  its  Annual  Fund-1973 
campaign  with  $145,000  received 
toward  the  May  31  goal  of 
$300,000. 

Last  year  the  college  received 
$212,(i00  in  gifts  from  alumni, 
parents,  corporations,  foun- 
dations, and  other  friends. 

"If  our  $300,000  Annual  Fund 
goal  last  year  was  perhaps 
ambitious,  there  is  every  reason 
to  believe  we  can  reach  it  this 
year,"  commented  Development 
Director,  J.  Bruce  Frye. 
Underscoring  his  optimism  is  the 
report  of  progress  through 
January  31  from  Associate 
Director  Malcolm  Cameron. 
Cameron  has  the  major 
responsibility  for  co-ordinating 
the  multiphased  efforts  to  secure 
the  voluntary  support  that  is 
critical  to  the  college's  fiscal 
health. 

Alumni  giving  already  has 
surpassed  last  year's  total, 
trustees  are  at  the  40  percent 
mark  toward  the  $75,000  goal  they 
accepted,  and  the  St.  Andrews 
Parents  are  almost  half-way 
toward  meeting  their  1973  goal 
which  is  50  percent  more  than  the 
goal  set  for  1972. 


Even  in  this  age  of  "doing  your 
own  thing,"  individualism  is  still 
pretty  hard  to  come  by. 

But  not  at  Queens  College,  a 
four-year  liberal  arts  college  for 
women  in  Charlotte.  And  some 
students  are  staying  at  Queens 
rather  than  transferring  to  other 
colleges  because  Queens  has  put 
an  exciting  idea  to  work— the 
self-structured  major.  That 
means  a  student  plans  her  own 
course  of  study  in  a  specialized 
field  of  interest. 

Chris  Kramer,  a  junior  from 
Atlanta,  chose  an  unlikely 
combination,  art  and  biology,  for 
her  self-structured  major.  She 
plans  to  be  an  illustrator  for 
medical  and  biology  books.  Her 
work  will  be  published  for  the 
first  time  this  spring  in  a  book  by 
Dr.  Janice  Coffey,  Queens 
biology  professor. 

Art  Therapy 

Art  therapy  was  the  choice  for 
Jarrell  LaGrone,  a  senior  from 
Atlanta.  Since  high  school  days 
she  has  planned  to  work  with 
retarded  children.  With  her 
"new"  major,  she  hopes  to  reach 
her  students  more  successfully. 
Jarrell  combined  a  number  of  art 
and  psychology  courses  to 
complete  her  major. 

Most  "self-structured" 
students  say  that  they  considered 
transferring  to  other  schools  that 
offered  "aproximately "  what 
they  wanted  before  Queens  in- 
stituted the  self-structured 
program  two  years  ago.  But  now, 
students  can  follow  their  own 
interests,  and  at  the  same  time, 
prepare  for  further  study  or  a 
career.  Other  self-structured 
majors  being  planned  are  art 
history  and  classical  civilization. 

Ideas  for  the  majors  come  from 

the  students  themselves,  and  the 
planning  is  done  in  close  con- 
juction  with  faculty  advisers.

Nancy  L.  Eagle,  assistant  dean 
of  the  college,  stresses  that  each 
student's  program  is  carefully 
considered  so  that  it  is  "accep- 
table for  graduate  or  professional 
work  and  acceptable  to  the 
educational  policies  here  at 
Queens."  Although  the  major 
may  include  work  from  more 
than  one  department,  she 
explains  that  the  student  must 
have  sufficient  number  of  hours 
in  one  area  to  acquire  some  "in- 
depth  knowledge." 

Faculty,  staff,  and  students  at 
Queens  are  sure  that  the  self- 
structured  major  program  has 
fulfilled  a  real  academic  need 
without  sacrificing  academic 
excellence.

Education  beyond  high  school 
is  available  to  all  boys  and  girls 
who  finish  school  while  in  resi- 
dential care  at  Barium  Springs. 
Higher  education  is  made  pos- 
sible for  Barium  residents 
through  funds  set  aside  especial- 
ly for  this  purpose. 

Although  the  care  and  planning 
programs  at  Barium  has  as  one 
of  its  purposes  the  return  of  the 
child  to  his  own  home,  there  are 
those  that  need  to  remain  in  care 
through  his  school.  During  the 
junior  year  of  high  school, 
Barium  staff  members  plan  with 
the  young  person  and  his  family 
about  future  educational  needs. 

Some  decide  to  go  to  work,  and 
others  get  married;  but  many 
want  to  take  advantage  of 
Barium's  extended  services  and 
improve  their  vocational  skills.  A 
technical  education  proves  most 
beneficial  for  some  of  the  young 
people,  while  others  plan  for  an 
academic  college  degree. 

At  this  time  Barium  has  stud- 
ents in  higher  education  at  the 
following  schools:  University  of 
North  Carolina,  Greensboro;  Mit- 
chell College;  Piedmont  Com- 
munity     College;  Western 


United  Bible 
Society 

(RNS) — Since  the  invention  of 
printing  at  least  one  complete 
book  of  the  Bible  has  been 
published  in  1,500  languages  and 
dialects,  according  to  the  United 
Bible  Societies  in  London. 

The  UBS,  which  links  more 
than  50  national  Bible  Societies 
throughout  the  world,  said  this 
figure  was  reached  by  an  in- 
crease of  43  more  languages 
during  1972, 

The  announcement  said  the 
new  languages  in  which  portions 
of  the  Bible  were  printed  last 
year  ranged  from  Apalaf,  spoken 
in  Brazil,  to  Zongkhar,  spoken  in 
the  Asian  mountain  state  of 
Bhutan.  Mark's  Gospel  was  the 
most  popular  publication.

Ten  thousand  children  are  fed  a 
hot  meal  daily  in  Managua, 
Nicaragua,  the  'quake-shattered 
city'  through  Church  World 
Service. 

The  U.S.  Protestant  Church 
agency  supplies  funds  and  food  to 
run  the  thirty-five  feeding  sta- 
tions scattered  in  the  city  and 
throughout  the  area,  and  works 
directly  through  Committee 
Evangelico  Pro-Ayuda  a  los 
Damnificados,  (CEPAD). 

Toddlers  To  Teenagers 

The  children  ranging  from 
toddlers  to  teenagers  receive  a 
lunch  comprising  meat,  rice, 
beans  and  vegetables.  For  many 
it  is  the  only  substantial  meal  of 
the  day.  For  others,  it  supple- 
ments a  still  scanty  diet. 

Church  World  Service  entered 
the  'quake-wracked  capital'  of 
this  country  twenty-four  hours 


after  the  short  but  devastating 
tremors  hit  on  the  night  before 
Christmas  Eve,  and  has  been 
enlarging  its  relief  and  rehab- 
ilitation activities  since  that 
time.  During  the  early  days  of  the 
disaster,  the  church  agency  rush- 
ed food,  medical  supplies,  shelter 
material  and  funds  into  the  area. 
The  agency  will  shortly  supervise 
the  construction  of  1,000  one- 
room  houses  for  those  who  lost 
their  abodes.

Church  World  Service  is  acting 
as  agent  in  the  Managua  holo- 
caust for  the  World  Council  of 
Churches  headquartered  in 
Geneva,  Switzerland. 

A  total  of  $18,469  in  contri- 
butions has  betjn  received  by  the 
Board  of  World  Missions,  to  be 
forwarded  to  Managua  through 
Church  World  Service.

Annuities  Board  Plans  Several 
Recommendations  For  1973  Assembly 


(PN)— The  February  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Annuities  and 
Relief  resulted  in  a  number  of 
recommendations  to  the  1973 
General  Assembly  calling  for 
liberalized  benefits  for  members 
of  the  pension  funds  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church. 

The  General  Assembly  will  be 
asked  to  endorse  an  action  of  the 
board  providing  for  "good  exper- 
ience credit"  of  13  percent  to  be 
added  to  accounts  of  active 
members  of  the  Ministers' 
Annuity  Fund  (MAP),  increasing 
checks  to  retired  ministers  and 
widows,  effective  Jan.  1,  1974. 
This  will  be  the  eighth  good 
experience  credit  since  1964  and 
for  some  members,  will  increase 
pension  by  more  than  100  percent 
since  that  time. 

Good  Experience  Credit 

In  a  similar  action,  the  board 
will  ask  the  General  Assembly  to 
approve  a  "good  experience 
credit"  of  seven  percent  for  the 
Employees'  Annuity  Fund  (EAF) 
—The  seventh  such  credit  since 


1964  for  people  in  that  category. 

Board  members,  supported  a 
recommendation  for  an  increase 
in  EAF  dues  from  the  current 
eight  percent  to  10  percent  of 
employees'  salary  basis— five 
percent  to  be  paid  by  employer 
and  the  same  amount  by 
employee. 

Major  Medical  Insurance 

Another  recommendation  asks 
that  the  grup  life  major  medical 
insurance  be  amended  to  provide 
maternity  benefits  in  employees' 
coverage  as  well  as  dependent's 
coverage.  The  policy  will  pay 
increased  cost  of  the  two  new 
benefits  for  1973-74  and  the 
changes  will  become  effective  on 
July  I. 

This  year's  General  Assembly 
will  receive  a  recommendation 
from  the  board  requesting  that 
the  MAF  plan  be  redrafted  to 
provide  for:  (1)  early  age  retire- 
ment at  55  with  more  attractive 
actuarially  adjusted  benefits; 

(2)  increase  of  total  disability 
benefits  providing  60  percent  of 


salary  (maximum  $12,000 salary) 
at  time  of  disability  and  beginn- 
ing on  the  91st  day  after  disability 
occurs;  (3)  a  graduated  scale  of 
death  benefits  based  on  age  and 
salary  basis;  (4)  increase  in 
minor  orphans'  benefits;  and  (5) 
provision  for  $1,000  annually  for 
each  child  of  a  deceased  member 
for  each  year  of  the  first  four 
years  of  full-time  scholastic  stud- 
ies beyond  high  school. 

An  annual  increase  of  MAF 
dues  from  10  percent  to  12 
percent  would  be  necessary  to 
add  these  improved  benefits. 

Full  Payment  Urged 

The  board  will  also  ask  the  1973 
General  Assembly  to  urge  pres- 
byteries to  require  that  calls  to 
ministers  include  full  payment  of 
the  minister's  MAF  dues. 

The  Board  will  report  that 
approximately  $934,000  was  dis- 
bursed in  1972  by  the  Ministerial 
Relief  Committee  for  benefits  to 
eligible  retirees  and  their 
dependents.

Presbyterian  Church 

There  is  a  deep  sadness  across  our  Church,  sadness  because  some 
congregations  have  withdrawn  and  sadness  because  of  conditions  which 
those  withdrawing  have  felt  impelled  them  so  to  act. 

It  is  a  situation  which  God  alone  can  solve;  but  nothing  is  too  hard  for 
Him. 

Unquestionable,  a  state  of  "shell  shock"  exists  for  many  people,  due 
to  uncertainties  having  to  do  with  church  union,  a  New  Confession,  the 
redistricting  of  presbyteries,  realignment  of  synods  and  the  restruc- 
turing of  the  boards  and  agencies.  One  minister  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church,  writing  in  Monday  Morning,  has  characterized  all 
of  this  as  "An  Exercise  in  Futility." 

To  blame  this  state  of  unrest  on  the  "conservatives"  is  to  miss  the 
point  entirely.  Those  who  have  brought  about  these  drastic  changes  are, 
I  believe,  a  small,  well-organized  minority  which  places  an  undue 
emphasis  on  organization  without  a  corresponding  concern  for  the 
spiritual  message  and  welfare  of  the  Church.  One  individual  in  this 
group  remarked  in  my  hearing,  "I  am  a  member  of  the  liberal  caucus. 
We  have  informed  the  Church  of  the  issues  and  we  now  have  a  mandate 
to  run  the  Church."  Nothing  could  be  further  from  the  truth,  for  no 
group  has  a  "mandate"  to  control.  Christ  alone  is  the  Head  of  the 
Church. 

There  has  been  a  failure  to  recognize  that  "conservatives"  often  have 
legitimate  complaints.  They  frequently  find  themselves  the  objects  of 
hostility  and  discrimination.  Commissions  on  The  Minister  and  His 
Work  have  often  sought  successfully  to  block  congregations  from 
calling  a  "conservative,"  despite  the  fact  that  the  Commission's  powers 
are  "advisory "only.  Since  I  have  been  Moderator,  I  have  received 
complaints  from  widely  separated  areas,  telling  of  arbitrary  actions  of 
discrimination  against  both  congregations  and  individuals  whom  they 
wished  to  call. 

I  am  convinced  that  there  is  a  great  host  of  so-called  moderate  liber- 
als who  deplore  such  actions  as  much  as  do  some  of  us  "conservatives," 
and  the  time  has  come  when  they  with  us  must  take  a  stand.  Some 
"conservatives"  may  prove  difficult  to  deal  with  ,  but  it  is  my  ob- 
servation that  there  are  "liberals"  who  are  utterly  intolerant  and 
illiberal  toward  their  conservative  brethren. 

There  is  no  question  but  that  the  overwhelming  majority  of  the 
members  of  our  Church  want  to  preserve  the  Church  and  her  witness, 
and  this  majority  must  now  assert  itself. 

Trying  to  ascertain  the  implications  of  the  present  situation,  I  have 
phoned  a  number  of  people  across  the  Church,  asking  their  personal 
reactions  to  the  present  developments.  For  the  most  part  these  in- 
dividuals are  anxious  to  work  out  a  formula  of  reconciliation.  Some 
speak  of  having  been  "pushed  around,"  "reorganized  to  death,"  or 
"ignored  when  valid  protests  have  been  made  against  some  particular 
Church -sponsored  literature.  There  are  even  those  who  feel  that  there  is 
a  desire  on  the  part  of  some  extreme  liberals  to  drive  them  out  of  the 
Church,  and  they  feel  hopeless. 

But  I  find  that  most  people  are  yearning  for  reconciliation  and  I,  with 
them,  feel  that  the  only  hope  lies  in  a  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit  through 
both  "moderate  liberals"  and  "moderate  conservatives"  which  will 
cooordinate  their  efforts  to  make  effective  the  witness  of  the  Church , 

It  is  my  sincere  hope  and  prayer  that  those  who  have  already  left  the 
Church  may  be  led  to  reconsider  their  action.  And  I  hope  with  equal 
fervor  that  those  who  shared  in  making  them  feel  such  action  was 
necessary  will  realize  that  we  together  have  a  share  in  the  privileges 
and  responsibilities  of  our  Church  and  that  loyalty  to  her  historical 
position  is  to  be  commended,  not  denounced. 

We  are  living  in  a  sinning  and  deeply  disturbed  world  and  the  Church 
of  Jesus  Chrsist  alone  has  the  message  of  redemption  and  hope.  But  only 
too  often  the  world  is  failing  to  hear  that  message  because  the  Church 
cannot  agree  on  its  content  or  on  its  urgency. 
It  is  high  time  that  all  of  us  put  first  things  first.

Seminary  Sunday  Set  For  April 


(PN )— Training  in  basic 
teaching  skills  for  persons  who 
have  never  taught  in  the  church 
school  before  is  the  focus  of  a  1973 
denominational  thrust  in 
leadership  education,  according 
to  Miss  Lena  Clausell,  secretary 
of  strategies  for  church  education 
for  the  Board  of  Christian 
Education. 

Concern  for  helping  new 
teachers  developed  in  a 
November  Consultation  on 
Teacher  Education,  consisting  of 
board  staff  persons  and  other 
professional  church  educators. 
The  consultation,  in  its  search  for 
ways  to  meet  the  voiced  needs  of 
presbytery  educators,  worked 
out  the  new  teacher  education 
strategy  on  the  assumption  that 
church  school  teachers  need 
certain  kinds  of  help  at  particular 
times  during  their  services. 

Critical  Point 

One  critical  point  of  need  is 
before  teachers  begin  to  teach. 
Miss  Clausell  said.  The  skills 
which  the  new  design  will  foster 
will  be  useful  in  any  church 
school  situation  from  children  to 
adults.  The  design  will  increase 
understanding  how  persons  learn 
and  grow  and  will  encourage 
group  interaction.  Participants 
will  be  aided  in  using  the 
teacher's  guidebook  effectively, 
planning  a  unit  of  study,  and 
utilizing  creative  learning  ac- 
tivities. 

The  Board  of  Christian 
Education's  role  in  this  new 
thrust  will  be  to  develop  21  two- 
person  teams,  three  teams  per 
regional  synod,  which  will  be 
equipped  to  lead  "How  to  Teach" 
events  for  groups  of  new  church 
school  teachers  in  their  synod  or 
presbytery. 

Three  Events 

Three  board-sponsored  events 
to  train  regional  leaders  will  be 
held  across  the  church  this 
spring;  April  8-14,  at  Columbia 
Theological  Seminary,  Decatur,

First  For  Union 

The  first  of  its  type  to  be  held  on 
the  UTS  campus,  the  consultation 
is  designed  on  three  levels  of 
applicability  and  interest.  The 
opening  session  on  Saturday, 
March  31,  is  general  in  interest 
and  open  to  the  public.  It  wiH  be 
lead  by  Ms.  Daly  discussing 
"Implications  of  the  Feminine 
Perspective  in  Theology"  and 
Ms.  Carson  speaking  on  "The 
Biblical  Concept  of  Women." 

The  second  level  of  the  pro- 
gram is  more  specific  as  it  deals 
with  the  theological  educational 
process  while  the  third  and  most 
specific  level  deals  with  pro- 
blems and  opportunities  of 
women  in  the  ordained  ministry.

Confession  Of  Faith  Expected 
To  Be  Delayed  Until  1974 


(PN)— A  tentative  draft  of  a 
new  Confession  of  Faith,  tem- 
porarily scheduled  to  go  before 
the  1973  General  Assembly,  will 
be  delayed  a  year. 

An  overwhelming  number  of 
responses  and  suggestions  from 
constituency,  channeled  to  the  Ad 
Interim  Committee  working  on 
the  document,  necessitates  more 
time  for  the  committee  to  study 
and  rewrite,  according  to 
chairman  Albert  C.  Winn  of 
Louisville,  explaining  the 
timetable  change. 

The  1969  General  Assembly 
established  the  Ad  Interim 
Committee  to  prepare  a  new 
Confession  of  Faith  along  with  a 
Book  of  Confessions  for  the 
950,000  member  denomination. 

'Tremendous  Response' 

Dr.  Winn,  elated  over  the 
"tremendous  response"  sees  it  as 
a  sign  that  Presbyterians  "take 
seriously"  their  belief  and  the 
theology  of  their  Church. 

Some  months  ago,  the  com- 
mittee began  seeking  reaction  to 
its  document  and  expressed 
eagerness  to  lend  an  ear  to  every 
comment  and  suggestion. 

The  Rev.  Margaret  Thomas, 
director  of  the  General  Council's 
research  department,  mailed  out 
60,000  questionnaires  along  with 
copies  of  the  draft.  Of  these, 
2,231  were  returned,  71  percent 
with  concrete  suggestions.  A 
number  of  other  people 
responded  directly  to  the 
chairman  of  the  committee. 

The  responses  showed  that:  V4 
of  the  respondents  were  un- 
favorable toward  the  proposed 
draft;  %  were  favorable,  with  '/4 
of  these  reporting  mixed  feelings. 


Fifty-six     percent     of  the 
respondents  said  they  felt  there  is 
a  need  for  a  new  Confession;  73 
percent  favored  the  story-form; 
70  percent  said  they  believe  the 
draft  is  "substantially  true  to 
biblical  witness."  On  the  question 
of   understandability   of  the 
document;    83  percent  replied 
they  have  no  trouble  in  un- 
derstanding   it;    13  percent 
registered  a  negative  answer. 
Three-fourths  of  those  answering 
the  questionnaire  said  they 
consider  the  proposed  confession 
relevant  to  their  own  lives. 
Women  More  Positive 
Women  were  more  positive  in 
their  reaction  than  men,  although 
this  was  a  very  slight  difference 
in  percentage.  The  young  were 
more  positive  than  older  mem- 
bers and  ministers  indicated  a 
more  positive  reaction  to  the 
document  than  the  laity. 

Dr.  Winn  added  that  in  view  of 
the  "magnitude  and  depth"  in 
these  research  findings,  the 
committee  has  expressed  the 
need  for  more  time  "to  digest 
the  responses.  The  com- 
mittee received  comments,  and 
usually  suggestions,  in  regard  to 
every  chapter.  "In  fact  there  is 
hardly  a  paragraph  on  which  we 
aren't  getting  comments,"  Dr. 
Winn  said.  Committee  members 
reiterated  their  intention  to  look 
at  "every  line  and  every  work"  in 
their  redrafting  process. 

At  a  meeting  in  Atlanta,  Feb. 
16-17,  committee  members  began 
a  sixth  rewriting  of  Chapter  7 
entitled  "The  Church  of  God"  and 
took  another  look  at  Chapters  2 
and  3,  on  "God  and  His  People" 
and  "God  and  the  World." 
The  committee  is  requesting  a 


"special  order"  June  10  at  the 
1973  General  Assembly  with 
audio  visuals  and  a  panel  to  bring 
its  work  before  the  com- 
missioners. 

With  the  year's  deferment  a 
tentative  draft  will  not  reach  the 
General  Assembly  before  1974 
and  a  new  Confession  could  not  be 
adopted  before  1976.

Pearl  Buck  Dies  At  80 

(RNS)— Pearl  S.  Buck,  a  daughter  of  Presbyterian  missionaries  and 
the  only  American  woman  to  win  the  Nobel  Prize  for  Literature,  died  at 
her  home  in  Danby,  Vermont  at  the  age  of  80. 

Although  she  had  published  more  than  85  books,  and  left  at  least  25 
volumes  at  the  time  of  her  death,  Mrs.  Buck  was  most  frequently 
associated  with  The  Good  Earth,  the  book  that  won  her  a  1932  Pulitzer 
Prize. 

Like  most  of  her  writings,  The  Good  Earth  was  concerned  with  Life  in 
pre-Communist  China.  The  Red  Earth,  a  novel  on  which  she  was 
working  at  the  time  of  her  death,  concerned  the  modern  day 
descendants  of  Wang  Lung  and  0-lan,  the  protagonists  of  The  Good 
Earth. 

East  Wind,  West  Wind,  the  first  published  Pearl  Buck  novel,  was 
issued  in  1930  by  the  John  Day  Company,  after  being  rejected  by  more 
than  a  dozen  publishers.  It  was  followed  a  year  later  by  th  eGood  Earth, 
the  novel  that  catapulted  Pearl  Buck  to  national  fame. 

Pearl  S.  Buck  became  the  third  American  writer,  and  the  first  and 
only  American  woman,  to  receive  the  Nobel  Prize  for  Literature  in  1936.

Easter  Offering  Challenge  Goal 
Set  By  World  Missions  Board 


The  Board  of  World  Missions 
has  set  a  challenge  goal  of  a  half 
million  dollars  for  the  PCUS 
Easter  Offering.  The  annual 
special  offering  will  be  used  for 
the  alleviation  of  hunger  and 
human  suffering  throughout  the 
world. 

The  goal  exceeds  the  1972  col- 
lection of  $374,044  by  over  a 
hundred  thousand  dollars. 

The  PCUS  offering,  to  be  taken 
Easter  Sunday,  April  22,  marks 
the  denomination's  participation 
in  One  Great  Hour  of  Sharing. 
The  project  is  supported  by  Pro- 
testant and  Orthodox  denomina- 
tions working  cooperatively 
through  Church  World  Service. 

The  General  Assembly  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.  autho- 
rized the  special  offering,  70 
percent  of  which  will  be  admin- 
istered by  the  Board  of  World 
Missions  with  30  percent  being 


administered  by  the  Task  Force 
on  World  Hunger. 

A  major  response  in  the  coming 
year,  according  to  James 
McCracken,  Church  World 
Service  executive  director,  will 
be  the  task  of  reconstruction  and 
reconciliation  in  Indochina, 
through  the  World  Council  of 
Churches  fund  initiated  for  this 
purpose. 

Earthquake  -  devastated 
Managua,  Nicaragua  has  claim- 
ed the  compassionate  efforts  of 
the  church  on  a  large  scale,  and 
will  continue  to  as  reconstruction 
projects  proceed  with  self-help 
home  building,  operation  of  feed- 
ing stations  and  revolving  loan 
funds  to  help  small  businessmen 
who  lost  their  means  of 
livelihood. 

The  Sudan,  recovering  from  17 
years  of  bitter  warfare,  is 


another  major  area  of  concern. 
U.S.  churches  through  Church 
World  Service  have  joined  others 
around  the  world  in  responding 
with  money  and  materials  to 
needs  of  refugees  returning  to  the 
southern  Sudan  for  food,  clinics 
and  schools.

Committee  Prepares  Report 

(PN)— The  Ad  Interim  Committee  on  the  Church's  Use  of  Her 
Ordained  Ministry  will  ask  the  1973  General  Assembly  to  approve 
portions  of  its  report,  to  study  others,  and  to  continue  the  work  of  the 
committee  for  another  year  in  order  to  consult  with  the  General 
Executive  Board  on  implementation  of  approved  recommendations  and 
with  the  Permanent  Judicial  Commission  on  constitutional  changes. 

The  decision  was  made  at  an  Atlanta  meeting  of  the  committee  on 
March  8-10. 
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Newly  renovated  building  at  Barium  Springs  houses  Concord 
Presbytery  offices,  administrative  offices,  and  several  apartments. 

Building  Has  New  Life 


The  Board  of  Regents  of 
Barium  Springs  Home  for  Child- 
ren during  its  Spring  Meeting  in 
1972  gave  its  approval  to  the 
renovation  of  one  of  the  land- 
marks on  the  campus. 

The  building  originally  named 
for  Lottie  Corey  Walker,  was 
dedicated  on  October  6,  1922.  It 
was  erected  by  the  Women  of  the 
Church  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  and  has  been  known 
over  the  years  as  the  "Women's 
Building." 

"Now,"  says  Dr.  Nat  K. 
Rainey,  executive  director  of 
Barium  Springs,  "You  should  see 
what's  happened  in  the  last 
twelve  months  as  a  result  of  the 
foresight  of  the  Board  of 
Regents." 

The  first  floor  has  been  remod- 
eled into  two  units  of  very 
modern  administrative  offices. 

One  half  of  the  new  office  space 
is  now  occupied  by  Concord 
Presbytery  and  the  other  half  will 
soon  be  occupied  by  Barium 
Springs  administrative  staff  for 


its  expanded  programs. 

On  the  second  floor,  four  effic- 
iency apartments  have  been 
completed  for  relief  house 
parents  and  two  units  that  have 
been  made  into  independent 
living  quarters  for  senior  boys 
and  girls. 

"We  think  most  rising  seniors 
will  want  to  have  the  opportunity 
to  live  under  this  relatively  new 
and  innovative  program,"  says 
Dr.  Reiney.

Committee  To  Draft  New  Confession 
Will  Seek  To  Present  Report  In  1974 


(PN)— The  committee  named 
in  1969  to  draft  a  new  confession 
of  faith  and  a  book  of  confessions 
for  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
U.S.  will  request  the  1973  General 
Assembly  to  continue  the 
committee  for  another  year. 

The  committee  will  recom- 
mend that  Assembly  ask  for  the 
committee's  full  report  in  1974 
instead  of  this  year  and  that 
Assembly  also  request  the  com- 
mittee to  prepare  a  study  guide  to 
accompany  its  report  in  1974. 

Another  committee  recommen- 
dation asks  the  Assembly  to 


encourage  the  whole  church  "to 
continue  and  deepen  the  confes- 
sional discussions  that  have 
begun." 

The  report  being  sent  to  the 
Assembly  in  June  reports 
progress;  it  declares  that  the 
committee  has  continuously  re- 
jected any  idea  that  the  proposed 
"new  confession'  would  displace 
or  replace  the  Westminster 
Standards.  "If  adopted,  the  new 
confession  would  stand  alongside 
of  and  in  company  with  the  West- 
minster Standards,"  the  report 
explains.  "At  the  same  time  the 
church  would  recover  other  great

(PN)— Plans  for  a  project  to 
develop  four  "educational 
systems  of  curriculum  resources 
and  leadership  support  helps" 
will  claim  the  attention  of  the  six 
denominational  education  boards 
in  Joint  Educational  Develop- 
ment (JED).

Included  in  the  report  is  an 
in-depth,  historic  background  of 
the  whole  idea  of  a  Book  of 
Confessions. 

Ten  confessional  documents 
are  listed  which  the  committee 
feels  would  make  a  Book  of  Con- 
fessions "representative  of  the 
best  of  our  catholic  and  Reform- 
ed tradition." 

They  include  the  Nicene  Creed, 
the  Apostles'  Creed,  the  Geneva 
Catechism  of  1541,  the  Scots 
Confession  of  1560,  the  Heidel- 
berg Catechism  of  1563,  the 
Westminster  Confession  of  1647, 
the  Westminster  Larger  Cate- 
chism of  1648,  the  Westminster 
Shorter  Cathechism  of  1648,  the 
Declaration  of  Barmen  of  1934, 
and  the  proposed  new  confession 
yet  to  be  named. 

It  is  planned  that  the  entire  new 
book  of  confessions  will  be  print- 
ed for  the  1974  General  Assembly.

New  Book  Of  Government 
Proposed  By  Committee 


The  subcommittee  charged 
with  redrafting  "A  Plan  for 
Union"  for  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.S.  and  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
U.S.A.  began  March  21-22  hy 
committing  itself  to  writing  a 
new  Book  of  Government. 

Dr.  Wallace  M.  Alston  Jr.  of 
Durham,  subcommittee  chair- 
man, said  the  new  Book  of  Gov- 
ernment will  begin  with  mission, 
will  reflect  the  churches'  theolo- 
gical stance,  will  be  "lean"  and 
will  focus  only  on  matters 
essential  to  Presbyterian  life  and 
order.  It  will  be  contemporary  in 
expression,  he  said. 

The  committee  also  agreed  to 
stay  in  close  contact  with  the 
committee  charged  with  drafting 
a  new  confession  of  faith  for  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S. 


It  was  agreed  that  subcom- 
mittee members  will  consult  with 
a  number  of  representative 
persons  in  each  denomination  to 
determine  those  areas  of  church 
life  and  government  which  are 
regarded  as  essential  to  Pres- 
byterianism. 

Dr.  J.  Randolph  Taylor  of 
Atlanta,  co-chairman  of  the  joint 
committee  and  a  member  of  the 
subcommittee,  said  the  meeting 
"got  us  well  on  the  road  toward  a 
revised  Plan  for  Union.  There 
was  a  sense  of  excitement  in  the 
group  and  a  strong  sense  of  unity. 
The  committee  would  be  happy  to 
receive  any  comments  or  sugges- 
tions from  any  member  of  either 
denomination.  They  should  be 
sent  to  either  stated  clerk  for 
forwarding  to  Dr.  Alston." 
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On  campus,  junior  and  senior 
years  of  Christianity  and  Culture 
will  also  be  available  as  part  of 
the  college  credit  program  in 
two  summer  sessions,  June  11 
through  July  13  and  July  16-Aug- 
ust  17.  Each  of  the  academic 
divisions  of  the  College  will  offer 
a  number  of  regular  catalog 
courses,  taught  primarily  by  the 
St.  Andrews  faculty.  In  addition, 
tutorial  courses  and  Guided  Inde- 
pendent Study  to  be  done  on  or  off 
campus  may  be  arranged. 

The  highly  successful  Science 
Scholars  program  conducted  for 
the  first  time  last  year  will  be 
offered  again  to  rising  high 
school  seniors  who  are  superior 
science  students.  Emphasis 
throughout  the  program  is  placed 
on  research  in  the  College's 
superbly  equipped  science  center 
with  seminars  on  science  and 
national  policy  questions. 

A  personal  enrichment  pro- 
gram, also  designed  for  high 
school  students,  (rising  juniors 
and  seniors),  will  be  available 
June  18  through  July  13.  The 
program,  which  includes  educa- 
tional and  life  planning,  auditing 
college  classes,  a  learning  skills 
laboratory  and  crafts,  will  offer  a 
college  exploratory  experience  to 
students  taking  advantage  of  this 
program. 

A  music  camp  for  students, 
ages  12-29,  will  be  held  this 
summer  in  conjunction  with  the 
Summer  Session.  Beginning 
June  10,  the  camp  will  operate  for 
three  weeks  with  a  program  of 
study  and  recreation  directed  by 
members  of  the  St.  Andrews 
music  faculty  and  guest  faculty. 
Emphasis  will  be  placed  on 
individual  exploration, 
discovery,  and  development  of 
vocal  and  instrumental  talent 
through  classwork,  ensembles, 
and  private  lessons.

The  call  to  160th  Annual  Stated 
Meeting  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  and  to  the  organiza- 
tional meeting  of  the  new 
regional  synod  to  be  held  at  Union 
Theological  Seminary  in  Virginia 
on  June  5-6  has  been  sent  to 
ministers  and  churches  in  the 
existing  Synod  of  North  Carolina 
and  to  ministers  and  churches  in 
those  North  Carolina  counties 
that  will  be  a  part  of  the  new 
regional  synod.

Preface  To  The  Report 
Of  The  Committee  On 
Church  And  Society 

1973  Synod  Of  North  Carolina 

Presbyterians  historically  have  had  a  strong  sense  of  social 
responsibility.  This  is  true  partly  because  of  the  overriding  emphasis  in 
reformed  theology  upon  the  sovereignty  of  God  over  all  of  life.  It  is  true 
partly  because  the  doctrine  of  creation  underscores  our  common  nature 
and  our  common  existence  as  creatures  who  bear  the  image  of  God.  It  is 
true  partly  because  of  the  very  nature  of  the  gospel  and  its  demands. 

Therefore,  if  anyone  is  in  Christ,  he  is  a  new  creation;  the  old  has 
passed  away,  behold,  the  new  has  come.  All  this  is  from  God,  who 
through  Christ  reconciled  us  to  himself  and  gave  us  the  ministry  of 
reconciliation;  that  is,  God  was  in  Christ  reconciling  the  world  to 
himself,  not  counting  their  trespasses  against  them,  and  entrusting 
to  us  the  message  of  reconciliation. 

(II  Corinthians  5:17-19) 

And  he  said  to  him,  "You  shall  love  the  Lord  your  God  with  all  your 
heart,  and  with  all  vour  soul,  and  with  all  your  mind.  This  is  the 
great  and  first  commandment.  And  a  second  is  like  it.  You  shall 
love  your  neighbor  as  yourself.  On  these  two  commandments 
depend  all  the  law  and  the  prophets! 

(Matthew  22:37-40) 

At  its  deepest  level  the  Incarnation  means  that  ethics  and  theology, 
obedience  and  belief  cannot  be  separated;  that  the  church's  ministry  of 
reconciliation  in  society  is  inseparable  from  its  faith  in  the  God  of 
Exodus  and  Easter  who  is  at  work  in  the  world  to  reconcile  us  to  himself 
and  to  one  another.  Therefore,  faith  in  the  sovereignty  of  God  and  the 
Lordship  of  Jesus  Christ  is  the  foundation  of  social  responsibility.  But 
conversely,  if  that  faith  never  takes  hold  of  the  world  and  is  never  made 
concrete  in  the  common  life  in  deeds  of  social  responsibility,  then  it  is  all 
for  naught. 

This  is  the  conviction  upon  which  the  Committee  on  Church  and 
Society  was  created  and  out  of  which  it  now  does  its  work.  The  com- 
mittee does  not  assume  that  social  ethics  is  some  separate  realm,  in- 
dependent of  the  deep  theological  and  spiritual  convictions  of  Christian 
faith.  Rather,  along  with  worship  and  theology,  fellowship  and  personal 
commitment  social  ethics  is  understood  as  a  part  of  the  church's  single 
task  of  translating  the  language  and  conceptions  of  the  Christian 
tradition  into  their  concrete  reality  and  their  human  meaning. 

On  the  basis,  then,  of  the  historic  and  living  faith  of  the  church  in  the 
sovereignty  of  God  and  the  Lordship  of  Jesus  Christ  over  all  of  life,  the 
committee  considers  issues  before  our  society,  comments  upon  these 
issues,  and  recommends  to  Synod  appropriate  actions  for  dealing  with 
them.  This  does  not  represent  the  presumptuous  attempt  of  theologians 
to  speak  with  authority  in  matters  pertaining  to  other  disciplines,  or  to 
identify  a  particular  social  program  or  political  philosophy  with  the  will 
of  God.  It  does  represent  the  concern  of  a  committee  of  laymen  and 
ministers  to  help  the  church  stand  and  act  over  against  two  adversaries 
in  human  life  which  are  expressions  of  that  pride,  disobedience,  and 
estrangement  from  God  and  fellowman  which  we  call  sin. 
The  first  is  idolatry  by  which  men  tend  to  grant  ultimate  loyalty  and 
final  authority  to  political  programs,  economic  policies,  social  values, 
and  religious  practices  of  our  own  creation,  rather  than  to  God  who 
demands  justice  and  righteousness  in  the  affairs  of  men  and  nations. 

Second  is  unbelief,  which  is  the  tendency  to  live  and  act  and  make 
decisions  -  political,  economic,  social,  personal,  or  otherwise-as  if  there 
were  no  God  who  sees  and  cares. 

In  carrying  out  its  duties,  the  committee  attempts  to  reflect  the 
fundamental  Biblical  and  reformed  conviction  that  faith  is  a  matter 
both  of  content  and  context,  that  it  exhibits  an  order  by  which  goodness 
is  the  fruit  of  truth,  and  forges  a  creative  link  between  confession  and 
responsibility. 

And  since  any  committee  presumes  upon  the  mercy  of  God  to  claim  so 
much,  all  of  this. committee's  reports  are  prefaced  by  a  silent  prayer  of 
confession  for  the  inadequacy  of  their  content,  and  concluded  by  a  claim 
of  God's  forgiveness  for  the  lives  of  the  committee  members.

Moderator  Discourages  Division ; 
Seeks  End  To  "Bitterness" 


(PN)  —  The  moderator  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S 
has  again  called  for  an  end  to 
"bitterness"  that  could  lead  to  a 
serious  schism  in  the 
denomination. 

In  a  letter  to  the  Church  issued 
through  official  communications 
channels.  Dr.  L.  Nelson  Bell 
pleaded  with  "conservatives'' 
and  "radical  liberals"  to  go  slow 
with  actions  that  tend 
to  create  tensions  and  animosity. 

"We  may  differ,  but  it  must  be 
in  love,"  he  cautioned. 

He  noted  "a  bitterness  abroad 
which  will  divide  congregations 
and  even  families,  a  division 
which  may  last  for  a  generation 
or  more.  I  sense  a  tension  and 
animosity  which  are  dangerous 
to  the  very  life  of  the  Church." 

He  said  his  letter  is  a  plea  to  go 
slow,  "a  plea  to  prevent  a  schism 
which  can  grow  and  split,  and 
then  splinter,  with  resulting 
damage  to  our  witness  for  the

Miss  Dunlap  was  commissioned  a  missionary  to  Zaire  in  1954,  and  is 
currently  near  the  end  of  a  two-year  furlough.  She  plans  to  return  in 
July  to  a  teaching  position  at  a  seminary  in  Zaire. 

She  received  her  master  of  divinity  degree  this  spring  at  Columbia 
Theological  Seminary,  Decatur,  Ga.,  and  holds  her  bachelor's  degree 
from  Agnes  Scott  College,  Decatur. 

She  served  earlier  as  a  director  of  Christian  education  in  churches  in 
Charlotte  and  in  Williamson,  W.  Va. 

Miss  Dunlap  was  examined  and  received  into  Bethel  Presbytery  April 
10. 

Miss  Dunlap  said  she  was  not  an  advocate  of  "women's  lib,"  nor  was 
she  thinking  about  being  first  in  anything  when  she  decided  to  become  a 
minister. 

"One  thing  more  or  less  led  to  another,  she  said.  "I  felt  ordination  was 
a  step  that  would  make  me  much  better  qualified  to  train  preachers  in 
Zaire."

even  our  churches  are  vastly 
different  from  what  they  were  a 
century  ago.  Today  the  church 
colleges  enroll  a  minority  of  our 
students.  The  question  is  asked 
by  some,  has  the  church  finished 
her  work  in  higher  education  and 
should  the  nurturing  and  support 
of  college  and  universities  now  be 
turned  over  to  other  hands?  I 
think  not. 

"We  live  in  an  age  when  old 
securities  have  vanished  and  a 
new  kind  of  culture  has  been 

formed.  In  a  radically  changing 
world,  colleges  and  universities 
play  a  key  role  in  men's  hopes 
and  aspirations. Never  in  human 
history  has  the  church  had  more 
compelling  reasons  to  be  con- 
cerned for  higher  education  than 
today,"  Vaughn  said. 

Vaughn's  oath  of  office  and 
remarks  were  preceded  by  an 
inaugural  address  by  Dr.  L. 
Nelson  Bell,  Moderator  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.  Dr. 
Bell  said  he  was  "convinced  that 
Christians  will  rally  to  the  sup- 
port of  a  college  where  eternal 
values  are  taught  and  lived."

Each  committee  will  draft  a 
report  to  Synod  containing  its 
own  recommendations  and  pro- 
posals for  the  disposition  of 
matters  referred  to  it. 

Those  reports  will  be  repro- 
duced by  Synod's  staff  and  will  be 
available  for  distribution  when 
directed  by  the  standing 
committee  chairman. 

The  Program  Committee  has 
scheduled  consideration  of  the 
standing  committee  reports  for 
Wednesday  morning  in  plenary 
session  of  the  court  for  debate 
and  action. 

The  standing  committee  for- 
mat was  introduced  at  the  1972 
meeting  of  Synod  to  increase  op- 
portunities for  full  discussion  of 
issues  and  to  increase  awareness 
of  the  ministries  of  the  synod. 

Among  the  committees  of 
Synod  reporting  to  the  annual 
meeting  are  Homes,  Church  and 
Society,  Christian  Education, 
Campus  Christian  Life,  Church 
Extension,  and  Educational 
Institutions. 

The  Program  Committee  of 
synod  has  planned  a  docket  for 
the  two-day  meeting  which  will 
contain  a  balance  between  educa- 
tional and  inspirational  features 
and  business  of  the  court. 

On  Tuesday  evening,  Commis- 
sioners from  throughout  North 
Carolina  will  gather  for  the 
organizational  meeting  of  the 
new  Synod  of  North  Carolina. 

During  the  evening  session, 
action  will  be  taken  on  the 
proposed  plan  for  the  reorganiza- 
tion of  the  new  regional  synod 
that  resulted  from  the  Greens- 
boro Convention  to  organize 
Synod  "B'!. 

The  commissioners  to  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  existing 
synod  and  the  organizational 
meeting  of  the  new  synod  will  be 
provided  lodging  on  Tuesday 
night  and  meals  will  be  available 
beginning  with  lunch  on  Tuesday. 

The  effective  legal  date  for  the 
new  synod  of  North  Carolina  is 
July  1,  1973. 


(PN)  —  The  Presbyterian 
Permanent  Judicial  Commission 
will  recommend  disapproval  of  a 
request  to  permit  realignment  of 
the  Church  into  two 
denominations,  in  its  report  to  the 
1973  General  Assembly. 

Central  Mississippi  Presbytery 
is  seeking  amendments  to  the 
Book  of  Church  Order  to  make 
separation  possible.  A  judicial 
commission  recommendation 
opposing  the  BCO  change  will  be 
placed  before  the  Assemly  for 
action  when  it  meets  at  Fort 
Worth  in  June. 

Last  year  the  Presbyery  of 
Central  Mississippi  called  for  an 
ad  interim  committee  to  consider 
"the  advisability  of  providing  a 
plan  of  realignment  of 
Presbyterians  into  two 
Churches,"  one,  the  1972  overture 
described,  reflecting  "the  con- 
temporary and  broadening  view 
of  theology,  policy  and  mission  of 
the  church,"  and  another 
reflecting         "the  historic 


Reformed  theology  and 
Presbyterian  policy  and  mission 
of  the  Church." 

The  constitutional  committee 
answered  last  year  that  the 
General  Assembly  has  no  power 
under  the  present  consitution  to 
accomplish  this. 

The  judicial  commission 
commented,  "It  is  a  fundamental 
principle     of  constitutional 


government  that  it  shall  not 
provide  within  its  own  charters 
the  means  for  its  systematic 
dissolution.  .  .  It  impels  us.  .  .  to 
perservere  in  the  work  of 
reconciliation  as  a  matter  of 
practical  necessity.  It  is  a 
principle  which  has  well  served 
our  church.  It  is  reflected  in  our 
present  constitution's  failure  to 
provide  any  means  for 
systematic  separation." 


Annuities,  Relief  Report  Ready

Mr.  Spach,  a  missionary  to 
Brazil  and  a  commissioner  from 
Concord  Presbytery,  was  ap- 
pointed the  Provisional  General 
Executive  Board  Standing 
Committee  chairman.  Mr.  Grier, 
a  Charlotte  attorney  and  a 
commissioner  from  Mecklenburg 
Presbytery,  was  selected  to  chair 
the  Standing  Committee  on 
Professional  Development.

Kraemer  Only  Nominee — 

Carr  Pulls  Out  Of  Moderator's  Race 


(PN)— Judge  Michael  L.  Carr, 
Jr.  of  Brookhaven,  Mississippi 
has  withdrawn  his  name  from 
consideration  as  a  nominee  for 
moderator  of  the  113th  General 
Assembly  which  meets  June  9-15 
in  Forth  Worth. 

Kraemer  Remains 

The  action  leaves  only  one 
nominee  for  moderator  of  the 
denomination's  highest  govern- 
ing body;  he  is  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Charles  E.S.  Kraemer  of  Rich- 
mond, president  of  the  Presby- 
terian School  of  Christian  Educa- 
tion. He  has  the  endorsement  of 
Mecklenburg  Presbytery. 

Judge  Carr  was  endorsed  by 
the  Synod  of  Mississippi. 

In  a  letter  to  the  stated  clerk  of 
the  Synod  of  Mississippi,  Judge 
Carr  said  recent  developments  in 
the  denomination,  "and  particu- 
larly within  my  own  congrega- 
tion," prompted  his  request  to 
"remove  myself  from  any  and  all 
consideration  for  this  position." 

"I  am  a  loyal  member  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  Unit- 


ed States,"  he  said.  "And  if  my 
church  would  depart  from  it  at 
this  time,  I  would  have  to  vote 
against  it  and  would  have  to  do 
everything  I  could  to  keep  my 
church  .  within  the 
denomination." 

He  said  if  he  permitted  Synod's 
endorsement  "to  materialize  to  a 
candidacy  and  finally  to  a  nom- 
ination for  moderator... many  of 
my  friends  and  fellow  churchmen 
will  be  put  in  difficult  situations, 
and,  at  times,  perhaps  untenable 
positions..." 

Tensions  And  Frustrations 

"I  do  this  for  the  purpose  of 
eliminating  and  alleviating  any 
pressures,  tensions  and  frustra- 
tions which  might  have  befallen 
my  brethren  by  many  of  the 
difficult  decisions  we  are  having 
to  make  in  our  Church  today." 

Judge  Carr  said  he  had  accept- 
ed Synod's  endorsement  "in  good 
faith,  hoping  that  perhaps  my 
doing  so  might  help  our  Synod's 
cause  and  the  cause  of  Conser- 


vatism" throughout  the  denomin- 
ation. 

In  withdrawing  his  name  fiom 
consideration,  the  Brookhaven 
lay  leader  sounded  an  appeal  for 
reconciliation. 

Appeal  For  Reconcilation  , 

"In  the  days  that  lie  ahead, 
many  of  us  will  find  ourselves 
bound  by  certain  commitments 
and  governed  by  differing  time- 
tables, but  I  do  hope  and  pray 
that  out  of  all  that  surrounds  us, 
we  will  continue  to  trust  one 
another  and  to  realize  that  true 
tolerance  does  not  require  that 
we  cease  to  differ  from  one 
another." 

He  hoped  for  "such  complete 
submission  to  the  leading  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  that  we  can  do  nothing 
else  but  God's  will.  Having  done 
all  this,  I  feel  that  we  will  then 
have  a  Church  of  good  will, 
rather  than  a  Church  of  ill  will ; 
a  Church  of  faith,  rather  than  a 
Church  of  futility;  a  Church  of 
peace,  rather  than  a  Church  in 
pieces."

Holshouser^  Bell  Keynote  Graduation 


Governor  James  Holshouser 
was  Commencement  Speaker  at 
the  forty-third  graduation 
exercises  at  Lees-McRae  College 
on  May  the  13th.  Doctor  L.  Nelson 
Bell,  moderator  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  the  United 
States,  delivered  the  Baccalau- 
reate Sermon. 

Second  Youngest 
Holshouser  is  North  Carolina's 
first  Republican  governor  in  72 
years.  At  38,  he  is  also  the  second 
youngest  governor  ever  elected 
in  North  Carolina.  Only  Zeb 
Vance,  who  was  elected  in  1862  at 
age  32,  was  younger. 

Holshouser  gained  his  political 
experience  and  knowledge  about 
state  government  through  serv- 
ing six  years  as  chairman  of  the 
state  Republican  party  and  four 
terms  in  the  Legislature,  where 
he  served  as  minority  leader  and 
minority  joint  caucus  leader.  His 
work  in  the  legislature  won  him 
the  respect  of  Republicans  and 
Democrats  alike. 

He  is  married  to  the  former  Pat 
Hollinsworth  of  Boone  and  they 
have  one  daughter,  Ginny. 

Virginia  Native 

Dr.  Bell  was  born  in  Virginia 
and  graduated  in  Medicine  at  the 
Medical  College  in  Virgina.  He 


did  his  postgraduate  work  in 
surgery  under  a  grant  from  the 
Rockefeller  Foundation. 

He  served  25  years  as  Chief 
Surgeon  at  Tsingkiangpu  General 
Hospital,  the  largest  Presbyter- 
ian Hospital  in  China. 

From  1941  to  1956  he  practiced 
surgery  in  Asheville,  North 
Carolina.  Dr.  Bell  is  currently 
Executive  Editor  of  Christianity 
Today,  an  international  religious 
journal  published  in  Washington, 
D.C.  of  which  Dr.  Bell  was  one  of 
the  founders. 

For  17  years  Dr.  Bell  was  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  World 
Missions  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.S. 

His  biography  by  John  Pollock 
"A  Foreign  Devil  in  China"  was 
published  in  November  of  1971, 


and  already  over  700,000  copies 
are  in  circulation.  This  has  been 
acclaimed  as  "the  best  book  of 
world  missions  of  this 
generation." 

Dr.  Bell  has  been  Moderator  of 
Asheville  Presbytery  on  two  oc- 
casions, and  has  served  as 
trustee  of  two  church-related 
colleges.  He  was  also  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Mountain  Retreat  Association 
(Montreal)  for  many  years,  and 
is  currently  a  member  of  the 
Advisory  Council  of  Montreal. 

In  1971,  Dr.  Bell  was  appointed 
to  the  General  Assembly's  new  to 
the  General  Assembly's  new 
Council  on  Evangelism.  At  the 
June,  1972,  meeting  of  the  Gener- 
al Assembly,  Dr.  Bell  was  elected 
Moderator  of  the  resbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.S., '1972-73.

Festival  To  Raise  Funds 
For  Fellowship  Hall 


Increased 

(FN)— The  Presbyterian  U.  S, 
Board  of  World  Missions  will 
request  the  new  General  Execu 
tive  Board  to  approve  $6,179,000 

for  world  missions  work  in  1974. 
The  1973  budget  totaled 
$5,665,000. 

The  1974  increase  is  due  to  the 
recent  U.S.  dollar  devaluation 
(adding  an  estimated  $250,000  to 
the  budget)  and  to  overseas 
inflation.  The  1974  budget  figure 
includes  approximately 
$4,000,000  from  General 
Assembly's  central  treasurer  and 
more  than  $900,000  from  reser- 
ves. 

In  additional  fiscal  matters  the 
board,  meeting  in  Nashville  on 
April  2-4,  voted  that  a  new  cost  of 
living  index  be  applied  to  salaries 
of  missionaries  in  Japan,  beginn- 
ing March  1  due  to  the  increases 
prompted  by  the  dollar  devalua- 
tion.

As  part  of  its  program  of  Con- 
certed Witness  in  Latin  America, 
the  board  authorized  $15,000  a

Structural  Visibility 

Members  of  the  board  will 
transmit  earlier  board  actions  to 
the  General  Executive  Board, 
saying  that  the  World  Mission 
Chairman's  Association  again 
urges  presbyteries  and  synods  to 
give  a  "structural  visibility  and 
responsibility  to  the  cause  of 
world  missions,"  and  another 
prior  recommendation  asking 
General  Assembly  to  encourage 
each  presbytery  to  provide  for 
the  total  program  of  international 
mission  and  designate  persons  to 
serve  as  liaison  between  the  new 
Division  of  International  Mission 
and  the  local  congregation. 

The  board  will  also  commun- 
icate its  conviction  to  the  GEB 
that  the  work  of  the  Division  of 
Interpretation  "is  of  great  signi- 
ficance for  undergirding  the  sup- 
port of  the  world  mission  pro- 
gram." It  will  recommend  to 
GEB  that  present  functions  of 
that  division  be  lodged  clearly  in 
the  new  structure  and  adequate 
staff  provided. 

Other  Actions 
In  other  actions  the  BWM 
recommended  that  all  churches 
be  encouraged  to  participate  in 
the  1973  Easter  Offering  for  the 
Alleviation  of  Hunger  and  Human 
Suffering,  and  that  in  the  light  of 
recent  receipts,  a  minimum  chal- 
lenge goal  of  $500,000  be  set  for 
1973. 

A  special  committee  was  nam- 
ed to  draw  up  detailed  plans  for 
the  next  meeting  to  be  held  in 
Nashville  on  October  15-17  as  its 
final  session.  The  October  meet- 
ing is  expected  to  be  one  of 
"thanksgiving  and  praise,"  to 
honor  office  personnel  and  in- 
clude a  ceremony  symbolizing 
transfer  of  responsibility  from 
the  board  to  GEB.  Board  mem- 
bers expressed  their  desire  to 
make  actual  legal  transfer  at  or 
after  its  October  meeting  and 
prior  to  Jan.  1,  1974. 

Dr.  T.  Watson  Street,  executive 
secretary,  said  in  his  report  that 
"staff  looks  to  restructuring  not 
only  as  authorized  by  the  General 
Assembly  but  as  having  potential 
for  gain  for  the  cause  of  world 
missions."

Cowling  Receives  National  Recognition 
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Kraemer  Elected  Moderator  Organization  Adopted 

Of  113th  General  Assembly  By  Regional  Synod  Of  N.  C. 


To  the  surprise  of  practically 
no  one,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Charles  E.S. 
Kraemer  of  Richmond  was 
elected  June  10  as  moderator  of 
the  113th  General  Assembly.  It 
was  the  first  time  since  1956  that 
only  one  candidate  was 
nominated. 

Dr.  Kraemer  is  a  member  of 
Mecklenburg  Presbytery  and 
was  endorsed  by  that  presbytery 
for  the  highest  elected  office  in 
the  denomination. 

Dr.  Kraemer,  president  of  the 
Presbyterian  School  of  Christian 
Education,  was  elected  without 
dissent  on  a  voice  vote.  Retiring 
Moderator  L.  Nelson  Bell 
declared  Dr.  Kraemer  elected  by 
"general  consent." 

Dr.  Kraemer,  64,  has  headed 
the  Presbyterian  School  of 
Christian  Education  since  1954. 

He  is  a  native  of  Bonham, 
Texas,  and  a  graduate  of 
Davidson  CollegCj  Louisville 
Presbyterian  Theological 
Seminary  and  Andover-Newton 
Theological  Seminary  in 
Massachusettes. 

He  has  done  special  study  at  a 
number  of  places  and  held 
pastorates  in  Kentucky, 
Missouri,  and  Mississippi.  Before 


going  to  Richmond  he  was  pastor 
of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
Charlotte,  from  1945  to  1954. 

Last  person  to  be  elected 
moderator  unopposed  was  the 
late  Dr.  W.  Taliaferro  Thompson 
in  1956.  Prior  to  that,  Dr.  Ben  R. 
Lacy,  Jr.,  had  no  opposition  in 
1950. 

Dr.  Kraemer's  earlier  an- 
nounced opponent  withdrew 
several  weeks  ago.  Judge  Mike 
Carr  of  Brookhaven,  Miss.,  was 
endorsed  by  the  Synod  of 
Mississippi  last  fall. 

Dr.  Kraemer  in  his  opening 
remarks  observed  that  he  comes 
to  his  new  responsibility  with 
much  the  same  ieeling  the 
Apostle  Paul  expressed  when  he 
wrote  to  the  church  at  Corinth 
about  the  door  being  wide  open 
for  effective  work  but  with  many 
adversaries.  He  spoke  of  current 
opportunities  and  current 
problems.  He  viewed  restruc- 
tured agentry  of  the  Church  as  an 
opportunity  for  better  in- 
volvement of  the  whole  Church 
"as  lay  people  and  clergy  come 
together  to  think  about  what  the 
Church  ought  to  do  to  make  the 
love  of  Jesus  Christ  known." 


Tarheel  Presbyterians 
assembled  on  June  5  to  organize  a 
new  regional  Synod  of  North 
Carolina. 

The  historic  action  reunites 
churches  in  the  old  synod  of 
North  Carolina  and  churches  in 
the  western  portion  of  the  state 
which  formerly  were  a  part  of  the 
synod  of  Appalachia. 

Presbyterian  leaders  from 
throughout  North  Carolina 
gathered  for  the  two-day  meeting 
on  the  Richmond-based  campus 
of  Union  Theological  Seminary 
June  5-6  for  the  160th  meeting  of 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  and 
the  organization  meeting  of  the 
new  regional  synod. 

Approximately  500  ministers 
and  ruling  elders  assembled  for 
the  annual  meeting  at  the 
Presbyterian  seminary,  one  of 
four  educational  institutions 
which  receive  support  from  the 
North  Carolina  Synod. 

By  action  of  the  General 
Assembly,  the  number  of  synods 
in  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S. 
is  being  reduced  from  15  to  7.

Education  will  submit  a  report  to 
the  1973  General  Assembly  from 
the  Church  Officer  Development 
Task  Force  recommending  a  new 
concept  for  officer  education  and 
the  active  involvement  of  all 
church  courts  in  developing 
church  officer  effectiveness. 

Resources  and  Strategies 
Using  data  gathered  from  lay 
persons  and  clergy,  the  report 
cites  the  need  for  new  resources 
and  strategies  for  officer  educa-' 
tion.  It  redefines  the  concept  of 
"church  officer  training"  as, 
"church  officer  development"  to 
include  both  orientation,  or  preo- 
rdination training  and  continuing 
education  that  fosters  growth 
after  ordination. 

The  task  force,  made  up  of  13 
men    and  women  representing 


Mullin  Cites  Things  Worth 
Remembering  To  Grads 


Into  a  spring  punctuated  with 
tales  of  scandal  and  lack  of 
credibility  in  high  governmental 
circles,  the  commencement 
speeches  to  college  graduates 
with  their  hopeful  overtones  and 
words  of  inspiration  are  welcome 
indeed. 

For  sheer  inspiration,  we  note 
the  sermon  delivered  by  Dr. 
Joseph  B.  Mullin,  pastor  of 
Greensboro's  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  to  graduates  of 
Greensboro  College. 

His  words  are  as  apt  for  our 
readers  as  they  were  for  the  120 
young  men  and  women 
graduating  from  the  135-year-old 
college.  The  speaker  listed 
several   things   worth  remem- 


bering. They  were:  "Life  is  short 
and  death  is  certain;  the  most 
meaningful,  exciting  lives  are 
those  with  purpose  and  com- 
mitment to  a  cause  larger  than 
one's  self;  life  demands  decision ; 
there  are  ways  other  than 
scientific  for  getting  at  truth; 
God  is  trustworthy  and  good  is 
more  powerful  than  evil." 

Reminding  that  the  poet  and 
the  prophet,  as  well  as  the 
scientist,  have  ways  of  arriving 
at  truth,  the  speaker  quoted  St. 
Augustine's  assertion:  "There 
are  some  things  we  believe  when 
we  understand  them;  there  are 
other  things  we  understand  when 
we  believe  them."

The  task  force  is  also  recom- 
mending the  development  of  new 
printed  and  media  resources  for 
Church  Officer  Development, 
and  new  designs  for  session, 
church  clusters,  presbyteries 
and  synods  to  use  to  develop 
officer  effectiveness. 

Other  Recommendations 

Other  recommendations  are 
the  enlisting  officers  in  all  church 
courts,  from  Session  to  General 
Assembly,  in  positions  where 
their  knowledge  and  skills  may 
be  effectively  employed;  and 
setting  up  a  process  in  each  court 
for  evaluating  how  well  the 
strategy  is  achieving  its  goal  of 
effectiveness  among  church  of- 
ficers. 

The  task  force  has  also  estab- 
lished a  work  group  of  persons 
from  both  the  PCUS  and  the 
UPCUSA  which  will  be  at  work 
for  several  months  to  develop 
new  resources  for  COD.  These 
new  multi-media  resources  will 
appear  in  flexible  units  for  learn- 
ing basic  officer  training  ma- 
terial and  for  increasing  skills  in 
other  areas  useful  for  decision- 
makers, such  as  group  dynamics 
and  organizational  development. 

The  Board  of  Christian  Educa- 
tion will  request  the  General 
Assembly  to  approve  the  task 
force  report,  to  provide  funding 
and  support  for  the  Multi-Media 
Resources  Work  Group  through 
the  General  Executive  Board  and 
to  recommend  the  report  to  other 
courts  for  study  and  implemen- 
tation. 


Queens -Davidson  Campaign 
Nears  Year-Long  Objective 


A  Presbyterian  Synod- 
sponsored  campaign  in  North 
Carolina  for  Queens  College  in 
Charlotte  and  Davidson  College 
in  Davidson  has  raised  more  than 
$5  million  toward  a  $6  million 
goal,  according  to  leaders  of  the 
Queens -Davidson  Fund. 


"We  have  real  momentum 
now,  and  I  am  sure  that  we  will 
go  over  the  top  of  our  goal  within 
the  next  several  weeks,"  said 
Graeme  M.  Keith,  executive  vice 
president  of  First  Union  National 
Bank  and  general  chairman  of 
the  campaign.

7.  Thou  shalt  not  expect  all  Christians  to  agree  on  theology  or  politics 
or  the  church's  action  in  society.  Thou  shalt  expect  all  Christians  to  love 
in  spite  of  disagreement. 

8.  Thou  shalt  not  reject  as  un-Christian  those  whose  viewpoint  you 
reject.  Remember,  they  are  as  sincere  in  their  convictions  as  you. 

9.  Thou  shalt  put  Christ  first,  ahead  of  your  family,  your  nation,  your 
political  party,  your  prejudices. 

10.  Thou  shalt  remember  the  Scriptures:  "If  this... be  of  men,  it  will 
come  to  naught ;  but  if  it  be  of  God,  you  cannot  overthrow  it."

Armstrong  Tells  Consultation 
"Development  Requires  Liberation" 


(PN)  —  Keynoting  the  Con- 
sultation on  World  Hunger  and 
Development,  meeting  at  the 
Center  for  Continuing  Education 
at  the  University  of  Georgia  May 
27-31,  United  Methodist  Bishop 
James  Armstrong  said,  "There 
will  be  no  development  apart 
from  the  liberated  spirit  and 
liberated  body  of  persons. 
Development  requires  true 
liberation." 

Sponsored  by  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.  S.,  the  con- 
sultation included  170  govern- 
ment, business,  industry,  mission 
and  Third  World  leaders  engaged 
in  alleviating  hunger  and  with 
domestic  and  overseas 
development  projects,  as  well  as 
members  of  the  church  at  large. 

Purpose  of  the  gathering  was 
the  development  of  strategies  for 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U. 


S.  in  combating  the  ir creasing 
world  hunger  crisis  and  the 
mounting  development  needs  of 
the  Third  World.  A  report  of  the 
consultation  was  made  to  the 
denomination's  General 
Assembly  at  Fort  Worth  on  June 
10. 

Reacting  to  Armstrong's  ad- 
dress were  an  Indian,  Ugandan 
and  Brazilian  who  reacted  from 
Third  World  perspectives., 
Poikail  George  is  on  the  staff  of 
the  Division  of  Overseas  Min- 
istries of  the  National  Council 
of  Churches.  Franis  Sekeywa  is 
with  Technoserve  Inc.,  an 
economic  and  agricultural  self- 
help  enterprise  headquartered  in 
Ck)nnecticut  and  concentrating 
in  Africa  and  Honduras.  The  Rev. 
Lemuel  Nascimento  is  a  political 
refugee  of  Brazil  who  is  now 
serving  a  Presbyterian  church  in 
Memphis. 


Final  Meeting  For  S.  C.  Synod 


(PN)— The  Rev.  Cecil  D.  Brearley,  Jr.,  of  Columbia,  executive 
secretary  of  Congaree  Presbytery,  was  unanimously  elected  moderator 
of  the  1973  session  of  the  Synod  of  South  Carolina. 

It  was  the  final  meeting  of  synod  before  emerging  with  Synod  of 
Georgia  on  July  1  to  form  the  Synod  of  the  Southeast. 

The  Synod,  meeting  May  8-9  at  Columbia's  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  honored  its  retiring  executive  secretary,  the  Rev.  Arthur  M. 
Martin  of  Columbia;  the  Rev.  Frank  B.  Estes  of  Summerville,  stated 
clerk,  both  completing  20  years  with  synod;  and  synod  central 
treasurer,  John  B.  Klugh,  19  years  with  synod.  All  were  honored  guests 
at  a  reception. 

Speaking  in  place  of  the  moderator,  Dr.  Marc  C.  Weersing  who  was  ill 
and  could  not  be  present.  Dr.  Martin  described  the  growth  of  the  synod 
in  the  past  20  years. 

Members  voted  118  to  113  to  turn  over  control  of  the  South  Carolina 
Home  at  Montreat  to  the  presbyteries  within  the  bounds  of  the  State  of 
South  Carolina.  Last  year  it  took  a  similar  action  affecting  the 
Presbyterian  Home  at  Summerville.

Participating  in  the  two-part 
dedicatory  ceremony  were 
members  of  Presbyterian  Urban 
Council  of  Raleigh,  more  than  150 
men  and  women  who  call  Capital 
Towers  home,  and  persons  of  all 
ages,  rehgions  and  races  who 
joined  in  inspecting  the  12-story 
structure  and  in  dedicating 
themselves  to  the  golden  years 
beyond  retirement. 

Capital  Towers  is  a  project  of 
the  Presbyterian  Urban  Council 
of  Raleigh  designed  to  offer  fixed- 
income  elderly  adequate  and 
comfortable  accommodations. 

Seventeen  Percent 

The  Rev.  Albert  E.  Dimmock, 
Jr.,  minister  of  West  Raleigh 
Presbyterian  Church,  told  an 
audience  of  more  than  250:  "In 
North  Carolina,  17  percent  of  our 
population  is  past  retirement 
age." 

He  reminded  younger  people 
attending  the  dedication  that  up- 
wards of  one-third  their  lives  will 
be  spent  in  retirement.

Design  For  Curriculum  Selection, 
Educational  Resources  Examined 


(PN)— Forty  education  specia- 
lists from  across  the  General 
Assembly  examined  new  resour- 
ces for  church  education  and 
studied  a  design  for  assisting 
churches  with  curriculum  selec- 
tion in  Richmond,  May  14-16  at 
the  Pr-esbyterian  School  of 
Christian  Education. 

Sponsored  by  the  Board  of 
Christian  Education,  the 
resource  event  acquainted  a 
team  of  six  persons  from  each 
regional  synod  with  the  new  op- 
tions in  church  school  curriculum 
for  1973-74.  The  carnival  theme 
invited  participants  to  look  at 
"The  Land  of  Woz,"  the  edu- 
cational directions  in  the  deno- 
mination over  the  last  few  de- 
cades. Participants  focused  on 
present  resources  for  church 


education  that  have  developed 
out  of  those  directions. 

The  event  was  also  designed  to 
equip  the  teams  to  be  resource 
persons  for  their  regional  synods 
in  curriculum  selection.  Synod 
teams  were  comprised  of  educa- 
tional specialists  in  the  areas  of 
children,  youth  and  adults.  Age 
group  specialists  had  the  oppor- 
tunity to  assist  groups  from 
Richmond  congregations  in 
assessing  the  educational  needs 
of  their  church  and  in  selecting 
appropriate  curriculum. 

A  number  of  Board  of  Christ- 
ian Education  staff  persons  in 
leadership  and  curriculum  deve- 
lopment and  several  authors  who 
have  participated  in  the  writing 
of  Covenant  Life  Curriculum 
were  present  for  the  event.  Also 


involved  in  the  planning  and 
leadership  were  a  number  of 
church  educators  and  educ- 
tional  consultants  from  different 
regions  of  the  General  Assembly. 


Nature  And  Function 
Of  Assembly  Statements 

"The  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United 
States  frequently  adopts  statements  on  what  it  considers  to  be  some  of 
the  critical  social  issues  of  the  day.  The  practice  is  as  old  as  the 
denomination  itself.  In  1861  at  its  first  meeting,  the  General  Assembly 
addressed  itself  to  the  issue  of  slavery.  In  1862  the  second  meeting  of  the 
General  Assembly  issued  statements  on  profanity,  intemperance, 
gambUng,  and  Sabbath  desecration. 

"Some  of  the  statements  of  the  General  Assembly  on  social  issues 
provoke  controversy  in  the  Church.  For  this  reason,  many  Presby- 
terians quite  naturally  ask  why  the  General  Assembly  adopts 
statements  on  social  issues,  what  the  nature  of  these  statements  is,  for 
whom  the  General  Assembly  speaks,  to  whom  it  speaks,  and  what  the 
court  hopes  will  happen  in  response  to  its  statements... 

Why  does  the  General  Assembly  make  statements  on  social  issues? 

"The  General  Assembly  issues  statements  on  social  issues  because 
such  statements  are  a  witness  to  the  God  who  has  revealed  himself  in 
Jesus  Christ.  The  primary  task  of  the  church  is  to  bear  witness  to  God. 
As  part  of  the  church,  the  General  Assembly  has  a  responsibility  to  bear 
its  own  witness.  As  the  highest  court  of  the  church,  the  General 
Assembly  has  a  responsibility  to  assist  the  whole  church  in  making  its 
witness.  Because  the  God  to  whom  the  church  is  to  witness  is  deeply 
concerned  about  the  whole  of  life,  the  church  itself  must  be  deeply 
concerned  about  the  whole  of  life.  Faithfulness  in  mission  inevitably 
involves  concern  for  social  affairs. 

On  what  grounds  does  the  General  Assembly  make  its  corporate 
witness? 

"In  addition  to  the  clear  Biblical  mandate  for  the  church  to  bear 
witness  to  the  Lord  of  the  world,  the  General  Assembly  has  clear 
constitutional  authority  to  address  itself  to  social  issues.  The  Book  of 
Church  Order  states  that  'Church  courts  may  frame  symbols  of  faith, 
bear  testmony  against  error  in  doctrine  and  immorality  in  practice 
within  or  without  the  Church,  give  counsel  in  matters  of  conscience,  and 
decide  issues  properly  brought  before  the  court.'  Furthermore,  the 
Book  of  Church  Order  specifically  assigns  to  the  General  Assembly 
powers  'To  bear  testimony  against  error  in  doctrine  and  immorality  in 
practice,  injuriously  affecting  the  Church,'  'To  organize  measures  for 
advancing  the  prosperity  and  enlargement  of  the  Church;'  and  'To 
institute  and  superintend  the  agencies  necessary  in  the  general  work  of 
the  Church.' 

For  whom  does  the  General  Assembly  speak? 

"A  few  quick  disclaimers  may  allay  some  fears.  The  General 
Assembly  does  not — in  any  unqualified  sense — speak  to  God.  The 
General  Assembly  seeks  the  mind  of  Christ  through  the  guidance  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  and  declares  what  it  understands  the  will  of  God  to  be;  but 
the  Assembly  is  quite  careful  not  to  identify  its  words  with  the  Word  of 
the  Lord.  The  Assembly  recognizes  that  'The  exercise  of  Church  power 
has  divine  sanction  only  when  in  conformity  with  the  Word.'  Moreover, 
the  Assembly  is  quite  mindful  that  'All  synods  or  councils  since  the 
apostles'  times,  whether  general  or  particular,  may  err,  and  many  have 
erred ;  therefore  they  are  not  to  be  made  the  rule  of  faith  or  practice,  but 
to  be  used  as  a  help  in  both.' 

"Secondly,  the  General  Assembly  does  not  and  does  not  pretend  to 
speak  for  all  individual  members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
United  States.  When  a  Presbyterian  banker  or  carpenter  or  housewife 
reads  in  the  morning  paper  that  the  General  Assembly  has  said  thus  and 
so  and  exclaims,  'Well,  the  General  Assembly  certainly  doesn't  speak 
for  me! 'he  or  she  is  quite  correct.  It  doesn't. 

"Thirdly,  the  General  Assembly  does  not  necessarily  speak  for  the 
majority  of  Presbyterians.  The  Presbyterian  form  of  government  is  a 
representative  one,  yet  as  the  1965  General  Assembly  observed — 'A 
Church  court  under  the  Presbyterian  system  of  government  is  not 
necessarily  bound  to  represent  a  majority  of  its  constituency  in  its 
statements  on  moral  issues.' 

"Fourthly,  the  General  Assembly  does  not— except  with  the  concur- 
rence of  a  simple  majority  or  three-fourths  of  the  presbyteries  in  the 
process  of  amending  the  constitution  of  the  church— speak  for  the 
denomination  as  a  whole  on  social  issues.  Church  courts  have  those 
powers  and  only  those  powers  which  have  been  delivered  by  the  Book  of 
Church  Order.  The  Book  of  Church  Order  does  not  deliver  to  the  General 
Assembly  unilateral  power  to  establish  the  position  of  the  church  on 
social  issues. 

"For  whom,  then,  does  the  General  Assembly  speak?  It  clearly 
speaks  for  itself.  Its  statements  are  'utterances  of  the  solemn  testimony 
of  their  assemblies'  (1879).  The  statements  are  'interpretations  of  the 
Word  by  a  church  court.'  (1880)  They  are  attempts  by  the  court  to  'jear 
witness  to  'the  will  of  God  as  it  is  revealed  to  us  in  common  assembly.' 
(1960)  A  General  Assembly  statement  on  a  social  issue— adopted  by 
majority  vote,  often  after  extensive  debate— is  the  corporate  witness  of 
that  meeting  of  the  highest  court  of  the  denomination  on  that  issue.."

Vote  On  Union  Predicted 

(RNS)— The  United  Presbyterian  General  Assembly  has  reaffirmed 
its  commitment  to  reunion  with  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.  during 
the  annual  gathering  in  Omaha,  Nebraska  recently. 

But  there  were  disagreements  expressed  during  the  meeting  on  when 
a  vote  on  union  might  take  place. 

Conversions  on  merger  are  well  advanced.  Dr.  William  P.  Thompson, 
Stated  Clerk  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  said  early  in  the 
Assembly  that  he  did  not  expect  union  votes  "in  this  decade." 

The  Rev.  Robert  C.  Lamar  and  the  Rev.  J.  Randolph  Taylor, 
co-chairman  of  a  Joint  Committee  on  Reunion,  later  disagreed.  Both 
predict  a  vote  on  union  within  the  1970's. 


New  Musical  Premiers  In  Charlotte; 
Christian  Drama  Seen  By  3^500 


(RNS)  —  A  new  musical  em- 
ploying several  contemporary 
styles  to  present  the  story  of 
Jesus'  crucifixion  and 
resurrection  had  its  premier 
performance  in  Charlotte  on  May 
4. 

Called  "Meet  God,  Man,"  it 
uses  a  different  style  for  each 
character-presenting  Jesus  in 
jazz,  John  in  blues,  Peter  in  hard 
"funky"  blues,  Thomas  in  hard 
rock,  Salome  in  folk,  Mary 
Magdalene  in  gospel  and  Mary 
the  mother  of  Jesus  in  ballad. 

The  composer  was  the  Rev. 
Richard  Koehneke,  pastor  of  the 
Mt.  Calvary  Lutheran  church  in 
Kannapolis. 

The  script  was  written  by  the 
Rev.  John  Schroeder,  a  Luthern 
minister  and  television  writer 
in  St.  Louis.  Mr.  Schroeder 
submitted  the  script  to  Mr. 
Koehneke  while  the  latter  was  a 
student  at  Concordia  Lutheran 
Theological  Seminary  in  St. 
Louis. 


A  crowd  of  3,500  people  at- 
tended the  premier  at  the 
Charlotte  Coliseum.  The 
production  was  mounted  on  a  40 
by  40  foot  stage  in  the  center  of 
the  coliseum. 

The  cast  included  32  singers 
and  dancers,  all  of  them 
amateurs  or  semi-professionals 
from  the  Charlotte  area.  They 
were  supported  by  a  14-piece 
band. 

Member  Of  Plaza  Presbyterian 

Jesus  was  portrayed  by  Dr. 
William  A.  Daily,  a  professor  of 
voice  at  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  at  Charlotte  and  music 
director  of  the  Plaza 
Presbyterian  Church. 

He  was  shown  for  part  of  the 
muscial  as  a  black  man  and  part 
of  the  time  as  white.  This  was 
done  to  show  that  "he  is 
everybody's  God,"  according  to 
director  Gerald  Honaker,  head  of 
the  drama  department  of 
Catawba  College  in  Salisburv. 


Among  the  outstanding  songs 
of  the  production  are  "Friends," 
which  is  sung  when  Peter  and 
John  are  trying  to  convince 
Thomas  that  Jesus  has  risen 
from  the  dead,  and  the  theme 
song  "Meet  God,  Man,"  which  is 
done  in  driving,  hard  rock. 

Standing  Ovation 

The  audience  gave  the  cast  and 
composer  a  standing  ovation. 
And  the  Charlotte  Observer 
critic,  Richard  T.  Banks,  wrote, 
"The  quality  of  the  music  and  its 
modern-day  appropriateness  for 
the  2000-year-old  message  of  hope 
commanded  one's  respect 
throughout  the  evening.  I  think 
it's  a  show  with  a  future." 

The  possibilies  of  presenting 
the  musical  in  other  cities  and  of 
having  it  filmed  are  under 
discussion. 

Proceeds  from  the  premier 
performance  were  donated  to  the 
Charlotte  Drug  Education 
Center.

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Coalition  Plans  Establishment 
Of  Church  By  End  Of  Year 


(FN)  —  The  efforts  of  a 
dissident  coalition  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S. 
to  estabhsh  a  new  denomination 
moved  closer  to  its  goal  during  a 
May  18-19  meeting  in  Atlanta. 

By  a  vote  of  349-16,  delegates  to 
a  "convocation  of  sessions" 
committed  themselves  to 
forming  a  new  church  before  the 
end  of  the  year. 

Before  the  vote  was  taken, 
chairman  pro-tem  W.  Jack 
Williamson,  an  attorney  from 
Greenville,  Ala.,  made  it  clear  to 
delegates  that  by  voting  af- 
firmatively "we  are  committing 
ourselves  (personally)  to  a  new 
church." 

The  two-day  meeting  at 
Westminster  Presbyterian 
Church  was  attended  by  460 
voting  delegates  from  261 
churches  with  a  combined 
membership  of  70,800.  Another 
400  observers  from  89 
congregations  were  also  present. 

All  but  about  a  dozen  were 
Presbyterian,  U.  S.  churches. 
Some  were  independent 
Presbyterian  congregations,  and 
some  newly  formed  by  dissidents 
who  have  withdrawn  from  the 
denomination. 

Steering  Committee 

The  convocation  was  called  by 
the  Steering  Committee  for  a 
Continuing  Presbyterian  Church 
and  the  sessions  of  30  churches. 

The  delegates  voted  to  hold  an 
advisory  convention  August  7-9  in 
Asheville  to  make  plans  for  a 
constituting  assembly,  slated  to 
be  held  in  December. 

Formal  action  calling  for  the 
new  denomination  came  through 
adoption  of  "Reaffirmations  of 
1973."  The  document  sets  forth 
positions  of  the  denomination  it 


claims  are  out  of  step  with 
constitutional  and  doctrinal 
requirements. 

The  Rev.  Donald  Patterson  of 
Jackson,  Miss.,  chairman  of  the 
Steering  Committee  for  a  Con- 
tinuing Church,  presided  until  the 
convocation  was  organized  for 
business,  after  which  Williamson 
was  elected  chairman  pro-tem 
and  the  Rev.  Morton  Smith  of 
Jackson,  clerk  pro-tem. 

Opposes  Division 

Speaking  against  division,  the 
Rev.  John  R.  de  Witt  of 
Kingstree,  S.  C,  warned  of  "the 
sin  of  schism." 

"We  will  one  day  answer  before 
the  Great  God  Himself  for  what 
we  do  here  today.  .  .  It  is  not 
enough  that  are  tired  or  disgusted 
with  things  as  they  are  in  the 
church.  We  must  be  moved  by 
compulsion.  Take  the  long  view.  . 
Our  actions  will  be  judged  by  all 
of  history." 

Three  ruling  elders  and  two 
ministers  were  elected  Friday 
night  and  instructed  to  nominate 
a  slate  of  20  elders  and  20 
ministers  as  an  Organizing 
Committee  to  prepare  for  the 
August  advisory  convention.

Hendrick  of  Jackson,  Mississippi, 
the  Rev.  Frank  Barker  of 
Birmingham,  Alabama,  and  the 
Rev.  John  Neville  of  Hen- 
dersonville,  who  was  later  named 
chairman.

As  a  part  of  the  Joint  Com- 
mission, the  Council  conducts  a 
voluntary  program  for  ac- 
creditation. The  Council  seeks  to 
recognize,  and  to  identify  for  the 
public,  facilities  providing  a  high 
quality  of  long  term  care.  The 
program  covers  extended  care, 
nursing  care  and  resident  care 
facilities. 

Accreditation  of  The 
Presbyterian  Home,  Inc.  means 
that  the  facility  has  voluntarily 
chosen  to  operate  according  to 
standards  set  by  a  professional, 
knowledgeable  and  nationally 
recognized  group  of  health 
professionals.  Presbyterian 
Home  is  one  of  approximately 
1,800  long  term  care  facilities 
throughout  the  nation  that  have 
earned  this  recognition. 


Dr.  L.  Nelson  Bell  of  Montreat 
said  the  effects  "of  this  proposed 
division  is  going  to  be  deep,  for  it 
will  divide  congregations  and 
even  families." 

Psychological  Differences 

Another  denominational  of- 
ficial viewed  the  action  as 
motivated  more  by  psychological 
differences  than  theological 
ones." 

Dr.  John  F.  Anderson  Jr.  of 
Atlanta  said  the  breakaway 
Presbyterians  "are  apparently 
more  comfortable  and 
emotionally  secure  in  continuing 
old  patterns  and  terminology 
rather  than  moving  into  new 
modes  and  models  as  the 
assemblies  of  the  church  seek  a 
majority  opinion  as  to  what  God 
is  saying  to  His  people  today  by 
the  Holy  Spirit  opening  up  still 
further  the  truth  of  Scripture." 
Smallness  Noted 

Both  Dr.  Bell  and  Dr.  Anderson 
took  note  of  the  smallness  of  the 
movement. 

A  check  of  registration  figures 
showed  the  261  churches 
represented  at  the  meeting  had  a 
combined  membership  of  70,800. 

There  are  4,200  churches  and 
950,000  members  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S. , 
whose  constituency  is  located  in 
16  states. 

Dr.  Bell  and  Dr.  Anderson  also 
pointed  out  that  not  all  the  261 
churches  represented  at  the 
meeting  will  withdraw  from  the 
denomination.  Presently,  some 
58  have  moved  to  sever  ties  with 
the  mother  church. 

Dr.  Bell  said  a  minister  who 
attended  the  Atlanta  meeting  told 
him  he  voted  against  the 
proposed  new  church  and  in 
doing  so,  "never  felt  more  clearly 
in  my  life  the  leading  of  God  in 
refusing  to  become  a  part  of  this 
division." 

Vast  Majority 

Dr.  Anderson  said  "the  vast 
majority"  of  ministers  and 
members,  "though  they  do  not 
agree  with  every  pronouncement 
or  program  of  the  official  courts 
of  the  church,  are  determined  to 
work  together  with  one  another  in 
being  the  'Body  of  Christ.'  " 

He  said  ordained  lay  persons 
and  ministers  take  a  vow  to  "be 
in  subjection  to  the  brethren," 
but  no  assembly  can  bind  their 
individual  Christian  consciences. 

"Therefore  an  officer  or 
member  has  complete  freedom  to 
be  or  not  to  be  a  'member  '  of  the 
official  body,"  he  observed.  "We 
all  must  learn  to  disagree  in  love 
and  to  cultivate  the  gift  for 
listening  to  one  another."

The  highlights  of 
the  meeting  included  a  banquet 
held  at  the  new  Stouffers  Atlanta 
Inn  at  which  Mr.  Burt  Vardeman, 
administrator  of  the  Presbyter- 
ian Center,  Atlanta,  was  the 
guest  speaker.  Mr.  Vardeman 
suggested  that  the  group  relate 
more  closely  with  the  business 
community  in  their  locale,  join- 
ing civic  groups  and  keeping 
abreast  of  new  business  trends  in 
order  to  incorporate  them  into 
the  local  church's  business 
practices  when  applicable. 

Mr.  Bill  Urch,  Executive  Sec- 
retary of  the  Committee  on  the 
Minister  and  His  Work,  PCUS, 


discussed  the  new  plan  of  Pro- 
fessional Development  on  the  As- 
sembly level  which  would  include 
a  concern  about  non-clergy 
people  working  the  churches.  For 
the  first  time  perhaps  a.  system 
for  keeping  date  forms  on  these 
persons  would  be  possible  enab- 
ling the  Assembly  to  facilitate  the 
moving  of  the  administrator 
when  desired.

Minister  Dies 

The  Rev.  R.  Frederick  Brown 
Sr.,  a  retired  Presbyterian 
minister,  died  April  30  at  an 
Asheville  hospital  at  the  age  of  85. 

Mr.  Brown  who  had  lived  in 
Asheville  since  retirement,  was 
one  of  the  organizers  of  the 
Malvern  Hills  Presbyterian 
Church  in  West  Asheville  in  the 
mid  1940's. 

A  native  of  Roanoke,  Ala.,  Mr. 
Brown  began  his  ministry  in  the 
Chapel  Hill  area  serving  chur- 
ches at  that  time  in  the  Christian 
denomination. 

Later  he  was  ordained  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.  after 
completing  his  education  at 
Union  Theological  Seminary  in 
Virginia  where  he  received  his 
B.D.  and  Th.M.  degrees. 

Earlier  Mr.  Brown  had 
received  the  A.  B.  degree  from 
Elon  College  in  1916  and  the  M.  A. 
degree  from  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hiil  in 
1917.

(1960-69),  and  president  (1972)  of 
the  Ministers  Association  of 
Greater  Birmingham. 

He  was  married  to  the  former 
Mary  Thomas  Stockton  of  Rich- 
mond, Ky.,  in  1947,  and  they  have 
four  children.  One  of  his  sons  is  a 
candidate  for  the  ministry.

Raises  Goal  To  $7.5  Million

The  Queens-Davidson  Fund  has 
increased  its  campaign  goal  from 
$6  million  to  $7.5  million,  ac- 
cording to  an  announcement  by 
Graeme  M.  Keith,  chairman  of 
the  campaign.  This  action  came 
on  Friday,  June  22,  following  an 
announcement  in  Charlotte  by 
the  Z.  Smith  Reynolds  Foun- 
dation that  during  the  next  four 
years  it  would  give  $2  million 
dollars  to  Davidson  College  for  its 
endowment. 

Mr.  Keith  noted  that  "this 
exceptionally  generous  gift  more 
than  assures  the  success  of  the 
foundations  division  of  our 
campaign.  However,  we  are  still 
working  toward  the  goals  of  the 
other  campaign  divisions,  in- 
cluding individuals,  cor- 
porations, and  Presbyterian 
churches  in  North  Carolina.  This 
is  especially  necessary  if  Queens 
College  is  to  achieve  its  ob- 
jectives in  the  campaign." 

The  Queens-Davidson  Fund  is  a 
campaign  for  capital  im- 
provements at  Queens  College 
and  Davidson  College  authorized 
by  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  in 
June,  1971.  It  reached  its  climax 
when  Mr.  Keith  announced  that 


the  goal  of  $6  million  dollars  had 
been  pledged. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Synod,  the  Rev.  Douglas  W. 
Oldenburg  made  a  progress 
report  indicating  that  funds 
raised  from  local  congregations 
was  running  behind  the  results  of 
the  campaign  in  its  other 
divisions.  Mr.  Keith  urged  church 
leaders  and  local  congregations 
to  continue  their  efforts  in  behalf 
of  this  campaign  and  to  report  the 


action  of  each  congregation  in 
response  to  this  appeal. 

Keith  said  that  the  Reynolds 
grant  "has  led  us  to  the  unusual 
step  of  increasing  the  total 
Queens-Davidson  campaign  goal 
from  $6  million  to  $7.5  million. 
Bolstered  by  the  Reynolds  gift, 
and  with  the  continuing  work  of 
our  campaign  leaders,  we  are 
confident  that  we  can  reach  this 
higher  level."

Regional  Synod  Established; 
Coordinating  Council  Formed 


The  "new"  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  had  its  organizational 
meeting  in  Richmond  during  the 
final  meeting  of  the  "old"  Synod 
of  North  Carolina,  June  5-6.  The 
effective  legal  date  for  the 
transition  from  the  "old"  to  the 
"new"  was  July  1. 

The  action  reunites  North 
Carolina  Presbyterians  into  one 
regional  structure.  The  churches 
in  the  western  portion  of  the 
state  were  separated  from  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  in  1915 
when  the  Synod  of  Appalachia 
was  formed. 

By  action  of  the  1971  General 
Assembly,  all  of  the  churches 
within  the  state  lines  of  North 
Carolina  are  now  part  of  the 
same  regional  mission  structure. 
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Coordinating  Council  Formed 

During  the  organizational 
meeting  in  Richmond,  delegates 
from  throughout  the  state 
adopted  "the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  United  States"  as 
the  name  of  the  new  synod  and 


elected  members  of  the 
Coordinating  Council. 

The  Council,  as  constituted  by 
the  organizational  meeting,  is  the 
central  administrative  and 
executive  agency  of  the  synod 
and  is  responsible  for  the  entire

Little  has  done  post-doctoral 
study  at  Harvard  University,  and 
has  been  awarded  an  honorary 
Doctor  of  Humanities  degree 
from  Queens  College. 

She  has  led  workshops  in 
Christian  Education  in  Australia, 
New  Zealand  and  Fiji  Islands, 
and  has  also  lectured  and  served 
as  a  visiting  summer  professor  in 
several  U.  S.  seminaries.  This 
summer  she  will  lead  a  seminar 
on  Christian  Education  at  the 
Summer  Institute  of  Theology  at 
UTS,  in  addition  to  teaching 
"Public  Education  and  Religion" 
at  PSCE  summer  school,  July  2- 
13. 

Before  coming  to  PSCE  as  a 
professor  in  1951,  Dr.  Little's 
positions  included  Assistant  to 
the  Regional  Director  of  Christ- 
ian Education  for  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina. 

The  professor  of  Christian 
Education  serves  as  a  Ruling 
Elder  at  Grace  Covenant 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Rich- 
mond. 


Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.  salute 
John  F.  Anderson,  Jr.,  disciple  of 
Jesus  Christ,  minister  and  theo- 
logian of  the  Church  whose  bold 
executive  leadership,  whose 
prophetic  advocacy  of  reform,

Dr.  Charles  E.  S.  Kraemer, 
newly  elected  PCUS  moderator, 
praised  the  Board  which, 
since  its  founding  in  1861 
has  provided  the  Church  "with 
the  means  and  inspiration  to  do 
some  things  as  a  whole  church,  in 
addition  to  the  things  we  do  as 
local  congregations." 

"If  the  Presbyterian  Church  is 
going  to  work  as  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  we've  got  to  be  more 
than  isolated,  separated 
congregations.  Denominations 
that  work  that  way  miss  some  of 
the  problems  that  we  have. ..but 
they  also  miss  some  of  the  op- 
portunities. .  ." 

'-'We  would  be  fasting  instead  of 
banqueting,"  Kramer  said,  "if 
this  event  marked  the  end  of  the 
kind  of  ministry  carried  on  by  the 
Board  of  National  Ministries." 
The  same  work  will  continue  with 
a  different  name,  he  stressed. 

Dr.  Kraemer  commended  the 
board  and  the  staff  for  min- 
istering to  today's  needs  in  the 
face  of  some  criticism.  "If 
preaching  what  you  believe  to  be 
the  full  Gospel  costs  some  votes, 
that's  the  way  it  has  to  be."  ■ 

"The  time  has  passed-if  indeed 
there  ever  was  a  time-when  we 
can  fulfill  our  Lord's  commission 
by  saying  to  people  who  are 
hungry,  to  people  who  don't  have 
opportunities  to  make  a  decent 
living,  to  people  who  can't  find  a 
decent  place  to  live,  to  people 
who  are  struggling  for  even  the 
minimum  rights  as  citizens  to 
say  to  them,  'put  on  your  good 
clothes,  come  down  to  our  Sunday 
School  or  our  protracted  meeting 
and  we'll  tell  you  God  loves  you. 
Or  maybe  don't  even  come.  It 
makes  us  a  little  uneasy  to  have 
people  like  you  in  our  church. 
Stay  down  in  you  place  and  we'll 
send  word  to  you  that  God  loves 
you." 


Concord  Presbytery  Honors  Ministers 


The  Rev.  John  W.  Luke  of  Ashe 
County  has  been  honored  by  the 
Presbytery  of  Concord  for 
teaching  the  gospel  to  the  people 
of  the  mountains  of  northwest 
North  Carolina  for  45  years. 

Luke  and  his  wife  sat  glowing 
in  the  midst  of  the  presbytery's 
300  members  at  First 
Presbyterian  Church  in 
Statesville  as  the  ministers  and 
elders  gave  them  a  vote  of  thanks 
for  their  work. 

The  Rev.  J.  Whitner  Kennedy 
of  Hickory,  moderator  of  the 
presbytery,  said  Luke  reached 
his  75th  birthday  this  year,  the 
presbytery  was  forced  to  retire 
him  under  the  constitution  of  the 
church. 

But  ministers  said  "retirement 


hasn't  slowed  John  Luke  any...  he 
is  still  out  preaching. ..visiting 
people. ..and  generally  watching 
over  his  domain  in  the  mountains 
for  God." 

Luke  originally  had  planned  to 
be  a  mechanical  engineer,  but  he 
felt  a  call  to  the  ministry  in  1919 
at  the  age  of  21  and  shifted  his 
schooling  to  Hampden-Sydney 
College  in  Virginia  and  later 
attended  Union  Theological 
Seminary  in  Virginia. 

Colquitt  Honored 

The  presbytery  also  honored  L. 
B.  Colquitt,  Jr.  who  has  served  as 
stated  clerk  and  chief  ad- 
ministrative officer  since  the  new 
presbytery  was  formed  in  1972. 

Before  his  resignation  earlier 


this  year,  Colquitt  had  been  a 
church  administrator  for  15  years 
and  a  pastor  for  20  years.  He  was 
clerk  of  the  Concord  Presbytery 
from  1968  to  1972.  Concord, 
Winston-Salem  and  Kings 
Mountain  Presbyteries  were 
merged  to  form  the  new 
Presbytery  of  Concord. 

It  was  disclosed  that  the 
presbytery  still  is  without  a  chief 
administrative  officer.  The  Rev. 
William  E.  Kercheval  of  Win- 
ston-Salem served  as  acting  clerk 
at  the  meeting. 

The  presbytery  approved  a  call 
to  the  Rev.  Connell  Osborne,  a 
former  Baptist  minister  in 
Atlanta,  to  become  pastor  of 
Dellabrook  Presbyterian  Church 
in  Winston-Salem.

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Dr.  Dale  Gramley,  executive 
director  of  the  Z.  Smith  Reynolds 
Foundation,  announced  the  gift 
on  behalf  of  foundation  president 
Smith  Bagley  of  Winston-Salem 
during  a  luncheon  in  Charlotte  for 
leaders  of  the  Synodwide  Queens- 
Davidson  Campaign. 

"The  gift  emphasizes  the 
importance  of  private  foundation 
support  for  private  colleges," 
Gramley  said.  In  a  brief  talk,  he 
warned  that  increasing 
government  regulation  is 
threatening  the  independence  of 
both  private  colleges  and  private 
foundations. 

"The  Foundation  basically 
reacts  to  needs  of  institutions  and 
organizations  and  the  people 
served  thereby.  It  initiates  very 
little.  It  has  a  predilection  for 
high  quality,  excellence,  en- 
during values,  and  strengthening 
of  worthy  causes.  It  holds  out  no 
carrots  to  tempt  colleges,  for 
example,  to  undertake  new 
programs  which  their  resources 
might  not  be  able  to  sustain  for 
the  long  pull." 

"My  announcement,"  said  Mr. 
Gramley,  "is  the  action  of  our 
Board  of  Trustees,  at  its  Spring 
meeting  in  May,  to  grant 
$2,000,000,  payable  over  a  4-year 
period,  to  Davidson  College.  This 
money  is  for  endowment  and  is  to 
be  added  to  the  Reynolds 
Foundation  Endowment  Fund  at 
Davidson,  which  already  has  $3 
million  of  this  Foundation's 
earlier  grants  working  in  support 
of  excellence,  high  quality  in- 
struction and  enduring  values  in 
the  educational  program." 

"The  decision  as  to  use  is 
Davidson's.  We  will  not  be 
looking  over  Dr.  Spencer's 
shoulder  and  asking,  'What  did 
you  do  this  week,  or  this  month?' 
Nor  will  we  be  telling  Davidson 
what  its  admissions  policy  should 
be  or  whether  it  should  bring  a 
particular  scholar-lecturer  to 
campus  or  keep  one  away." 

"The  major  concern  which 
trustees  and  the  executive 
director  of  the  Z.  Smith  Reynolds 
Foundation  have  in  connection 
with  this  $2  million  grant"  Mr. 
Gramley  continued,  "is  not  in 
how  Davidson  College  will  use  it,

but  in  how  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  the  alumni  and  friends  of 
the  CoUege-and  of  Queens  College 
as  well-will  react  to  it." 

"If  it  dissuades  these  others 
from  contributing  generously,  it 
will  diminish  our  happiness  in 
having  made  it." 

"If,  however,  it  turns  out  to  be 
viewed  as  a  vote  of  confidence 
from  non -Presbyterians  and  non- 
alumni  that  encourages 
Davidson's  and  Queens'  closest 
friends  to  raise  their  sights  and 
contribute  generously,  our  cup 
will  run  over  and  our  saucer  too," 
said  Mr.  Gramley. 

"The  gift  is  made  in 
recognition  of  the  importance  of 
private  support  to  higher 
education,  particularly  to  fine 
independent  colleges  like 
Davidson.  For  these  colleges  to 
maintain  their  independence  and 
their  high  quality,  foundations  as 
well  as  individuals  and  cor- 
porations must  offer  increasing 
support  during  the  coming 
years." 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Warner  L.  Hall  of 
Charlotte,  chairman  of  David- 
son's trustees,  expressed  "our 
deep  gratitude  for  this  magnifi- 
cent gift.  It  will  help  Davidson 
continue  serving  our  state  and 
our  church  by  supporting  a  pro- 
gram of  independent,  first- 
quality  education  in  an  atmos- 
phere of  Christian  faith  and  com- 
mitment."

sessions  beginning  Monday 
evening  were  held  at  the 
Sheraton  Fort  Worth  Hotel. 

Saturday  Schedule 
In  advance  of  the  normal 
organizational  session,  the 
commissioners  heard  and  saw  a 
presentation  of  the  restructured 
administrative  and  program 
units  of  the  General  Assembly. 
The  functions  previously  named 
by  the  General  Assembly  as  its 
most  appropriate  tasks  were 
discussed  and  the  placement  of 
each  was  described.  A  multi- 
media program  was  used  in  the 
presentation. 

A  briefing  for  commissioners 
followed.  The  General  Assembly 
adopted  a  standing  committee 
plan  for  the  management  of  its 
business  through  fifteen  sub 
units.  These  committees  met  on 
Saturday  afternoon. 

Sunday  Schedule 

Many  commissioners 
participated  in  services  of  local 
congregations  as  its  speakers. 
Jules  Spach  of  Winston -Salem 
preached  at  Ridglea  Church  and 
many  other  North  Carolina 
commissioners  participated  in 
similar  churches.  In  an  early 
morning  session.  Dr.  Charles 
E.S.  Kraemer  preached  at  the 
host  church. 

At  11:00  a.m.  the  General 
Assembly  worshipped  in  the  host 
church  The  retiring  moderator 
preached  and  many  special 
features  including  music,  ban- 
ners, and  observances  of  the

The  entire  membership  of  the 
General  Assembly  and  its  sup- 
porting staff  and  guests  enjoyed  a 
delightful  luncheon  at  the  church. 

Moderator  Elected 

In  the  afternoon  session,  the 
General  Assembly  elected  Dr. 
Charles  E.S.  Kraemer  of 
Mecklenburg  Presbytery  as  its 
moderator,  Kraemer  is  president 
of  the  Presbyterian  School  of 
Christian  Education  in  Rich- 
mond. He  was  pastor  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Charlotte 
from  1945  to  1954  and  previously 
held  pastorates  in  Mississippi, 
Missouri,  and  Kentucky.  He  is  a 
native  of  Bonham,  Texas  and 
attended  Davidson  College. 

This  was  the  first  uncontested 
election  of  a  moderator  since 
1956.  Kraemer  had  received  the 
endorsement  of  Mecklenburg 
Presbytery  last  fall. 

The  new  moderator  was 
nominated  by  Rev.  Louis  H. 
Zebinden,  Jr.  of  San  Antonio  who 
formerly  served  a  pastorate  in 
Concord  Presbytery,  North 
Carolina.  The  nomination  was 
seconded  by  Jack  Ramseur  of 
Lincolnton ,  a  veteran  churchman 
who  was  a  college  roommate  of 
the  new  moderator.  He  described 
Kraemer  as  "a  person  of  spirit- 
filled  winsomeness." 

In  acceptance  of  the  office.  Dr. 
Kraemer  promised  that  he  was 
"ready  to  spend  all  the  prayer 
and  all  the  patience  that  could  be 
profitable  to  bring  healing  to  our 
church." 

State  Of  The  Church 

Retiring  moderator  Bell 
reported  on  the  state  of  the 
church  in  a  balanced  con- 
demnation of  those  who  are 
willing  to  break  away  from  the 
denomination  and  those  who  are 
insensitive  to  the  reasons  for  the 
unhappiness  of  those  who  are 
leaving.  He  identified  the 
primary  issues  before  the  church 
as  union  with  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church,  the 
adoption  of  a  new  confession  of 
faith  and  the  conduct  of  "some  of 
the  Commissions  on  the  Minister 
and  His  Work."  He  noted  that  two 
of  the  issues  were  not  yet  before 
the  church  for  a  vote  and  that  the 
power  had  the  power  to  clarify 


the  responsibilities  of 
presbyteries'  commissions. 

Dr.  Kraemer  praised  Dr.  Bell 
for  his  loyalty  to  the  Presbyterian 
way  "at  a  time  when  there  were 
great  pressures  for  him  to  do 
otherwise." 

Dr.  Bell  recommended  the 
establishment  of  a  special 
committee  to  investigate  the 
cases  of  dissensions  in  the  church 
and  to  make  recommendations 
for  a  possible  solution.  The 
commissioners  authorized 
former  moderator  Ben  Lacy 
Rose  of  Wilmington  to  name 
three  members  to  the  committee 
with  Dr.  Bell  naming  three 
members  and  the  current 
moderator  naming  a  seventh 
member. 

Fraternal  Delegates 

Delegates  from  other 
Presbyterian  bodies  bringing 
greetings  to  the  General 
Assembly  included  the 
moderator  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Korea,  Chong  Dae  Kim 
who  said  he  was  baptised  "by  one 
of  your  missionaries."  Other 
fraternal  delegates  included  the 
Rev.  J.  Oscar  McCloud  from  the 
UPCUSA  who  expressed  the  hope 
that  "next  year  (when  we  are 
meeting  in  the  same  city)  will  be 
an  occasion  for  the  Holy  Spirit  to 
be  visited  on  us."  The  moderator 
of  the  Presbyterian  community 
of  the  Church  of  Christ  in  Zaire 
and  the  moderator  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Canada  brought 
greetings.  Both  said  we  need  to 
make  a  special  effort  to  get  closer 
together,  and  to  try  to  understand 
other  points  of  view. 

Progress  Report 

Sunday  evening  the  com- 
missioners heard  a  progress 
report  by  the  Task  Force  on 
World  Hunger.  The  Ad  Interim 
Committee  to  draft  a  new  con- 
fession also  presented  a  report 
using  audio-visuals,  and  con- 
cluded with  a  recommendation 
that  the  report  of  the  committee 
be  docketed  for  consideration  in 
1974.  Dr.  Albert  Winn  of 
Louisville  Seminary  stated  that 
the  responses  from  the  church  to 
the  committees'  initial  study 
papers  required  a  volume  of 
editorial  changes  and  further 
study  by  the  committee. 

Monday  Schedule 

On  Monday,  the  commissioners 
heard  a  report  on  the  priority- 
setting  process.  Mrs.  John  D. 
(Sara  B.)  Moseley  of  Sherman, 
Texas  and  Dr.  Kenneth  G.  Phifer 
of  New  Orleans  explained  the 
process  by  which  nineteen  ten- 


tative 1975  priorities  were  being 
submitted  to  the  General 
Assembly  for  revision  and 
ranking.  Following  the  presen- 
tation, the  standing  committees 
resumed  their  work.  Mrs. 
Moseley  said,  "There  were  no 
rubber  stamps  in  the  com- 
missioners' pockets.  We  were  all 
involved  in  working  through  the 
possibilities  for  priorities. .We 
will  be  listening  to  the  expressed 
needs  of  the  church,  and  we  will

be  listening  to  each  other  as  we 
shape  these  expressions  into  the 
directions  the  church  is  to  move 
in  1975." 

By  Monday  evening  most  of  the 
commissioner's  work  had  been 
completed  and  the  General 
Assembly  reconvened  to  hear  a 
special  presentation  by  the  Board 
of  World  Missions. 

Tuesday  Schedule 
Beginning  Tuesday  morning, 
the  commissioners  worked  full- 
time  reaching  decisions  on  the 
recommendations  of  the  standing 
committees. 

Accepting  the  recom- 
mendations of  a  special  com- 
mittee, the  commissioners  voted 
to  continue  the  Board  of  An- 
nuities and  Relief  as  an  entity 
separate  from  the  General 
Executive  Board.  This  was  a 
revision  of  the  Plan  of 
Restructure  adopted  in  1972;  the 
action  was  taken  without  debate. 

The  General  Assembly  paused 
to  honor  a  former  moderator  and 
seniinary  professor  for  his 
scholarly  work  as  a  church 
historian.  Dr.  Ernest  Trice 
Thompson  of  Richmond  was 
recognized  for  the  publication  of 
the  final  volumes  of  a  study 
Presbyterians  in  the  South.  In  the 
tribute,  Dr.  Robert  Jones  of  Fort

Worth  noted  that  Thompson  has 
gived  his  life  by  chapters— as  a 
minister,  a  teacher,  and  a 
writer — and  has  done  this  well. 
Rev.  Richard  Ray  of  John  Knox 
Press  said  that  the  new  volumes 
gave  a  portrait  of  God's  people 
struggling  to  understand  what  it 
means  to  be  God's  people.  Dr. 
Thompson  called  his  writing  "a 
labor  of  love  and  a  matter  of 
obligation." 

Committee  On  Union 

The  joint  committee  on 
Presbyterian  Union  was  given 
authority  to  continue  its 
assignment  after  Dr.  J.  Randolph 
Taylor  and  his  co-chairman  from 
the  UPCUSA  reported  that  their 
plan  for  union  has  not  been 
scrapped  but  the  committee  is 
doing  a  second  draft  to  be  ready 
for  the  churches  to  study  next 


year.  He  predicted  union  within 
this  decade.  The  Rev.  Charles  C. 
Ansley  of  Fayetteville  presented 
a  minority  report  from  his 
standing  committee.  It  asked 
that  appointments  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Church  Union  be 
reconsidered.  He  called  for  a 
"breath  of  calm,  a  breathing 
spell."  The  present  committee  is 
composed  of  seven  persons  nam- 
ed by  Dr.  Lynn  in  1969,  two 
named  by  Dr.  Benfield  in  1970, 
two  named  by  Dr.  Rose  in  1972 
and  two  named  by  Dr.  Bell  in 
1972.  The  General  Assembly 
denied  the  request. 

Montreat  Facilities 
The  commissioners  refused  to 
become  involved  in  the  question 
of  the  use  of  the  Montreat  Con- 
ference facilities  hy  the  Pre- 
sbyterian Evangelistic 


Fellowship,  a  dissident  group 
operating  outside  the  program  st- 
ructure of  the  Church.  After  this 
conference  season,  the  respon- 
sibility for  conferences  at 
Montreat  will  rest  with  the 
General  Executive  Board. 

The  General  Assembly  also 
refused  to  alter  the  boundaries  of 
the  new  regional  synods,  leaving 
Kentucky  in  Synod  C-F  with 
Albama,  Mississippi  and  Ten- 
nessee. It  also  refused  to  consider 
a  plan  for  "realignment"  in  the 
denomination  on  constitutional 
grounds.  This  had  been  requested 
by  the  Presbytery  of  Central 
Mississippi. 

Heated  Debate 

The  first  of  the  heated  debates 
was  sparked  by  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Church  and 
Society.  The  General  Assembly 
adopted  a  position  paper  on 
"Pornography,  Obscenity  and 
Censorship"  without  dissent.  It 
also  adopted  a  pronouncement 
explaining  the  purpose  of  position 
papers  and  referred  a  request  for 
a  study  of  "the  critical  moral 
issue  of  amnesty"  to  the  Council 
on  Theology  and  Culture. 
However,  debate  was  lively  on  a 
paper  entitled  "Faith  and 
Patriotism",  which  confessed 
national  sins  and  affirmed  prior 
loyalty  "to  the  Lord  of  all 
nations." 

An  earlier  debate  had  focused 
on  the  position  of  Washington 
Communication  Executive.  This 
debate  was  resolved  by  in- 
structing the  General  Executive 
Board  to  adhere  closely  to  the 
position's  description  adopted  by 
the  112th  General  Assembly. 

The  report  of  the  Ad  Interim 
Committee  on  the  Church's  Use 


of  Her  Ordained  Ministry  drew 
high  praise  from  the  com- 
missioners. The  committee  was 
extended  for  an  additional  year 
and  all  of  its  recommendations 
were  adopted  excepting  the 
employment      of  regional

directors.  The  General  Assembly 
chose  Charlotte  as  the  place  for 
its  1975  meeting.  Queens  College 
and  Myers  Park  Church  will  be 
joint  hosts  for  the  event. 

North  Carolinian  Elected 

Mrs.  Samuel  S.  (Isabell)  Wiley 
was  the  only  North  Carolinian 
elected  to  the  seventy-two 
member  General  Executive 
Board.  However,  she  joins  seven 


regional  representatives  chosen 
by  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina 
and  three  moderators:  Kraemer, 
Bell,  and  Rose. 

Elected  to  the  Council  on 
Theology  and  Culture  was  the 
Rev.  George  Webb  of  Shelby 
(class of  75;  and  Ms.  Ann  Cowsert 
of  Charlotte  (class  of  76 J. 

Chosen  tor  membership  on  the 
Committee  on  Theological 
Education  were  the  Rev.  Donald 
G.  Miller  of  Laurinburg  (class  of 
1974;  and  the  Rev.  Robert  S. 
Busey  of  Charlotte,  (class  of 
1975;. 

The  General  Assembly  chose 
six  special  areas  of  priorities  for 
1975,  These  emerged  from  the 
committee  process  earlier.  The 
Rev.  Wallace  Alston  of  Durham 
introduced  a  substitute  set  of 
priorities  that  received  much 
support  and  sparked  an  hour  long 
debate  before  failing. 

Counsel  Offered 
Presbyteries  and  regional 
courts  were  offered  counsel  in 
dealing  with  churches  seeking  to 
leave  the  denomination. 
Expressing  grief  over  the 
separation  of  brethren  who  have 
felt  that  they  must  leave  the 
denomination,  the  General 
Assembly  called  for  special 
prayers  and  a  time  of  repentance 
for  the  sin  which  has  brought 
about  this  misunderstanding.  It 
advocated  the  formation  of  a 
pastoral  counseling  group  and 
urged  study  of  the  connectional 
system  of  government  by 
member  churches.  It  adopted  a 
statement  that  constitution 
makes  no  provision  for  unilateral 
withdrawal  of  a  church  to 
autonomy  or  independence. 


'Council  Of  Trinity'  Writes  Statement 
Of  Faith;  Result  Of  Bible  Study 


On  June  24,  vacation  Bible 
school  pupils  at  Trinity 
Presbyterian  Church  displayed 
their  handiwork  during  the 
Sunday  morning  worship  service. 

The  students  are  adults,  and 
the  handiwork  is  a  statement  of 
belief  written  in  the  manner  of 
the  Apostles'  Creed. 

The  statement,  prepared  by 
members  of  the  Laurinburg 
church,  is  appropriately  named 
"The  Trinity  Creed."  It 
represents  some  elements  of  the 
traditional  statements  of  faith  by 
Christians  through  the  centuries, 
but  some  new  twists  have  been 
added. 

For  example,  the  creed 
produced  by  the  "Council  of 
Trinity"  takes  into  consideration 
God's  call  for  man  to  exercise 
stewardship  toward  His 
creations.  This  charge,  found  in 
Genesis,  has  taken  on  new 
significance  in  latter  years  as 
attention  has  been  focused  on 
environmental  problems. 

Development  of  the  statement 
of  belief  is  the  result  of  an  in- 
depth  Bible  study  and  discussion 
featured  as  part  of  the  vacation 
Bible  school  held  at  Trinity 
Sunday  through  Wednesday 
nights. 

The  Rev.  Raymond  Sum- 
merlin,  Trinity  pastor,  describes 
the  experience  as  an  attempt  to 
help  adults  look  at  their  faith  in 
detail.  The  class,  which  was  led 
by  Bill  Somerville,  was  carried 


out  on  the  assumption  that  these 
are  not  ordinary  church-goers 
but  Christians  profoundly  in- 
terested in  understanding  their 
own  faith  as  well  as  that  of  the 
church  at  large. 

As  their  first  step,  the  adults 
went  back  to  the  scriptures  to 
determine  what  common  threads 
run  through  the  statements  of 
faith  expressed  in  the  Bible. 

After  they  tucked  these  fin- 
dings away,  the  approximately  25 
adults  sat  down  and  decided 
which  words  they  wanted  to  in- 
clude in  their  statement.  They 
began  of  course  with  God,  Jesus, 
Holy  Spirit  and  church. 

Then  they  were  divided  into 
small  groups  for  discussion  and 


the  actual  development  of  the 
statement. 

One  by-product  is  a  deeper 
understanding  of  the  problems 
encountered  by  those  involved  in 
the  confession-making  process 
currently  underway  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S. 
Examination  of  belief,  a  pin- 
pointing of  all  the  necessary 
ingredients,  then  finding  ex- 
pression, are  not  as  easy  as  first 
thought. 

"They  taught  themselves," 
says  Summerlin,  who  adds  that 
the  class  worked  with  no  more 
than  a  loose  outline  and  the  Bible. 

It  was  an  effort  to  arrive  at 
"our  own  statement  of  belief," 
and  there  was  no  attempt  to  be 
definitive  or  exclusive.  Sum- 
merlin  explains.

Synod  Of  Virginias 
Organized  During 
June  Meeting 


(PN)  —  Three  small  gavels 
were  handed  over  for  a  large  one 
in  an  impressive  ceremony 
marking  the  organization  of  the 
Synod  of  the  Virginias,  formed  by 
merging  the  Synod  of  Virginia, 
the  Synod  of  West  Virginia  and 
Abingdon  Presbytery. 

The  new  synod  brings  together 
741  churches  and  164,659  com- 
municants. 

Its  organizational  meeting  was 
held  June  17-19  at  Staunton. 

For  the  most  part,  the  two-day 
session  launched  the  infant  synod 
in  a  sea  of  real  tranquility, 
cooperation  and  unity. 

The  Rev.  James  A.  Payne  of 
Richmond,  executive  officer  of 
the  former  Synod  of  Virginia,  was 
chosen  as  executive  officer  for 
the  new  synod. 

In  accepting  the  post,  the  new 
executive  urged  the  two  expiring 
synods  to  move  together,  "taking 
the  good  things  from  our  common 
and  separate  heritages,  and 
melding  them  together.  .  .  to 
make  this  a  more  effective 
mission  instrument  for  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ." 

The  653  commissioners  at- 
tending the  historic  sessions 
selected  Roanoke  as  the  location 
of  new  synod  headquarters. 

The  Transitional  Task  Force 
had  earlier  endorsed  Massanetta 
Springs  for  the  site  and  there 
were  others  pushing  for  Rich- 
mond to  be  headquarters,  at  least 


temporarily. 

Synod  will  move  to  its  new 
location  by  the  first  of  the  year. 

The  Rev.  R.  Jack  Sadler, 
pastor  of  the  Beckley  (W.  Va.) 
Presbyterian  Church,  was 
elected  first  moderator  of  the 
synod.  The  Rev.  Collier  Harvey 
of  Salem,  Virginia  was  named 
Moderator  in  Nomination. 

The  commissioners  also 
established  a  28-member  mission 
council,  11  ministry  groups  and 
three  task  forces  with  specific 
areas  of  responsibilities. 

The  Synod  approved  $1,288,635 
for  General  Assembly  budgeted 
causes  and  $714,780  for  synod 
causes  in  1974. 


Peek  Keynotes 
Organ  Dedication 

Dr.  Richard  Peek,  minister 
of  music  at  Charlotte's  Covenant 
Presbyterian  Church,  presented 
a  program  of  organ  music 
Sunday,  June  17,  at  Rockingham 
First  Presbyterian  Church.  The 
program  was  a  dedication  of  the 
church's  pipe  organ. 

Dr.  Peek  served  as  a  consultant 
on  the  installation  of  the  organ. 

The  instrument  is  a  gift  from 
the  sons  of  MacLean  Bacon  Leath 
who  was  a  ruling  elder  in  the 
church  from  1934  to  the  time  of 
his  death  in  1958. 
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Orange  Presbytery  Adopts  Statement  Presbytery  Installs 
On  Churches  Seeking  To  ''Withdraw"     New  Executive 


Orange  Presbytery  has 
adopted  a  statement  of  policy  for 
dealing  with  churches  con- 
templating withdrawal  from  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.S. 

The  policy  statement,  written 
by  a  committeewppointed  by  the 
chairman  of  Presbytery's 
council,  Dr.  Wallace  M.  Alston, 
was  the  subject  of  lengthy  debate 
and  was  adopted  with  only  minor 
changes. 

Dr.  John  Leith  presented  the 
paper  to  the  presbytery  during  its 
stated  meeting  in  the  Hawfields 
Presbyterian  Church,  Mebane, 
on  June  19. 

The  authors  of  the  paper 
explained  the  need  for  a  policy 
statement  as  being  "necessitated 
by  the  emergence  of  an  iden- 
tifiable movement  within  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.  which 
is  making  extensive  efforts  to 
induce  churches  to  'withdraw' 
(be  dismissed)  from  the 
denomination." 

Administrative  Commission 

The  Presbytery  established  an 
Administration  Commission  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Moderator  and 
the  Nominating  Committee  to 
"implement  the  policies  and 
procedures  set  forth  in  this 
paper."  The  commission  was 
empowered  to  review  and 
determine  the  constitutionality  of 
the  procedures  and  actions  by 
which  a  church  comes  to  the  point 
of  requesting  dismissal  from 
Presbytery  and  to  settle  the 
matter  or  make  recom- 
mendations to  Presbytery. 

According  to  the  guidelines 
adopted,  "If  the  Administrative 
Commission  concludes  that 
dismissal  of  a  church  is  the  ap- 
propriate action  to  be  taken,  that 
such  conclusion  be  recommended 
to  Presbytery  for  its  action." 

The  paper  directed  that  proper 
notification  of  meetings  of  the 
Session  or  Congregation  to  con- 
sider matters  pertaining  to 
"withdrawal"  (dismissal)  should 
be  sent  by  registered  mail  to  all 
the  persons  or  families  involved 
in  each  meeting,  to  Presbytery, 
and  to  the  Administrative 
Commission 

Any  congregational  meeting  to 
consider  "withdrawal" 


(dismissal)  from  Presbytery 
should  be  held  no  sooner  than 
sixty  days  after  the  Session  votes 
to  call  the  meeting,  and  during 
this  sixty  day  period, 
representatives  of  Presbytery 
should  be  given  what  they  con- 
sider to  be  ample  opportunity  and 
time  to  present  and  discuss  the 
issues  involved  with  the  Minister, 
with  the  Session  and  with  the 
congregation. 

The  amended  policy  statement 
that  was  adopted  by  the 
presbytery  contains  the  provision 
that  the  paper  is  to  be  read  to 
every  session  in  the  Presbytery. 


Similar  Action 

Several  other  presbyteries 
have  taken  similar  actions  and 
have  adopted  statements  on 
presbytery  policy  for  dealing 
with  churches  seeking  to  "with- 
draw." Among  presbyteries  in 
North  Carolina  to  take  similar 
action  are  Mecklenburg  and 
Asheville. 


Address  by  Governor  Scott 

The  meeting  of  Orange 
Presbytery  was  opened  with  a 
service  of  worship  which  was  led 
by  the  Rev.  A.  B.  Plexico,  pastor 
of  the  host  church,  and  featured 
an  address  by  former  governor 
Robert  Scott. 

Scott,  an  elder  in  the  Hawfields 
Church,  outlined  the  long  history 
of  Hawfields  and  its  relationship 
to  Orange  Presbytery.

ticipation are  yet  to  come  from 
the  Christian  Church  (Disciples) 
and  the  Episcopal  Church.

This  spring  the  final  two 
volumes  of  Presbyterians  in  the 
South  by  Dr.  Ernest  Trice 
Thompson   are   available  to

Privacy  Being  'Whittled  Away' 
According  To  Senator  Ervin 


(RNS)  —  The  American  right 
to  privacy  is  being  "whittled 
away"  by  the  federal  govern- 
ment Sen.  Sam  J.  Ervin,  Jr.  (D- 
NC)  charges  in  an  article  written 
for  A.D.,  the  monthly  magazine 
of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.  S.  A.  ,  and  the  United 
Church  of  Christ. 

Sen.  Ervin  is  chairman  of  the 
Senate  Subcommittee  on  Con- 
stitutional Rights  and  chairman 
of  the  Select  Committee  in- 
vestigating the  Watergate 
scandal. 

The  right  to  privacy,  he  said  in 
the  A.D.  article,  is  not  "directly 
expressed  in  the  words  of  the 
Constitution  itself"  but  is  em- 
bedded  in   the  framework  of 


constitutional  government  and 
reflected  in  the  First  Amendment 
and  upheld  by  judicial  decisions. 

According  to  the  lawmaker 
from  North  Carolina,  the  federal 
government  "now  controls  more 
than  750  databanks  containing 
personal  information  about 
individual  American  citizens." 

He  listed  some  of  the  ways  in 
which  that  information  is  ob- 
tained. The  examples  ranged 
from  Census  Bureau  forms  to 
surveillance  by  the  armed  forces. 

The  senator  does  not  like  what 
he  sees  as  a  trend  toward 
governmental  control  of  citizens 
by  collecting  personal  data.  He 
reminds  Americans  that  they  do 
not  have  to  answer  Census 


questions  on  whether  they  are 
divorced  or  have  electric  dish- 
washers. 

Likewise,  he  said  that  persons 
cannot  be  required  to  provide 
anything  more  than  proof  of 
identity  and  proof  of  citizenship 
when  applying  for  Passports.  He 
objects  to  Passport  Office 
questions  on  travel  plans  and 
occupations. 

"Congress,  and  the  American 
people  in  general,  are  only  now 
becoming  aware  of  the  multitude 
of  ways  in  which  our  right  to 
privacy-our  right  to  be  left  alone- 
-is  being  ever  circumscribed  by 
the  collection  of  information 
about  almost  every  aspect  of  our 
hves." 


church  officers  who  wish  to  be 
better  informed  in  PCUS  trad- 
tion,  and  to  students  of  church 
history  and  to  persons  interested 
in  exploring  the  origins  of  many 
PCUS  issues  still  alive  today. 

Volume  One  of  the  series,  dea- 
ling with  Presbyterianism  in 
America  from  early  Colonial 
days  until  1861  appeared  ten 
years  ago.  The  period  covered  by 
the  newly-published  second  vol- 
ume takes  up  the  history  of  the 
church  when  the  Southern 
presbyteries  withdrew  from  the 
national  Presbyterian  body  and 
became  a  sectional  church.  This 
book  explores  the  reasons  for  the 
Southern  church's  post-war 
loyalty  to  its  own  particular 
doctrinal  views  and  social 
traditions.  Thompson  ends 
Volume  Two  with  a  portrait  of  the 
PCUS  mentality  in  the  1880's, 
which  he  characterizes  as  one  of 
strict  adherence  to  the  "faith  of 
the  fathers":  "She  (the  church) 
can  utter  no  new  doctrine,  make 
no  new  laws,  ordain  no  new  forms 
of  government,  and  invent  no  new 
modes  of  worship,"  stated  the 
Moderator  of  the  1875  General 
Assembly.  The  book  also  shows 
that  controversies  are  not  new  to 
the  PCUS.  The  late  1800's  in- 
cluded disputes  over  the 
discussion  of  evolutionary 
theories  in  a  seminary  course  and 
even  disagreements  over  using 
instrumental  music  in  corporate 
worship. 

Volume  Three  begins  in  1890 


with  the  South 's  slow  recovery 
from  war  and  Reconstruction.  It 
traces  the  subsequent  growth  of 
the  denomination,  the  rise  of 
mission  emphases  at  home  and 
abroad,  and  the  church's  com- 
mitment to  quality  Christian 
education  and  higher  education. 
Then  Thompson  tackles  the  deve- 
lopment of  theological  dif- 
ferences in  a  denomination  that, 
since  1861,  had  turned  its  back  on 
any  new  suggestion  from  both 
Biblical  scholarship  and  science. 
He  follows  the  changes  which  the 
gradual  opening  up  of  theological 
thinking  brought  to  the  church's 
social,  ethical,  and  ecclesiastical 
stances,  and  which  are  pivotal 
points  in  the  present  conservative 
unrest. 

Former  Moderator 

Dr.  Thompson  himself  has 
lived  through  the  period  covered 
by  the  third  volume  of  his  history. 
A  son  of  a  Presbyterian  minister, 
and  a  graduate  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  College  and  Union 
Theological  Seminary  in  Rich- 
mond, he  is  entirely  a  product  of 
the  history  he  had  chronicled. 
For  forty  years  he  was  Professor 
of  Church  History  and  Church 
Polity  at  Union  Theological 
Seminary  in  Virginia  and  is  now  a 
Professor  Emeritus  of  that  in- 
stitution. In  addition  to  holding  a 
long  record  of  service  to  the 
church's  courts  and  institutions, 
Thompson  moderated  the 
General  Assembly  in  1959.

Cherryville  Churches 
Start  Day  Care  Center 


"Suffer  the  little  children  to 
come  unto  Me." 

According  to  the  Bible,  those 
were  the  words  of  Christ  and  He 
was  referring  to  all  children 
regardless  to  race,  creed  or  color 
or  social  background. 

Those  words  also  apply  to  the 
Cherryville  Comprehensive  Day 
Care  Center  Inc.,  which  daily 
cares  for  more  than  35 
youngsters  ranging  in  age  from 
about  21/2  years  to  school  age. 

"It's  more  than  just  a 
babysitting  service,"  said  Rev. 
Reid  Erwin,  pastor  at  First 
Presbyterian  Church  where  the 
facility  is  quartered. 

"The  whole  idea  came  about 
because  of  the  suffocation  of  two 
children  who  had  been  left  alone 
by  a  working  mother,"  Rev. 
Erwin  explained.  "It  became 
evident  that  there  was  a  real  need 
for  day  care  for  low  income 
children  and  also  for  blacks--it 
just  wasn't  available  in  town." 

So,  the  community  went  to 
work,  organized  a  board  of  15 
directors,  of  which  Rev.  Erwin  is 
chairman,  and  obtained  a  license 
as  a  non-profit  organization  from 
the  State  Day  Care  Department. 
The  center  opened  in  August  1971. 

Its  purpose  is  to  offer  day  care 
facilities  for  all  children  and  to 
provide  protection,  security  and 
social  adjustment  in  a  Christian 
atmosphere. 

The  project  is  solely  supported 
by  about  seven  churches  of 
various  denominations  in  the 
community,  plus  donations  from 
industries,  businesses  and  in- 
dividuals. 


"We  do  not  get  any  support 
from  any  federal  or  state  funds  to 
underwrite  the  program,"  Rev. 
Erwin  said.  "However,  we  are 
reimbursed  for  a  certain  part  of 
the  lunches  we  serve,  just  as  any 
school  would  be  because  we  are  a 
non-profit  organization." 

The  center  operates  five  days  a 
week  all  year. 

"We  have  a  sliding  scale  of 
what  the  parents  pay  for  their 
child's  care,"  Rev.  Erwin  said. 
"The  majority  of  the  children  are 
kept  for  less  than  the  actual  cost 
of  care  and  no  one  pays  more 
than  the  actual  cost  of  care.  Also, 
no  one  is  turned  away  for  lack  of 
funds." 

Cost  is  about  $17.50  a  week  per 
child. 

The  center  also  features  before 
and  after  school  care  for  young 
students  and  all  day  care  for  such 
children  during  the  summer 
months. 

The  children  enjoy  a  varied 
program  of  activities. 

One  day  a  week  a  staff  member 
from  the  Cherryville  public 
library  gives  a  story  hour  at  the 
center;  another  day  of  the  week, 
the  center  students  go  to  the 
library  for  the  story  hour  which  is 
also  used  as  a  teaching  ex- 
perience and  an  outing. 

So  it  is  more  than  just  a  baby 
sitting  service,  although  it  is  that 
too. 

But  in  Rev  .Erwin's  words: 
"Get  them  out  of  diapers  and 
they  can  enroll  in  Cherryville 's 
day  care  center.  It's  a  wonderful, 
safe  place  for  a  youngster  to  be." 


World  Council  Of  Churches 
Executive  Addresses  Meeting 


(PN)— "The  task  of  the  ecu- 
menical movement,  as  of  the 
church,  is  centrally  located  in  the 
little  ones"  referred  to  in  the 
Bible,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Eugene  L. 
Smith  said  during  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  World  Council  of 
Churches  U.S.  Conference  in 
Madison,  Wisconsin.  Dr.  Smith  is 
executive  secretary  of  the  coun- 
cil's New  York  office. 


The  "little  ones"  are  not  only 
the  children  of  the  world,  but  "the 
frail  believers;  those  who  dwell 
on  the  fringe  of  society;  those 
little  in  power  or  social  stand- 
ing," the  American  ecumenist 
said. 


"There  is  no  Christian  unity 
which  does  not  hold  these  little 
ones  at  the  center.  There  is  no 
Christian  justice  which  does  not 
begin  with  them.  There  is  no 
Christian  life  which  leaves  them 
out." 

Contrasting  the  "little  ones"  of 
our  time  (the  powerless)  with  the 
"archangels"  (those  within  the 
power  structure).  Smith  said  the 
relationship  between  the  two  "is 
nowhere  more  shocking  than  in 
the  situation  faced  by  American 
churches." 

He  cited  the  enormous  gaps  in 
income  between  the  technolog- 
ical societies  and  the  rest  of  the

In  Greensboro  At  First  Presbyterian 


The  Child  Care  Ministry, 
serving  children  who  have  been 
separated  from  their  parents  in 
crisis  circumstances,  has  opened 
its  offices  in  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of 
Greensboro. 

Mrs.  Harriet  Tynes,  president 
of  the  Child  Care  Ministry's  15- 
member  board  of  directors,  said 
this  special  ministry  is  the  result 
of  more  than  two  years  of 
planning  and  consultation  with 
county  agencies  by  a  committee 


of  First  Presbyterian  Church. 

The  ministry  is  non- 
denominational  in  scope  and  will 
serve  all  of  the  most  needy 
children,  she  said.  It  is  also 
nondenominational  for  "families 
who  will  open  their 
homes  and  hearts  to  these 
children,"  said  Mrs.  Tynes. 

The  caseworker  for  the  Child 
Care  Ministry  is  Mrs.  Richard

assume  her  new  casework  job 
several  months  ago.

world  that  reached  a  20  to  one 
ratio  in  1960  and  may  well  go  to  30 
to  one  by  the  end  of  the  century. 

The  growth  of  multi-national 
corporations  is  increasing  the 
concentration  of  power  in  fewer 
centers  of  decision,  he  pointed 
out.  "By  1980  some  300  large 
corporations  may  control  75  per 
cent  of  the  world's  manufactur- 
ing assets.  International  Tele- 
phone and  Telegraph  has  more 
employees  overseas  than  the  U.S. 
State  Department.  Exxon  has  a 
larger  tanker  fleet  than  Russia. 
The  research  and  development 
budget  of  International  Business 
Machines  is  larger  than  all  but  a 
handful  of  countries,"  Smith  em- 
phasized. 

He  said  the  need  has  never 
been  more  intense  for  American 
churches  to  effectively  particip- 
ate in  a  worldwide  ecumenical 
fellowship.  A  major  task  of  the 
World  Council  of  churches,  "for 
the  sake  of  people  in  many 
lands,"  is  to  help  the  conscious- 
ness raising  of  U.S.  church  life. 
"As  that  need  grows,  however, 
opportunities  for  American  parti- 
cipation in  the  council  diminish. 
The  task  of  the  U.S.  Conference 
for  the  World  Council  of  Churches 
must  be  seen  in  terms  of  a  much 
broader  mandate  for  participa- 
tion and  communication  than  in 
the  years  past,"  he  stressed. 

More  than  400  conferees  attend- 
ed the  meetings  that  were  pre- 
ceded by  seminars  with  layper- 
sons and  clergy  from  Wisconsin 
churches  to  explore  the  role  of  the 
church  in  three  major  areas  of 
WCC  cori  ern;  social  change  and 
salvation  today;  social  change 
and  the  hope  within  us ;  and  social 
change,  technology  and  the 
church.

Preschool 

Completely  revised  last  year: 
FROM  ONE  GENERATION  TO 
ANOTHER  by  Pauline  Palmer 
Meek.  This  guide  for  teachers  of 
three's  and  four's  deals  with  how 
we  communicate  the  faith  to 
nursery  age  children  and  offers 
practical  and  specific  help  in 
planning  sessions  using  five 
themes:  "Jesus,"  "The  Church," 
"The  Created  World,"  "The 
Child  Himself,"  and  "The  Child's 
Family  and  Acquaintances."  It  is 
coordinated  with  existing  six 
children's  books  and  the  parents' 
booklet. 

Kindergarten 

Completely  revised  this  year: 
BEHOLD  GOD'S  GLORY!  by 
Judy  Lutz.  Although  the  title  is 
the  same,  this  is  a  major  revision 
which  provides  a  brand  new 
format  for  this  teacher's  course 
guide  for  Year  Two.  Specific 
plans  are  given  for  fifty-two 
sessions  using  five  emphases: 


(PN)— A  pastoral  letter  from 
the  Presbyterian  Synod  of 
Georgia  to  its  constituency 
pleads  for  all  churches  and 
ministers  in  the  synod  to  continue 
loyalty  to  the  denomination. 

Adopted  Unanimously 

The  statement  w£iS  adopted 
unanimously  in  its  final  session 
before  merging  with  the  Synod  of 
South  Carolina.  The  meeting  was 
held  in  Savannah  May  9-10. 

Synod^expressed  deep  distress 
that  some  of  its  churches  have 
recently  taken  steps  to  sever 
relationship  with  the 
denomination,  calling  such 
developments  "a  source  of  pain 
and  sorrow"  to  the  middle 
judicatory. 

The  letter  declared  that  synod 
"would  hold  open  the  door  for  the 
return  of  any  who  may  come  to 
feel  that  they  have  acted 
precipitately  and  would  welcome 
the  opportunity  to  send 
representatives  to  confer  with 
any  congregation  which  may  be 
interested  in  discussing  the 
issues." 

At  the  same  time,  synod  called 
on  the  large  body  of  its  con- 
stituents, "most  of  whom  have  no 
inclination  toward  separation," 


Fifty -Years 
Honored 

Joe      M.      Buckner  was 

honored  by  the  Clinchfield 
Presbyterian  Church  for  50 
years  of  faithful  service  as  an 
eider  Sunday,  June  3.  He  was 
presented  a  Bible  by  the  mem- 
bers of  the  chu^^ch  in  an  im- 
pressive ceremony,  conducted  by 
Roy  Chapman.  Dr.  Kenneth 
Foreman,  his  pastor,  also  made 
some  comments. 


"A  Child  of  God,"  "Jesus  Christ, 
Son  of  God,"  "What  Is  the 
Church?"  "The  Bible  Is  Cen- 
tral," and  "Beholding  God's 
Glory  in  His  World."  The  last 
emphasis  is  new  to  the  course  and 
includes  sessions  on  space, 
technology,  and  ecology.  In- 
formative articles  and 
background  material  on  the 
content  of  the  course  are  also 
included. 

Elementary 

Courses  for  Grades  1-2  and 
Grades  5-6  are  unchanged,  with 
major  revisions  in  process  for 
1974-75.  Year  One  and  Year  Two 
courses  for  Grades  3-4  have  both 
been  dramatically  reshaped  this 
year : 

Year  One 

Completely  revised  this  year: 
GOD'S  CONVENANT,  THE  ONE 
STORY  OF  THE  BIBLE,  by 
Delores  Mathis  Malone.  This  is  a 
new  title  for  a  major  revision  of 
God  and  His  Covenant  People.  It 


to  seek  for  ways  in  which  "they 
may  be  agents  of  reconciliation." 

"The  Synod  would  not 
minimize  the  weighty  nature  of 
the  issues  before  our 
denomination  at  this  time,"  the 
letter  stated.  "Neither  would  it 
seek  to  gloss  over  the  differences 
of  viewpoint  held  concerning 
them  by  men  of  deep  conviction 
and  proven  loyalty  to  the  Church. 

"It  is  persuaded  however  that 
our  system  of  courts  provides  an 
appropriate  framework  in  which 
these  issues  may  be  brought  to 
prayerful  consideration  and 
orderly  resolution.  It  would 
express  its  deep  concern  lest  in 
these  days  of  controversy  the 
differences  in  these  convictions 
be  allowed  to  obscure  our 
essential  unity  in  Christ  and  the 
mutuality  of  our  loyalty  to  His 
church. 

Fulfilling   The  Mission 

"We  acknowledge  that  our 
denomination  has  been  marred 
by  its  portion  of  imperfections. 
Notwithstanding  such  flaws,  the 
Synod  of  Georgia  confidently 
affirms  its  conviction  that  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
United  States  is  fulfilling  the 
spirit  of  the  mission  of  the  Church 
and  richly  merits  the  trust  and 
continued  support  of  its  mem- 
bers. It  would  further  caution 
those  who  propose  the  establish- 
ment of  a  new  denomination  of 
the  inevitability  that  it,  too,  will 
be  subject  to  mixture  and 
error. 

A  request  was  made  that  the 
letter  be  read  in  each  church, 
that  copies  be  printed  in  church 
bulletins  or  be  posted  where  all 
members  may  read  it. 

Each  congregation  is  requested 
to  join  in  a  specific  public  prayer 
"for  healing,  for  unity  and  for 
renewal." 


provides  a  brand  new  approach 
to  a  six-month  study  of  the  one 
story  of  the  Bible.  Traces  the  Old 
Covenant  from  Abraham's  day  to 
the  time  of  the  exile  in  Babylon. 
Explores  the  New  Covenant, 
giving  the  highlights  of  the  life 
and  teachings  of  Jesus.  Shows 
how  his  followers  spread  the 
news  of  God's  covenant  of  love 
throughout  the  world  to  all  people 
of  all  times.  Resources  for  this 
course  include  Teacher's  Course 
Guide,  Pupil's  Book,  and 
Resource  Packet. 

LIVING  IN  COVENANT  WITH 
GOD  by  Mary  Baine  Rudolph  is 
unchanged.  However,  a  separate 
Resource  Packet  is  now  available 
for  this  course. 

New  this  year:  TO  MAKE 
MEN  FREE  by  Katherine 
Paterson.  This  new  three-month 
course  replaces  INTO  ALL  THE 
WORLD.  It  offers  an  experience 
in  which  children  and  the  adults 
working  along  with  them  can 
learn  about  trust  and  freedom. 
Learners  will  discover  something 
about  what  it  takes  to  meet  the 
inevitable  conflicts  of  life  as 
responsible  Christian  persons. 
They  may  see  how  those  who 
came  to  know  themselves  to  be 
free  in  Jesus  Christ  struggle  to 
set  others  free-not  only  from  sin 
and  the  fear  of  death,  but  from 
poverty,  sickness,  ignorance, 
slavery,  discrimination,  and 
persecution. 

This  course  is  designed  for 
thirteen  sessions  of  from  one  to 
one  and  a  half  hours  in  length. 
The  resources  include:  a 
teacher's  course  guide,  a 
resource  packet  for  the  teacher, 
and  a  box  of  resources  for 
fourteen  learning  centers.  Each 
teacher  should  have  one  guide 
and  one  resource  packet.  Each 
box  of  learning  center  resources 
contains  the  basic  materials  for 
use  with  up  to  twelve  children. 

Year  Two 

New  last  year:  GOD  SPEAKS 
TO  ME  by  Pauline  Palmer  Meek. 
This  three-month  study  enables 
third-and  fourth-grade  children 
to  discover  that  God  speaks  to 
people  in  their  everyday 
experiences  and  to  discover  the 
Bible  as  a  special  way  in  which  he 
speaks.  Boys  and  girls  come  to 
know  many  men  and  women  who 
responded  to  God's  call-Biblical 
persons  as  well  as  men  and 
women  whose  history  is  more 
recent.  Four  stories  in  the  pupil's 
book  include  one  fictional  ac- 
count of  a  young  boy  whose 
feelings  will  be  very  familiar  to 
children.  The  other  stories  are 
about  Jeremiah,  Peter,  and  Dr. 
Ida  Scudder.  Resources  for  this 
course  include:  Teacher's  Course 
Guide,  Pupil's  Book,  and 
Resource  Packet.  You  will  want 
to  order  at  least  one  resource 
packet  for  every  four  or  five 
children. 

THE  BEGINNINGS  OF  THE 
CHURCH  by  Elizabeth  Glasscock 
and  OUR  CHURCH  AT  WORK  IN 
THE  WORLD  by  Lucy  Pennell 
and  Jackie  M.  Smith  are  un- 
changed. However,  a  separate 
Resource  Packet  is  now  available 
for  each  course.

When  the  Rev.  Charles 
Alexander  returns  to  his  mission 
station  at  Fortaleza  Ceara  in 
northeast  Brazil  this  summer,  he 
will  begin  shopping  for  a  tractor. 

Alexander,  a  member  of 
Concord  Presbytery  home  on 
furlough,  visited  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  in 
Cherryville,  one  of  his  supporting 
churches,  on  March  18.  During 
two  hours  with  the  congregation, 
he  graphically  told  of  his  work  as 
an  evangelistic  missionary  and  of 
the  desperate  poverty  of  the 
majority  of  the  people  in  that 
area. 

In  a  conversation  with  some  of 
the  officers,  he  mentioned  that 
the  Board  of  World  Missions  had 
given  him  permission  to  try  to 
raise  up  to  $10,000  to  modernize 
and  mechanize  a  large  farm 
which  had  been  given  to  the 
mission  station  in  that  drought 
ridden  section  of  Brazil  where 
starvation  is  an  every  day  oc- 
curence. The  most  sophisticated 
equipment  on  the  farm  is  the  hoe, 
and  the  fertile  land  has  never 
been  truly  cultivated. 

The  Witness  committee  of  the 
church  was  so  impressed  by  the 
work  that  Alexander  is  doing  and 
the  tremendous  need  he  reported 


that  a  recommendation  was  sent 
to  the  Session  that  a  special 
appeal  be  made  to  the 
congregation  to  help  him 
modernize  the  farm. 

With  the  permission  of  the 
Board  of  World  Missions,  the 
church  promoted  a  special 
Easter  offering  for  this  purpose. 
The  fifth  and  sixth  grades  did 
various  odd  jobs  to  make  money, 
and  most  of  the  other  members  of 
the  church  responded  to  give 
above  and  beyond  their  regular 
pledges. 

The  Easter  offering  totaled 
$3505.94.  But  the  minister,  the 
Rev.  Reid  Erwin,  and  other  of- 
ficers felt  that  the  interest  and 
enthusiasm  were  too  great  to  stop 
at  that  point.  One  young  deacon 
said,  "Let's  try  to  get  $5,000  for  a 
tractor,"  and  although  there 
were  some  Sundays  in  May  when 
only  a  few  dollars  were  received, 
on  June  12  a  check  for  $5045.48 
was  mailed  to  the  Board  of  World 
Missions. 

The  members  of  the 
Cherryville  church  found  a 
concrete  way  to  fight  hunger.  The 
purchase  of  a  tractor  will  enable 
their  versatile  missionary  to 
teach  new  farming  methods  and 
to  increase  the  crop  yield  many 
times. 


Penal  System  Subject  Of  Paper 

In  May,  1972  the  Penal  System  Study  Committee  of  the  North  Carolina 
Bar  Association  published  its  report  on  the  juvenile  corrections 
program  of  the  State.  The  report  expressed  outrage  at  the  scandalous 
deficiencies  found  by  the  Committee.  In  large  measure,  said  the  Com- 
mittee, the  training  schools  are  serving  as  a  dumping  ground  for  the 
mentally  retarded,  the  uneducable,  the  run-aways,  pregnant  girls,  the 
neglected  and,  in  many  instances,  simply  the  unwanted  child.  Fifty 
percent  of  the  children  in  the  training  schools  should  never  have  been 
there.  Furthermore,  the  primary  emphasis  in  the  training  schools  is 
custody,  not  rehabilitation,  according  to  the  report.  Largely  because  of 
public  neglect,  the  Department  of  Youth  Development  has  not  had  the 
kind  of  facilities,  personnel,  and  program  resources  needed  to  provide 
positive  help  for  troubled  children. 

The  Corrections  Task  Group  of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Chur- 
ches has  made  inquiry  into  this  area,  as  have  several  other  groups  in  the 
State.  Several  recommendations  have  emerged  which  deserve  careful 
attention . 

1)  Whenever  possible  community  based  programs  and  facilities 
should  be  utilized  in  dealing  with  delinquent  youth  in  lieu  of  com- 
mitment to  training  schools. 

The  training  schools  are  too  large  and  too  isolated.  Many  children  in 
training  schools  have  not  committed  acts  which  would  be  regarded  as 
crimes  if  committed  by  an  adult.  Many  have  not  engaged  in  behavior 
which  constitutes  a  threat  to  persons  or  property  in  the  community. 
They  should  not  be  committed  to  training  schools. 

The  general  policy  of  the  State  should  be  to  work  with  a  delinquent 
child  in  his  own  home  utilizing  the  appropriate  primary  and  local 
resources.  The  next  best  alternative  would  be  a  residential  resource  -  a 
foster  home,  a  small  group  home,  a  half-way  house,  etc.  There  is  an 
urgent  need  for  a  network  of  small  group  homes  for  children  in  trouble 
in  North  Carolina. 

2)  The  present  dormitory  type  accommodations  in  all  facilities 
retained  or  established  should  be  replaced  by  individual  rooms. 

3)  An  upward  revision  of  pay  is  essential  to  attract  and  retain 
qualified  cottage  parents.  Their  training  programs  should  be  expanded, 
and  additional  cottage  parents  are  needed  in  order  that  twentv-four- 
hour-a-day  supervision  can  be  given  in  the  training  schools. 

4)  There  should  be  a  unified  system  of  probation  and  after-care  for 
juveniles. 

5)  There  should  be  adequate  medical  care  and  clinical  treatment  for 
juveniles  in  training  schools. 

6)  There  should  be  a  long  range  effort  to  improve  the  rehabilitative 
processes  in  the  system  of  juvenile  corrections.  This  would  mean  im- 
provements in  the  following  kinds  of  programs :  remedial  education 
for  the  educationally  retarded,  regular  academic  education,  vocational 
education,  clinical  services,  social  work  services,  and  recreation. 

This  Annual  Assembly  of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches 
endorses  the  above  recommendations  and  pledges  its  support  of 
legislative  and  other  governmental  action  which  would  implement 
them.  We  direct  the  Director  of  Social  Ministries  and  the  Corrections 
Task  Group  to  continue  study  of  this  area  and  to  mobilize  support  for 
needed  changes.  We  call  upon  churches  at  denominational  and  local 
levels  to  become  involved  in  efforts  to  help  young  people  in  trouble  and 
to  support  the  efforts  of  agencies  working  with  juvenile  delinquents.

L.  Nelson  Bell  Dies  In  Montreal ; 
Medical  Missionary  And  Editor 


Synod's  new  Coordinating 
Council  met  in  Raleigh  on  July  24 
and  moved  to  implement  the 
actions  of  the  organizational 
meeting  of  the  Synod. 

Deferring  its  own  organization 
until  its  September  meeting,  the 
Council  named  a  Personnel 
Committee  and  established  a  24- 
,  member  Committee  on  Christian 
Resourcing.  The  Personnel 
Committee  was  instructed  to 
survey  staff  needs  and  bring  job 
descriptions  for  these  positions  to 
the  next  meeting.  If  these  are 
approved,  the  committee  will 
then  confer  with  present  staff 
concerning  employment  after 
December  31,  and  begin  the 
-  search  for  others,  as  needed. 

Personnel  Committee 

Murphy  Evans  of  Raleigh  was 
elected  to  serve  as  chairman  of 
the  committee  and  Lawson 
Withers,  Goldsboro;  Mrs.  R.F' 
Stoops,  Raleigh;  Rev.  William 
Leist,  Gastonia;  and  Rev. 
Leighton  McKeithen,  Fayet- 
teville  are  members.  The  com- 
mittee was  authorized  to  "co- 
opt"  other  persons  to  assist  in 
this  work. 

The  24-member  Resourcing 
Committee  will  have  respon- 
sibility for  conferences, 
workshops  and  other  training 
events. 

Mrs.  Mac  F.  (June)  Jones  of 
Wilmington  was  named 
Chairman  of  the  Council  on 
Women's  Work.  The  sub- 
committee of  the  Council  will 
plan  regional  activities  and 
develop  resources  for  the  on- 
going program  of  the  Women  of 
the  Church  in  North  Carolina.  It 
will  provide  material  and 
professional  resources  to  meet 
expressed  needs  of  presbyteries 
and  local  churches.  Mrs.  F.I. 
(Billie)  Fansler  of  Roanoke 
Rapids  was  named  Director  of 
the  Synodical  Training  School  in 
1974. 

Task  Forces 
The   Council   asked  Union 
Theological  Seminary  to  provide 


staff  for  the  Task  Force  on 
Theological  Education  and 
requested  that  Barium  Springs 
Home  for  Children  furnish  staff 
support  for  the  Task  Force  on 
Family  Life  and  Other  Human 
Needs.  The  Council  authorized  a 
planning  committee  of  the  Task 
Force  on  Higher  Education  to 
employ  qualified  research  and 
editorial  assistance  for  the 
balance  of  1973  it  needed.  All 
three  task  forces  were  elected  by 
Synod  and  directed  to  report  to 
the  1974  meeting. 

September  Meeting 

On  the  docket  of  the  September 
meeting,  the  Council  listed  a 
comprehensive  review  of 
financial  reports  of  Synod's 
committees  and  institutions.  It 
agreed  to  study  ways  to  evaluate 
the  work  of  its  program  units  and 
to  keep  informed  of  the  progress 
of  each  committee.  Liaison  with 
UPCUSA,  North  Carolina  Council 
of  Church,  and  the  represen-

L.  Nelson  Bell,  immediate  past 
moderator  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.  S.,  died  at  his  home  in 
Montreaton  August  2,  following  a 
period  of  declining  health. 

Private  graveside  services 
were  held  on  Saturday,  August  4, 
at  the  Swannanoa  Presbyterian 
Church. 

Memorial  Service 

At  3:00  p. m.  on  Sunday  there 
was  a  memorial  service  in  An- 
derson Auditorium  at  Montreat 
College.  Services  were  conducted 
by  the  Rev.  Calvin  Thielman, 
pastor  of  Montreat  Presbyterian 
Church;  the  Rfev.  Dr.  C.  Grier 
Davis  of  Asheville,  former 
president  of  the  Mountain- 
Retreat  Association;  and  the 
Rev.  Henry  Dendy  of  Weaver- 
ville,  who  served  with  Dr.  Bell 
many  years  on  the  staff  of  the 
Presbyterian  Journal. 

The  service  of  worship  and 
praise  was  attended  by  ap- 
proximately 3,000  persons. 


Dr.  Bell  resigned  two  years  ago 
as  director  ^and  associate  editor 
of  the  Presbyterian  Journal,  an 
independent  publication  he  had 
been  associated  with  since  1942, 
after  its  board  joined  with  three 
other  dissident  groups  in  an- 
nouncing plans  for  forming  a  new 
denomination.  He  warned  that 
the  movement  would  result  in 
"untold  strife,  turmoil  and 
confusion." 

.  Medical  Missionary 

A  medical  missionary  to  China 
from  1916  until  1941,  Dr.  Bell  was 
chief  surgeon  at  Tsinkiangpu 
General  Hospital,  the  largest 
Presbyterian  hospital  in  China. 
The  hospital  was  supported  by 
the  Presbyterian  Board  of  World 
Missions. 

Dr.  Bell  returned  to  this 
country  in  1941  and  practiced 
surgery  in  Asheville  until  1956. 

Dr.  Bell  served  for  17  years  as  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  World 
Missions  and  during  that  time  he 
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Communication  Coordinator  By  GEB 
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Dr.  James  M.  McChesney,  Jr., 
has  been  elected  by  the  General 
Executive  Board  of  the  General 
Assembly  to  the  position  of 
Regional  Communication 
Executive  at  its  meeting  on  July 
20-21  to  begin  work  on  October  1. 
He  will  be  assigned  to  the  new 
regional  Synod  of  North  Carolina. 

Rocky  Mount  Minister 

Dr.  McChesney,  presently 
minister  of  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church  in  Rocky  Mount, 
has  spent  29  of  his  35  years  in  the 
ministry  in  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina.  He  has  been  pastor  of 
the  Oxford  Presbyterian  Church 
in  Oxford  and  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church  in  Goldsboro. 
Other  ministries  include  director 
of  Presbyterian  student  work  at 
the  University  of  Alabama  and 
pastor  of  First  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Pensacola,  Florida. 

He  is  a  graduate  of  King 
College  and  Union  Theological 
Seminary  in  Virginia.  He  holds  a 
Master  in  Theology  degree  from 
Princeton  Theological  Seminary 
and  a  Doctor  of  Theology  degree 
from  Union  Theological 
Seminary  in  Virginia. 

Plan  of  Restructure 

According  to  the  plan  of 
restructure  adopted  by  the  1972 


DR.  JAMES  M.  McCHESNEY 

General  Assembly,  the  Regional 
Communication  Executive  will 
provide  two-way  communication 
between  the  central  agency  of  the 
denomination  and  his  own  region. 
He  is  described  as  "com- 
municator," who  is  familiar  with 
the  implementation  of  mission 
and  program  nationally  and  in 
his  own  region. 

The  Regional  Communication 
Executive  communicates 
vertically  to  and  from  the 
General  Executive  Board  and 
laterally  both  across  his  region 


and  to  and  from  his  counterpart 
in  other  regions.  He  serves  as  a 
listener,  reporter,  and  visible 
presence  of  the  denomination  and 
its  administrative  units,  to  insure 
accountability  in  responsiveness 
of  the  central  agency  to  the 
church  at  large.  The  plan 
describes  the  executive  as  one 
who  should  function  with  high 
visibility  and  with  openness  to 
hearing  all  points  of  view. 

Regional  Needs 

Among  the  functions  of  the 
Regional  Communication  Execu- 
tive will  be  the  identification  of 
regional  needs  and  problems  and 
the  identification  of  existing  re- 
sources to  meet  those  needs.  His 
is  a  key  position  in  the  provision 
of  a  central  structure  "owned" 
by  the  whole  church  and  faithful 
to  its  pluralism  as  well  as  to  its 
unity. 

Assembly  Action 

The  action  of  the  General 
Assembly  which  created  the 
position  of  Regional  Com- 
munication Executive  provided 
that  each  Pynod  would  be  invited 
to  submit  several  names  of 
persons  whom  it  endorses  for  the 
office  of  Regional  Com- 
munication   Executive.

Presbyterian  Church  where  fun- 
eral services  were  held  July  16. 

He  had  been  active  in  every 
level  of  Presbyterian  lay  work. 

The  insurance  executive 
continually  worked  to  increase 
the  training  of  church  school 
teachers  and  was  instrumental  in 
starting  an  annual  conference  for 
Presbyterian  church  school 
superintendents. 

"I  was  in  the  insurance  bus- 
iness and  we'd  have  meetings 
every  once  in  a  while  to  talk  over 
our  problems,"  he  once  said, 
"and  I  just  thought  that  would  be 
a  good  thing  for  Presbyterians, 
too." 

Price  served  two  terms  (1929 
and  1931)  in  the  North  Carolina

legislature  during  which  time  he 
saw  his  goal,  a  state  workmen's 
compensation  law,  become  a 
reality.

The  Rev.  Hugh 
McAden  was  the  first  minister 
and  he  is  buried  in  the  adjacent 
cemetery.  The  town  of  Milton 
vvas  settled  around  1728,  and 
incorporated  in  1796.  It  was 
orginally  named  Mill  Town 
where  the  local  planters  bought 
their  grain.  Located  here  are 
several  fine  ante-bellum  homes. 
The  Milton  Presbyterian  church 
dates  back  to  1826.  The  pews  were 
made  by  Tom  Day,  an  early 
cabinet  maker  of  note.  The 
Speedwell  Presbyterian  Church 
organized  in  May,  1759,  is  the 
oldest  church  in  Rockingham 
County;  the  Went  worth 
Presbyterian  Church  was 
organized  in  1859,  by  the  Rev. 
John  Watt  Montgomery,  Col. 
James  Irvin,  Thomas  Ratliff  and 
Alfred  M.  Scales  who  later 
became  governor;  Wright 
Tavern,  or  Reid  Hotel,  now  being 
restored  was  the  only 
Rockingham  building  included  in 
the  book  of  "Early  North 
Carolina  Architecture."  It  was 
built  in  1812,  and  reflects  the 
grandeur  of  early  architecture  of 
the  county.

pioneers  in  Brazil  and  toward  the 
fight  against  world  hunger. 

A  total  of  $416,767  was  an- 
nounced as  the  1973  Birthday 
Offering  of  Presbyterian  women. 
The  denomination  has  approxi- 
mately 340,000  women  membei  s. 

The  Birthday  Offering,  pre- 
sented annually  to  commemorate 
the  beginning  of  organized 
women's  work,  is  given  alter- 
nately to  overseas  and  home 
projects. 

Announcement  was  made  by 
Mrs.  Lillian  Reynolds  of  New 
Orleans,  chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Women's  Work,  during  a 
"Personhood  Conference"  at 
Montreat  attended  by  more  than 
500  persons.  The  gathering  con- 
vened Saturday  (July  7)  and 
continued  through  July  13. 

The  1973  offering  brings  the 
women's  special  annual  offerings 
to  a  total  of  $8,039,569  since  the 
Birthday  Offering  began  in  1922. 
North  Carolina  churchwomen 
contributed,  $76,047.95  in  1973.

"These  may  be  such  persons  as 
young  pastors  in  small  parishes,  ■ 
social  workers,  homemakiers 
with  experience  and  competence  ' 
in  this  area,"  she  said.

Delegates  from  congregation 
withdrawing  from  the  Presbyte- 
rian Church,  U.S.  made  plans  in 
Asheville  recently  to  organize  a 
new  denomination  at  a  General 
Assembly  to  be  held  in 
December. 

The  General  Assembly  will 
have  placed  before  it  a  proposed 
constitution  drafted  at  the  three- 
day  advisory  convention  by  dele- 
gates from  approximately  200 
congregations. 

In  a  unanimous  resolution, 
delegates  called  for  the  Assembly 
to  convene  at  Briarwood  Presby- 
terian Church  in  Birmingham  on 
December  4. 

The  delegates  recommended 
that  the  Westminister  Confession 
and  1933  Book  of  Church  Order  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
U.S.  be  adopted  as  the  basic 
documents  of  the  new  Church. 

After  lengthy  debate,  it  was 
voted  to  permit  only  congrega- 
tions that  have  committed  them- 
selves to  the  new  denomination  to 
send  delegates  to  the  General 
Assembly.

(RNS)-The  importance  of 
pluralism  in  North  America  will 
be  recognized  in  Religious 
Education  Month~September-by 
the  interfaith  Religious 
Education  Association  of  the  U.S.

Observances  will  mark  the  first 
time  that  a  month  has  been 
designated  for  emphasis  on  the 
importance  of  teaching  in  the 
traditions  of  many  religious 
groups,  according  to  the  Rev. 
Boardmari  W.  Kathan,  associate 
general  secretary. 

The  1973  Religious  Education 
Month  coincides  with  long- 
established  Protestant,  Roman 
Catholic  and  Jewish  focuses  on 
teaching. 

Protestants  celebrate  the  last 
week  of  September  as  Christian 
Education  Week;  Catholic 
Churches  observe  the  third 
Sunday  of  that  month  as 
Cathechetical  Sunday,  and 
Jewish  synagogues  mark  Yom- 
Ha-Moreah,  or  Teachers  Day.

Church  Bells  Will  Ring 
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House  Set  For  Restoration 


THE  ANCIENT  SESSIONS  HOUSE  of  Tirzah  Presbyterian  Church, 
Waxhaw  shown  here  will  be  restored  by  the  church  this  year.  The  Tirzah 
Women  of  the  Church  have  started  restoring  the  interior.  The  men  of  the 
church  will  re-do  the  exterior.  The  exact  age  of  the  sessions  house  is 
unjoiown,  but  Tirzah  was  founded  in  1804  and  it  is  believed  that  this 
building  went  up  shortly  after  a  log  church  was  built  there  in 
southwestern  Union  County.  The  chimney  indicates  that  the  first 
structure  that  sat  there  went  up  long  before  the  Civil  War.  In  the  early 
years  of  the  country,  many  Presbyterian  churches  erected  sessions 
houses  for  use  in  screening  church  applicants,  in  teaching  and  in 
serving  other  functions,  but  they  are  extremely  rare  today. 

TRAV  Director  Resigns, 
Accepts  Texas  Post 


(PN)  —  Dr.  Bluford  B.  Hestir 
has  resigned  as  executive 
secretary  of  TRAV,  the 
television,  radio,  audio-visuals 
agency  of  the  Prebyterian 
Church  to  accept  a  position  as 
director  of  educational  media  for 
the  Texas  Department  of  Public 
Welfare,  Hestir  notified  the 
board  of  directors  at  their  July 
meeting. 

He  will  have  the  responsibility 
for  developing  printed,  broadcast 
and  audio-visual  materials  for 
the  department  and  for  use  on 
educational  network  television. 

As  director  of  the  TRAV 
operation,  Hestir  has  guided  the 
agency  to  a  position  of 
prominence  in  religious  com- 
munications. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  ad 
interim  committee  that  brought 
TRAV  into  being  in  1958. 

Dr.  Hubert  Vance  Taylor  of 
Decatur,  chairman  of  TRAV 
board,  cited  some  figures  to 
illustrate  the  agency's  growth 
over  the  past  15  years:  The 
number  of  radio  stations 
carrying  the  weekly  Protestant 
Hour  has  increased  from  402  to 
923;  hours  of  air  time  given  PCUS 
radio  programs  in  a  year,  from 


1,650  to  45,300;  television  stations 
using  PCUS  programs,  from  40  to 
300;  audio-visual  sales  and 
rentals,  $28,000  to  $115,000. 

A  radio  devotional  program, 
"Be  Still  And  Know,"  leads  all 
radio  programs  in  history, 
hovering  around  1,450  stations, 
Taylor  said. 

Hestir  is  a  member  of  the  boards 
of  the  Broadcasting  and  Film 
Commission  of  the  National 
Council  of  Churches,  Protestant 
Radio  and  Television  Center  in 
Atlanta,  Presbyterian  Appalach- 
ian Broadcasting  Council  and 
^Institute  of  Communicative  Arts. 
He  was  a  representative  to  the 
1972  General  Assembly  of  the 
National  Council  of  Churches. 

Prior  to  joining  TRAV,  Hestir 
was  secretary  of  information  for 
the  denomination. 

He  is  a  native  of  Grayson,  Ky., 
son  of  the  late  Rev.  and  Mrs. 
Bluford  B.  Hestir.  He  attended 
San  Angelo  (Tex.)  College  and 
holds  B.  J.  ,  B.  A.  and  M.  A.

(PN)  —  Approximately  165  lay 
leaders  and  clergy  gathered  in 
Montreat  on  July  25-28  for  the 
1973  School  of  Evangelism, 
sponsored  jointly  by  the 
Presbyterian  Board  of  National 
Ministries  and  the  General 
Assembly's  Council  on 
Evangelism. 

Divided  into  groups  according 
to  type  and  size  of  their  church, 
participants  developed  various 
skills  for  leading  their  own 
congregations  in  evangelism 
programs  with  the  guidance  of 
group  enablers. 

The  agenda  of  the  school  in- 


cluded an  Evangelism  Fair 
which  included  models  of  local 
church  evangelism  programs  in 
the  General  Assembly.  These 
models  were  presented  as 
examples  for  the  participants. 

Basis  for  work  during  the 
school  was  set  during  plenary 
addresses  by  the  Rev.  Robert  R. 
Ball,  pastor  of  Houston's 
Memorial  Drive  Church,  who 
discussed  the  biblical,  historical, 
and  theological  perspectives  of 
evangelism. 

The  Rev.  D.  P.  McGeachy  III  of 
Nashville,  Tenn.,  led  worship, 
and  an  attempt  to  bring  together 


plenary  addresses,  small  group 
work,  and  personal  feelings  and 
concerns  led  to  the  expression  of 
worship  as  a  form  of  evangelism. 

In  planning  the  1973  School  of 
Evangelism,  the  Council  on 
Evangelism  deviated  from 
exclusive  use  of  models  as  a 
means  of  learning  more  about  the 
evangelistic  task  in  Christ.  In- 
stead, the  stress  on  developing 
skills  and  techniques  which  span 
many  diverse  approaches  to 
evangelism  provided  a  new, 
hopefully  more  effective  means 
of  proclaiming  the  good  news  that 
Jesus  Christ  is  Savior  and  Lord. 


of  public  kindergarten  classes 
this  fall.  The  governor  paid  a 
brief  visit  to  campus  to  speak  to 
the  80  people  gathered  for  a 
week-long  kindergarten  and 
early  childhood  education  in- 
stitute. 

The  institute  members  will 
become  the  "facuUy"  for  sub- 
sequent training  this  summer  of 
alrpost  2,000  teachers,  aides,  and 
supervisory  personnel.  St.  An- 
drews, along  with  Belmont  Ab- 
bey-Sacred Heart,  UNC- 
Greensboro,  and  East  Carolina 
University  will  be  sites  for  these 
sessions.  The  North  Carolina 
legislature  in  its  recent  session 
provided  funds  to  add  536  new 
classes  to  the  149  pilot  programs 
of  the  past  several  years.  Full 
provision  of  public  kindergartens 
is  scheduled  for  fall  of  1978. 

Gov.  Holshouser  said  the 
decision  of  the  legislature 
"places  us  on  the  threshold  of  one 
of  the  most  far-reaching 
breakthroughs  in  education  that 
has  taken  place  in  this  state  for 
years."  He  complimented  the 
group  as  ones  who  made  the  pilot 
programs  success  and  with 
other  evidence  of  the  value  of 
kindergarten  in  achieving  better 
results  in  subsequent  school 
work,  helped  to  convince  the 
legislature  to  adopt  what  had 
been  one  of  the  governor's  major 
points  in  his  education  proposals.

Where  do  we  come  from  and  how 
did  we  get  here  (rehgion):  What 
is  the  real  meaning  of  Jesus 
Christ?  Does  it  make  sense 
today? 

Second  Semester 
TO  BE  A  PERSON.  This  course 
focuses  on  man's  nature  and 
significance  in  the  light  of  the 
gospel-his  sonship  and  his  free- 
dom-responsibility in  answering 
God's  call.  It  explores  what  it 
means  to  be  a  uniquely  created 
human  being  with  the  gift  of 
life— and  the  necessity  for  decis- 
ion making.  It  deals  with  such 
questions  as:  What  do  I  intend 
my  life  to  become?  What  is  per- 
sonhood?  Shall  I  follow  the 
"genuine  original"  —  Jesus 
Christ? 

Churches  are  encouraged  to 
include  young  people  in  grades 
11-12  in  the  adult  study  program. 

ADULT  (INCLUDING 
GRADES  11-12) 
BIBLE  STUDY  FOR 
MODERN  MAN  is  the  theme  for 
the  new  CLC  study  for  adu!*s  and 
senior  highs  this  fall.  This  course 
includes  three  short  study  books 
and  one  leader's  guide. 

THE  WORD  IN  ACTION:  THE 
ACTS  OF  THE  APOSTLES  FOR 
OUR  TIME  By  Ross  Mackenzie. 
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Looks  at  how  the  gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ  is  a  "word  in  action"  for 
our  world  of  revolution,  violence, 
and  changing  moral  values,  by 
exploring  incidents  from  the 
Book  of  Acts  that  shed  hght  on 
corresponding  issues  today.  Foc- 
uses on  episodes  that  played  a 
decisive  role  in  shaping  the  young 
church,  with  several  contem- 
porary quotations  that  serve  as 
two-way  probes  into  Acts  and  the 
current  scene. 

THE  COVENANTS  IN  FAITH 
AND  HISTORY  By  Stephen  Szik- 
szai.  Covers  the  sweep  of  Biblical 
history  in  terms  of  six  crucial 
covenant-making  events  in  the 
life  of  the  people  of  God  in  the  Old 
and  New  Testaments.  After  the 
first  covenant  at  Mt.  Sinai  in 
which  Moses  received  the  Ten 
Commandments,  there  were  a 
number  of  significant  occasions 
of  covenant  renewal. 

At  these  times  the  cov- 
enant of  Sinai  was  reaffir- 
med, and  a  fresh  pledge  of  alle- 
giance was  made  to  the  Lord  of 
the  covenant.  The  series  of 
covenants  comes  to  a  climax  in 
the  New  Covenant  of  Jesus  Christ 
and  the  formation  of  God's  new 
people,  the  church.  Covenant  re- 
newal continues  in  the  church 
today  through  worship  and  Sa- 
crament. 

EXERCISES  IN  INTERPRET- 
ING SCRIPTURE  by  John  Fred- 
erick Jansen.  Outlines  the  task  of 
Biblical  interpretation,  with  all  of 
its  pitfalls  and  opportunities,  and 
demonstrates  the  process  by 
leading  the  student  through  the 
process  with  four  brief  Scripture 
passages.  Each  passage  is  exam- 
ined in  terms  of  what  is  meant  in 
the  context  of  its  times,  and  in  the 
context  of  the  larger  portion  of 
Scripture  of  which  it  is  a  part, 
and  finally  in  terms  of  what  it 
means  in  today's  world. 

LEADER'S  GUIDE  TO  BIBLE 
STUDIES  FOR  MODERN  MAN 
by  Ann  and  Mac  Turnage.  Gives 
session-by-session  help  for 
leading  adults  and  older  youth  in 
the  study  of  the  three  texts.

Welfare  System  Reviewed 

For  the  past  several  years  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches  has 
given  attention  to  national  legislation  which  would  reform  the  nation's 
welfare  system.  Efforts  at  the  national  level  have  largely  failed,  and 
present  prospects  for  welfare  reform  seem  almost  nil.  In  a  day  of 
defaulting  on  our  obligations  to  the  disadvantaged,  we  remind  both  the 
State  and  Federal  Governments  of  the  constitutional  provision  that 
governments  exist  "to  promote  the  general  welfare."  There  are, 
however,  things  which  might  be  done  at  the  state  level  which  would 
make  the  system  more  helpful  and  sensitive  to  the  people  who  need  aid. 
The  following  proposals  are  worthy  of  consideration: 

1)  The  standard  budget  allowances  used  in  computing  need  io 
determine  the  amount  of  Aid  for  Dependent  Children  payments  are 
inadequate  in  relation  to  the  amount  of  money  that  is  necessary  for  a 
decent  minimum  standard  of  living  in  an  inflationary  economy.  A 
systematic  studv  should  be  undertaken  to  determine  the  necessary 
amount,  and  100  per  cent  of  that  amount  should  be  provided. 

2)  The  standard  budget  allowances  should  be  evaluated  each  year  and 
increased  as  the  costs  of  living  increase. 

3)  It  is  unlikely  that  private  employers  will  ever  be  able  to  provide 
sufficient  job  opportunities  for  the  AFDC  recipient  who  are  required  to 
work.  Therefore,  the  State  should  seek  ways  to  supplement  job  op- 
portunities in  the  private  sector  through  the  development  of  appropriate 
public  service  employement  opportunities. 

4)  More  day-care  facilities  and  more  funds  to  pay  for  day-care  are 
required  in  order  for  many  AFDC  recipients  to  go  to  work.  The  State 
should  seek  ways  to  encourage  private  enterprise  to  develop  day-care 
programs  which  could  be  utilized  by  poor  people. 

5)  Aid  to  the  aged  and  the  disabled  will  be  federalized  January  1, 1974. 
The  Federal  program,  however,  does  not  cover  many  of  the  recipients 
now  aided  under  the  State  programs.  Examples  are  persons  in  homes 
for  the  aged,  persons  requiring  attendant  care  in  their  homes,  certain 
needy  spouses  of  recipients,  and  persons  who  are  essential  to  the  func- 
tioning of  the  recipients.  State  and  county  funds  should  be  appropriated 
in  order  to  maintain  existing  levels  of  assistance  for  these  persons. 

This  Annual  Assembly  of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches 
affirms  its  support  of  these  proposals  and  pledges  to  work  for  their 
implementation.  Furthermore,  we  call  upon  the  churches  to  study  these 
proposals  and  to  seek  other  ways  of  helping  to  improve  the  welfare 
system  in  North  Carolina.

The  North  Carolina  Presbyter- 
ian Historical  Society  will  be  held 
October  3-4  and  the  First  Pres- 
byterian Church  of  Reidsville  will 
host  the  event.  Participants  will 
tour  sites  of  historic  interest  in 
Caswell  and  Rockingham  Coun- 
ties. 

Afternoon  Tour 

Mrs.  Jack  James,  president  of 
the  Reidsville  Women  of  the 
Church,  and  the  Rev.  Edwin  C. 
Brammer  of  the  host  church  an- 
nounced that  an  afternoon  tour 
for  October  3  will  be  of  Chinqua- 
Penn  Plantation  at  3:00  P.M. 
Visitors  are  requested  to  proceed 
immediately  there  upon  their  ar- 
rival in  Reidsville,  and  register 
later  at  the  church.  Those  not 
desiring  to  visit  the  plantation 
are  invited  to  the  church  for 
registration  and  a  lecture  and 
tour  of  the  church. 

The  tour  will  begin  from  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Reidsville  at  8:30  a.m.  October  4 
by  bus  provided  by  the  Society. 

Among  the  early  churches  and 
places  of  interest  in  Caswell 
County  selected  for  the  tour  are : 
The  Presbyterian  Church  and 
court  house  in  Yanceyville,  Mil- 
ton Presbyterian  church  and  the 
ante-bellum  homes  in  the  town, 
Red  House  and  Bethesda  chur- 
ches. 

Caswell  County  was  carved 
from  Orange  County  in  1777  and 
was  named  for  Richard  Caswell, 
first  Governor  of  the  State  of 
North  Carolina.  There  are  only 
three  towns  in  the  county:  Leas- 
burg,  dating  from  1750,  once  the 
county  seat;  Milton,  settled  about 
1728,  still  has  much  to  remind  one 
of  its  interesting  past ;  and  Yan- 
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HENRY  ANDERSON 

ceyville,  now  the  county  seat, 
where  the  picturesque  court 
house  is  located  and  was  famous 
as  the  site  of  KKK  activity  in 
1870.  For  half  a  century  Yancey- 
ville was  an  important  town  and 
Caswell  County  was  one  of  the 
richest  in  the  state.  The  county  is 
noted  for  the  old  churches  and  the 
many  beautiful  ante-bellum 
homes. 

Rockingham  County 

In  Rockingham  County,  which 
was  formed  in  1785  from  Guilford 
the  tour  members  will  visit 
Speedwell  Church,  organized  in 
1759,  and  Wentworth  Presbyter- 
ian Church,  or-ganized  in  1859. 
Also  in  Wentworth  tour  members 
will  see  Wright  Tavern  which  is 
being  restored  for  the  headquar- 
ters of  Rockingham  County  His- 
torical Society. 

Reidsville   was    first  called 
"Reid's  Store,"  but  was  changed 
to  Reidsville  when  a  post  office

The  two  most  prominent  issues 
in  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U. 
S.,  today  are  "unhappiness"  with 
the  Church  by  five  percent  of  the 
denomination  and  the  current 
process  of  restructuring,  accor- 
ding to  Dr.  Charles  E.  S.  Krae- 
mer.  Moderator  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  PCUS. 

Dr.  Kraemer,  who  has  served 
as  president  of  the  Presbyterian 
School  of  Christian  Education, 
Richmond,  Virginia,  since  1954, 
expressed  his  convictions  about 
the  Presbyterian  Church  before  a 
filled  chapel  on  Thursday,  Sep- 
tember 6,  at  Union  Theological 
Seminary  during  the  162nd  open- 
ing convocation  of  the  school. 

Ninety-Five  Percent 
As  Moderator  for  the  General 
Assembly  and  guest  speaker  for 
the  convocation.  Dr.  Kraemer 
said  "ninetj'-five  percent  of  our 
people  are  happy  and  still  loyal 
but  I  think  people  kind  of  enjoy 
talking  about  unhappiness  more. 
This  Uiihappiness  with  ^  the 
Church  is  surfacing  in  an  organ- 
ized movement  of  withdrawal 
and  segregation."  And,  he  em- 
phasized, the  process  of  restruc- 
turing in  the  Church  in  taking  its 
"first  steps  from  an  institution- 
alized bureaucracy  to  more  grass 
roots  involvement."  The  new 
restructuring  with  its  new  boards 
is  designed  to  implement  what 
the  people  in  the  local  churches 
say,  according  to  Kraemer,  who 
feels  this  should  create  and  even 
greater  widespread  loyalty  and 
happiness. 

Definite  Need 

The  Presbyterian  executive 
said  there  is  a  definite  need  for 
some  specific  answers  to  charges 
of  the  dissidents. 

Dissidents  who  have  been  ac- 
tive in  a  conservative  coalition 
have  hurled   charges   at  the

denomination's  leadership  and 
are  engaged  in  recruiting  follow- 
ers to  join  a  movement  to  form  a 
new  denomination. 

The  president  of  PSCE  said  he 
believes  -sDme  reasons  people 
have  for  leaving  the  Church  are 


pefsonal  with  personalities  gett- 
ing involved.  He  indicated  he 
feels  it's  better  not  to  get  into 
debates  on  personal  reasons. 

He  also  thinks  it's  not  profit- 
able to  spend  a  lot  of  time  in 
debate  about  specific  reasons  for 
leaving  the  church  when  these 
reasons  change  so  rapidly.  Dr. 
Kraemer  cited  the  issues  that 
divided  people  and  congregations 
several  years  ago  such  as  wheth-. 
fv  different  translations  of  the 
Bible  should  be  used,  whether 
dancing  should  be  allowed  in 
church  schools,  the  matter  of 
recognition  of  Red  China,  and  if 
women  would  be  allowed  to  speak 
in  the  church.  These  are  no 
longer  causes  of  debate  today. 

Loss  of  faith  or  lack  of  confi- 
dence in  the  Church's  form  of 
government  was  noted  in  Krae- 
mer's  list  of  current  causes  of 
unrest  in  our  Church."  Briefly 
describing  the  system  of  courts  in 
the  Church  from  the  General 
Assembly  to  the  presbyteries  and

1973  Minutes  Mailed

the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  were 
mailed  on  August  24  to  all 
ministers  of  the  Synod,  Com- 
missioners to  Synod,  Clerks  of 
Sessions  of  vacant  churches, 
regents,  trustees,  and  committee 
members.  The  books  were 
mailed  from  Synod's  office  in 
Raleigh. 

The  Minutes  contain  listings  of 
Synod  committees,  all  of  the 
ministers  of  the  Synod  by 
presbyteries,  the  minutes  of  the 
annual  meeting  and  the  minutes 
of  the  organizational  meeting  of 
the  new  Synod  of  North  Carolina. 


Also  in  the  Minutes  are  the 
reports  of  the  executive  and 
permanent  committees,  and 
various  tables  of  information.

Orange  Presbytery  recently 
concluded  a  project  at  Belleview 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Selma 
amid  predictions  that  "This  is 
going  to  be  the  beginning  of  big 
things  for  the  Presbyterian 
Church." 

The  Rev.  J.M.  Raynal  of  San- 
ford,  presbytery  extension 
worker,  said  the  pilot  program 
was  conducted  to  show  the  possi- 
bility for  ministry  that  lies  in  the 
community  surrounding  each 
church.  "Our  purpose  is  not  to 
bring  them  in,  but  rather  to  get  us 
out,"  he  said. 

Visitations 

Visitations  to  the  elderly  was 
the  first  phase  of  the  project  that 
involved  a  team  of  adult  leaders 
and  youth  from  various  churches. 
The  week  was  climaxed  with  a 
party  attended  by  some  19  senior 
citizens  who  are  looking  forward 
to  the  possibility  of  "doing  it 
again  next  year." 

A  day  camp  was  also  conducted 
at  the  church  with  an  average 
enrollment  of  45.  Beth  Daniel  of 
Smithfield,  a  member  of  the 
youth  staff,  noted,  "The  children 
responded  very  well  to  the  pro- 
gram, and  I've  learned  a  lot  from 
the  kids,  too."  Of  the  program  in 
general  she  said,  "I  feel  there's  a 
great  need  for  the  church  to  show 
people  that  we  really  care— that 
we're  not  just  a  bunch  who  sit  in 
church  on  Sunday  morning." 

The  final  phase  of  the  plan  was 
a  week-long  church  survey  con- 
ducted by  the  youth  staff.  A  total 
of  261  house  calls  were  made,  and 
145  surveys  were  completed. 
Those  involved  report  that  "the 
response  was  excellent."

sessions  within  individual 
churches,  Kraemer  said  some 
people  want  to  be  independent  of 
higher  courts.  He  sees  the  situa- 
tion as  typical  of  the  mood 
throughout  the  country  as  people 
are  inclined  toward  loyalty  for 
personal  and  local  groups  rather 
than  larger,  institutionalized  or- 
ganizations. 

A  complaint  of  those  leaving 
the  Church  today  is  an  "elitist 
group  of  liberals  has  taken  over 
the  Church."  Indicating  this  is 
true  to  an  extent,  in  his  opinion, 
Dr.  Kraemer  said  "There  are  too 


many  leaders  unwilling  to  give 
time  and  thought  to  slower 
educational  processes  of  chang- 
ing things."  There  must  be  a 
more  vital  contact  between  the 
people  of  the  churches  and  those 
making  the  local  programs  for 
the  whole  Church  on  the  General 
Assembly  level." 

"The  new  restructuring  is  de- 
signed to  get  back  to  the  local 
people,"  stated  the  guest  speak- 
er, "but  no  structure  will  work  in 
itself-people  work.  Whether  it's 
possible  for  people  of  all  churches 
to  get  really  involved  depends  by 
a  large  measure  on  people  like 
you."

'Prayer  Amendment'  Pushed 


RNS— Rep.  William  H.  Hudnut  (R-Ind.),  a  United  Presbyterian 
clergyman  who  pastored  a  congregation  until  he  was  elected  to 
Congress  last  Fall,  has  announced  his  intention  to  co-sponsor  a  "prayer 
amendment"  to  the  U.S.  Constitution  in  Congress  this  Fall. 

In  explaining  the  reason  for  this  action,  he  said  that  "three  court 
decisions  have  deemed  that  prayers  in  our  schools,  whether  voluntary, 
non-denominational  or  otherwise,  are  a  violation  of  Article  1  of  the  U.S. 
Constitution." 

Calling  this  a  "misinterpretation"  of  the  Constitution,  Mr.  Hudnut 
commented  that  "the  first  fundamental  principle  of  our  free  society  was 
the  right  of  every  individual  to  worship  God  in  his  own  way.  To  deny  our 
youth,  their  teachers,  and  their  counsellors  the  privilege  of  a  communal 
exercise  of  their  allegiance  to  God  as  well  as  to  country  is  a  rejection  of 
our  most  constant  source  of  power  and  strength. 

Nine  bills  calling  for  prayer  in  public  buildings  were  introduced  in  the 
93rd  Congress  during  the  first  two  weeks  of  its  1973  session.

A  committee  studying  ways  to 
up-grade  the  ordained  ministry 
plans  to  send  copies  of  its  report 
to  local  churches  for  study  by  the 
end  of  September  and  expects 
responses  from  the  churches  by 
the  end  of  the  year. 

Plans  for  sending  the  study 
paper  to  the  churches  were  made 
at  the  August  meeting  of  the  Ad 
Interim  Committee  on  the 
Church's  Use  of  Her  Ordained 
Ministry.  The  1973  General 
Assembly  authorized  the  com- 
mittee to  send  the  report  to  the 
Church  for  study. 

In  other  actions,  the  committee 
accepted  the  resignation  of  Dr.  B. 
Hoyt  Evans  of  Asheville  as  vice 
chairman  and  committee 
member  due  to  a  ruling  by  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  that  a 
person  from  that  synod  may  not 
hold  more  than  one  national 
Church  position.  Evans  is  a 
member  of  the  General 
Executive  Board.  The  committee 
immediately  approved  Evans  as 
co-op  member  of  the  committee, 
with  no  voting  power.  The  Rev. 
James  0.  Speed,  Jr.,  Marietta, 
Georgia,  was  named  to  replace 
Evans  as  committee  vice 
chairman. 


At  her  death  last  year,  Mrs.  Scott 
gave  the  church  56  acres  of  her 
farm  and  birthplace  with  the 
stipulation  the  property  be  used 
to  establish  a  home  for  the 
elderly. 

The  Rev.  A.  B.  Plexico,  pastor 
of  Hawfields  Church,  said  the 
proposed  facility  will  include  100 
beds  for  ambulatory  residents 
and  60  beds  for  those  requiring 
skilled  nursing  care. 

"Long  Been  A  Dream" 

"A  facility  such  as  this  has  long 
been  a  dream  of  many  in  the 
Hawfields  Church,"  the  Rev. 
Plexico  said.  "God  has  blessed  us 
through  the  generosity  of  'Miss 
Mary'  and  set  before  us  the  op- 
portunity to  engage  in  a 
significant  ministry  of  Christian 
compassion  and  service." 

"We  are  gra,teful  for  this  op- 
portunity and  trust  that  the 
proposed  facility  will  be  a  con- 
tribution to  the  welfare  and 
happiness  of  the  citizens  of 
Alamance  County  and  the 
surrounding  area." 

Action  by  the  congregation 
followed  an  extensive  feasibility 
study  by  a  church  committee 
headed  by  Ralph  Biggerstaff, 
retired  Burlington  businessman 
and  Hawfields  resident. 

Real  Need 
County  planning  officials  have 
indicated  that  there  is  a  real  need 
for  such  a  facility  in  Alamance 
County. 

"From  1960  to  1970  the  number 
of  people  65  and  over  increased  40 
percent  here  in  the  county,"  said 
county  planner  Bill  Paris. 

"And  we  think  that  it  will  in- 
crease even  faster  from  1970  to 
1980,  because  people  on  the  whole 
are  living  longer  now,"  he  added. 

The  congregation  has  elected  a 
building  committee  and 
authorized  it  to  proceed  with  the 
project.

Atlanta  Presbytery  Endorses  Bottoms 


(PN)— Atlanta  Presbytery  has 
voted  unanimously  to  elect  Rev. 
Dr.  Lawrence  W.  Bottoms  a  com- 
missioner to  the  1974  General 
Assembly  and  to  endorse  him  as 
a  candidate  for  Moderator  of  the 
General  Assembly.  He  becomes 
the  first  black  candidate  for 
Moderator  in  the  112-year  history 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

Presbytery's  endorsement  as- 
sures his  name  being  placed  in 
nomination  when  the  denomina- 
tion's highest  governing  body 
convenes  next  June  in  Louisville. 

He  also  has  the  endorsement  of 
the  Black  Presbyterian  Leader- 
ship Caucus. 

Dr.  Bottoms,  has  been  on  the 


staff  of  the  denomination's  Board 
of  National  Ministries  since  1951. 

In  addition,  he  is  pastor  of  De- 
catur's Oakhurst  Presbyterian 
Church,  where  about  one-third  of 
the  193  members  are  black. 

Dr.  Bottoms  is  a  graduate  of 
Geneva  College,  Beaver  Falls, 
Pa.,  received  his  seminary  train- 
ing at  Reformed  Theological  Se- 
minary, Pittsburgh,  and  did  gra- 
duate work  at  Atlanta  University. 
Davis  and  Elkins  College  honored 
him  with  the  D.D.  degree  in  1966. 

He  has  served  as  moderator  of 
Louisville  Presbytery  and  the 
Synod  of  Kentucky. 

He  is  married  to  the  former 
Elizabeth  Stallworth.  They  have 
four  children.

IN  JOY 

Joy  is  at  the  heart  of  the  Christian  life.  God  has 
come  into  our  despair,  our  darkness,  our  loneliness 
with  Good  News.  God  has  come  with  His  Son,  our 
Lord  and  Savior,  the  Hope  of  our  present  and  future, 
the  Li^t  of  the  world  and  of  each  individual.  This 
Son  has  called  us  to  walk  with  Him  along  Ufe's  way, 
to  be  a  member  of  His  Body.  Sharing  His  love. 
Continuing  His  work.  Celebrating  the  abundant  life 
He  promised. 

And  for  this  walk  He  has  given  us  each  other.  He 
has  placed  us  in  families  and  circles  of  friends.  He 
has  given  us  our  church.  And  he  has  given  us  the 
opportunity  and  joy  of  working  together -to  be  His 
co-workers  in  this  world. 

What  greater  calling  can  there  be  than  this?  What 
greater  opportunity?  It's  the  world's  greatest!  And 
for  this  task  God  gave  us  His  own  strength  and 
wisdom.  His  cleansing  forgiveness,  and  His 
amazing  grace.  "Joy  to  the  World!"  the  angels 
sang.  Let  us  walk  together  in  that  divine  joy. 

IN  CONCERN 

ITie  word  "concern"  comes  from  two  words 
meaning  to  mix  together.  That's  a  good  definition  of 
the  word!  If  a  person  has  concern,  he  cannot  be  a 
spectator,  "un-concerned"  with  the  needs  of  people. 
He  must  "mix"  with  the  people.  As  the  Indian  adage 
goes,  he  must  walk  in  their  moccasins. 

One  of  the  foundations  of  Christian  concern  is  the 
conviction  that  Christ,  died  for  all. 

Another  foundation  is  the  conviction  that  Jesus 
Christ  is  Lord  of  the  world  and  of  every  human  life. 
Man  finds  hiS  true  destiny,  his  wholeness,  in  Him. 

A  third  foundation  is  the  conviction  that  God  is 
Love,  and  that  He  has  called  each  of  us  to  be 
channels  of  His  love,  through  His  Son  Jesus  Christ. 

As  we  walk  through  life-through  the  valleys  of  the 
shadow  of  death  and  over  the  mountains  of  the  joy  of 
love-God  has  called  us  into  a  stewardship  of  con- 
cern, to  look  after  the  needs  of  each  other. 

Joining  hands  permits  us  to  help  those  in  need  all 
over  the  world.  To  heal  the  sick  in  other  lands.  To 
care  for  the  homeless  child  in  "our",  not  "your  " 
state.  To  feed  the  hungry  around  the  world.  To 
remember  those  who  have  spoken  the  Word  to  us,  in 
their  old  age. 

Walking  together  into  the  future  is  a  risky 
business  these  days.  But  as  we  walk,  we  take  with 
us  our  concern  for  each  other -for  we  march  this  way 
but  once.  And  as  we  march,  we  never  march  alone. 
The  Lord  of  the  past,  the  present,  and  the  future 
goes  with  us. 

IN  TRAINING 
The  church  is  only  a  generation  away  from 
extinction.  If  that  event  were  to  take  place,  it  would 
not  be  because  of  the  martyrdom  of  its  members. 


But  because  the  faith  was  not  passed  on.  Jesus'  las( 
command  was  "Go  and  make  disciples  of  all 
nations."  ile  could  have  said  "Go  and  make 
disciples  of  all  future  generations." 

The  children  of  today  are  the  church  of  tomorrow. 
What  we  give  them  today  by  teaching  and  example 
will  determine,  under  God,  how  vital  the  church  of 
future  years  will  be.  Church  School,  Day  Care 
Center,  Vacation  Bible  School,  Communicants' 
Qass:  all  are  investments  in  the  future.  They 
deserve  the  highest  in  teaching  talent,  the  best  in 
facilities,  and  no  stinginess  in  purse  strings. 

And  further.  Christian  Education  is  not  an 
experience  one  ever  graduates  from.  Growing  in 
Christian  knowledge  and  wisdom  is  a  life-long 
obedience,  and  church  membership  ought  to  imply 
continuing  Bible  study  as  well  as  faithful  worship 
and  selfless  action. 

The  church  of  tomorrow  is  determined  by  the 
members  and  teachers  of  today.  We  walk  together 
by  maintaining  schools  for  educating  future  pastors 
and  teachers.  Beautiful  pulpits  and  modem 
classrooms  without  pastors  and  teachers-will  not 
pass-on  the  faith. 

In  this  task  the  whole  church  walks  together. 
Sharing  our  talents,  sharing  our  time,  sharing  our 
money,  but  most  of  edl  sharing  our  faith-a  common 
Lord. 

IN  SHARING 
No  man  is  an  island.  God  has  placed  each  one  of 
ys  in  a  community  and  given  us  responsibility  for 
each  other.  When  there  is  a  man  lying  wounded 
beside  the  Jericho  road,  we  are  called  to  share  our 
healing  touch,  our  donkey,  and  our  money  for  the 
inn.  When  men  cry  out  under  the  judgments  of  God, 
we  are  to  bring  the  Word:  God,  in  Christ,  has 
forgiven  all  men.  In  God's  eyes  there  are  no  oceans 
between  men.  All  belong  to  His  mainland-the  family 
of  mankind. 

No  congregation  is  an  island,  either.  It  is  good  to 
come. together -to  sing,  to  pray,  with  friends.  But  if 
that  is  all,  it  is  nothing.  The  heartbeat  of  the  church 
is  mission -the  going  into  the  world  to  share  the  Good 
News  of  love  and  forgiveness,  to  meet  the  deepest 
needs  of  men,  to  proclaim  the  Lordship  of  Jesus 
Christ,  to  invite  others  to  join  His  fellowship. 

Thus  God  calls  every  Christian-and  every 
congregation-to  a  missionary  task.  It  is  a  mission  at 
our  own  doorstep  and  it  encircles  the  globe.  And  if 
we  cannot  go  personally,  then  God  calls  us  to  share 
our  substance,  converting  our  concerns  and  our 
resources  into  money  that  will  do  the  job  for  us, 
beyond  the  reach  of  our  own  hands  and  voices. 

And  it  is  here  that  a  miracle  of  sharing  takes 
place.  As  each  congregation  walks  together  with 
many  others,  and  as  your  gifts  are  combined  with 
others,  a  light  on  Mainstreet,  U.S.A.,  becomes  a 
blazing  beacon  throughout  the  world.

We  may  sometimes  wonder  if 
in  the  interest  of  alliteration  the 
concept  of  Christian  stewardship 
has  not  become  somewhat  stilted 
and  departmentalized.  Time, 
Talent  and  Treasure  trip  tanta- 
lizingly  on  the  tongue,  but  do  they 
tell  the  true  tale? 

In  attempting  to  cubbyhole  our 
resources,  perhaps  we  have  inad- 
vertently confused  our  priorities, 
creating  an  autonomy  for  Treas- 
ure to  which  it  is  not  entitled.  Or 
else  should  we  grant  it  the 
freedom  to  stand  and  speak  for 
itself  and  not  force  it  to  tag  along 
timidly  in  the  shadows  of  its  two 
more  graciously  received  com- 
panions, Time  and  Talent? 

Years  ago,  the  famous  scat- 
terbrained comedienne  Gracie 
Allen  had  a  routine  in  which  she 
would  refer  to  her  personal  filing 
system  when  asked  for  informa- 
tion. She  might  be  requested,  for 
example,  to  share  her  recipe  for 
vegetable  soup.  She  would  start 
looking  in  her  files  under  the 
letter  X.  When  asked  why  she 
was  looking  under  X  for  vege- 
table soup,  she  might  explain  that 
she  liked  chicken  soup  better 
than  vegetable  soup  and  when 
she  thought  of  chicken  soup  she 
thought  of  her  Uncle  Henry  who 
had  a  chicken  farm  in  Wisconsin. 
"So  why  look  for  the  recipe  under 
X?"  George  Burns  would  ask 
doggedly.  Why  not  under  W  for 
Wisconsin?  Gracie  would  titter  at 
such  an  absurdity  and  conclude 
her  explanation.  Uncle  Henry 
had  never  gone  to  school  and  al- 
ways signed  his  name  with  an  X. 

With  something  of  the  same 
sort  of  circuitous  reasoning, 
many  church  members,  confront- 
ed by  an  offering  plate  or  a  blank 
pledge  card,  resort  to  their  own 
stewardship  filing  system.  To 
determine  how  much  money  they 
want  to  contribute  or  pledge,  they 
refer  to  S  for  the  two  years  they 
were  Scout  leaders,  or  C  for  the 
three  years  they  sang  bass  in  the 
choir,  or  G  for  the  church  fence 
they  helped  to  paint  green  last 
Saturday  afternoon.  But  what 


such  dialectical  gymnastics  act- 
ually accomplish  is  a  distorted 
concept  of  the  total  nature  of  our 
stewardship  responsibilities. 

First,  it  is  essential  to  under- 
stand what  our  Treasure  really 
is,  whether  we  are  going  to  hoard 
it,  use  it  on  ourselves,  or  share  it 
with  God.  Money  is  the  twentieth 
century  nickname  of  Treasure 
and  by  definition  it  is  simply  a 
medium  of  exchange.  We  ex- 
change it  for  the  necessities  and 
luxuries  of  life.  Yet  before  we  can 
do  that  we  must,  in  turn,  ex- 
change something  else  in  order  to 
acquire  it,  and  that  something, 
quite  simply  is  the  raw  materials 
of  life  that  are  intrinsically, 
unlike  money,  God-given,  our 
Time  and  our  Talent. 

Our  Time 

Life  itself  is  a  constant  spend- 
ing spree  of  the  Time  given  to  us 
by  God,  from  the  moment  of  birth 
to  the  moment  of  death.  In  bits 
and  pieces,  blocks  or  chunks,  we 
spend  our  Time  or  allow  it  to  be 
spent  for  us. 

Our  Talent 

Likewise,  our  Talent  is  in 
almost  constant  use.  Composed 
of  our  abilities,  energies,  capa-

WE  PROCLAIM— 
God's  Love  of  Man. 

Those  who  have  studied  anat- 
omy know  that  there's  a  physical 
connection  between  the  ear  and 
the  throat  and  mouth  known  as 
the  Eustachian  Tube.  Students  of 
psychology  know,  too,  there's  a 
mental  connection-if  a  person  is 
always  talking,  he  has  a  hard 
time  listening!  But  students  of 
the  faith  know  one  further  fact- 
there's  a  spiritual  connection 
between  the  ear  and  mouth,  as 
well.  One  sign  that  we  have  heard 
God's  good  news  is  our  sharing  it 
with  someone  else.  When  it  gets 
through  our  ears  to  our  voice — 
and  to  our  heart,  our  hands,  and 
our  feet  then  we  have  really 
heard  the  message. 

"Blessed  are  those  who  hear 
the  word  and  accept  it  and  bear 
fruit."  In  the  Christian  faith 
hearing  and  proclaiming  go  hand 
in  hand.  We  are  always  called 
upon  to  speak  the  good  word  for 
Jesus  Christ,  but  proclaiming  is 


much  more  than  verbal  testi- 
mony. Deeds  always  speak  far 
louder  than  words.  We  proclaim 
through  our  actions  God's  lOve 
for  the  world,  his  forgiveness  of 
man's  sinfulness,  his  redemption 
of  what  is  misused  and  lost,  and 
his  continual  effort  to  establish 
community  among  men. 

And  here  comes  the  glory  of  our 
proclaiming.  As  this  kind  of  word 
becomes  incarnate  in  deed,  we 
participate  with  God  in  his  very 
work  of  creation.  The  world  he 
intends  for  humanity  awaits  our 
assent,  as  we  vote  with  voice  and 
feet. 

WE  HEAR— 

God's  Good  News.  Bad  news- 
who  needs  it?!  Each  day's  news- 
paper is  full  enough  of  that.  And 
there  are  always  plenty  of  people 
ready  to  pass  it  on  still  further. 
But  good  news-that's  different! 
For  some  reason  it  doesn't  seem 
to  make  the  headlines  as  much. 
Yet  good  news  is  what  makes  life 
worth  living. 


There  is  one  headline  story, 
though,  which  is  more  important 
by  far  than  any  other.  In  the 
midst  of  all  the  word's  bad  news 
God  has  given  us  good  news 
which  can  transform  existence  on 
this  planet.  In  the  midst  of  all  our 
captivities  he  has  given  us  free- 
dom; in  the  midst  of  all  our 
sorrows  he  has  given  us  joy;  in 
the  midst  of  aU  our  despair  he  has 
given  us  hope;  in  the  midst  of  all 
our  false  messiahs  and  solutions 
he  has  given  us  a  Lord  and 
Savior.  He  has,  in  short,  given  us 
the  secret  for  changing  life  into 
Life. 

But  before  that  can  happen  we 
must  first  hear  and  receive  the 
good  news  so  that  we  may 
become  effective  stewards  of  it, 
passing  it  on  to  others.  We  need  to 
hear  both  the  trumpet  blare  close 
by  and  the  beat  of  the  distant 
drummer-and  to  know  that  God  is 
calling  us  to  march  with  him. 
When  we  do,  we  become  part  of 
the  good  news  that  we  have 
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bilities,  skill,  even  personality. 
Talent  is  that  which  we  use  to 
give  meaning  to  our  Time  as 
some  of  it  is  used  productively 
and  some  wastefully.  Without  our 
multi-faceted  Talent,  life  would 
become  sterile  and  empty.  Yet, 
without  Time,  our  Talent  could 
never  know  fulfillment  or  achie- 
vement. 


Our  lives  then,  in  effect,  are 
nothing  more  than  the  way  we 
expend  our  Time  and  Talent. 

Our  Treasure 

But  Treasure-money-the  third 
of  the  stewardship  musketeers, 
cannot  be  viewed  in  such  sim- 
plists  terms  as  the  first  two.  For 
God  did  not  give  us  our  money  as 
he  did  our  Time  and  Talent.  Most 
of  us  must  earn  our  money  in  one 
way  or  another  by  taking  a  por- 
tion-usually large-of  our  God- 
given  Time  and  Talent  and  ex- 
changing both  for  society's  com- 
mon denominator.  Thus,  we 
liquefy  the  raw  materials  of  our 
lives  into  a  medium  that  can  be 
more  easily  transmitted  and 
marketed.  In  our  modern  age, 
few,  if  any  of  us,  have  the  Time 
and  Talent  to  provide  our  own 
food,  clothing,  and  shelter. 
Instead,  we  must  use  our  Trea- 
sure to  secure  these  provisions 
for  ourselves  and  our  families. 
We  must  use  our  money,  which  is 
not  a  separate  and  distinct  asset 
of  our  lives,  but  rather  a  con- 
verted, fused  form  of  the  two 
more  precious  lodestones  of  life- 
Time  and  Talent. 

Therefore,  we  can't  look  too 
disapprovingly  at  the  reasoning 


of  the  man  in  the  pew  who  digs 
into  his  pocket  and  fingers 
around  for  the  dollar  or  two  he 
has  folded  and  tucked  away  for 
this  moment  of  truth,  all  the 
while  comforting  himself  with  the 
remembrance  of  that  church 
fence  he  painted  green  last  Sat- 
urday. For,  he  asks,  that  effort 
counts  for  something,  doesn't  it? 
And  we  can't  deny  that  it  Joes. 
However,  where  our  fence  pain- 
ter's judgment  usually  fails  him 
is  at  the  point  of  properly  eval- 
uating his  Time  and  Talent. 

"Heaven,"  according  to 
Thomas  Paine,  "knows  how  to 
put  a  proper  price  on  its  good." 
Man  does  not.  At  least,  that  is,  not 
when  it  comes  time  to  balance  his 
goods  against  his  offering  or 
pledge. 

It  is  perhaps  only  human  for 
the  fence  painter,  the  choir  bass, 
aind  the  Boy  Scout  leader  to  pause 
pen-in-hand  over  a  commitment 
card  while  adding  up  and  mul- 
tiplying by  whatever  value  factor 
last  Saturday's,  or  last  month's, 
or  last  year's  commitment  of 
Time  and  Talent  to  his  church.  It 
is  also,  we  can  suppose,  just  as 
human  for  another  churchgoer  to 
eye  the  approaching  offering 
plate  warily,  almost  surprised 
that  it  should  pause  expectantly 
in  front  of  him,  unmindful  of  his 
past  contributions  of  Time  and 
Talent.  But  Treasure,  the  last- 
but-not-least  of  the  stewardship 
musketeers,  is  a  determined  fel- 
low and  not  easily  ignored. 
Separated  by  only  a  three-letter 
little  conjunction  from  Time  and 
Talent,  he  plods  along,  con- 
fronting every  church  member, 
demanding  a  response. 

Christian  Responsibility 

Some  of  us  would  prefer  to 
meet  Treasure  alone,  face-to- 
face.  Others  of  us  prefer  to  have 
it  approach  in  the  wake  of  its  two 
stewardship  companions.  But  in 
either  case,  we  must  acknow- 
ledge or  disavow  our  Christian 
responsibility  to  all  three. 
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heard-a  living  testimony  more 
powerful  than  any  two-inch  head- 
line! 


WE  GIVE— 

In  Joyful  Response  to  God. 

"Joy  to  the  World"  is  more  than 
the  name  of  a  Christmas  carol.  It 
is  the  basic  theme  of  God's  action 
in  the  world-bringing  joy  to  man- 
kind. And  as  we  join  forces  with 
him,  it  becomes  our  theme  song, 
too. 

It's  a  joyful  matter  when  you 
are  able  to  share  a  living  faith 
which  transforms  life.  It's  a  joy- 
ful matter  when  you  can  live  by  a 
secure  hope  which  eliminates 
despair  and  pessimism.  It's  a 
joyful  matter  when  you  are  filled 
with  a  love  which  knows  no 
selfish  limitation  in  time  or 
space.

No 
longer  bound  in  dutiful  obligation 
but  wonderfully  freed  in  Christ, 
we  count  it  a  rare  privilege  and 
pleasure  to  participate  with  God, 
through  the  sharing  of  our  resour- 
ces, in  helping  him  create  the 
world  he  intends.  Enlisted  in  such 
a  cause,  our  gifts  become  good 
news,  joy-bearers,  and  the  ad- 
vance announcers  of  a  new  world.

Tar  Heel  Presbyterians 
Share  Responsibility 


"Stewardship,"  says  the  Rev. 
James  McKinnon,  "is  our  re- 
sponse to  God's  call.  That  re- 
sponse is  seen  in  the  way  we  live 
our  lives,  the  way  we  give  our 
lives." 

Rev.  McKinnon,  chairman  of 
the  Stewardship  Committee  of 
Synod's  Council,  empha- 
sizes that  "Presbyterians 
in  North  Carolina  share  in  the 
opportunities  and  the  responsibi- 
lities of  regional  ministry  as 
God's  people  work  together 
throughout  the  state.  Steward- 
ship, at  that  level,  is  our  cor- 


porate support  and  encourage- 
ment of  those  ministries  identi- 
fied as  regional  responsibilities." 

"The  ministries  of  Synod," 
says  McKinnon,  "are  made  pos- 
sible by  the  combined  efforts  of 
the  more  than  165,000  Presbyter- 
ians in  North  Carolina." 

The  mission  budget  of  Synod  is 
coordinated  by  the  Synod's  Coun- 
cil, the  central  administrative 
and  executive  agency  of  the  re- 
gion. The  Synod  has  approved  a 
mission  budget  of  $1,184,125  for 
1974. 


Giving  Is  Discipleship 


Since  New  Testament  times 
Christians  have  contributed  to 
the  support  of  the  church.  Giving 
is  a  part  of  the  wholeness  of 
discipleship.  This  discipleship  in- 
volves discipline.  The  Christian 
steward  lives  as  a  person  under 
"orders." 

Christian  discipline  requires 
that  a  person  be  obedient  to  the 
call  of  Christ  in  all  phases  of  life. 
The  cause  of  Christ  is  to  be 
served  in  the  exercise  of  every 
gift  of  talent  or  material  thing 
with  which  a  person  is  endowed 
by  God.  The  expenditure  of  these 
gifts  is  the  measure  of  a  man's 
stewardship. 

Planned,  Purposeful 

Disciplined  giving  is  planned, 
purposeful  giving  designed  to 
achieve  worthy  ends.  It  is  never 
impulsive,  never  patronizing, 
never  showy. 

Disciplined  giving  is  propor- 
tionate giving.  The  Christian 
steward  so  disciplines  himself 
that  he  designates  a  specific 
portion  of  his  income  for  the  work 
of  the  church  and  other  charit- 
able purposes-the  greater  his 


means,  the  more  he  gives. 

Proportionate  giving  fulfills  the 
scriptural  directives:  "On  the 
first  day  of  the  week,  each  of  you 
is  to  put  something  aside. .as  he 
may  prosper."  (1  Cor.  16:2)  and 
"To  whom  much  is  given,  of  him 
much  will  be  required."  (Luke 
12:48). 

Percentage  Giving 

Disciplined  giving  may  be  per- 
centage giving,  the  setting  aside 
of  a  fixed  percentage  of  income  to 
be  given  at  stated  times  to  the 
church  and  other  charities.  Tith- 
ing is  a  form  of  percentage  giving 
that  fixes  the  percentage  at  ten 
percent. 

In  summary,  responsible  ste- 
wardship requires  the  kind  of 
disciphne  that  makes  giving  an 
integral  part  of  the  management 
of  the  total  income.  Giving  is, 
therefore,  not  a  matter  for  perso- 
nal satisfaction,  nor  to  be  indul- 
ged in  sporadically;  but  is  a 
constant,  recurring  sharing  of  the 
abundance  of  God's  gifts,  "ac- 
cording to  what  a  man  has"  in 
expression  of  his  faithfulness  and 
obedience  to  Christ.

She  excused  herself  for  a 
moment  to  go  back  to  check  on 
the  children  she  had  just  left. 

Across  town  Terry  L.  Dillender 
of  Winston-Salem  was  struck  by 
the  discussion  period  with  the 
Polk  inmates. 

Her  blue  eyes  were  calm  and 
serious.  "I  didn't  think  they  felt 
that  we  came  for  a  show,  just  as  if 
they  were  in  a  zoo." 

"They  were  just  like  us — 
just  people,"  Delia  M.  Graham  of 
Winston  Salem  said.

The  Presbyterians  undertook 
the  rap  sessions  to  find  out  some- 
thing about  prison  life  and  to  see 
how  they  might  help  the 
prisoners.

Dr.  Lehmann,  who  has  been  an 
Auxiliary  Sprunt  Lecturer  and 
has  taught  in  several  summer 
sessions  on  the  UTS  campus,  is 
currently  the  Charles  A.  Briggs 
Professor  of  Systematic 
Theology  at  Union  Theological 
Seminary  in  New  York  City, 
where  he  has  served  since  1963. 

Earlier  Dr.  Lehmann  taught  at 
Harvard  University  from  1956-63

UTS  Elects  Lehmann 
Professor  Of  Theology 
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Davidson  College  Boasts  Development  Spiritual  Well-Being  Of  The 
In  Coeducation,  Physical  Expansion  WiU  Be  The  Topic  Of 

&)uncil  Of  Qiurches  &)nference 


The  1973-74  year  at  Davidson 
College  will  bring  developments 
in  the  major  areas  of  coeducation 
and  physical  expansion. 

Davidson  becomes  truly  coed- 
ucational in  '73-74  as  the  first 
freshman  coeds  in  the  college's 
history  enroll  for  four  years  of 
undergraduate  study.  Although 
the  college  became  formally  co- 
educational in  1972,  it  admitted 
only  upperclass  women  transfer 
students  in  1972-73. 

Now  with  89  freshman  women 
and  247  freshman  men,  female 
enrollment  will  jump  from  last 
year's  50  to  this  year's  150,  with 
total  male  enrollment  remaining 
at  about  1,000.  Plans  call  for  a 
gradual  increase  in  enrollment  to 
a  level  of  1,500  men  and  women 
by  the  1980s. 

Housing  Units 

During  the  coming  year  women 
at  Davidson  will  be  housed  in 
Little  and  Watts  Residence  Halls. 
Plans  are  now  being  drafted  by 
nationally-known  architect  Paul 
Rudolph  for  new,  contemporary- 
style  housing  units  to  be  built  on 
campus  in  time  for  occupancy  in 
the  fall  of  1975.  The  five  or  six 
units  will  house  about  40  students 
each  in  a  village  concept,  sig- 
nalling the  end  of  the  long  hall, 
double-barracks  type  residence 
halls  built  for  many  years  at 
Davidson  and  most  other  campu- 
ses. 

Also  in  the  area  of  physical 
change,  the  Grey  Library  will  be 
vacated  in  the  spring  of  1974  as  all 
books  and  staff  offices  are  moved 
to  the  handsome  new  E.H.  Little 
Library  now  under  construction. 
The  new  library  will  have  100,000 
square  feet  of  space,  enough  for 
500,000  volumes,  making  it  one  of 
the  largest  such  facilities  among 
the  country's  liberal  arts 
colleges.  It  will  be  linked  to 
Chambers  Building,  the  main 
classroom  and  office  structure  on

St.  Andrews  Hosts  Dr.  Bostian 


The  belief  that  genetic  counsel- 
ing should  be  made  available  to 
people  everywhere  was  the  senti- 
ment expressed  by  Dr.  Carey 
Bostian  during  his  recent  lecture- 
visit  to  St.  Andrews  Presbyterian 
College. 

Speaking  before  a  group  of 
rising  high  school  seniors  from 
several  states,  the  noted  geneti- 
cist and  North  Carolina  Presby- 
terian layman,  declared  that 
"This  service  would  result  in  a 
better  understanding  of  inherit- 
able diseases  and  thus  help 
prospective  parents  make  intelli- 
gent decisions  about  bearing 
children." 

The  subject  of  genetics  is 
popular  with  young  people  today, 
many  who  see  future  careers  in 
genetic  counseling.  Those  parti- 
cipating in  this  phase  of  the  St. 
Andrews  Science  Scholars  pro- 
gram were  no  exception.  One 
participant  said,  "I  am  a  poten- 
tial mother  and  I  believe  that 
proper  counseling  in  regard  to 
family  planning  will  help  many 
young  couples  to  avoid  heart 
break  and  possible  tragedy  in 
their  lives." 

She  was  one  of  the  select  group 
of  young  scientists  chosen  by 
their  respective  schools  to  take 
advantage  of  the  three-week 
program.  The  program  is  dc; 
signed  to  whet  the  appetites  of 
promising  students  for  "the  ex- 
citement of  exploring  the  un- 
known," as  the  science  faculty  at 
St.  Andrews  describes  their  in- 
novative and  interdisciplinary 
approach  to  the -natural  sciences. 

Dr.  Bostian's  appearance  dur- 
ing the  program  gave  the  stu- 
dents an  opportunity  to  "rub 
shoulders"  with  a  nationally 
known  scientist  who  was  able  to 
bring  them  expert  information  on 
a  subject  recognized  for  its 
importance  to  the  future  of  the 
human  race.  According  to  Bos- 
tian, retired  professor  at  N.  C. 
State  University  and  Chancellor 
of  the  University  from  1953  to 
1959,  "Medical  genetics  which 
deals  with  diseases  ."^nd  defects 
that  can  be  passed  along  from

Those 
attending  included  Dr.  J.  V.  C.

Japanese  Pastors,  Laymen 
Will  Visit  North  Carolina 


(PN) — ^Eight  ministers  and  two 
laymen  from  churches  in  Japan 
will  visit  Presbyterian  churches, 
schools,  homes  for  children  and 
the  elderly,  and  programs  of 
social  work  as  part  of  a  two-week 
seminar  designed  to  give  the 
visitors  an  opportunity  to  view 
the  work  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.S. 

The  ministers  and  laymen  will 
arrive  in  Atlanta  on  November  1, 
and,  following  three  days  there, 
will  divide  into  teams,  with  each 
going  into  one  of  four  synods  of 
the  denomination.  The  synods  to 
be  visited  are  North  Carolina, 
Florida,  The  Virginias,  and  Red 
River. 

Reciprocal  Arrangement 
The  Japanese  churchmen  are 
members  of  the  United  Church  of 
Christ  and  the  Reformed  Church 
of  Japan.  Their  two-week 
seminar  is  a  reciprocal 
arrangement  following  a  tour  of 
American  Presbyterians  to 
Japan  last  spring. 

The  Rev.  Shin  Ishimaru  of 
Sendai,  Japan,  is  in  charge  of  the 
seminar.  He  was  a  student  at 
Columbia  Theological  Seminary 
in  Decatur,  Georgia  from  1956  to 
1958. 


The  Japanese  visitors  will  ar- 
rive in  the  Synod  of  North  Caro- 
lina on  November  3  and  will  be  in 
this  region  until  November  11.

(PN)  —  The  General  Assem- 
bly's special  Committee  on 
Property  has  drawn  up  eight 
"suggested  procedures"  for  loyal 
members  to  follow  when  an  effort 
is  made  in  their  congregations  to 
pull  out  of  the  denomination. 

The  committee  was  set  up  by 
the  1973  General  Assembly  "to 
advise  and  counsel  with  any 
Synod,  Presbytery,  Session  or 
Congregation  as  to  actions  which 
might  be  taken  to  conserve 
property  held  by  any  of  the 
congregations  and  judicatories  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church. 

"Be  Informed" 

The  document  urges  members 
to  "be  informed,"  and  to  study 


the  Book  of  Church  Order.  It 
maps  out  specific  steps  which 
may  be  taken  for  protecting 
property  rights. 

Loyal  Minorities 

The  committee  tells  loyal 
minorities,  "know  with  assur- 
ance that  a  majority  of  your  local 
church  cannot  withdraw  from  the 
Presbyterian  Church  and  take 
with  it  local  church  property  to  a 
position  of  independence  and 
autonomy  against  the  will  and 
desires  of  a  minority  group  of 
loyal  Presbyterians  who  wish  to 
be  and  who  seek  to  be  identified 
as  the  true  and  loyal  remnant  of 
the  local  Church."

committee  to  recommend  to  the 
councU  at  its  next  meeting  a 
suitable  person  for  employment 
as  Regional  Resourcing 
Coordinator.  This  is  the  only  new 
position  in  the  staff  and  on  the 
basis  of  these  projections,  the 
size  of  the  staff  will  not  increase 
or  decrease  significantly.

The  Higher  Education  Task 
Force  is  charged  to  study  campus 
ministry  but  with  some  emphasis 
to  be  given  to  other  specialized 
ministries  in  higher  education. 

The  Task  Force  on  Theological 
Education  is  expected  to  meet  in 
Richmond  in  connection  with  the 
meeting  of  the  "Friends  of  the 
Seminary"  on  the  campus  of 
Union  Theological  Seminary  in 
Virginia  on  October  24-25. 

The  task  force  will  be  con- 
vened by  Dr.  William  Ward  of 
Charlotte  and  will  be  staffed  by 
Union  Seminary. 

The    task    force   has  been 


directed  to  explore  the 
possibilities  of  implementing 
programs  as  would  seem 
beneficial  on  a  reciprocal  basis 
between  the  synod  and  the 
seminary. 

The  Task  Force  on  Family 
Ministries  was  established  by  the 
Synod  and  designed  to  develop 
resources  for  ministry  to  family 
life  and  other  human  needs.

Draft  Of  Confession  Continues 


(PN) — The  ad  interim  committee  appointed  by  the  General  Assembly 
to  prepare  a  new  Confession  of  Faith  is  continuing  its  rewriting  process 
and  has  completed  a  redraft  of  two  additional  chapters.  Chapter  II  deals 
with  "God  and  the  World."  Chapter  V  is  on  "The  Spirit  of  God."  Group 
work  on  cross-references  to  Scripture,  the  Westminster  Standards  and 
other  Reformed  confessions  was  included  on  the  docket  of  the 
September  meeting. 

For  their  consideration  as  they  work,  committee  members  have  a 
variety  of  suggestions  and  comments  before  them  from  a  survey 
conducted  during  the  past  year,  and  from  correspondence  by  a  number 
of  Presbyterians  regarding  the  proposed  confession.  Redrafting  is 
expected  to  continue  through  the  end  of  the  year  with  the  committee 
scheduling  monthly  meetings. 

Dr.  Albert  C.  Winn,  former  president  of  Louisville  Theological 
Seminary,  now  residing  in  Lexington,  Kentucky,  is  chairman  of  the  ad 
interim  body. 


Help  Offered  By  Committee 


(PN) — Presbyterian  ministers 
facing  pressures  from  the  schis- 
matic movement  are  being 
offered  help  by  the  General  As- 
sembly's Committee  on  the  Min- 
ister and  His  Work  which  has 
headquarters  in  Atlanta.

"This  is  particularly  true  for  a 
minister  whose  concept  of  his  or 
her  ordination  vows  requires 
loyalty  to  Christ  through  loyalty 
to  the  Presbyterian  Church.  Sup- 
port of  any  such  minister  is  a  part 
of  the  responsibilitity  of  the  As- 
sembly's Committee  on  the  Min- 
ister and  His  Work  and  one  of  its 
deep  concerns  at  the  present 
time."

Book  Review — 

Dr.  John  H.  Leith  has  made  an 
important  contribution  to  church 
history  and  to  the  Reformed 
Tradition  in  particular  with  the 
publication  of  Assembly  At 
Westminster. 

At  a  time  when  some  com- 
municants of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  United  States  claim 
the  denomination  has  departed 
from  its  Confession  of  Faith,  it  is 
all  important  to  examine  the 
motivations  and  problems  of  the 
men  who  wrote  our  Confession 
over  300  years  ago.  This  Leith  has 
done.  He  has  not  written  of  the 
Westminster  Assembly  as  an 
isolated  event,  but  has  attempted 
to  show  how  the  political, 
cultural,  and  theological  currents 
of  the  seventeenth  century  in- 
fluenced the  Assembly's  deci- 
sions. By  so  doing  he  has 
stripped  away  much  of  the 
mythology  which  has  grown  up 
concerning  the  Assembly  and 
hampered  a  serious  un- 
derstanding of  its  deliberations 
and  results. 

The  essence  of  the  book  is  that 
the  Westminster  Assembly  was 
composed  of  men  who  were 
wrestling  with  their  faith  in  light 
of  the  issues  of  their  day.  They 
spoke  to  their  day  and  to  its 
problems  and  presented  a  testi- 
mony of  their  interpretation  of 
the  Christian  Faith. 

Background 
As  a  background  to  the 
Assembly  Leith  gives  us  a  brief 
glimpse  of  British  history  on  the 
eve  of  the  Puritan  upheaval.  The 
Assembly  sat  during  a  time  of 
great  political  crisis  between  the 
King  and  Parhament.  They  wrote 
theology  based  on  a  world  view 
which  was  rapidly  changing.  One 
age  was  coming  to  an  end  and  yet 
another  was  dawning.  Within  a 
few  short  years  the  scientific 
revolution  would  transform  the 
culture  as  well  as  theology  itself, 
but  for  the  Assembly  such  things 
were  in  the  future.  The  world  was 


Conn  Qiairs  Committee 
To  Draft  Amnesty  Paper 

(PN)— The  Rev.  George  M.  Conn,  Jr.,  campus  minister  at  St. 
Andrews  Presbyterian  College,  has  been  named  chairman  of  a 
committee  to  draft  a  paper  on  amnesty  for  presentation  to  the  1974 
General  Assembly.  Other  committee  members  have  not  yet  been 
announced. 

The  appointment  was  made  by  the  Council  on  Theology  and  Culture 
which  is  a  part  of  the  new  Office  of  the  General  Assembly. 

Dr.  James  L.  Mayes,  council  chairman,  and  a  professor  at  Union 
Theological  Seminary,  said  the  committee  plans  to  begin  work  on  the 
amnesty  document  immediately  "because  we  think  this  issue  is 
affecting  a  great  many  people  now." 

An  overture  requested  the  1973  General  Assembly  "to  call  upon  the 
churches  within  its  bounds  to  wrestle  with  how  the  Christian  message  of 
reconcination  relates  to  this  issue  (of  amnesty),  and  to  include  this  in 
the  study-action  ministry  of  the  churches." 

Assembly  responded  by  asking  the  Council  on  Theology  and  Culture  to 
propose  a  statement  on  the  matter  for  presentation  later. 

Most  of  the  time  at  the  initial  meeting  of  the  Council  was  spent  with 
members  looking  at  assignments,  getting  acquainted,  and  hearing 
reports  from  four  invited  speakers. 

They  heard  Dr.  Wade  Huie,  former  chairman  of  the  Permanent 
Theological  Committee;  the  Rev.  George  Chauncey,  former  director  of 
the  Office  of  Church  and  Society;  the  Rev.  George  Telford  of  Atlanta, 
the  General  Executive  Board's  staff  person  for  Corporate  Witness  and 
Public  Affairs;  and  the  Rev.  James  Andrews,  Stated  Clerk  of  the 
General  Assembly. 


still  God  centered  and  the  most 
searching  question  was,  "How 
shall  a  man  be  saved?" 

Probably  Leith's  greatest 
contribution  is  the  manner  in 
which  he  explains  the  character 
of  the  Confession  itself.  He  details 
the  Assembly's  theological 
process  demonstrating  their 
great  care  for  precision, 
propositions,  and  logic. 

Covenant  Theology 

He  emphasizes  the  importance 
of  Covenant  Theology  to  the 
Assembly  by  focusing  its  at- 
tention on  what  God  has  actually 
done  in  history  and  by  tying 
theology  more  closely  to  the 
Bible. 

Leith  has  presented  West- 
minster as  a  watershed  in 
theological  inquiry.  It  stands  as 
the  finest  expression  of  Reformed 
Theology  of  the  seventeenth 
century,  written  by  men  who 
were  wresthng  with  the  problems 
of  their  age  and  not  that  of 
another.  For  this  same  reason 
Westminster  cannot  represent 
the  last  word  in  theology  for  our 
day  and  time  for  it  spoke  to  a 
different  age  with  different 
problems. 

The  value  of  Leith's  Assembly 
At  Westminster  is  three  fold. 
First,  it  is  good  history.  It 
demonstrates  how  the  en- 
vironment of  culture,  politics  and 
theology  does  affect  one's  faith 
just  as  it  did  at  Westminster.  It 
also  reminds  us  of  our  great 
heritage  and  the  struggle  of  our 
forebear ers  to  define  their  faith. 

Secondly,  it  shows  the  need  of 


each  generation  to  articulate  the 
Faith  to  the  next  in  light  of  their 
own  day  and  time.  Westminster 
spoke  for  its  day  just  as  we  should 
build  upon  their  work  and  speak 
to  our  own  day.  A  study  of 
Assembly  At  Westminster  will 
give  little  comfort  to  those  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
United  States  who  are  with- 
drawing claiming  their  loyalty  to 
the  Westminster  Confession.  The 
Assembly  never  intended  its 
work  to  be  an  eternal  crutch 
speaking  with  the  same  authority 
to  the  problems  of  our  day  as  it 
did  for  its  own.  Westminster 
related  its  faith  and  in  essence 
challenged  each  succeeding 
generation  to  do  the  same.  To  fall 
back  on  seventeenth  century 
theology  as  the  last  word  is  to  be 
historically  irresponsible. 

Church  Officer  Training 

Lastly,  Assembly  At  West- 
minster is  a  good  tool  for  church 
officer  training.  It  should  be 
added  to  every  church  library 
and  officer  training  course.  It 
explains  the  seriousness  with 
which  theology  .should  be  taken, 
and  the  necessity  to  be  informed 
of  the  past  before  we  can 
realistically  speak  for  the 
present.  Every  officer  and 
minister  will  profit  from  reading 
this  work. 

Dr.  John  Leith  has  given  a 
proper  historical  perspective  to 
one  of  the  great  eras  in 
Presbyterian  history.  His  work  is 
highly  commended  for  general 
use  in  the  Church.

A  recommendation  to  be  pass- 
ed on  to  the  General  Assembly's 


Permanent  Nominating  Commit- 
tee asks  that  committee  mem- 
bers of  the  Class  of  1974,  elected 
earlier  for  only  one  year,  be  con- 
tinued. 

The  committee  heard  requests 
I'rom  the  task  force  on  women  of 
Louisville  Presbytery  (union), 
that  consideration  be  given  for  a 
cooperative  "event"  of  PCUS  and 
United  Presbyterian  women,  to 
be  held  prior  to  the  1974  General 
Assembly  in  Louisville  next 
June;  that  a  "women's  center" 
be  set  up  for  informal  meetings  of 
women  during  the  Assembly;  and 
that  women  ministers  be  invited 
to  preach  in  the  Louisville  area 
on  the  Sunday  during  the  As- 
sembly meeting.

Learning  Process  Explored  At  Lab  School 


It  is  no  secret  that  two  constant  pressures  are  felt  by  Church  School 
teachers  -  (1)  the  transmitting  of  the  data  of  the  faith  and  (2)  how  to 
plan  the  transmitting  so  that  students  become  meaningfully  involved 
with  the  data.  These  same  pressures  and  accompanying  needs  were 
communicated  to  us  by  the  teachers  who  participated  in  our  Grades  3-4 
Section  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod  Christian  Education  Conference, 
held  in  Montreat  in  June,  1973.  Also,  listening  to  children's  evaluative 
responses  to  their  church  school  and  vacation  church  school 
experiences  contributed  additional  pressure.  Apparently,  children  like 
these  study  occasions  best  when  they  are  not  so  much  like  their  daily 
school  experience  and  are  more  than  read-study-recite. 

Teaching  Skills  And  Curriculum  Use 
Our  lab  school  was  designed  to  give  training  to  teachers  in  teaching 
skills  and  in  the  use  of  the  new  fall  curriculum  materials.  And  like  the 
situation  of  our  participating  teachers,  we,  as  a  team  of  leaders,  faced  a 
dual  task  of  utilizing  Unit  One  "The  Covenant  Family,"  of  God's 
Covenant  ~  The  One  Story  of  the  Bible  to  teach  an  adult  concept  ~ 
"covenant"  —  to  third  and  foiu-th  graders,  drawing  on  the  lives  and 
experiences  of  Abraham  and  his  descendants  with  a  covenant-making 
God. 

Facing  our  pressures,  such  questions  as  these  came  to  mind:  Can 
teaching  and  learning  be  fun  for  both  children  and  adults?  Can  both  in 
the  same  process  experience  a  liberation  of  their  imaginations  and 
enthusiasm,  a  freedom  from  traditional  teacher  -  student  roles,  a 
freedom  to  use  prepared  curriculum  materials  as  a  resource  only,  a 
freedom  to  pursue  interests  at  a  pace  compatible  with  stages  of 
development,  a  freecbm  to  be  open  and  helpful  to  one  another,  a 
freedom  to  be  open  to  the  workings  of  the  Spirit  in  an  encounter  with 
each  other  and  the  contact  of  the  faith  ?  We  decided  to  try  and  find  out. 

Learning  Centers 

The  Teacher's  Course  Guide  contained  two  approaches  for  developing 
the  unit,  one  of  which  was  the  use  of  learning  centers.  We  opted  for  the 
learning  center  approach  and  decided  to  stick  with  the  curriculum 
writer's  basic  objectives  for  the  unit  and  to  pursue  the  meaning  of  the 
concept,  "covenant,"  through  the  life  experiences  of  Abraham  for  our 
six  sessions.  Our  objectives  were  spiralling  from  general,  overall  ob- 
jectives having  to  do  with  people's  needs  and  interests,  to  content  to  be 
explored,  to  concrete  statements  of  results  to  be  expected  as  we  delved 
into  planning  centers.  Four  learning  centers  were  developed :  Covenant, 
Nomad,  Trrvel  and  Sheep,  and  Sheep  and  Shepherds.  Three  of  the 
centers  were  structured,  providing  a  progression  and  sequence  in  the 
learning  experience  of  the  particular  concept.  Students  were  free  to 
start  in  any  center.  However,  they  were  required  to  go  through  "The 
Covenant"  at  some  time  during  the  period  that  the  Centers  were 
to  be  operative.  One  center.  Sheep  and  Shepherds,  could  be  entered  and 
left  at  any  point  that  the  student  wished.  Our  centers  were  set  up  on 
table  tops.  In  one  center,  we  used  a  cardboard  carton  to  make  station 
carrels,  which  provided  a  surface  for  attaching  instructions  and 
resources  and  a  degree  of  privacy  for  the  student. 

Freedom  To  Explore 

Most  students  worked  through  all  the  Centers,  beginning  as  soon  as 
they  arrived  each  day  at  the  point  where  they  had  left  off  the  preceding 
day.  Some  students  sampled  parts  of  the  three  non-required  centers  and 
were  allowed  the  freedom  to  explore  extensively  those  facets  which 
interested  them.  Each  of  the  three  teachers  was  assigned  to  one  of  the 


three  structured  centers  to  assist  and  expand  the  learning  experiences 
as  such  opportunities  arose.  Now  and  then,  one  of  the  teachers  would  be 
free  to  move  into  the  fourth  center  or  to  assist  and  engage  in  con- 
versation with  students  pursuing  special  interests.  Space  does  not  allow 
for  the  detailing  of  the  plans  and  resources  used  in  the  centers,  but 
generally,  each  center  was  designed  (1)  to  relate  to  students' 
experiences,  both  recent  and  typical  for  the  age  group;  (2)  to  relate  to 
the  study  theme  and  a  particular  concept;  (3)  to  use  the  reading, 
writing  and  intellectual  skills  of  this  age  child ;  (4)  to  allow  each  studenc 
to  go  at  his  own  pace ;  (5)  to  use  the  avenues  of  the  five  senses  as  much 
as  possible  to  facilitate  learning;  and  (6)  to  utilize  a  variety  of  methods 
and  resources. 

How  Did  We  Do? 

With  children  moving  freely  and  working  on  their  own,  evaluation  of 
learnings  and  what  is  happening  is  increased  geometrically  by  the 
number  of  students  and,  also,  teachers.  Consequently,  objectives  were 
conceived  in  measurable  terms  for  each  center.  Methods  of  evaluation 
used  were:  conversation,  checking  of  written  work,  and  sharing  times. 
In  addition,  we  had  the  sixteen  adult  students  in  lab  involved  in  ob- 
servation. Probably  our  best  evaluation  of  the  learnings  came  in  the  last 
three  sessions  and  was  a  product  of  the  planning  and  executing  by  a 
team  of  volunteers  from  among  the  adult  students. 

Springboarding  from  the  emphases  of  the  first  four  learning  centers, 
they  and  the  children  planned  and  dramatized  Abraham's  journey.  For- 
mer learnings,  if  any,  were  to  become  operative  in  the  five  interest 
groups  which  were  formed:  Sheep  and  Shepherds,  Scouts  and  Guards, 
Tent  Erecting,  Making  and  Gathering  Supplies  for  the  Journey, 
Itinerary  of  Journey  Around  Montreat.  Various  roles  were  assumed  by 
children  and  adults  and  events  were  simulated  along  the  journey  route. 
The  highlight  came  with  the  pitching  of  camp  beside  Lake  Susan, 
building  a  fire,  eating  foods  peculiar  to  nomads,  drinking  goat's  milk, 
doing  a  Hebrew  dance  around  the  fire,  and  erecting  an  altar  for  a 
worship  experience.  The  journey  was  photographed  and  the  slides  were 
available  during  our  last  session  for  pleasuring,  reviewing  the  week's 
study,  and  for  writing  a  script  to  accompany  the  slides. 

Methods  Of  Evaluation 

How  did  we  do  in  pursuit  of  our  objectives?  Many  by-products  of 
positive  and  negative  consequence  come  to  mind  from  the  experience, 
but  let's  recount  two  observations:  (1)  At  the  end  of  a  rather  gruelling 
planning  session  which  moved  from  the  anxiety  of  coming  up  with  no 
satisfactory  plan  to  the  joy  of  a  potentially,  workable  teaching  plan,  one 
of  the  teachers  said,  "This  is  fun ! "  and  spontaneously  led  the  rest  of  the 
planners  in  a  Hebrew  dance  which  they  later  decided  to  teach  the 
children.  (2)  To  the  lab  teachers  who  were  now  in  the  role  of  observers 
in  the  last  two  sessions,  the  adults  and  children  seemed  to  breeze 
through  the  planning  and  carrying  out  the  Journey.  The  children 
showed  no  sign  of  difficulty  in  relating  to  a  new  set  of  teachers;  and  in 
fact,  most  appeared  engrossed  in  their  chosen  tasks,  working  with  each 
other  to  ready  their  part  of  the  entourage.  Perhaps  a  part  of  this  can  be 
attributed  to  the  foundations  laid  in  the  four  learning  centers.

A  representative  from  a  union 
presbytery  in  Washington,  D.C., 
speaking  on  "New  Patterns  of 
Thinking  About  Women's  Con- 
cerns," told  the  committee  it  is 
vital  that  the  Church  take 
account  of  the  society  in  which  we 
live.  She  declared  that  southern 
culture  is  a  more  "separate  cul- 
ture" for  men  and  women  than 
that  in  any  other  part  of  the 
country.  "We  have  a  task  to  do 
and  it  will  take  extraordinary 
efforts  to  do  it,"  she  added. 

The  Rev.  James  Andrews, 
stated  clerk  of  the  General  As- . 
sembly,  explained  procedures  for 
operation  of  the  new  committee,  - 
suggesting  that  the  committee's 
functions  ought  to  determine  its 
organization. 

The  next  meeting  will  be  held 
November  12-14.

GEB  Authorizes  Mission  Budget 


(RNS)— A  $10.5  million  finan- 
cial base  has  been  authorized  for 
1974  mission  programs  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  by  the  Gen- 
eral Executive  Board. 

In  recommending  the  $10.5 
million  base  to  the  board,  Dr. 
Charles  E.S.  Kraemer,  modera- 
tor of  the  General  Assembly, 
expressed  confidence  that  the 
950,000  members  of  the  PCUS  will 
contribute  at  least  $8  million. 
Another  $2  million,  he  said,  can 
be  expected  from  sales,  bequests 
and    investments,    leaving  a 


$500,000  deficit  that  can  be  met  by 
the  sale  of  real  estate  or  by 
drawing  on  operating  reserves. 

After  approving  this  arrange- 
ment, the  board  called  for  special 
efforts  "to  alert  the  church  at 
large  to  the  impact  of  dollar 
devaluation  and  spiraling  infla- 
tion abroad  on  the  cost  of  main- 
taining international  mission  in 
1974  at  1973  levels."  Members 
will  be  asked  to  double  their  usual 
response  to  the  Witness  Season 
Offering,  which  totaled  $456,000 
in  1972.

Stewardship  Season — 

Discipleship  Involves  Discipline 


Since  New  Testament  times 
Christians  have  contributed  to 
the  support  of  the  church.  Giving 
is  a  part  of  the  wholeness  of 
discipleship.  This  discipleship  in- 
volves discipline.  The  Christian 
steward  lives  as  a  person  under 
"orders." 

Obedience 

Christian  discipline  requires 
that  a  person  be  obedient  to  the 
call  of  Christ  in  all  phases  of  life. 
The  cause  of  Christ  is  to  be 
served  in  the  .exercise  of  every 
gift  of  talent  or  material  thing 
with  which  a  person  is  endowed 
by  God.  The  expenditure  of  these 
gifts  is  the  measure  of  a  man's 
stewardship. 

We  live  in  an  economy  of  abun- 
dance encompassed  by  a  morass 
of  poverty,  lack  of  opportunity, 
and  injustice.  Therefore,  it  is 
essential  that  each  American 
Christian  balance  his  pressing 
personal  needs  against  the  equal- 
ly pressing  needs  of  others  and 
the  needs  of  society  as  a  whole. 


Christian  stewardship  requires  a 
continuous  appraisal  of  how  best 
to  expend  talents  and  fortune  to 
help  fulfill  the  mission  of  Christ  to 
the  world.  Christian  stewardship 
further  requires  the  development 
of  patterns  and  habits  of  giving 
that  will  resist  indulgence  of 
selfish  personal  desires,  curb  the 
waste  of  resources  on  inconse- 
quential items,  and  rise  above 
social  pressure  to  give  for 
personal  status. 

Planned,  Purposeful 

Disciplined  giving  is  planned, 
purposeful  giving  designed  to 
achieve  worthy  ends.  It  is  never 
impulsive,  never  patronizing, 
never  showy. 

Disciplined  giving  is  propor- 
tionate giving.  The  Christian 
steward  so  disciplines  himself 
that  he  designates  a  specific 
portion  of  his  income  for  the  work 
of  the  church  and  other  charita- 
ble purposes-the  greater  his 
means,  the  more  he  gives. 

Proportionate  giving  fulfills  the 


scriptural  directives:  "On  the 
first  day  of  the  week,  each  of  you 
is  to  put  something  aside... as  he 
may  prosper."  (1  Cor.  16:2)  and 
"To  whom  much  is  given,  of  him 
much  will  be  required."  (Luke 
12:48). 

Tithing 

Disciplined  giving  may  be  per- 
centage giving,  the  setting  aside 
of  a  fixed  percentage  of  income  to 
be  given  at  stated  times  to  the 
church  and  other  charities.  Tith- 
ing is  a  form  of  percentage  giving 
that  fixes  the  percentage  at  ten 
percent. 

In  summary,  responsible  ste- 
wardship requires  the  kind  of 
discipline  that  makes  giving  an 
integral  part  of  the  management 
of  the  total  income.  Giving  is, 
therefore,  not  a  matter  of  person- 
al satisfaction,  nor  to  be  in^ 
dulged  in  sporadically;  but  is  a 
constant,  recurring  sharing  of  the 
abundance  of  God's  gifts,  "ac- 
cording to  what  a  man  has"  in 
expression  of  his  faithfulness  and 
obedience  to  Christ.

Krister  Stendahl,  will  be  the  1974 
James  Sprunt  Lecturer  at  Union 
Theological  Seminary  in  Virginia 
during  January. 

Dean  Stendahl,  a  native  of 
Stockholm,  Sweden,  was 
president  of  the  Student  Christian 
Movement  in  Sweden  in  1954.  He 
has  taught  at  the  Divinity  School 
at  Harvard  since  the  latter  part 
of  1954  and  was  named  to  his 
present  position,  John  Lord 
O'Brian  Professor  of  Divinity  and 
Dean,  in  1968. 


The  author  of  The  School  of  St. 
Matthew  and  its  Use  of  the  Old 
Testament,  and  the  editor  and  co- 
author of  The  Scrolls  and  the  New 
Testament,  Dr.  Stendahl  has 
published  articles  and  essays  in 
Swedish,  German,  and  American 
journals  and  encyclopedias. 

Sprunt  Lectures  Week  which  is 
scheduled  on  January  28  - 
February  2,  is  an  annual  event 
observed  by  the  Seminary.  In 
1911  Dr.  James  Sprunt,  a  Ruling 
Elder  in  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  Wilmington,  created  a 
foundation  for  the  purpose  of 


enabling  UTS  to  provide  this 
special  lecture  series.  Over  the 
years  distinguished  and 
authoritative  scholars  outside 
regular  faculty  have  visited  the 
campus  to  discuss  various 
aspects  of  Christian  thought  and 
work. 

During  Sprunt  Lectures  Week 
the  Alumni  Association  will  hold 
its  annual  luncheon  meeting  at 
12:30  p.m.  on  Tuesday,  Jaunary 
29,  in  Lingle  Hall.  In  addition  to 
the  luncheon  meeting,  special 
alumni  activities  and  other 
special  offerings  will  be  included 
along  with  class  reunions. 


Robert  Regan  left  a  national  staff 
job  with  his  denomination  and 
came  here  to  organize  Redeemer 
United  Methodist  Church  as  the 
new  community  of  Reston  was 
being  established. 

Five  of  the  nine  member- 
denominations  of  COCU  planned 
eventually  to  organize  congrega- 
tions here,  and  so  "it  was  only 
reasonable  to  plan"  together,  as 
COCU  officials  recommended, 
Mr.  Regan  told  The  Washington 
Post.  And  so  they  did,  but,  "It 
was  a  long  drawn-out  process," 
he  said,  speaking  of  doctrinal  and 
organizational  problems  in- 
volved. 

Redeemer  United  Methodist 
had  been  transformed  mto  a  unit- 
ed parish  some  time  ago,  and 
early  last  year  a  United  Presby- 
terian clergyman  joined  the  staff. 
Redeemer  church  stopped 
receiving  new  members  as 
Methodists  last  December,  ac- 
cording to  Mr.  Regan. 

The  800  members  of  United 
Christian  Parish  who  signed  its 
charter  are  all  related  to  the  five 
participating  denominations. 
Eventually  there  will  be  four 
congregations  located  in  differ- 
ent areas  of  Reston. 

But  even  with  four  congre- 
gations, the  pastor  said,  "that 
doesn't  mean  we'll  build  a  church 
at  each  pin-point.  And  it's  still  our 
hope  that  as  we  build  we  may 
work  something  out  with  other 
groups— the  Catholics,  maybe,  or 
the  Lutherans.  What  we  really 
want  to  do  is  to  demonstrate  that 
the  Church  unity  plan  of  the  Con- 
sultation on  Church  Union  really 
is  viable,"  Mr.  Regan  said.

The  Reynolds  Fund  was 
established  in  1947  as  a  result  of  a 
trust  fund  established  in  the  will 
of  Mrs.  Kate  Bitting  Reynolds.  In 
her  will,  Mrs.  Reynolds  directed 
that  the  income  of  the  $400,000 


trust  be  used  for  "the  main- 
tenance and  support  of  aged 
Presbyterian  ministers  of  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina.  .  ." 

Mrs.  Reynolds,  a  native  of 
Yadkin  County,  married  Wilbor 
Neals  Reynolds  in  1889.  He  latei 
became  president  of  the  R.J. 
Reynolds  Tobacco  Co. 
Throughout  her  life,  Mrs. 
Reynolds  was  interested  in 
church  and  community  ac- 
tivities. She  died  in  1946. 

The  semi-annual  distribution  is 
made  by  the  Annuities  and  Relief 
Committee  to  all  ministers  in  the 
Synod  who  are  eligible  to 
participate.

Council  On  Evangelism  Sends 
Paper  To  General  Executive  Board 


(PN)  —  The  17-  member 
Council  on  Evangelism, 
established  by  the  General 
.\ssembly,  is  sending  a  two-part 
paper  to  the  (Jeneral  Executive 
Board  to  use  as  the  GEB  sees  fit 
in  carrying  out  evangelism. 

For  two  years  the  council  has 
been  serving  as  adviser  to  the 


Board  of  National  Ministries  and 
now  has  that  relationship  to  the 
GEB.  Its  membership  is  com- 
prised of  one  person  from  each  of 
the  15  old  synods  and  three  at- 
large  members. 

At  its  meeting  in  Fort  Worth 
last  June,  the  General  Assembly 
tagged  evangelism  as  the  top 
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priority  of  the  denomination  for 
1975. 

The  Rev.  Bill  Bryant,  the 
GEB's  staff  assistant  in  evange- 
lism, commented  on  the  docu- 
ment, "It  shows  a  moving  away 
from  a  tight,  exclusive  definition 
of  evangelism  toward  more  of  a 
working  premise  or  statement 
which  incorporates  several 
dimensions,  all  of  which  are  not 
optional,  but  necessary  for  a 
biblical  interpretation  of 
evangelism." 

Resource  Materials 
Suggestions  to  the  GEB  for 
possible  implementation  have  to 
do  with  the  development  of 
resource  materials,  appointment 
of  judicatory  committees, 
evangelism  in  the  urban 
"arena",  training  staff  in 
organizational  development  to 
assist  congregations  in  defining 
their  evangelism  goals,  defining 
the  lay  witness  movement,  aids 
to  congregations  and  ministers  in 
evaluating  their  understanding 
and  implementation  of  evan- 
gelism, and  suggestions  in  regard 
to  world-wide  evangelism. 

School  Of  Evangelism 

Council  members  allocated 
time  for  evaluation  of  the  School 
of  Evangelism,  held  at  Montreat 
in  July,  and  for  deciding  on 
material  to  be  included  in  the 
pastor's  packet  on  evangelism 
which  will  be  mailed  out  to  all 
PCUS  ministers  early  in  October. 

Dr.  Robert  L.  Folger,  at  North 
Augusta,  South  Carolina,  and 
Mrs.  G.B.  (Anne)  Clark  of  Point 
Clear,  Alabama,  chair  the 
council. 


tempt  to  give  ministers  an  in- 
terpretative framework  for 
response  to  the  current 
charismatic  movements  in  the 
churches. 

"The  charismatic  movement  is 
one  of  the  fastest  growing  and 
most  challenging  dimensions  of 
contemporary  Christian  ex- 
perience," according  to  Dean 
Thomas  A.  Langford.  "In  this 
meeting  at  Duke  we  are  at- 
tempting to  bring  together 
persons  who  have  competence  to 
lead  in  an  evaluation  of  the 
movement.  The  effort  is  one  of 
understanding;  we  do  not  want  to 
prejudge  what  the  assessments 
should  be  or  will  be.  We  welcome 
the  opportunity  to  undertake  this 
study  with  interested  persons." 

Featured  speakers  include 
Duke  University  New  Testament 
Professor,  Dr.  D.  Moody  Smith, 
Jr.;  University  of  Chicago 
Church  Historian,  Dr.  Martin  E. 
Marty;  the  Bishop  of  the 
Episcopal  Diocese  of  Colorado, 
the  Right  Reverend  William  C. 
Frey;  and  the  Episcopal  Diocese 
Co-Adjutor  of  Western  North 
Carolina,  the  Right  Reverend 
William  G.  Weinhauer. 

Bishop  Weinhauer  as 
moderator  will  open  the  con- 
ference. Professor  Smith  will 
provide  a  New  Testament  per- 
spective for  the  charismatic 
movements.    Historical  and 


sociological  perspectives  of  the 
movement  will  be  analyzed  by 
Professor  Marty.  As  a 
spokesman  for  the  charismatic 
movements.  Bishop  Frey  will 
focus  on  the  current  develop- 
ments. 

Widespread  attention  to  con- 
temporary charismatic 
movements  in  the  press  has 
centered  on  the  revival  of  such 
features  of  early  church  life  as 
speaking  in  tongues.  These 
movements  are  marked  by  an 
intense  prayer  life  and  follow  a 
tradition  which  focuses  attention 
on  those  operations  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  on  the  believer  which  can 
never  be  wrung  from  God  by 
man,  nor  foreseen  by  officii 
organs  of  the  church.  In  the 
apostolic  period  these  gifts  in- 
cluded wisdom,  knowledge, 
miracles,  discernment  and 
tongues.  Some  theologians  have 
insisted  on  the  novelty  in  form  the 
charismatic  gifts  take,  seeing  the 
movement  for  evangelical 
poverty  in  the  Middle  Ages,  for 
Church  Reform  in  the  Refor- 
mation and  for  Social  Justice  and 
Liberation  today  as  other 
examples  of  the  work  of  the  Spirit 
in  the  Churches. 

The  conference  is  limited  to  175 
mmisters  to  provide  maximum 
opportunity  for  sharing  pastoral 
experience  and  discussion  with 
conference  leaders. 


Causes  Of  Unhappiness 
In  Denomination  Sought

^Homes  Away  From  Home '  Provided 
Christmas  International  Houses

Seven  Presbyterian  Churches 
in  North  Carolina  are  planning  to 
sponsor  "homes  away  from 
home"  for  international  students 
from  around  the  world  during  the 
Christmas  holiday  season. 

This  unusual  ministry  has 
developed  out  of  the  realization 
that  more  than  145,000  in- 
ternational students  are  enrolled 
each  year  in  colleges  and 
universities  throughout  the 
United  States.  During  the  school 
year,  these  students  make  the 
campus  their  homes,  but  when 
the  Christmas  holidays  empty  the 
campus,  a  surprisingly  high 
number  of  students  have  no  place 
to  go. 

Presbyterians  in  seven  North 
Carolina  communities  have 
extended  invitations  to  in- 
ternational college  students  to 


spend  the  Christmas  holidays  in 
their  homes  and  churches.  The 
1973  Christmas  Internal  Houses 
in  North  Carolina  are  planned  for 
First  Presbyterian  Church, 
Asheboro;  the  Presbyterian 
Churches  of  Banner  Elk;  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  Charlotte; 
Hawfields  Presbyterian  Church, 
Mebane;    First  Presbyterian 

Church,  Sanford;  Winter  Park 
Presbyterian  Church,  Wilming- 
ton; and  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  Morganton. 

The  idea  of  providing  a  place 
during  the  holidays  for  in- 
ternational students  who  might 
otherwise  have  to  stay  in  an 
empty  dormitory  on  a  deserted 
campus  was  first  initiated  in  1965 
at  the  First  Presbyterian  Church 


in  Huntington,  West  Virginia.  In 
the  past  eight  years,  the  project 
has  grown  in  popularity  and  has 
spread  across  the  nation. 

In  1973  international  students 
will  be  the  guests  of  more  than  60 
hospitality  houses  throughout  the 
United  States.  Originally,  the 
Christmas  International  House 
was  a  project  of  Presbyterian 
churches  but  in  the  past  several 
years,  churches  in  other 
denominations  have  begun  to 
share  in  this  ministry. 

In  many  areas,  the  Christmas 
International  House  is  an  ecu- 
menical project  with  churches  of 
various  denominations  working 
together  to  make  the  hospitality 
house  a  community  project. 

The  oldest   Christmas  In-

The  General  Secretary  em- 
phasized that  this  will  be  an  in- 
terim arrangement  to  serve  the 
needs  of  North  Carolina 
Presbyterians  after  the  present 
source  of  material  resources  is 
cut  off.  He  indicated  that  the 
Coordinating  Council  presently 
has  the  matter  under  study  with 
several  options  being  considered. 

"The  Council  is  primarily 
concerned  with  the  continuing 
need  for  educational  materials 
which  have  been  printed,  rated  or 
brokered  through  the  Presby- 
terian system.  This  new 
obligation  of  the  synod  will  be

The  Qirismon  Tree — A  New  Tradition 

The  signs  of  Christmas  are 
everywhere.  Shopping  centers 
and  city  streets  let  us  know 
everyday  that  the  season  of 
giving  (and  buying)  is  upon  us. 

The  signs  of  the  Christmas 
season  are  well-known  to  each  of 
us.  Many  of  the  traditional 
symbols  that  mark  the  arrival  of 
Christmas  are  so  deeply  rooted  in 
us  that  Christmas  just  would  not 
be  Christmas  without  them. 
Christmas  trees  and  tinsel,  holly 
and  mistletoe,  Santa  Claus  and 
reindeer  remind  us  of  the 
excitement  and  anticipation  of 
our  childhood  Christmas  morn- 
ings and  we  relive  that 
excitement  each  year  in  the 
hustle  and  bustle  of  the  season. 

This  season  of  love  and  good 
cheer  has,  in  fact,  developed  two 
sets  of  traditions :  The  arrival  of 
Santa  Claus  and  the  birth  of 
Christ,  "White  Christmas"  and 
"Away  in  a  Manger,"  advertising 
and  Advent. 

Most  of  us  find  ourselves 
caught  up  in  both  traditions.  We 
recognize  the  significance  of  the 
season  in  the  life  of  the  church 
and  joyfully  sing  God's  praise  for 
the  birth  of  Christ,  while,  at  the 
same  time  we  enjoy  the  con- 
tagious spirit  of  Yuletide. 

A  New  Tradition 

In  recent  years,  a  new  tradition 
has  been  in  the  making;  one  that 
helps  us  bridge  the  two  traditions 
of  Christmas  in  a  way  that  is 
exciting  and  beautiful  as  well  as 
meaningful. 

An  increasing  number  of 
congregations  have  found  that 
the  Chrismon  Tree  is  an  excellent 
way  for  the  church  to  express  its 
faith  and  worship  through  one  of 
the  most  traditional  activites  of 
the    Christmas    season— de-

corating  the  tree. 

Many  churches  use  the 
decoration  of  the  Chrismon  Tree 
as  one  of  the  central  activities  of 
the  congregation  as  it  prepares 
for  Christmas. 

The  word  "Chrismon"  is  a 
combination  of  parts  of  two 
words:  CHRIST  MONogram. 
Chrismons,  as  the  name  implies, 
are  monograms  of  Christ.  They 
have  been  drawn  and  carved 
since  the  days  of  the  earliest 
Christian  community.  Many  of 
them  are  familiar  to  us  and  we

use  them  as  symbols  of  our  faith 
in  a  variety  of  ways. 

Many  of  these  Christian 
symbols  can  be  found  in  the 
sanctuaries  of  most  churches,  in 
stained  glass  windows,  and  in 
religious  literature. 

The  idea  of  using  Chrismons 
as  decoration  for  Christmas  trees 
was  originated  in  1957  by  Frances 
K.  Spencer  in  Danville,  Virginia. 
In  the  preface  of  the  instruction 
book  on  the  construction  of 
Chrismons  entitled  Chrismons: 
Basic  Series.  Mrs.  Spencer  ex- 
plains the  origin  of  her  idea. 

"While  searching  for  a  way  to 
honor  the  Christ,  I  came  across 
some  drawings  of  designs  called 
Chrismons.  The  sketches  I  found 
iwere  copies  of  Chrismons 
.  'designed  and  carved  or  drawn  by 
some  of  the  earliest  Christians. 

"From  a  merely  artistic 
viewpoint,  the  designs  were  quite 
beautiful.  I  saw  that  they  would 
make  lovely  Christmas  tree 
decorations.  More  than  that, 
though,  it  occurred  to  me  that,  by 
using  these  early  symbols  of  our 
faith  to  decorate  the  tree,  we 
would  bring  out  distinctly  the  real 
reason  we  celebrate  this  day  of 
the  year.  Further,  I  hoped  such  a 
Christmas  tree  would  not  only  be 
worthy  of  being  placed  in  the 
Lord's  house  but  would  also 
contribute  to  the  spirit  of  worship 
in  this  holy  season."

Henry  Lilly  Killed  In  Accident 


Dr.  Henry  T.  Lilly,  a  retired 
Davidson  College  professor,  was 
killed  October  18  by  a  passing 
vehicle  in  Boone.  He  was  76. 

After  teaching  English  at  Da- 
vidson for  40  years,  Lilly  "re- 
tired" in  1965  to  teach  at  Appala- 
chian State  University  in  Boone. 
He  had  planned  to  retire  com- 
pletely from  the  classroom  at  the 
end  of  this  academic  year  and  to 
return  to  live  in  Davidson. 

A  memorial  service  was  held  in 
Boone  and  funeral  services  were 
held  in  the  Davidson  College 
Presbyterian  Church.  Burial  was 
in  Mimosa  Cemetery,  Davidson. 

Professor  Lilly  taught  at  the 
McCallie  School  in  Tennessee  for 
two  years,  at  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege for  two  years,  and  at 
Davidson  from  1926  to  1965.  He

Ordained  a  ruling  elder  in  1939,  he  served  as  moderator  of  John  Knox 
Presbytery  and  moderator  of  the  Synod  of  Texas.

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Regional  Communication  Executive  Nine  Fellowships  Awarded 
Reflects  On  New  Assembly  Post  During  Annual  Meeting  Of 


Friends  Of  The  Seminary' 


Dr.  James  M.  McChesney,  the 
new  Regional  Communication 
Executive  appointed  by  the 
General  Executive  Board  of  the 
General  Assembly  to  serve  in  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina,  has 
been  in  his  new  position  for  one 
month.

According  to  the  plan  of 
restructure  of  the  denomination's 
boards  and  agencies  adopted  by 
the  1972  General  Assembly,  the 
Regional  Communication 
Executive  will  provide  two-way 
communication  between  the 
General  Executive  Board,  the 
central  agency  of  the  denomina- 
tion and  his  own  region. 
He  is  described  as  a  "com- 
municator" who  is  familiar  with 
the  implementation  of  mission 
and  program  nationally  and  in 
the  region. 

During  a  recent  conversation, 
Dr.  McChesney  shared  some  of 
his  thoughts  about  this  new 
position  with  readers  of  the 
Presbyterian  News. 

What  is  your  primary 
responsibility  as  the  GEB's 
Regional  Communication 
Executive  in  the  Synod  of  North 

Carolina? 

"I  see  the  Regional  Com- 
municator as  a  person,  who,  in 
various  ways,  will  seek  to  im- 
prove the  two-way  com- 
munication between  the  General 
Assembly  and  the  local  church.  I 
hope  to  be  in  a  position  to  assist 
and  encourage  the  local  church 
and  the  General  Assembly  to 
listen  to  each  other  and  to  un- 
derstand each  other  so  that  there 
can  be  an  even  greater  part- 
nership in  mission. 

How  do  you  propose  facilitating 
this   two-way  communication?

I  will 
attend  meetings  of  presbyteries, 
presbytery  councils  and  session 
and  diaconate  meetings.  I  am

synods  of  the  Synod  of  the 
Virginias  and  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  who  provide  the  fellow- 
ships as  a  special  project  during 
the  year.  The  Executive  Council 
of  the  Friends,  which  met  early 
in  the  fall,  agreed  to  increase  the 
number  of  Fellows  this  year  from 
six  to  nine. 

Fellows  for  the  1973-74  aca- 
demic year  were  introduced  to 
those  who  make  the  awards 
possible  during  a  special  lun- 
cheon on  October  24,  "Let's  Be 
Good  Friends  Day." 

None  of  the  recipients  are 
North  Carolinians,  but  one  is  a 
recent  graduate  of  Davidson 
College.

Ecumenical  Co-ordinating 
Team  Selects  Allen 


The  Presbyterian  Board  of 
Annuities  and  Relief  has  ap- 
proved an  increase  in  the  lifetime 
maximum  benefit  for  persons 
under  65  years  of  age,  from 
$50,000  to  $100,000;  and  for  those 
over  65,  from  $25,000  to  $50,000 
effective  July  1. 

Hospital  insurance  coverage 
was  increased  from  $50  to  $60  per 
day;  and  from  $100  to  $160  per 
day  for  intensive  care  treatment. 
This  also  becomes  effective  on 
July  1. 

A  Christmas  gift  for  1973  was 
voted  for  persons  eligible  for  and 
receiving  regular  monthly 
assistance  from  the  ministerial 
relief  program.  It  amounts  to 
$130  for  individuals  and  $300  for 
couples  and  will  be  distributed 
early  in  December. 

The  program  of  ministerial 
relief  is  funded  by  the 
benevolence  budget  of  the 
denomination  and  administered 
by     this     board.     In  1973 


Monroe  Accepts 

Call  To 

St.  Barnabas 

The  Rev.  Darrell  Monroe  has 
accepted  the  call  of  St.  Barnabas 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Raleigh 
and  will  be  installed  as  minister 
of  that  church  in  December. 

Mr.  Monroe  has  served  as 
Director  of  Synod's  programs  in 
radio,  television  and  audio-visual 
aids  (TRAV)  since  he  joined  the 
staff  in  1971. 

He  will  continue  to  produce  the 
"Sunday  School  of  the  Air"  and  to 
assist  in  the  composition  of  the 
Presbyterian  News  on  a  contract 
basis. 


Presbyterians  have  pledged 
$590,000  for  the  care  of  its  retired 
ministers  and  their  dependents. 
In  1974  the  sum  of  $553,000  is 
budgeted  for  this  cause.  The 
board  also  administers  a  fund 
which  supplements  the  budgeted 
giving. 

Board  members  considered  a 
recommendation  at  the  1973 
General  Assembly  which  asked 
that  the  Board  of  Annuities  and 
Relief    "view    the  certified 


director  of  Christian  Education 
as  a  permanent  professional, 
performing  functions  in  the  same 
category  as  'teaching  elders'  and 
eligible  for  enrollment  in  the 
annuity  plan  currently  provided 
for  teaching  elders." 

Members  of  the  board 
authorized  that  actuarial  studies 
be  made  in  regard  to  this  concern 
and  that  other  lay  professionals 
employed  by  the  Church  be  in- 
cluded in  the  study. 


Priority  Questionnaire 
Developed  For  Assembly 


(PN)  The  1976  Priority  Man- 
agement Tea'm  has  developed  a 
questionnaire  to  be  sent  to  indi- 
vidual Presbyterians  for  their  re- 
sponses to  help  the  General 
Assembly  determine  its  priorities 
for  1976. 

This  questionnaire  will  go  to 
local  church  sessions,  synods, 
presbyteries  and  church-related 
publications  to  get  feedback  from 
the  church.  It  will  also  be 
published  in  Presbyterian  Sur- 
vey, Presbyterian  Outlook,  Pres- 
byterian Journal,  and  presbytery 
and  synod  papers  to  get  respon- 
ses from  the  entire  church.  Other 
questionnaires  may  be  sent  to 
church  constituencies  later. 

Each  year  the  GEB  designates 
from  its  staff  a  priority-building 
team  to  manage  the  process 
from  its  inception  to  the  final 
assignment  of  formally  approved 
Assembly  priorities  for  imple- 
mentation. The  team  is  directed 
to  "initiate  action  to  obtain 
information,  suggestions,  and 
proposals"  from  persons  and 
groups.  These  are  to  be  collected 


and  submitted  to  the  1974  General 
Assembly  to  set  tentative  priority 
goals  for  1976  for  the  denomina- 
tional agencies. 

Another  team  is  formulating 
alternate  strategies  to  implement 
1975  goals  adopted  by  the  1973 
General  Assembly.  Its  report  will 
be  considered  by  the  1974  General 
Assembly  at  Louisville. 


(PN)— The  General  Assem- 
bly's Ecumenical  Co-ordinating 
Team  spent  a  major  portion  of 
the  time,  at  its  first  meeting, 
discussing  three  phases  of  its 
work.  Discussion  revolved 
around  the  co-ordination  of 
budget  and  personnel  assign- 
ments; the  responsibility  of  the 
team  and  involvement  of  the 
Church  in  light  of  the 
denomination's  new  structure; 
and  how  the  PCUS  can  have  a 
more  effective  impact  in 
ecumenical  relations  and  ways  in 
which  feedback  to  the 
denomination  may  become  more 
effective.

temational  House  in  the  state  is 
sponsored  by  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of 
Charlotte.  Now  in  its  eighth  year, 
the  project  involves  20-25  dif- 
ferent churches  as  well  as  a 
number  of  civic  organizations. 
Among  the  latter  are  Charlotte's 
Junior  Women's  League  and  the 
Young  Carolinians. 

The  Charlotte  Church  expects 
to  house  approximately  60 
students  during  the  December  21 
through  January  4  Christmas 
International  House  there. 

A  variety  of  activities  have 
been  planned  for  the  visiting 
international  students  including  a 
number  of  local  tours  and  a  visit 
to  Old  Salem  in  Winston-Salem. 

Among  the  other  activities 
planned  for  the  international 
students  will  be  a  large  party 
given  by  the  Young  Carolinians, 
an  international  night  at  First 
Church  which  will  feature  a 
talent  show  and  an  exhibition  of 
native  costumes  and,  to  highlight 
the  holiday  visit,  each  student 
will  be  invited  into  the  home  of  a 
church  family  to  share  the  joys 
and  excitement  of  Christmas 
Day. 

Charles  Durham,  a  Union 
Theological  Seminary  student, 
who  is  serving  an  intern  year  at 
the  church,  describes  the 
Christmas  International  House 
as  "an  opportunity  to  further  the 
cause  of  international  peace  and 
brotherhood.  We  seek  to  do  this 
by  providing  an  atmosphere  of 
Chrisitian  brotherly  love  and 
acceptance  to  people  of  all  races, 
creeds  and  nationalities." 

"By  having  the  international 
students  in  our  church  and  in  our 
homes,  we  grow  as  they  grow," 
he  concludes. 

Tj-,c  Presbyterian  Churches  of 


Banner  Elk  are  sponsoring  their 
second  Christmas  International 
House  this  year  and  are  expec- 
ting to  host  approximately  15 
students  durmg  the  holiday 
season. 

Like  many  of  the  other  holiday 
houses  in  North  Carolina,  the 
Banner  Elk  Christmas  In- 
ternational House  is  also  a 
cooperative  venture.  The 
Presbyterian  Churches  and  the 
Baptist  Church  in  that  com- 
munity share  the  responsibility  of 
the  project. 

According  to  the  Rev.  James  N. 
Murray,  pastor  of  the  Banner  Elk 
Presbyterian  Church,  friendships 
that  were  begun  last  Christmas 
have  continued  throughout  the 
year  and  it  is  anticipated  that 
some  of  the  students  who  visited 
Banner  Elk  last  Christmas  will 
return  this  year  for  another  visit. 

"Everyone  who  participates  in 
the  Christmas  International 
House  seems  to  feel  that  it  is  a 
valuable  way  to  share  one's  faith 
in  an  informal  and  real  way 
through  contact  with  families 
from  other  lands,"  said  Mr. 
Murray. 

"Last  year,  we  had  one  of  our  ' 
finest  community  gatherings 
during  a  supper  with  the  in- 
ternational students  at  Holston 
Presbytery  Camp.  The  students 
brought  a  national  dish  and  each 
family  provided  a  covered  dish. 
This  program  for  young  people 
who  need  a  home  away  from 
home  during  the  holiday  provides 
a  rare  and  rewarding  opportunity 
to  bring  people  together," 
reported  Mr.  Murray. 

Hawfields  Presbyterian  Church 

Members  of  the  Hawfields 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Mebane 
are  looking  forward  to  hosting 
their  first  Christmas  In- 
ternational House  between 
December  21  and  January  4. 


A  number  of  activities  have 
been  planned  for  the  ap- 
proximately 30  students  expected 
including  visits  to  the  state  cap- 
itol,  a  modern  farm,  a  tobacco 
industry,  a  furniture  manufac- 
turing plant  and  local  historical 
sites.  The  Hawfields  Christmas 
International  House  is  described 
as  "an  attempt  to  extend  to  these 
international  students  our 
hospitality,  friendship  and 
concern  in  the  name  of  Christ," 
said  the  Rev.  A.B.  Plexico, 
minister  of  the  church. 

Mr.  Plexico  has  reported  that 
other  area  churches  are  being 
invited  to  participate  in  the 
hospitality  house. 

The  decision  of  the  Hawfields 
Presbyterian  Church  to  sponsor  a 
Christmas  International  House 
grew  out  of  a  covenant  adopted 
by  that  congregation  earlier  this 
year  which  committed  the  church 
to  become  involved  in  at  least  two 
aspects  of  world  missions  during 
the  year. 

Arrangements  for  housing  the 
students  include  setting  up 
dormitory-style  rooms  in  the 
education  building  for  the  men 
and  arranging  for  ladies  and 
couples  to  stay  in  members' 
homes. 

Each  student  will  be  invited  to 
spend  Christmas  Day  with  a 
family  in  the  church. 

Each  of  the  seven  Christmas 
International  Houses  planned  by 
Presbyterian  churches  in  North 
Carolina  will  offer  unique  and 
distinctive  opportunities  for  the 
.isiting  students  during  the 
holiday  season.  But  there  is  one 
constant  factor  that  is  shared  by 
each  of  the  congregations  that 
have  committed  themselves  to 
this  unique  ministry:  an  op- 
portunity for  witness  and  service 
that  will  be  meaningful,  exciting 
and  memorable. 


of  some  $400,000  annually.  Each 
year  about  40  percent  of  St. 
Andrews  students  have  scholar- 
ships, loans  and  campus  jobs. 

To  call  wider  attention  to  its 
financial  aid  program,  St. 
Andrews  is  stressing  this  year 
that  several  categories  of  stu- 
dents have  priorities  on  aid 
funds. 

"For  example,"  Parrish  ex- 
plained, "$175,000  in  student  aid 
funds  at  St.  Andrews  is  reserved 
for  entering  freshmen  who  are 
members  of  churches  in  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina." 
Eligible  are  students  who  rank  in 
the  upper  half  of  their  class.  Need 
is  determined  through  the  Confi- 
dential Statement  Administered 
by  the  College  Scholarship 
Service  of  Princeton,  New 
Jersey. 


Students  who  are  members  of 
churches  of  the  synod  always 
have  been  eligible  for  financial 
aid,  Parrish  noted,  adding  that 
the  new  ear-marking  of  aid  funds 
is  another  means  by  which  St. 
Andrews  recognizes  the  Synod's 
support  and  can  encourage  en- 
rollment of  North  Carolina  Pres- 
byterians. 

Similarly,  junior  and  commu- 
nity coUege  graduates  will  have 
priority  for  $150,000  in  aid  funds, 
and  commuting-area  high  school 
graduates  will  receive  first  con- 
sideration for  $50,000. 

Both  Parrish  and  his  wife  are 
alumni  of  the  institutions  from 
which  St.  Andrews  emerged. 
Parrish  graduated  from  Presby- 
terian Junior  College  in  1940 
before  earning  a  degree  at  David- 
son.

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Conference  On  Spiritual     Japanese  Minister,  Layman  Visit 
Well-Being  Of  Aging  Held    Union  Seminary  During  U.  S.  Tour 
By  Council  Of  Churches 


A  very  significant  conference 
on  the  Spiritual  Weil-Being  of  the 
Aging  was  held  at  the  White 
Memorial  Presbyterian  Church 
in  Raleigh  on  September  25. 
Sponsored  by  the  North  Carolina 
Council  of  Churches,  the  meeting 
was  designed  as  a  follow-up  of  the 
1971  White  House  Conference  on 
Aging. 

Reverend  Robert  Q.  Beard,  the 
new  Executive  Director  of  the 
Governor's  Coordinating  Council 
on  Aging  gave  the  key-note  ad- 
dress, indicating  ways  he  hoped 
churches  would  assist  the  State  of 
North  Carolina  in  meeting  the 
increasing  needs  of  the  aging. 

Mrs.  Ann  Johnson,  Director  ol 
the  Durham  Coordinating 
Council  for  Senior  Citizens,  de- 
scribed the  services  of  the  Senior 
Citizen's  Memorial  Center  in 
Durham.  Through  this  center,  the 
churches  provide  transportation 
for  elder  persons  to  medical  ap- 
pointments, offer  information 
and  referral  services  in  such 
areas  as  health,  nursing  care, 
leisure  time  activities,  provide  a 
"Thursday  day-out"  for  many  el- 
derly, and  make  available  educa- 
tional programs  and  workshops 
on  wills  and  legacies,  benefits  for 
Senior  Citizens,  Income  Tax 
prepaparation,  etc.  CLASP 
(Community  Life  and  Self-Help 
Program;  helps  elderly  persons 
to  make  a  variety  of  products  for 


sale,  and  provides  a  group 
experience  at  the  Duke  Memorial 
United  Methodist  Church. 

Rev.  Albert  E.  Dimmock,  of  the 
West  Raleigh  Presbyterian 
Church  told  about  the  develop- 
ment of  Capital  Towers  and  the 
variety  of  programs  there  de- 
signed to  enable  the  older  citizens 
to  participate  in  the  community. 
He  also  discussed  the  crisis  times 
in  the  spiritual  life  of  elderly 
people:  (1)  the  loss  of  work  and 
the  accompanying  feeling  of  use- 
lessness,  (2)  the  sudden  change 
in  living  arrangements  with  con- 
sequent breaking  of  ties  with 
friends  and  neighbors,  (3)  the 
loss  of  loved  ones  and  others  in 
their  life  and  the  emotional  shock 
this  brings,  (4)  the  sudden  break- 
down of  health  and  the  loss  of  a 
sense  of  independence,  and  (5) 
the  necessity  of  facing  one's  own 
death. 

The  group  as  a  whole  then 
studied  the  recommendations  on 
spiritual  well-being  coming  from 
the  1971  White  House  Conference 
on  Aging,  and  planned  specific 
ways  to  suggest  how  North 
Carolina  might  follow  through  on 
hese. 

Much  appreciation  was  ex- 
pressed to  Dr.  Sam  Wiley, 
Executive  Director  of  the  North 
Carolina  Council  of  Churches  for 
arranging  for  the  conference  and 
encouraging  more  coordination 
of  efforts  by  church  groups. 


Two  members  of  a  Delegation 
from  the  Reformed  Church  in 
Japan  recently  visited  Union 
Seminary  and  discovered  old  and 
new  friends  during  the  first  two 
weeks  of  November.

Dr.  G.  Thompson  Brown  of 
Atlanta,  director  of  the  new 
Division  of  International  Mission 
and  representing  the  General 
Executive  Board,  accepted  the 
board  charter.  He  emphasized 
the  continuity  between  the  board 
and  GEB,  the  continuity  of 
people,  of  purpose  and  of  the 
Presence. 

The  Board  approved  its  final 
report  which  will  go  to  the  1974 
General  Assembly  next  spring.  In 
the  report,  the  Board  said,  "Since 
1962  we  have  followed  the  policy 
of  church-based  partnership  with 
overseas  churches.  .  .  It  is  fitting 
that  in  its  final  year  the  Board  of 
World  Missions  was  our  agency 
for  renewing  a  partnership 
agreement  with  two  great  over- 
seas sister  churches,  the  Presby- 
terian Church  of  Brazil  and  the 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Korea." 

The  Board  of  Christian  Educa- 


tion, successor  to  one  of  the  four 
original  agencies  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  held  its  final 
meeting  in  Richmond  on  October 
16  and  paid  tribute  to  its  staff. 

The  board  took  a  routine  action 
merging  its  program  functions 
with  the  General  Executive 
Board,  effective  December  31,  as 
part  of  the  denomination's  re- 
structure of  General  Assembly 
boards  and  agencies. 

Employees  of  the  Board  were 
honor  guests  at  a  luncheon  fea- 
turing  a   talk   by   Dr.    E.  T. 

Thompson  of  Richmond,  former 
professor  at  Union  Theological 
Seminary  in  Virginia  and  a 
former  moderator  of  the  General 
Assembly. 

Dr.  Thompson  briefly  sketched 
the  history  of  the  board,  which 
was  organized  in  1950  as  succes- 
sor to  the  Committee  on  Publica- 
tion of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

The  noted  church  historian 
praised  the  board's  leadership 
"in  giving  new  orientation  and 
direction  to  more  lives  than  you 
can  ever  know." 

He  observed,  the  board  has 
"disturbed  some  people-even  ex 
asperated  some-but  it  was  al- 
ways for  a  good  cause,  always  for 
the  good  of  the  church."

Stillman  College  Board 
Proposes  Record  Budget 


The  Stillman  College  Board  of 
Trustees  has  tentatively  adopted 
a  record  $2.93  million  budget  for 
1974-75  and  has  agreed  to  study 
the  question  of  an  intercollegiate 
football  team  for  the 
Presbyterian-related  college  in 
Tuscaloosa,  Alabama. 

The  question  of  the  possibility 
of  establishing  a  football 
program  at  the  liberal  arts 
college  was  presented  to  the 
board  for  its  consideration  during 
its  October  26  meeting  by 
President  Harold  N.  Stinson. 
Stillman  at  one  time  had  a 
football  team  but  the  program 
was  abandoned  when  the  high 
school  division  of  the  institution 
was  dropped  in  1942. 

Board  Chairman  George 
LeMaistre,  chairman  of  the 
board  of  City  National  Bank  in 
Tuscaloosa  until  his  appointment 
earlier  this  year  by  President 
Nixon  to  the  board  of  the  Federal 
Deposit  Insurance  Corp.,  said  the 


tentatively  approved  record 
budget  will  be  considered  for 
formal  adoption  at  the  March  28- 
29,  1974  board  meeting  in  Atlanta, 
Georgia. 

In  other  actions  during  the  two- 
day  meeting  on  campus  the  board 
welcomed  three  new  board 
members:  Mrs.  H.D.  Holderness 
of  Tarboro,  North  Carolina,  Mrs. 
A.G.  Gaston  of  Birmingham, 
Alabama  and  Charles  H.  Bynum 
of  New  York  City.  Dr.  John  Mack 
Walker  of  Roanoke  Rapids  is  also 
a  member  of  the  board. 

In  his  semi-annual  report  to  the 
board.  President  Stinson  noted 
that  Stillman  received  a  30  per 
cent  reduction  in  federal  funds 
for  financial  aid  which  is  making 
it  more  difficult  for  students  this 
year  since  approximately  78  per 
cent  receive  aid.  On  a  brighter 
note,  he  reported  that  in  the  past 
several  years,  Stillman  has 
received  $750,000  in  unrestricted 
funds  from  the  United  Negro 
College  Fund.

Mission  In  Metropolitan  Areas  Studied 


Teams  from  20  metropolitan 
presbyteries  in  each  of  the  seven 
synods  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  gathered  at  Montreal 
October  24  for  a  three-day 
Consultation  on  Metropolitan 
Mission  Strategy. 

The  teams  concentrated  on 
needs  for  long-range  planning  to 
prepare  for  comprehensive 
mission  work  in  the  General 
Assembly's  rapidly  expanding 
metropolitan  areas. 


Consultation  members  also 
heard  startling  statistics 
depicting  growth  of  the  urban 
South.  They  looked  at  history  and 
background.  They  shared  in 
small  groups,  gathering  material 
for  feedback  when  they  returned 
home  to  particular  situations. 

Idea  for  the  consultation  came 
from  the  Board  of  National 
Missions  and  was  later  im- 
plemented by  the  General 
Executive  Board. 

The  Rev.  Ted  McEachern,  with 


the  Association  for  Christian 
Training  and  Service  (ACTS)  and 
a  principal  speaker  during  the 
Consultation  said  that  by  the  year 
2000,  approximately  85  per  cent  of 
the  nation's  population  will  reside 
in  28  urban  regions;  that  29  per 
cent  of  the  population  will  be 
living  in  the  South ;  and  personal 
income  in  the  South  will 
significantly  increase  and  in 
many  southern  states,  well 
surpass  the  national  average 
increase.

Variety  In  A  Church  College  Community 


"Men  are  men  before  they  are 
lawyers  or  physicians,"  reasoned 
John  Stuart  Mill  in  his  inaugural 
address  at  Scotland's  University 
of  St.  Andrews.  "And,"  he  con- 
tinued, "if  you  will  make  them 
capable  and  sensible  men"  they 
will  make  themselves  into 
capable  and  sensible  members  of 
a  profession  or  vocation. 

Now,  more  than  100  years  later, 
something  of  that  same 
philosophy  undergirds  the 
programs  in  the  liberal  arts  and 
sciences  at  St.  Andrews 
Presbyterian  College.  The  goal  of 
helping  men  and  women  become 
capable  and  sensible  implies 
considerable  attention  to  the 
development  both  of  value 
judgements  and  academic 
abilities.  The  St.  Andrews 
program  is  geared  to  accomplish 
both  goals  through  an  infinite 
variety  of  campus  situations. 

A  random  sampling  of 
personalities  and  events  at  St. 
Andrews  this  fall  may  help  make 
more  vivid  the  atmosphere  in 
which  the  maturing  of  students 


into  capable  and  sensible  young 
adults  takes  place. 

In  welcoming  new  students  and 
their  parents.  President  Donald 
Hart  suggested  that  to  get  the 
most  from  their  college 
experience,  students  should  put 
aside  any  "spectacular  men- 
tality" and  take  part  in  a  range  of 
activities.  "Watching  the  pros 
on  television  is  fun,  but  I  can  help 
my  golf  game  much  more  by 
going  out  and  practicing,"  he 
said.  In  the  same  vein,  the  St. 
Andrew  program  is  designed  to 
afford  opportunities  to  develop 
abilities  through  participation. 

One  of  the  first  opportunities 
to  take  part  came  during 
orientation.  Students  met  in 
small  groups  to  discuss  the 
Utopian  views  of  B.  F.  Skinner  in 
Walden  Two  as  a  means  of 
considering  and  sharing  their 
college  expectations.  Professor 
Rodney  Fulcher  capped  this 
series  with  his  opening  con- 
vocation talk.  He  suggested 
colleges  as  "here  and  now" 
Utopian  communities  "where  we 


may  still  look  at  the  world  ...  to 
see  things  as  they  are  and  as  they 
might  become." 

As  student  leadership  played  a 
large  role  in  making  orientation 
days  more  significant,  so  it  has 
made  its  influence  felt  in 
promoting  a  new  sense  of  student 
involvement  and  responsibility  in 
joint  student-faculty  committee 
work  on  both  academic  and 
extra-curricular  matters. 

New  students  quickly  learned 
that  being  a  newcomer,  faculty  or 
student,  was  no  big  obstacle  to 
finding  a  place  in  campus  life. 
The  new  College  Pastor,  George 
Conn,  for  example,  has  lost  no 
time  in  putting  a  group  of 
dedicated  students  (organized  as 
the  St.  Andrews  Peace  Corps)  to 
work  in  various  community 
projects.  The  Peace  Corps,  a  10- 
year-old  campus  group,  is  con- 
tinuing for  the  second  year  its 
program  of  free  breakfasts  in  one 
local  school  with  funds  from 
state,  local,  church,  and  student 
sources. 

Casting  of  the  first  play  of  the 


vear,  "Cabaret,"  provided 
another  example  of  how 
newcomers  can  join  in  common 
efforts.  Along  with  veteran 
performers  like  Danny  Mizell  of 
Tarboro  and  Syndey  Humphress 
of  Atlanta,  first-year  student 
Anne  Lalley  of  Asheville  had  a 
leading  role.  A  number  of  other 
newcomers  also  had  parts  in  the 
well-received  production. 

optnher  also  fnund  members  of 
the  college  choir  joining  with 
singers  in  the  community  in 
rehearsals  for  a  Christmas- 
season  performance  of  "The 
Messiah."  And  when  registration 
for  the  January  winter  term  (one 
course  or  one  project  for  the 
month)  rolled  around,  choir 
members  had  no  problem  with 
their  decision.  On  tap  for  them  is 
a  trip  similar  to  the  one  in  1971- 
visiting,  studying  "Music  in  the 
Reformed  Tradition"  and 
performing  in  Scotland,  England 
and  Western  Europe. 

Nowhere  is  participation  more 
open  than  in  sports.  While  the 
main  thrust  of  physical  education 


courses  is  to  develop  interests 
and  abilities  in  sports  that  can  be 
enjoyed  throughout  one's 
lifetime,  both  intramural  and 
varsity  teams  provide  outlets  for 
those  with  interest  and  ability  in 
competitive  sports.  St.  Andrews 
competes  primarily  in  the  DIAC, 
Dixie  Intercollegiate  Athletic 
Conference,  whose  members 
value  athletics  but  in  balance 
with  the  objectives  and  resources 
of  academic  institutions.  Athletes 
may  receive  aid,  but  just  as  any 
other  student~on  the  basis  of 
need,  making  varsity  parti- 
cipation purely  voluntary. 

But,  as  a  new  illustrated 
booklet  about  the  college 
declares,  "Words  alone  will 
never  tell  the  story  of  St.  An- 
drews Presbyterian  College.  The 
Admission  Office  will  be  happy  to 
send  a  copy  to  prospective 
students  or  their  parents.  Better 
still,  why  not  plan  a  visit  to  this 
college  of  the  Synod-prospective 
student  or  not?  An  appointment 
made  with  the  Admission  Office 
will  make  possible  a  more 
meaningful  visit. 


Missionaries  On  Furlough  Will  Visit        Interdenominational  Project 

Churches  During  Mission  Season  Optimistic;  Sees  Christian 


Education  As  'Alive  and  Well' 


Presbyterians  traditionally 
observe  the  months  of  January, 
February,  and  March  as  Witness 
Season,  that  time  ot  the  year 
during  which  the  church  honors 
its  missionaries  and  seeks  to 
learn  more  about  the  work  being 
done  by  missionaries  throughout 
the  world. 

In  1974,  five  missionaries  will 
be  assigned  to  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  and  are  scheduled  to 
travel  to  various  presbyteries  in 
the  Synod  during  the  Witness 
Season  to  speak  to  congregations 
about  their  work  oversaes. 

The  missionaries  include  the 
Rev.  William  F.  Junkin,  Jr., 
missionary  to  Taiwan;  Miss 
Jackie  Stafford,  missionary  to 
Zaire;  Mrs.  Frank  G.  Keller, 
missionary  to  Korea;  Dr.  Walter 
B.  Hull,  missionary  to  Zaire; 
Bev.  Clarence  G.  Durham 
missionary  to  Korea. 

The  Rev.  W.T.  Perkins, 
chairman  of  Synod's  Committee 
on  World  Missions  and  pastor  of 
the  Westview  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Burlington,  asked  each 
of  the  five  missionaries  to 
respond  to  several  questions 
about  their  work. 

When  asked  about  changes  he 
had  observed  in  the  United  States 
since  he  went  overseas,  Mr. 
Junkin  indicated,  "prices  and  the 
attitude  in  the  free  use  of  money 
struck  me  first.  For  instance,  I 
am  very  conscious  of  the 
prevalent  use  of  long  distance 
telephone  calls  instead  of  writing 
letters." 

In  response  to  the  same 
question.  Miss  Stafford  said, 
"The  change  in  the  U.S.  I  have 
noticed  most  is  the  increased 
number  of  different  products  for 
sale  which  materially-minded 
society  is  buying.  We  throw  away

retreats,  training  events  and 
conferences."

the  old  and  buy  the  new  with  no 
regard  for  waste. 

The  missionaries  were  asked  to 
comment  on  what  they  thought 
missionary  churches  might  teach 
churches  in  North  Carolina  about 
interdenominational  cooperation. 

"The  Taichung  Presbytery  of  - 
the  Taiwan  Presbyterian 
Church,"  said  Mr.  Junkin,  "has 
assigned  each  of  its  weaker 
churches  to  a  stronger  church  as 
a  'sister'  or  'brother'  church  to 
visit  and  help  each  other.  This 
practice  crosses  racial  and 
language  barriers.  Also,  the 
names  of  Protestant  churches  in 
the  Chinese  language  are  listed, 
'The  Christian  Cmurch, 
(Presbyterian,  Baptist, 
Methodist,  etc.)  Society.  This 
identifies  all  churches  as  being 
Christian  first  and  denomina- 
tional second." 

Miss  Stafford  observed  that, 
"Churches  in  Zaire  are  involved 
in  working  together  as  one  body 
in  witnessing  for  Christ. 
Sometimes  we  here  are  more 
concerned  about  denominations 
than  about  Christianity;  we  need 
to  get  together  to  be  witnesses  to 
our  neighbors." 

Miss  Stafford  indicates  that  the 
future  role  of  missions  in  the 
Zaire  will  be  "to  support  the 
native  church  in  areas  where 
needed." 

"The  missionary  will  need  to  be 
able  to  follow  as  well  as  lead. 
Years  ago  in  Zaire,  the 
missionary  had  to  do  everything; 
make  all  decisions,  repair  all 
equipment,  do  all  the  teaching, 
preaching,  doctoring  and 
nursing.  Now  he  should  be  willing 
to  give  some  of  this  responsibility 
to  trained  natives  and  support 
them  in  their  decisions,"  Miss 
Stafford  said. 


Government  president  Wesley 
Horne  of  Wilmington  explained 
the  association's  functions.  He 
was  followed  by  a  presentation  of 
the  Honor  Council,  the  Student 
Christian  Association,  and  ac- 
tivities in  extracurricular  hours 
and  dormitory  living. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Elliott  Hester  of 
High  Point,  chairmen  protem- 
pore  of  the  Parent  Council, 
presided  at  a  business  meeting  of 
the  parents'  group  during  which 
new  officers  were  elected. 

Parents  enjoyed  the  rest  of 
Saturday  by  attending  a 
basketball  game  and  a  student 
musical  titled  "Coming 
Together." 


He  also  reported  that  several 
groups  have  already  taken  ad- 
vantage of  the  mild  fall  weather 
and  have  used  the  facility  for 
retreats  beyond  the  normal 
conference  season.

Synod  bookings 
will  be  given  priority  and  an 
effort  is  being  made  to  keep 
reasonable  rates.  It  is  possible 
for  more  than  one  group  to  use 
the  facility  dependent  upon  the 
amount  of  meeting  space 
required.  The  Board  plan  a 
further  announcement  of  policies 
and  rates  in  the  near  future. 


Mr.  Junkin  identifies  the  future 
role  of  missions  to  be,  "To 
present  Christ  as  Lord  and 
Saviour." 

He  indicates  that  the  skill  most 
necessary  for  missionaries  is  "to 
be  able  to  use  any  area  of 
specialized  training  one  may 
have  to  make  Christ  known, 
filling  varying  needs  and  meeting 
fresh  opportunities,  not 
displacing  a  national  who  is 
qualified  to  do  the  job,  but 
helping  and  training  him  to  do 
better. 

"When  asked  to  identify  the 
most  effective  forms  of  Christian 
witness,  Mr.  Junkin  said,  "What 
makes  any  form  of  witness  ef- 
fective is  that  it  is  done  for  Jesus 
Christ  in  love  and  with  patience, 
and  this  applies  in  North  Carolina 
as  well  as  in  Taiwan." 

"The  way  we  live  is  the  most 
effective  form  of  Christian 
witness,"  says  Miss  Stafford. 
"We  here  in  the  United  States 
need  to  show  the  world  that  we 
are  Christians  by  living  as  if  our 
neighbors  were  our  brothers."

Trustees.  Another  plan,  which 
the  Board  adopted,  was  for  a 
group  of  "interested  friends"  to 
be  known  as  "Friends  of  Mon- 
treat-Anderson  College,"  who 
donate  $25  or  more  jjer  year  and 
who  will  inspire  a  broader  base  of 
support  among  those  who  cannot 
be  expected  to  invest  larger 
sums. 

A  report  from  Dean  of  Student 
Affairs,  Dr.  Larry  Wilson, 
asserted  optimism  toward  the 
growing  sense  of  pride  among 
students  and  faculty  alike. 
Outstanding  student  leadership 
has  produced  a  lessening  of 
disciplinary  problems  and  a 
deepening  sense  of  respon- 
sibility among  students,  said 
Wilson. 

Chaplain  Dr.  Calvin  Thielman 
reported  that  attendance  at 
Wednesday  prayer  meeting, 
participation  in  Christian  wit- 
nessing programs  off  campus, 
student-led  prayer  groups,  Mrs.

constitutes  an  answer  to  the 
financial  squeeze  most  denom- 
inations have  experienced  in 
recent  years. 

Joint  Educational  Development 

Christian  educators  represent- 
ing six  Protestant  bodies  working 
together  in  what  they  call  a  Joint 
Educational  Development  (JED) 
met  for  three  days  at  the  College 
of  Preachers  to  discuss  in  depth 
and  frankness  11  goals  they  have 
established  for  1973-76  in  the  light 
of  current  realities,  financial  and 
otherwise. 

Their  consensus  at  the  close  of 
the  Fall  meeting  was  that  Chris- 
tian education  is  "alive  and 
well,"  and  there  is  cause  for  firm 
optimism,"  according  to  Ms. 
Bettie  Currie,  JED  planning  co- 
ordinator, who  described  the 
loosely-organized  group  as  "an 
ecumenical  means  of  getting 
denominational  work  done." 


Class  and  general  spiritual 
maturity  have  continued  to 
improve.  An  impressive  list  of 
Chapel  guest  speakers  indicated 
the  high  level  of  spiritual 
nourishment  to  which  students 
are  being  exposed  regularly,  in 
addition  to  that  received  in 
classrooms,  in  Church  and  in 
personal  contacts  with  fellow 
Christians  on  campus.  Dr. 
Thielman  closed  his  report  with  a 
request  for  prayers  from 
Trustees  in  behalf  of  the  ad- 
ministration, staff,  faculty  and 
student  body. 

The  financial  status  of  the 
College  was  reported  by  Con- 
troller Walter  L.  Hall  who  said 
rising  costs  have  resulted  in 
increased  expenses  above  a  year 
ago.  His  proposed  budget  calls 
for  an  income  increase  of  $214,167 
above  the  current  income. 

The  Executive  Committee 
submitted  a  proposal  that  a  Long 
Range  Planning  Committee  be 
appointed,  whose  function  it 
should  be  to  examine  and 
establish  goals  for  curriculum 
and  estimate  the  resources 
needed  to  achieve  these  goals  in 


Governor  James  E. 
Holshouser,  Jr.,  has  proclaimed 
the  week  of  November  19-25,  1973, 
as  "Honor  Sunday  School 
Teachers  W,eek  in  North 
Carolina"  and  has  urged  that  the 
thousands  of  teachers  across  the 
state  be  recognized  and  honored. 

The  governor's  proclamation 
noted  the  selfless  efforts  of  the 
teachers  in  their  hours  of  prep- 
aration and  commended  them  for 
providing  "the  moral  and  spirit- 
ual nourishment  to  sustain  us  in 
this  troubled  time." 

The  governor's  proclamation 
marks  the  sixth  straight  year 
that  "Honor  Sunday  School  Tea- 
chers Week"  has  been  pro- 
claimed by  the^tate's  chief 
executive.  Former  Governer  Dan 
Moore  began  the  practice  during 
his  second  year  in  office. 


While  JED  was  formed  by 
three  denominations  back  in  1969, 
its  existence  today  is  not  widely 
known,  except  in  those  local  con- 
gregations around  the  country 
where  one  of  its  16  projects  in 
various  stages  of  development 
have  been  undertaken,  either  on 
a  full-scale  basis  or  as  a  "pilot." 

Just  how  is  the  organization  an 
answer  (among  other  answers) 
to  the  drop-off  in  local  church 
giving  to  national  denominational 
programs? 

Uuplication  Of  Effort 

One  of  the  obvious  ways  is  that 
duplication  of  effort  in  the  same 
areas  of  concern  has  been  di- 
minished by  denominational 
Christian  educators  working 
together,  Ms.  Currie  said. 

Asked  in  an  interview  how  the 
JED  approach  differs  from  pre- 
vious and  currently  on-gomg 
interdenominational  cooperative 
efforts,  Ms.  Currie,  a  Southern 
Presbyterian  said  :  '  This  is  a  new 
model  for  denominations  to  share 
their  resources,  perspectives  and 
their  work.  I  don't  think  it  's  been 
done  before  this  way.

The  Advent  Wreath  is  a  traditional  symbol  of  the  Advent  Season, 
which  begins  the  fourth  Sunday  before  Christmas.  It  denotes  the 
beginning  of  a  new  Christian  year,  wherein  we  begin  the  season  of 
expectancy  of  the  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  our  Lord,  Jesus  Christ. 

The  symbolism  of  the  Advent  Wreath  is  as  follows :  The  round  shape 
represents  the  circle  of  eternity — God  was,  is  now  and  ever  shall  be;  to 
many  the  evergreen  has  come  to  mean  the  everlasting  love  of  God 
through  the  gift  of  His  Son;  the  four  purple  candles  represent  the  four 
weeks  of  Advent,  their  light  being  a  symbol  of  Christ,  the  Light  of  the 
World;  the  white  candle,  which  is  lighted  on  Christmas,  represents  the 
birth  of  the  Christ-Child. 

On  the  first  Sunday  in  Advent,  light  one  of  the  purple  candles  in  the 
wreath.  On  the  second  Sunday  in  Advent,  light  both  the  first  candle  and 
a  new  one.  Continue  adding  a  new  one  each  Sunday  until,  on  the  Sunday 
immediately  preceding  Christmas,  all  four  candles  are  burning.  On 
Christmas  the  four  purple  candles  are  lit  and  the  one  white  one  in  the 
center  which  symbolizes  the  birth  of  Christ. 

The  following  was  prepared  to  suggest  some  ways  the  family  might 
use  the  Advent  Wreath  in  family  worship.  May  your  family  find  rich 
meaning  in  this  Advent  Season  as  you  look  forward  together  to  the 
celebration  of  the  coming  of  the  Christ-Child.

Hands  Do  The  Talking  For  Puppeteers 
In  Unique  Resort  Area  Ministry 


The  Resort  Area  Ministry  com- 
mittee of  the  Avery-Watauga 
County  area  has  come  up  with 
a  unique  program  involving 
youth  in  the  ministry  through 
music  and  puppetry.  Young  peo- 
ple are  involved  in  the  ministry 
through  an  ecumenical  program 
involving  youth  from  seven  de- 
nominations performing  in  the 
Banner  Elk  and  Boone  areas. 
College  students  supply  the  talent 
for  the  music  team  performing 
for  groups  in  the  resort  area 
while  high  school  and  junior  high 
age  groups  form  the  puppet 
troupe.  Young  people  were  selec- 
ted to  work  three  full  weeks  being 
lodged  in  Banner  Elk  in  "The 
House  of  the  Blue  Frog." 

The  troupe  was  trained  by  Miss 
Gennie  Pannell,  formerly  Direc- 
tor of  Christian  Education  of  the 
Plaza  Presbyterian  Church, 
Charlotte.  Miss  Pannell  is  an 
experienced  puppeteer  and  mem- 
ber of  the  Puppeteers  of  Ameri- 
ca. She  directed  the  Puppet 
Shows  at  the  Land  of  Oz  on  Beech 
Mountain  the  summer  of  1972  and 
an  experimental  program  with 
puppets  in  the  Banner  Elk 
Presbyterian  Church  School. 
"This  puppet  ministry  has  given 
all  of  us  who  are  involved  in  it  a 
chance  to  be  creative,  have  fun, 
and  perform  a  ministry  all  at  the 
same  time.  It  is  a  program  I 
would  like  to  see  operating 
year-round  in  resort  areas,"  Miss 
Pannell  stated.

First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Concord  has  adopted  a  project 
called  "Cars  That  Care,"  which 
will  provide  non-emergency 
transportation  for  the  elderly,  ill, 
or  indigent  persons  on  special 
occasions  or  on  a  regular  basis 
over  a  long  period  of  time. 

Working  in  conjunction  with 
the  Cabarrus  County  Department 
of  Social  Services,  the  program 
has  been  developed  by  members 
of  the  church  session  and  Charles 
Page,  who  is  with  the  Social 
Services  Department. 

"The  Session's  Service  Com- 
mittee has  initiated  a  program 
which  will  allow  us  to  perform  a 
vital  and  compassionate  service 
to  our  community,  and  anyone 
who  can  drive  may  participate," 
said  the  Rev.  Jeffrey  Warn  pier, 
pastor  of  the  church. 

"There  are  some  people  in  our 
congregation  and  in  our  city  who 
do  not  drive  and  who,  living  on 
Social  Security  or  other  meager 


means,  cannot  afford  public 
transportation  to  doctors'  offices, 
clinics,  hospitals,  drug  stores  or 
other  places.  .  .  Here  is  an  op- 
portunity for  anyone  who  will 
volunteer  his  car,  a  little  time 
and  some  dedication  to  be  of  real 
service  to  those  in  need." 

A  small  group  was  organized 
during  the  summer  under  the 
direction  of  Mrs.  Z.  T.  Piephoff 
and  Mrs.  Ben  Flowe  to  carry  out 
the  pilot  project  for  testing  the 
feasibility  of  the  idea. 

"Most  of  our  service  has  been 
performed  for  members  of  our 
own  congregation  and  for  persons 
to  whom  the  Department  of 
Social  Services  has  called  us," 
the  minister  said. 

According  to  the  report  com- 
piled by  Mrs.  Piephoff  and  Mrs. 
Flowe,  participants  during  the 
summer  drove  more  than  900 
miles  transporting  56  patients, 
the  majority  of  whom  were  aged 
or  disabled  persons  in  need  of 
treatment.

Dr.  H.  Edwin  Pickard  of  Ra- 
leigh, chairman  of  the  commit- 
tee, presided.  He  introduced 
members  of  the  Turner  family 
and  many  distinguished  guests. 
The  program  was  developed  by  a 
series  of  speakers  who  have  been 
called  "boss"  by  the  honoree.  Dr. 
Warner  L.  Hall,  executive  direc- 
tor of  the  Presbyterian  Founda- 
tion, spoke  of  Rev.  Turner's 
Tiinistry  at  Covenant  Church  in 
Charlotte  from  1953  to  1957.  Dr. 
W.  Norman  Cook  of  Richmond, 
formerly  director  of  the  Division 
of  Field  Services  of  the  Board  of 
Christian  Education,  described 
the  outstanding  leadership  and 
creative  planning  provided  by 
Rev.  Turner  as  a  member  of  the 
staff  of  BCE  from  1957  to  1971.

The  Coordinating  Council  has 
established  twelve  mission  com- 
mittees with  221  members  to 
carry  out  the  programs  of  Synod. 
The  Council  is  responsible  for  the 
entire  mission  program  of  the 
region  and  these  units  will  serve 
as  agents  of  the  Council. 

Present  Staff 
The  Council  also  voted  to 
extend  calls  to  fifteen  members 
of  the  present  staff.  These  include 
five  campus  ministers,  three 
education  specialists,  a  director 
of  special  ministries,  a  director  of 
counseling  programs  and  four  lay 
professional  staff  persons  at  the 
counseling  centers.  All  calls  were 
for  three  year  terms  commen- 
cing January  1,  1974  when  the 
new  staff  will  be  "fully  opera- 
tional." 

The  Council  heard  reports  from 
its  Personnel  Committee,  Budget 
and  Audit  Committee,  and  Com- 
mittee on  Organization  as  a  part 
of  the  agenda  of  a  one-day  meet- 
ing held  in  Raleigh  on  December 
11.  The  Council  is  composed  of 
forty-two  members  with  twenty- 
five  chosen  by  the  presbyteries 
and  fifteen  at-Iarge  members. 


This  is  the  third  meeting  of  the 
central  administrative  agency  of 
the  new  synod  which  was  estab- 
lished last  July  by  action  of  the 
General  Assembly.  Rev.  Leigh- 
ton  B.  McKeithen  of  FayetteviUe, 
is  chairman  and  Rev.  Robert  S. 
Busey  of  Asheville  is  vice  chair- 
man.

Christmas — 

A  Season  Of  Joy 


The  Christmas  Season  is  a 
special  time  in  the  life  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church.  The  birth 
of  Jesus  is  celebrated  across  our 
denomination  in  many  ways:  in 


Churches  Urged  To  Study 
State's  Property  Tax  Law 


Presbyterian  churches  in 
North  Carolina  are  urged  to  ac- 
quaint themselves  with  the 
changes  in  North  Carolina's  pro- 
perty tax  law  affecting  property 
used  for  religious  purposes. 
Under  the  new  legislation,  a  reli- 
gious institution  is  required  to 
notify  county  or  municipal  taxing 
authorities  annually  to  list  all 
property  and  to  file  a  request  for 
tax  exemption  with  the  tax 
supervisor  of  the  county  in  which 
the  property  is  located. 

Churches  are  cautioned  that 
implementation  of  the  provisions 
of  the  statute  will  vary  between 
counties,  but  if  no  request  for  tax 
relief  is  filed  and  the  owner  fails 
to  list  the  property  for  taxation, 
the  property  must  be  treated  as 
other  unlisted  property  and  pen- 
alties provided  by  law  must  be 
imposed. 

Previously  a  religious  organi- 
zation was  required  to  notify 
taxing  authorities  of  its  exemp- 
tion status  when  property  was 


acquired  and  this  was  sufficient 
to  exempt  the  property  as  long  as 
a  religious  organization  held  it. 
The  new  law  places  the  burden  of 
obtaining  tax  reliefs  through 
exemption  on  the  owner  each 
year  on  a  recurring  basis  during 
the  regular  listing  period. 

According  to  the  Wake  County 
taxing  units,  the  new  law's 
requirement  that  a  "request  for 
tax  relief"  be  filed  is  not  the  same 
as  listing  the  property  for  taxa- 
tion. However,  the  request  form 
will  be  similar  and  much  of  the 
same  information  will  be  re- 
quired. Under  the  new  law,  every 
owner  of  property  is  now  re- 
quired to  either  file  "a  request  for 
tax  relief  or  to  list  the  property 
for  taxation  during  the  regular 
listing  period."  Local  Presby- 
terian churches  axid  agencies 
holding  property  are  urged  to 
contact  the  tax  supervisor  of  the 
county  in  which  the  property  is 
located  for  information  and  assis- 
tance. 


worship  and  song,  festival  and 
pageant  and  the  giving  and 
receiving  of  gifts.  Christmas  is 
truly  a  time  of  joy  and 
celebration  for  all  Christians. 

Since  Christmas  is  a  season  of 
joy,  it  is  appropriate  that  the 
Presbyterian  Church  designate 
each  December  as  the  Joy  Gift 
Season. 

The  Joy  Gift  is  a  special  of- 
fering approved  by  the  General 
Assembly  and  administered  by 
the  Board  of  Annuities  and 
Relief. 

This  special  fund  helps  to  meet 
the  needs  of  our  retired  ministers 
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and  lay  church  workers,  their 
widows  and  eligible  orphans. 
Ministerial  relief  funds,  which 
are  separate  from  the  Annuity 
Fund,  are  supplemented  each 
year  by  this  special  offering. 
Grants  are  made  on  the  basis  of 
(1)  the  need  of  each  individual 
beneficiary  and  (2)  resources 
available  to  meet  this  need. 

At  Work  Year  'Round 

While  the  Joy  Gift  for 
Ministerial  Relief  is  offered  each 
year  at  Christmas,  it  is  at  work 
365  days  of  the  year  and  gifts  may 
be  made  for  this  purpose  at  any 
time.  The  Gift  provides  aid  to 
many  retired  church  servants 
and  is  tangible  evidence  of  the 
Church's  love,  remembrance  and 
concern. 

Joy  and  Gratitude 

The  Joy  Gift  is  an  offering 
which  is  given  with  a  sense  of  joy 
and  gratitude.  It  is  an  op- 
portunity to  serve  those  who  have 
served  us;  to  say  "thank  you"  to 
those  who  have  given  so 
generously. 

In  this  ministry  of  love,  com- 
passion and  respect  for  the 
retired  servants  of  the  Church, 
the  basic  principle  for  the  use  of 
these  funds  has  been  the  need  of 
the  recipient.  The  degree  to 
which  these  needs  can  be  met  is 
determined  ultimately  by  the 
total  funds  the  Church  gives  for 
this  purpose.

Davidson  College  Will  Participate 
In  Senior  Fellows  Program 


Davidson  College  is  one  of  60 
independent  liberal  arts  colleges 
across  the  country  that  will 
participate  in  a  new  Woodrow 
Wilson  Senior  Fellows  program 
starting  in  December.  The  pro- 
gram will  bring  leaders  of  bus- 
iness and  the  professions  to  the 
campuses  for  a  week  or  more  at  a 
time  as  visiting  professors. 

The  project,  to  be  administered 
by  the  Woodrow  Wilson  National 
Fellowship  Foundation,  has  re- 
ceived a  $1  million  grant  from  the 
Lilly  Endowment  of  Indianapolis 
"to  bring  the  campus  and  the 
non-academic  world  closer 
together." 

"Bringing  our  people  together 
continues  to  be  this  country's 


most  urgent  order  of  business," 
said  Hans  Rosenhaupt,  president 
of  the  foundation.  "Young  people 
will  meet  representatives  of  'the 
establishment,'  and  ...  represen- 
tatives of  the  world  of  action^  will 
be  reminded  of  the  aspirations 
and  hopes  of  young  people 
today." 

Other  colleges  in  this  area 
participating  in  the  program 
include  Mary  Baldwin  College, 
Randolph-Macon  Woman's  Col- 
lege, Washington  and  Lee 
University  and  Wofford  College. 
Davidson  is  the  only  participant 
in  North  Carolina  and  one  of  two 
Presbyterian  schools  in  the 
region. 


TVetr^  Star  At  Christmas 


(RNS)  —  Astronomers  are 
predicting  the  appearance  of  a 
new  'star'  this  Christmas. 

A  newly-discovered  comet  is 
streaking  into  view  for  the 
holiday  season,  and  scientists 
expect  a  spectacular  ap- 
pearance. 

"Science,"  the  official  weekly 
publication  of  the  American 
Association  for  the  Advancement 
of  Science,  based  in  Washington, 
D.  C,  calls  it  "the  Christmas 
Comet."  Officially,  it  is  named 


Comet  Kohoutek,  in  honor  of  the 
Czech-born  astronomer  who  first 
spotted  it  at  the  Hamburg  Ob- 
servatory in  West  Germany. 

It  will  be  visible  at  certain 
times  this  month  and  in  Jaimary. 
The  tail  may  stretch  across  one- 
sixth  of  the  sky.  The  comet's  tail 
will  be  so  bright  that  it  may  be 
visible  even  during  the  daytime. 

Skylab  astronauts  plan  to  study 
the  comet  and  hope  to  point  their 
instruments  at  it  on  Christmas 
day. 


Women's  Leadership  Discussed 


(RNS)— Methods  that  would 
increase  the  leadership  of  women 
in  American  Presbyterianism 
were  discussed  in  recent  meet- 
ings of  units  of  two  denomina- 
tions. 

The  United  Presbyterian 
Church's  Council  on  Women  and 
the  Church  met  in  Chicago.  The 
Committee  on  Women's  Concerns 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
United  States  (Southern)  conven- 
ed in  Atlanta. 

Communications  with  the 
grassroots  was  a  topic  of  concern 
in  Atlanta,  where  committee 
members  also  voiced  hopes  that 
the  Southern  denomination  will 
bring  the  number  of  women  on 
boards  and  agencies  up  to  the 
one-third  figure  set  in  1970  guide- 
lines. 

The  women  of  both  denomina- 
tions are  planning  a  joint  pro- 
gram in  Louisville.  Kentucky, 


next  June  prior  to  concurrent 
annual  General  Assemblies  of  the 
two  Churches,  which  are  con- 
tinuing talks  on  union. 

The  Southern  Presbyterian 
committee  in  Atlanta  heard  pro- 
posals for  dealing  with  the  pro- 
blems and  concerns  of  women 
church  professions.  It  also 
praised  a  division  of  the 
denomination's  General 
Executive  Board  for  par- 
ticipation in  the  Washington- 
based  Religious  Coalition  on 
Abortion  Rights. 

The  division  is  not  a  member  of 
the  coalition  but  has  sought  as- 
sistance of  staff  members  in 
dealing  with  abortion  rights 
questions. 

The  North  Carolina  represen- 
tatives to  the  Committee  on 
Women's  Concerns  are  Rev.  Z.N. 
Holler  of  Raleigh  and  Mrs.  H. 
Cone  McPherson  of  Cameron.

They  will  attend  their  first 
training  session  at  Monteagle, 
Tennessee,  December  3-8  and  be 
ready  to  begin  their  duties. 

The  hunger  action  program 
involves  carefully  selected  pro- 
jects at  home  and  abroad.  Funds 
will  come  from  the  1973  Birthday 
Offering  of  the  Women  of  the 
Church.  That  portion  amounted 
to  approximately  $281,000.00. 

The  enablers  will  not  be 
employed  full-time  but  will  be 
asked  to  give  one-fourth  of  their 
working  time  to  the  endeavor. 

Mrs.  Harkey  said  they  will  be 
available  in  their  region  "to 
propose  and  help  facilitate  de- 
velopment action  by  concerned 
individuals,  groups,  congrega- 
tions and  church  courts  to  com- 
bat root  causes  of  hunger  at  home 
and  abroad."  [Funds  will  be  used 
for  programs  growing  out  of  or 
related  to  the  work  of  the  ena- 
blers. This  may  serve  as 
challenge  money  for  matching 
gifts  from  churches  or  church 
courts  to  particular  projects. 

Dr.  James  A.  Cogswell  of 
Atlanta,  is  the  staff  associate  for 
world  service  of  the  GEB,  under 
whom  the  Church's  total 
emphasis  on  hunger  is  coordina- 
ted. 


statement  on  the  causes  of 
unhappiness  and  division  within 
our  church,  and  to  make  concrete 
recommendations  aimed  at  their 
solution  and  the  restoration  of 
peace  and  harmony." 

After  a  five-month  period  of 
"listening  intently  to  the 
church,"  the  committee  sees 
evidence  that  "present  tensions 
result  from  misunderstandings, 
exaggerations  and  the  ascription 
of  general  significance  to  isolated 
instances." 

The  special  committee  said 
when  it  finds  areas  where 
grievances  can  be  lessened  or 
tensions  reduced,  "we  plan  to 
bring  concrete  proposals  to  the 
General  Assembly.  .  ." 

Prior  to  adopting  the  paper,  the 
committee  heard  from  the  Rev. 
Dr.  F.  WeUford  Hobble  of  Little 
Rock  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  J.  Ran- 
dolph Taylor  of  Atlanta  who 
appeared  at  the  invitation  of  the 
committee. 

The  appearance  was  part  of  the 
committee's  effort  to  hear 
varying  viewpoints  on  causes  of 
tension. 

Hobbie  and  Taylor  agreed  that 
"rigid  personalities"  causes 
problems.  They  said  some 
conservative  leaders  apparently 
have  misunderstood  and 
misrepresented  some  "liberal" 
actions. 

Instead  of  hurling  blanket 
charges,  "we  encourage  them  to 
bring  the  charges  against 
specific  individuals  in  presbytery 
(church  court)  or  stop  making 
statements  about  ministers  being 
apostate  or  heretical,"  Hobbie 
said. 

Taylor  said  the  church  has 
been  "in  tension  from  its  very 
beginning.  .  .  I  think  we  should 
affirm  the  fact  that  it's  better  to 
be  in  tension  than  dead.  Tension 
does  not  have  to  be  destructive;  it 
can  be  creative." 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Warner  L.  Hall  of 
Charlotte  is  chairman  of  the 
special  committee.  Other 
members  are  the  Rev.  Dr.  An- 
drew A.  Jumper  of  St.  Louis,  vice 
chairman;  the  Rev.  John  D.

Baptists  Are 
Urged  To 
Take  Action 

(RNS)— After  successfully 
working  to  defeat  liquor  by  the 
drink  in  a  statewide  referendum, 
members  of  the  North  Carolina 
Baptist  State  Convention  were 
urged  by  their  leaders  to  take 
action  against  other  social  prob- 
lems in  the  state. 

Two  leaders  of  the  anti-liquor 
campaign  were  chosen  as  top  of- 
ficers of  the  state  convention. 
Allen  Bailey,  a  Charlotte  lawyer, 
was  elected  president  and  the 
Rev.  Coy  Privette  of  North  Kan- 
napolis  Baptist  Church,  president 
of  the  interdenominational 
Christian  Action  League,  was 
elected  first  vice-president  of  the 
convention. 

Mr.  Bailey  urged  North  Caro- 
lina Baptists  to  "work  as  hard  for 
prison  reform,  tax  reform,  the 
handicapped  and  the  mentally 
retarded"  as  they  did  in  opposing 
liquor  by  the  drink. 

J.  Marse  Grant  of  Raleigh, 
editor  of  the  Biblical  Recorder 
warned  that  "if  we  are  against 
liquor  and  then  ignore  North 
Carolina  having  the  next  lowest 
wages  of  any  state  in  the  nation, 
then  we  are  not  good  stewards  of 
our  influence.  If  we  hate  gam- 
bling and  then  do  nothing  about 
tax  reform,  we  will  be  rightly 
charged  with  a  double  standard 
of  values." 

He  challenged  churches  to  be 
"more  aggressive  in  restoring 
integrity,  honesty  and  character 
to  government,"  and  called  on 
churchmen  to  run  for  public 
office  because  "our  nation  is  in 
such  dire  need  of  moral  rehabili- 
tation in  government  that  some- 
"'thing  must  be  done."

Missionaries  Share  Thoughts 
On  Presbyterian  Outreach 


Union  Seminary  Announces 
Advance  Studies  Seminars^ 
Tower  Room  Programs 


The  Presbyterian  Church 
traditionally  observes  the  Wit- 
ness Season  annually  during  the 
months  of  January,  February 
and  March.  Witness  Season  is  a 
time  of  study  and  exploration  of 
the  church's  mission  program. 

During  this  Witness  Season, 
five  missionaries  on  furlough  are 
assigned  to  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  and  are  scheduled  to 
visit  with  various  churches  and 
presbyteries  throughout  the 
synod. 

This  article  is  the  second  is  a 
series  of  three,  featuring 
missionaries  who  will  be  in  North 
Carolina  during  Witness  Season, 
with  some  of  their  responses  to 
questions  about  their  vocations 
as  missionaries  and  the  future  of 
missions. 

The  missionaries  include  the 
Rev.  William  F.  Junkin,  Jr., 
missionary  to  Taiwan;  Miss 
Jackie  Stafford,  missionary  to 
Zaire;  Mrs.  Frank  G.  Keller, 
missionary  to  Korea;  Dr.  Walter 
B.  Hull,  missionary  to  Zaire;  and 
Rev.  Clarence  G.  Durham, 
missionary  to  Korea. 

The  Rev.  W.  T.  Perkins, 
chairman  of  Synod's  Committee 
on  world  Missions  and  pastor  of 
the  Westview  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Burlington,  asked  each 
of  the  five  missionaries  to 
respond  to  several  questions 
about  their  work. 

When  asked  about  changes  she 
had  observed  in  the  United  States 
since  she  went  to  Korea,  Mrs. 
Keller  responded,  "The  most 
obvious  change  seems  to  be  in 
increased  prices  and  more 
foreign-made  goods  on  the 
market.  .  .  " 

"Another  big  change  seems  to 
be  in  attitudes.  I  believe  real 
progress  has  been  made  in  the 
area  of  race  relations.  I  note  less 
feeling  of  national  pride  in  our 
country  and  its  government  and 
more  questioning  of  traditional 
values  both  in  gorvernment  and 
in  church." 

The  missionaries  were  asked  to 
comment  on  the  changing  roles  of 
missions. 

Mrs.  Keller  perceives  mission 
in  the  future  as  being  "more 
supportive  than  it  was  thirty 
years  ago. .  .The  skill  needed  now 
and  in  the  future  should  not  only 
be  technical  knowledge  but  an 
ability  to  work  in  such  a  way  that 
nationals  will  accept  help." 

According  to  Rev.  Durham, 
"The  opportunities  for  mission 
are  changing;  we  must  change  to 
meet  them.  I  came  to  Korea 
expecting  to  be  a  country 
missionary.  Rather  gradually,  I

I  do  believe  that 
generally  speaking,  long-term 
missionaries  are  more  effective 
than  short-term  missionaries 
because  of  the  necessity  of 
learning  the  language  and  cul- 
ture of  the  people  in  order  to 
more  effectively  work  with 
them." 

Genuine  Concern 

"Sincere  Christian  faith  and  a 
genuine  concern  for  individuals  is 
the  more  effective  Christian 
witness,  said  Rev.  Durham.  "It  is

a  prerequisite  to  any  ef- 
fectiveness in  any  mission." 

The  missionaries  were  then 
asked  to  comment  on  support  to 
the  mission  programs. 

"I  would  like  to  emphasize  first 
that  people  support  their  regular 
church  budget  for  world 
missions.  This  is  how  the 
missionary  is  maintained," 
answered  Mrs.  Keller. 

Stay  Informed 

"Church  members  should  stay 
informed  on  what  the  church  is 
doing  and  who  their  missionaries 
are.  This  not  only  helps  the  home 
church  but  also  gives  the 
missionary  a  feeling  of  support." 

Rev.  Durham  responded,  "I 
am  sure  that  if  we  can  com- 
municate to  people  in  the  United 
States  what  is  really  happening  in 
the  Church  around  the  world, 
they  will  rejoice  anew  at  being  a 
part  of  it  and  want  to  be  a  bigger 
part.  I  have  experienced  that  God 
provides  uses  for  us  and  for  our 
money  as  well  as  money  for  our 
use  in  His  service."

Korean  Student  Reflects  On  Summer  Ministry 


This  summer  Young  Chan  Ro, 
a  1973  Union  Theological  Semi- 
nary in  Virginia  graduate  with  a 
Master  of  Theology  degree, 
worked  as  assistant  minister  to 
Dawes  B.  Graybeal,  pastor  of 
Bensalem  Presbyterian  Church 
in  Eagle  Springs.  During  the 
summer,  the  young  Korean  found 
new  ways  of  dealing  with  ques- 
tions which  symbolized  his  dedi- 
cation and  dream  of  somehow 
intermingling  Christianity  and 
Western  optimism  with  Bud- 
dhism and  the  Oriental 
philosophy. 

Young  Chan  Ro,  a  30-year-old 
Korean  who  holds  both  the  Bach- 
elor and  Master  of  Theology 
degrees  from  Korean  schools, 
came  to  Union  Seminary  two 
years  ago  as  a  Fellow  of  the 
World  Alliance  of  Reformed 
Churches  to  study  "Western 
theology"  and  to  observe 
Christianity  in  the  American 
home. 

Bensalem  is  a  rural  community 
church  rich  in  history  from 
colonial  days  when  Scots  first 
settled  the  area  between  1770-80, 
according  to  the  pastor.  Elders 
and  lay  workers  in  the  church 
today  still  bear  the  names  of 


DAWES  GRAYBEAL  and  YOUNG  CHAN  RO 


Monroe,  McLean,  Lewis,  and 
Morrison,  evidence  that  they  are 
direct  descendants  of  those  Pres- 
byterian Scot  settlers. 

It  may  sound  like  a  strange, 
incompatible  combination~the 
167  members  of  a  historical 
protestant  church  in  a  rural 
community  and  a  scholarly 
young  man  from  a  very  distant 
country  with  a  very  different 
culture,  but  the  people  of  Bensa- 


lem Church  and  Young  Chan  Ro 
seem  more  than  compatible; 
they  say  they  gradually  became 
"like  family  members"  during 
the  summer. 

When  the  people  of  Bensalem 
met  him  in  person  they  quickly 
responded  to  his  warm  friendli- 
ness, according  to  Graybeal. 
Afti  T  two  weeks  with  the  North 
Carolinians,  the  assistant  minis- 
ter realized  these  people  \we 


what  he  was  looking  for  as  a 
symbol  of  Christianity  expressed 
in  the  home,  church,  and  com- 
munity on  a  dailv  basis. 

Young  Chan  says  he  sees  how  a 
minister  should  be  from  his  work 
with  Graybeal.  "Dr.  Graybeal 
goes  into  homes  to  visit  and 
becomes  a  part  of  the  people  in 
his  church  and  community.  He 
helps  them  with  their  work  while 
he  talks."  The  assistant  minister 
sees  this  as  one  of  the  best  ways 
of  establishing  bonds  of  trust  and 
confidence  between  the  pastor 
and  his  people.

(PN)— The  General  Executive 
Board  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  has  registered  "strong 
disapproval"  of  its  conference 
center  at  Montreal  being  used  as 
a  "platform... for  any  organiza- 
tion seeking  to  create  divisions  in 
the  church." 

The  board  specifically  men- 
tioned the  Executive  Commission 
on  Overseas  Evangelism 
(ECOE). 

ECOE  was  formed  several 
years  ago  by  the  Presbyterian 
Evangelistic  Fellowship  (PEF) 
as  a  "conservative  and  evangel- 
ical missionary  organization."  It 
recruits  and  supports  its  own 
overseas  missionaries. 

In  recent  years,  speakers  at  the 
PEF  summer  conference  at  Mon- 
treal have  been  highly  critical  of 
PCyS  programs. 

At  the  1971  conference,  the  Rev. 
Jimmy  Lyons,  then  chairman  of 
ECOE,  charged  that  PCUS  lea- 
dership had  "violated  Scrip- 
lure...  (and)  is  reaching  toward 
the  levels  of  absurdity  and 
treason." 


Lyons  and  two  other  ECOE 
leaders,  the  Rev.  David  White 
and  the  Rev.  William  E.  Hill,  Jr., 
of  Hopewell,  Virginia,  have  left 
the  PCUS  and  are  involved  in  the 
movement  to  form  a  new  conser- 
vative denomination. 

The  1971  General  Assembly 
went  on  record  "viewing  the 
method  of  operation  of  ECOE  as 
a  grave  departure  from  the 
orderly  processes  of  the  church 
which  are  designed  to  protect  its 
unity  and  its  peace." 

The  most  recent  Assembly, 
called  on  Montreal's  trustees  to 
"use  great  care  in  allowing  the 
use  of  its  facilities"  to  the  Pres- 
byterian Evangelistic  Fellowship 
one  of  four  organizations  spear- 
heading the  schismatic  move- 
ment. 

A  resolution  had  sought  to  deny 
resources  of  the  center  for  PEF's 
scheduled  conference.  The  re- 
solution was  defeated  after  Dr. 
L.  Nelson  Bell  of  Montreal,  ap- 
pealed to  commissioners  to  "turn 
the  other  cheek"  despite  PEF's 
disloyalty.

(RNS)  —  An  appeal  to  stop 
scheduled  postal  increases  was 
sounded  in  testimony  before  the 
Cost  of  Living  Council  by  the 
executive  director  of  the  Catholic 
Press  Association.

In  addition  to  serving  their  own 
constituencies,  Mr.  Doyle 
argued,  the  religious  press  does

(RNS)— The  church  of  the  fu- 
ture will  have  less  insistence  on 
uniformity  of  belief  and  realize 
that  diversity  brings  "enrich- 
ment rather  than  impoverish- 
ment," a  prominent  Southern 
churchman  said. 

Dr.  Ernest  Trice  Thompson 
also  foresees  increasing  practical 
ecumenicity  because  "the  mis- 
sion of  the  church  requires  it, 
because  the  needs  are  so  great 
they  cannot  be  met  in  isolation 
and  because  ecumenical  action 
enables  us  to  make  greater  use  of 
our  money  and  resources." 

The  theologian,  historian  and 
former  Moderator  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  spoke  at  a  service 
marking  the  centennial  of 
the  Westminster  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Nashville. 

Dr.  Thompson  feels  certain 
that  differences  in  viewpoint  will 
be  welcomed  in  the  church  of  the 
future. 


He  contrasted  a  church  of 
diversity  to  the  way  in  which  the 
church  of  the  past  attempted  to 
restrict  beliefs  and  practice.  Dr. 
Thompson  pointed  to  moves  to- 
ward more  flexible  attitudes. 

"We  have  a  better  under- 
standing of  the  Bible  and  know 
that  it  contains  various  types  of 
literature,  not  all  of  which  were 
meant  to  be  interpreted 
literally." 

Dr.  Thompson  said  that  at 
some  points  in  the  past  the 
church  has  put  its  emphasis  on 
the  wrong  things.  Prior  to  the 
Civil  War,  he  said,  his  denom- 
ination spoke  frequently  about 
the  evils  of  card  playing  but  said 
nothing  against  salvery. 

"The  General  Assembly  re- 
fused to  take  a  stand  even  against 
the  monstrous  evil  of  lynching,  so 
long  prevalent  in  the  South,"  he 
lamented. 

And,  according  to  Dr.  Thomp- 


son, the  church  has  not  always 
been  as  democratic  as  it  claimed 
to  be. 

"The  Presbyterian  Church  has 
always  prided  itself  on  its  demo- 
cratic character,"  he  told  the 
Westminster  church  congrega- 
tion, "but  our  democracy  has 
been  strictly  limited— for  church 
officers,  elders  and  deacons  were 
elected  for  life;  women  were 
eligible  to  vote  but  not  to  hold 
office;  young  people  had  no  real 
place  in  the  church  councils  and 
blacks  were  put  in  a  corner  by 
themselves. 

"Slowly,  gradually,  this  has 
changed  and  there  will  be  in  the 
future  less  insistence  on  unifor- 
mity of  belief  and  practice;  a 
greater  welcome  of  differences  of 
viewpoint  and  a  recognition  that 
such  differences  bring  enrich- 
ment rather  than  impoverish- 
ment." 


riculum.  Standard  procedures  for 
application,  registration  and 
credit  will  apply.

or  association  openly  an- 
tagonistic to"  the  PCUS. 

The  Montreat  overture 
followed  by  one  week  a  similar 
action  of  the  (Jeneral  Executive 
Board.  At  its  November  16-18 
meeting  in  Atlanta,  the  72- 
member  board  registered  "its 
strong  disapproval  of  the  use  of 
the  Montreat  platform... by  any 
organization  seeking  to  create 
division  in  the  church." 

The  GEB  action  specifically 
mentioned  the  Executive 
Commission  on  Overseas 
Evangelism  (ECOE),  the 
missionary  arm  of  the 
Presbyterian  Evangelistic 
Fellowship.

(PN) — A  resource  file  and  legal 
memorandum  will  be  available  to 
loyal  members  of  the  Presbyter- 
ian Church  when  efforts  are 
made  to  take  their  church  out  of 
the  denomination. 

At  its  third  meeting  since  being 
established  by  the  1973  General 
Assembly  the  Committee  on 
Church  Property  reviewed  a 
memorandum  on  church  pro- 
perty which  is  to  be  mailed 
soon  to  stated  clerks  of  presby- 
teries and  synods. 

The  preamble  states  the 
purpose  of  the  memorandum :  an 
attempt  "to  set  out  the  legal 
factors  applicable  when  a  congre- 
gation of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.S.,  is  split  into  dis- 
sident factions  or  when  a 
congregation  wishes  to  separate 
itself  from  the  PCUS,  necessita- 
ting some  disposition  of  the 
church  property." 

The  document  includes  sec- 
tions on  the  general  rule  regard- 
ing disposition  of  church  property 
in  disputes,  leading  cases  in 
certain  states  in  the  PCUS  and 
the  state  law  with  reference  to 
church  property  involved  in  a 
church  split;  provisions  in  the 
PCUS  Book  of  Church  Order 
relating  to  property ;  the  report  of 
the  General  Assembly's  Perma- 
nent Judicial  Commission  ap- 
proved by  the  1971  Assembly; 
and  a  bibliography  of  law  on  the 
church  property  question.

"docket"  or  resource  file  on  all 
litigated  cases  involving  PCUS 
churches,  with  pleadings,  briefs

Last  June  the  General  Assem- 
bly directed  thfe  committee  to 
draw  up  necessary  changes  in  the 
Book  of  Church  Order. 

Orr  said,  "The  initial  draft  for 
proposed  changes  to  the  BCO 
would  translate  many  ideas  of  the 
committee  to  the  constitution." 

The  committee  "anticipates 
preparing  a  subsequent  draft  of 
the  BCO  amendments  prior  to 
their  being  submitted  to  the 
Permanent  Judicial  Commission 
by  March  15." 

The  Assembly  called  for  a 
denominational-wide  study  of  the 
entire  draft  report. 

A  copy  of  the  report  has  been 
mailed  to  all  teaching  elders, 
clerks  of  sessions,  presbytery 
commission  chairmen,  members 
of  the  General  Executive  Board 
and  staff  and  they  have  been 
encouraged  to  study  the  docu- 
ment and  send  any  comments  to 
the  chairman  by  January  1.

(PN)  —  A  task  force  named  to 
rewrite  the  Plan  for  Union  for  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S. 
and  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.  S.  A.  has  com- 
pleted work  on  drafts  of  the 
Book  of  Order  and  Book  oi 
Discipline. 

The  documents  will  be  refined 
by  the  Joint  Committee  on 
Presbyterian  Union  for 
presentation  to  the  General 
Assemblies  when  they  meet 
concurrently  next  June  in 
Louisville. 

The  top  governing  bodies  will 
be  asked  to  receive  the  revised 
plan  and  send  it  down  to  the 
constituency  for  at  least  a  year's 
study. 

The  task  force  met  again 
this  month  in  New  York  in 
preparation  for  the  winter 
meeting  of  the  full  committee 
December  7-9  in  Louisville.  The
